ANNOUNCEMENT  FOR  THE  ACADEMIC  YEAR  1896-97. 


"The  College  of  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons of  Ontario  "  is  the  name  adopted  by 
the  Medical  Profession  of  the  Province  of 
Ontario  in  its  corporate  capacity.  As  every 
legally  qualified  medical  practitioner  in  the 
Province  is  a  member  of  this  College,  it  is 
not  an  institution  for  the  teaching  of  medi- 
cine. 

The  Medical  Profession  of  Ontario  was 
first  incorporated  under  this  name  by  an 
Act  of  the  Parliament  of  Canada,  passed  in 
L866.  This  Act  was  subsequently  repealed 
by  the  Legislature  of  Ontario  in  1869,  and 
now  the  affairs  of  the  Profession  in  this  Pro- 
vince are  regulated  by  an  Act  passed  in  1874 
(37  Vic,  Cap.  30),  commonly  known  as  the 
"Ontario  Medical  Act,"  and  further  amended 
in  1887,  1891,  1893  and  1895. 

By  this  Act,  the  "Council  of  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  " 
is  empowered  and  directed  to  enact  by-laws 
for  the  regulation  of  all  matters  connected 
with  medical  education  ;  for  the  admission 
and  enrolment  of  students  of  medicine  ;  for 


determining  from  time  to  time  the  curricu- 
lum of  the  studies  to  be  pursued  by  them, 
and  to  appoint  a  Board  of  Examiners  before 
whom  all  must  pass  a  satisfactory  examina- 
tion before  they  can  be  enrolled  as  members 
of  the  College,  and  thus  be  legally  qualified 
to  practise  their  profession  in  the  Province 
of  Ontario; 

The  Council,  moreover,  has  power  and 
authority  conferred  upon  it  by  this  Act  to 
fix  the  terms  upon  which  practitioners  of 
medicine,  duly  qualified  in  other  countries, 
may  be  admitted  as  members  of  the  College 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  this 
being  the  only  mode  in  which  they  can 
become  legally  entitled  to  practise  their 
profession  in  this  Province. 

For  the  information  and  guidance  of 
students  of  medicine,  the  Profession,  and 
the  public  generally,  the  Council,  in  con- 
formity with  the  Ontario  Medical  Act, 
hereby  promulgates  for  the  year  1896-97 
the  Regulations  which  herein  follow,  re- 
pealing all  others  heretofore  in  force. 


REGULATIONS   FOR    \  896-97. 


SECTION   I.— MATRICULATION. 

Everyone  desirous  of  being  registered  as  a 
matriculated  medical  student  in  the  Register 
of  this  College,  except  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, shall  be  required  to  pay  a  fee  of 
twenty  dollars  and  to  conform  to  the  follow- 
ing regulations  : 

1.  Any  person  who  presents  to  the  Regis- 
trar of  the  Medical  Council  a  certificate  that 
he  has  passed  the  examination  conducted  by 
the  Education  Department  on  the  course 
prescribed  for  matriculation  in  arts,  includ- 
ing chemistry  and  physics,  and  approved  by 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council,  shall  be 
entitled,  on  payment  of  the  lawful  fees  in 
that  behalf,  to  registration  as  a  medical 
student  within  the  meaning  of  Section  11  of 
the  Ontario  Medical  Act. 

2.  Any  person  who  before  the  15th  day  of 
June,  1896,  had  not  passed  the  examination 
in  all  the  subjects  prescribed  for  matricula- 
tion as  aforesaid,  shall  be  entitled  to  regis- 
tration as  a  medical  student  on  submitting 
to  the  Registrar  a  certificate  that  he  has  com- 
pleted such  examination  by  passing  in  the 
remaining  subjects  of  such  matriculation, 
including  chemistry  and  physics. 

3.  Any  student  in  medicine  who  submits 
to  the  Registrar  certified  tickets  that  he  has 
attended  not  less  than  two  courses  of  lectures 
at  any  chartered  medical  school  or  college  in 
Canada,  shall  be  entitled,  on  payment  of  the 
lawful  fees  in  that  behalf,  to  take  the  Prim- 
ary examination,  provided  that  the  standing 
obtained  at  such  examination  may  not  be 
allowed  until  such  student  presents  to  the 
Registrar  the  matriculation  certificate. 

4.  A  certificate  from  the  Registrar  of  any 
chartered  university  conducting  a  full  arts 
course  in  Canada,  that  the  holder  thereof 
matriculated  prior  to  his  enrolment  in  such 
university,  and  passed  the  examination  in 
arts  prescribed  for  students  at  the  end  of  the 
first  year,  shall  entitle  such  student  to  regis- 
tration. 

5.  Any  person  who  on  or  before  the  1st 
day  of  November,  1895,  had  passed  the  ex- 
amination of  any  university  in  Canada  for 
matriculation  in  arts,  or  the  matriculation 
examination  conducted  by  the  Education 
Department  entitling  to  registration  in  arts 
with  any  university  in  Canada  or  an  exam- 
ination entitling  to  registration  with  the 
Medical   Council    subsequent    to   July    1st, 


1888 — shall  be  entitled  to  registration  on 
submitting  to  the  Registrar  a  certificate  to 
that  effect,  signed  by  the  proper  officer  in 
that  behalf. 

6.  Gratuates  in  arts,  in  any  university  in 
Her  Majesty's  dominions,  are  not  required 
to  pass  this  examination,  but  may  register 
their  names  with  the  Registrar  of  the  College 
upon  giving  satisfactory  evidence  of  their 
identity  and  certificate  of  qualifications  and 
upon  paying  the  fee  of  twenty  dollars. 


SECTION   II.— MEDICAL   CURRICU- 
LUM. 

1.  On  and  after  the  1st  day  of  July,  1892, 
every  student  must  spend  a  period  of  five 
years  in  actual  professional  studies,  except 
as  hereinafter  provided  ;  and  the  prescribed 
period  of  studies  shall  include  four  winter 
sessions  of  not  less  than  six  months  each, 
and  one  summer  session  of  ten  weeks  ;  or 
four  winter  sessions  of  eight  months  each 
and  be  exempt  from  summer  session.  The 
fifth  year  shall  be  devoted  to  clinical  work, 
six  months  of  which  may  be  spent  with  a 
registered  practitioner  in  Ontario,  and  six 
months  at  one  or  more  public  hospitals,  dis- 
pensaries or  laboratories  devoted  to  physio- 
logical or  pathological  research,  Canadian, 
British  or  foreign,  attended  after  having  been 
registered  as  a  medical  student  in  the  Regis- 
ter of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Ontario — "  But  any  change  in  the  curricu- 
lum of  studies  fixed  by  the  Council  shall  not 
come  into  effect  until  one  year  after  such 
change  is  made." 

Homoeopathic  students  who  attend  four 
sessions  at  any  medical  college  where  nine- 
month  sessions  are  taught,  to  be  held  equal 
to  four  winter  sessions  and  one  summer  ses- 
sion of  this  College.  This  shall  not  in  any" 
way  interfere  with  the  practical  and  clinical 
work  as  prescribed  by  the  Medical  Council 
of  Ontario  for  the  fifth  year. 

2.  Graduates  in  arts  or  science  of  any  col- 
lege or  university  recognized  by  the  Council 
who  shall  have  spent  a  year  in  the  study  of 
physics,  chemistry  ami  biology,  and  have 
passed  an  examinations  in  the  subjects  for 
degrees  in  arts  or  science,  shall  he  hold  to 
have  completed  the  first  year  of  the  five  years 
of  medical  study,  and  will  only  be  required 
to  pass  three  years  after  graduating  in  at-

tendance  upon  medical  studies,  and  having 
spent  one  year  thereafter  in  practical  clinical 
work  before  being  admitted  to  their  final 
examination. 

No  tickets  for  lectures  will  henceforward 
be  accepted  by  the  Council  unless  it  is  en- 
dorsed thereon  that  the  pupil  has  attended 
at  least  75  per  cent,  of  each  course  of  said 
lectures,  as  shown  by  teacher's  own  roll. 

3.  Application  for  every  professional  exam- 
ination must  be  made  to  the  Registrar  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario 
two  weeks  prior  to  examinations.  No  appli- 
cation will  be  received  unless  accompanied 
by  the  necessary  tickets  and  certificates,  and 
by  the  Treasurer's  receipt  showing  the  fees 
have  been  paid. 

4.  Each  "  six  months'  course  "  shall  consist 
of  not  less  than  fifty  lectures,  and  each  "three 
months'  course  "  of  not  less  than  twenty-five 
lectures. 

5.  Every  student  must  attend  the  under- 
mentioned courses  of  lectures  in  a  university, 
college  or  school  of  medicine  approved  of  by 
the  Council,  viz.  :

6.  Every  candidate  will  be  required  to 
prove  that  he  has  carefully  dissected  the 
adult  human  body.

8.  Also  must  have  attended  the  practice  of 
a  general  hospital  for  twenty-four  months 
during  the  first  four  years  of  study. 

9.  Also  must  have  attended  six  cases  of 
midwifery. 

10.  Also  must,  before  being  registered  as 
a  member  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Ontario,  have  passed  all  the 
examinations  herein  prescribed,  and  attained 
the  full  age  of  twenty-one  years. 

11.  Graduates  in  medicine  from  recognized 
colleges  outside  the  Dominion  of  Canada, 
who  desire  to  qualify  themselves  for  registra- 
tion, must  pass  the  matriculation  required 
by  the  Council  ;  and  must  attend  one  or 
more  full  winter  courses  of  lectures  in  one 
of  the  Ontario  medical  schools,  and  must 
complete  fully  the  practical  and  clinical  cur- 
riculum required  by  the  Council  after  the 
fourth  year,  and  shall  pass  before  the  exam- 
iners appointed  by  the  Council  all  the  ex- 
aminations hereinafter  prescribed,  so  as  to 
complete  fully  the  curriculum. 

12.  That  British  registered  medic  il  practi- 
tioners, on  paying  all  fees  and  passing  the 
Intermediate  and  Final  examinations,  be  reg- 
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istered,  provided  they  have  been  domiciled 
in  Britain  for  five  years  after  becoming  so 
registered. 


SECTION  III.— EXAMINATIONS. 

1.  The  professional  examinations  are  di- 
vided into  three  parts  :  A  "Primary," 
"Intermediate"  and   "Final." 

2.  The  Primary  examination  shall  be  under- 
gone after  the  second  winter  session,  and  the 
Intermediate  after  the  third  or  fourth  winter 
session,  the  Final  after  the  fifth  year. 

3.  The  following  branches  shall  be  em- 
braced in  the  Primary  examination  : 

a.  Anatomy. 

b.  Physiology  and  Histology. 

c.  Chemistry  (Theoretical  and  Practical). 

d.  Materia  Medica  and  Pharmacy. 

4.  Every  candidate  for  the  Primary  ex- 
amination will  be  required  to  present,  with 
his  lecture  tickets,  a  certificate  of  having 
undergone  and  passed  an  examination  at  the 
school  he  has  attended  at  the  close  of  his 
first  winter  session  on  Primary  branches. 
Also  a  certificate  of  ability  to  make  and 
mount  microscopic  specimens. 

5.  Each  candidate  for  final  examination 
must  present  a  certificate  of  attendance  at 
six  post  mortem  examinations,  and  a  certifi- 
cate of  ability  to  draw  up  a  report  of  a  post 
mortem  examination  ;  and  a  certificate  of 
having  reported  satisfactorily  six  cases  of 
clinical  medicine,  and  six  cases  of  clinical 
surgery,  and  of  having  attended  twenty-five 
pathological  demonstrations,  and  of  having 
passed  his  Intermediate  examination.  The 
certificates  to  be  signed  by  the  teachers  re- 
ferred to  upon  these  subjects,  or  the  practi- 
tioner holding  post  mortem.  At  the  Spring 
examination,  to  be  held  in  1896  and  there- 
after, all  candidates  shall  (except  arts  gradu- 
ates) present  a  certificate  of  having  passed 
at  the  close  of  their  third  session  in  the 
college  or  school  they  may  have  attended,  an 
examination  in  such  parts  of  medicine,  sur- 
gery and  midwifery  as  may  be  thought 
advisable  by  the  faculties  of  the  respective 
colleges  or  schools.  This  examination  is  not 
in  any  way  to  interfere  with  any  of  the 
examinations  of  the  Council. 

The  following  branches  shall  be  embraced 
in  the  intermediate  examination  :

7.  The  Primary  and  Intermediate  examina- 
tions shall  be  "written"  and  "oral."  The 
Final  "oral"  and   "clinical." 

8.  The  following  branches  will  be  embraced 
in  the  Final  examination  : 

a.  Clinical  Medicine. 

b.  Clinical    Surgery    (including    Vaccina- 

tion). 

c.  Diseases  of  Women. 

d.  Diseases  of  Children,  Medical  and  Sur- 

gical. 

9.  Any  candidate  who  makes  60  per  cent, 
in  three  or  more  branches,  but  fails  in  the 
others,  shall  receive  credit  for  the  subjects  so 
passed,  and  be  compelled  to  pass  in  the  other 
branches  only  at  a  subsequent  examination. 

10.  Candidates  who  intend  to  be  examined 
by  the  homoeopathic  Examiner  in  special 
subjects,  shall  signify  their  intention  to  the 
Registrar  at  least  two  weeks  previous  to  the 
commencement  of  the  examination,  in  order 
that  he  may  provide  means  of  preventing 
their  identification  by  the  other  students,  or 
by  the  Examiners. 

II.  In  the  event  of  any  candidate  signify- 
ing his  intention  to  the  Registrar  to  be  exam- 
ined and  registered  as  a  homoeopathic  prac- 
titioner, due  notice  of  such  must  be  submitted 
to  the  Registrar,  so  that  the  examinations 
may  be  conducted  by  the  parties  appointed 
for  that  purpose  ;  prior  to  the  acceptance  of 
such  notice  from  the  candidate,  the  usual  fees 
must  be  paid.  In  the  event  of  any  candidate 
presenting  himself  for  such  examination,  due 
notice  must  be  given  by  the  Registrar  to  the 
special  Examiner. 

12.  A  professional  examination  will  be 
held  in  Toronto  on  the  third  Tuesday  in 
September,  1896.  Candidates  who  have 
failed  in  a  former  examination  to  pay  a  fee  of 
twenty  dollars  for  this  examination.  The 
next  professional  examinations  will  be  held 
at  Toronto  and  Kingston  on  the  third  Tues- 
day in  May,  1897.

SECTION   V.— EXAMINATIONS. 

Rules  for  the  Guidance  of  the  Board  of 

Examiners. 

1.  The  Registrar  or  Deputy  Registrar 
must  be  present  at  every  examination. 

2.  At  the  end  of  each  written  examination 
upon  any  subject,  the  answers  to  the  ques- 
tions are  to  be  handed  to  the  Registrar,  who 
will  open  the  envelopes,  in  which  they  are 
hereinafter  directed  to  be  enclosed,  and  to 
each  set  of  papers  affix  a  number  by  which 
the  author  will  be  known  to  the  Examiners 
during  the  examination.  The  Registrar  will 
then  deliver  the  papers  to«the  member  of  the 
Board  of  Examiners  appointed  by  the  Coun- 
cil to  examine  upon  the  subject. 


3.  The  papers,  when  delivered  to  the 
member  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  ap- 
pointed by  the  Council  to  examine  upon 
the  subject,  are  to  be  by  him  examined,  and 
the  relative  value  of  answers  marked  by 
means  of  numbers  in  a  schedule  which  will 
be  furnished  to  him  by  the  Registrar,  rang- 
ing for  the  Primary  subjects  as  follows  :

5.  The  values  awarded  by  the  individual 
Examiners  to  the  answers  of  candidates  are 
not  to  be  subject  to  revision,  except  by  an 
appeal  by  the  candidate  to  the  Council,  when 
special  cases  of  hardship  may  seem  to  have 
occurred. 
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6.  The  Examiners  shall  return  the  sched- 
ules to  the  Registrar,  with  values  inserted, 
within  seven  days  of  notice  to  be  sent  by 
the  Registrar.  From  these  values  a  general 
schedule  is  to  be  prepared  by  the  Registrar, 
and  no  change  of  value  can  be  made  after 
such  schedules  have  been  returned  by  the 
Examiners  to  the  Registrar.  The  general 
schedule  so  prepared  is  to  be  examined  as  to 
its  correctness  by  the  President,  and  the  re- 
sults announced  by  the  President. 

7.  Papers  on  the  homoeopathic  subjects 
are  to  be  finally  submitted  to  the  Examiner 
approved  of  for  that  purpose  by  the  repre- 
sentatives of  that  system  in  the  Council. 

8.  All  oral  examinations  are  henceforth  to 
be  as  clinical,  demonstrative  and  practical  as 
possible,  and  the  candidate  shall  be  known 
to  the  Examiners  by  number  only. 

9.  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  the  Exam- 
iners, in  the  questions  in  their  respective 
subjects,  to  confine  themselves  to  the  text 
books  in  ordinary  use  (see  page  x.  of  this 
Announcement),  also  that  in  referring  to 
diseases  or  operations  of  any  kind,  the  names 
of  such  diseases  or  operations  most  com- 
monly in  use  should  be  employed. 

The  Examiners  are  instructed  to  attach  to 
each  question  a  printed  number  as  the  value 
of  a  full  and  correct  answer  thereof — the 
whole  of  such  numbers  to  amount  to  100 — 
also  that  in  reading  the  paper  they  mark  in 
colored  chalk  what  they  regard  as  the 
numerical  value  of  the  answer  given. 

10.  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  the  Pre- 
sident that  he  shall  in  no  case  report  a 
candidate  as  having  passed  an  examination 
when  on  any  subject  he  makes  less  than  the 
minimum  of  marks  set  by  the  Council  for  a 
pass  on  that  subject.  But  in  any  case  where 
he  thinks  there  are  special  reasons  for  grant- 
ing a  license  to  such  candidate,  he  shall  re- 
port the  same  to  the  Council  for  its  action. 

Rules  for  Candidates  when  in  the 
Examination  Hall. 

11.  Each  candidate  shall  receive  from  the 
Registrar  a  programme  containing  a  list  of 
subjects  upon  which  the  candidate  is  to  be 
examined,  and  it  will  admit  him  to  the 
examination  hall  during  the  progress  of  the 
examinations  upon  such  subject,  but  at  no 
other  time. 

12.  Candidates  must  write  the  answers  to 
the  questions  given  by  the  Examiners  legibly 
and  neatly  upon  one  side  only  of  each  page 
of  a  book,  which  will  be  furnished  to  each 
candidate,  and  the  number  given  with  each 
<|uestion  is  to  be  put  at  the  head  of  the  answer 
to  it,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  have  the  first 
page  facing  outward  to  the  view  ;  they  are 
then  to  be  folded  once  and  enclosed  in  an 
envelope,  on  the  outside  of  which  each  candi- 


date is  to  write  his  name.  The  packet  is  then 
to  be  handed  to  the  Registrar,  or  some  one 
deputed  by  him.  Neither  signature,  num- 
ber or  sign,  by  which  the  writer  could  be 
recognized  by  the  Examiner,  is  to  be  written 
or  marked  upon  any  portion  of  the  book  to 
be  enclosed  in  the  envelope. 

13.  The  questions  of  the  Examiners  in  the 
homoeopathic  subjects  will  be  handed  in 
writing,  at  the  beginning  of  the  general 
examination  on  the  same  subject,  by  the 
Registrar,  to  such  candidates  as  have  given 
him  notice  in  accordance  with  Section  III., 
Sub-sees.  10, 11.  They  shall  write  the  answers 
to  these  questions  in  the  same  hall  with  the 
other  candidates,  and  hand  their  papers, 
when  finished,  to  the  Registrar  in  the  same 
manner  as  provided  for  other  candidates,  to 
be  by  him  given  for  examination  to  the 
homoeopathic  member  of  the  Board  of 
Examiners  appointed  to  examine  on  that 
subject. 

14.  If  any  abbreviations  are  used  in 
answering  the  questions,  candidates  must  be 
careful  that  they  are  such  as  are  generally 
understood,  or  which  cannot  be  mistaken. 

15.  No  candidate  will  be  allowed  to  leave 
the  hall  after  the  questions  are  given  out, 
until  his  answers  have  been  handed  in. 

16.  No  candidate  will  be  allowed  in  the 
hall  during  die  hours  of  examination,  except 
those  who  are  actually  undergoing  examina- 
tion. 

17.  Any  candidate  who  may  have  brought 
any  book  or  reference  paper  to  the  hall, 
must  deposit  it  with  the  Registrar  before  the 
examination  begins. 

18.  Candidates  must  not  communicate  with 
each  other  while  examinations  are  going  on, 
either  by  writing,  signs,  words,  or  in  any 
manner  whatever. 

19.  Candidates  must  at  all  times  bear 
themselves  toward  the  Registrar  and  Exam- 
iners with  the  utmost  deference  and  respect ; 
and  they  will  not  be  permitted  in  any  man- 
ner to  manifest  approbation  or  disappro- 
bation of  any  member  of  the  Board  of 
Examiners  during  the  progress  of  the  exam- 
ination. 

20.  Candidates  must  not  only  conduct 
themselves  with  decorum  while  any  examina- 
tion is  going  on,  but  they  will  be  held  strictly 
responsible  for  any  impropriety  of  conduct 
during  the  whole  progress,  both  of  the  writ- 
ten and  the  oral  examinations. 

21.  Any  infraction  of  the  above  rules  will 
lead  to  the  exclusion  of  the  candidate  who  is 
guilty  of  it  from  the  remainder  of  the  exam- 
ination ;  and  he  will  not  receive  credit  for 
any  examination  papers  which  he  may  have 
handed  to  the  Registrar  previous  to  his  being 
detected  in  such  misconduct. 

22.  And  be  debarred  from  further  privi- 
leges, at  the  discretion  of  the  Council.

BY-LAWS  OF  THE  MEDICAL  COUNCIL 


OF    THE 


College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario 


By-Law  No.  39. 

Bides  and  Regulations  for  conducting  the 
proceedings  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Ontario. 

Meetings. 

1.  The  annual  session  of  the  Council  shall 
take  place  on  the  first  Tuesday  of  July  in 
each  year,  at  Toronto  ;  but  special  sessions 
may  be  called  by  the  President  whenever  he 
may  consider  it  advisable.  And  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  President  to  call  special 
sessions  on  a  requisition  signed  by  two- 
thirds  of  the  members.  No  business  shall 
be  taken  up  at  a  special  session  except  that 
for  which  the  session  has  been  called,  and  of 
which  every  member  has  been  notified. 

2.  At  the  annual  session  of  the  Council 
the  President  (or,  in  his  absence,  the  Vice- 
President)  shall  take  the  chair  and  declare 
the  Council  organized,  when  the  Council 
shall  proceed  to  elect  officers.  In  the  absence 
of  the  President  and  Vice-President  the 
Council  shall  appoint  a  Chairman,  provided 
that  at  the  first  meeting  of  a  new  Council 
the  Registrar  shall  call  the  Council  to  order, 
read  over  the  names  of  the  members,  and 
shall  call  on  the  Council  to  elect  a  President. 

3.  The  President  and  Vice-President  shall 
be  elected  from  among  the  members  of  the 
Council,  after  nomination,  by  ballot,  and  a 
majority  of  the  votes  of  the  members  pre- 
sent shall  be  necessary  to  an  election  ;  pro- 
vided that  in  case  of  a  tie,  the  election  shall 
be  decided  by  the  member  representing  the 
greatest  number  of  registered  practitioners. 

4.  The  first  business  after  the  organiza- 
tion of  the  Council  and  the  election  of  officers, 
shall  be  the  appointment  of  a  Committee  to 
Nominate  the  Standing  Committees. 

Officers. 

1.  The  officers  of  the  Council  shall  be  a 
President,  Vice-President,  Registrar,  Treas- 
urer and  Solicitor,  and  such  others  as  the 
Council  may  deem  necessary. 

2.  The  salaried  officers  shall  be  elected 
after  nomination,  and  shall  hold  office  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  Council. 


Rules  of  Order. 

1.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meet- 
ings, call  the  Council  to  order  at  the  hour 
appointed,  and  cause  the  minutes  of  the  pre- 
ceding meeting  to  be  read,  confirmed  and 
signed.  . 

2.  In  the  absence  of  the  President,  the 
Vice-President  shall  call  the  meeting  to 
order,  or  a  Chairman  pro  tern,  may,  in  the 
absence  of  the  latter,  be  chosen  by  the 
Council. 

3.  When  the  President  or  other  presiding 
officer  is  called  on  to  decide  a  point  of  order 
or  practice,  he  shall  state  the  rule  applicable 
to  the  case  without  argument  or  comment, 
subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  Council. 

4.  The  President  shall  declare  all  votes  ; 
but  if  any  member  demands  it,  the  President, 
in  case  of  open  vote,  without  further  debate 
on  the  question,  shall  require  the  members 
voting  in  the  affirmative  and  negative  respec- 
tively to  stand  until  they  are  counted,  and 
he  shall  then  declare  the  result.  At  the 
request  of  any  member  the  yeas  and  nays 
shall  be  taken  and  recorded. 

5.  The  President  or  other  presiding  officer 
may  express  his  opinion  on  any  subject 
under  debate  ;  but  in  such  case  he  shall  leave 
the  chair  until  the  question  is  decided,  ap- 
pointing some  other  member  to  take  it.  But 
he  shall  decide  points  of  order  or  practice 
without  leaving  his  place. 

6.  When  any  member  is  about  to  speak  in 
debate  he  shall  rise  in  his  place  and  address 
the  presiding  officer,  confining  himself  to  the 
question  under  debate  and  avoiding  person- 
ality. 

7.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the 
same  time,  the  President  or  presiding  officer 
shall  name  the  member  who  is  first  to  speak. 

8.  No  member  while  speaking  shall  be 
interrupted  by  another,  except  upon  a  point 
of  order,  or  for  the  purpose  of  explanation. 
The  member  so  rising  shall  confine  himself 
strictly  to  the  point  of  order,  or  the  explana- 
tion. 

9.  If  any  member,  in  speaking  or  other- 
wise, transgresses  the  rules,  the  President 
shall,  or  any  member  may,  call  him  to  order  ; 
in  which  case  the  member  so  called  shall 
immediately  sit   down,  unless  permitted  to 
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xplain ;  and  the  Council,  if  appealed  to,  shall 
decide  on  the  case,  but  without  debate. 

10.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than 
once  upon  any  resolution  or  motion,  except 
the  proposer,  who  shall  be  permitted  to  reply ; 
nor  shall  any  member  speak  longer  than  a 
quarter  of  an  hour  on  the  same  question 
without  the  leave  of  the  Council,  except  in 
explanation,  and  then  he  must  not  introduce 
new  matter. 

11.  Any  member  of  the  Council  may  re- 
quire the  question  under  discussion  to  be  read 
at  any  time  of  the  debate,  but  not  so  as  to 
interrupt  a  speaker. 

12.  No  member  shall  speak  to  any  ques- 
tion after  the  same  has  been  put  by  the 
President. 

13.  Notice  shall  be  given  of  all  motions  for 
introducing  new  matter,  other  than  matters 
of  privilege  and  petitions,  at  a  meeting  pre- 
vious to  that  at  which  it  comes  up  for  discus- 
sion, unless  dispensed  with  by  a  three-fourths 
vote  of  the  members  present.  Any  matter 
when  once  decided  by  the  Council  shall  not 
be  re-introduced  during  the  continuance  of 
that  session,  unless  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of 
the  Council  then  present. 

14.  A  motion  must  be  put  in  writing  and 
seconded  before  it  is  stated  by  the  President, 
and  then  shall  be  disposed  of  only  by  a  vote 
of  the  Council,  unless  the  mover,  by  permis- 
sion of  the  Council,  withdraws  it.  Every 
member  present  shall  vote  unless  excused  by 
the  Council. 

15.  At  the  close  of  the  annual  session  the 
minutes  of  the  last  meeting  shall  be  read 
over,  adopted  and  signed  by  the  President  or 
other  presiding  officer. 

16.  The  Registrar  shall  make  a  list  of  all 
resolutions  and  reports  on  the  table,  which 
shall  be  considered  "The  General  Orders  of 
the  Day,"  the  order  of  the  same  to  be  as 
follows  : 

(1)  Calling  names  of  members  and  mark- 
ing them  as  present  or  absent. 

(2)  Reading  of  the  minutes. 

(3)  Notices  of  motion. 

(4)  Reading  of  communications,  petitions, 
etc.,  to  the  Council. 

(5)  Motions  of  which  notice  has  been  given 
at  a  previous  meeting. 

(6)  Inquiries. 

(7)  Reports  of  standing  and  special  com- 
mittees. 

(8)  Consideration  of  reports. 

(9)  Unfinished  business  from  previous 
meetings. 

(10)  Miscellaneous  business. 

No  variation  in  the  foregoing  order  of 
business  shall  be  permitted,  except  by  the 
consent  of  the  Council. 

17.  When  a  question  is  under  debate,  no 
motion  shall  be  received  unless — 

(1)  To  adjourn. 
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(2)  The  previous  question. 

(3)  To  postpone. 

(4)  To  lay  on  the  table. 

(5)  To  refer. 

(6)  To  amend. 

The  Chairman  shall  put  the  previous  ques- 
tion, in  this  form  :  "  Shall  the  main  question 
be  now  put  ?  "  and  its  adoption  shall  end  all 
debate  and  bring  the  Council  to  vote  upon 
the  main  question. 

18.  The  Chairman  shall  consider  a  motion 
to  adjourn  as  always  in  order,  and  that  motion 
and  the  motion  to  lay  on  the  table  shall  be 
decided  without  debate. 

19.  Any  member  who  has  made  a  motion 
may  withdraw  the  same  by  leave  of  the 
Council,  or  it  may  be  allowed  to  stand, 
such  leave  being  granted  without  a  negative 
voice. 

Committees. 

1.  The  Standing  Committees  shall  be  the 
following  : 

(a)  Registration,  consisting  of  seven  mem- 
bers. 

(6)  Education,  consisting  of  nine  members. 

(c)  Finance,  consisting  of  five  members. 

(d)  Rules  and  Regulations,  consisting  of 
five  members. 

(e)  Printing,  consisting  of  five  members. 
(/)  On  Complaints,  consisting  of  five  mem- 
bers. 

(g)  Executive,  consisting  of  three  mem- 
bers. 

(h)  On  Property,  consisting  of  five  mem- 
bers. 

(i)  On  Discipline,  consisting  of  three  or 
five  members. 

2.  A  majority  of  a  committee  shall  consti- 
tute a  quorum. 

3.  When  a  committee  presents  its  reports, 
such  report  shall  be  received  without  motion 
or  debate.  On  reading  the  Order  of  Business 
for  the  "Consideration  of.  Reports,"  the 
reports  previously  received  shall  be  taken  up 
in  the  order  of  their  reception,  and  may  be 
acted  on  directly  by  the  Council  or  referred 
to  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

4.  When  the  Council  shall  determine  to 
go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole,  the  Chair- 
man shall  name  the  member  who  will  take 
the  chair. 

5.  The  rules  of  the  Council  shall  be  ob- 
served in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  except 
the  rules  respecting  the  yeas  and  nays  and 
limiting  the  number  of  times  of  speaking  ; 
and  no  motion  for  the  previous  question  or 
for  an  adjournment  can  be  received,  but  a 
member  may  at  any  time  move  that  the 
chairman  leave  the  chair  or  report  progress, 
or  ask  leave  to  sit  again  ;  and  all  original 
motions  shall  be  put  in  the  order  in  which 
they  are  proposed,  and  shall  not  require1  bo 
be  seconded. 
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6.  On  motion  in  committee  to  rise  and 
report,  the  question  shall  be  decided  without 
debate. 

7.  Every  member  who  shall  introduce  a 
petition  or  motion  upon  any  subject  which 
may  be  referred  to  a  select  committee  ap- 
pointed to  consider  such  motion  or  petition, 
shall,  during  the  sittings  of  the  Council,  be 
one  of  the  committee  without  being  named 
by  the  Council.  Any  member  of  the  Council 
may  be  placed  upon  a  committee,  notwith- 
standing the  absence  of  such  member  at  the 
time  of  his  being  named  to  such  committee. 

8.  Committees  appointed  to  report  on  any 
subject  referred  to  them  by  the  Council  shall 
report  a  statement  of  facts  and  also  their 
opinion  thereon  in  writing,  and  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  chairman,  or  acting  chair- 
man, to  sign  and  present  the  report. 

9.  All  petitions  or  communications  on  any 
subject  within  the  cognizance  of  a  standing 
committee  shall,  on  presentation,  be  referred 
by  the  Chairman  or  presiding  officer  to  the 
proper  committee,  without  any  motion  ;  but 
it.  shall  be  competent  for  the  Council,  by  a 
three -fourths  vote,  to  enter  on  immediate 
consideration  thereof. 

10.  The  President  and  Vice-President  shall 
be  ex-officio  members  of  all  committees  of  the 
Council,  standing  and  special,  excepting 
"  Committee  on  Discipline." 

Duties  of  the  Committees — Committee 
on  Finance. 

1.  The  Committee  on  Finance  shall  have 
the  supervision  of  the  fiscal  concerns  of  the 
Council,  and  report  the  condition  of  the 
various  funds. 

2.  They  shall  prepare  a  detailed  statement 
of  the  necessary  estimates  of  money  required 
by  the  Council  for  the  year,  and  report  the 
same  for  the  consideration  and  action  of  the 
Council. 

3.  They  shall  consider  and  report  on  all 
matters  referred  to  them  by  the  Council. 

Executive  Committee. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  take  cog- 
nizance of  and  action  upon  all  such  matters 
as  may  be  delegated  to  it  by  the  Council,  or 
such  as  may  require  immediate  interference 
or  attention  between  the  adjournment  of  the 
Council  and  its  next  meeting. 

Duties  of  the  Registrar. 

1.  The  Registrar  shall  attend  all  meetings 
of  the  Council,  and  record  minutes  of  the 
proceedings  of  such  meetings. 

2.  He  shall  give  notice  to  each  member  of 
all  meetings  of  the  Council  or  its  committees 
twenty  days  before  each  meeting. 

3.  He  shall  conduct  all  correspondence. 


4.  He  shall  receive  and  submit  all  docu- 
ments for  the  Council  or  standing  commit- 
tees, take  charge  of  all  reports,  correspon- 
dence, accounts,  and  other  documents,  and 
fyle  the  same. 

5.  He  shall  make  returns  of  all  salaries, 
make  out  all  orders  for  payment,  and  keep 
full  accounts  of  all  expenditure. 

6.  He  shall  examine  the  credentials  of 
candidates  for  examination  and  make  the 
necessary  preparation  for  examinations,  and 
every  candidate  shall  fyle  with  his  applica- 
tion a  statutory  declaration  that  the  schedule 
he  has  signed  and  presented  is  correct. 

7.  He  shall  number  all  by-laws,  and  affix 
the  seal  of  the  College  thereto. 

8.  He  shall,  on  the  31st  day  of  October  in 
each  and  every  year,  send  to  each  member  of 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Ontario  who  has  up  to  that  date  failed  to 
pay  his  dues  and  take  out  his  annual  certifi- 
cate, a  registered  letter  addressed  to  the 
registered  address  of  such  member,  inform- 
ing him  that  unless  the  said  dues  are  paid 
by  the  31st  December  of  that  year  his  name 
shall  be  erased  from  the  Register  of  the  Col- 
lege of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario, 
and  the  Registrar  shall  erase  the  names  from 
the  Register  of  all  persons  who  have  not 
paid  their  dues  for  one  year,  counting  such 
year  from  the  31st  December  in  one  year  to 
the  same  date  in  the  next. 

Duties  of  the  Treasurer. 

1.  The  Treasurer  shall  keep  a  detailed 
statement  of  receipts  and  expenditure  and 
submit  annually  a  balance  sheet,  setting 
those  forth  fully,  as  well  as  a  statement  of 
sundries,  and  the  particular  accounts  to 
which  these  belong,  and  pay  out  moneys  in 
settlement  of  all  accounts  that  have  been 
certified  correct  and  signed  by  the  President, 
Chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and 
Registrar. 

Solicitor. 

1.  The  Solicitor  shall  give  to  the  Council 
or  its  President  his  advice  or  opinion  upon 
any  question  of  the  law  (properly)  submitted 
to  him  for  that  purpose. 

2.  He  shall  also  give,  on  requisition 
signed  by  the  President,  his  opinion  in  the 
same  way  to  any  officer  now  appointed,  or 
who  may  be  hereafter  appointed  by  the 
Council. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  officers  of 
the  Council  to  furnish  the  Solicitor,  upon 
request,  with  any  documents,  books  or 
papers  in  the  custody  or  possession  of  such 
officers,  and  to  give  to  the  said  Solicitor 
such  other  aid  and  assistance  as  he  may 
require  in  the  performance  of  the  duties  of 
said  office. 
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Auditor. 

The  Auditor  shall  audit  all  the  accounts  of 
the  Council  and  present  his  annual  report  on 
the  same  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  June 
in  each  year. 

By-Laws. 

1.  After  notice  of  motion  given  at  a 
previous  meeting,  a  proposed  by-law  may 
be  introduced,  read  a  first  time,  and  referred 
to  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

2.  The  second  reading  shall  take  place  in 
Committee  of  the  Whole,  and  shall  be  clause 
by  clause. 

3.  When  the  Committee  of  the  Whole 
report  the  proposed  by-law,  it  shall  be 
read  a  third  time  in  Council,  and  if  adopted 
on  such  third  reading,  the  President  shall 
declare  the  by-law  passed,  and  shall  sign  the 
same. 

Amendments. 

No  amendment  or  addition  to  any  of  the 
foregoing  rules  and  regulations  shall  be  made 
unless  the  notice,  setting  forth  the  proposed 
amendment  or  addition,  shall  have  been 
given  at  a  meeting  previous  to  that  at  which 
the  same  comes  up  for  discussion,  and  all 
resolutions  of  the  Council  inconsistent  with 
the  above  rules  and  regulations  are  hereby 
repealed.

By-law  to  provide  for  the  election  of  the  terri- 
torial members  of  the  Medical  Council  of 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Ontario. 

Whereas  power  hath  been  granted  to  the 
Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  to  make  by-laws  to 
regulate  the  time  and  manner  of  holding  the 
elections  under  the  provisions  of  the  Ontario 
Medical  Act,  R.'S.  O.  1887,  C.  142,  56,  50 
V.,  C.  24,  S.  I.,  and  amendments  thereto,  be 
it  therefore  enacted  as  follows  : 

1.  That  this  by-law  shall  only  apply  to

2.  That  any  member  of  the  College  pre- 
senting himself  for  election  as  the  repre- 
sentative to  the  Medical  Council  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  On- 
tario for  a  territorial  division,  must  receive  a 
nomination  of  at  least  20  (twenty)  registered 
practitioners  resident  in  such  division,  and 
that  such  nomination  paper  must  be  in  the 
hands  of  the  returning  officer  of  the  division 
not  later  than  the  hour  of  2  o'clock  p.m.  on 
the  9th  of  October,  the  second  Tuesday  in 
October,  1894. 

In  the  event  of  only  one  candidate  re- 
ceiving such  nomination,  it  shall  then  be 
the  duty  of  the  returning  officer  to  declare 
such  candidate  duly  elected,  and  to  notify 
the  Registrar  of  the  College  by  sending  him 
such  declaration  in  writing. 

3.  That  the  Registrar  of  the  College  shall 
send  to  every  registered  member  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  On- 
tario (excepting  only  those  who  are  regis- 
tered as  the  homoeopathic  members  thereof), 
a  voting  paper  (in  accordance  with  the  resi- 
dence given  on  the  Register)  in  form  of 
Schedule  "  A  "  attached  to  this  by-law,  and 
a  circular  directing  the  voter  to  write  his  or 
her  name  as  the  voter,  and  his  or  her  place 
of  residence,  and  the  county  in  which  his  or 
her  place  of  residence  is  situated,  and  to  fill 
up  said  voting  paper  on  form  of  Schedule 
"A"  attached  to  this  by-law,  as  directed  in 
circular  to  be  enclosed. 
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The  Registrar  shall,  fifty  (50)  days  be- 
fore the  time  for  receiving  nominations 
for  the  elections,  w  hich  time  is  second  Tues- 
day (9th)  of  October,  1894,  send  a  post-card 
to  every  registered  medical  practitioner, 
excepting  the  homoeopathic  members,  in  the 
Province,  in  accordance  'with  address  in 
hands  of  Registrar,  giving  the  dates  up  to 
which  nominations  for  representatives  to  the 
Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  will  be  received. 

The  Registrar  shall  advertise  in  the 
medical  journals  published  in  Toronto, 
during  August  and  September,  1894,  the 
fact  that  elections  for  the  Medical  Council 
are  to  be  held,  stating  the  time  that  nomi- 
nations will  be  received  up  till,  and  the  time 
of  holding  the  election. 

Also  a  voting  paper  shall  be  sent  to  every 
registered  practitioner  entitled  to  receive 
the  same,  by  the  third  Tuesday  (16th)  of 
October,  1894,  and  that  every  member  of 
the  College  not  having  received  a  voting 
paper,  when  a  candidate  has  been  properly 
nominated  for  their  division,  shall  send  by 
post  to  the  Registrar  their  name  and  address, 
and  the  Registrar  will  forward  paper  to  mem- 
ber so  applying. 

The  voter  is  to  be  directed  in  the  circular, 
which  is  to  accompany  the  voting  paper,  to 
send  by  post  or  mail  the  voting  paper  pro- 
perly filled  up,  giving  the  name  and  resi- 
dence of  the  person  for  whom  he  or  she 
votes,  enclosed  in  an  envelope,  which  shall 
be  forwarded  along  with  the  circular  and 
voting  paper.  The  envelope  in  which  the 
voter  is  to  place  his  or  her  voting  paper 
shall  have  the  name  and  the  address  of  the 
returning  officer  appointed  to  act  in  the 
territorial  division  in  which  the  voter  re- 
sides. 

4.  That  the  Registrar  of  the  College  shall 
mail  the  voting  paper  to  the  members  of 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Ontario  who  are  legally  entitled  to  vote, 
according  to  their  addresses  in  the  possession 
of  the  Registrar  on  the  third  Tuesday  (16th) 
of  October,  1894,  the  postage,  etc.,  all  of 
which  is  to  be  paid  by  the  College,  and  that 
the  Registrar  shall  forward  to  any  member 
making  application  a  voting  paper  for  his 
division  after  the  16th  of  October,  upon 
application. 

That  the  Registrar  shall  place  a  stamp 
upon  each  of  the  enclosed  envelopes,  which 
are  to  be  used  by  the  members  of  the 
College  in  sending  their  voting  paper  to  the 
returning  officer  for  the  division.  That  the 
returning  officer  shall  receive  the  votes  sent 
to  him  up  to  the  hour  of  2  o'clock  p.m.  on 
the  30th  of  October,  1894.

shall  seal  up  and  return  all  the  voting  papers 
connected  with  the  election  to  the  Registrar 
of  the  College  within  six  (6)  days  from  the 
time  appointed  for  holding  the  election, 
which  time  is  2  o'clock  p.m.  on  the  30th  of 
October,  1894.

To  provide  for  the  election  of  the  homoeopathic 
members  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of 
Ontario  : 

Whereas  power  hath  been  given  to  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario 
to  regulate  the  time  and  manner  of  holding 
the  election  under  the  provisions  of  the  On- 
tario Medical  Act,  R.S.0. 1877,  C.  142,  56,  50 
V.,  C.  24,  S.I.,  and  amendments  thereto,  be 
it  therefore  enacted  as  follows  : 

1.  This  by-law  shall  only  apply  to  the 
election  of  the  homoeopathic  members  to  the 
Medical  Council  of  Ontario. 

2.  That  the  Registrar  shall  send  to  every 
registered  homoeopathicmemberof  theCollege 
of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  a 
voting  paper  and  circular,  directing  each  to 
write  his  name,  his  residence,  etc. 

3.  That  on  or  before  a  certain  time,  to  be 
named  in  the  circular  sent  to  each  voter,  the

And  the  said  returning  officer  shall,  after 
counting  carefully  the'votes  contained  in  the 
envelopes,  preserve  the  voting  papers  and  all 
other  documents,  envelopes,  etc.,  sent  to 
him  connected  with  the  election  of  the 
homoeopathic  members  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  and 
present  the  same  to  the  Medical  Council. 

6.  The  returning  officer  shall  not  open  any 
paper  or  document  he  may  have  received  as 
returning  officer  for  the  homoeopathic  elec- 
tions after  2  o'clock  p.m.  on  the  30th  day  of 
October,  1894. 

7.  The  returning  officer  shall  not  count 
any  voting  paper  that  is  not  properly  filled 
out,  in  accordance  with  instructions  con- 
tained in  the  circular  which  has  accompanied 
the  voting  paper  when  sent  to  the  voter.

1.  By-law  No.  69  above  referred  to  is 
hereby  varied  as  follows  :  The  annual  fee 
determined  by  by-law  of  the  Council  under 
the  authority  of  Section  27  of  the  Ontario 
Medical  Act  shall  not  be  due  and  payable  by 
any  member  of  the  College  who,  by  reason 
of  absence  from  the  Province,  or  for  any 
other  reason,  shall  in  no  way  practise   inedi- 
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cine,  surgery  and  midwifery  in  Ontario 
during  the  year  for  which  such  annual  fee 
may  be  imposed. 

Any  registered  medical  practitioner  who 
shall  apply  to  the  Registrar  for  a  certificate 
in  accordance  with  Section  41a  of  the  Ontario 
Medical  Act,  claiming  to  have  been  relieved 
by  this  by-law  of  payment  of  the  annual  fee 
for  any  year,  shall  prove  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Registrar  that  he  has  not  practised 
his  profession  during  the  year  for  which 
such  fee  has  been  imposed,  and  shall,  if  the 
Registrar  so  requires  it,  make  a  statutory 
declaration  to  that  effect,  and  furnish  such 
other  evidence  as  may  be  required.

Meeting  of  the  Medical  Council  of  Ontario 

JUNE,     1896. 


Medical  Council  Building, 

Toronto,  June  9,  1896. 

The  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  met  this  day, 
Tuesday,  June  9th,  1896,  at  2  o'clock  p.m.,  in  accordance  with  the  by-laws  of  the  Council. 

The  President,  Dr.  Harris,  in  the  chair,  called  the  Council  to  order. 

The  Registrar  called  the  roll  and  the  following  members  of  the  Council  answered  to 
their  names  :  Drs.  Armour,  Barrick,  Bray,  Britton,  Brock,  Campbell,  Dickson,  Emory, 
Fowler,  Geikie,  Graham,  Hanly,  Harris,  Henderson,  Henry,  Logan,  Luton,  Machell, 
Moore,  Moorhouse,  McLaughlin,  Reddick,  Rogers,  Rosebrugh,  Sangster,  Shaw,  Thorburn, 
Thornton,  Williams. 

Dr.  Harris  then  addressed  the  Council  as  follows  : 

Members  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  : — I  am  very  glad  and 
proud  to  welcome  you  all  back  to  our  session  at  this  our  thirty-first  annual  meeting  ;  I  am 
sorry  the  political  necessities  and  the  discharge  of  his  duties  call  for  the  absence  of  our  friend, 
Dr.  Roome.  I  do  not  come  before  you,  gentlemen,  prepared  with  any  written  speech  ;  I  do 
not  think  it  is  necessary  I  should,  but  there  are  a  few  points  I  wish  to  bring  before  you,  a 
few  matters  that  have  arisen  during  my  incumbency  of  office.  During  my  year  of  office  my 
time  has  been  very  fully  occupied  with  matters  of  mutual  interest  pertaining  to  the  welfare  of 
this  Council  and  of  the  profession.  As  you  all  know,  I,  with  the  Toronto  members  and  the 
members  of  the  Legislation  Committee  and  Executive  Committee,  have  been  before  the  Legis- 
lature, and  there  have  been  meetings  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  many  other  matters  to 
occupy  the  attention  of  your  President.  One  of  the  important  things  brought  forward,  and 
one  in  which  we  are  all  interested,  is  the  examinations  of  the  Council.  The  Council  examin- 
ations have  been  successfully  and  thoroughly  carried  out,  I  can  assure  you.  I  am  in  a 
position  to  speak  with  knowledge  on  this  subject,  because  I  acted  as  Chairman  of  the  Board 
of  Examiners  both  last  fall  and  this  spring.  1  am  very  pleased  to  be  able  to  tell  you  that 
the  assessment  levied  last  year  has  been  largely  responded  to,  1,129  members  having  paid  ; 
the  Treasurer's  receipts  from  that  source  amounting  to  $7,200.00  to  date.  The  payment  by 
these  members  and  the  continued  default  by  others  make  it  quite  plain  to  me,  and  I 
presume  it  must  to  you,  gentlemen,  that  it  may  be  necessary  to  bring  Section  Ha  of  the  Act 
to  bear  upon  the  delinquents.  Prosecutions  have  "been  carried  on  as  vigorously  as  the  funds 
at  the  disposal  of  the  Prosecutor  would  permit.  There  is  a  point  I  wish  to  call  specially  the 
attention  of  the  Printing  Committee  to,  and  that  is,  I  think  that  the  Announcement  might 
be  divided  into  three  parts,  the  first  to  contain  say  the  curriculum,  examination  papers  and 
list  of  candidates,  the  second  giving  minutes  and  by-laws  combined,  and  the  third  part 
minutes  alone.  I  only  offer  this  as  a  suggestion  of  a  method  by  which  we  might  reduce  the 
cost  of  our  printing  and  not  as  a  hard  and  fast  rule  for  publication  of  our  Announcement. 
I  am  moved  to  make  this  suggestion  by  the  fact  that  in  the  experience  of  the  Registrar, 
and  in  my  experience  during  my  term  of  office  as  President,  and  to  some  extent  prior  to 
that  time,  it  rarely  happens  that  anyone  applying  for  the  Announcement  desires  the 
whole  combination.  On  the  subjects  of  the  recent  legislation  as  to  matriculation  and  so 
on,  the  reports  of  the  Executive  and  Legislation  Committees  will  be  submitted  and  will  give 
you  full  information.  I  think  these  reports  will  pretty  thoroughly  cover  the  ground,  for  I 
understand  that  Dr.  Thorburn,  as  Chairman  of  the  Legislation  Committee,  has  in  his  report 
gone  very  fully  into  the  matter  ;  and  the  Executive  Committee's  report  also  contains  informa- 
tion in  a  brief  and  concise  shape.  It  is  gratifying  to  us  to  know  that  as  a  profession  we 
stand  second  to  none  on  this  continent,  or  perhaps  in  the  world,  so  far  as  our  educational 
requirements  are  concerned. 

As  I  stated  when  I  rose  to  address  you,  1  have  not  prepared  any  written  address.  I 
have  heen  in  ill-health  for  sometime  and  have  been  very  busy,  for  I  have  not  only  had  my 
own  professional  work  to  look  after,  but  also,  us  you  all  know,  considerable  work  to  do  for 
this   Council.      1    do   not   wish    to  occupy   your   time   further   than   to   avail   myself  of   this 
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opportunity  to  thank  the  members  of  this  Council  most  heartily  for  the  kindness  and 
courtesy  each  and  every  member  has  shown  me,  and  the  assistance  they  have  rendered  me  in 
carrying  out  this  work.  The  man  who  assumes  the  office  of  President  of  this  Council,  the 
highest  position  in  the  gift  of  the  profession  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  needs  no  little  help, 
but  I  must  say  that  the  members  of  this  Council  have  not  been  in  any  sense  reluctant  to  aid 
me  in  fulfilling  the  duties  of  my  office,  and  in  every  way  in  their  power  to  prevent  my  wrork 
from  being  onerous.  Again  thanking  you  for  your  kindness  and  countenance,  and  for  the 
honor  you  have  done  me,  I  will  now  retire  from  the  chair,  and  ask  you,  gentlemen,  to  elect 
a  President  for  the  ensuing  year.      (Applause.) 

Dr.  Bray — I  have  very  great  pleasure  in  moving  that  Dr.  A.  F.  Rogers,   the  present 
Vice-President,    be  elected   President  of  this   Council    for    the    ensuing   year.     It   is   not 
necessary  for  me  to  make  any  remarks  in  support  of  Dr.  Rogers'  nomination,  because  you 
all  know  him. 
I    "*lDr.  Logan — I  take  much  pleasure  in  seconding  that  nomination. 

The  President  called  for  further  nominations. 

There  being  no  further  nominations, 

Dr.  Moore  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Britton,  there  being  but  one  person  nominated 
for  the  office  of  President,  That  Dr.  Bray  cast  one  ballot  on  behalf  of  the  members  of  the 
Council  for  Dr.  Rogers. 

The  President  read  the  motion. 

Dr.  Sangster — Mr.  President,  I  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  Section  3  of  By-law  39, 
which  says,  "  The  election  of  President  shall  be  by  ballot.  A  majority  of  all  the  votes  of 
the  members  present  shall  be  necessary  to  an  election."  I  do  not  approve  of  the  mode  of 
procedure  that  has  been  followed  by  this  Council  in  the  selection  and  election  of  their  Presi- 
dents, and  I  object  to  that  by-law  being  departed  from.  It  is  not  competent  for  this  Council 
to  alter  a  by-law  in  this  way  ;  a  by-law  can  only  be  altered  or  amended  by  another  by-law, 
and  as  there  has  been  no  by-law  amending  By-law  39  in  that  particular,  I,  as  a  member  of 
the  Council,  object  to  any  departure  from  our  by-law.  I  do  not  think  that  any  thoughtful, 
independent  man  can  approve  of  the  mode  of  procedure  that  has  been  adopted  by  this 
Council  in  the  election  of  their  President,  a  mode  of  procedure  that  practically  renders  the 
presidency  the  reward  of  subserviency  to  any  section  or  combination  of  sections  in  this 
Council.  I  have  no  wish  to  go  back  into  the  past  when  ruling  power  in  this  room  had  no 
opposition  ;  but  I  claim  that  under  existing  circumstances  a  system  which  rotates  the  office 
of  President  among  the  different  sections  of  the  Council,  conferring  it  in  turn  upon  each 
individual  member  of  his  section,  provided  only  he  has  not  placed  himself  on  record  as  being 
insufficiently  ductile,  is  a  pernicious  system,  and  one  that  is  utterly  fatal  to  all  independence 
and  freedom  in  debate.  I  can  conceive  that  under  a  more  rational  plan  the  presidency  of 
this  Council  might  be  and  would  be  a  most  distinguished  and  most  honorable  position  within 
the  reach  of  any  member  of  the  profession  in  the  Province,  and  that  the  most  exalted  mem- 
bers of  our  ranks  might  be  emulous  of  filling  it.  But  a  system  of  rotation  which  seldom  or 
never  confers  the  office  twice  in  succession  to  the  same  gentleman,  no  matter  how  worthy 
thereof  he  might  have  proved  himself  to  be,  and  which  is  open  even  to  the  suspicion  that 
manly  independence  is  no  part  of  the  qualification  for  its  occupancy,  is  a  mischievous 
system,  purely  evil  in  its  tendencies,  and  so  derogating  from  the  dignity  of  the  office  as  to 
make  it  worthless  in  the  estimation  of  right-thinking  men.  The  President's  chair  has  been 
filled  in  the  past,  and  more  than  once,  by  a  really  eminent  man.  It  has  at  times  been  filled 
— not  on  many  occasions — by  men  who  by  the  general  claim  of  the  profession  would  have 
been  declared  worthy  to  fill  it.  But  your  unhappy  system,  while  it  does  not  in  any  case 
raise  the  actual  man  to  the  level  of  the  position,  does  in  every  case  lower  the  position  to  the 
level  of  the  actual  man.  I  claim,  therefore,  that  in  selecting  a  gentleman  to  till  the  chair  of 
this  Council,  the  most  eminent,  the  most  respected,  the  most  distinguished  of  our  members, 
or  one  of  the  most,  should  be  selected  and  placed  there,  one  whom  the  general  feeling  of 
the  profession  would  acknowledge  as  such  ;  and  I  claim,  moreover,  that  once  a  proper  man 
has  been  placed  in  that  chair,  although  our  Act  requires  us  to  elect  a  President  annually, 
he  should  be  expected  to  fill  it  during 

The  President — You  must  allow  me  to  stop  you,  Dr.  Sangster.  I  cannot  permit  you 
to  throw  out  any  insinuations  against  any  gentleman  who  has  occupied  the  chair. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  am  not  throwing  out  any  insinuations  against  any  gentleman  who  has 
occupiedHhat  chair.  I  have  said  that  at  times  it  has  been  filled  by  really  eminent  men,  and 
there  is  no  insinuation  in  that. 

The  President — I  am  referring  to  the  latter  part  of  your  remarks.  I  am  only  stopping 
you  to  caution  you,  because  you  are  transgressing. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  claim  that  without  proper  reason  a  member  should  not  be  interrupted 
when  speaking.  I  was  about  to  remark  that  I  think  your  system  is  vicious,  inasmuch  as  it 
does  place  a  premium  upon  a  general  pliability  to  the  wishes  of  the  dominant  sections  in  this 
Council.     I  was  remarking  when  you,  Mr.  President,  stopped  me,  that  I  thought  the  most

eminent  man  in  our  ranks  should  fill  that  place,  and  he  should  be  expected  to  fill  it  from 
year  to  year  during  the  life  of  the  Council,  or  better  still,  during  the  lives  of  several  suc- 
cessive Councils,  as  long  as  he  remains  a  member  of  this  body.  I  think  everyone  will  agree 
with  me  in  that  respect  ;  and  I  think,  further,  that  a  ballot  should  be  placed  in  the  hands 
of  every  member  of  this  Council,  and  that  he  should  be  required,  in  accordance  with  your 
by-law,  to  cast  it.  However  much  we  may  esteem  and  admire  Dr.  Rogers  in  his  private 
personality  or  as  a  member  of  this  Council,  as  a  candidate  for  the  office  of  President  he  is 
not  persona  grata  to  a  section  of  its  membership  ;  such  being  the  case,  we  cannot  permit 
his  election  to  be  declared  unanimous.  I  am  not  saying  this  from  any  spirit  of  hostility  to 
Dr.  Rogers  ;  I  have  no  doubt  he  deserves  the  position,  and  has  done  much  to  earn  it  in  the 
work  he  did  last  year.  In  reference  to  the  imposition  of  the  tax,  he  certainly  displayed  a 
great  deal  of  zeal,  and  a  great  deal  of  even  exalted  eloquence,  in  that  respect.  I  am  moved 
to  these  remarks,  and  I  desire  to  say  that  I  have  no  wish  to  see  one  of  my  friends  in  this 
chair,  because  we  have  unanimously  decided  that  until  we  have  secured  the  reforms  which 
in  the  interests  of  the  profession  we  are  seeking,  our  place  in  this  Council  is  upon  the  floor 
of  this  chamber,  and  we  have  not  concealed  from  ourselves  the  fact  that  in  placing  ourselves 
in  opposition  to  the  mode  of  procedure  that  has  been  adopted  in  the  Council  we  have  made 
ourselves,  individually  and  collectively,  presidential  impossibilities.  I  claim  that  a  ballot 
should  be  passed. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  will  just  say  that  the  by-law  requires  that  these  officers  shall  be 
elected  "after  nomination,  by  ballot,"  and  there  is  one  nomination,  I  believe. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Surely  you  don't  claim  you  are  prepared  to  override  the  by-law 
which  declares  that  "the  President  shall  be  elected  by  ballot."  Do  you  propose  by  reso- 
lution to  override  a  by-law  ? 

Dr.  Reddick — The  by-law  not  only  requires  that  the  election  shall  be  by  ballot,  but  it 
requires  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  members  present  to  elect  a  President. 

Dr.  Williams — The  decisions  of  the  Council  in  the  past  have  been  that  the  method 
pursued  was  in  accordance  with  this  portion  of  the  by-law.  The  word  "nomination  "  being 
put  in  there  is  intended  to  imply  that  there  shall  be  one  or  more  nominated.  If  there  are 
not  two  nominated  it  is  expected  to  imply  that  there  is  no  opposition  to  the  man  who  is 
nominated  in  the  first  place.  The  question  has  been  discussed  before  and  it  was  considered 
it  would  save  time  simply  to  put  in  one  ballot  ;  it  is  not  because  there  is  any  disposition  not 
to  pass  the  ballot  around  and  let  everybody  vote,  but  the  belief  was  that  only  one  nomina- 
tion taking  place  and  one  ballot  being  put  in,  that  complied  with  the  law,  that  if  any  other 
persons  wished  to  vote  differently  they  would  have  made  a  nomination.  The  Council  had 
no  thought  in  the  past,  when  adopting  this  course,  that  they  were  overriding  that  by-law 
at  all. 

The  President — I  have  one  motion  before  me  and  I  will  put  it  to  the  meeting 

Dr.  Armour — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  As  I  understand  it,  it  is  provided  in  this 
by-law  that  it  is  necessary,  even  though  there  is  only  one  nomination,  to  take  the  sense  of 
the  meeting  and  be  sure  by  the  ballots  that  a  majority  of  the  Council  favors  the  election  of 
the  nominee.  I  understand,  Mr.  President,  that  you  have  ruled  against  that,  and  that  you 
propose  to  put  the  motion  to  the  meeting  and  ask  that  one  ballot  be  cast  and  that  that  will 
suffice  for  the  election  of  the  President.     I  appeal  against  the  ruling. 

The  President — I  have  not  given  any  ruling  yet  ;  you  don't  need  to  appeal. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — The  point  of  order  is  made  that  you  are  not  able  by  that  motion  to 
overcome  the  by-law.  That  by-law  declares  that  the  President  shall  be  elected  by  ballot 
and  the  motion  is  that  he  shall  not  be  elected  by  ballot,  but  by  one  individual.  I  ask  you 
for  your  ruling. 

Dr.  Brock — I  would  like  to  ask  for  more  information  before  we  are  asked  to  support 
your  ruling,  or  the  contrary. 

The  President — I  have  been  present  ever  since  this  by-law  was  first  introduced  in  the 
Council,  and  there  has  never  been  a  ballot  taken  in  the  way  suggested  by  Drs.  Sangster, 
McLaughlin  and  Armour  for  the  office  of  President ;  the  ballots  have  never  loeen  passed 
around  but  once,  and  that  was  for  the  office  of  Vice-President  on  the  occasion  of  my  election 
to  that  office.  It  has  always  been  customary  in  this  Council  for  some  one  to  move,  as  has 
been  done  to-day,  that  some  member,  perhaps  the  gentleman  who  made  the  nomination, 
should  cast  the  ballot.  It  has  been  customary  to  conduct  the  business  in  this  way,  but  if 
Dr.  Sangster  would  move  a  resolution  in  amendment  to  this,  or  if  he  would  nominate  some 
other  member  for  the  presidency,  we  would  take  a  ballot.  My  ruling  is  that  this  motion  is 
perfectly  in  order  and  I  shall  put  it  to  the  meeting. 

Dr.  Armour — I  desire  to  appeal  to  this  Council,  and  I  will  tell  them  my  reasons,  because 
I  want  them  to  endorse  my  appeal.  We  have  a  by-law  here  which  has  evidently  been  over- 
looked, which  has  been  ignored  in  the  pastas  a  matter  of  custom,  but  it  is  here,  and  I  think 
it  is  properly  here 

Dr.  Williams — Excuse  me,  it  has  not  been  overlooked  in  the  past, 
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Dr.  Armour — This  meaning  of  it- 


Dr.  Williams — A  different  interpretation  was  put  upon  it,  and  the  course  taken  was 
supposed  by  the  Council  to  be  in  acccordance  with  the  meaning  and  spirit  of  that  by-law. 

Dr.  Armour — This  is  the  point  I  want  to  call  your  attention  to  and  on  which  I  want  to 
get  the  sense  of  the  Council  :  the  by-law  requires  that  the  President  shall  be  elected  from 
among  the  members  of  the  Council  after  nomination  by  ballot,  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  of 
the  members  present  shall  be  necessary  to  elect  him.  Now,  Mr.  President,  I  appeal  to 
the  Council  to  endorse  and  maintain  their  own  by-law. 

Dr.  Sangster — Mr.  President,  I  wish  to  point  out  that  your  ruling  is  defective  on 
this  ground  :  It  may  be  there  is  actually  a  section  in  this  Council  that  would  fail  to  nom- 
inate some  other  gentleman  to  that  position,  they  are  not  unaware  that  the  matter  has 
been  cut  and  dried  beforehand  and  they  know  that  as  far  as  electing'  a  man  is  concerned 
they  are  powerless,  but  they  object  to  being  placed  as  unanimously  consenting  to  the  elec- 
tion of  the  gentleman  who  has  been  nominated  ;  and  I  claim  that  the  only  way  in  which 
we  can  protect  ourselves  is  to  claim  the  right,  the  inalienable  statutory  right,  of  casting  a 
ballot  whichever  way  we  please. 

The  President — I  have  ruled  that  this  motion  is  in  order  ;  Dr.  Armour  has  appealed 
from  the  ruling  of  the  chair.     Shall  the  ruling  of  the  chair  be  sustained  ? 

The  President  declared  the  ruling  of  the  chair  to  be  sustained. 

Dr.  McLaughlin  called  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  am  in  favor  of  putting  things  right  ;  I  think  there  should  be  a  ballot. 

The  Registrar  took  the  yeas  and  nays  as  follows  : 

Yeas — Drs.  Bray,  Britton,  Brock,  Campbell,  Emory,  Fowler,  Harris,  Henderson,  Logan,. 
Luton,  Machell,  Moore,  Moorhouse,  Rogers,  Thorburn,  Williams. — 16. 

Nays — Drs.  Armour,  Barrick,  Dickson,  Graham,  Hanly,  Henry,  McLaughlin,  Reddick,. 
Rosebrugh,  Sangster,  Shaw,  Thornton. — 12. 

Dr.  Geikie  declined  to  vote. 

The  President  put  the  motion  as  follows:  "Moved  by  Dr.  Moore,  seconded  by  Dr. 
Britton,  That  as  there  has  been  but  one  person  nominated  for  President,  Dr.  Bray  cast  the 
ballot."     And  on  a  vote  having  been  taken,  declared  the  motion  carried. 

Dr.  Bray  then  cast  a  ballot,  and  on  the  ballot  being  examined  by  the '  President  he 
declared  Dr.  Rogers  elected  President  of  the  Council  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Amid  very  hearty  applause,  Dr.  Rogers,  the  President-elect,  was  conducted  to  the  chair 
and  addressed  the  Council  as  follows  : 

Dr.  Rogers — Gentlemen  of  the  Council,  I  have  not  come  to  this  meeting  j^repared  with 
any  set  speech  to  represent  the  feelings  I  have  of  appreciation  for  the  honor  which  has  been 
conferred  upon  me  in  electing  me  to  the  position  of  President  of  the  Council  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  an  honor  which  I  realize  is  one  of  the  highest  in  the  gift 
of  the  profession  in  this  Province,  one  of  the  highest,  perhaps,  in  the  gift  of  the  profession 
in  Canada.  I  thoroughly  appreciate  the  honor,  and  I  ask  you  all,  individually  and  collec- 
tively, to  give  me  that  support  which  you  have  given  my  predecessors  in  this  office.  I  crave- 
heartily  the  good  will,  and  the  esteem,  if  I  can  get  it,  of  every  individual  in  this  room,  of 
every  member  of  this  Council  ;  and  1  can  assure  you  that  while  I  occupy  this  position  I  will 
always  endeavor  to  fill  the  duties  to  the  very  best  of  my  ability,  and  to  always  act  as  fairly 
in  every  ruling  I  am  called  upon  to  give  as  it  is  possible  for  a  man  to  do.  While  I  regret 
the  little  discussion  that  has  occurred,  I  hope  that  any  little  irritation  which  may  have  been 
felt  will  be  forgotten,  and  that  you  will  unite  together  in  promoting  the  business  of  this 
Council  as  expeditiously  as  possible. 

The  President  called  for  nominations  for  the  office  of  Vice-President. 

Dr.  Harris — I  beg  to  move,  seconded  by  Dr.  Britton,  That  Dr.  Thorburn  be  Vice- 
President  of  this  Council  for  the  ensuing  year.  In  the  past  year,  while  filling  the  office  of 
President  of  this  Council,  I  have  come  very  closely  in  contact  with  Dr.  Thorburn  as  Chair- 
man of  the  Finance  Committee,  and  I  have  also  been  brought  in  close  contact  with  him 
prior  to  that  time  during  the  many  years  he  has  been  chairman  of  that  committee,  and  I 
know  that  he  has  been  a  hard-working  member  of  this  Council,  and  has  devoted  a  great 
deal  of  time  to  their  work,  not  only  in  our  Council  meetings  and  as  Chairman  of  the  Finance 
Committee  but  also  as  Chairman  of  the  Legislation  Committee,  particularly  during  this  past 
year  ;  and  I  do  not  think  that  to-day  in  this  Council  there  is  any  man  more  deserving  of  the 
position  than  Dr.  Thorburn. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  beg  to  move,  not  from  any  opposition  to  Dr.  Thorburn — in  fact  I  had  no 
idea  that  he  would  be  nominated  for  this  office,  and  I  intended  to  have  made  this  motion 
first,  if  I  had  been  quick  enough — That  Dr.  Henry,  who  is  an  old  member  of  the  Council, 
should  be  Vice-President  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Dr.  Williams — I  beg  to  move,  seconded  by  Dr.  Campbell,  That  Dr.  Rosebrugh  be 
Vice-President  for  the  ensuing  year.  I  do  not  know  that  I  need  make  any  remarks  on  this 
subject,  because  you.  all  know  Dr.  Rosebrugh  as  well  as  I  know  him,  and  he  comes  before 
the  Council  on  his  own  well  earned  reputation. 
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The  President  declared  the  nominations  closed. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  want  to  congratulate  you  and  the  Council  on  the  fact  that  we  are 
Tery  likely  to  have  an  officer  now.  It  is  as  clear  to  me  as  the  sun  shines  that  we  have  no 
President. 

The  President — Order.     You  must  withdraw  that. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  believe  there  is  a  by-law  that  states  that  the  majority  of  the 
votes  of  the  Council  must  be  cast  for  President  and  Vice-President  ;  one  vote,  and  one 
vote  only,  has  been  cast,  and  in  my  judgment  we  are  without  a  President,  and  I  am  very 
glad  we  are  to  have  a  Vice-President. 

Dr.  Harris — We  have  more  than  one  nomination  this  time,  and  we  may  have  a  ballot. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — The  President  ought  not  to  be  in  the  chair  ;  he  is  there  by  one 
ballot,  which  is  not  within  the  by-law. 

The  Registrar  then  passed  the  ballot. 

The  President — The  ballot  has  been  cast  and  I  find  that  neither  one  of  the  gentlemen 
named  has  received  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  members  present,  consequently  this  vote 
will  have  to  be  taken  over  again. 

Dr.  Machell — The  lowest  man  should  drop  out. 

Dr.  Williams — I  do  not  think  that  that  is  necessary. 

Dr.  Geikie — Give  us  the  result. 

The  President — The  ballot  shows  Dr.  Thorburn  to  have  received  twelve  votes,  Dr. 
Henry  ten  votes,  and  Dr.  Rosebrugh  seven  votes,  of  the  twenty-nine  present. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — Let  the  lowest  vote  drop  out. 

Dr.  Campbell — To  be  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  by-law,  as  that  seems  to  be  a  very 
necessary  thing,  we  shall  have  to  keep  on  balloting  until  one  has  the  majority,  unless  some 
one  of  the  three  chooses  to  withdraw  of  his  own  accord. 

The  President — The  ballot  will  again  be  passed  to  be  taken  on  the  three  nominees  for 
the  office  of  Vice-President. 

Dr.  Sangster — May  I  ask,  while  the  ballots  are  being  cast,  whether  it  is  not  usual  in 
bodies  as  grave  and  important  as  ours  is,  to  have  scrutineers  to  examine  the  ballots  ? 

The  President — It  has  heretofore,  been  the  custom  to  have  the  Registrar  count  the 
ballots,  and  I  am  now  following  that  custom. 

The  Registrar  then  passed  the  ballot. 

The  President — The  ballot  has  again  been  cast  and  neither  one  of  the  nominees  has 
received  a  majority  of  the  votes.  The  votes  stand  now,  Dr.  Thorburn  twelve,  Dr.  Henry 
eleven,  Dr.  Rosebrugh  five. 

Dr.  Rosebrugh — I  see  plainly  the  choice  is  not  likely  to  fall  on  me,  so  I  beg  to  retire 
from  the  contest  and  leave  it  between  the  other  two  gentlemen. 

The  Registrar  again  passed  the  ballot. 

The  President — I  find  on  the  last  ballot  taken  that  Dr.  Thorburn  received  eighteen 
votes  and  Dr.  Henry  eleven  votes.  I  have  much  pleasure  in  declaring  Dr.  Thorburn 
duly  elected  Vice-President  of  this  Council  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Dr.  Thorburn  then  said — Mr.  President  and  gentlemen,  I  thank  you  very  much  for 
the  honor  you  have  conferred  on  me,  and  if  I  ever  have  occasion  to  be  in  the  chair  I  have  no 
doubt  I  shall  receive  the  same  loyal,  royal  support  you  have  given  me  to-day.  I  will  do 
the  best  I  can  in  the  high  office  you  have  elected  me  to. 

The  President  then  called  for  nominations  for  the  office  of  Registrar. 

Dr.  Campbell  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Bray,  That  Dr.  R.  A.  Pyne  be  elected  Registrar 
for  the  ensuing  year. 

There  being  no  other  nominations,  the  President  put  the  motion,  which  was  carried 
unanimously. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Britton,  seconded  by  Dr.  Harris,  That  Mr.  B.  B.  Osier,  Q.C.,  be 
appointed  the  Council's  Solicitor  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  which  was  carried  unanimously. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Bray,  seconded  by  Dr.  Machell,  That  Dr.  W.  T.  Aikins  be  Treasurer 
of  the  Council  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  which  was  carried  unanimously. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Williams,  seconded  by  Dr.  Harris,  That  Mr.  Alex.  Downey,  C.S.R., 
be  appointed  Official  Stenographer  for  this  Council  for  the  ensuing  year. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  which  was  carried  unanimously. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Williams,  seconded  by  Dr.  Shaw,  and  resolved,  That  the  following 
gentlemen  constitute  the  Committee  to  Nominate  the  Standing  Committees  :  Drs.  Logan, 
Moore,  Dickson,  Machell,  Brock,  Sangster,  Barrick,  Henry,  Moorhouse,  Thorburn,  Bray, 
Harris,  Reddick  and  the  mover. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and  on  a  vote  being  taken  declared  it  carried. 

Moved  by  Dr.  II  \i:i;is,  seconded  by  Dr.  CAMPBELL,  That  the  Council  do  now  adjourn 
for  half  an  hour  to  enable  the  Committee  to  Strike  Standing  Committees  to  meet  and 
prepare  their  report  for  submission  to  the  Council. — Carried. 
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On  the  Council  resuming,  Dr.  Williams  presented  the  report  of  the  Striking  Committee,, 
naming  the  various  Committees  as  follows  : 

Registration  Committee. — Drs.  Rosebrugh,  Campbell,  Dickson,  Barrick,  Hanly,  Roome 
and  Shaw. 

Bides  and  Regulations. — Drs.  Emory,  Hanly,  Luton,  Reddick  and  Machell.

Moved  by  Dr.  Williams,  seconded  by  Dr.  Bray,  That  the  report  of  the  Committee  to 
Strike  Standing  Committees  be  received.     Carried. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Williams,  seconded  by  Dr.  Bray,  That  the  report  of  the  Committee  to 
Strike  Standing  Committees  be  now  read  and  adopted. 

The  President  read  the  motion. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  see  that  I  am  put  upon  three  committees  here  of  considerable  im- 
portance, and  I  would  be  very  glad  to  be  relieved  from  one  of  the  three.  I  see  that  I  am 
put  upon  the  Printing  Committee,  Property  Committee  and  Complaints  Committee.  You 
all  know  that  I  am  a  miserable  man  with  complaints,  and  I  wish  to  be  taken  off  of  that  com- 
mittee, and  I  would  be  glad  if  some  person  would  name  a  substitute. 

Dr.  Machell — I  notice  that  Dr.  Shaw's  name,  by  oversight,  appears  only  once  on  the 
committees.  I  beg  to  move,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moorhouse,  That  Dr.  Shaw's  name  be  substi- 
tuted for  Dr.  McLaughlin's  name  on  the  Complaints  Committee. 

The  President,  having  asked  for  and  obtained  the  consent  of  the  Council,  put  the 
motion,  and  on  a  vote  having  been  taken  declared  it  carried. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Williams,  seconded  by  Dr.  Bray,  That  the  report  of  the  Committee  to 
Strike  Standing  Committees  as  amended  be  adopted. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and  on  a  vote  being  taken  declared  it  carried. 

Notices  of  Motion. 

No.  1.  Dr.  Emory — For  the  appointment  of  a  special  committee  to  take  into  consid- 
eration the  question  of  the  examinations  of  the  Council,  with  a  view  to  make  them  a  more 
equable  and  genuine  test  of  the  attainments  of  the  candidates.

Enquiries. 

Dr.  Sangster — Mr.  President,  1  have  an  enquiry  or  two  I  desire  to  make.  I  believe 
at  the  present  moment  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  send,  or  profess  to  send, 
to  every  member  of  the  profession  in  Ontario  a  monthly  journal.  It  may  not  be  within 
your  knowledge  that  there  was  no  journal  furnished  to  the  profession  during  the  month  of 
April.     Is  there  any  assignable  reason  for  that  omission  ? 

The  President — I  can  only  refer  the  matter  to  the  Registrar  ;  I  do  not  know  of  any 
reason. 

The  Registrar  states  that  he  does  not  know  of  any  reason. 

Dr.  Sangster— On  the  last  journal  issued,  at  the  top  of  the  page,  there  is  a  charge 
made  of  one  dollar  per  annum,  though  this  Council  profess  to  send  to  every  member  of 
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the  profession  in  Ontario  a  free  journal.  Is  it  the  intention  of  the  Council  no  longer  to 
supply  that  journal  free  ? 

Dr.  Thorburn — There  has  been  a  notice  of  motion  given  bearing  on  that  subject. 

Dr.  Sangster — There  is  another  point  which  I  suppose  will  come  up  for  discussion 
afterwards.  It  is  broadly  stated  that  the  Council  did  send  that  journal  to  every  member  of 
the  profession  in  the  Province  free,  and  then  to  place  a  professed  charge  of  one  dollar  per 
annum  on  the  cover  is  a  simple  attempt  to  defraud  the  post-office  revenues.  If  that  is  the 
case,  I,  as  a  member  of  the  Council,  object  to  the  Council  being  placed  in  the  humiliating 
position  of  being  in  any  sense  a  party  to  a  fraud  of  that  kind. 

Dr.  Britton — I  gave  notice  of  motion  a  few  minutes  ago  that  I  think  will  cover  this 
matter  referred  to  by  Dr.  Sangster.  I  feel  perfectly  satisfied  that  that  motion  of  which  I 
gave  notice  will  be  carried  almost  unanimously.  It  is  not  our  fault  that  anything  of  the 
kind  spoken  of  by  Dr.  Sangster  has  appeared  upon  the  pages  of  the  journal.  I,  perhaps, 
have  been  more  opposed  than  any  other  member  of  the  Council  to  the  issuing  of  a  free 
journal  ;  but  I  never  noticed  on  the  cover  of  the  journal  that  one  dollar  is  mentioned  as 
the  subscription  price,  or  I  would  have  objected  to  it.  However,  this  Council  cannot  be 
called  in  question  in  regard  to  the  matter,  because  the  placing  of  this  price  on  the  journal  is 
only  a  recent  occurrence,  and  as  we  have  had  no  opportunity  of  considering  it,  and  if  the 
matter  had  been  allowed  to  remain  over  till  to-morrow  it  would  have  been  settled  forever, 
without  the  necessity  of  interference  with  that  journal. 

Dr.  WilTjams — That  price  may  apply  to  people  outside  of  this  Province.  As  a  matter 
of  fact  I  saw  that  journal  in  Prince  Edward  Island  last  summer,  and  had  a  read  out  of  it 
there  ;  and  I  saw  it  in  Nova  Scotia.  That  dollar  may,  as  I  say,  apply  to  the  other  Provinces, 
because  the  journal  goes  to  Manitoba,  to  British  Columbia  and  elsewhere  throughout  the 
Dominion,  and  while  the  Council  furnish  it  free  to  the  members  in  the  Province  of  Ontario 
it  does  not  follow  that  it  is  free  to  all  outsiders,  and  I  think  in  that  sense  the  dollar  is 
legitimately  put  on  there. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  think  that  merely  confirms  the  view  I  take.  It  is  well  known  that 
that  journal  has  been  sent,  without  paying  postage,  to  every  member  of  the  College,  and 
the  post-office  has  to  that  extent  been  mulcted  in  proper  postage,  and  I  claim  that  this 
Council,  not  only  this  year  but  in  past  years,  have  been  made  a  party  to  that  by  permitting 
their  name  to  be  on  it  as  sending  it  to  the  members  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Sur- 
geons of  Ontario. 

Dr.  Henry — I  want  to  know  what  induced  the  Honorable  Mr.  Ross,  Minister  of  Edu- 
cation, to  interfere  with  our  matriculation  and  to  threaten  to  introduce  a  bill  to  take  the 
power  of  the  matriculation  examination  out  of  the  hands  of  the  Council. 

The  President — I  will  answer  Dr.  Henry's  question  by  stating  that  that  matter  will 
come  up  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Legislation  and  the  Executive  Committee's 
report  and  be  fully  dealt  with  by  them.

Second   Day. 

Wednesday,  June  10,  1896. 

The  Council  met  at  10  o'clock  a.m.,  according  to  motion  for  adjournment. 

The  President  in  the  chair. 

The  Registrar  called  the  roll.  Present — Drs.  Armour,  Barrick,  Bray,  Britton,  Brock, 
Campbell,  Dickson,  Emory,  Fowler,  fteikie,  Graham,  Hanly,  Harris,  Henderson,  Henry, 
Logan,  Luton,  Machell,  Moore,  Moorhouse,  McLaughlin,  Roddick,  Rogers,  Rosebruuh. 
Sangster,  Shaw,  Thorburn,  Thornton,  Williams. 

The  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  were  read  by  the  Registrar. 

Dr.  Geikib — I  desire  to  move  a  slighl  amendment  to  the  minutes,  namely,  that  my 
name,  if  I  am  not  mistaken,  is  mentioned  as  being  on  the  Committee  on  Complaints,  and  I 
wish  to  move  that  the  minutes  be  amended  by  the  exclusion  of  my  name,  for  1  decline 
t<>  act  on  the  committee.  As  a  representative  of  Trinity  Medical  College,  one  of  the 
largest,    if  not  the  largest  of  our  Ontario   medical  colleges,    the  only  committee  on   which 
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I  have  a  claim  and  the  committee  on  which,  perhaps,  from  my  several  years'  experience  as 
a  teacher,  I  might  have  been  most  useful,  was  the  Education  Committee.  I  may  say  that  I 
do  not  personally  regret  my  exclusion  from  that  committee,  inasmuch  as  excluding  me 
means  a  great  saving  of  labor  on  my  part  and  a  great  saving  of  my  time  ;  but  on  the  other 
hand,  I  feel  that,  as  the  only  representative  on  this  Council  of  Trinity  Medical  College,  it  is 
my  duty  very  strongly  to  object  to  this  omission,  and  I  would  be  derelict  in  that  duty  did  I 
not  make  a  strong  objection  to  the  exclusion  of  that  body  in  me  from  all  share,  for  this 
year  at  all  events,  in  the  deliberations  of  the  Education  Committee.  Some  may  think  that 
perhaps  the  representative  of  Trinity  University  is  our  representative 

Dr.  Armour — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  We  are  now  considering  the  adoption  of  the 
minutes,  which  must  be  adopted  as  they  were  put  down  at  the  last  session  ;  we  have  no 
power  to  amend  them  at  this  stage,  and  Dr.  Geikie  is  out  of  order  in  discussing  that 
matter  now. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  am  speaking  on  a  question  of  privilege  ;  I  move  that  the  minutes  as  read 
be  amended. 

The  President — I  will  have  to  rule  you  out  of  order,  Dr.  Geikie,  for  the  present. 
After  the  minutes  are  adopted  you  can  move  to  have  this  matter  rectified. 

On  motion  the  minutes  were  confirmed  as  read. 

Dr.  Geikie  —As  to  the  question  of  privilege,  I  will  ask  to  be  heard  for  a  few  minutes. 
Some  of  the  members  may  think  the  representative  of  Trinity  University,  my  friend  Dr. 
Harris,  is  our  representative,  but  he  is  no  more  so  than  is  Dr.  Williams,  Dr.  Thorburn,  or 
Dr.  Moore  ;  the  relations  existing  between  Trinity  University  and  Trinity  Medical  College 
being  one  of  affiliation  only.  We  are  a  distinct  corporation,  having  a  distinct  Act.  Our 
Act  gives  us  the  legal  right  to  be  represented  here  and  gives  us  other  rights  in  connection  with 
the  Council  besides.  The  exclusion  of  the  representative  of  the  College,  whether  intention- 
ally or  otherwise — and  I  do  not  say  it  is  intentionally — is  unfair  and  I  regard  it  as  a  wrong 
to  the  entire  faculty  of  our  College  and  to  every  former  student  who  is  now  practising 
in  Ontario  or  elsewhere,  and  I  am  perfectly  sure  it  will  be  so  regarded,  hot  only  by  us,  but 
by  the  teachers  and  graduates  of  other  Colleges  as  well  as  our  own,  for  I  have  reason  to 
know  and  am  proud  to  know  that  the  colleges  co-work  and  that  each  one  regards  a  wrong 
inflicted  on  another  as  though  it  were  inflicted  upon  itself 

Dr.  Sanoster — I  again  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  If  the  rules  of  order  of  this  Council 
are  to  be  transgressed  with  impunity  by  one,  they  must  be  transgressed  by  all.  There  is  a 
proper  time  for  this  discussion,  and  I  claim  your  ruling,  Mr.  President,  that  the  order  of 
business  shall  be  maintained. 

The  President — On  the  question  of  privilege,  Dr.  Geikie  is  in  order. 

Dr.  Sax<;ster — I  thought  the  proper  time  was  under  the  head  of  Miscellaneous 
Business. 

The  President — No,  under  our  rales  a  member  may  rise  to  a  question  of  privilege  at 
an}'  time. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  have  been  here  for  twenty  years,  and  should  be  familiar  with  the  orders 
and  rules  of  the  Council.  I  felt,  even  before  your  ruling,-  Mr.  President,  that  my  remarks 
were  in  order.  I  regret,  as  far  as  this  Council  is  concerned,  that  this  wrong  has  been  done. 
I  know  that  in  the  Council  it  is  the  body  that  inflicts  without  cause  a  wrong  on  another, 
and  not  the  body  on  which  that  injury  is  inflicted,  that  really  suffers  ;  and  for  the  sake  of 
the  Council  1  do  say  that  1  very,  very  deeply  regret  that  this  has  happened.  I  am  sure  that 
it  will  cause  very,  very  widespread  feelings,  easy  to  create  but  difficult  to  allay,  and  which 
that  ordinary  sense  of  fairness  and  justice  which  I  think  is  to  be  looked  for  in  all  learned 
bodies  like  this  should  have  rendered  absolutely  impossible.  I  may  say  that  since  I  have 
come  to  the  Council  this  morning  I  have  been  informed  that  it  is  some  idea  with  regard  to 
my  views  as  to  matriculation  that  led  to  my  exclusion  ;  with  regard  to  that  I  maintain  that 
no  views  that  I  could  hold,  or  that  I  could  not  hold,  should  have  militated  to  the  exclusion, 
not  of  myself  personally,  but  of  the  representative  of  that  great  college  which  I  have  the 
honor  to  represent  ;  and  I  have  to  say  that  the  idea  is  utterly  wrong,  my  views  were  those 
of  the  Legislature,  those  of  the  Minister  of  Education,  views  the  adoption  of  which  has  now 
been  made  absolute  by  the  Legislature  upon  the  Council,  and  which,  I  think,  are  founded 
on  common  sense  and  on  nothing  else,  and  which  should  not  have  been  taken  as  a  reason 
either  for  the  exclusion  of  the  representative  of  Trinity  College  or  any  one  else  from  any 
committee  of  this  Council. 

Notices   of  Motion, 

No.  1.  Dr.  Armour — That  the  advice  of  Mr.  Christopher  Robinson,  Q.C.,  be  had  on 
the  following  :  1st.  Had  the  Medical  Council  at  the  annual  session  of  1895  a  legal  right  to 
assess  an  annual  tax  on  the  medical  profession  for  the  years  1893  and  1894  as  enacted  in 
Clause  3  of  By-law  No.  69  ?  2nd.  To  what  proportion  of  the  arrearages  of  the  annual  tax 
which  are  outstanding  at  various  dates  from  1874  to  the  present  time  can  Section  41a  of  the 
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Medical  Act  passed  in  1891  be  legally  applied  for  their  collection  ?  3rd.  Are  there  any 
members  of  the  medical  profession,  as  it  now  exists,  exempt  from  the  operation  of  Section 
41a  ?  Also  that  Drs.  Williams,  Henry,  Campbell,  Sangster  and  Armour  be  a  delegation  to 
wait  on  Mr.  Robinson  to  secure  the  above  advice. 

No.  2.  Dr.  Sangster — That  it  be  an  instruction  to  the  Registration  Committee  to  care- 
fully examine  the  credentials  on  which  registration  has  been  granted  to  such  persons  as 
have  become  members  of  the  College  during  the  twelve  months  preceding  the  second 
Tuesday  of  June  of  each  year,  and  to  report  thereon  to  the  Council  during  the  current  and 
succeeding  sessions. 

No.  3.  Dr.  Hanly — That  the  opinion  of  our  Solicitor  be  obtained  regarding  the  possi- 
bility and  probability  of  removing  malpractice  cases  from  juries  and  placing  the  decision  in 
the  hands  of  the  Judges,  and  also  how  security  for  costs  can  best  be  secured. 

No.  4.  Dr.  Geikie — To  have  his  (Dr.  Geikie's)  name  struck  off  the  Committee  on 
Complaints. 

Communications,  Petitions,  Etc. 

Communications  were  received  from  Mr.  Foster  and  from  Dr.  F.  H.  Young,  which  were 
referred  respectively  to  the  Complaints  and  Finance  Committees. 

Motions  of  which  Notice  has  been  Given  at  a  Previous  Meeting. 

Dr.  Emory  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Williams,  That  the  following  be  a  committee  to 
take  into  consideration  the  question  of  the  examinations  of  the  Council  with  a  view  to  make 
them  a  more  equable  and  genuine  test  of  the  attainments  of  the  candidates,  and  to  report  on 
the  same  to  this  Council  at  this  meeting  :  Drs.  Harris,  Moore,  Sangster,  and  the  mover  and 
seconder. 

The  President  read  the  motion. 

Dr.  Emory — It  is  not  necessary  for  me  to  detain  the  Council  but  a  moment  in  speaking 
to  this  motion.  Having  but  a  few  years  ago  the  honor  of  being  appointed  by  this  Council 
to  serve  upon  the  Board  of  Examiners,  and  having  so  served  I  had  opportunities  of  seeing 
what  seemed  to  me  some  points  which  could  be  improved  upon  ;  and  I  have  thought  of  the 
matter  since  then,  and  during  the  past  examinations  I  visited  the  hall  during  the  oral 
examinations.  I  do  not  know  that  it  is  necessary  at  this  time  to  go  into  the  particulars 
which  seemed  to  me  might  be  improved  upon,  but  if  a  committee  is  appointed  they  will 
no  doubt  enter  fully  into  the  consideration  of  the  case,  and  when  the  matter  is  considered 
by  them  and  reported  upon  by  them  and  the  report  brought  in  it  can  be  fully  discussed  in 
Council. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and  on  a  vote  being  taken  declared  it  carried. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Britton,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moore,  That  the  Printing  Committee  be 
instructed  to  advertise  forthwith  for  tenders  for  the  printing  required  by  this  Council  ;  that 
no  part  of  any  agreement  entered  into  by  the  Council  should  provide  for  the  publishing  in 
any  journal  a  report  of  the  Council's  proceedings,  or  for  the  issuing  of  a  free  journal  ;  that 
the  profession  be  kept  fully  informed  by  a  verbatim  report  of  the  proceedings  in  the 
Announcement ;  and  that  the  accepted  tenderers  be  required  to  furnish  security  satisfactory 
to  the  Finance  Committee  for  the  proper  fulfilment  of  the  contract. 

The  President  read  the  motion. 

Dr.  Britton — I  do  not  know  as  it  is  necessary  for  ma  to  say  much  in  regard  to  this 
motion.  I  feel  confident  there  will  be  very  little  discussion  on  it  and  it  will  pass  in  the 
Council  without  any  opposition.  The  matter  has  been  under  discussion  for  many  years. 
On  the  first  occasion  when  it  was  discussed,  there  were  only  two  of  us  who  opposed  the 
method  of  printing  that  has  been  adopted  recently,  that  is,  by  a  journal  publishing  company  ; 
and  there  were  only  two  of  us  who,  I  think,  opposed  the  issuing  of  a  free  journal.  On  the 
next  occasion  it  came  up  I  stood  solitary  and  alone.  I  mention  this  to  indicate  to  you 
the  strong  convictions  I  have  had  upon  the  matter,  straight  through,  from  first  to  last. 
Last  year  there  were  quite  a  number  who  stood  beside  me  in  this  matter,  and  when  I  moved 
a  resolution  almost  identical  with  this  I  think  it  had  a  good  many  supporters  ;  and  it  would 
be  only  taking  up  the  time  of  the  Council  unnecessarily  to  go  into  the  merits  of  the 
case,  because  I  think  the  resolution  shows  upon  the  face  of  it,  and  the  changes  that  have 
taken  place  in  the  personnel  of  our  journal — I  call  it  our  journal  by  way  of  court. 
although  I  disclaim  any  responsibility  for  anything  that  has  been  stated  in  that  journal  at 
any  particular  time — and  the  succession  of  events  that  have  taken  place  during  the  past  few 
years,  are  quite  sufficient  to  warrant  this  Council  in  doing  their  business  in  a  businesslike  way, 
like  any  corporate  body,  like  any  private  individual,  or  like  any  wholesale  or  retail  dealer  in 
the  City  of  Toronto.  I  have  to  pass  some  reflections  upon  what  was  formerly  done.  I  am 
not  going  to  find  too  much  fault  with  the  members  present  who  were  opposed  to  me  formerly  ; 
they  certainly  did  what  they  believed  to  be  right,  at  the  same  time  I  think  they  were  guilty 
■of  errors  of  judgment.      1   have  had  n<>  conversation  with  any  member  regarding  this  matter 
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excepting  two — I  think  the  matter  came  up  between  two  individuals  and  myself — and  I  do 
not  know  definitely  what  the  feeling  of  the  Council  is  in  the  matter. 

Dr.  Williams — I  think  Dr.  Britton  is  rather  premature  in  assuming  that  the  Council 
are  willing  to  come  to  his  views  in  one  jump  after,  as  he  says,  the  year  before  last  he  himself 
voting  alone,  and  on  previous  years  with  a  very  slight  support.  I  think  he  is  wrong  also  in 
assuming  that  this  Council's  position  was  governed  by  the  personnel  of  the  parties  publishing 
the  journal.     I  think  there  is  a  stronger  motive  at  the  back  of  publishing  the  journal 

Dr.  Britton — Excuse  me,  I  am  afraid  Dr.  Williams  drew  a  wrong  inference  from  what 
I  said.  I  intended  to  say  there  has  been  an  entire  change,  not  only  as  to  the  caption  of  the 
journal,  but  in  addition  to  that,  the  parties  who  at  present  are  responsible  for  the  fulfilment 
of  that  contract  took  rather  peculiar  views  formerly  regarding  this  Council.  That  is  what  I 
referred  to.  I  made  no  reference  to  the  gentleman  who  was  awarded  the  contract,  nor  had 
I  at  any  time  thought  that  the  personnel  of  the  publisher  had  any  influence  upon  this  Council 
in  securing  the  contract.  The  error  arose  from  my  speaking  briefly,  not  wishing  to  take 
up  time. 

Dr.  Williams — To  the  balance  of  the  resolution  I  would  offer  no  objection,  and  would 
agree  with  it  ;  but  to  assume,  as  Dr.  Britton  seems  to  think,  that  we  would  continue  the 
parties  now  doing  the  work  is  unfair  ;  to  assume  as  well  that  because  the  personnel  of  the 
journal  that  we  have  been  publishing  is  changed,  that  therefore  we  do  not  think  it  neces- 
sary to  have  a  journal  sent  out  at  all  is  wrong  altogether.  (Hear,  hear.)  My  recollection 
of  the  object  of  having  that  journal  sent  free  to  the  different  members  of  the  profession  is 
that  it  was  to  keep  the  profession  in  touch  with  the  Council.  (Hear,  hear.)  It  is  true  you 
can  get  to  them  through  the  Annual  Announcement,  but  that  Annual  Announcement  won't 
get  there  till  next  fall.  They  know  the  profession  is  meeting  now  in  the  early  part  of  the 
year.  Is  it  fair  to  keep  them  from  any  information  until  next  fall  ?  Now  is  when  they 
want  to  be  in  touch,  when  the  matter  is  a  live  question,  when  it  is  up  ;  and  to  put  it  in  the 
Announcement  and  send  it  next  fall  at  a  time  when  it  won't  probably  be  read  at  all,  is  not 
just  what  we  want.  Another  thing  I  desire  to  draw  your  attention  to  is — it  is  within  the 
experience  of  every  member  of  this  Council — and  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  the  members  here 
will  admit  it,  that  when  the  Announcement  comes  it  is  too  big  a  thing  to  look  at,  and  they 
throw  it  aside  to  be  looked  at  when  they  have  time.  Generally  the  time  don't  come.  While 
if  a  medical  journal  comes  it  is  likely  to  be  read  for  its  medical  information,  let  it  be  good  or 
bad,  and  it  is  read  for  that  purpose,  and,  being  read,  it  brings  under  their  notice  the  pro- 
ceedings of  the  Council,  and  the  profession  is  kept  in  touch  with  the  proceedings  of  the 
Council  as  it  cannot  be  by  any  other  method.  Another  thing,  the  profession  are  getting 
but  a  small  thing  when  you  send  them  a  journal  free.  They,  to  a  large  extent,  have  appre- 
ciated that.  In  my  own  division  I  have  taken  occasion,  at  least  twice,  to  go  largely  over  my 
division,  and  have  entered  into  conversation  with  the  medical  men  throughout  the  riding, 
and  I  found  that  the  medical  men  appreciated  getting  the  journal,  and  looked  upon  it  as  a 
means  by  which  they  were  kept  informed  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  and  what  was 
being  done.  Now,  I  think,  under  these  circumstances,  inasmuch  as  it  costs  almost  nothing 
above  what  our  ordinary  printing  would  cost,  to  send  a  journal,  it  would  be  most  unwise  to 
stop  that  means  of  keeping  the  profession  well  informed  of  what  is  being  done  in  the 
Council.  We  got  into  difficulty  before  we  had  an  association  spring  up  that  called  itself 
the  "  Defence  Association."  Why  did  that  occur  ?  It  occurred  simply  because  the  profes- 
sion were  not  kept  informed  of  what  the  Council  were  doing.  We  could  not  expect  the  daily 
newspapers  to  publish  our* proceedings  fully  ;  our  medical  journals  would  not  do  it,  and  the 
profession  were  therefore  in  absolute  ignorance  of  what  the  Council  were  doing,  and  hence 
there  was  the  ground  to  grow  up  a  suspicion  of  the  Council  and  the  belief  that  the  Council 
were  not  acting  fair  and  proper.  Under  these  circumstances  I  hold  the  Council  would 
be  taking  a  radical  backward  step  and  doing  itself  a  gross  injustice,  and  injuring  the  pro- 
fession as  well,  in  not  keeping  them  informed  of  what  is  done.  I  agree  with  the  balance  of 
Dr.  Britton's  resolution,  that  we  should  take  tenders  and  come  to  an  understanding  what 
journal  is  going  to  publish  it,  and  have  proper  security.  That  is  perfectly  right,  I  do  not 
object  to  it ;  but  when  you  have  done  that,  do  not  say  by  a  vote  of  that  kind  that  we  are 
going  to  take  a  retrograde  step  and  not  keep  the  profession  properly  informed  of  what  the 
Council  are  doing.  If  we  want  our  Council  matters  to  progress  satisfactorily  we  must  do  our 
business  above  board,  and  do  it  in  such  a  way  that  we  are  not  ashamed.  Not  only  that, 
but  we  will  take  pains  to  have  the  profession  acquainted  with  what  we  do.  Having  done 
that  we  can  hope  to  stand  well  with  the  profession,  but  we  cannot  hope  so  outside  of  that. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  no  not  intend  to  discuss  this  at  length.  Probably  Dr.  Williams 
would  suggest  how  the  profession  has  been  kept  in  touch  with  the  actions  of  the  Council 
during  this  last  year.  The  journal  started  out  at  a  jolly  gait  to  publish  a  little  of  what  was 
done  here,  but  he  fell  off  his  bicycle  into  the  ditch  before  he  got  half  way  through,  and 
went  no  further.  That  is  the  way  the  touch  has  been  kept  between  the  Council  and  the 
profession  by  this  journal.     I  am  disposed  to  think  that   the  members  of  this  Council  are 
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perfectly  competent  to  select  their  own  journal  and.  get  what  information  they  please.  I  do 
not  wish  to  advocate  the  idea  that  this  Council  should  get  a  journal  and  send  that  journal 
gratuitously  to  members  of  the  profession.  The  profession  are  perfectly  competent  to  pay  for 
their  own  journals,  and  I  think  they  ought  to  do  so.  I  think  the  first  part  of  Dr.  Britton's 
resolution  unnecessary,  for,  if  my  memory  serves  me  correctly,  I  think  Dr.  Thorburn 
brought  in  a  motion  about  the  close  of  last  session  that  no  contract  for  the  expenditure  of 
the  money  of  this  Council  should  be  entered  into  for  any  purpose  whatever  unless  it  was  by 
tender  ;  that  would  cover  what  the  first  part  of  our  friend's  resolution  covers,  and  I  think 
would  do  away  with  the  first  portion  of  this  resolution.  With  the  second  part  of  the  reso- 
lution I  entirely  agree.  I  think  that  satisfactory  bonds  should  be  given  by  every  person 
who  enters  into  a  contract  to  do  certain  work  for  money  for  this  Council,  just  as  would  be 
done  in  any  ordinary  transaction. 

Dr.  Thornton — Mr.  President,  I  think  the  first  copy  of  the  journal  we  had  issued  last 
year  should  be  a  sufficient  lesson  to  any  of  us  with  regard  to  the  propriety  of  engaging 
further  in  this  journal  publishing.  I  have  not  a  copy  here  in  my  hands,  but  it  is  not  neces- 
sary to  read  the  exact  wording.  We  all  remember  the  efforts  that  were  made  to  secure  the 
printing  and  issuing  of  that  journal  in  the  manner  decided  upon  at  the  time  ;  and  a  refer- 
ence by  any  member  of  the  Council  to  the  first  pages  of  the  journal  will  show  the  impres- 
sions that  were  conveyed  in  its  publication.  I  contend  that  those  impressions  were  entirely 
misleading,  and  there  is  always  a  danger  that  they  will  be  misleading.  A  matter  of  that  kind 
is  very  apt  to  perpetuate  friction.  We  had  an  unusually  long  sitting  last  year,  and  the  con- 
clusion to  be  drawn  from  the  first  pages  of  that  issue  of  the  journal  was — I  say  this  without 
qualification,  because  I  do  not  think  that  anyone  will  disagree  with  me — that  the  prolonging 
of  the  session  was  entirely  owing  to  the  addition  of  a  certain  number  of  members  to  the 
Council  ;  I  say  this  is  misleading.  We  had  an  unusually  long  session,  but  it  could  not  have 
been  a  very  short  one  when  some  of  the  committees  did  not  bring  in  their  reports  until  the 
time  that  every  previous  session  of  the  Council  had  closed  its  sittings.  There  was  a  source 
of  irritation  conveyed  by  that  journal  at  once,  and  to  get  rid  of  this  I  think  the  motion  that 
Dr.  Britton  has  made  is  a  very  businesslike  motion,  and  it  will  obviate  further  friction  of 
that  description. 

Dr.  Hanly — I  think,  with  Dr.  Britton,  that  we  should  use  ordinary  business  methods 
in  having  our  work  done  ;  that  if  we  have  such  a  journal  as  we  have  had  it  does  not  serve 
the  purpose  it  should,  that  is,  to  keep  the  profession  in  touch  with  what  is  being  done, 
because  it  has  done  that.  I  had  no  knowledge  of  some  of  the  changes  until  I  received  a 
private  letter  from  the  Registrar  informing  me  the  Announcement  had  not  been  sent  out  as 
it  should  have  been.  I  was  at  a  meeting  of  the  Medical  Association  in  my  district,  and 
about  fifteen  of  the  members  present  stated  that  they  did  not  receive  the  Announcement. 

Dr.  Barrick — I  quite  agree  with  the  motion  as  it  is  now  before  the  meeting.      • 

Dr.  Armour — There  is  one  respect  in  which  I  think  it  may  be  advantageously  amended 
by  adding  to  it.  I  believe  there  is  nothing  in  the  resolution  that  removes  the  present 
journal  from  being,  or  commands  it  not  to  be,  the  journal  of  the  medical  profession.  It 
is  now  published  as  the  official  journal,  I  believe,  of  the  medical  profession,  and  I  think 
there  should  be  an  addition  to  the  motion  nullifying  that,  if  there  is  a  reason  for  it.  I  do 
not  propose  to  go  into  the  discussion  of  the  matter  further,  because  this,  matter  was  pretty 
thoroughly  discussed  last  year.  But  I  do  hope  that  Dr.  Britton's  view  that  there  will  be 
few  to  oppose  his  motion  at  the  present  time  may  be  correct.  I  may  also  say  that  I  think 
Dr.  Williams  has  formed  a  rather  false  estimate  as  to  the  value  of  that  journal  to  the  pro- 
fession and  to  some  views  held  by  the  members  of  this  Council.  I  can  assure  Dr.  Williams 
that  instead  of  quieting  that  feeling  and  those  views  that  led  to  the  organizing  of  the  Defence 
Association,  those  views  are  stronger  in  the  profession  to-day  than  ever  before.  When  he 
says  that  it  had  removed  those,  as  he  called  them,  erroneous  views,  I  think  he  is  altogether 
mistaken  with  regard  to  them. 

Dr.  Bray — As  regards  what  Dr.  Armour  has  said  about  putting  an  additional  motion 
to  discontinue  the  journal,  I  submit  that  there  is  no  necessity  for  that.  The  contract  only 
calls  for  a  year,  and  the  contract  has  expired  now,  so  that  Dr.  Armour's  suggestion  is  not 
necessary  at  all.  As  to  the  publication  of  the  journal,  I  think  that  it  is  almost  absolutely 
necessary  that  the  proceedings  of  this  Council  should  be  published  in  some  journal  ;  whether 
it  is  wise  to  give  that  monopoly  to  one  journal  and  send  that  journal  free  to  every  member 
of  the  profession,  is  a  question  I  am  not  prepared  to  answer  by  saying  it  is  in  the  interests 
of  the  profession  that  it  should  be  so  sent.  That  is  a  question  for  our  consideration.  Dr. 
Britton  has  been  a  little  bit  mistaken  in  saying  that  he  stood  alone,  because  while  1  did  not 
express  any  very  strong  opinion  in  the  matter,  I  did  say  that  I  did  not  believe  that  we  should 
have  a  journal  sent  out  unless  we  had  full  control  of  that  journal  and  sent  it  out  under  the 
lines  of  the  Britisli  Medical  Association's  journal.  I  said  if  we  were  strong  enough  to  do 
that,  then  I  was  perfectly  willing  that  that  should  he  done  :  and  we  should  hire  a  man  who 
would  be  responsible  to  this  Council  to  do  so,  and  let  all  remuneration  Coming  from   adver- 
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tisements,  and  so  on,  in  that  journal  go  to  increase  the  revenue  of  the  Council.  But  I  was 
and  am  opposed  to  the  way  the  journal  has  been  conducted,  and  I  am  on  record  to  that 
effect.  At  the  same  time,  I  agree  that  it  would  be  very  nice  and  a  very  proper  thing  to  do 
if  we  could  make  some  arrangements  with  the  existing  journals,  as  they  come  out  every 
month,  to  publish  our  proceedings,  so  that  the  members  of  the  profession  throughout  the 
country  would  see  through  the  journals  what  the  Council  were  doing.  I  agree  a  good  deal 
with  what  Dr.  Williams  said  about  the  Announcement.  The  Announcement  comes  very 
late  in  the  year,  when  it  has  lost  its  interest  ;  the  time  has  gone  by  ;  people  want  to  see  what 
is  going  on  without  waiting  three  or  four  months  to  do  so,  and  I  think  if  we  could  have 
those  proceedings  published  in  a  journal  it  would  be  a  very  great  advantage.  But  I  am 
not  prepared  to  say  whether  or  not  such  an  agreement  could  be  come  to.  I  do  think,  under 
the  existing  circumstances,  that  it  is  better  for  the  Council  to  drop  the  journal  under  the 
present  management,  at  any  rate. 

Dr.  Williams — I  understood  you  to  say  a  moment  ago  that  the  contract  terminated 
with  the  year,  that  it  is  terminated  now  ;  therefore  you  have  no  contract,  and  it  would  be 
with  some  journal  that  you  would  make  a  contract. 

Dr.  Bray — The  contract  with  the  present  journal  is  done — it  has  terminated.  I  do  not 
say  that  a  contract  should  be  made  ;  but  I  think  if  there  was  some  arrangement  come  to 
by  the  existing  medical  journals  whereby  the  proceedings  of  this  Council  should  be  pub- 
lished, they  would  reach  every  medical  man.  I  think  that  it  is  certainly  very  much  against 
the  interests  of  the  existing  journals  for  this  Council  to  send  a  journal  fiee  ;  at  the  same 
time,  that  free  journal  has  been  appreciated  by  the  profession  ;  the  members  of  the  pro- 
fession in  my  constituency  were  almost  unanimously  in  favor  of  having  a  free  journal  sent 
to  them.  I  think,  however,  if  the  journal  could  be  sent  in  the  way  I  suggest,  under  the 
control  of  the  Council  (edited  by  somebody  hired  by  this  Council),  so  that  none  of  these 
advertisements  would  appear  which  are  to  be  seen  in  the  journal  which  published  our  pro- 
ceedings during  the  past  year.  I  do  not  think  there  should  be  any  advertisements  in  the 
report  of  the  Council's  proceedings  ;  I  think  the  report  should  be  devoted  entirely  to  the 
Council's  business,  and  if  that  can  be  accomplished  I  would  hold  up  both  hands  for  it.  But 
I  am  opposed  to  such  a  contract  as  we  have  had. 

Dr.  Graham — I  concur  very  much  with  Dr.  Britton's  resolution,  but  I  think  that  there 
is  part  of  it  unnecessary.  If  I  understood  the  printing  contract  of  last  year,  I  understood 
that  it  was  no  part  of  the  contract  to  issue  this  journal  free.  When  I  went  back  to  my  con- 
stituency it  was  mentioned,  and  I  said  it  was  not  our  official  journal.  I  wrote  to  an  author- 
ity on  that  subject,  and  he  repudiated  the  idea  of  it  being  the  official  journal,  and  I  think 
he  was  right.  I  do  not  remember  that  phase  of  the  thing  entering  into  the  contract  at  all. 
That  part  of  the  resolution  is,  I  think,  entirely  unnecessary  ;  otherwise,  in  the  resolution  I 
agree  with  Dr.  Britton. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  think  the  Council  at  large  is  quite  in  accord  with  the  first  part  and 
the  last  part  of  the  resolution,  that  there  should  be  tenders  got,  and  so  on  ;  the  second  part 
of  the  resolution  is  one  on  which  there  may  be  reasonable  differences  of  opinion  as  to  whether 
the  Council  shall  send  a  copy  of  a  journal,  or  of  several  journals  for  that  matter,  to  the 
members  of  the  profession  without  charge,  in  order,  as  Dr.  Williams  says,  that  they  shall 
have  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  at  an  early  season,  when  they  can  become  acquainted 
with  it  and  with  its  work,  and  when  they  can  have  some  interest  in  its  work.  That  is  a 
matter  about  which  I  think  there  may  be  reasonable  differences  of  opinion.  The  journal 
that  has  been  sent  in  the  past  has  not  been  one  that  has  contained  very  much  reading  matter 
in  which  I  myself  was  personally  interested  ;  but  I  have  heard  of  quite  a  number  of  physi- 
cians in  my  own  neighborhood  who  found  a  great  deal  of  interesting  matter  in  it — I  mean 
outside  of  Council  questions  altogether — on  medical  subjects  and  were  very  much  pleased 
with  receiving  the  journal  in  that  shape,  and  looked  upon  it  as  some  return  for  the  assess- 
ment which  they  were  called  upon  to  pay.  So  far  as  I  am  personally  concerned  it  is  a  matter 
of  indifference  to  me  ;  I  could  get  along  without  a  copy  of  a  journal  of  that  description  being 
sent  to  me  ;  but  I  think  there  is  ground  for  a  difference  of  opinion  on  that  point,  and  if  Dr. 
Williams  would  make  a  motion  to  amend  Dr.  Britton's  resolution  by  striking  out  that  par- 
ticular part,  I  would  be  pleased  to  support  it,  in  order  to  leave  that  an  open  question. 
Striking  out  that  portion  of  Dr.  Britton's  resolution  will  not  commit  the  Council  to  adopt- 
ing the  plan  of  sending  a  journal  or  several  journals  to  the  profession.  It  will  leave  that, 
so  far,  an  open  question,  which  may  be  decided  on  the  lines  suggested  by  Dr.  Bray  by  an 
arrangement  with  several  journals  to  have  it  printed  and  sent  to  the  members. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  am  fully  in  accord  with  Dr.  Britton's  motion.  I  do  not  believe  that 
this  Council  had  better  go,  into  the  printing  and  publishing  business.  It  went  into  real 
estate  once  and  burned  its  fingers  badly,  and  I  think  it  had  better  keep  out  of  all  such 
transanctions  and  proceedings.  The  objections  to  Dr.  Britton's  motion  seem  to  turn  upon 
two  points  :  first,  that  there  is  a  prevailing  wish  in  the  profession  to  obtain  a  free  journal  ; 
next,  that  there  is  a  prevailing  wish  in  the  profession  to  get  a  knowledge  of  the  proceedings 
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of  this  Council  at  an  earlier  date  than  the  Announcement  furnishes  them.  With  regard  to 
the  last,  let  me  say  I  see  no  reason,  if  our  proceedings  are  published  by  contract  with 
reasonable  expedition,  why  the  profession  should  have  to  wait  more  than  a  very  short  time 
after  the  close  of  our  session  before  the  proceedings  are  put  in  proper  form  before  them.  I 
think  we  could  reach  the  profession  at  as  quite  an  early  date  through  the  Announcement  as 
we  do  at  present,  and  much  more  profitably  than  we  do  through  the  medical  journal.  Then, 
with  regard  to  the  prevailing  wish  to  obtain  this  medical  journal,  let  me  say  that  at  present 
there  is  another  medical  journal  published  and  sent  free  to  every  member  of  the  profession  ; 
and  a  short  time  ago  there  was  a  second  one,  and  a  little  while  ago  we  had  three  free  jour- 
nals all  sent  to  the  members  of  the  profession  in  this  Province.  I  do  not  think  the  pro- 
fession is  so  dying,  as  might  be  inferred  from  remarks  here,  for  information  supplied  through 
the  columns  of  medical  journals  ;  and  I  do  not  think  that  they  are  not  able  and  not  willing 
to  pay  out  of  their  own  pockets  for  any  information  of  that  kind  that  they  may  desire. 
There  is  one  other  point  I  want  to  suggest  before  I  sit  down,  and  it  is  this  :  if  there  is  a 
desire  on  the  part  of  the  profession  to  obtain  access  to  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  through 
a  journal,  I  should  think  in  these  days  of  sharp  business  enterprise  that  the  proprietors  of 
the  different  medical  journals  would  themselves,  of  their  own  motion,  publish  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Council  gratuitously  at  as  early  a  date  as  they  could  issue  them.  I  really  can  see 
no  force  made  in  the  different  objections  that  have  been  urged  against  Dr.  Britton's  motion  ; 
on  the  other  hand,  I  could,  if  I  dare  venture  on  your  time,  point  out  a  score  of,  as  I  think, 
very  strong  and  valid  reasons  why  this  Council  should  not  only  in  the  present  cut  themselves 
free  from  any  connection  with  any  medical  journal,  but  they  should  carefully  refrain  from 
forming  any  such  connection  in  the  future. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Williams,  seconded  by  Dr.  Harris,  That  the  resolution  be  amended  by 
striking  out  the  second  part,  "  That  no  part  of  any  agreement  entered  into  by  the  Council 
shall  provide  for  the  publishing  in  any  journal  a  report  of  the  Council's  proceedings  or  for 
the  issuing  of  a  free  journal." 

The  President  read  the  amendment. 

Dr.  Bray — When  Dr.  Williams  spoke  I  was  just  going  to  explain  that  by  voting  for 
Dr.  Britton's  resolution,  which  I  favor  to  a  great  extent,  it  takes  away  the  power  of  the 
Printing  Committee,  the  committee  which  this  resolution  will  go  to,  and  it  is  in  fact  an 
instruction  to  them  not  to  do  this.  Now  I  think  a  committee  is  the  proper  place  to  discuss 
the  pros  and  cons  of  any  question,  and  after  due  deliberation  they  make  a  report  to  the 
Council,  and  the  report  would  and  should  have  more  weight,  and  should  be  more  intelligible 
than  if  there  was  free  discussion  going  on  now,  because  the  committee  will  go  into  the 
matter  thoroughly  and  their  report  is  the  thing  that  should  be  here  discussed.  But  if 
Dr.  Britton's  motion,  as  it  is  now,  is  carried,  it  cannot  be  discussed  ;  it  shuts  off  dis- 
cussion on  that  part  of  it  entirely.  That  is  the  objection  I  have  to  that  portion  of  Dr. 
Britton's  motion  ;  the  other  part  I  quite  agree  with. 

Dr.  Williams — If  Dr.  Britton's  resolution  is  carried  as  it  stands  it  prohibits  the  Print- 
ing Committee  from  ascertaining  or  not  if  a  reasonable  contract  can  be  made  with  any 
journal.  It  prohibits  as  well  the  sending  of  the  journal  to  members  of  the  profession.  I 
object  strongly  to  that,  because  before  the  committee  have  had  an  opportunity  to  ask  for 
tenders  for  printing,  and  when  they  might  get  what  would  be  very  satisfactory  offers  for 
doing  this  work,  the  Council  have  been  committed.  If  that  printing  can  be  done  and  the 
publication  issued  to  the  profession  free,  without  incurring  any  material  increase  in  cost  to 
Council,  I  think  there  are  few  members  of  the  Council  that  would  not  be  willing  it 
should  be  done.  That  the  journal  that  gets  the  printing  contract  should  be  considered  the 
official  journal  of  this  Council  is  certainly  no  part  of  this  Council's  business.  The  Council 
do  not  undertake  to  establish  an  official  journal,  and  it  is  only  a  business  representation 
made  by  that  paper  for  which  we  are  not  responsible  in  any  sense  whatever  ;  and  if  it 
becomes  necessary  that  we  shall  place  a  veto  upon  the  person  getting  that  contract  to  prevent 
him  doing  that  we  can  do  so  in  an  agreement — we  can  easily  do  that.  "As  we  do  not  accept 
this  as  our  official  journal,  and  we  are  not  responsible  for  it,  therefore  you  shall  not  on  that 
journal  make  a  statement  setting  forth  that  it  is  the  official  journal  of  this  Council."  That 
is  a  mere  matter  of  detail  that  is  easily  carried  out.  Then,  there  have  been  some  objections 
raised  on  the  ground  that  the  contracts  during  the  last  year  have  not  been  satisfactorily 
carried  out  by  the  journal  we  were  dealing  with.  As  to  that,  while  we  may  have  failures 
with  one  journal,  perhaps  because  of  some  unfortunate  business  arrangement,  it  does  not 
vitiate  the  entire  system  ;  it  simply  says  that  so  far  as  that  particular  journal  is  concerned 
it  is  not  wise  to  enter  into  a  contract  with  it  unless  they  can  give  some  satisfactory  proof 
that  they  are  going  to  have  bettei  business  management.  It  does  not  s;iy  anything  against 
the  system  whatever.  The  statement  has  been  made  that  1  have  said,  or  was  understood  to 
say,  that  this  journal  had  done  away  with  the  feeling  that  there  was  among  the  profession. 
I  did  not  intend  to  say  that.  What  1  did  say  was  that  if  the  profession  is  kept  thoroughly 
and  properly  informed  of  the  doings  of  the   Council   as  they  proceed,  it  should  have  conti- 
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deuce  that  we  do  our  business  in  such  a  way  that  the  profession  should  be  satisfied  ;  and  I 
think  it  is  the  right  of  this  Council  to  see  that  the  profession  is  kept  fully  informed  of 
what  the  Council  are  doing,  and  unless  that  is  done  the  profession  are  not  in  a  position  to 
judge  of  the  Council's  business.  Within  the  last  year  1  had  a  letter  from  a  gentleman  in 
my  own  division  who  was  one  of  the  strongest  opponents  that  this  Council  could  have,  and 
he  wrote  me  stating  that  he  had  had  the  journal  and  had  read  up  the  proceedings  carefully, 
that  he  had  read  the  Announcement  and  had  completely  changed  his  mind,  and  had  sent  in 
his  fee  ;  and  that  he  considered  it  an  honor  to  belong  to  such  a  body  and  to  have  the 
privilege  of  paying  his  fee,  while  previously  to  that,  when  I  was  there,  he  had  expressed  the 
very  strongest  possible  opinions  in  the  other  way.  I  hold  it  is  the  right  and  duty  of  this 
Council  to  take  steps  to  keep  the  profession  regularly  and  well  informed  about  every  step  they 
take;  and  when  they  have  done  that  they  have  done  their  duty  and  nothing  less.  The  ques- 
tion then  comes  up,  if  that  is  their  duty,  which  is  the  best  way  to  go  to  work  to  accomplish 
it  ?  I  believe  there  is  no  more  efficient  way  than  having  a  publication  in  a  medical  journal  so 
that  it  reaches  every  man  in  the  entire  Province.  On  that  ground  I  object  to  Dr.  Britton's 
resolution,  because  it  ties  our  hands  and  prevents  the  Printing  Committee  from  asking  for 
tenders  that  would  carry  out  that  idea  in  any  shape  whatever. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  only  rise  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  what  I  said  a  little 
while  ago,  namely,  that  we  discussed  the  propriety  of  having  our  printing  done  by  tender. 
I  have  advocated  it  time  and  again  here  and  it  was  advocated  by  other  members  of  this 
Council.  And  on  the  twentj^-seventh  day  of  June  last,  Dr.  Thorburn  moved,  seconded  by 
Dr.  Machell,  that  in  future  before  any  contracts  are  made  involving  any  expenditure  of 
money,  tenders  for  such  expenditure  be  asked  for  and,  all  things  being  equal,  the  lowest 
tender  be  accepted.  Dr.  Britton  will  see,  therefore,  that  the  next  part  of  his  resolution  is 
unnecessary,  because  it  is  already  provided  for  by  a  general  resolution  of  the  Council.  Only 
one  word  in  reply  to  Dr.  Williams.  Neither  Dr.  Williams  nor  any  other  man  of  this  Council 
has  pointed  out  or  can  point  out  why  we  should  not  have  a  report  of  our  proceedings  in  the 
hands  of  the  profession  as  quickly  as  we  would  have  it  dribbled  out  month  by  month  in  the 
journal  ;  and  if  this  Council  are  desirous  of  having  their  proceedings  in  the  hands  of  the  pro- 
fession as  rapidly  as  possible,  the  proper  way  is  to  print  the  whole  thing  as  quickly  as  possible 
and  send  it  to  the  profession,  and  not  have,  as  last  year,  a  little  dribble  sent  one  month  and 
a  little  dribble  another  month  and  finally  have  it  disappear. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Brock,  seconded  by  Dr.  Logan,  in  amendment  to  the  amendment,  That 
this  Council  postpone  discussion  of  this  matter  until  the  reports  of  the  Printing  and  Finance 
Committees  are  received. 

The  President  read  the  amendment  to  the  amendment. 

Dr.  Brock — I  will  not  take  up  the  Council's  time  very  long,  but  I  have  had  a  good  deal 
of  experience  about  journal  business,  and  1  think  after  this  Council  get  a  report  from  the 
Printing  Committee  we  shall  find  it  is  quite  possible  to  have  the  proceedings  of  this  Council 
published  without  any  expense  to  the  Council.  Medical  journals  have  been  published  which 
have  given  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  so  long  ago  that  I  do  not  wish  to  go  back  that 
distance  ;  but  it  is  possible  to  publish  the  proceedings  of  this  Council  and  the  proceedings  of 
our  Association  by  the  medical  journals  if  they  wish  to  do  so.  There  is  not  a  reporter  here 
this  year  from  the  daily  papers,  and  (though  last  year  we  had  three  or  four)  there  will  conse- 
quently be  no  report  of  the  proceedings  going  out  this  year  in  the  daily  press  that  will  be 
at  all  satisfactory  to  the  profession.  I  think  the  Printing  Committee  can  give  us  a  report 
that  will  be  satisfactory  to  this  Council  and  that  will  settle  the  question,  and  Dr.  Williams' 
arguments  are  sufficient  to  my  mind  to  say  that  the  amendment  to  the  amendment  should 
carry  ;  he  uses  the  arguments  I  would  use  myself. 

Dr.  Machell — Dr.  Pyne  informed  me  two  months  ago  that  this  Announcement  could  be 
printed  in  from  four  or  six  to  eight  weeks  at  the  very  longest.  Heretofore  the  proceedings 
of  the  Council  have  not  been  printed  in  the  journal  in  anything  less  than  from  two  to  three 
months — two  to  three  months  is  the  shortest  time.  Now,  if  this  Announcement  could  be 
got  out  and  in  the  hands  of  the  profession  in  from  two  to  six  or  possibly  eight  weeks  it  is 
the  simplest  way  to  do.  Last  year  I  was  not  in  favor  of  giving  the  contract  to  any  particular 
journal  and  I  am  still  of  that  opinion,  T  have  no  reason  to  change  my  opinion. 

Dr.  Logan — The  only  point  I  wish  to  make  in  connection  with  the  amendment  to 
the  amendment  is  that  if  Dr.  Britton's  motion  as  amended  by  Dr.  Williams  is  carried  by  the 
Council  it  will  then  become  the  opinion  of  the  Council,  and  if  you  refer  it  to  any  committee 
that  committee  are  debarred  from  changing  the  opinion  of  the  Council  ;  or  if  the  committee 
see  proper  to  make  a  change  in  the  resolution  you  send  to  them,  and  it  is  brought  back  to 
the  Council,  the  Council  cannot  go  back  upon  their  previous  opinion  and  would  debar  them- 
selves in  that  sense  from  changing  their  own  opinion.  I  see  the  necessity  of  this  or  other 
similar  questions  being  placed  before  the  committee  to  which  it  is  properly  assignable  first, 
and  then  if  the  committee  suggest  any  change  in  the  matter,  the  Council  have  a  right  to 
consider  it,  to  be  consistent  and  to  carry  out  their  opinion. 
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Dr.  Geikie— Would  it  not  simplify  the  matter  to  give  the  committee  an  instruction  that 
the  Registrar  shall  see  that  the  Announcement  is  published  and  mailed  to  practitioners  not 
later  than  the  1st  of  August  in  each  year  ?  Our  last  Announcement  came  to  the  profession 
in  the  end  of  the  month  of  February  of  this  year.  Its  encyclopaedic  character  probably 
explains  this,  and  we  may  not  have  such  an  Announcement  again.  If  our  Announcement 
were  in  the  hands  of  the  profession  in  August,  it  would  keep  everyone  in  touch  with  what 
was  going  on. 

Dr.  Armour — I  am  opposed  to  Dr.  Brock's  amendment  for  the  reason  that  if  we 
entertain  the  amendment  and  refer  this  first  to  the  Printing  Committee,  we  will  not  have  an 
opportunity  or  time  to  advertise  for  tenders  and  utilize  them  during  this  session  ;  for  that 
reason,  if  for  no  other,  I  think  it  should  not  be  entertained.  I  desire  to  refer  again  to  Dr. 
Williams.  He  seems  to  think  I  misapprehended  his  meaning  in  regard  to  his  views  of  the 
effect  of  this  journal,  though  I  think  in  his  reply  to  me  he  practically  reaffirms  the  views  I 
apprehended  he  insinuated  here.  I  have  in  my  hand  the  Ontario  Medical  Journal  for  last 
June,  and  I  desire  to  read  you  a  brief  portion  of  an  editorial  contained  in  that  number,  and 
to  show  you  the  undesirability  of  perpetuating  a  journal  of  this  kind,  and  I  will  be  very 
much  surprised  if  after  hearing  this  that  even  Dr.  Williams  will  approve  or  a  repetition  of 
this  kind  of  work  in  the  name  of  the  Medical  Council.  The  article  is  as  follows  :  "  When 
the  idea  of  increasing  the  number  of  members  was  promulgated,  our  voice  [that  is,  the 
Journal's  voice]  was  against  it  ;  and  now  the  wisdom  of  our  stand  is  clearly  evidenced. 
There  was  more  breath  used,  more  trouble  caused,  and  more  money  spent  this  year  than 
ever  occurred  in  the  history  of  the  Medical  Council.  Useless  bickerings,  unparliamentary 
methods  and  language  pervaded  the  meeting  from  beginning  to  end.  We  may  be  asked 
why  this  was  so,  but  we  only  need  to  point  to  the  fountain-head,  with  its  three  attached 
spouts,  which  unfortunately  has  been  foisted  on  the  Council  by  the  misjudgment,  and  in 
many  of  the  cases  by  misrepresentation,  from  the  elected  to  the  electorate  [whatever  that 
means].  A  letter  which  is  public  property,  in  that  it  can  be  produced  at  any  time, 
states,  and  that  forcibly,  that  one  of  the  new  members  got  most  of  his  votes  by  promising  to 
help  insist  on  the  immediate  payment  of  all  back  assessments  owing  by  the  medical  profession 
of  the  Province.  And  yet  he  gets  up  in  his  place  in  the  Council  chamber  and  asserts  that 
he  never  canvassed  for  a  vote,  and,  to  add  to  his  record,  proceeds  to  vote  against  the 
reinstatement  of  the  clause  dealing  with  the  annual  assessment.  Truly  we  will  be  sorry  for 
this  gentleman  when  his  words  and  actions  are  reviewed  by  his  constituents  on  the  production 
of  the  printed  report  of  the  proceedings.  All  thought  that  this  wonderful  Defence  Associa- 
tion would  surely  be  able  to  send  good,  strong  men  to  represent  them,  but  their  actions 
proved  straight  from  start  to  finish  that  the  composition  was  principally  wind,  after  the 
style  of  what  the  lay  people  call  water-brash — bitter."  I  will  not  proceed  further — that  is 
enough  to  show  you  the  style  that  that  journal  has  been  carried  on  in,  in  the  name  of  the 
profession.  I  would  be  surprised  that  any  member  would  approve  of  such  writing,  such 
references,  such  misrepresentations  as  are  contained  in  this  article. 

Dr.  Henry — I  just  rise  to  say  that  this  matter  was  discussed  last  year,  and  we  had  the 
expressions  of  this  Council  on  this  very  question  that  has  been  under  discussion  so  long  this 
morning.  I  am  strongly  in  favor  of  Dr.  Williams'  amendment.  I  think  this  Council  never 
did  an  act  that  gives  such  satisfaction  to  the  medical  men  in  the  country — I  speak  of  my  own 
constituency — as  the  sending  of  a  free  journal  ;  and  I  think  it  would  be  a  very  unwise  thing 
to  dispense  with  that  journal.  It  has  given  universal  satisfaction.  We  have  spent  the  whole 
morning  discussing  this  thing  that  was  threshed  out  last  year,  and  the  expense  of  this 
discussion  will  be  very  nearly  that  of  the  printing  ;  and  we  are  also  wasting  time  discussing 
what  was  discussed  thoroughly  last  year,  and  I  do  not  think  this  Council  wants  to  stultify 
itself  after  what  was  said  last  year. 

Dr.  Thorburn — I  thoroughly  agree  with  a  great  deal  of  what  has  been  said  in  regard  to 
the  action  of  this  Council  on  this  matter,  but  I  think  it  has  been  before  the  members  every 
session,  and  perhaps  there  is  no  subject  so  thoroughly  discussed,  with  more  or  less  satisfaction, 
or  dissatisfaction.  I  think  it  is  a  very  important  thing,  and  before  any  action  is  taken  I 
think  it  should  be  submitted  to  the  committee  as  suggested  by  Dr.  Brock's  amendment  to 
the  amendment,  and  let  the  committee  discuss  it  and  bring  in  their  report,  and  then  let  the 
matter  come  up  for  discussion  in  Council. 

Dr.  Emory — You  have  a  Printing  Committee  here  whose  duty  it  is  to  bring  in  a 
recommendation  to  the  Council,  and  I  am  in  favor  of  Dr.  Brock's  amendment  that  it  is  left 
to  that  committee  for  a  report,  and  on  that  report  a  proper  discussion  may  come  up.  Dr. 
Armour  has  just  told  us  if  the  amendment  to  the  amendment  carries  it  will  be  too  late  to 
call  for  tenders.  I  submit  that  in  pursuance  of  the  resolution  carried  last  year,  which  Dr. 
McLaughlin  read  to  us,  the  Printing  Committee  must  immediately  advertise  for  tenders, 
they  have  no  option  in  that  matter,  that  is  their  duty,  their  instruction  ;  and  when  those 
tenders  are  received  I  think  they  will  be  in  a  position  to  bring  in  a  recommendation  which 
will  save  a  great  deal  of  time  and  discussion.  As  one  gentleman  has  said,  the  discussion  has 
cost  us  as  much  as  the  whole  printing  would  cost. 
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Dr.  Barrick — I  will  just  say  that  in  dealing  with  this  matter  one  objection  I  have  to 
referring  this  to  the  Printing  Committee  is  that  we  are  now  dealing  with  a  principle,  and 
I  think  the  Printing  Committee  have  other  duties  to  perform  than  the  deciding  of  a  principle, 
and  especially  a  principle  that  has  been  before  the  Council  for  a  number  of  years.  The 
principle  is,  shall  or  shall  we  not  have  a  free  journal  ?  If  that  matter  is  settled  then  the 
committee  know  exactly  what  they  are  doing  ;  and  I  think  it  is  the  place  of  this  Council 
now,  when  this  resolution  is  before  the  ^meeting,  a  resolution  which  has  been  before  the 
Council  for  some  years,  to  settle  this  and  let  it  be  an  instruction  to  the  Printing  Committee 
to  act  thereon.  We  expect  to  have  a  short  session,  and  we  have  to  get  tenders  for  the 
printing  and  present  them  and  have  it  all  settled  in  a  few  days  ;  but  if  that  committee  is  to 
take  up  their  time  in  discussing  a  principle  which  has  been  discussed  and  threshed  out  by  this 
Council  for  a  number  of  years,  I  think  there  will  be  very  little  time  to  get  tenders  and  get 
the  business  done  properly.  While  this  is  up  now,  it  seems  to  me  we  should  have  the 
matter  settled  and  have  a  tender  for  this  printing,  as  called  for  by  Dr.  Thorburn's  resolu- 
tion of  last  year.  But,  are  we  to  send  out  and  get  tenders  from  the  various  journals  for 
the  publishing  and  sending  of  a  free  journal  to  the  profession  ?  What  Dr.  Williams  has 
said  is  perfectly '  true,  that  we  want  to  do  the  business  of  this  Council  above  board,  and  we 
want  to  do  nothing  here  but  what  we  want  the  profession  to  know,  and  we  want  the  pro- 
fession to  know  what  is  done  here  as  soon  as  possible  ;  but  Dr.  Williams'  argument  that  in 
sending  a  free  journal  we  do  get  this  communication  to  the  medical  men  sooner  is  not  borne 
out  by  the  facts.  I  am  sure  that  scarcely  any  member  of  the  profession  could  be  satisfied 
with  the  little  dribble  we  got  last  year,  waiting  on  for  six  or  seven  months  before  the 
medical  profession  knew  what  was  done  by  this  Council.  Let  us  drop  altogether  that  free 
journal  business  and  direct  the  efforts  of  the  Printing  Committee  to  the  speedy  publication 
of  our  proceedings,  and  also  urge  on  the  people  who  take  the  contract  for  printing  and 
publishing  and  sending  this  Announcement  to  the  practitioners.  As  Dr.  Machell  has  said, 
this  can  be  done  within  four  or  six  weeks  ;  even  if  it  takes  two  months  we  would  then  have, 
as  Dr.  Williams  desires,  the  report  of  our  proceedings  in  the  hands  of  the  profession  while 
it  is  fresh,  and  before  it  gets  old  and  stale,  as  our  Announcement  of  last  year  was  when  it 
came  to  the  hands  of  the  profession.  I  can  see  no  reason  why,  if  we  leave  alone  the  publi- 
cation and  sending  of  a  free  journal,  we  cannot  place  in  the  hands  of  every  medical  man  in 
this  Province  the  proceedings  of  this  Council  in  the  course  of  at  least  two  months  (and  that 
I  think  would  be  far  more  satisfactory  than  the  method  adopted  in  the  past)  and  let  us  cut 
loose  from  this  publishing  business  altogether.  I  think  it  is  derogatory  to  this  Council  to 
have  any  journal  posing  itself  as  the  official  or  quasi-official  organ  of  this  Council.  I  do  not 
think  we  should  go  into  that  business  at  all.  Let  us  now,  while  we  are  here,  settle  this 
principle,  shall  or  shall  we  not  continue  to  perpetuate  the  sending  of  a  free  medical  journal 
to  the  practitioners  of  this  Province  ? 

Dr.  Sangster — I  have  only  a  few  short  remarks  to  make  ;  I  wish  to  say  that  I 
thoroughly  agree  with  what  Dr.  Britton  has  been  saying.  It  appears  to  me  that  there  is  a 
tendency  here,  as  on  other  occasions,  to  put  the  cart  before  the  horse,  and  the  impression 
seems  to  prevail  that  it  is  the  business  of  the  Committee  on  Printing  to  instruct  the  Council,, 
but  I  think  it  is  the  business  of  the  Council  to  instruct  the  committee  ;  and  I  think  it  would 
be  absurd  to  let  this  go  to  the  Printing  Committee,  and  then  come  back  here,  wasting  all 
the  time  we  have  already  devoted  to  it,  and  have  us  go  de  novo  over  the  whole  business 
again.  I  claim  it  would  be  a  great  loss  of  time,  and  I  hope,  therefore,  that  Dr.  Brock's 
amendment  to  the  amendment  will  not  be  entertained,  and  that  we  may  be  permitted 
without  further  loss  of  time  and  consequent  expenditure  of  money  to  proceed  to  a  vote 
upon  the  question. 

Dr.  Britton — After  having  listened  to  the  discussion  that  has  taken  place,  my  convic- 
tions regarding  the  propriety  of  issuing  a  free  journal'  have  not  been  changed  one  particle. 

Dr.  Williams — Nobody  could  expect  it.     It  has  been  your  stand  for  years. 

Dr.  Britton — Yes,  but  I  do  not  think  I  have  been  prejudiced  at  all  in  the  matter.  I 
would  not  feel  very  much  inclined  to  take  credit  to  myself  for  changing  my  views  year  after 
year,  although  anybody  should  feel  free  to  change  his  views  when  he  feels  he  is  incorrect. 
As  I  said  before,  I  have  not  changed  my  views  in  regard  to  the  advisability  of  issuing  a  free 
journal.  I  might  give  a  good  many  reasons  for  that.  I  know  in  the  discussions  that  have 
taken  place,  in  the  public  press  especially,  there  has  been  a  good  deal  of  reference  to  the 
remarks  made  in  the  journal  published  by  the  company  that  did  our  work  ;  and  no  matter 
how  much  we  may  disclaim  responsibility  in  connection  with  those  utterances,  we  cannot 
throw  them  from  our  shoulders  completely  ;  that  is  an  utter  impossibility,  for  the  reason 
that  part  of  the  contract  entered  into  between  the  Council  and  those  who  did  the  printing 
for  the  Council  was  that  a  free  journal  should  be  issued  and  sent  to  the  profession  through- 
out the  country,  which  constituted  it  at  least  a  quasi- official  journal.  We  have  absolutely 
no  control  over  the  utterances  of  this  journal  ;  we  do  not  know  who  may  be  the  editor  of 
next  month's  journal,  and  we  do  not  know  what  sub-editor  may  edit  the  following  issue  ; 
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we  do  not  know  what  his  views  may  be  ;  we  are  not  consulted  ;  there  is  no  committee 
appointed  by  the  Council  to  be  consulted  by  the  editor  of  the  journal,  yet  we  forsooth  aie 
held  responsible  for  what  that  journal  may  say.  In  addition  to  that,  I  take  it,  it  is  an 
unbusinesslike  way  to  do  things,  and  it  is  unfair.  In  having  a  free  journal  issued  and  our 
business  transacted  in  that  way,  we  do  not  do  as  straighforward  business  men  ordinarily  do  ; 
k  is  not  a  straightforward  business  transaction.  We  are  entering  into  a  sort  of  speculation, 
and  that  certainly  is  derogatory  to  this  Council.  We  are  also  guilty  of  an  act  of  unfairness 
towards  vested  interests  ;  there  are  other  journals  published  in  addition  to  the  journal  that 
may  be  doing  our  work,  and  some  of  those  other  journals  have  worked  in  the  interests  of  the 
profession  for  many,  many  years.  It  has  been  said  that  the  medical  journals  have  not  taken 
sufficient  interest  in  the  proceedings  of  this  Council  to  publish  them  ;  but,  sir,  I  know  that 
for  many  years  a  full  report  was  given — that  is,  a  report  of  the  minutes — and  it  was  only  when 
the  special  circumstances  arose  which  made  it  appear  necessary,  some  years  ago,  that  the 
profession  should  know  every  word  that  transpired  in  this  Council  chamber  that  a  resolution 
was  introduced  that  a  stenographer  should  be  employed  and  the  profession  be  given  full 
information  as  to  what  the  Council  were  doing.  We  for  many  years  were  utterly  ignorant 
and  oblivious  to  the  fact  that  there  was  occasion  for  the  profession  to  know  all  that  we  did  ; 
yet  we  have  blamed  those  journals,  blamed  all  the  journals,  because  they  did  not  do  what 
we  did  not  think  was  necessary  to  be  done.  It  is  only  a  few  years  ago  that  we  thought  it 
necessary  to  do  this,  and  that  was  on  the  occasion  when  a  radical  change  was  being  made  in 
the  curriculum,  and  I  think  it  was  Dr.  Bergin  who  introduced  the  resolution.  It  is  very 
necessary  the  profession  throughout  the  country  should  be  in  close  touch  with  the  Council  ; 
everybody  will  admit  that  ;  just  as  necessary  as  it  is  that  the  public  at  large  should  know 
fully  the  proceedings  that  take  place  in  our  local  Legislature  or  in  the  Federal  House  at 
Ottawa.  There  is  no  necessity  for  having  the  proceedings  published  in  any  journal,  and 
there  is  no  objection  to  having  them  so  published  ;  but  there  certainly  is  an  objection  to 
entering  into  an  agreement  with  any  journal  that  our  proceedings  shall  be  published.  Let 
the  journal  publish  the  proceedings  if  it  desires.  If  the  proprietor  of  any  journal  thinks  it 
is  going  to  magnify  his  journal  in  the  eyes  of  the  medical  community  and  render  it  more 
interesting,  he  is  at  liberty  to  publish  them  ;  but  we  have  no  right  to  allow  that  to  be  part 
of  an  agreement,  because  if  that  be  part  of  the  agreement,  that  means  we  are  paying  some- 
thing for  it.  It  may  be  represented  in  a  certain  way  that  it  costs  him  more  to  do  the  print- 
ing than  we  are  paying  him  for  it  ;  he  may  say  that,  and  he  may  make  it  appear  so,  there- 
fore the  publishing  of  the  proceedings  in  the  journal  is  really  a  gratuitous  matter,  and  the 
issuing  of  a  free  journal  also  is  gratuitous,  in  a  way  ;  that  is,  we  are  paying  nothing  for  it. 
But  I  say,  so  long  as  those  two  items  form  part  and  parcel  of  the  agreement  equitably,  we 
must  say  we  are  paying  for  it  in  some  way.  I  think  myself  that  perhaps  it  would  be  a 
mistake  to  refer  this  to  the  Printing  Committee,  unless  the  Printing  Committee  will  report 
in  a  very  short  time,  say  to-morrow.  If  that  can  be  done,  I  think  there  would  be  no  great 
objection  to  referring  the  matter  to  the  Printing  Committee,  because  that  committee  knows 
pretty  well,  I  think,  what  the  views  of  the  Council  are  ;  and  when  the  recommendation 
comes  from  the  Printing  Committee,  if  there  is  necessity  for  further  discussion,  I  suppose 
it  can  be  discussed  then.  As  there  appears  to  be  a  diversity  of  views  regarding  this  matter, 
and  the  three  or  four  or  five  gentlemen  who  comprise  that  committee  in  the  space  of  an 
hour's  session  can  discuss  the  matter  fully  among  themselves,  therefore  I  have  no  objection 
to  referring  my  motion  to  the  Printing  Committee,  provided  that  the  Printing  Committee 
be  instructed  to  report  to-morrow  morning. 

Dr.  Brock — I  claim  my  right,  as  mover  of  the  amendment  to  the  amendment,  to  reply 
to  Dr.  Sangster.  No  one  has  claimed  in  this  Council  a  greater  right  of  full  and  free  discus- 
sion before  this  Council  than  Dr.  Sangster  himself.  Dr.  Sangster  used  the  argument  that 
after  this  report  returns  from  the  Printing  Committee  if  we  commence  discussing  it,  it  will 
take  a  great  deal  of  time,  but  I  think  the  common  sense  of  this  Council  will  recognize  we- 
have  discussed  it  pretty  fully  at  present  and  any  resolution  which  may  be  brought  in  will  be 
very  quickly  settled.  I  think  it  was  very  bad  taste  in  the  first  place  to  place  ourselves  on 
record  that  no  matter  what  the  evidence  may  be  before  the  Printing  Committee  they  should 
be  debarred  from  bringing  in  a  report  which  is  their  opinion,  and  not  only  their  opinion,  bur 
an  opinion  based  on  the  facts  presented.  There  are  certain  facts  that  may  be  presented  to 
that  committee  ;  the  possibility  is  that  tenders  may  be  submitted  ;  the  journals  in  this  city 
may  be  prepared  at  once  to  give  us  full  satisfaction  with  regard  to  the  publication  of  the 
discussions  in  this  Council  immediately  ;  if  so,  the  Printing  Committee  will  be  able  to 
direct  us  in  such  a  way  that  we  can  settle  the  question  immediately.  In  my  amendment 
to  the  amendment  I  have  the  words  "the  Finance  Committee's  report;"  that  can  In- 
amended  by  leaving  out  the  words  "  Finance  Committee."  But  I  think  it  is  very  important 
for  us  to  know  how  we  stand  financially.  We  were  in  a  very  bad  position  this  time  1 
year,  but  we  may  be  in  a  much  better  position  this  time  this  year  and  we  may  be  able  t«> 
spend  a  little  more  money  in  having  our  report  sent  out.  I  think  it  would  be  well  that  rh< 
amendment  to  the  amendment  should  be  carried. 
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Dr.  Britton — I  would  suggest  that  it  should  be  referred  with  instructions  to  the  com- 
mittee  to  report  to-morrow  morning  or,  at  all  events,  as  soon  as  possible. 

Dr.  Williams— I  want  to  say  a  word  or  two  to  the  amendment  to  the  amendment. 
That  is  simply  passing  over  the  principle  for  the  time  being,  and  it  leaves  it,  after  the 
committee  reports  back  to  the  Council,  to  be  re-discussed.  It  is  doubling  time  on  the  work  ; 
when  it  comes  back  it  will  take  no  less  discussion  probably  than  it  has  taken  to-day,  and, I 
agree  with  the  remark  made  by  Dr.  Sangster  that  the  Council  should  settle  the  principle. 
Dr.  Bakrick — Hear,  hear  ! 

Dr.  Williams— And  then,  when  it  goes  to  the  committee,  the  committee  simply  carry 
out  the  details.  I  think  that  is  the  correct  principle,  and  of  course,  believing  that,  I  shall 
have  to  vote  against  Dr.  Brock's  amendment,  because  I  believe  the  Council  must  settle  the 
principle  in  any  case  and  the  committee  only  the  details.  Under  these  circumstances  I  stand 
by  my  resolution  that  I  think  the  Printing  Committee  should  have  an  opportunity  to  ascer- 
tain what  the  cost  will  be,  and  when  they  have  done  that  and  reported  to  the  Council,  to 
say  we  will  either  continue  that  or  we  won't  ;  but  let  as  settle  the  principle  now. 

The  President  put  the  amendment  to  the  amendment,  and  on  a  vote  having  been  taken 
declared  the  amendment  to  the  amendment  lost. 

The  President  then  put  the  amendment,  and  on  a  vote  having  been  taken  declared  the 
amendment  lost. 

The  President  then  put  Dr.  Britton's  motion,  and  on  a  vote  having  been  taken  declared 
the  motion  lost. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Shaw,  seconded  by  Dr.  Henry,  That  the  by-law  to  amend  By  law  No. 
70  be  now  read  a  first  time.     Carried. 

The  by-law  received  its  first  reading. 

Whereas  power  hath  been  granted  to  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  to  fix  the  amount  to  be  paid  its  members  and  officers,  under  Sections 
12  and  13  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  be  it  therefore  and  it  is  hereby  enacted  : 

That  Clause  1  of  By-law  No.  70  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  words  "$12.50  per 
diem  for  days  necessarily  absent  from  home,"  and  inserting  in  lieu  thereof  the  words  "$10.00 
per  diem  for  each  day's  actual  attendance  at  the  Council  during  the  annual  session." 

Moved  by  Dr.  Shaw,  seconded  by  Dr.  Henry,  That  the  Council  do  now  go  into  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  for  the  purpose  of  the  second  reading  of  the  by-law  to  amend  By-law 
No.  70. 

The  President  read  the  motion. 

Dr.  Shaw — It  will  be  within  the  recollection  of  several  of  the  members  of  the  Council 
that  ]ast  year  when  this  question  came  up  I  expressed  disapproval  of  the  by-law,  as  then 
introduced  ;  and  it  will  also  be  remembered  that  when  it  was  brought  before  the  Council  it 
was  referred  to  a  large  and  representative  committee  of  this  Council.  In  now  venturing  to 
bring  it  before  your  notice,  I  realize  fully  that  when  a  question  of  this  kind  has  been 
referred  to  as  important  a  committee  as  it  was  referred  to  last  year,  composed  of  some  of 
the  oldest  and  ablest  members  of  the  Council,  and  they  having  given  it  their  careful  con- 
sideration, their  consideration  should  not  be  lightly  questioned.  I  do  not  propose  to  make 
a  speech  ;  I  can't  do  that,  but  I  think  I  will  be  able  to  give  you  some  reasons  why  the 
by-law  should  be  amended  in  the  lines  I  have  proposed.  In  the  early  days  of  the  Council, 
up  to  the  year  1874,  the  members  of  the  Council  received  the  small  allowance  of  $5.00  per 
diem  ;  in  the  year  1874  and  up  to  1880  it  was  increased  to  $8.00  per  diem  ;  and  in  the  year 
1880,  when  the  Council  were  becoming  possessed  of  a  little  more  funds,  and  about  the  time 
the  site  was  purchased  on  which  this  building  stands,  the  amount  was  increased  to  $10.00 
per  diem  with  a  reasonable  amount  for  expenses  ;  and  you  are  all  aware  that  about  1887 
that  amount  was  again  increased  by  an  allowance  of  $3.50  for  hotel  expenses.  Now,  Mr. 
President,  in  discussing  this  question,  it  is  somewhat  interesting  to  ncte  the  practice  that 
prevails  in  other  bodies  having  powers  and  duties  similar  to  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Ontario  ;  and  while  we  should  not  be  guided  entirely  by  the  practice  that  pre- 
vails in  the?e  bodies,  yet  the  information  which  we  obtain  may  be  of  advantage  in  enabling 
us  to  come  to  a  correct  decision  on  a  question  of  this  kind.  I  have  taken  the  trouble  to 
look  into  the  allowances  paid  to  the  members  of  the  various  medical  councils  of  the 
Provinces  of  the  Dominion  ;  and  beginning  with  the  Province  of  Manitoba,  having  duties 
and  powers  very  similar  to  our  own,  I  find  there  the  members  living  in  the  country,  not 
•residing  in  Winnipeg,  are  paid  $5.00  per  day  while  in  attendance,  at  the  Council  and 
an  allowance  of  ten  cents  per  mile  one  way,  and  the  members  residing  in  Winnipeg  are  not 
allowed  anything.  We  heard  last  year  a  good  deal  said  about  the  New  Brunswick  Act.  It 
was  cited  in  the  strongest  possible  terms  as  a  reason  why  we  should  impose  the  annual  dues. 
Now,  if  we  take  up  the  New  Brunswick  Medical  Council  Act  we  find  that  their  powers  and 
duties  are  very  much  the  same  as  our  own,  and  we  also  find  that  the  members  of  that 
Council  residing  out  of  Fredericton,  where  the  Council  meets,  receive  no  indemnity,  no 
sessional  allowance  whatever,  but  simply  the  mileage  travelling  to  and  from  their  places  of 
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residence.  We  find  the  same  practice  prevailing  in  Nova  Scotia.  The  members  residing 
out  of  Halifax,  where  the  Council  meetings  are  held  for  the  transaction  of  business,  receive 
a  mileage  allowance  with  no  per  diem  gratuity.  The  same  thing  precisely  prevails  in  Prince 
Edward  Island.  I  do  not  know  that  I  should  have  gone  outside  of  our  profession  to  obtain 
cases  in  support  of  my  contention  but  for  the  example  which  was  set  us  last  year.  But  I 
feel  that  I  may  take  up  the  same  bodies  that  were  taken  up  last  year  in  the  Council  in 
bringing  another  matter  before  us.  I  refer  you  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Association,  an  old 
established  body,  very  much  better  off  than  we  are,  with  assets  in  round  figures  of  sixty 
thousand  dollars  and  a  debt  of  only  ten  thousand  dollars,  its  business  carried  on  by  eight  or 
ten  members  (I  am  not  sure,  perhaps  it  is  thirteen),  meeting  in  session  twice  a  year  for 
three  or  four  days  each  session  ;  and  we  find  they  carry  on  their  business  very  much  less 
expensively  than  we  do,  although  they  are  in  a  much  better  condition  financially.  The 
members  of  their  Council  for  the  first  twenty-five  years  of  their  Council's  existence  received 
only  $3.00  per  diem,  with  an  allowance  of  four  cents  per  mile  for  travelling  expenses  each 
way  ;  and  last  year  the  allowance  was  increased  to  $4.00  per  diem. 
Dr.  Moore—  What  association  is  that  ? 
Dr.  Shaw — The  Pharmaceutical  Association. 
Dr.  Moore — Surely  you  don't  compare  them  with  doctors  ? 

Dr.  Shaw — I  didn't  compare  them  with  doctors,  nor  would  I  have  referred  to  the  matter 
at  all  if  the  argument  had  not  been  used  last  year. 

Dr.  Moore — When  the  members  of  that  Council  are  attending  its  sessions  their  shutters 
are  not  up  on  their  places  of  business,  but  their  business  goes  on  as  usual. 

Dr.  Shaw — If  it  be  supposed  their  time  is  not  so  valuable  as  that  of  medical  men,  and 
if  we  should  not  have  compared  them  at  all,  let  me  refer  to  another  society,  of  which  the 
time  of  its  members,  I  think  you  will  all  agree  with  me,  is  quite  as  valuable  as  the  time  of 
members  of  this  Council  ;  I  refer  to  the  Benchers  who  are  elected  to  represent  the  Law 
Society  of  Ontario.  The  Law  Association  of  Ontario  is  conducted  by  an  organization  called 
"  The  Benchers  of  the  Law  Society,"  all  elected,  with  die  exception  of  two  or  three  mem- 
bers. Their  powers  and  duties  are  quite  as  onerous  as  ours,  in  fact,  more  so.  They  have  to 
deal  with  the  standard  of  matriculation,  the  period  or  term  of  study,  the  examinations,  the 
amount  of  fees  that  shall  be  paid  by  students  entering  their  ranks,  and  they  have  in  addition 
to  our  duties  a  Law  School,  to  which  the  Benchers  have  the  duty,  of  appointing  the  profes- 
sors to  give  lectures,  they  have  the  appointing  of  instructors  ;  they  have  care  of  a  part  of 
the  library  at  Osgoode  Hall,  and  care  of  a  portion  of  Osgoode  Hall  ;  and  their  duties,  I 
understand,  are  by  no  means  light.  As  I  have  said,  they  are  nearly  all  elected,  all  with  the 
exception  of  two  or  three,  and  they  are  composed  of  some  of  the  most  eminent  men  in  the 
Province  of  Ontario,  and  I  think  that  they  are  quite  as  representative  a  body  as  the  Medical 
Oouncil  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  ;  in  that  body  there  are  per- 
haps more  eminent  men  than  in  the  Medical  Council.  Now,  what  are  they  paid  for  their 
services  or  for  all  the  work  which  they  do  ;  and  I  am  told  the  work  which  many  of  them  do 
is  a  very  large  amount  of  work  ?  They  do  not  even  get  any  travelling  expenses  in  attending 
the  sittings.  They  meet  from  twenty  to  twenty-five  times  a  year — true,  their  sessions  are 
comparatively  short,  and  they  receive  not  one  cent  for  all  their  services  in  connection  with 
managing  the  affairs  of  the  Law  Society  of  the  Province  of  Ontario  ;  while  here  the  Medical 
Council,  managing  the  affairs  of  the  profession  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  have  received 
what  I  conceive  to  be  too  large  an  allowance. 

Dr.  Harris — Perhaps  we  are  not  all  as  rich  as  you  are. 

Dr.  Shaw — I  am  a  millionaire  ;  I  will  admit  that.  Still,  I  am  not  so  rich  that  I  refused 
to  take  my  indemnity  last  year.  Now,  pertinent  as  these  arguments  are  to  my  mind  why 
this  sessional  allowance  should  be  reduced,  there  are  other  reasons  stronger  than  these  why 
the  amount  should  be  reduced.  The  most  important  of  these  is  that  our  financial  condition 
will  not  permit  of  us  paying  out  so  much  money  for  the  attendance  at  the  Council  sessions. 
I  have  taken  a  little  trouble  to  look  into  the  financial  position,  and  I  can  submit  some 
iij;ures  for  your  consideration — figures  which  are  approximately  if  not  absolutely  correct. 
If  you  take  the  past  five  years  of  the  Council  since  the  imposition  of  the  $2.00  annual  dues, 
i  will  find  the  revenue  of  the  Council  from  all  sources,  excluding  assessment  dues,  is 
>  -2,931.72.  For  the  sake  of  argument,  supposing  the  penal  clause  had  been  enforced  during 
this  period  and  every  member  Of  the  College  had  paid  the  annual  assessment  with  the  regu- 
larity of  the  seasons — I  have  excluded  in  the  figure  I  have  just  given  any  assessments  that 
were  paid — and  if  the  $2.00  had  been  paid  by  every  member,  it  would  have  given  an  addi- 
tional sum  of  sl>2, 500.00,  making  a  total  of  Sl0o,431.72  for  the  past  five  years.  During  the 
same  period  of  time  the  expenditure  has  been  $103,220.36,  leaving  a  net  gain  during  the 
live  year3  of  $2,211.36,  or  a  gain  each  year  of  $442.00.  Now,  Mr.  President,  I  think  we 
can  get  more  correct  information  by  making  the  same  calculation  including  the  past  three 
years,  because  I  find  that  during  the  years  1889-90,  1890  91,  L891  92  an. I  1892  '.»::  the 
receipts  from  fees,  and  so  on,  were  very   much  larger  than   they  have  been  during  the   last 
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three  years.  I  had  a  little  difficulty  in  explaining  that  away,  but  in  talking  the  matter  over 
with  the  Treasurer,  he  thought  possibly  it  was  due  to  the  fact  that  in  the  fall  of  1892 — i 
little  more  than  three  years  ago — the  increased  matriculation  standard  and  the  increased 
period  of  study  came  into  force,  and  since  that  time  there  has  been  less  received  from  fee;*, 
for  registration  and  from  students,  and  for  two  or  three  years  before  that  there  was  a  very 
much  larger  amount  received.  To  my  mind,  the  last  three  years  gives  a  more  correct  state- 
ment of  our  financial  condition,  and  if  we  take  those  three  years,  we  find  the  revenue  from 
all  sources,  not  including  assessment  dues,  is  $46,159.27.  If  to  this,  as  I  did  in  the  former 
calculation,  we  add  the  full  assessment  dues  for  these  three  yeais  of  $2.00  on  2,250  members 
of  the  College,  it  then  gives  us  the  amount  of  thirteen  thousand  and  some  odd  dollars, 
making  a  total  revenue,  providing  that  every  man  had  paid  his  assessment  for  the  last  three 
years,  of  fifty-nine  thousand  and  some  odd  dollars  ;  for  the  same  years  the  total  expenditure 
was  $63,000.00.     I  am  sorry  to  weary  you 

The  President — You  have  gone  over  your  time  allowance  of  fifteen  minutes.  Ycu 
have  spoken  seventeen  minutes. 

Dr.  Rosebrugh — I  would  move  that  Dr.  Shaw  be  allowed  a  few  minutes'  more  time  to 
finish  his  discourse. 

The  President  took  the  sense  of  the  Council  and  granted  Dr.  Shaw  leave  to  conclude. 

Dr.  Shaw — That  would  leave  a  balance  on  the  wrong  side  of  $3,370.86,  or  an  actual 
loss  each  year  of  the  last  three  years  of  $1,126.00.  Now,  if  these  figures  are  correct,  and 
I  believe  they  are  correct,  we  to-day  are  running  behind  at  the  rate  of  over  $1,000  a  year, 
and  I  think  it  is  time  that  we  should  economize  a  little  more,  perhaps,  than  we  did  last 
year  ;  and  it  is  with  that  end  in  view  I  introduce  this  by-law.  I  do  not  want  you  to  infer 
that  I  do  not  think  our  services  are  not  worth  the  amount  paid  us  ;  but  I  think  the  financial 
condition  of  the  Council  will  not  permit  us  to  pay  so  large  an  indemnity.  In  framing  the 
by-law,  I  had  some  difficulty  in  my  mind  as  to  the  amounts  I  should  place  in  it.  A  sessional 
allowance  of  a  certain  amount  would  perhaps  shorten  our  session  to  a  certain  extent  ;  butr 
on  the  whole,  I  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  if  we  made  it  $10.00  per  diem  for  the  actual 
days  in  attendance  it  would  remunerate  us  for  our  attendance  here  and  prevent  any  actual 
loss.  It  was  never  intended  that  we  should  be  paid  the  full  compensation  for  our  time  and 
attendance  here  ;  we  were  never  sent  here  with  the  expectation  we  should  receive  the  full 
remuneration.  I  look  upon  the  position  of  a  member  of  this  Council  as  largely  an  hon- 
orary position,  and  there  are  plenty  of  men  quite  as  good  as  we  are  who  would  be  quite 
willing  to  come  here  and  look  after  the  affairs  of  the  profession  in  Ontario  for  a  less  amount 
of  money  ;  and  apart  from  that,  I  think  the  finances  of  the  Council  will  not  permit  of  our 
paying  out  so  much  money.  I  am  sorry  to  detain  you  so  long,  and  yet  there  are  some  things 
more  I  would  like  to  have  said. 

Dr.  Armour—  I  approve  of  Dr.  Shaw's  by-law  so  far  as  it  goes,  but  the  chief  objection 
I  have  to  it  is  that  it  does  not  go  far  enough.  I  think  there  are  many  reasons  why  the 
members  of  this  Council  at  the  present  time  should  forego  their  sessional  indemnity  alto- 
gether  

Dr.  McLaughlin — Hear,  hear  ! 

Dr.  Armour — In  the  first  place  it  appears  to  me  that  it  would  be  adding  greatly  to  our 
dignity,  as  members  of  this  Council,  if  we  were  willing  to  forego  it  in  consideration  of  the 
honor  the  profession  has  done  us  in  sending  us  here  to  represent  them.  Emoluments  of  this 
kind  are  very  much  the  outgrowth  of  this  continent  ;  there  are  very  few  such  in  European 
countries,  and  where  they  exist  they  are  very  small.  In  the  great  countries  of  Germany 
and  Austria  their  parliamentary  representatives  receive  what  would  amount  in  our  currency 
to  from  about  $1.50  to  $3.00  per  day  ;  in  France  those  emoluments  vary  from  $3.00  to  $5.00  ; 
in  the  Imperial  Parliament  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  the, peer  of  all  the  representative 
institutions  the  world  has  known,  such  services  are  given  gratuitously.  In  the  United 
States,  which  this  country  and  this  Council  to  a  considerable  extent  have  copied,  the  repre- 
sentatives of  the  people  are  paid  very  liberally,  but  it  is  not  observable  that  this  has  conduced 
to  the  dignity  or  the  usefulness  of  these  bodies,  perhaps  the  reverse  might  be  said.  When 
you  look  at  this  proposal  to  wipe  out  our  sessional  allowance  altogether  from  the  view  of 
our  present  financial  stress,  which  Dr.  Shaw  has  very  properly  referred  to,  it  presents 
many  prepossessing  features.  It  is  a  strange  coincidence  that  the  cost  of  carrying  this 
building  during  the  past  years  amounts  to  about  the  same  figure  as  was  paid  to  this 
Council  in  indemnity  for  the  last  session.  It  cannot  but  be  a  reasonable  proposition  to 
such  members  as  are  now  with  us  who  were  responsible  for  engaging  in  the  enterprise  of 
the  construction  and  maintenance  of  this  building  as  well  as  those  who  are  in  favor  of  still 
carrying  it,  for  I  presume  they  would  be  willing  to  forego  their  sessional  allowance  that  they 
may  indulge  in  this  luxury.  The  retention  of  this  building  gives  no  satisfaction  to  anyone 
pave  those  members  here  who  insist  on  retaining  it.  A  thorough  canvass  of  the  profession 
shows  that  it  is  not  desired  by  the  profession  and  the  majority  of  the  profession  refuse  to 
say  a  tax  for  it.     Instead  of  resorting  to  penal  coercion  to  collect  a  tax  from  an  unwilling 
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profession,  why  not  meet  this  liability  in  this  way?  It  may  be  objected  that  those  who  have 
been  and  are  willing  to  relieve  the  Council  of  its  costly  maintenance  by  its  prompt  sale  should 
not  be  asked  to  make  the  sacrifice  in  favor  of  its  maintenance  ;  but  it  may  be  that  those 
members  constitute  the  most  generous  part  of  the  Council,  for  I  believe  every  one  of  them 
will  vote,  not  only  for  this  by-law,  but  for  a  by-law  to  wipe  out  the  sessional  indemnity 
altogether  in  order  that  penal  coercion  Acts  and  the  consequent  calamitous  effects  may  be 
avoided  and  peace  and  concord  reign  among  us.  I  will  not  detain  you  longer,  but  I  hope 
when  it  comes  to  a  test  that  this  by-law  or  one  going  even  very  much  further  will  be  carried. 
On  motion  of  Dr.  Williams,  seconded  by  Dr.  Brock,  the  Cduncil  adjourned  to  meet  at 
2  o'clock  p.m. 


AFTERNOON    SESSION. 

The  Council  met  at  2  p.m.  in  accordance  with  the  motion  of  adjournment. 

The  President,  in  the  chair,  called  the  Council  to  order. 

The  Registrar  called  the  roll  and  the  following  members  were  present  :  Drs.  Armour, 
Barrick,  Brock,  Campbell,  Dickson,  Emory,  Fowler,  Geikie,  Graham,  Henderson,  Henry, 
Logan,  Luton,  Moore,  Moorhouse,  McLaughlin,  Reddick,.  Rogers,  Sangster,  Shaw,  Thor- 
burn,  Thornton. 

The  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  were  read  by  the  Registrar,  and  confirmed,  and 
signed  by  the  President. 

Notices  of  Motion. 

By  Dr.  Geikie — That  it  be  an  instruction  to  the  Educational  Committee  that  the  Annual 
Announcement  of  the  Council  shall  be  got  ready  and  mailed  to  the  members  of  the  profession 
in  Ontario  not  later  than  August  1st  of  each  year. 

Communications,  Petitions,  Etc. 

The  Registrar,  Dr.  Pyne,  read  several  communications,  which  were  referred  to  the 
committees. 

Motions  of  which  Notice  has  been  Given  at  a  Previous  Meeting. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Geikie,  That  the  by-law  amending  By-law  No.  39,  page  1.  be  amended 
by  adding  after  the  word  "  election  "  on  the  third  line  from  the  top,  the  words  "and  in 
every  case  each  member  present  shall  be  furnished  with  a  voting  paper  for  such  election." 

Dr.  Geikie — My  object  in  moving  that  motion  is  very,  very  simple.  I  hold  that  ballot 
papers  or  voting  papers  should  certainly  be  furnished  and  a  regular  ballot  gone  through 
with  in  the  election  of  our  officers.  It  will  not  take  more-than  two  or  three  minutes  to  do 
this,  and  then  no  one  can  find  fault  with  the  method  of  our  election  ;  and  if  the  future 
President  has  the  vote  of  every  man  so  much  the  better  for  him.  I  have  not  brought  this 
motion  to  cause  any  discussion,  because  it  is  so  simple  and  plain  that  I  do  not  think  there 
can  be  two  views  on  the  subject. 

Dr.  Williams— I  have  a  notice  of  motion  bearing  upon  the  amendment  of  the  same 
clause  in  the  by-law,  and  I  have  also  a  by-law  prepared  for  the  purpose  of  such  amendment. 
I  think  it  will  be  well  to  deal  with  both  Dr.  Geikie's  motion  and  mine  at  the  same  time, 
and  that  it  would  save  time  to  do  so. 

Dr.  Campbell — It  is  evident  there  are  going  to  be  two  or  three  motions  in  regard  to 
this  matter,  and  it  is  possible  there  may  be  some  others  It  seems  to  me  the  proper  course 
is  to  refer  them  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations,  from  whom  this  by-law 
originally  emanated,  and  let  that  committee  consider  it.  I  therefore  move  that  it  be 
referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations. 

Dr.  Geikie — On  the  understanding  that  it  does  not  mean  its  death  and  burial. 

Dr.  Brock — I  will  second  Dr.  Campbell's  motion  to  refer  it  to  the  Committee  on  Rules 
and  Regulations. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — It  does  seem  to  me  in  a  Council  like  this,  where  we  are  pressed  for 
time,  that  we  should  not  be  asked  to  undertake  any  work  of  supererogation,  and  if  there 
]■  was  a  work  of  that  kind  it  seems  to  me  it  is  this.  If  you  can  get  a  few  words  of  the 
Queen's  English  that  will  indicate  more  clearly  what  we  are  to  do  than  the  words  we  have 
in  our  by-law  I  would  like  to  see  them.  The  third  clause  on  page  1.  reads  as  follows  : 
'  The  President  and  Vice-President  shall  be  elected  from  among  the  members  of  the 
Council,  after  nomination,  by  ballot,  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  members  present 
shall  be  necessary  to  an  election."  How  can  you  put  in  the  English  language  bettor  and 
more  clearly  that  in  electing  the  President  and  Vice-President  of  this  Council  they  shall  be 
balloted  for,  and  that  a  majority  of  the  ballots  and  votes  of  the  members  present  shall  be 
necessary  for  election  ? 
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Dr.  Geikie — We  saw  yesterday  somebody  didn't  understand  it. 

Dr.  Dickson — The  only  advantage  I  see  in  the  amendment  to  the  by-law  proposed  by" 
Dr.  Geikie  is  that  the  members  shall  not  be  required  to  furnish  their  own  paper. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Looking  a  little  further  on  in  the  book  at  Section  14  I  see,  "A 
motion  must  be  put  in  writing  and  seconded  before  it  is  stated  by  the  President,  and  then 
shall  be  disposed  of  only  by  a  vote  of  the  Council,  unless  the  mover,  by  permission  of  the 
Council,  withdraws  it.  Every  member  present  shall  vote  unless  excused  by  the  Council.'" 
I  think  the  previous  clause  is  perfectly  clear  that  a  ballot  is  to  be  taken,  and  that  the 
majority  of  those  present  must  vote,  and  that  for  election  a  candidate  must  receive  the 
votes  of  the  majority  of  those  present.  If  a  by-law  wTas  to  be  brought  in,  a  sort  of 
Remedial  Bill,  to  relieve  us  of  our  difficulty,  we  not  having  a  President,  in  my  judgment, 
and  by  that  remedial  bill  or  by-law  you  would  clothe  our  friend  in  the  chair  with 
authority  to  act  as  President,  I  would  be  very  glad  to  harmonize  with  a  movement  of  that 
kind,  but,  as  I  understand  Clause  3,  the  language  seems  to  be  perfectly  clear. 

Dr.  Harris — I  presume  these  remarks  are  directed  against  me  particularly.  You,  Mr. 
President,  are  charged  with  not  being  properly  elected  to  the  presidency  of  this  Council. 
If  you  are  not  properly  elected  now,  then  I  presume  that  I  was  not  properly  elected  last 
year  ;  and  I  presume,  if  the  last  speaker  goes  on,  that  we  will  find  that  we  have  had  no- 
President  for  years,  simply  because  we  did  not  comply  with  his  reading  of  that  clause.  I 
do  not  agree  with  him.  I  maintain  that  yesterday  we  conducted  our  election  strictly 
according  to  the  method  laid  down  in  our  rules  and  regulations  when  you  were  elected  to 
the  presidency  of  this  Council.  A  ballot  was  taken,  though  Dr.  McLaughlin  said  no  ballot 
was  taken.  If  there  had  been  two  members  nominated  for  the  office  then  there  should  be 
a  ballot  taken  all  round,  as  was  done  in  the  case  of  the  election  of  Dr.  Thorburn  to  the 
office  of  Vice-President.  But  we  never  had  yet  a  contest  for  the  presidency,  never  had 
yet  to  pass  ballots  around  to  elect 'a  member  to  that  office  ;  it  has  never  been  required. 
The  method  followed  yesterday  has  obtained  in  this  Council  over  and  over  again,  and  I 
maintain  that  the  method  is  perfectly  right.  If  Dr.  McLaughlin  wished  to  object  yester- 
day when  a  motion  was  put  that  Dr.  Bray  cast  a  ballot,  why  did  he  not  get  up  and  nominate 
some  other  member  ?  No,  he  would  not  do  that,  he  just  simply  arose  to  obstruct — perhaps 
it  is  unparliamentary  to  say  that  he  rose  to  obstruct  the  business,  but  it  nevertheless  was 
obstructing  business  all  the  same,  and  he  should  not  have  done  it. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  I  object  to  any  gentleman  using  the  word 
"  obstruct  "  in  a  case  like  that.  Dr.  McLaughlin  got  up  in  order  to  make  the  business  con- 
ducted in  this  Council  conform  to  the  method  in  which  the  business  of  similar  bodies  is 
conducted 

The  President — What  is  your  point  of  order  ? 

Dr.  Sangster — My  point  of  order  is,  it  is  not  in  order  for  any  member  to  get  up  and 
charge  another  member  with  obstruction. 

The  President — Dr.  Sangster's  point  of  order  is  well  taken,  and  I  think  Dr.  Harris  will 
withdraw  the  objectionable  word. 

Dr.  Harris — I  do  not  think  Dr.  McLaughlin  is  an  obstructionist,  and  I  do  not  think  I 
should  have  used  that  word,  and  I  will  withdraw  it,  for  while  it  did  rather  annoy  me  at  the 
time,  I  do  not  now  think  he  did  it  intentionally  at  all.  However,  I  do  think  that  our  course 
yesterday  was  perfectly  right,  that  our  President  is  properly  elected  to  the  chair,  and  that 
my  ruling  yesterday  also  was  perfectly  right ;  and  I  also  want  to  say  that  1  do  not  think  our 
by-law  needs  amending  at  all. 

Dr.  Sangster— :Mr.  President,  I  would  like  to  ask  a  question  through  you  of  Dr.  Harris,, 
just  in  order  to  put  before  you  what  is  my  view  upon  the  matter.  Supposing  things  had 
been  so  that  I  had  attended  that  caucus  the  night  before  last,  and  I  was  apparently  cordially 
en  rapport  with  the  other  members  there  present,  and  I  agreed  with  those  present  that  Dr. 
Rogers  should  be  in  that  chair,  and  supposing  that  I,  having  in  my  heart  animus  against 
you,  got  to  my  feet  and  moved  that  you  should  be  President,  as  Dr.  Bray  did,  and  then,  in 
accordance  with  what  is  said  to  be  the  usage  of  this  Council  you  had  deputed  me  to  cast  a 
ballot ;  and  supposing  that  I  had  cast  that  ballot  against  the  nominee,  as  I  presume  I  would 
have  a  right  to  do,  because  you  have  no  right  to  know  positively  how  I  am  going  to  cast  a 
ballot,   what  would  be  your  position  under  those  circumstances  %  J 

Dr.  Harris — Do  you  ask  me  the  question  ? 

Dr.  Sangster — I  am  speaking  to  the  President. 

The  President — You  ask  me  the  question,  and  I  suppose  I  will  have  to  answer  it.  The 
answer  must  be  this.  You  have  one  nominee,  and  if  Dr.  Bray  in  this  case  had  cast  a  ballot 
for  a  person  who  was  not  nominated,  that  would  not  be  an  election. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Supposing  he  had  marked  "  nay  "  instead  of  "yea  ?" 
The  President — I  say  in  that  case  if  Dr.  Bray  had  cast  a  ballot  for  any  other  person 
than  the  one  nominated  it   would  not  have  been  a  ballot,  and  there  would  be  no  election  : 
the  ballot  would  have  to  be  cast  over  again.     That  is  the  answer  to  that  question. 
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Dr.  Williams — The  change  I  wish  to  make  in  the  clause  is  a  little  different  one  to  the 
one  taken  up,  and  I  think  would  settle  the  point  we  are  dealing  with  effectually,  while  1  an. 
getting  at  it  for  a  different  purpose.  The  amendment  I  want  to  put  in  is  to  strike  out  the 
words  ''after  nomination  "  and  put  in  "without  nomination  ;  "  that  would  be  my  amend- 
ment. If  "  without  nomination  "  were  put  in  there,  it  would  make  it  absolutely  clear  that 
a  ballot  must  be  taken  all  round  in  every  case.  I  think  it  would  have  another  very  material 
advantage  and  that  is,  that  the  man  who  wished  to  be  President  would  not  be  put  in  the 
humiliating  position  of  being  obliged  to  ask  somebody  to  nominate  and  second  him.  By  my 
amendment,  if  you  put  in  the  words  "  without  nomination,"  it  allows  every  member  of  the 
Council  to  vote  for  just  whosoever  they  please,  and  whoever  gets  the  majority  of  votes  comes 
to  the  front.  That,  I  believe,  would  be  the  correct  solution  of  the  case,  and  would  be  the 
proper  amendment.  I  think  if  we  went  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  on  Dr.  Geikie's 
amendment  and  mine  together,  we  would  effectually  settle  the  whole  matter  in  a  few- 
minutes. 

Dr.  Geikie — My  reason  for  proposing  my  amendment  is,  there  is  a  question  in  my  mind 
that  I  cannot  answer  now  satisfactorily,  it  is  this  :  Can  any  one  member  of  the  Council 
casting  a  ballot  be  regarded  as  the  Council  giving  a  ballot  ?     I  do  not  think  so. 

Dr.  Harris— I  think  it  can  be  done  in  that  way.  If  the  Council  by  resolution  directs  a 
member  of  this  Council  to  cast  a  ballot  for  the  Council,  I  think  that  is  the  Council  giving  a 
full  ballot. 

Dr.  Moore — When  we  are  at  this  ballot  business  I  think  we  had  better  fix  it  so  as  to 
have  no  more  trouble.  What  is  the  object  of  a  ballot  ?  Is  the  object  to  have  a  secret 
ballot?  If  we  use  a  ballot  such  as  we  have  now,  we  might  just  as  well  have  no  secret  vote, 
but  hold  up  our  hands  in  the  ordinary  way.  I  voted  against  this  ballot  years  ago  and  had  it 
staved  off  for  one  year,  and  I  think  now  if  we  are  going  to  have  a  secret  ballot,  we  should 
have  a  ballot  box  and  vote  with  white  or  black  balls.  What  is  the  use  of  writing  a  name  on 
a  piece  of  paper  and  sending  it  up  to  your  scrutineers  or  your  Registrar  ?  They  know  how 
you  are  voting,  if  they  know  your  handwriting.  Let  us  have  a  ballot  box  and  then  we  can 
vote  secretly  if  we  want  to. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — The  motion  of  Dr.  Williams  covers  different  grounds  from  those  I 
anticipated  it  was  going  to  cover,  and  it  will  meet  the  difficulty.  It  seems  to  me  that  if  we 
discussed  this  further  we  would  still  have  different  views  ;  the  late  President  would  still 
think  he  is  right,  and  I  would  think  I  am.  I  think  we  had  better  adopt  Dr.  Williams 
motion  and  have  this  discussion  ended. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  am  not  satisfied  with  either  the  proposition  of  Dr.  Geikie  or  that  "of 
Dr.  Williams.  I  would  like  to  have  our  by-law  amended  in  this  way,  "Provided  that  where 
only  one  candidate  is'nominated,  he  shall  be  declared  to  be  elected  by  acclamation."  That 
is  the  way  I  would  like  to  have  it.  There  are  two  propositions  already  in,  and  you  now  have 
mine,  and  I  think  for  that  reason  it  would  be  well  to  refer  them  to  the  Committee  on  Rules 
and  Regulations  and  let  them  report,  when  we  can  adopt  their  recommendation  or  vote  it 
down. 

Dr.  Thorburn — I  quite  approve  of  the  action  of  the  President,  Dr.  Harris,  yesterday. 
I  have  for  a  number  of  years  attended  meetings  of  public  institutions  where  votes  have  been 
taken  for  the  election  of  the  presiding  officer,  sometimes  where  there  have  been  hard  expres- 
sions used  and  where  there  has  been  strong  opposition  ;  but  invariably,  where  only  one 
candidate  was  nominated  or  proposed,  it  was  held  to  be  in  the  power  of  the  meeting  to 
appoint  some  person  to  cast  a  single  ballot.  It  was  quite  in  order  to  nominate  another 
person,  and  then  a  vote  would  be  required.  I  know  that  the  mode  adopted  yesterday  is 
the  universal  usage,  and  I  am  almost  surprised  that  Dr.  McLaughlin,  a  man  who  is  well 
posted  in  these  things,  should  object  to  it  ;  for,  while  he  may  prefer  his  own  view,  he  knows 
that  this  is  the  way  it  is  done. 

Dr.  Sangster — Where  everybody  wishes  it. 

Dr.  Thorburn — There  might  be  strong  objection  to  the  candidate,  but  these  pers 
objecting  had  not  proposed  another  name,  therefore  a  single  ballot  was  considered  quite 
sufficient.  I  do  not  like  the  idea  Dr.  Williams  suggests,  that  we  should  mix  up  and  even 
man  put  down  a  name  without  some  consideration  ;  we  might  name  ten  or  fifteen  men, 
and  prolong  the  election  or  nomination  for  an  indefinite  period.  I  think  the  suggestion  of 
Dr.  Campbell  is  the  correct  one,  but  I  do  not  see  any  necessity  of  altering  our  method  of 
casting  a  ballot  at  all. 

Dr.  Geikie — You  would  have  no  caucus  ? 
Dr.  THORBURN — That  is  universally  the  case,  I  think. 

Dr.  Reddick  -The  rules  and  regulations  provide  that  there  will  be  a   nomination,   a 
they  also  say  very  plainly  that  the  President  and  Vice-Preaidenl  shall  be  elected  by  the  \ 
of  the  majority  of  those  present.      Suppose  that  some  other  person  had  jot  a  motion  in  ahead 
of  the  motion  that   Dr.  Bray  should  cast  the  ballot,  that  some  person  else  cast  thai  ballot, 
and  suppose  that  person   cast  that  ballot  against  what   was  -fin  rally    understood    to    be    t  lu 
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majority  of  the  Council,  what  would  be  the  result  ?  I  have  not  the  least  objection  to  the 
election,  but  I  wish  to  have  this  cause  of  difficulty  removed,  because  it  looks  to  me  like 
child's  play.  I  have  never  seen  it  in  any  societies  where  they  pretended  to  do  things  accord- 
ing to  strict  rule  or  according  to  anything  like  rational  rule.  While  I  have  not  the  least 
doubt  but  that  the  wish  of  the  great  majority  of  the  Council  would  be  sustained,  I  do  think 
there  should  be  some  provision  made  that  if  only  one  candidate  is  nominated  he  should 
be  the  elected  candidate. 

Dr.  Thornton — I  think  the  views  expressed  correspond  in  a  great  measure  with  the 
experience  of  the  majority  of  the  Council,  and  I  quite  agree  that  we  should  have  a  ballot 
in  every  case.  One  of  the  reasons  I  had  intended  to  mention  has  been  mentioned  by  Dr. 
Reddick,  namely,  as  to  the  party  that  is  to  cast  the  ballot  ;  a  difficulty  might  arise  as  to  the 
person  who  should  cast  the  ballot  for  the  Council.  With  regard  to  the  experience  of  the 
members  of  the  Council,  to  get  us  all  of  one  mind,  we  would  require  to  make  a  change,  and 
the  representatives  of  the  schools  on  this  Council  be  sent  out  into  the  territories  and  the  rest 
be  appointed,  and  then  we  would  be  all  on  the  same  footing.  Some  of  the  members  of  the 
Council  may  think  objection  is  taken  to  this  merely  for  the  sake  of  taking  objection.  No 
such  thing.  When  we  go  back  to  our  constituents,  they  say,  "You  voted  so-and-so.''  We 
reply,  "  No,  that  was  not  my  idea  at  all."  "  But,"  they  answer,  "the  thing  was  unanimous  ; 
there  was  only  one  way  for  you  to  vote."  Then,  in  this  point  Dr.  Reddick  mentions  the 
whole  matter  hinges  on  the  particular  individual  that  is  appointed  or  voted  by  the  Council  to 
cast  the  ballot.  Those  of  us  that  represent  territories — I  am  not  casting  any  reflection  on 
anyone — have  a  lot  of  questions  to  answer  and  a  lot  of  questions  to  get  round,  and  some- 
times all  the  ingenuity  that  we  can  make  use  of  is  required  to  get  around  them,  and  I  do  not 
care  to  have  them  covered  up.  I  think  in  every  case  we  should  follow  the  plain  reading  of 
our  rule,  and  that  the  President  and  Vice-President  should  be  elected  by  ballot  and  by  a 
majority  of  the  members  present,  and  that  we  should  take  a  ballot  in  every  case. 

Dr.  Brock — As  seconder  of  Dr.  Campbell  s  motion,  I  wish  to  say  that  I  think  it  would 
be  well  for  us,  as  we  ask,  to  refer  this  matter  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations, 
for  the  simple  reason  that  if  there  are  any  evils  connected  with  the  election  of  the  officers, 
if  the  caucus  system  is  dangerous  to  the  independent  action  of  the  members  of  this  Council, 
it  would  be  well  to  have  a  report  from  the  Rules  and  Regulations  Committee,  considering 
this  question  and  providing  some  means  of  getting  rid  of  that  evil. 

The  President  put  Dr.  Campbell's  amendment  to  refer  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  and 
Regulations,  and  on  a  vote  having  been  taken  declared  the  amendment  carried.  Dr. 
Geikie's  motion  was  also  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Williams,  seconded  by  Dr.  Harris,  That  the  by-law  to  amend  the 
third  clause  of  By-law  No.  39  be  now  read  a  first  time. 

The  President  read  the  motion. 

Dr.  Williams — This  is  dealing  with  exactly  the  same  clause  but  in  a  different  manner 
to  that  proposed  by  Dr.  Geikie. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and  on  a  vote  having  been  taken  declared  it  carried. 

Dr.  Williams  read  the  by-law  a  first  time. 

Whereas  power  hath  been  granted  to  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  to  make  by-laws  establishing  rules  and  regulations  to  govern  the 
conduct  and  proceedings  of  meetings  of  the  said  Council,  . 

And  whereas  By-law  No.  39  makes  provision  for  this  purpose, 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  that  Section  3  of  the  said  by-law  be  amended, 

Therefore  be  it  enacted,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted,  that  Clause  3  be  amended  and 
made  to  read  as  follows  : 

"The  President  and  Vice-President  shall  be  elected  from  among  the  members  of  the 
Council  without  nomination,  by  ballot,  and  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  members  present 
shall  be  necessary  to  an  election  ;  provided  that  in  case  of  a  tie  the  election  shall  be  decided 
by  the  member  representing  the  greatest  number  of  registered  practitioners." 

Moved  by  Dr.  Williams,  seconded  by  Dr.  Shaw,  That  the  Council  do  now  go  into 
Committee  of  the  Whole  on  the  by-law  to  amend  By-law  No.  39. 

Moved  in  amendment  by  Dr.  Campbell,  seconded  by  Dr.  Britton,  That  instead  of  the 
Council  going  into  Committee  of  the  Whole,  the  by-law  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on 
Rules  and  Regulations. 

Dr.  Harris — I  think,  inasmuch  as  Dr.  Geikie's  motion  has  gone  to  the  Rules  and 
Regulations. Committee,  perhaps  Dr.  Williams  might  let  his  by-law  also  go  to  that  committee, 
to  be  dealt  with  and  reported  on  by  them.  I  agree  with  Dr.  Campbell  that  that  committee 
is  the  proper  place  for  it. 

Dr.  Armour — I  wish  to  say  that  I  approve  of  Dr.  Williams'  by-law.  We  are  all 
conversant  with  this  matter,  and  are  as  well  prepared  to  vote  on  it  now  as  we  would  be  if  it 
were  threshed  out  in  committee  for  the  next  week.  For  that  reason  I  disapprove  of  the 
amendment  of  Dr.  Campbell,  and  I  hope  that  Dr.  Williams'  by-law  will  be  referred  to 
Committee  of  the  Whole  and  passed  on  by  them,  and  have  done  with  it.

The  President  put  Dr.  Campbell's  amendment,  and  on  a  vote  having  been  taken 
declared  it  carried. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Campbell,  seconded  by  Dr.  Williams,  That  it  is  expedient  to  amend  the 
by-law  levying  the  assessment  by  relieving  from  its  operation  members  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  resident  in  this  Province  who  are  not  engaged  in  the 
practice  of  medicine,  and  those  members  not  resident  in  the  Province  ;  and  that  the  Solicitor 
of  the  Council  be  instructed  to  prepare  the  necessary  amendment. 

The  President  read  the  motion. 

Dr.  Campbell— Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen,  you  will  notice  I  have  put  this  in  the 
form  of  a  simple  resolution  in  order  that  the  opinion  of  the  Council  might  be  obtained  upon 
the  matter  involved  in  the  question,  for  the  reason  that  if  it  is  approved  it  should  go  to  the 
Solicitor  to  have  the  amendments  properly  prepared,  so  that  no  person  may  take  undue 
advantage  of  the  provisions  of  the  by-law,  while  on  the  other  hand,  if  the  sense  of  the 
Council  is  against  it,  the  matter  will  of  course  drop,  and  there  will  be  no  expense  in  preparing 
the  proposed  amendment  to  our  by-law.  It  seems  to  me  that  the  proposition  I  have  made 
Is  one  that  would  commend  itself  to  the  sense  of  fairness  and  justice  of  the  members  of  the 
Council.  As  I  understand,  the  object  of  having  an  assessment  at  all  is  based  on  the  theory 
that  certain  expenses  have  necessarily  to  be  incurred  in  the  carrying  out  of  the  Medical  Act, 
and  those  people  who  receive  the  benefits  of  that  Act  are  assessed  a  certain  amount  to  pay. 
Whether  that  is  a  sound  theory  or  not — whether  it  is  right  and  proper  to  collect  an  assess- 
ment or  not — is  a  matter  not  necessarily  involved  in  this  proposition.  The  ground  I  am 
taking  is  that  if  an  assessment  be  collected,  then  it  does  seem  to  me  there  are  certain  classes 
of  persons  who  ought  to  be  relieved  from  the  operations  of  the  law  assessing  them.  There 
are  those  who  have  retired  from  the  practice  of  medicine,  some  few  who  have  gone  into  other 
occupations,  some  who  from  chronic  disease  or  from  the  misfortunes  of  old  age  are  incapaci- 
tated from  active  work,  and  who  are  not  practising  medicine  themselves  (though  resident  in 
the  Province),  and  are  not  receiving  the  benefits  of  the  Medical  Act.  They  are  not  interfering 
with  anybody  else  in  the  practice  of  medicine.  Then  there  are  also  those  who  have  removed 
from  the  Province,  either  for  a  time  or  permanently,  and  it  does  seem  advisable  that  the 
parties  included  in  these  three  classes  should  not  be  cut  off  the  Register,  but  that  they 
should  remain  there  and  be  relieved  from  the  payment  of  assessments  ;  that  seems  to  me 
only  a  matter  of  justice.  I  will  admit  there  is  another  class  I  would  like  to  see  brought  under 
the  same  law — some,  possibly  not  many,  I  hope  not  many — who  have  become  old,  not 
incapacitated  for  work,  but  who  have  found  themselves  superseded  in  the  race  for  business 
by  other  more  energetic  and  possibly  more  competent  men,  and  they  are  unable  to  make 
a  living,  the  little  amount  they  do  is  a  trifle.  These  men  appeal  to  our  sympathies  ; 
they  are  good  men,  but  men  morally  capable  but  physically  incapable  of  doing  a  certain 
amount  of  work.  I  would  like  to  have  seen  certain  individuals  of  that  class,  of  whom  I  am 
told  there  are  some — for  I  have  no  personal  acquaintance  with  any,  but  I  believe  there  are 
some  few  men  in  the  Province  of  that  class — relieved  from  this  assessment,  for  I  believe  that 
upon  them  the  imposition  of  this  assessment  really  comes  as  a  burden.  I  understand, 
however,  from  the  opinion  obtained  from  the  Solicitor,  that  the  Council  have  no  power  tc 
relieve  persons  of  that  class,  and  that  men  who  are  actually  practising  in  the  Province  must 
pay  the  assessment — that  if  any  pay,  all  must  pay.  But  we  have  power  to  relieve  the  classes 
spoken  of  in  my  motion,  and  I  presume  there  will  not  be  any  objection  on  the  part  of  the 
members  to  offering  them  this  small  relief. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  concur  in  what  has  been  said  by  the  last  speaker,  but  I  think  his 
resolution  scarcely  goes  far  enough.  There  is  a  class  of  practitioners,  I  do  not  think  a  large 
class,  who  have  been  out  of  the  Province  for  a  certain  number  of  years,  and  who  have 
returned  to  it,  and  by  the  retroaction  of  our  assessment  they  are  held  liable  for  their  whole 
arrearage.  In  one  particular  case  that  I  know  of,  not  in  my  own  constituency  but  in  t'he  far 
east,  a  man  who  was  out  of  the  Province  for  fifteen  years,  returned,  and  he  thinks  it 
a  great  hardship  that  during  that  fifteen  years,  while  he  had  no  benefits  from  this  Council, 
received  no  Announcements,  no  documents,  no  privileges  of  any  kind,  he  should  now  be 
held  liable  for  the  fifteen  years'  assessment.  I  think  that  that  is  a  class  that  may  as  well  and 
quite  as  properly  be  considered  as  those  that  have  been  named. 

Dr.  Williams — Mr.  President,  in  seconding  this  motion,  I  beg  to  say  that  it  is  one  that 
fully  harmonizes  with  the  views  that  I  have  entertained  for  some  time,  but  1  did  not  believe 
that  the  Council'had  power  by  a  by-law  to  effect  this  purpose.  I  was  under  the  impression 
that  it  could  only  be  brought  about  by  getting  an  amendment  to  our  Medical  Act  giving  the 
Council  optional  power  by  which  they  could  deal  with  cases  of  this  kind  ;  but  I  am  informed 
the  Solicitor  states  we  can  by  by-law  deal  with  these  cases.      If  that  is  correct,  and  I  have  no 

'in  to  doubt  it,  then  I  fully  harmonize  with  what  Dr.  Campbell  has  said.  There  is  a  class 
•  practitioners,  too,  on  w.hichDr.  Campbell  has  not  laid  much  Btress  has  only  spoken  inci- 
dentally of,  and  I  think  it  is  because  of  his  kind  feeling  that  he  did  not  wish  to  mention  them 
1    teau  the  class  who  are  incapacitated  by  physical  infirmity,  and  there  are  a  few,  unfor- 
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tunately,  of  that  kind,  though  there  are  none  in  my  own  division,  that  I  have  felt  exceed- 
ingly sorry  for.  I  think  of  one  practitioner  who  lost  his  eyesight  and  is  now  unable  to 
practice,  and  is  left  in  rather  straitened  circumstances.  I  think  that  if  the  Council  have  the 
power,  as  we  are  advised  we  have,  to  adopt  a  by-law  of  that  kind,  it  is  only  right-  and  fair 
that  we  should  do  so.  With  reference  to  the  class  that  Dr.  Sangster  refers  to  (those  that 
have  returned  after  being  absent  from  the  country  for  some  time)  it  is,  in  a  measure,  though 
not  entirely,  covered  by  one  of  the  classes  mentioned  by  Dr.  Campbell,  that  is  the  class  of 
persons  absent  from  the  country  ;  they  should  not  be  expected  to  pay,  and  should  not  be 
stricken  from  the  rolls  because  of  non-payment  while  absent.  Of  course,  in  order  to  reach 
the  class  Dr.  Sangster  refers  to  we  would  have  to  make  the  clause  retroactive,  so  that  those 
who  have  returned  after  being  absent  for  some  time  should  not  be  called  upon  to  pay  the 
full  assessment.  I  have  no  doubt  the  details  can  be  worked  out  so  that  these  different 
classes  can  be  fully  and  effectually  covered. 

Dr.  Shaw — I  was  just  going  to  rise  before  Dr.  Sangster  did  to  speak  of  the  class  to 
which  he  alluded.  I  knowr  from  personal  knowledge  that  there  are  some  practitioners  resi- 
dent in  Ontario  who  are  in  the  position  he  states.  They  have  lived  out  of  the  Province  of 
Ontario  and  have  been  members  of  other  bodies,  in  which  they  have  had  to  pay  an  annual 
fee  ;  and  they  think  it  is  rather  unfair  that,  while  living  in  another  Province  or  another 
country,  after  their  return  to  Ontario  after  an  absence  of  fifteen  or  twenty  years,  they 
should  be  obliged  to  pay  the  Council  dues  during  the  interval.  I  quite  endorse  Dr.  Sang- 
ster's  remarks  on  that  class  of  practitioners,  and  I  sympathize  fully  with  Dr.  Campbell's 
motion  in  regard  to  the  others. 

Dr.  Bray — Mr.  President  and  gentlemen,  I  quite  agree  with  Dr.  Campbell's  motion,, 
though  he  rather  forestalled  me.  I  was  going  to  bring  in  a  motion  of  a  similar  nature.  I 
think  all  the  classes  mentioned  deserve  consideration,  including  the  class  Dr.  Sangster 
named,  and  I  think  the  by-law  should  be  made  retroactive  to  cover  these.  There  is  another 
class  of  practitioners  who  live  out  of  the  Province  that  we  must  make  a  discrimination 
against.  For  instance,  there  are  registered  practitioners  who  have  large  practices  in  Detroit 
and  Buffalo  and  all  along  the  border  who  come  over  here  and  practice  occasionally  ;  that  class 
should  be  made  come  over  here  and  pay  their  fees.  I  know  of  my  own  knowledge  there  are 
a  good  many  registered  practitioners  living  in  Detroit,  who  are  registered  here,  who  often 
come  over  and  practice  here.  I  think  you  will  all  agree  with  me  that  those  persons  should 
not  be  included  in  that  class  that  has  been  mentioned  to-day.  That  matter  came  up  before 
the  Lambton  Medical  Association  two  weeks  ago,  and  I  promised  that  Association  to  enquire 
into  the  matter,  but  Dr.  Campbell  forestalled  me,  and  I  am  very  glad  it  was  he  who  did,  for 
he  is  much  more  capable  than  I  am  of  bringing  in  a  by-lawr  of  that  kind,  and  I  want  to  sup- 
port him,  because  it  is  a  matter  that  should  be  dealt  with. 

Dr.  Moore — I  heartily  agree  with  all  that  has  fallen  from  the  lips  of  Dr.  Williams  and 
Dr.  Campbell  and  the  other  speakers  ;  but  I  want  to  refer  to  a  class  spoken  of  by  Dr. 
Sangster  :  those  who  go  to  the  country  to  the  south  of  us  and  come  back  again.  I  want  to 
know,  for  instance,  in  the  case  of  a  man  who  goes  over  there  and  stays  for  six  months  and 
comes  back  again,  are  we  only  going  to  charge  him  $1.00,  or  shall  we  charge  him  $2. 00  ?  He 
may  go  there  and  stay  for  a  year,  an  I  then  claim  to  be  exempt  for  that  year.  I  think  we 
should  put  some  limit  on  it,  because  in  the  case  of  an  absence  of  ten  years  or  five  years  it 
wrould  seem  a  hardship  ;  but  if  they  are  to  be  exempt  if  only  absent  for  one  year  or  so,  it 
would  entail  a  great  deal  of  work  being  done  by  our  Registrar.  I  think  that  our  by-law 
should  state  the  time  that  practitioners  must  be  out  of  the  country  before  this  exemption 
will  apply. 

Dr.  Armour — I  fully  agree  with  the  object  of  this  by-law,  but  it  appears  to  me  it 
might  be  accomplished  in  another  and  a  better  way.  Dr.  Moore  and  Dr.  Bray  have  raised 
objections  that  may  arise  out  of  any  general  by-law  we  might  pass  which  would  have  a  great 
many  provisions  and  conditions  in  it  ;  I  think  it  would  be  better,  and  I  know  it  is  usually 
customary  in  cases  of  this  kind  to  move  to  remit  the  tax,  that  the  members  of  the  profession 
in  indigent  circumstances,  or  members  who  have  been  living  outside  of  the  Province,  may  ask 
for  a  remission  of  the  tax  when  the  Council  is  in  session  ;  then  the  Council  may  pass  a  resolu- 
tion to  remit  those  taxes  from  year  to  year.  I  believe  the  object  would  be  better  accom- 
plished in  that  way. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Would  it  not  be  better  to  leave  all' these  minor  details  for  considera- 
tion when  the  by-law  comes  in. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  have  a  letter  from  the  Solicitor  addressed  to  Dr.  Harris.  I  submitted 
this  question  to  Dr.  Harris  and  I  presume  he  did  not  wish  to  take  the  responsibility  of 
answering  that  himself,  so  he  submitted  it  to  Mr.  Osier,  in  order  that  we  might  know  the- 
exact  power  of  the  Council.     I  will  read  the  letter. 

William  T.  Harris,  Esq.,  M.D.,  Brantford. 

My  Dear  Dr.  Harris, — I  have  your  letter  of  30th  ult.,  and  have  read  Dr.  Campbell's 
letter  and  the  questions  propounded  by  him. 
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Having  regard  to  the  provisions  of  56  Vic,  Cap.  27,  Sec.  6,  empowering  the  Council  to 
modify  Sec.  41a  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  I  am  of  opinion  that  it  is  in  their  power  to  pass 
a  by-law  providing  for  the  remission  of  fees  in  the  case  of  a  practitioner  who  is  absent  from 
the  Province,  or  who  has  entirely  ceased  to  practice  during  one  year  ;  and  further  providing 
under  certain  conditions  that  Sub-sec.  5  of  Sec.  41a  shall  not  apply  to  such  cases. 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  Council  cannot  make  distinctions  in  individual  cases,  that  is  to 
say,  that  it  is  not  within  the  power  of  the  Council  to  determine  that  by  reason  of  partial 
disability,  or  other  circumstances,  that  it  is  reasonable  that  a  member  of  the  Council  should 
be  relieved  from  the  operation  of  the  section  in  question. 

The  result  is,  in  my  opinion,  that  if  a  practitioner  ceases  entirely  to  practice  in  the 
Province,  he  may  be  relieved  of  payment  of  fees  and  of  penalties  for  not  taking  out 
certificate  ;  but  if  he  practices  he  must  take  out  certificate  and  pay  the  fees.

The  President — That  places  the  matter  before  the  Council  in  a  very  clear  light. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and  on  a  vote  having  been  taken  declared  it  carried 
unanimously. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Hanly,  seconded  by  Dr.  Emory,  That  the  opinion  of  our  Solicitor  be 
obtained  regarding  the  possibility  and  probability  of  removing  malpractice  cases  from  juries 
and  placing  the  decision  in  the  hands  of  Judges  ;  also,  how  security  for  costs  can  best  be 
secured. 

The  President  read  the  motion. 

Dr.  Hanly — This  is  a  subject,  I  think,  on  which  we  will  not  differ  much  and  on  which 
we  may  be  somewhat  unanimous,  and  I  also  think  it  is  of  a  good  deal  of  importance,  especially 
to  those  unfortunate  persons  of  our  membership  who  have  been  in  that  boat,  and  I 
thoroughly  sympathize  with  them.  It  is  well  known  to  you  that  juries  give  verdicts  often 
in  direct  contradiction  to  the  facts.  I  am  not  acquainted  with  the  procedure,  but  I  think 
there  are  some  classes  of  cases  in  our  country  that  are  now  not  placed  before  juries,  but 
that  the  Judges  are  empowered  to  decide.  What  called  it  to  my  attention  was  this  :  In  my 
own  neighborhood  there  is  a  fellow  practitioner  who  was  prosecuted  for  failure  of  a  result  in 
the  case  of  a  broken  thigh-bone,  and  that  case  has  been  three  times  before  the  Assizes,  and 
is  now,  I  think,  under  appeal,  and  the  expense  to  the  practitioner  has  almost  ruined  him. 
I  do  not  wish  to  say  much  about  this  question,  nor  to  occupy  much  time,  but  I  want  to 
open  the  subject  and  see  if  anything  is  to  be  done,  and  get  an  opinion,  and,  if  possible, 
make  a  further  movement  in  the  matter  to  try  to  secure  some  satisfactory  result. 

Dr.  Williams —This  would  have  to  be  done  by  an  Act  of  the  Legislature.  The  point 
as.  to  obtaining  security  for  costs  has  been  brought  up  before.  When  some  of  the  amendments 
to  the  Medical  Act  were  obtained,  application  was  made  to  the  Government  to  have  that 
matter  covered  by  the  amendments  to  the  Act.  But  the  Government  objected  in  the 
strongest  terms  ;  they  said  that  an  Act  of  that  kind  would  appear  like  legislation  in  favor  of 
the  class,  that  is,  in  favor  of  the  doctors  ;  and  that  an  action  for  damages  in  that  wray  must 
stand  upon  the  same  basis  as  every  other  action  for  damages,  and  that  there  could  be  no 
special  Act  put  through  and  justified  upon  that  basis.  I  fear  nothing  can  be  accomplished 
in  that  way. 

Dr.  Moore — I  think  there  is  no  doubt  whatever  about  that.  As  Dr.  Williams  has- 
stated,  this  matter  was  brought  before  the  Legislature  and  the  Hon.  C.  F.  Fraser,  now  dead, 
took  very  strong  grounds  against  it  because  it  would  be  class  legislation.  It  is  true,  I  believe, 
that  at  the  last  session  of  the  local  Legislature  some  cases  have  been  taken  out  of  the  hands 
of  juries,  such  as  cases  brought  against  corporations,  which  I  believe  are  now  tried  by 
Judges.  I  am  afraid  we  would  not  be  able  to  accomplish  anything  of  that  kind  even  if  we 
went  before  the  Legislature ;  when  we  were  before  them,  very  strong  opinions  were 
expressed  by  the  Government. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  think  the  introduction  of  a  bill  into  the  House  for  the  purpose  of 
accomplishing  that  would  secure  its  rejection  ;  I  think  it  would  be  quite  impracticable  to 
succeed  on  that  line.  I  think  a  great  many  of  our  practitioners  are  at  fault  in  not  thoroughly 
guarding  themselves  against  actions,  though  I  admit  it  is  not  always  possible  to  do  so.  I 
have  set  many  a  fracture,  and  I  think  the  longer  I  live  the  better  I  am  able  to  treat  them. 
but  the  longer  I  live  the  more  I  am  disposed  to  call  in  two  or  three  practitioners  to  have 
their  testimony  to  the  correctness  of  my  treatment  and  to  assume  responsibility.  I  think 
if  practitioners,  through  the  country  especially,  where  little,  miserable  jealousies  prevail. 
were  to  live  and  work  in  harmony  together  and  east  aside  those  petty  jealousies  — n<: 
combine  against  the  public,  because  if  bad  work  is  done  the  man  ought  to  Buffer,  but  w< 
ought  to  guard  ourselves  against  people  who  are  not  seeking  what  is  just  but  what  is  often 
very  unjust.  1  have  no  doubt  the  case  refilled  to  by  my  friend  Dr.  Hanly  was  very  well 
treated,  but  I  think  the  solution  of  the  difficulty  is  for  the  medical  men  of  the  country  to 
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guard  themselves  by  having  consultations,  and  in  that  way  they  will  not  be  so  liable  to  have 
actions  brought  against  them. 

Dr.  Graham — I  would  move  that  the  motion  of  Dr.  Hanly  be  referred  to  the  Legis- 
lation Committee  when  one  is  formed. 

Dr.  Henry — Before  that  motion  is  put  I  wish  to  know  what  the  question  is  for  ;  is  it 
to  get  the  opinion  of  counsel  ? 

Dr.  Hanly — That  is  what  is  asked  for. 

Dr.  Henry — If  what  you  ask  for  cannot  be  got  without  legislation  it  would  be  better 
to  refer  it  to  the  committee  ;  we  cannot  get  an  opinion  from  Mr.  Osier  without  paying 
si 5. 00  or  $20.00  for  that  opinion. 

Dr.  Hanly  —The  question  as  to  security  for  costs  has  not  been  touched  on  now. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — That  question  has  been  up  and  has  been  discussed  in  the  newspapers 
and  by  others,  and  they  have  not  been  able  to  effect  anything  in  respect  to  that. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  think  if  we  refer  the  matter  to  the  Solicitor  for  advice  it  will  show 
that  the  Council  realizes  that  injustice  has  been  done,  and  that  we  are  anxious  to  do  all 
we  can.  Then  if  the  Solicitor  informs  us  that  we  cannot  do  anything,  there  is  no  harm 
done,  and  we  have  shown  that  we  are  anxious  to  relieve  practitioners  who  are  suffering  in 
this  matter. 

Dr.  Hanly — I  bring  this  forward  at  the  solicitation  of  the  Medical  Association  of  my 
district.  I  am  satisfied  that  the  question  should  be  referred  to  the  Legislation  Committee 
for  them  to  take  such  action  as  may  be  deemed  proper. 

Referred  to  the  Legislation  Committee. 

The  President — Dr.  Geikie  gave  notice  of  motion  to  have  his  name  taken  off  the  Com- 
mittee on  Complaints. 

Dr.  Geikie — That  is  not  a  motion  ;  it  is  simply  a  request  that  my  name  be  struck  off  the 
Committee  on  Complaints,  for  I  shall  not  attend  the  meetings  of  that  committee. 

Enquiries. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  desire  to  know  whether  any  member  of  this  Council  received  during, 
or  subsequent  to,  our  last  meeting,  opportunities  of  revising  and  correcting  the  speeches 
that  were  delivered  by  him  in  this  Council  chamber  last  year. 

The  President — I  am  not  aware  that  any  did. 

Dr.  Sangster — Did  you  yourself  have  any  opportunity  of  revising  ? 

The  President — None  whatever. 

Dr.  Sangster—  And  I  understand  no  gentleman  present  had  any  such  opportunity  ? 

The  President — I  can't  say  as  to  that  ;  that  would  be  a  personal  matter  between  him 
and  Dr.  Orr. 

Dr.   Sangster — I  suppose  I  may  take  silence  to  be  a  negative  answer  to  my  question. 

Dr.  Harris — Perhaps  I,  as  retiring  President,  might  be  expected  to  answer  that.  So 
far  as  I  am  personally  concerned  I  had  no  opportunity  to  do  anything  of  that  kind,  and  did 
not  do  anything  of  that  kind.  Does  Dr.  Sangster  mean  statements  taken  down  by  the 
stenographer  and  published  in  the  report  ? 

Dr.  Sangster — Yes  ;  I  mean  opportunities  to  correct  the  speeches  made. 

Dr.  Harris— So  far  as  I  am  aware  I  do  not  know  of  a  single  case  where  any  member 
of  the  Council  had  an  opportunity  to  revise  his  speeches.  As  Dr.  Sangster  will  remember 
he  asked  me  the  question,  Had  the  Printing  Committee  or  any  one  else  the  power  to  instruct 
the  stenographer  to  cut  out  or  change  anything,  and  I  answered  that  no  one  had  that 
power  but  the  Council.  I  am  not  aware  of  any  single  case  where  anyone  went  to  the 
stenographer  and  asked  him  to  make  any  changes,  and  I  am  sure,  as  President  of  the 
Council,  that  I  did  not  do  so. 

Reports   of   Standing   and   Special   Committees. 
Dr.  Harris  presented  and  read  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Examiners. 

To  the  President  and  members  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Ontario  : 

Gentlemen, — I  beg  leave  to  report  that  as  President  of  the  Medical  Council  and  chair- 
man of  the  Board  of  Examiners,  I  inspected  the  Examiners'  and  Registrar's  schedules,  and 
I  therefore  report  on  the  result  of  the  professional  examinations  held  in  Toronto  in 
September,  1895,  and  in  Toronto  and  Kingston  in  April,  1890. 

For  the  Primary  examination  in  September,  1895,  38  candidates  presented  themselves, 
of  whom  19  passed  and  19  failed,  the  percentage  being  50  per  cent. 

For  the  Final  examination  in  September,  37  candidates  presented  themselves,  of  whom 
23  passed  and  14  failed,  the  percentage  being  02  per  cent. 

In  April,  1896,  133  candidates  presented  themselves  for  the  Primary  examination,  of 
whom  79  passed  and  54  failed,  the  percentage  being  60  per  cent,  passing. 
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For  the  Final  examination  123  candidates  presented  themselves  ;  of  this  number  88 
passed  and  35  failed,  72  per  cent,  passing. 

The  number  of  each  candidate  with  the  number  of  marks  obtained  on  each  subject  will 
be  found  in  the  schedule  of  the  Registrar,  the  number  of  marks  in  each  case  being  taken 
from  the  schedule  of  the  Examiners.  The  Registrar's  schedule  so  prepared  has  been 
inspected  by  me  and  certified  correct. 

The  examinations  were  as  practical  as  possible.  In  Anatomy,  wet  and  dry  preparations 
were  used  of  the  whole  human  body,  the  viscera,  bones  and  models. 

In  Pathology,  Histology  and  Therapeutics,  microscopic  and  gross  specimens  were  used. 

In  Chemistry,  practical  work  was  required  in  the  laboratory. 

In  Medicine  and  Surgery,  clinical  examinations  were  held  in  the  General  Hospitals  in 
Toronto  and  Kingston. 

In  Midwifery,  Medical  and  Surgical  Anatomy,  the  subject,  models  and  instruments 
were  used. 

The  members  of  the  Board  of  Examiners  have  been  requested  to  submit  any  recom- 
mendations or  suggestions  they  might  be  disposed  to  make  in  connection  with  the  examin- 
ations, and  no  response  has  been  received. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

Dr.  Sangster — I  would  ask  Dr.  Harris  if  the  Examiners  in  marking  the  papers  put  the 
value  of  each  answer  in  red  chalk  on  the  margin,  thereby  fulfilling  the  requirement  made 
by  the  Committee  on  Education  at  the  last  meeting. 

Dr.  Harris — I  have  referred  the  matter  to  the  Registrar  and  he  informs  me  that  the 
Examiners  marked  according  to  instructions,  giving  the  number  of  marks  in  red  chalk  in 
every  instance,  and  that  they  were  furnished  with  pencils  specially  for  that  purpose. 

Dr.  Sangster — Is  there  any  means  by  which  the  Registrar  could,  without  any  serious 
labor,  give  us  an  intimation  of  how  many  were  registered  during  the  year  outside  of  those 
who  were  registered  through  the  examinations. 

The  Registrar — There  has  not  been  one  put  on  the  Register  this  year  except  those 
that  took  the  examinations. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Harr£s,  seconded  by  Dr.  Britton,  That  the  report  of  the  chairman  of 
the  Board  of  Examiners  be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Education.     Carried.  • 

Unfinished  Business   from  Previous  Meetings. 

.     The  President — Dr.  Shaw's  motion  may  now  come  up. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Shaw,  seconded  by  Dr.  Henry,  That  the  Council  do  now  go  into 
Committee  of  the  Whole  for  the  purpose  of  reading  a  second  time  the  by-law  to  amend 
By-law  No.  70. 

Dr.  Geikie — Is  it  in  order  to  move  an  amendment  ? 

Dr.  Armour — A  motion  to  go  into  committee  can  not  be  amended. 

The  President — I  will  rule  that  under  our  rules  a  motion  to  amend  can  be  made. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  move  in  amendment  that  the  by-law  settling  the  allowance  be  so  changed 
as  to  allow  nothing  to  members  of  this  Council,  wherever  they  live  or  wherever  they  come 
from,  in  the  shape  of  expenses  or  anything  else  ;  that  they  shall  do  the  work  absolutely 
gratuitously. 

The  President — That  is  not  an  amendment,  and  I  cannot  accept  it. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  think  it  will  increase  the  dignity  of  the  Council  before  the  public. 

The  President — That  is  not  an  amendment  ;  the  motion  is  that  the  Council  go  into 
Committee  of  the  Whole. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  would  not  have  done  it,  but  you  gave  me  permission  ;  that  is  my 
motion  and  I  will  move  it  at  the  proper  time. 

Dr.  Williams— This  is  a  motion  to  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole.  There  are  two 
ways  of  dealing  with  it  ;  you  may  vote  it  down  here,  or  you  may  vote  to  go  into  Committee 
of  the  Whole  and  then  amend  as  the  Council  decides  ;  but  if  you  are  wholly  and  totally 
opposed  to  it  the  way  is  to  vote  it  down  now  ;  if  not,  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole,  when 
you  may  amend  it  as  you  see  fit. 

The  President  put  the  motion  and  called  for  a  vote. 

Dr.  McLaughlin— Do  I  understand  that  if  this  is  negatived  it  puts  an  end  to  this 
motion  '. 

The  President — Certainly. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — In  that  case  I  wish  to  ask  liberty  t<»  say  a  few  words  before  you 
submit  the  motion.  When  corporate  bodies  or  private  individuals  find  their  financial  con- 
dition is  not  very  safe,  if  they  are  wise  and  hope  to  live  through  any  financial  depression, 
they  must  begin  to  curtail  expenses.      The  Council  are  going  back  year  by  year,  they  are  not 
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going  forward,  and  if  we  are  actuated  by  wisdom  in  my  judgment  we  ought  to  do  some- 
thing to  cut  down  this  enormous  increase  in  expenses  in  connection  with  the  sessional 
indemnity  or  payment  of  the  members  of  this  Council,  which  this  last  year  has  almost 
doubled  anything  that  existed  in  previous  years.  1  think,  Mr.  President,  we  would  not  act 
wisely  if  we  go  on  during  this  session  and  take  out  of  the  funds  of  this  Council,  if  the  money 
is  to  be  found  there,  another  $4,189.49,  or  possibly  more.  I  do  not  harmonize  with  the 
by-law  ;  I  agree  with  Dr.  Geikie  personally,  and  I  want  to  be  understood  as  meaning 
exactly  what  I  say.  There  are  men  possibly  who  may  say — I  do  not  know  that  there  may  be 
found  any  in  this  Council,  but  possibly  some  outside — that  this  is  simply  claptrap,  and  that 
I  am  making  this  proposition  for  the  purpose  of  securing  popularity  in  my  division  or  in  the 
country.  That  you  may  understand  that  that  is  not  true  I  want  to  tell  this  Council  that  I 
have  no  intention  of  being  a  candidate  for  re-election.  I  was  brought  out  contrary  to  my 
wishes  by  the  unanimous  voice  of  the  people  of  my  division,  so  unanimous  that  when  a 
gentleman  entered  the  field  to  oppose  me — the  returning  officer  appointed  by  this  Council — 
he  was  unable  to  get  twenty  names  in  that  whole  division,  to  be  nominated.  I  have  given 
my  friends  notice  that  I  have  no  desire  to  return  to  this  Council ;  T  would  rather  retire  to 
private  life  and  to  the  practice  of  my  profession.  Therefore,  what  I  am  now  saying  is  not 
claptrap,  and  I  mean  exactly  what  I  say  when  I  express  my  opinion  that  every  member  of 
this  Council  ought  to  render  his  services  during  the  present  financial  depression  gratuit- 
ously to  his  profession.  It  is  an  honorable  thing  to  be  a  representative  of  a  noble  pro- 
fession like  ours,  and  I  am  perfectly  willing  to  do  it  free  of  charge.  If  that  cannot  be  done 
my  next  proposition  would  be,  and  I  am  not  willing  to  go  beyond  it,  to  grant  to  each 
member  an  indemnity  of  $50.00  per  session.  I  think  that  would  enable  us  to  have  a  little 
remuneration  and  to  cover  our  expenditure  ;  and  if  we  did  that  the  figures  would  work  out 
something  like  this  :  there  are  thirty  members  in  attendance  here,  or  may  be  when  Dr. 
Roome  is  with  us — that  would  be  $1,500.00.  The  railway  expenses  last  year  were  some- 
thing over  $500.00  I  believe,  covering  two  rates,  to  and  from  the  city.  I  think  if  we 
manage  our  time  economically  we  may  not  have  to  go  home,  and  therefore  the  expenditure 
in  connection  with  travelling  may  be  limited  to  $250.00,  making  together  $1,750.00.  Last 
year  the  session  cost  $4,189.00.  Deducting  this  $1,750.00  from  that  sum  we  have  a  saving 
to  the  Council  of  $2,439.00.  I  claim  it  is  the  bounden  duty  of  this  Council  to  economize  in 
every  direction.  The  city  of  Toronto  here  is  in  debt  and  running  into  debt,  or  running 
behind,  and  what  are  they  trying  to  do  ?  I  do  not  say  how  far  they  are  succeeding,  but 
there  is  an  effort  on  the  part  of  the  City  Council  to  curtail  expenses.  And,  go  where  you 
will,  you  see  the  same  tendency  on  the  part  of  all  corporate  bodies  where  they  are  acting 
wisely.  Banking  concerns  are  finding  they  have  difficulty  to  make  both  ends  meet ;  and  all 
over  the  country  they  are  endeavoring  to  curtail  expenses,  and  the  number  of  their 
employees  is  being  diminished,  and  I  say  the  Council  ought  to  make  an  honest  effort  to 
reduce  their  expenditure.  Therefore  I  say  the  motion  to  go  into  Committee  of  Supply  should 
carry  in  order  that  we  may  give  this  by-law  a  careful  consideration,  and  if  goes  into  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  I  shall  move  to  have  it  amended  either  for  us  to  do  away  with  the 
sessional  indemnity  altogether  or,  if  that  should  fail,  to  give  to  each  member  $50.00  of  an 
annual  indemnity. 

Dr.  Sangstee. — I  strongly  disapprove  of  killing  a  proposition  in  that  way,  because  the 
effect  would  be  to  kill,  too,  a  proposition  that  aims  at  the  reduction  of  the  expenditure  of 
the  Council.  I  do  not  like  the  by-law  as  it  is  proposed,  although  I  think  it  is  a  step  in  the 
right  direction  ;  it  reduces,  or  attempts  to  reduce,  the  per  diem  allowance  to  what  we  pro- 
posed it  should  be  last  year.  But  I  personally  am  opposed  to  a  per  diem  allowance  ;  I  would 
very  much  prefer  a  free  service  on  our  part,  as  Dr.  McLaughlin  suggests,  or  a  sessional 
indemnity,  say  of  $50.00.  A  sessional  indemnity  of  $50.00  would  cover  our  incidental 
expenses  of  being  here  and  would  leave  a  margin  of  some  kind,  but  L  do  not  think  under  the 
circumstances  that  prevail  now  we  should  expect  or  accept  more  than  that.  The  Council's 
strong  box  is  troubled  with  an  aching  void  ;  there  are  several  leaks  in  its  bottom,  from 
which  things  are  escaping 

A  voice — Fistulas. 

Dr.  Sangstkr — Yes,  there  is  not  only  a  main  vent  emptying  into  this  corner  lot,  but 
there  are  several  fistulous  openings  surrounding  ;  one  running  into  subsidized  journals, 
another  into  too  expensive  examinations,  another  into  very  large  per  diem  allowances, 
another  into  large  salaries,  into  extravagance,  into  $300.00  speeches,  and  several  other 
fistulous  openings  of  that  kind.  Propositions  looking  to  the  closure,  or  partial  closure,  of 
any  of  these  exhaustives  by  knife  or  ligature  or  any  other  process  seem  not  to  command 
the  attention  of  the  Council  ;  they  do  attempt  to  plaster  over  the  openings  by  words,,  but 
they  are  only  to  be  stopped  by  deeds,  and  I  think  the  time  has  come  when  a  stoppage  of 
some  kind  is  necessary.  Some  of  our  friends  say  that  our  constituents  do  not  want  us  to  do 
the  work  for  nothing,  and  I  have  heard  others  say  if  the  profession  is  not  prepared  to  recoup 
them  for  the  outlay  in  time  and  money  they  are  quite  willing  to  resign  and  let  some  others 
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take  their  places.  I  do  not  think,  under  the  circumstances,  that  the  profession  would  be 
probably  very  fastidious  about  accepting  our  services  for  nothing,  especially  in  the  present 
empty  condition  of  the  treasury,  and  considering  the  services  we  render  the  profession  are 
practically  not  of  much  value.  It  may  be  questionable  how  far  the  profession  could  assign 
any  substantial  value  to  the  services  we  render  to  the  profession  in  this  Council  as  at 
present  conducted  ;  and  if  any  of  us  were  unwise  enough  to  resign  because  of  too  low 
remuneration  being  received,  or  because  of  the  absence  of  all  remuneration,  I  do  not  think 
our  constituents  would  meet  with  any  great  difficulty  in  getting,  in  any  constituency,  a 
dozen  or  a  score  of  men  quite  as  able  as  we  are  who  would  be  perfectly  willing  to  do  the 
work  for  the  honor  and  for  nothing  beyond  it  ;  for  it  is  an  honor  to  represent  a  hundred 
and  fifty  or  two  hundred  of  our  fellow  practitioners  in  this  Council,  and  I  think  we  should 
not  only  esteem  it  an  honor  but  should  show  we  esteem  it  by  showing  a  willingness  to 
reduce  the  money  we  receive.  1  do  not  suppose  any  of  us  came  to  this  Council  under  the 
impression  that  we  would  receive  any  pecuniary  advantage  from  doing  so.  I  know  that  we, 
not  resident  in  the  city,  all  understood  that  our  acceptance  of  the  position  would  result  in 
financial  loss.  I  do  not  conceive  that  we  are  going  to  have  as  short  sessions  in  the  future 
as  we  have  had  in  the  past ;  our  membership  is  one-fifth  larger,  and  the  Council  is  no  longer 
a  mutual  admiration  society,  as  it  was  when  every  meeting  of  this  body  was  a  love  feast, 
and  taffy  pulls  were  the  order  of  the  day,  and  the  presidency  was  the  glittering  prize  to  the 
most  amiable  and  least  long-winded  and  least  tenacious,  and  [  ersonalities  and  long  speeches 
were  at  a  discount. 

Dr.  Bray — I  wish  they  were  now. 

Dr.  Saxgster — At  that  time  the  whole  business,  or  the  main  business,  of  the  session 
consisted  in  preparing  and  applying  a  strong  atropine  collyrium  to  the  eyes  of  the  profession 
so  as  to  enable  it  to  properly  see  the  real  estate  and  tax  business,  and  perhaps  manufacture 
a  newr  solution  of  cocaine  and  apply  it  to  its  conscience  whenever  it  becomes  restive  on  the 
questions  of  coercion,  and  extravagance,  and  overcrowding.  Now,  to  use  a  trite  saying, 
nous  avons  change  tout  cela,  we  have  here  a  somewhat  lively  opposition  troubled  with  a  pes- 
tilent itch  to  dip  beneath  the  surface  of  things  and  to  know  why  things  are  as  they  are  in 
this  Council  and  not  as  they  ought  to  be.  We  have  a  small  but  a  very  stalwart  opposition 
which  may  not  be  hypnotized  and  cannot  be  coaxed,  or  whispered,  or  coerced  into  line.  We 
have  a  number  of  men  here  endeavoring  to  correct  what  we  think  is  done  wrong  in  the 
interests  of  the  profession,  and  we  know  our  rights  and  mean  to  maintain  them  ;  we  are 
quite  content  to  keep  within  the  limits  of  rule  and  regulation,  but  we  insist  that  we  shall 
be  permitted  to  express  ourselves  moderately  and  correctly  and  rationally  on  any  subject 
that  may  come  up.  When  there  was  no  opposition  in  this  Council,  when  it  was  all  govern- 
ment, there  was  no  real  fighting,  there  may  occasionally  have  been  a  sham  battle,  but  it  was 
with  button  foils  ;  but  now,  if  I  may  so  express  myself,  we  are  fencing  with  sharpened 
points,  and  we  mean  business,  and  business  means  the  consumption  of  time,  so  that  it  is 
vain  to  expect  you  are  in  the  future  going  to  limit  your  Council  sessions  to  five  days.  You 
may  count  upon  a  session  of  seven  days  at  the  very  least,  and  seven  days  with  the  interven- 
ing Sabbath — because  we  were  told  distinctly  last  year  that  if  you  had  to  sit  over  Sunday 
the  members  would  expect  payment  for  that  day — would  mean  eight  days,  and  eight  days' 
session  would  cost  the  Council,  at  our  present  rates,  in  addition  to  two  travelling  expenses, 
83.000.00 ;  while,  on  the  other  hand,  a  sessional  indemnity  of  $50.00  a  member  would  make  the 
whole  coast  $1,500.00,  so  that  if  we  can  go  into  it  and  amend  the  by-law  to  that  effect,  if  we  do 
not  amend  it  so  that  we  should  give  our  services  gratuitously,  we  shall  at  least  save  this 
Council  annually  $1,500.00  and  if  the  session  is  prolonged  much,  as  it  would  inevitably  be  pro- 
longed if  the  government  is  as  long  winded  and  tenacious  as  it  was  last  year,  the  saving  to 
the  profession  would  be  twice  or  thrice  $1,500.00.  We  know  profession  is  cheap,  but  it  has 
been  customary  for  the  members  of  this  Council  at  times  to  profess  a  great  deal  of  anxiety 
to  relieve  the  profession  from  the  annual  tax,  which  is  regarded  by  so  many  of  us  as  vexa- 
tious and  odious,  and  unconstitutional  and  unnecessary.  Now,  here  is  a  practical  mode  of 
reaching  the  difficulty  ;  we  do  not  expect  to  carry  our  friends  the  appointees  and  the  homceo- 
piths  completely  in  our  attempt  to  change  the  mode  of  paying  the  members  so  as  to  reduce 
the  expense  to  a  half  or  a  third  of  what  it  is  at  present,  but  it  certainly  will  be  a  curious 
thing  to  see  how  the  elected  members  vote  so  as  to  keep  this  matter  from  going  into  com- 
mittee, and  in  that  manner  to  choke  it  off  and  stifle  it.  While  I  think  the  arguments  in  favor 
of  the  proposed  movement  to  make  it  a  sessional  indemnity  instead  of  a  per  diem  allowance, 
or  to  make  the  service  free,  are  strong  on  the  ground  of  economy,  yet  there  is  another 
reason  which  appeals  to  me  very  strongly  on  behalf  <»f  supporting  that  contention; 
I  conceive  that  either  free  services  or  a  sessional  indemnity  would  largely  conduce 
towards  thorough  debate  and  well-considered  legislation.  All  through  last  session 
whenever  discussion  tended  to  touch  any  of  the  special  privileges  «>t  certain  claf 
in  this  body,  so  as  to  remove  or  tend  to  remove  customs  that  were  expensive  or 
••herwise,   a    very    determined    efforl     was   made  to    choke    oil    discussion   <>n    the   plea    of 
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expense,  and  if  that  failed  then  an  attempt  was  made  to  place  the  odium  of  continuing  the- 
session,  and  thereby  increasing  the  expense,  upon  the  opposition.  We  are  quite  content  to 
allow  our  constituents  to  judge  us  in  that  matter.  We  know,  as  I  have  said,  our  constitu- 
tional rights,  and  we  mean  to  insist  upon  their  being  observed.  We  intend  to  express  our- 
selves on  every  question  that  comes  up,  and  we  are  not  going  to  be  prevented  from  asserting 
our  claims  by  any  threat  that  upon  us  will  be  thrown  the  onus  of  continuing  the  length  of 
the  session  and  thereby  increasing  its  expense.  We  do  not  propose  to  have  any  of  our 
number  fed  upon  starch  for  a  month  and  being  deprived  of  any  opportunity  of  obtaining 
taka  diastase,  which  would  digest  the  starch  and  prevent  flatulence,  and  then  come  to  this 
Council  pregnant  with  a  gentle  zephyr  which,  for  want  of  vis-a-tergo,  took  five  mortal  hours 
for  delivery  ;  but  while  we  keep  within  the  limits  of  the  fifteen  minutes  we  claim  to  be 
heard 

The  President — You  must  also  keep  within  the  lines  of  debate  ;  you  are  away  from 
the  subject  before  the  chair. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  bow  to  your  decision,  but  my  opinion  is  I  am  speaking  within  the 
subject.  I  will  not  speak  much  longer  ;  I  will  close  with  one  remark.  If  there  is  any 
realit3T,  if  the  members  of  this  Council  are  sincere  in  their  expressions  and  desirous  of 
lessening  the  expenses  of  the  Council,  they  should  give  practical  evidence  of  that  desire 
by  helping  us  to  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  and  pull  down  the  annual  expense  of 
the  session.  If  the  members  of  the  Council  are  not  willing  to  do  that,  cannot  see  their 
way  clear  to  do  that,  the  only  other  alternative  will  be  to  be  less  tenacious  themselves 
and  not  to  place  a  premium  on  flatulence. 

Dr.  Harris — I  want  to  say  this,  and  I  think  the  majority  of  the  members  of  the 
Council  feel  as  I  do,  that  we  have  had  this  subject  up  long  enough  and  it  is  prett}r  near 
time  we  took  a  vote  on  it.  This  playing  to  the  grand  stand,  to  use  a  baseball  or  lacrosse 
expression,  by  gentlemen  getting  up  here  and  putting  themselves  on  record  before  their 
constituents,  posing  here  as  great  economists,  we  all  understand.  It  is  done  because  it  goes 
in  print  and  is  circulated  about  ;  they  are  endeavoring  to  make  it  appear  that  we  are  the 
men  who  are  putting  the  profession  to  expense.  But  who  put  the  profession  to  expense 
last  year  ?  These  very  men  who  have  spoken  for  this  motion  are  the  ones.  Who  are 
doing  it  now  ?  These  very  men.  I  would  be  ashamed  to  stand  up  here  in  this  Council, 
as  Dr.  Sangster  has,  and  occupy  the  time  of  intelligent  members  by  taking  as  he  has 
talked  and  yet  has  said  nothing  ;  there  is  nothing  in  it  at  all.  We  all  know  that  and  I 
trust  you  will  take  a  vote  on  it  and  not  allow  this  motion  to  go  to  Committee  of  the 
Whole. 

Dr.  Bray — I  believe  Dr.  Sangster  was  a  member  of  the  committee  that  considered 
this  subject  last  year  and  took  up  a  great  deal  of  time  and  brought  in  a  unanimous  report 
which  this  Council  adopted  towards  the  close  of  last  session,  and  now  at  the  very  com- 
mencement of  a  new  session,  Dr.  Sangster  and  those  with  him  try  to  upset  this  work  that 
has  already  been  done.  I  would  ask  who  was  responsible  for  the  expenditure  of  this 
money  in  connection  with  the  last  session  ?  Who  was  responsible  for  all  the  long-winded 
speeches  that  Dr.  Sangster  speaks  of  ? 

A  voice — These  men. 

Dr.  Bray — They  had  a  good  representation  on  that  committee,  and  they  did  not  take 
exception  to  amount  to  anything,  yet  this  year,  almost  at  the  very  commencement  of  the 
session,  they  try  to  undo  what  we  did  last  year,  and  I  maintain  that  that  is  squandering 
money  for  no  good  at  all.  Dr.  Sangster  says,  What  will  our  constituents  think  ?  I  can  tell 
him  what  my  constituents  think.  My  constituents  have  told  me  that  we  are  not  paid  half 
enough,  and  that  they  were  willing  to  pay  us  a  great  deal  more.  I  feel  satisfied  if  I  were  to 
vote  for  this  by-law  or  any  by-law  to  reduce  the  indemnity  of  the  members  I  would  be  voting 
contrary  to  the  wishes  of  my  constituents.  Dr.  Shaw  may  be  perhaps  in  a  little  different  posi- 
tion because  he  is  of  the  opinion  that  his  services  are  not  worth  $10.00  a  day,  and  perhaps 
he  fears  his  constituents  have  the  same  view  as  he  has  on  this  matter.  I  am  very  sorry 
to  see  any  member  of  this  Council  put  such  a  low  estimate  on  his  time  and  attainments, 
because  just  as  we  value  ourselves  are  our  constituents  apt  to  value  us.  Gentlemen,  I  do 
think  that  a  great  deal  of  the  discussion  we  have  had  is  nonsense,  and  for  my  part  I  do  not 
intend  to  occupy  your  time  further  than  to  say  I  think  it  is  childish  to  endeavor  at  the 
opening  of  this  session  to  undo  and  negative  what  it  was  last  year  unanimously  decided  upon 
to  do. 

Dr.  Thornton — With  regard  to  this  matter  of  indemnity,  speaking  for  myself,  I  do  not 
propose  for  one  moment,  although  I  am  in  favor  of  economy,  to  do  anything  that  would 
virtually  disqualify  the  poorest  member  of  the  profession  from  representing  his  fellow  prac- 
titioners in  this  Council  (hear,  hear),  and  I  say  if  we  have  to  come  here  to  do  the  work  of 
the  profession  for  nothing  there  are  many  of  us  that  certainly  would  be  in  all  justice  and  all- 
reason  disqualified.    (Hear,  hear.)     On  the  other  hand,  I  am  in  favor  of  all  reasonable  econ- 

(To  be  continued.) 
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omy  and  I  have  always  thought  that  a  sessional  indemnity  was  the  only  way  you  could  get 
at  the  matter.  (Hear,  hear.)  Further  than  that,  on  the  other  side  of  the  question,  the  idea 
that  certain  parties  on  this  side  of  the  House  are,  or  a  section  of  this  chamber  is  to  be  held 
responsible  for  the  prolongation  of  the  session  of  last  year  I  resent  at  once,  though  I  will 
admit  that  we  were  here  last  year  an  unreasonably  long  time  and  we  incurred  a  fearful  lot  of 
expense — I  felt  it  at  the  time  and  expressed  myself  on  it.  But  why  did  we  go  home  from 
this  Council  chamber  to  return  at  a  future  date  ?  It  was  because  the  committees  had  not 
reported,  and  we  could  do  no  further  work  in  this  Chamber  until  the  committees  reported. 
Go  back  to  the  position  of  those  committees  and  you  will  see  that  in  every  committee  the 
parties  alluded  to  as  prolonging  the  session  were  not  only  in  a  minority,  but  they  did  well  if 
they  had  a  single  member  on  any  committee  ;  therefore  they  did  not  control  those  committees 
and  consequently  Dr.  Harris'  remarks  with  regard  to  the  prolongation  of  last  year's  session 
are  entirely  out  of  place. 

Dr.  Harris  — I  do  not  think  so. 

Dr.  Britton — The  charge  has  been  made  that  certain  committees  were  responsible  last 
year  for  the  prolongation  of  the  session,  for  our  going  home  and  returning  at  the  end  of  a 
week  or  ten  days. 

Cries  of  "Question,  question." 

Dr.  Britton — I  rise  to  a  question  of  privilege 

The  President — You  have  a  right  to  speak. 

Dr.  Britton — As  I  said  before,  the  statement  has  been  made  that  the  session  of  last 
year  was  prolonged,  and  unnecessary  expenditure  incurred  because  the  committees  had  not 
done  their  duties 

Dr.  Thornton — No.  I  said  a  great  amount  of  expenditure.  I  didn't  say,  "  unneces- 
sary expenditure." 

Dr.  Britton — The  inference  would  be  drawn  by  any  reasonable  or  sensible  man  that 
that  was  what  you  meant  ;  one  could  draw  no  other  inference  ;  you  were  not  speaking  in  a 
conversational,  but  in  a  criticizing  tone. 

Dr.  Thornton — No  ;  I  was  speaking  to  Dr.  Harris'  remark. 

Dr.  Britton — I  speak  regarding  my  own  committee,  the  Educational  Committee.  I 
think  it  must  be  acknowledged  by  every  member  that  was  on  that  committee  last  year — 
and  the  personnel  this  year  is  very  much  the  same — that  there  was  more  work  brought 
before  that  committee  than  had  been  probably  in  the  last  fifteen  years  (hear,  hear)  and  I 
think  it  will  be  endorsed  by  certain  members  who  are  called  by  themselves  the  "opposi- 
tion " — I  do  not  wish  to  use  that  term — I  think  Dr.  McLaughlin  and  Dr.  Sangster  will  both 
corroborate  me  when  I  say  we  had  an  immense  amount  of  work  to  do,  and  my  co-laborers 
worked  hard  and  well  to  get  the  work  through  ;  and  I  know  that  I  sat  up  to  two  and  three 
o'clock  almost  every  morning  through  the  session  of  that  committee  and  in  the  interim  of 
the  week  or  ten  d;.ys  ;  and  this  year,  for  that  very  reason,  anticipating  possibly  the  same 
amount  of  work,  and  knowing  it  was  too  much  for  one  person  to  do,  no  matter  what  his 
physical  capacity  was,  I  declined  the  position  of  chairman,  until  it  was  very  kindly 
suggested  by  certain  members  of  the  committee  that  a  sub-committee  should  be  appointed 
to  assist  me  in  doing  this  work.  It  must  be  obvious  to  all  present  that  it  was  a  very  unfair 
charge  for  a  member  to  make  so  far  as  the  Educational  Committee  were  concerned,  and  I 
think  the  other  committees  carried  forward  the  work  as  well  as  they  could.  I  do  not  know 
that  I  have  stated  heretofore,  but  I  will  say  it  now,  that  there  were  certain  members  in  this 
room  who  were  given  to  carping  and  speaking  on  little  technicalities  that  did  not  amount  to 
as  much  as  a  tinker's  curse.  I  could  name  one  of  those  members,  a  gentleman  that  raised  a 
row  here  that  lasted  for  half  a  day,  and  there  was  so  much  done  in  the  way  of  scavenger 
work  that  eventually  it  was  an  open  secret  that  those  who  acted  as  the  scavengers  were  glad 
enough  to  go,  or  propose  to  go  to  certain  of  the  leading  papers  in  this  city  to  suppress  the 
language  they  had  used  and  to  keep  it  hidden,  that  they  had  done  what  was  an  imprudent 
and  unwise  thing. 

Cries  of  "  Names,  names." 

Dr.  Britton — I  am  not  called  upon  for  a  name.  Every  member  of  the  House  will 
know  who  I  mean. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Is  that  parliamentary  language  ? 

The  President — I  think  Dr.  Britton  will  withdraw  the  words  "tinker's  curse." 
Dr.  Britton— I  will  use  the  words  "tinker's  condemnation."  I  do  not  want  to  take 
up  your  time,  because  it  costs  us  $70.00  or  $80.00  an  hour  for  our  discussions  here  I  per- 
haps have  spoken  ten  minutes)  and  I  am  not  going  to  speak  any  further,  for  1  think  I  have 
exonerated  myself  and  my  committee  ;  and  I  think  I  was  perfectly  justified  in  standing  up 
for  my  own  honor,  dignity  and  integrity. 
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Dr.  Sangster — I  rise  to  a  point  of  privilege.  We  have  been  charged  here  with  being 
the  cause  of  the  length  of  last  session.  The  charge  was  openly  made  by  Dr.  Harris  that  our 
speeches  were  the  long  speeches  of  the  session  ;  and  in  anticipation  that  Dr.  Harris  or  some 
other  body  might  make  that  charge,  I  have  made  a  calculation  which  I  will  state,  and  which 
is  open  to  verification  by  any  member  of  the  Council  who  has  the  Announcement  before 
him.  If  you  will  take  your  Announcements  and  count  the  lines  appropriated  to  the 
speeches  of  the  five  Defence  men,  Drs.  McLaughlin,  Armour,  Thornton,  Reddick  and 
myself,  and  take  the  speeches  made  by  the  present  President  of  the  Council,  by  Drs. 
Britton,  Williams,  Moore  and  Campbell,  you  will  find  that  the  aggregated  speeches  of  the 
five  Defence  men  come  to  rather  less  than  4,400  lines,  while  the  aggregated  speeches  of  the 
five  gentlemen  named  come  to  4,800  lines,  or  one-eleventh  more.  I  hope  Dr.  Harris  will 
take  note  of  this  and  feel  rather  ashamed  of  what  he  said. 

Dr.  Harris — I  do  not  retract  anything  that  I  have  charged,  and  I  believe  it  to  be  true 
that  they  obstructed  the  Council  right  through  the  session  last  year. 

Cries  of  "  Question,  question." 

Dr.  McLaughlin— There  have  been  some  very  hard  words  used  by  four  or  five  of  us 
here,  and  I  rise  to  a  question  of  privilege.  I  want  to  express  my  extreme  regret  that  these 
unkind  words  should  have  been  introduced  into  the  chamber  ;  I  am  sorry  we  should  spend, 
this  little  half  hour  in  the  use  of  such  language.  So  far  as  misconduct  on  my  part  in  the 
last  session  is  concerned,  I  cannot  look  back  and  see  that  I  was  guilty  of  any  impropriety  in 
the  course  that  I  pursued.  I  do  not  know  that  I  did  anything  that  any  member  could 
truthfully  apply  the  word  "scavenger"  to.  We  came  here  to  discharge  a  certain  duty  and 
we  have  endeavored  to  discharge  that  duty.  You  will  all  confess  there  were  a  good  many 
irregularities  going  on  in  this  Council  before  we  came  here  that  have  been  rectified 

Cries  of  "No,  no." 

Dr.  McLaughlin— I  think  when  the  profession  know  what  we  have  done  that  such 
language  as  Dr.  Britton  has  applied — but  I  won't  refer  to  that  further,  because  I  understand 
he  has  withdrawn  it,  but  we  cannot  discuss  questions  here  openly  and  quietly  if  the  use  of 
such  language  as  we  have  listened  to  to-day  is  permitted,  and  I  hope  this  will  be  the  last. 

A  voice  -On  both  sides. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Yes,  on  both  sides. 

Dr.  Thorburn — Speaking  on  behalf  of  the  Finance  Committee,  and  one  or  two  other 
committees,  I  want  to  say  that  any  cause  of  delay  was  not  attributable  to  us.  It  may  have 
been  to  some  extent  due,  perhaps,  to  the  desire  on  the  part  of  one  or  two  new  members  to 
know  more  about  our  affairs  than  they  already  knew,  that  made  them  very  anxious  and 
oftentimes  delayed  our  meetings  very  much,  but  as  far  as  we  were  concerned  there  was  no 
unnecessary  delay. 

Dr.  Shaw — I  think  I  have  a  right  to  make  a  remark  or  two.  Without  any  desire  to 
delay  the  Council  I  want  to  say  in  the  first  place  that  I  am  exceedingly  sorry  if  by  the 
introduction  of  this  bill  I  have  created  a  little  unnecessary  feeling  on  the  part  of  the 
members  of  the  Council,  either  on  one  side  or  the  other.  I  regret  that  anything  of  that  kind 
should  be  the  result  of  a  bill  introduced  by  me.  I  am  aware  there  are  many  ways  of 
reducing  the  expenses  of  the  Council  ;  one  way  would  be  to  make  the  Council  just  about 
one  half  as  large  as  it  is.  Without  going  into  details,  it  seems  to  me  that  is  a  serious 
question,  and  one  which  must  come  up  at  an  early  date.  The  Council  is  too  large,  it  is 
unnecessarily  large 

Dr.  Bray — That  is  not  the  question. 

Dr.  Shaw — When  I  sat  down  before  and  listened  to  the  early  remarks  of  Dr.  Armour, 
I  was  under  the  impression  I  would  get  some  support  for  my  proposed  amendment  to  By-law 
No.  70,  but  I  find  now  that  I  stand  entirely  alone  on  this  question.  My  idea  is  not  that  we 
should  give  our  services  entirely  gratuitously,  but  we  should  have  sufficient  remuneration 
that  there  would  be  no  financial,  no  pecuniary  loss  to  any  member  of  the  Council  by  attending 
here.  The  position  was  always  intended  as  an  honorary  one,  and  the  amount  of  money  is 
not  a  remuneration  or  fee  for  our  services,  but  is  simply  an  honorarium.  I  said  I  hoped  I 
would  get  more  support  when  I  listened  to  the  remarks  of  Dr.  Armour,  although  I  had  no 
conversation  with  him  on  the  subject,  in  one  way  or  the  other  ;  I  hoped  he  would  agree  with 
the  views  I  have  referred  to.  I  am  not  wedded  entirely  to  the  terms  of  my  by-law  ;  my 
own  idea  would  be  $8.00  per  day  for  the  days  in  actual  attendance,  with  a  mileage  allowance 
as  at  present  arranged,  which  in  a  session  of  five  days'  duration  would  make  a  saving  to  the 
Council  of  $900.00,  and  $900.00  every  year  is  a  consideration  in  our  present  financial 
condition,  and  I  would  be  quite  willing  to  go  that  far.  However,  I  introduced  the  by-law  in 
such  terms  as  I  thought  would  be  acceptable  to  a  majority  of  the  members  of  the  Council. 
Dr.  Bray  was  kind  enough  to  refer  to  me  a  little  while  ago,  saying  he  was  sorry  to  see  me 
put  so  little  value  on  my  time.  I  do  not  put  so  little  value  on  my  time,  and  I  think  the 
citizens  of  Hamilton,  if  Dr.  Bray  desires  the  information,  put  as  much  value  on  my  time  as 
perhaps  the  citizens  of  Chatham  and  the  surrounding  country  may  put  on  his.  At  any  rate  I  am 
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not  ashamed  of  the  value  which  they  put  upon  my  time.  My  constituents  have  never 
spoken  to  me  on  this  subject,  but  I  have  spoken  to  one  or  two  of  my  constituents  before 
coming  here  and  told  them  what  my  views  were,  and  I  think  the  men  who  are  the  best  men 
in  the  constituency  quite  agree  with  the  idea  that  we  should  not  have  a  full  remuneration 
for  our  time  here,  that  we  should  simply  accept  an  honorarium.  I  have  no  desire  to  brin<* 
this  up  for  the  sake  of  playing  to  the  grand  stand.  My  friend,  Dr.  Harris,  whom  I  have 
known  for  twenty  years  and  more,  will  give  me  credit  for  something  else  than  that,  because 
he  is  an  old  friend  of  mine,  and  I  know  he  would  not  say  quite  so  strong  words  about  me 
when  he  reflects.  I  might  say  now,  that  I  am  not  playing  to  the  grand  stand  at  all,  and 
whether  the  Council  will  give  me  credit  or  not  for  being  conscientious  in  bringing  this 
matter  up,  I  have  brought  it  up  because  I  believe  it  is  in  the  interests  of  this  Council  and  in 
the  interests  of  the  profession.  I  believe  that  to  begin  to  curtail  our  expenses  we  should 
begin  at  the  fountain  head. 

Dr.  Williams — [  have  not  spoken  on  this  by-law  perhaps  for  the  reason  I  have  a  great 
deal  of  sympathy  with  Dr.  Shaw  in  introducing  this  by-law  ;   I  am   aware  that  last  year 
when  the  Council  came  to  what  seemed  to  be  a  unanimous  position  on  the  subject  that  Dr. 
Shaw,  while  he  did  not  take  active  opposition,  did  not  feel  at  the  time  that  he  was  just 
perfectly  satisfied  with  the  matter.      When  it  was  brought  up  here  a    good  many  of  us 
thought  an  amendment  might  be  brought  about  in  some  way,  and  it  was  referred  to  a 
Committee  of  the  Whole  and  from  them  to  a  special  committee,  and  after  that  special 
committee  had  discussed  the  matter  from  one  standpoint  and  another  they  arrived  at  a 
certain  conclusion,  and  that  conclusion  was  finally  embodied  in  a  by-law  and  was  adopted 
by  the  Council.      While  there  might  be  certain  views  in  that  with  which  I  do  not  feel  har- 
monious myself,  some  that  I  think  might  be  amended  and  might  be  changed,  yet  the  com- 
mittee agreed,  making  concessions  on  one  side  and  the  other,  that  they  would  come  to  a 
certain   report  ;    they   made   that   report   to   the    Council   and   the    Council  adopted   that 
unanimously,  and  having  done  so  I  feel  disposed  to  stand  by  the  position  the  Council  took 
until  we  have  the  matter  further  investigated  and  see  further  reason  why  we  should  make 
some  change.     We  have  not  found  that  reason  yet  ;   our  Finance  Committee  has  made  no 
report  to  the  Council  to  show  us  in  a  better  or  worse  position  than  we  were  at  the  time  we 
adopted  that  by-law  last  year,  and  before  we  should  be  asked  to  change  from  that  and  take 
a  step  lower  or  any  other  step,  we  should  know  there  is  a  good  and  sufficient  cause  for  that 
beyond  question.     I  do  not  sympathize  very  strongly  with  Dr.  Sangster  in  the  views  that 
he  has  expressed,  and  I  want  to  say  this,  that  Dr.   Sangster  or  any  other  member  who 
wishes  to  be  a  reformer,  and  who  wants  to  get  his  views  to  prevail  in  the  Council,  should 
not  first  have  insinuated  improper  motives  to  all  the  other  members  of  the  Council.     His 
correct  method,  if  he  wishes  to  make  a  success  and  to  be  a  reformer,  is  to  put  his  views  in 
such  a  reasonable  and  plausible  way  that  they  will  commend  themselves  to  the  whole  of  the 
members  of  the  Council.     There  are  gentlemen  here  that  are  quite  as  anxious  to  further 
the  interests  of  the   Council  as  Dr.   Sangster  is  ;    but  when  he  gets  up  and  makes  one 
insinuation  after  another,   attributes  one   evil  motive  and  another  evil  motive  in   rapid 
succession,  he  cannot  hope  that  the  Council  will  willingly  accept   what  he  suggests  as  an 
improvement.     I  object  in  the  strongest  terms  to  Dr.  Sangster  or  any  other  member  of  the 
Council  using  insinuations  of  that  kind.     I  hold,  no  matter  who  the  man  here  is,  we  have 
a  right  to  treat  him  as  though  we  believed  he  was  honest  in  his  motives,  and  I  do  not  think 
that  when  the  doctor  uses  such  terms  as  that  a  member  was   "insufficiently  ductile,"  and 
terms   of   that   kind,    he    is   using   the  proper   expressions  to   members   of   this    Council. 
(Applause.)     I  object  in  the  strongest  terms,  and  I  think  if  reforms  are  sought  they  cannot 
be  secured  in  that  method,  but  I  believe  that,  as  some  of  the  leading  politicians  in   this 
country  say,  you  can  secure  by  mild  methods  what  you  cannot  drive  out  of  the  Anglo-Saxon. 
I  do  not  propose  to  consider  this  question  any  further,  for  the  Council  have  had  it  discussed 
in  various  ways.     I  may  say  frankly  that  if  you  went  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  I  might 
be  prepared  to   vote  for  some  change  that  might  be  brought  about  in  that  by-lawr  ;  but  it 
is  a  question  now  whether  it  will  ever  get  to  the  committee.     It  may  get  to  the  committee, 
but  the  way  to  get  it  to  the  committee  is  not  to  attribute  wrong  motives  to  the  Council  ; 
that  is  the  means  by  which  it  will  be  killed,  and  every  time  you  want  to  kill  a  resolution 
you  must  get  up  and  insinuate  that  other  members  of  the  Council  are  not  acting  honestly 
and  fairly.     I  do  not  know  that  Dr.  Sangster  intends  always  when  he  uses  strong  language 
to  be  particularly  harsh  in  it.     Sometimes  a  man  may  do  that  without  knowing  that  he  is 
putting  so  much  spice  into  his  remarks.     I  will  excuse  such  a  man.     I  admit  that  sometimes 
when  I  get  just  the  least  shade  warm  myself  I  may  put  items  of  spice  in  that  were  stronger 
than  I  thought,  and  perhaps  Dr.  Sangster  does  the  same  ;  and  if  he  does  I  think  if  some  of 
his  friends,  some  whom  he  believes  to  be  his  friends,  would  call  his  attention  to  it  he  might 
make  it  a  little  more  mild  ;  and  if  he  did  so   the  points  he  suggest!    would  find  a  great  deal 
more  favor  with  men  who  are  constituted  after  the  ordinary  type  of  human  nature.     (Loud 
applause.) 
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Dr.  Moore — Mr.  President  and  gentlemen  of  this  Council  :  This  discussion  has  lasted 
quite  a  long  time,  and  I  think  it  has  now  cost  the  Council  about  $282.00  for  this  little  folly, 
this  little  explosion  of  wind.  While  I  have  no  desire  to  find  fault  with  the  generosity  of 
members  of  this  Council,  yet  if  Dr.  Shaw's  conscience  is  pricking  him  because  he  has  taken 
$4.50  a  day  too  much  last  year 

Dr.  Shaw— No. 

Dr.  Moore — Surely  he  can  refund  it  and  then  his  mind  will  be  free  again  ;  and  if  my 
friend  Dr.  Armour  finds  that  the  $112.00  and  better  which  he  got  last  year  is  pricking  his 
conscience,  he  can  refund  it  and  go  on  this  year  and  not  take  anything  for  his  attendance. 
I  do  not  see  why,  if  a  man  finds  he  is  rich  enough,  and  he  is  generous  enough  and  loves  the 
profession  enough  to  give  his  services  free,  we  should  find  any  fault  with  it  ;  and  if  Dr. 
Armour  sees  fit  to  give  his  time  for  nothing  he  is  at  perfect  liberty  to  do  so,  and  I  am 
satisfied  the  Council  will  not  find  any  fault  with  it.  Dr.  McLaughlin  can  act  in  the  same 
way.  Dr.  McLaughlin  says  he  is  not  playing  to  the  grand  stand,  but  he  also  tells  us  he  is 
riot  coming  back  again.  Dr.  McLaughlin  will  be  only  two  sessions  longer  here,  and  he  is 
also  in  a  better  position  than  some  of  us  because  he  has  his  practice,  and  besides  a  nice 
little  office  that  brings  him  in  a  little  something  while  he  is  away,  while  with  the  majority 
of  us  "the  shutters  are  up."  Dr.  McLaughlin,  under  these  circumstances,  could  very  well 
afford  to  do  for  two  sessions  without  the  little  indemnity.  But  my  friend,  Dr.  Sangster, 
likes  an  indemnity,  a  little  indemnity  ;  $50.00  will  do  him.  I  want  more  than  $50.00.  I 
think  everybody  wants  more  than  $50.00.  I  do  not  think  the  profession  expect  us  to 
come  here  and  sit  here  for  one  or  two  weeks  without  being  paid.  I  say  if  these  gentlemen 
want  to  give  their  services  free  let  them  give  them  free,  but  the  rest  of  us  that  do  not  feel 
like  that  can  vote  as  we  see  fit  on  this  motion. 

The  President  here  put  the  motion,   and  on  a  vote  having  been  taken  declared  it  lost. 

Dr.  Sangster  called  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  Registrar  took  the  yeas  and  nays  as  follows  :

Nays — Barrick,  Bray,  Britton,  Brock,  Campbell,  Emory,  Fowler,  Geikie,  Graham, 
Harris,  Henderson,  Logan,  Luton,  Moore,  Moorhouse,  Rogers,  Rosebrugh,  Thorburn  and 
Williams— 19. 

Miscellaneous  Business. 

Dr.  Williams — I  have  a  proposition  written  out  in  the  form  of  a  notice  of  motion,  that 
I  would  like  to  be  permitted  to  put  in  as  a  notice  of  motion,  so  that  it  will  go  to  the 
Educational  Committee.  I  do  not  think  it  will  take  any  time  or  cause  any  discussion.  It  is 
that  it  be  an  instruction  to  the  Educational  Committee  when  revising  the  Announcement,  to 
omit  the  names  of  all  matriculates  and  the  names  of  those  who  have  a  first,  second  or  third 
year  or  primary  standing,  and  also  the  names  of  those  who  have  obtained  their  member- 
ship through  examination,  and  to  substitute  in  lieu  of  those  the  names  of  all  who  have 
become  registered  since  the  publication  of  the  last  Register. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Bray,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moorhouse,  That  the  rules  be  suspended  to  allow 
this  to  come  in  as  a  motion.     Carried  unanimously. 

The  President  read  the  motion. 

Dr.  Williams — You  have  heard  the  motion  read  and  I  will  explain  what  the  purpose  is 
in  a  few  minutes.  What  I  want  to  accomplish  is  this.  You  have  here  a  long  list  of 
matriculated  students,  followed  by  a  list  of  names  of  first  year's  standing,  and  a  list  of  second 
year's  standing,  some  in  the  third  and  then  the  primary  standing  ;  and  then  you  turn  over 
and  find  a  list  of  those  who  have  become  practitioners  by  examination.  I  conceive  that 
those  names  in  the  Announcement  serve  no  good  purpose  whatever,  and  it  is  my  suggestion 
that  those  be  all  eliminated  from  the  Announcement,  and  that  in  their  place  we  should  put 
in  the  names  of  those  who  have  become  registered  after  the  last  Register  was  issued,  so  that 
in  our  Announcement  we  would  get  a  full  list  of  all  the  registered  practitioners  after  the  date 
of  the  last  published  Register. 

Dr.  Barrick — This  motion  appears  to  me  to  be  so  reasonable  that  we  ought  to  pass  it 
without  any  further  discussion.  It  would  be  an  advantage  to  the  Printing  Committee  in 
getting  their  tenders  if  they  could  relieve  the  person  tendering  from  putting  all  those 
names  in. 

The  President — Should  this  not  be  referred  to  the  Printing  Committee  rather  than  to 
the  Educational  Committee,  Dr.  Williams  ? 

Dr.  Williams — The  Educational  Committee  deal  with  the  Announcement,  and  if  this 
passes  here  it  becomes  an  instruction  to  the  Educational  Committee,  and  the  other  committee 
know  about  it,  it  becomes  a  matter  of  knowledge  to  them,  so  it  doesn't  matter  which 
committee  gets  it. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and  on  a  vote  having  been  taken  declared  it  carried 
unanimously. 
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Dr.  Campbell — I  would  ask  permission  to  introduce  a  matter  at  this  stage  which  could 
be  referred  to  a  committee  at  once,  and  it  is  something  that  does  not  commit  the  Council  to 
anything.  I  did  wish  to  give  notice  of  motion,  and  when  the  matter  came  up  for  consider- 
ation ask  that  it  be  referred  to  a  committee,  but  my  idea  now  is  if  there  is  any  objection 
to  it  from  the  Council,  that  it  be  referred  to  the  committee  now.  It  is  to  amend  By-law 
No.  39,  by  adding  to  Rule  3  the  following  :  "And  provided  further  that  should  there  at  any 
time  be  only  one  candidate  in  nomination,  he  shall  be  declared  elected  by  acclamation."  I 
wish  to  move  the  reference  of  this  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations,  that  they 
may  consider  it  when  considering  the  other  matters  referred  to  them  which  have  a  bearing 
on  the  same  subject. 

Dr.  Dickson — You  might  further  add,  in  the  event  of  three  being  nominated,  that  after 
the  first  ballot  the  one  having  the  least  number  of  votes  should  be  dropped. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  will  do  that.  If  there  is  no  objection  I  would  like  it  to  go  to  the 
committee. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and  on  a  vote  having  been  taken  declared  it  carried 
unanimously. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  do  not  want  it  to  be  understood  that  I  am  agreeing  with  the 
principle. 

The  President — No.     This  is  simply  referring  it  to  the  committee. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Armour,  seconded  by  Dr.  Harris,  the  Council  adjourned  to  meet  at 
10  o'clock  to-morrow  morning. 


TH  I  RD      DAY. 

Thursday,  June  11,  1896. 

The  Medical  Council  met  at  10  o'clock  a.m.  in  accordance  with  motion  for  adjournment. 

The  President,  Dr.  Rogers,  in  the  chair,  called  the  meeting  to  order. 

The  Registrar  called  the  roll,  and  the  following  members  were  present  :  Drs.  Armour, 
Barrick,  Bray,  Britton,  Brock,  Campbell,  Dickson,  Emory,  Fowler,  Geikie,  Graham, 
Hanly,  Henderson,  Henry,  Logan,  Luton,  Machell,  Moore,  Moorhouse,  McLaughlin, 
Reddick,  Rogers,  Rosebrugh,  Sangster,  Shaw,  Thorburn,  Thornton  and  Williams. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  meeting  were  read  by  the  Registrar,  confirmed,  and  signed 
by  the  President. 

Notices  of  Motion. 

Dr.  Graham — That  a  committee  consisting  of  Drs.  Campbell,  Moorhouse  and  Reddick 
be  appointed  to  furnish  regular  and  daily  reports  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council  to  the 
public  press. 

Dr.  Campbell — To  submit  a  by-law  amending  By-law  69,  in  accordance  with  the  resolu- 
tion on  that  subject  adopted  by  the  Council  on  the  10th  inst. 

Dr.  Geikie — That  for  the  remainder  of  the  session,  in  order  to  enable  the  Council  to 
finish  all  necessary  business  by  Saturday  next  and  thereby  reduce  the  cost  of  the  session, 
members  will  be  restricted  on  the  time  of  speaking  to  ten  minutes,  and  the  introduction  of 
matters  irrelevant  to  the  discussion  will  be  considered  out  of  order,  and  therefore  not 
permissible. 

Dr.  Geikie — That  it  be  an  instruction  to  the  Educational  Committee  to  amend  Clause  9, 
Section  3,  page  xi.  of  the  Annual  Announcement  by  substituting  the  word  "  fifty  ,}  for  the 
word  "sixty"  in  the  first  line  of  the  said  clause  ;  also  to  change  the  pass  percentage  in 
chemistry,  theoretical  and  practical,  from  fifty  to' forty,  so  as  to  enable  students  to  devote 
more  of  their  time  to  the  study  of  anatomy,  physiology,  histology  and  materia  medica. 

Communications. 

The  Registrar  read  a  communication  from  Dr.  O'Reilly,  Superintendent  of  the  Toronto 
(ieneral  Hospital,  inviting  the  Council  to  visit  that  institution  ;  and  a  communication  from 
B.  H.  Lemon,  who  was  erased  from  the  Register  for  unprofessional  conduct  some  five  years 
ago,  asking  to  be  reinstated  on  the  Medical  Register. 

The  latter  communication  was  referred  to  the  Discipline  Committee. 

Motions  ok  which  Notice  has  been  Given  at  a  Previous  Meeting, 

Moved  by  Dr.  Armour,  seconded  by  Dr.  SONGSTER,  That  the  advice  of  Mr.  Christopher 
Robinson,  Q.C.,  be  had  on  the  following  :  1st.  Had  the  Medical  Counoil,  at  the  annual 
session  of  L895,  the  legal  right  to  assess  an  annual  tax  on  the  medical  profession  for  the 
years  1893  and  L894,  as  enacted  in  Clause  '.'>  of    By-law  No.  (>!>  >       2nd.   To  what   proportion 
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of  the  arrearages  of  the  annual  tax  which  are  outstanding  at  various  dates  from  1874  to  the 
present  time  Section  41a  of  the  Medical  Act  can  be  legally  applied  for  their  collection. 
3rd.  Are  there  any  members  of  the  medical  profession  as  it  now  exists  exempt  from  the 
operation  of  Section  41a  ?  Also,  that  Drs.  Williams,  Henry,  Campbell,  Armour  and  Sang- 
ster  be  appointed  a  delegation  to  wait  on  Mr.  Robinson  and  secure  the  above  advice. 

The  President  read  the  motion. 

Dr.  Armour — Mr.  President,  we  had  thought,  after  the  legislation  of  1893  changing 
the  functions  of  this  Council  and  placing  the  penal  and  coercive  measures  entirely  under  the 
control  of  the  elected  members,  that  one  of  the  chief  objects  for  which  the  Medical  Defence 
Association  was  constituted  had  been  remedied  ;  but  the  occurrences  of  last  session  will 
make  it  imperative  on  us  to  still  take  active  measures  in  defence  of  what  we  believe  to  be 
the  common  interests  of  the  profession.  Then  a  majority  of  the  territorial  representatives 
came  here,  I  understand,  pledged  to  their  constituents  against  supporting  or  approving  of 
the  penal  clauses  of  the  Medical  Act  ;  but  so  successfully  was  the  matter  manipulated  in 
the  Council  last  year  that  the  alternative  was  placed  before  them  of  either  foregoing  their 
sessional  indemnity  or  voting  for  those  clauses.  It  occurred  that  there  were  only  five  terri- 
torial members  that  succeeded  in  withstanding  this  pressure  at  that  time,  and  the  result 
was  that  the  penal  clause  was  re-enacted,  the  sessional  indemnity  was  forthcoming,  and  the 
well-known  wishes  of  the  great  majority  of  the  profession  were  ignored.  It  should  be  the 
first  duty  of  those  who  desire  to  apply  this  penal  coercion  against  their  fellow-practitioners 
to  know  that  this  Council  is  acting  within  its  legal  rights  in  making  the  application  of  those 
penal  clauses.  After  the  many  humiliations  to  which  past  Councils  have  been  subjected  for 
illegal  acts,  I  cannot  believe  that  even  the  most  ardent  coercionist  can  desire  that  there 
should  be  a  repetition  of  the  former  trials  and  troubles 

Dr.  Brock — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.     Is  it  right  for  members  to  read  their  speeches  ? 

The  President — No.  But  I  think  Dr.  Armour  is  not  reading  ;  I  think  he  is  speaking 
from  notes. 

Dr.  Armour— I  am  not  reading ;  I  am  refreshing  my  memory  from  notes.  I  was  saying 
that  before  attempting  to  execute  their  penal  coercion  they  should  be  willing  to  learn  from 
the  best  legal  authority  that  they  have  the  right,  or  to  what  extent  they  have  the  right  to 
do  so.  It  looks  absurd  to  suppose  that,  when  given  power  by  the  Medical  Act  to  assess  a 
tax  for  the  current  year  in  which  it  is  assessed,  this  Council  could  legally  assess  a  tax  for 
years  when  the  transaction  of  affairs  was  in  the  hands  of  another  Council.  There  is 
nothing  contained  in  the  suspending  clauses  of  1893  that  would  warrant  such  a  presump- 
tion. There  are  important  legal  points  involved  in  the  application  of  the  penal  clause, 
and  the  Council  should  not  be  satisfied  with  anything  but  the  best  legal  advice  as  to  their 
legal  right  to  use  it,  before  attempting  to  coercively  apply  it  to  a  rebellious  profession. 
There  are  many  of  those  who  entered  the  profession  before  the  existence  of  the  Council 
who  believe  they  are  exempt  from  the  tax  and  exempt  from  Section  41a.  And  there  are 
many  who  believe  it  cannot  be  retroactively  applied,  that  is  to  accounts  that  existed  before 
the  clause  was  enacted.  It  may  be  that  it  cannot  be  legally  applied  to  accounts  that  would, 
in  the  ordinary  course,  be  outlawed.  The  medical  men  of  the  Legislature  who  were  induced 
to  consent  to  its  passage  did  so  with  the  understanding  that  it  would  not  be  so  applied,  and 
I  understand  that  the  opinion  of  the  Attorney-General  was  that  it  should  not  be  applied 
to  accounts  of  more  than  six  years'  standing.  It  is  only  reasonable  to  assume  that  it  is 
the  duty  of  this  Council  to  procure  for  the  profession  the  best  legal  opinion  on  these 
questions.  And  when  the  members  of  the  profession  are  assured  of  their  legal  responsi- 
bility, I  am  confident  it  will  do  much  to  restore  the  harmony  between  them  and  this  Council 
which  it  is  desirable  to  have.  While  it  may  suit  the  needs  of  our  treasury  to  procure  funds 
regardless  of  the  means,  it  should  be  beneath  the  dignity  of  this  body  to  stoop  to  means 
which  may  be  put  on  a  level  with  blackmailing  by  others,  using  penal  enactments  for  the 
collection  of  the  accounts  where  such  could  not  legally  apply.  I  trust,  Mr.  President, 
there  will  be  no  objection  to  securing  this  advice  and  that  this  motion  will  pass  unani- 
mously. 

Dr.  Williams — I  have  listened  with  some  considerable  interest,  though  I  admit  with 
some  little  surprise,  to  the  remarks  of  Dr.  Armour.  I  think  it  is  within  the  knowledge  of 
every  man  in  this  Council — I  must  be  mistaken,  because  apparently  it  is  not  within  the 
knowledge  of  Dr.  Armour — that  Mr.  Osier's  special  advice  was  taken  on  this  subject  and 
that  Mr.  Osier  wrote  out  the  by-laws  under  which  this  Council  was  to  act.  (Hear,  hear.) 
Now,  Dr.  Armour  says  we  want  the  best  possible  legal  advice  ;  well,  gentlemen,  it  is  an 
open  question  whether  Mr.  Osier's  or  Mr.  Robinson's  is  the  best  possible  legal  advice.  I 
will  say  this,  my  own  conviction  is  Mr.  Osier  stands  second  to  no  man  in  this  country  in  his 
legal  opinions  (hear,  hear)  and  in  his  standing  in  the  profession.  Now,  under  these  cir- 
cumstances, Mr.  Osier  himself,  in  his  own  office,  having  prepared  the  by-laws  for  this 
Council  and  having  sent  them  up  under  his  special  directions,  I  think  there  should  be  no 
question  in  the  mind  of  any  man  here  as  to  whether  or  not  we  were  within  our  exact  legal 
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authority  or  right.  My  opinion  is  that  if  there  is  any  person  who  thinks  we  are  not  within 
our  legal  right,  who  thinks  we  are  taking  some  money  from  him  to  which  we  are  not 
entitled,  and  who  wishes  to  pit  the  opinion  of  some  other  man  against  that  of  Mr.  Osier, 
the  chance  is  open  for  him.  But  when  we  have  secured  the  advice  of  one  who  is  recognized 
as  one  of  the  best  counsel  in  this  country  and  have  got  his  opinion,  I  think  we  ought  to  be 
satisfied  with  that  opinion  and  not  take  a  certain  percentage  of  the  money  of  this  Council 
and  cast  it  away  for  another  opinion  which  may  put  us  in  a  divided  position,  so  that  we  do 
not  know  exactly  what  we  are  going  to  do  and  do  not  know  where  we  stand.  It  is 
notorious  that  doctors  differ  ;  it  is  equally  true  that  sometimes  lawyers  wi]l  present  things 
in  different  shapes,  and  it  may  leave  the  client  somewhat  in  a  muddle.  Dr.  Armour  has 
said  that  a  majority  of  the  territorial  men  came  here  pledged  against  the  penal  clause.  I 
am  not  aware  whether  that  is  true  or  not,  but  I  am  one  of  those  territorial  men,  and  I  know 
this,  that  while  I  saw  the  majority  of  the  men  in  my  division  I  did  not  pledge  myself  to  any 
position,  but  I  took  the  position  that  "whatever  becomes  necessary  that  I  am  prepared  to 
do  and  take  the  responsibility.  If  it  is  necessary  to  have  a  penal  clause,  then  that  penal 
clause  shall  go  in  with  my  sanction."  I  said,  this  is  necessary  and  this  must  be  carried  out, 
that  if  one  man  pays  his  fee  every  other  man  practising  the  profession  must  pay  or  else 
stand  aside.  (Hear,  hear.)  I  hold  that  it  is  unjust  and  unfair,  it  is  dishonest,  to  take  the 
fees  from  one  part  of  the  profession  and  allow  the  other  part  to  go  scotfree.  If  there  are 
some  men  who  are  so  mean  that  they  will  not  come  forward  and  pay  their  fee  honorably 
there  should  be  a  law  in  such  a  way  that  they  cannot  take  advantage  of  the  upright  men 
who  do  stand  by  their  profession.  And  I  hold  that  to  make  an  insinuation  that  members  of 
the  Council  after  they  came  here  were  hoodwinked  is  an  insinuation  that  is  altogether  too 
strong  against  the  members  of  this  Council  and  ought  not  to  have  been  made  by  a  fellow 
member.  (Hear,  hear.)  Dr.  Armour  says  the  present  Council  cannot  assess  for  debts  or 
collect  fees  that  were  due  under  the  previous  Councils.  Now,  I  think  in  this  respect  Dr. 
Armour  is  under  a  serious  misapprehension  ;  he  seems  to  suppose  that  this  Council  termin- 
ates every  time  an  election  comes  about,  or  possibly  every  year.  I  do  not  think  a  much 
greater  fallacy  could  exist;  I  think  this  Council  stands  exactly  in  the  position  that  a  council 
does  in  a  municipality,  or  that  a  school  board  does  ;  it  is  never  dead,  it  is  continuous  from 
year  to  year  ;  the  succeeding  Council  is  always  responsible  for  the  acts  of  its  predecessors 
and  it  is  a  continuous  body  ;  it  does  not  terminate  with  the  end  of  the  session  or  with  the 
election  of  new  members.  That  view,  as  implied  by  Dr.  Armour's  expressions,  is  entirely  a 
mistake.  Furthermore,  if  that  was  not  a  mistake  we  have  the  Solicitor's  opinion  on  that 
point,  for  he  himself  drew  the  clause  bearing  on  that  special  subject.  And  are  the  Council 
going  to  take  upon  themselves  authority  to  act  in  direct  opposition  to  what  the  Solicitor  told 
us  we  had  a  right  to  do  in  a  matter  of  that  kind  ?  By  acting  in  opposition  to  that  we  would 
be  doing  a  dishonest  thing  to  those  members  of  the  prefession  who  had  paid  their  way  all  the 
time  and  allowing  those  who  had  kept  their  money  down  quietly  in  their  pocket  and  enjoyed 
the  benefits  of  membership  to  go  scotfree,  or  at  the  most,  as  Dr.  Armour  says,  only  collect- 
ing for  the  six  years,  they  forsooth  wanting  to  take  the  benefit  of  the  Act  which  would 
allow  them  to  escape  by  saying  this  debt  is  six  years'  old.  Gentlemen,  would  members  of 
this  profession  stoop  to  so  mean  a  thing  as  that  under  these  circumstances'?  I  think  not. 
Then,  it  is  insinuated  that  it  is  something  like  blackmail,  that  it  shall  be  beneath  the 
dignity  of  the  Council  to  blackmail  members  who  are  owing  for  a  period  of  over  six  years. 
Gentlemen,  I  have  yet  to  learn  that  you  can  justly  charge  it  as  being  blackmail  when  you 
make  a  man  pay  his  own  statutory  debt  that  has  run  for  longer  than  six  years.  (Hear,  hear. ) 
If  that  term  can  be  applied  it  is  a  kind  of  blackmail  that  is  just  and  honest  in  this  country 
and  ought  to  go  on  for  all  time  and  make  those  men  who  seek  to  shirk  their  honest  debts, 
by  getting  the  length  of  the  law,  bear  their  share  of  their  honest  debts  and  responsibilities 
the  same  as  others  do.  I  think  it  is  unfair  to  say  you  will  accept  the  fee  from  one  man  each 
year  right  along,  and  use  that  for  the  benefit  of  the  profession,  and  allow  other  men  to  lag 
behind,  and  then  when  six  years  have  elapsed,  tell  them  that  it  is  blackmail  to  make  them 
pay.  Gentlemen,  that  is  a  morality  in  the  profession  that  I  for  one  do  not  believe  in.  I 
believe  in  every  one  of  our  members  being  placed  exactly  on  the  same  platform,  and  if  I 
pay  my  fee  year  after  year,  and  you  pay  yours  there  is  no  reason  why  every  other  man 
should  not  do  exactly  the  same  thing,  providing  it  is  right  and  proper  under  the  Statutes  by 
which  we  are  governed.  Under  these  circumstances  I  do  not  favor  Dr.  Armour's  proposi- 
tion ;  I  hold  we  have  got  the  best  legal  opinion  we  can  get  (hear,  hear),  and  until  we  have 
good  reason  to  believe  that  that  is  wrong  I  do  not  propose  to  change  from  it  and  I  will,  so 
far  as  my  vote  can,  prevent  the  change.    (Hear,  hear.) 

Dr.  Geikie — Dr.  Williams  has  very  very  ably  Btated  in  his  excellent  speech  a  greal 
many  reasons  why  every  man  should  be  treated  alike  in  this  matter.  I  would  not  think  of 
going  over  the  same  ground,  although  I  endorse  most  thoroughly  every  position  he  took, 
and  I  am  glad  to  hear  him  take  the  stand  he  has  taken.  There  is  another  position  that 
struck  me  since  the  subject  was  brought  up,  and  that  is,   the    injurious  effect  it  has  outside 
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of  this  Council  chamber  to  have  doctors  talking  about  and  trying,  apparently,  to  get  out  of 
the  little  payment  of  $2.00  a  year  as  an- assessment  for  the  maintenance  of  what  is  necessary 
to  the  dignity  and  good  conduct  of  the  profession.  I  have  had  occasion  to  mention  the 
matter  casually  to  lawyers  of  good  standing  ;  I  have  done  it  just  to  draw  them  out  on  the 
subject  ;  and  in  every  instance  there  was  an  unconcealed  expression  of  contempt  for  the 
smallness  of  those  who,  in  a  profession  such  as  ours,  would  meanly  haggle  and  wriggle  about 
the  payment  of  a  dollar  or  two  a  year  for  the  maintenance  of  the  profession.  I  have  no 
sympathy  with  that  sort  of  thing  whatever.  If  the  tax  is  a  dollar  let  every  man  pay  his 
dollar,  and  if  for  some  reason  he  has  not  paid  it  for  some  years  let  him  pay  it  up  to  the  last 
as  well  as  the  first  farthing.  Even  if  it  is  two  dollars,  that  is  very  little  compared  with  what 
the  lawyers  have  to  pay  and  what  they  pay  cheerfully  and  without  a  grimace,  without  say- 
ing a  word,  and  without  any  long  discussion  such  as  seems  to  be  threatened  here,  a 
discussion  which,  to  my  mind,  is  not  at  all  to  the  credit  of  the  profession. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  Is  it  in  order  to  discuss  the  general  question 
of  the  payment  of  the  fee  when  the  question  before  the  House  is  whether  a  Solicitor's  opinion 
shall  be  obtained  or  not  ? 

The  President — I  allowed  Dr.  Armour  to  digress  very  very  far  from  the  point  of  his 
motion  ;  and  I  did  not  call  him  to  order,  although  I  did  not  think  he  was  right ;  therefore 
having  allowed  one  member  the  privilege  I  am  per  force  compelled  to  allow  the  same 
privilege  to  others. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  do  not  think  it  should  be  allowed  on  the  part  of  any  one. 

Dr.  Bray — Dr.  Sangster  thinks  this  now  after  Dr.  Armour  has  got  his  remarks  in. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  claim  I  am  perfectly  in  order  and  that  what  I  am  saying  is  perfectly 
relevant.  I  have  a  feeling  of  intense  shame  that  a  committee  of  this  Council  should  go  regard- 
ing such  a  petty  matter  and  ask  either  Mr.  Osier's  opinion  or  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Christopher 
Robinson.  I  do  not  like  the  idea  even  of  one  medical  man  stooping  so  as  to  ask  any  lawyer, 
do  you  think  we  ought  to  pay  our  little  annual  assessment  or  not  ?  Or,  if  we  have  not  paid 
it,  do  you  think  we  ought  to  be  forced  to  pay  it  or  not  ?  Pride  makes  me  feel  that  is  an 
ignominious  position  for  this  Council  to  sanction  on  the  part  of  even  one  of  its  members. 
(Hear,  hear.) 

Dr.  McLaughlin — It  seems  to  me  this  question  is  not  a  proper  subject  for  discussion,, 
but  you  cannot  allow  one  member  to  discuss  it  without  giving  the  privilege  to  all. 

The  President — I  granted  the  privilege  to  Dr.  Armour,  who  introduced  the  motion. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Yes,  and  you  have  allowed  other  speakers  to  discuss  it,  and  it  is 
therefore  open  to  others  ;  that  being  so,  I  will  say  a  few  words.  I  regret  that  a  question  of 
this  kind  cannot  be  discussed  without  bringing  passion  in  and  charging  people  with 
dishonesty — 

Dr.  Moore — And  blackmail. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Yes.  I  do  not  approve  of  any  of  those  expressions  ;  I  am  free  to 
admit  that.  I  think  in  this  Council  we  ought  to  come  up  to  a  fair  dignity  and  discuss 
questions  purely  on  their  merit  ;  if  there  is  merit  on  one  side  and  merit  on  the  other 
let  them  be  discussed  fairly  and  squarely  without  the  introduction  of  these  miserable  terms, 
charging  every  man  who  does  not  pay  up  his  two  dollars  with  dishonesty  as  has  been  done 
ever  since  we  came  to  the  Council.  I  am  just  as  honest  as  any  man  in  this  Council,  and 
1  do  not  think  it  is  proper  to  apply  this  unpleasant  epithet  ;  and  I  say  there  is  no  argument 
in  saying  a  man  is  not  honest  ;  that  is  merely  a  wild  assertion  that  has  no  force  whatever. 
In  regard  to  the  relative  merits  of  the  two  lawyers,  because  that  has  been  brought  up,  I 
want  to  say  that  no  one  esteems  Mr.  Osier  higher  than  I  do  ;  he  is  a  personal  friend  of  my 
own,  and  in  his  own  branch  in  law  no  man  I  think  can  touch  him  ;  but  Mr.  Osier  is  not 
what  you  might  call  a  constitutional  lawyer  ;  he  is  not  one  of  those  lawyers  who  pry  down 
into  knotty  questions  such  as  may  be  involved  in  the  interpretation  of  Statutes  ;  that  is  not 
his  line  at  all  ;  he  is  a  criminal  lawyer,  and  in  that  line  he  is  without  a  peer  in  this  Province. 
Mr.  Christopher  Robinson,  on  the  other  hand,  is  a  gentleman  to  whom  such  questions  are 
constantly  referred  ;  he  is  the  one,  above  all  others,  who  is  consulted  upon  all  knotty 
questions  arising  out  of  municipal  law,  more  so  than  any  other  counsel.  While  I  make  that 
distinction  between  the  men  I  make  it  honestly,  because  I  have  had  reason  to  consult  on 
matters  of  that  kind  and  I  know  that  lawyers  in  the  country  go  to  Mr.  Robinson  when  they 
want  to  get  the  interpretation  of  such  laws  as  this  as  well  as  of  municipal  laws.  1  say 
nothing  against  Mr.  Osier  ;  I  say  he  is,  in  his  particular  line,  without  a  peer  in  this 
Province.  Coming  to  the  question  involved,  that  is  the  right  of  payment  of  this  money  or 
not,  the  two  gentlemen  who  spoke  on  the  other  side  characterized  the  refusal  to  pay  two 
dollars  a  year  as  a  mean,  little,  miserable,  nasty  thing.  If  that  was  the  only  question 
involved  I  thoroughly  agree  with  these  men  ;  if  it  was  only  the  payment  of  a  couple  of  dollars 
it  would  be  a  contemptible  thing  for  us  to  waste  one  minute  of  time  of  the  Council  in  dis- 
cussing it.  I  have  said  before,  and  I  say  now,  if  this  assessment  is  based  on  principle,  based 
upon  sound  statutory  grounds,  I  am  prepared  to  support  it.     I  am  prepared  to  do  more  than 
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give  $2.00,  to  give  $20.00  if  necessary,  to  sustain  our  Council  and  profession  in  an  efficient 
manner.  You  and  I  have  read  with  more  or  less  disgust,  I  am  sure,  during  the  last  six 
months  of  the  occurrences  in  the  Transvaal  ;  we  have  heard  there  of  the  Parliament  govern- 
ing and  ruling  a  people  without  the  people  being  represented  in  that  Parliament  ;  that  the 
men  who  pay  the  taxes  in  the  Transvaal  are  the  most  responsible  men,  the  best  men 
intelligently,  the  most  useful  men  to  that  country  ;  and  Mr.  President,  you  to-day  occupy 
an  analagous  position  to  President  Kruger.  President  Kruger  does  not  represent  the  people 
he  rules  over,  neither  do  you  represent  the  members  of  the  profession  of  this  Province  ;  you 
are  there  not  by  the  votes  of  the  profession  of  the  Province  at  all  but  you  are  there  in  that 
chair  to-day  because  of  the  votes  of  men  who  do  not  represent  the  profession.  This  Council 
is  represented  in  part  by  territorial  members  ;  these  members  truly  represent  the  profession, 
but  all  the  others  do  not.  It  is  upon  this  anomalous  ground  that  I  have  objected  to  this 
tax  from  beginning  to  end.  If  the  profession  of  Ontario  levied  this  tax,  if  they  alone  had 
control  of  the  money  and  the  distribution  of  it,  then  I  would  submit  to  any  tax  they  put 
upon  us.  You,  Mr.  President,  last  year,  and  other  members  of  this  Council,  referred  to 
other  bodies  such  as  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the  Law  Society  and  to  other  medical 
societies  throughout  the  Dominion  ;  but  we  stand  alone  in  this  anomalous  position  of  being 
non-representative  of  the  profession.  True,  in  the  Law  Society  there  are  four  or  five  mem- 
bers who  are  ex-officio  members  of  the  Society  who  never  attend,  but  the  great  mass — I  think 
thirty-six  or  thirty-eight  members — of  that  Law  Society,  the  Benchers,  are  elected  ;  these 
others  of  whom  I  spoke,  the  Minister  of  Justice  and  some  of  the  Judges,  are  ex-officio  mem- 
bers. Practically,  the  Law  Society  is  self-governing.  The  trouble  with  us  is  the  profession 
is  not  self-governing,  and  so  long  as  this  Council  remain  not  self-governing  I  object  to  this 
Council  taxing  the  profession  or  doing  anything  with  the  taxes  of  the  profession  ;  and 
I  claim  that  if  we  tax  the  profession  the  profession  must  have  full  and  plenary  power  to  say 
what  shall  and  shall  not  be  done  with  the  taxes  of  the  profession,  that  they  shall  have  ex- 
clusive power.  That  is  my  ground.  If  we  had  that  in  this  Council  then  I  am  entirely  with 
you.  But  the  gentlemen  who  represent  the  schools,  and  our  homoeopathic  friends  (who  only 
represent  a  constituency  of  some  fifty  or  sixty  members  of  the  profession  while  each  one  of 
our  rural  members  represents  130  to  150)  come  here  and  dispose  of  this  money,  take  it  them- 
selves, and  vote  it  for  other  purposes.  I  say  that  this  is  not  in  harmony  with  the  age  in 
which  we  live  ;  the  age  in  which  we  live  demands  if  there  is  taxation  there  must  be  full 
representation  ;  and  it  is  upon  that  principle  I  have  objected  to  this  tax  all  along.  Let  us 
have  representation  of  the  entire  profession  in  this  Council,  and  only  representation  of  the 
profession,  and  then  I  will  go  with  Dr.  Williams,  and  I  will  go  with  my  friend,  Dr.  Geikie, 
I  will  go  with  this  whole  Council  and  say,  "  levy  upon  the  profession,  let  the  profession  levy 
upon  itself  as  much  money  as  you  think  proper  in  order  to  carry  on  the  affairs  of  the 
Council  efficiently  and  carry  them  on  economically."  That  is  my  ground.  Am  I  a  dishonest 
man  because  I  stand  on  sound  principle  and  refuse  to  submit  to  these  matters  I  have  just 
objected  to  ?  Will  my  friend,  Dr.  Williams,  not  allow  me  the  right  of  judgment  ;  will  he 
not  allow  me  the  right  to  say  that  that  is  a  sound  principle  and  upon  that  principle  I  stand  ? 
The  sum  of  money  called  for  from  each  individual  member  amounts  to  nothing.  You  say 
it  is  only  $2.00.  I  do  not  care  if  it  was  only  two  cents  ;  I  stand  on  a  sound  principle,  the 
violation  of  which  belongs  to  the  dark  ages  and  belongs  to  President  Kruger,  a  man  in  the 
Transvaal,  and  should  not  find  a  place  in  the  Province  of  Ontario. 

Dr.  Graham — I  do  not  wish  to  say  anything  offensive  about  Dr.  McLaughlin,  because  he 
is  an  old  friend  of  mine,  but  it  appears  to  me  he  is  laboring  under  a  mistake  in  regard  to  this 
tax  being  unconstitutional  ;  he  is  applying  the  constitution  of  Ontario,  perhaps,  or  the 
constitution  of  the  Federal  Parliament,  to  our  constitution.  What  is  the  British  constitu- 
tion ?  Of  course  it  is  the  laws  that  have  been  enacted  for  all  time,  and  will  be  enacted 
for  all  time.  I  consider  our  constitution  is  the  Ontario  Me, Heal  Act.  The  constitution 
may  not  be  just,  it  may  not  be  right,  but  according  to  our  constitution  the  tax  is  right. 
As  I  say,  our  constitution  is  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  and  any  by-laws  that  we  pass  in  the 
meantime.  I  may  be  wrong,  but  I  have  always  thought  that  Dr.  McLaughlin  was  wrong  in 
applying  other  constitutions  to  our  constitution.  I  do  not  mean  to  be  harsh  at  all,  but  ] 
contend  if  he  thinks  that  this  tax  is  iniquitous,  he  must  go  further  back  than  that  and 
change  the  constitution,  and  I  think  he  should  say  no  more  about  the  constitutionality  of 
the  tax  until  he  tries  to  change  the  constitution.     (Hear,  hear.) 

Dr.  Moore— Just  a  word  or  two.     I  do  not  intend  to  detain  the  Council  very  long.      I 
am  going  to  stay,  1  think,  within  bounds — I  will  stay  at  all  events  in  Toronto  and  not 
over  to  the  Transvaal  ;  and  I  will  try  and  stay  with  matters  concerning  this  Council  and  I 
with  matters  concerning  any  other  sect  or  society.     The  part  of  this  resolution  that  app< 
to  me  the  most  offensive  is  the  gratuitous  insult  we  oner  to  Mr.  B.  B.  I  Isler,   whom  we  have 
elected  year  after  year  as  our  Solicitor.      That  resolution  asks  us  now    to  go  outside    to   Mi 
Christopher  Robinson,  a  gentleman  for  whom  I  have  every  respect.     If  we  did  that  we  would 
be  ignoring  our  own  Solicitor,  who  is  the  peer  of  any  lawyer  in  the  Kingdom  of  Great  Bril 
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a,  man  who  stands  deservedly  high,  and  whose  name  is  a  household  word  all  over  this 
Dominion  of  ours.  To  offer  this  gentleman  a  gratuitous  insult  is  something  this  Council 
ought  to  be  above,  and  I  only  wish  that  this  motion  and  the  whole  discussion  concerning  it 
could  be  obliterated,  that  our  profession  and  the  world  should  not  see  that  we  have  had  such  a 
resolution  brought  into  this  Council,  offering  a  gratuitous  insult  to  the  man  who  has  honored 
us  by  accepting  the  position  of  our  Solicitor,  a  position  he  did  not  accept  for  the  emoluments 
of  the  office,  but  because  of  the  respect  he  had  for  the  profession  ;  and  I  tell  you  he  has 
enabled  us  to  rid  this  profession  of  quackery  and  to  raise  the  standard  of  and  benefit  our 
profession,  and  the  public  at  large.  To  say  that  this  man  is  not  able  to  interpret  his  own 
Act  seems  to  me  simply  ridiculous,  and  is  an  insult  to  the  ability  and  genius  of  this  man 
whose  transcendent  ability -is  acknowledged  all  over  this  continent.  So  far  as  the 
constitutionality  of  this  portion  of  the  Act  is  concerned,  we  are  acting  under  an  Act  given  to 
us  by  the  local  Legislature,  and  if  our  Act  is  unconstitutional  we  should  go  back  to  Sir  Oliver 
Mowat  and  the  Government  and  ask  them  to  make  it  right ;  tell  them  it  is  not  constitutional. 
We  are  acting  within  the  Statute,  and  there  is  not  an  act  we  have  performed  where  we  have 
gone  outside  of  the  powers  given  us  by  that  Statute.  I  am  sorry  to  see  such  a  resolution  as 
this  before  this  Council,  and  I  am  sorry  also  that  such  a  gratuitous  insult  should  be  offered 
to  a  man  of  the  ability  of  our  Solicitor  ;  and  I  say  this  idea  was  born  in  ignorance,  conceived 
in  malice,  and  I  don't  know  hardly  what  I  should  say  it  was  delivered  in,  if  it  was  not  in 
want  of  good  common  sense.  I  trust  that  this  will  be  voted  down,  as  it  ought  to  be  voted 
down,  and  I  ask  you,  gentlemen,  to  vote  it  down  and  not  thrust  an  insult  in  the  face  of  so 
eminent  a  man  as  Mr.  B.  B.  Osier. 

Dr.  Sangster —  Mr.  President,  is  it  in  order  for  a  member  of  this  Council  to  say  that 
any  act  on  the  part  of  a  fellow  member  in  an  argument  upon  a  point  of  interest  to  all  is 
conceived  in  malice  ? 

Dr.  Moore  -I  will  say  "  in  ignorance." 

The  President — I  do  not  think  it  is  exactly  in  order,  but  I  might  say  in  answer  to  Dr. 
Sangster's  question,  that  I  allowed  a  great  deal  of  latitude  in  language  here,  more  perhaps 
than  I  ought  to  have  allowed.  But  I  want  it  understood  from  this  time  out  that  I  propose 
to  stop  all  personalities.  (Hear,  hear.)  Every  word  that  I  believe  comes  within  the  range 
of  our  by-laws  as  personalities  I  shall  call  upon  the  member  uttering  it  to  withdraw.  And 
I  am  going  to  ask  the  members  to  keep  entirely  and  strictly  within  the  parliamentary  rules 
of  debate,  and  to  use  no  word  which  may  be  construed  as  offensive  to  another. 

Dr.  Sangster — Mr.  President,  is  it  your  ruling  that  the  word  "malice"  is  not 
unparliamentary  ? 

The  President — I  will  rule  from  this  time  onward  that  it  is  not  parliamentary. 

Dr.  Sangster — Do  you  rule  that  it  is  unparliamentary  as  to  this  ? 

The  President — No,  because  I  have  allowed  you  to  use  similar  words. 

Dr.  Machell — When  Dr.  Armour  commenced  to  read  his  motion  I  felt  rather  inclined 
to  support  it,  but  before  he  had  finished  I  felt  he  had  made  a  great  mistake  in  introducing  it 
at  all,  and  I  shall  certainly  vote  against  it.  I  think  it  would  be  a  deliberate  insult  to  Mr. 
Osier,  and  I  fancy  he  would  consider  it  as  such,  and  I  am  not  very  certain  but  Mr.  Osier 
would  say  to  us,  "  Take  your  Council  matters  elsewhere,  I  do  not  want  to  have  anything  more 
to  do  with  them." 

Dr.  Moore — He  would  be  quite  right. 

Dr.  Machell — He  would  stand  very  much  in  the  same  light  that  a  medical  man  does 
who  has  been  attending  a  case  for  weeks  and  weeks,  and  whose  patient  has  got  on  fairly,  and 
then  without  any  reason  some  person  else  is  asked  to  step  in  and  make  a  diagnosis  or 
prognosis,  which  you  will  all  agree  with  me  would  not  be  fair  to  the  medical  attendant  ;  and 
for  that  reason  I  do  not  think  it  is  quite  fair  to  Mr.  Osier,  and  I  think  he  would  probably 
resent  it.     I  shall  certainly  vote  against  the  motion. 

Dr.  Sangster — Mr.  President,  with  regard  to  the  remarks  that  have  fallen  from  Dr. 
Machell,  I  beg  to  say  that  if  Mr.  Osier  were  to  give  up  the  Solicitorship  of  this  Council,  I 
do  not  think  the  Council  would  necessarily  be  stranded  thereby.  However,  I  will  touch 
upon  that  before  I  am  through,  probably.  Dr.  Graham  is  evidently  a  little  at  sea.  He  said 
that  what  we  should  attack  in  this  matter  is  the  constitution  that  we  are  under,  and  that 
while  we  are  under  that  constitution  we  must  accept  all  that  it  involves.  I  do  not  think  that 
at  all.  Constitutions  are  reformed  and  remodelled.  Our  constitution  may  be  such  that  we 
cannot  approve  of  it,  and  it  is  our  duty  and  our  place  as  rational  beings  to  seek  its  repeal  by 
constitutional  means.  That  is  what  we  have  been  doing  from  the  outset  in  this  Medical 
Defence  Association  ;  but  it  does  not  appear  to  have  got  through  Dr.  Graham  that  that  is 
what  we  are  at.  That  is  the  only  point  for  which  the  Medical  Defence  Association  was 
formed  and  for  which  we  have  been  striving  throughout.  Now,  I  am  somewhat  surprised 
that  this  resolution  does  not  commend  itself  to  the  members  of  this  Council.  I  think  the 
concession  that  it  asks  for  is  a  reasonable  one  for  this  Council  to  grant,  and  that,  to  my 
mind  too,  without  any  loss  of  dignity  or  prestige  ;  and  that  by  so  doing  it  will  show  a  spirit 
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of  compliance  and  conciliation  that  could  not  fail  to  be  appreciated  by  the  profession,  and 
which  would  therefore  make  for  peace.  I  do  not  attach  any  importance  to  the  argument 
that  has  been  urged  on  the  score  of  economy.  The  economy  of  this  Council  is  so  one-sided, 
partial  and  spasmodic  that  it  cannot  be  genuine.  It  is  only  when  information  is  sought  in 
the  interests  of  tl\e  profession  that  we  are  treated  to  platitudes  on  expense  and  histrionics 
on  economy.  When  it  is  with  the  object  of  bolstering  up  the  very  debatable  acts  of  the 
majority  and  their  obstructive  votes  that  legal  opinions 

Dr.  Britton — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.     Is  it  correct  to  use  the  term  "obstructive  " 
vote  1 

The  President — Dr.  Sangster,  will  you  be  kind  enough  to  withdraw  the  word  ? 

Dr.  Sangster— Yes,  I  will  withdraw  the  word.     When  it  is  a  question  about  bolstering 
up  the  very  debatable  contentions — the  word  "debatable"  is  not  out  of  order — of  the  ma- 
jority in  this  Council  by  legal  opinions  of  doubtful  validity  and  by  $20.00  quasi-legal  letters 
not  touching  one  point  of  law,  but  merely  tendering  to  the  territorial  members  in  this  pro- 
fession instead  impertinent  advice  as  to  how  they  should  conduct  their  business  in  the  inter- 
ests of  their  constituents,  then  the  gentlemen  who  are  now  so  loudly  and  suddenly  eloquent 
about  economy  are  perfectly  dumb.     I  do  not  suppose  the  whole  sum  involved  in  obtaining 
that  opinion  now  asked  for  would  reach  $100.00,  and  it  would  perhaps  not  reach  $50.00  ; 
and,  under  the  circumstances,  I  think  that  might  be  money  profitably  and  well  expended. 
We  heard  last  year  and  on  other  occasions  expressions  dropped  by  members  of  this  Council 
which  showed  that  the  Council  have,  as  a  whole,  a  just  dread  of  law  suits  and  their  incidental 
expenses.     Now,  it  is  well  known  there  is  a  great  deal  of  angry  feeling  in  the  profession 
regarding  the  points  which  this  opinion  is  intended  to  cover.     That  feeling  of  irritation  has 
not  been  allayed  ;  it  has  been  strongly  intensified  by  the  acts  of  the  Council  last  year  in 
reinstating  the  coercive  clauses  of  the  Medical  Act  ;  and  whenever  your  preliminaries  regard- 
ing erasures  from  the  Register  shall  have  ripened  into  deeds,  in  all  probability  this  Council 
will  have  to  face  not  one  but  many  actions  at  law  ;  and  even  though   the  decisions  of  the 
courts  should  be,  as  they  may  be — I  am  not  lawyer  enough  to  determine — favorable  to  the 
position  of  this  Council,  and  if  the  courts  decide  that  all  the  Acts  and  by-laws  reviewed  were 
intra  vires  of  the  Legislature  and  intra  vires  of  this  Council,  any  one  of  such  affirmative 
decisions,  founded  as  it  would  be  on  an  action  at  law,  would  cost  the  Council  many  times 
$100.00.     I  think,  therefore,  provided  you  are  sure  of  your  ground,  as  you  profess  to  be,  it 
would  be  a  wise  thing  to  obtain  this  opinion,  and  to  thus  stave  off  possibly  some  very  vexa- 
tious and  costly  law  suits  by  satisfying  those  concerned  that  in  resisting  the  tax  they  have 
not,  legally  speaking,  a  leg  to  stand  upon.     I  do  not  sympathize  with  the  remarks  made  that 
in  seeking  this  opinion  we  are  offering  any  mark  of  censure  or  want  of  confidence  to  Mr. 
Osier.     I  conceive  that  Mr.  Osier  is  out  of  the  case  in  this  matter.     The  object  concerned 
is  not  to  support,  not  to  confirm  the  unwavering  faith  of  the  Council  in  Mr.  Osier,  but  to 
satisfy  the  unbelieving,  to  convince  the  sceptical  who  are  disputing  the  legality  of  this  tax 
in  some  or  all  of  its  aspects  that  they  are  wrong  and  that  the  Council  are  right.    This  Council, 
or  rather  the  older  members  of  this  Council,  have  fixed  upon  Mr.  Osier  the  paternity  of  the 
coercive  clauses  of  the  Act.     That  being  the  case,  that  partiality  which  all  parents  show  to 
their  offspring,  especially  to  their  brain  progeny,  renders  Mr.  Osier  a  prejudiced  and  there- 
fore an  incompetent  witness  ;  he  is  in  the  position  of  a  juryman  who  has  not  only  formed  an 
opinion  of  the  case  about  to  be  tried,   but  who  has  repeated  it  publicly  over  and  over  again, 
and  is  therefore  on  that  subject  very  properly  ruled  out  of  court.     At  any  rate,  it  is  clear  to 
all  that  he  is  not  likely,  under  the  circumstances,  to  be  anxious  to  pick  flaws  or  to  find  holes 
in  his  own  workmanship.     If  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Christopher  Robinson  wrere  obtained,  and 
it  confirmed  Mr.  Osier's  opinion,  as  very  possibly  it  might  do,   it  would  greatly  strengthen 
that  opinion.     You  profess  you  are  quite  sure  that  Mr.  Osier  is  quite  right,  and  therefore  I 
cannot  understand  why,  in  order  to  remove  a  bone  of  contention  from  the  profession,  you 
refuse  to  expend  the  small  sum  that  is  asked  for  so  as  to  carry  the  matter  outside  of  the 
present  deadlock  that  seems  to  exist  between  the  profession  and  the  Council.     I  have 
nothing  to  say  disparaging  to  Mr.  Osier's  great  ability  ;  I  acknowledge  his  great  eminence 
in  his  profession,  and  I  believe  that  in  his  own  line,  as  my  friend  Dr.  McLaughlin  remarks, 
he  stands  unapproached  ;  but  at  the  same  time,  I  may  remind  you  that  it  is  by  following 
Mr.  Osier's  advice  that  Section  41a  was  obtained,  and  that  this  Council  provoked  and  have 
promoted  a  rebellion  that  will  never  be  allayed  until  it  eventuates  in  revolution.     Moreover. 
I  may  proceed  to  say  that  in  legal  matters  this  Council  have  been  in  the  keeping  of  Mr.  Osier 
for  ten  years  past,  and  during  the  whole  of  that  time  they  were  also  forensically  brooded  over 
with  watchful  care  by  a  very  distinguished  territorial   representative  who,  on  account  of  his 
eminent  legal  attainments  and  knowledge  of  law,   I  believe  was  commonly  known  in  this 
hamberby  the  sobriquet  of  the  "Chief  Justice  "  of  the  profession,  and  yet,  notwithstanding 
their  double  legal  guardianship  and  legal  nourishment  from  without  and  from  within,  this 
Council — (not  this  Council,  but  the  last  Council  and  their  predecessors)     were  Buffered  to 
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in  blissful  ignorance  of  the  fact  that  every  year  of  their  existence  they  were  breaking 
their  own  by-laws  and  grossly  overriding  the  several  provisions  of  the  Medical  Act.  Now, 
I  claim  that  a  legal  gentleman  who  did  not  notice  or  did  not  object  to  the  many  breaches  in 
those  respects  that  were  committed  by  our  predecessors  can  scarcely  feel  insulted  if  intel- 
ligent and  interested  men  refuse  to  swallow  his  legal  opinions,  holus  bolus,  without  any  ques- 
tion. I  do  think  it  would  make  for  peace,  that  it  would  remove  the  trouble  with  most  of 
those  who  are  non-payers  if  you  can  obtain  from  a  perfectly  impartial  and  independent 
source  an  opinion  that  the  Council  are  right  on  these  matters.  It  is  well  known  that  among 
many  eminent  lawyers  the  opinion  prevails  that  it  was  not  intra  vires  of  the  local  House  to 
make  an  Act  overriding  the  Statute  of  Limitations,  especially  in  the  face  of  the  fact  that  the 
Legislature  consented  to  that  Act  in  1891,  and  consented  not  to  repeal  that  Act  in  1892 
upon  the  distinct  assurance — as  we  have  Mr.  Meredith  and  other  members  of  the  House  in 
evidence — that  there  was  no  intention  on  the  part  of  this  Council  to  make  that  principle 
retroactive  in  its  application.  There  are  many  lawyers  who  deny  that  a  certificate,  a 
diploma,  a  license  to  practice  medicine  purchased  thirty  or  forty  years  ago,  paid  for  and 
secured  unconditionally  from  the  Dominion  authorities,  over  the  signature  and  seal  of  the 
Governor-General,  can  be  revoked  and  made  of  no  effect  at  the  will  of  a  body  created  by  a 
local  and  provincial  Parliament.  There  are  many  of  us  who  believe  that  Section  3  of  By-law 
69,  passed  last  year,  was  ultra  vires  of  the  Council.  Here  is  my  own  feeling  about  the 
matter I  notice  you  are  looking  at  your  watch,  Mr.  President  ;  is  my  time  nearly  up  ? 

The  President — You  are  one  minute  over  time. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  will  sit  down  at  once.  I  do  think  you  should  have  called  Dr.  Geikie 
to  order  when  he  began  to  encroach  on  that  subject  ;  he  is  not  technically  out  of  place,  but 
he  is  in  reality,  because  the  Act  of  1893  decided  that  university  representatives  should  have 
no  voice  in  the  reinstitution  or  the  suspension  of  those  by-laws.  Last  year  we  suffered  Dr. 
Britton  and  one  or  two  university  representatives  to  express  themselves  both  during  the 
time  that  by-law  was  being  considered  and  before,  but  I  do  not  think  it  was  good  taste  for 
them  to  do  so.    The  matter  is  purely  within  the  purview  of  the  territorial  representatives. 

A  voice — That  is  for  voting  only. 

Dr.  Britton — My  good  sense  has  been  called  in  question  just  now  as  to  my  act  of  last 
year  when  I  spoke  in  favor  of  the  assessment ;  and  I  must  say  a  few  words.  It  is  very  true 
that  the  amendment  of  1893  to  our  Act  (as  I  said  last  year)  paralyzed  my  arm  and  I  cannot 
vote  in  favor  of  an  assessment,  but  I  am  very  glad  that  I  have  an  opportunity  of  saying  a 
few  words,  and  in  this  connection  I  think  I  am  not  out  of  order  ;  I  am  speaking  now  on  a 
question  of  privilege.. 

The  President — You  are  quite  in  order. 

Dr.  Britton — It  is  quite  in  order  for  me  to  go  backward  a  little  to  see  how  it  came 
about  that  I  and  the  representatives  of  the  different  universities  and  schools  were  deprived 
of  certain  privileges  which  we  had  formerly  ;  I  shall  go  as  far  back  as  the  time  that  we  had 
a  joint  committee.  The  origin  of  that  committee  was  this,  in  this  Council  it  was  resolved 
that  a  committee  be  appointed  for  the  purpose  of  conferring  with  a  committee  to  be  sent 
by  the  so-called  Defence  Association.  The  initiative  was  taken  in  this  Council,  so  far  as  I 
know  ;  and  in  accordance  with  that  a  committee  was  appointed  by  the  Defence  Association, 
and  we  met  in  this  room.  I  need  not  go  over  the  deliberations  that  took  place  on  that 
occasion,  but  I  will  say  this,  that  it  was  stated  by  one  member  of  that  committee,  after 
all  efforts  had  been  made  that  could  have  been  made  for  conciliation  by  the  committee  of  the 
Council,  that  the  efforts  of  the  Defence  Association  would  not  cease  here.  This  gentleman 
spoke  in  a  very  excited  manner,  and  he  used  threats  ;  I  think  that  the  threats  that  he  used 
were  corroborated  by  other  members  of  that  committee — I  would  not  say  that  positively, 
but  at  any  rate  their  acts  subsequently  went  to  show  that  they  quite  approved  of  these 
threats.  The  threats  were  of  this  nature,  that  the  Legislature  would  be  approached,  that 
they  had  already  been  using  their  private  influence  with  members  of  our  local  Legislature, 
that  they  would  continue  to  do  so  ;  that  this  body  was  not  constitutionally  organized  because 
the  representatives  of  the  schools  should  not  have  any  voice  in  the  disposition  of  the  funds 
of  this  Council  nor  in  the  collection  of  the  funds  necessary  to  carry  on  their  work.  I  do  not 
think  that  that  gentleman,  nor  any  other  gentleman  who  was  a  member  of  that  committee, 
will  deny  that  that  course  was  pursued  ;  what  we  saw  from  time  to  time,  week  in  and  week 
out,  year  in  and  year  out  I  was  going  to  say,  in  the  public  press  is  quite  sufficient  to  convince 
anybody  that  that  was  the  line  of  procedure  ;  and  I  know  as  a  matter  of  fact  that  members 
of  the  Legislature  were  approached  in  that  way.  As  I  say,  the  threat  was  made  that  the 
public  would  be  appealed  to,  that  the  efforts  would  not  be  limited  to  trying  to  convince  the 
members  of  the  profession,  but  that  their  efforts  would  be  extended  in  other  directions  ; 
that  is,  to  convince  the  public,  and,  as  I  said,  to  convince  the  legislators  by  speaking  to 
them  privately.  The  charge,  if  not  already  made,  was  made  very  shortly  after  that,  that 
the  School  men  had  managed  to  attach  to  them  a  sufficient  number  of  territorial  representa- 
tives, and  that  they  had  whipped  the  homoeopaths  into  line,  so  that  they  were  able  to  control 
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the  deliberations  of  this  body.  The  School  men  were  an  obnoxious  class  here,  they  had 
no  right  to  be  here,  they  were  not  sent  here  by  those  who  were  paying  any  fees,  and, 
therefore,  they  should  not  even  sit  here — that  the  profession  should  be  governed  by  those 
elected  by  the  profession  itself  alone.  Now,  I  say  that  statement  (and  I  am  within 
parliamentary  rules  when  I  say  it)  that  the  School  men  were  controlling  the  deliberations 
of  this  body,  and  leading  by  the  nose  respectable  men,  men  of  intelligence,  men  who  knew 
just  as  much  as  they  what  the  profession  required,  men  who  were  looked  upon 
as  respectable  men  in  the  community,  was  without  a  foundation  or  tittle  of  truth. 
That  was  the  representation  made  to  our  legislators.  4  I  say,  then,  by  unfair  means, 
by  using  an  argument  which  was  not  truthful  in  any  sense  of  the  word,  certain  legislators 
were  influenced,  and  the  result  of  it  was  the  School  men  were  deprived  of  using  their  fran- 
chise in  the  way  of  determining  how  much  funds  it  was  necessary  that  this  Council  should 
have  for  the  purpose  of  conducting  their  affairs  in  the  proper  way,  and  how  those  funds  were 
to  be  raised.  I  say  that  was  unfair,  I  say  it  was  unjust,  and  I  say  it  is  unfair  to-day  that 
the  representatives  of  the  universities  and  colleges  have  not  an  opportunity  of  voting  on  a 
question  of  that  kind,  no  matter  what  certain  few  men  may  think  regarding  it.  I  do  not 
know  that  those  men  have  ever  thought  of  it ;  possibly  they  have  ;  if  they  have,  they  will 
pardon  me  for  repeating  what  they  already  know.  I  wonder  if  it  has  ever  struck  them  that 
the  large  proportion  of  funds  used  by  this  Council  for  their  purposes  comes  from  the  students 
of  this  country  ?  It  has  been  said  by  them  that  I  represent  the  members  of  the  medical 
faculty  of  the  University  of  Toronto.  I  deny  any  such  imputation.  What  do  I  come  here 
for?  Do  I  come  here  for  the  purpose  of  looking  after  the  interests  of  the  few  individual 
men,  members  of  that  faculty,  or  looking  after  the  interests  of  the  faculty  itself  ?  Do  I  not 
come  here  for  the  purpose  of  looking  after  the  interests  of  the  students  of  the  University  of 
Toronto  ?  I  say  I  do  ;  that  is  my  business  here.  It  is  my  business  to  see  that  a  proper 
curriculum  is  formed  ;  it  is  my  business  to  see  to  it  that  the  provisions  of  the  curriculum 
are  observed  ;  it  is  my  business  to  see  that  no  favors  are  granted  to  any  other  institution  ; 
it  is  my  business  to  see  that  no  special  favors  are  granted  to  the  University  of  Toronto  ;  and 
it  is  my  business  to  stand  here  and  see  that  justice  is  done  between  the  schools,  and  to  see 
that  men  are  properly  educated  ;  and  I  say  that  the  argument  of  those  gentlemen  that  I  am 
not  a  representative  tax-payer — I  will  use  that  term — falls  entirely  to  the  ground.  This  tax 
is  only  a  small  affair  compared  with  our  complete  and  total  revenue  ;  it  is  a  comparatively 
small  affair  compared  with  what  has  come  in  from  the  students  even  during  the  present  year. 
During  the  present  year  we  have  received  from  students  coming  up  for  the  fall  examination 
$1,410.00,  and  from  those  who  went  up  for  the  recent  spring  examination,  $8,505.00,  making 
a  total  of  $9,915.00,  and  the  amount  of  assessments  paid  during  the  year  is  $7,083.00  as  against 
over  $9,000.00,  nearly  $10,000.00,  paid  by  the  students  ;  and  forsooth,  then,  I  must  not 
even  be  allowed  to  say  a  word,  because  I  am  the  representative  of  a  university.  I  know 
the  ultimate  end  and  aim  of  those  gentlemen  who  have  taken  this  ground  in  opposition  to 
the  representation  of  the  schools,  because  they  have  stated  it.  When  they  first  started  out 
on  their  campaign  they  stated  it, — that  they  would  not  rest  satisfied  until  the  profession 
was  properly  represented,  and  until  the  schools  had  no  voice  in  this  matter.  I  am  correct, 
I  think,  when  I  make  this  statement,  and  I  am  satisfied  it  cannot  be  successfully  confuted. 
It  has  been  stated  time  and  again — it  was  stated  in  their  original  manifesto — it  was  stated 
certainly  by  one  of  their  exponents  in  some  of  the  letters,  that  that  was  the  ultimate  end 
and  aim 

Dr.  Sangster — May  I  just  put  Dr.  Britton  right  on  one  point  on  which  he  is  a  little 
astray  ?  The  claim  was  that  the  representatives  of  the  universities  had  a  right  in  this 
Council  so  far  as  education  and  examination  went,  but  their  right  to  meddle  with  the 
government  of  the  profession  was  what  was  attacked. 

Dr.  Britton — Mr.  President,  is  my  time  nearly  up  ? 

The  President — You  have  two  minutes  more. 

Dr.  Britton — Of  course  I  must  endorse  what  has  been  said  by  others  regarding  Mr. 
Osier's  ability.  We  have  had  no  reason  so  far  to  find  fault  with  Mr.  Osier's  acts  in  rela- 
tion to  this  Council  ;  he  has  done  his  work  well,  and  I,  for  one,  can  not  vote  for  any 
measure  which  would  cast  a  reflection  upon  a  man  who  is  worthy  of  our  confidence.  We 
have  a  solicitor  that  I  think  is  the  peer  of  any.  No  matter  what  litigation  I  should  bo  .n 
any  time  forced  to  enter  upon,  I  would  be  perfectly  satisfied  to  put  my  case  in  the  hands  of 
Mr.  Osier,  and  I  think  this  Council  should  likewise  be  satisfied  to  do  so.  We  have  no  right 
to  pass  over  him,  and  to  do  so  would  be  really  offering  him  an  insult.  I  can  not  vote  for 
the  motion.  There  is  one  other  matter  on  which  I  wish  to  speak.  I  wish  to  make  a 
rection  in  the  speech,  I  think,  of  Dr.  Sangster.  I  inferred  from  what  Dr.  Sangster  said 
that  Mr.  Meredith — the  present  Chief  Justice,  Sir  W.  R.  Meredith— manifested  opposi- 
tion to  any  enactment  in  this  Council  which  would  be  retroactive  in  its  character.  I 
happened,  not  as  a  member  of  the  Legislation  Committee,  but  on  the  invitation  of  Dr. 
Thorburn,  who  at  that  time   was  the   chairman    of  that    committee,   t«»   be   present  at    an 
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interview  which  was  held  with  Sir  Oliver  Mowat  and  other  members  of  the  Government  in 
relation  to  the  Meacham  Bill,  which  was  then  before  the  committee  appointed  by  the 
House.  I  recollect  very  well  that  Mr.  Meredith  was  present,  and  that  he  said  very  little. 
Mr.  Meredith  did  say,  "  Gentlemen,  is  this  thing  necessary,  or  is  it  not  ?  is  this  money 
required,  or  is  it  not  ?  Two  dollars  a  year  is  a  very  trifling  matter  ;  if  it  is  necessary  then 
of  course  it  ought  go  be  paid."  But  he  never  took  any  exception  to  the  fact  that  we  were 
seeking  to  collect  what  had  been  due,  never  said  a  word  against  it.  I  have  something  more 
to  say,  too.  Mr.  Meredith  was  in  opposition,  as  we  all  know.  I  had  a  long  conversation 
regarding  the  matter  with  a  leading  member  of  the  Government,  and  he  concluded  the 
conversation  by  saying,  "Well,  Britton, — (I  know  him  very  well) — all  that  I  have  to  say  is 
that  it  is  a  very  picayune  matter  ;  "  and  he  used  some  rather  forcible  expressions,  quite  as- 
forcible  as  that. 

Dr.  Armour — Would  you  name  the  member  ? 

Dr.  Britton — No  ;  I  do  not  name  the  member.  You  should  be  satisfied  to  take  my 
word.     I  believe  I  am  an  honest,  truthful  man. 

Dr.  Armour — I  am  not  questioning  your  word  ;  I  want  the  information.  Do  you 
refuse  it  1 

Dr.  Britton — I  do  refuse  it. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  think  it  is  a  matter  of  customary  usage  that  men  shall  not  make 
statements  and  base  arguments  upon  them  if  they  are  not  prepared  to  give  names. 

The  President — I  shall  rule  on  that  matter  that  it  is  not  necessary  for  Dr.  Britton  to 
give  the  name.  It  is  not  parliamentary  practice  to  give  the  name,  but  the  practice  is  con- 
trary to  that  entirely. 

Dr.  Britton — The  subsequent  acts  of  the  Government,  I  think,  will  fairly  convince  us 
that  the  opinion  expressed  by  that  individual  member  of  the  Government  was  also  held  by 
his  colleagues.  I  am  not  going  to  call  anybody  names,  but  I  do  want  to  say  that  I  should 
be  ashamed  to  accept  the  privileges  granted  by  the  corporation  of  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  and  to  be  a  member  and  get  all  the  benefits  and  pay  nothing  for  them.  I  pay 
my  $2.00  as  a  matter  of  principle  and  as  a  matter  of  self-protection,  and  as  a  matter  of  right 
to  myself.  I  pay  it  individually  outside  altogether  of  my  constituents,  and  as  far  as  I  can, 
I  shall  insist  upon  it,  with  the  exception  of  those  for  whom  we  have  consideration  as  shown 
in  the  resolution  introduced  yesterday  by  Dr.  Campbell,  as  far  as  my  humble  voice  goes, 
that  every  member  of  the  profession  in  this  Province  will  pay  his  honest  debts  and  make  a 
fair  recompense  for  what  he  receives. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  rise  to  correct  some  statements  made  by  Dr.  Britton  with  regard  to 
myself  personally.  Dr.  Britton  rose  to  show  that  I  had  made  a  mis-statement  with  regard 
to  Mr.  Meredith,  but  I  do  not  think  he  did  show  it  in  the  least.  I  agree  with  Dr.  Britton 
that  Mr.  Meredith  was  in  favor  of  Section  41a,  and  that  I  heard  him  in  committee  say  that 
if  the  money  had  to  be  collected  that  was  the  only  way  to  collect  it.  I  am  frank  enough  to 
say  what  I  heard,  but  it  seems  to  me  Mr.  Meredith  and  other  members  of  the  House  are  in 
evidence  in  the  reports  of  the  debate  to  the  effect  that  it  was  understood  that  that  clause 
was  not  to  be  made  retroactive  in  its  application. 

Dr.  Thorburn — I  rise  now  merely  to  corroborate  what  has  fallen  from  the  lips  of  Dr. 
Britton  in  reference  to  the  committee  at  the  House.  Not  only  did  Mr.  Meredith  express 
himself  in  that  way,  but  nine-tenths  of  the  profession  as  represented  in  the  House  were  of 
that  opinion.  I  also  want  to  say  that  I  quite  agree  that  it  is  a  most  contemptible  thing  to 
object  to  a  small  contribution  paid  to  the  support  of  our  profession.  There  is  no  other 
profession  in  existence  that  is  a  corporate  body,  the  members  of  which  do  not  contribute 
something  to  its  support ;  even  the  mechanic  and  the  laboring  man  have  organizations,  and 
they  contribute  something  to  the  support  of  those  organizations.  I  shall  vote  against  the 
measure. 

Dr.  Barrick — I  have  a  very  strong  feeling  against  this  Council  or  against  anybody 
spending  the  time  of  one  session  to  legislate  and  the  time  of  the  next  session  to  undo  what 
they  have  done  the  session  before  (hear,  hear);  it  was  upon  that  ground  that  1  voted 
against  Dr.  Shaw's  resolution  that  he  brought  in  and  spoke  to  yesterday.  Last  year  we 
settled  that  matter,  and  I  think  it  would  be  a  very  unwise  expenditure  of  the  money  of  this 
Council  to  upset  the  work  we  did  last  year.  I  am  one  of  the  territorial  representatives  that 
came  to  this  Council  unpledged  in  any  way  at  all.  Every  one  knows  that  there  has  been  a 
bone  of  contention  before  the  profession  for  a  number  of  years  ;  every  one  knows  that  that 
bone  of  contention  has  been  placed  under  the  nose  of  nearly  every  practitioner  in  this 
Province,  until  the  odor  of  that  decaying  bone  has  been  such  that  every  medical  man  really 
got  disgusted  with  it.  (Hear,  hear.)  I  was  very  sorry  last  year  to  find  that  this  bone  had 
been  brought  before  this  Council,  and  I  acted  last  year  in  the  way  I  did  with  a  view  to 
having  this  bone  buried,  and  I  was  very  glad  to  follow  my  friend  Dr.  Williams,  and  my 
friend  Dr.  Bray,  in  an  effort  that  promised  to  restore  peace  and  harmony  to  the  profession, 
and  to  secure  what  I  fondly  hoped  would  be  the  last  burial  of  this  bone  of  contention.     Last 
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year  we  said  it  was  right  and  proper  that  we  should  have  this  clause,  but  we  were  willino- 
that  the  penal  clause  should  be  held  in  abeyance  for  one  year  in  order  that  we  might 
restore  the  good  feeling  and  harmony  of  the  profession,  and  to  see  the  results  thereof,  and 
to  be  guided  by  the  results  of  our  action  in  re-instituting  this  section  of  the  Act.  I  am 
gratified  to  see  in  the  collections  last  year,  amounting  to  $7,083.00,  ample  proof  and  testimony 
that  the  course  we  adopted  last  year  was  the  proper  course  to  pursue,  but  I  am  very  sorry  to 
find  the  bone  that  we  thought  was  buried  last  year  has  been  resurrected  this  year.  I  cannot 
give  my  consent  to  this  motion,  but  I  shall  again  take  the  position  I  did  last  year  and 
endeavor  to  keep  the  bone  buried  as  long  as  it  is  possible  to  do  so.  Dr.  Williams,  in  his 
able  speech,  and  the  other  members  who  have  spoken,  have  stated  the  case  most  clearly,  but 
the  strong  ground  I  take  is  that  we  should  not  in  one  session  undo  what  we  have  done  the 
session  before,  but  should  let  it  stand  for  a  few  years  and  see  how  it  works  out,  and  I  am 
satisfied  if  we  do  so  the  sore  will  get  less,  but  if  we  do  not  the  constant  irritation  will  be 
sure  to  make  it  worse.  The  only  object  I  can  see  in  getting  another  opinion  upon  this 
matter  would  be  to  do  what  we  had  to  do  in  the  city  of  Toronto  ;  we  had  to  bring  an  expert 
engineer  from  England  to  settle  a  difficulty  here  that  seemed  so  plain  that  everybody 
thought  it  was  an  unnecessary  expenditure  of  public  money.  Now,  if  every  man  in  connec- 
tion with  this  Council  will  solemnly  pledge  himself  to  bury  that  bone  forever,  if  Christopher 
Robinson's  opinion  is  in  harmony  with  what  we  have  done,  that  is  the  only  reason  I  can  see, 
and  the  only  good  I  can  see.  But  if  Christopher  Robinson's  opinion  is  given,  I  am  just  as 
satisfied,  if  it  is  in  harmony  with  what  we  have  done,  there  will  be  other  members  who  will 
want  some  other  opinion  next  year,  and  have  the  same  bone  resurrected  again  next  year. 
The  only  advantage  in  getting  that  opinion  that  I  can  see  would  be  for  every  man  to  pledge 
that  he  would  be  bound,  and  that  he  would  never  again  bring  that  bone  before  this  Council, 
if  Christopher  Robinson  says  the  imposition  of  the  fee  is  right. 

Dr.  Thornton — I  only  want  to  say  a  word  or  two  in  regard  to  the  nature  of  the  discus- 
sion. It  seems  to  me  we  may  discuss  this  subject  to  any  length  on  the  lines  on  which  we 
are  going  and  yet  accomplish  nothing  whatever.  The  first  question  to  my  mind  is,  Are  we 
loyal  in  our  support  to  this  Council  ?  I,  for  one,  declare  my  loyalty  to  the  support  of  this 
Council.  Then  the  next  question  that  arises  is,  How  are  we  going  to  get  the  necessary 
funds  to  carry  out  our  aims  ?  If  we  find  in  the  transaction  of  our  business  we  are  incurring 
losses — you  may  think  I  am  entirely  out  of  order,  but  I  see  no  other  way  to  get  at  it — that 
necessitate  a  certain  amount  of  money  being  in  our  treasury,  the  question  will  arise,  Can 
these  troubles  be  obviated  or  not  ?  I  twice  or  three  times  said  last  year  in  this  Council  that 
we  were  continually  keeping  the  cart  before  the  horse.  We  are  doing  the  same  thing  now, 
and  it  seems  to  me  we  are  going  to  have  to  put  our  heads  together  before  we  ever  get  it 
turned  round.  We  may  wander  all  over  the  field,  we  may  discuss  the  matter  in  every  shape 
we  like,  but  unless  we  settle  the  one  question  as  to  the  necessities  of  this  Council  first,  and 
the  necessary  expenses  to  carry  on  their  undertakings,  we  will  never  get  the  other  point 
settled.  Dr.  Barrick  has  talked  a  great  deal  about  burying  this  bone  of  contention  ;  there 
is  not  a  member  more  anxious  to  bury  every  bone  of  contention  than  I  am.  I  say,  and  I 
say  positively,  that  this  Council  have  never  buried  the  bone  of  contention  with  a  decent 
burial  ;  they  have  undertaken  to  bury  it,  but  invariably  have  left  one  end  of  the  bone 
sticking  out,  and  until  we  get  away  from  that  mode  of  procedure  I  do  not  see  how  we  are 
going  to  settle  this  trouble. 

Dr.  Henry — I  regret  very  much  indeed  that  this  resolution  has  been  brought  before 
the  Council  this  morning.  I  thought  last  year,  after  the  discussion  and  the  time  and  atten- 
tion given  to  the  subject,  we  would  never  hear  it  moved  again.  I  think  what  Dr.  Armour 
asks  for — a  special  committee  to  consider  this  question — is  quite  unnecessary.  We  have 
had,  and  acted  upon,  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Osier,  and  in  that  opinion  I  have  every  confidence. 
More  than  that,  I  may  say  that  through  the  country  where  I  live  I  find  the  constituents  I 
represent  do  not  object  to  the  payment  of  a  small  fee,  but  they  do  object  to  the  coercive 
character  of  Section  41a,  and  that  I  myself  object  to  strongly  ;  as  I  objected  to  it  years  ago, 
so  I  am  prepared  to  object  to  it  to-day.  But  I  maintain  that  every  gentleman  who  is  a 
member  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  should  oe  honest  enough  and 
manly  enough  to  pay  his  $2.00  a  year,  and  I  think  it  would  be  a  great  injustice  to  the  men 
who  have  paid  year  after  year  to  get  an  opinion  from  another  lawyer  in  the  city  of  Toronto- 
that  would  let  other  gentlemen  escape.  I  say  every  man  should  pay,  or  if  they  will  not 
pay,  then  those  that  have  paid  and  have  been  loyal  to  the  Council  should  get  their  money 
back.  I  hope  the  resolution  will  not  carry,  and  I  am  sorry  we  have  wasted  the  whole 
morning  at  an  expense,  I  suppose,  of  $250.00  or  $300.00.  It  is  perfectly  absurd  to  talk  of 
economy,  and  then  indulge  in  such  a  long-winded  discussion  as  this  has  been.  We  have 
talked  about  going  home  on  Saturday  night,  but  it  seems  to  me  the  way  we  are  going  we 
shall  be  here  two  weeks,  and  the  Council  will  have  another  $4,000.00  to  pay,  and  1  leave  it 
to  you  to  say  where  the  money  is  to  come  from. 

Dr.  Dickson — I  have  preferred  to  keep  my  seat  rather  than  take  the  floor  since  I  came 
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here,  because  I  have  observed  that  much  of  the  time  occupied  has  been  really  of  no  value 
either  to  the  Council  or  to  the  profession.  When  this  matter  was  brought  before  the 
Council  this  morning  it  seemed  to  me  that  we  have  been  beating  about  the  bush,  and  are 
yet  very  far  away  from  catching  the  bird.  It  has  occurred  to  me  the  wisest  course  to  pursue 
would  be  to  allow  a  test  case  to  be  brought  up  ;  it  would  not  be  necessary  that  every  man 
in  arrears  should  be  at  once  pounced  upon  and  an  action  instituted.  If  a  test  case  were 
brought  up  it  might  be  that  Mr.  Christopher  Robinson  would  be  selected  to  defend,  and  the 
probability  is  that  we  would  thus  be  able  to  determine  the  question  finally  and  certainly  ; 
and  the  Council,  I  think,  have  sufficient  good  judgment  if  we  lost  in  that  case  to  refrain  from 
any  further  action  of  that  kind.  It  seems  to  me  that  is  the  only  practicable  way  in  which 
we  could  reach  a  determination  in  this  case,  and  it  certainly  would  be  a  more  sensible  course 
than  to  quietly  sneak  off  and  ask  an  opinion  from  another  solicitor,  when  we  have  a  solicitor 
who  has  been  engaged  and  who,  so  far  as  I  can  learn,  has  given  the  utmost  satisfaction  in 
the  past.  There  is  another  point  in  reference  to  the  remark  that  fell  from  Dr.  Armour  to 
which  I  must  offer  some  reply,  and  that  is,  that  most  of  the  territorial  members,  if  not  all  of 
them,  came  here  pledged  to 

Dr.  Armour — I  said  a  majority. 

Dr.  Dickson — I  thought  you  said  all  the  members. 

Dr.  Armour — I  said  I,  understood  a  majority. 

Dr.  Dickson — I  thought  Dr.  Armour  said  they  were  all  pledged  to  vote  against  the 
penal  clause.  I  do  not  know  what  the  other  territorial  representatives  did,  but  I  know  that 
I  for  one  came  here  perfectly  free  in  that  matter.  I  stated  in  my  circular  to  the  electors 
;for  I  was  unable  to  see  them  all  personally,  and  I  had  to  approach  them  by  means  of 
circular)  that  so  far  as  I  could  see  it  would  not  be  a  thing  that  was  likely  to  be  an  objection 
at  all  ;  if  it  were  found  that  it  was  necessary  to  impose  a  fee  that  it  would  not  likely  be 
objected  to,  but  to  my  mind  it  would  be  really  necessary  to  impose  a  fee  from  year  to  year. 

Dr.  Shaw — I  rise  only  to  say  that  it  appears  it  is  quite  necessary  that  an  assess- 
ment on  the  members  of  the  profession  should  be  made  ;  and  I  quite  agree  with  the  idea 
that  every  member  should  pay  his  $2.00  a  year.  I  think  it  would  be  quite  time  for  us  to 
take  up  this  matter  when  a  case  is  brought  before  the  Council,  then  the  Council  would  be 
prepared  to  get  a  solicitor  to  defend  them,  and  it  is  not  necessary  until  then  that  they 
should  move  in  the  matter.     I  am  prepared  to  vote  against  the  motion. 

Dr.  Bray — I  want  to  say  in  the  first  place,  I  take  exception  to  Dr.  Armour's  statement 
as  to  how  I  came  here,  pledged  or  unpledged.  I  have  always  endeavored  since  this  difficulty 
has  arisen  between  the  members  of  the  profession  to  conciliate,  if  possible  ;  and  it  was  I 
who  moved  a  resolution  in  this  Council  for  that  purpose.  Since  some  of  these  gentlemen 
have  come  into  the  Council  I  personally  tried  to  conciliate  them,  but  apparently  they  will 
not  be  conciliated.  I  have  consulted  my  constituents,  and  they  have  approved  of  my  course 
not  only  in  this  matter  but  in  the  votes  I  have  given  in  this  Council.  Before  I  came  down 
here  last  year  I  laid  the  matter  of  the  imposition  of  this  tax  before  them  ;  and  they  said  to 
do  so  ;  and  I  brought  a  resolution  from  one  of  the  societies  authorizing  me  to  do  so.  I  met 
that  same  society  a  short  time  ago  and  they  said,  "  We  very  much  approve  of  your  action  in 
that  respect,  excepting  in  one  particular,  and  that  is,  we  believe  that  every  man  should  pay 
his  fees,  and  if  they  do  not  do  so  you  must  put  into  effect  the  clause  that  has  been  suspended, 
and  unless  you  do  that  we  will  have  to  send  somebody  else  to  the  Medical  Council."  That 
is  the  opinion  of  my  constituents,  and  that  being  the  case  I  must  abide  by  that,  and  as  a 
consequence  must  vote  against  this  motion.  My  constituents  are  perfectly  satisfied  with  the 
method  to  be  used  in  collecting  these  dues  ;  they  are  satisfied  it  is  necessary  and  they  are 
perfectly  willing  to  pay  it.  Under  those  circumstances  I  must  certainly  vote  against  the 
motion. 

Dr.  Brock — As  all  the  territorial  representatives  are  protesting,  I  rise  also  to  make  a 
statement ;  I  never  heard  a  medical  man  yet  object  to  the  payment  of  that  fee  ;  the  only 
thing  I  have  heard  is  that  they  are  wondering  at  our  not  putting  in  force  Section  41a  ;  they 
believe  we  should  take  every  measure  possible,  and,  as  I  stated  at  the  last  session,  that  we 
should  leave  nothing  undone  to  collect  that  money  immediately  ;  if  we  had  done  so  at  the 
last  session  we  would  have  had  all  our  money  in.  The  discussion  in  this  Council  reminds 
me  of  a  case  that  was  brought  before  a  judge,  who  when  he  saw  that  there  was  going  to  be 
a  good  deal  of  discussion,  and  a  great  deal  of  time  taken  up,  and  consequently  a  great  deal 
of  money  expended  on  both  sides,  asked  the  amount  of  money  at  stake,  and  when  he  was 
told  it  was  one  dollar,  he  pulled  a  dollar  out  of  his  pocket  and  settled  the  case  at  once.  I 
think  this  case  could  be  settled  by  asking  our  people  to  pay  down  their  dollars  or  have  the 
Defence  Association  pay  for  them. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and  on  a  vote  having  been  taken  declared  it  lost. 

Dr.  Sangster  called  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 
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The  Registrar,  Dr.  Pyne,  took  the  yeas  and  nays,  as  follows  : 

Yeas— Drs.  Armour,  Hanly,  McLaughlin,  Sangster  and  Thornton. — 5. 

Nays — Drs.  Barrick,  Bray,  Britton,  Brock,  Campbell,  Dickson,  Emory,  Geikie, 
Graham,  Henderson,  Henry,  Logan,  Luton,  Machell,  Moorhouse,  Rogers,  Rosebrugh, 
Shaw,  Thorburn  and  Williams. — 21. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Geikie,  seconded  by  Dr.  Graham,  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  the 
Printing  Committee  that  the  Annual  Announcement  of  the  Council  shall  be  got  ready  and 
mailed  to  the  profession  as  early  as  possible  in  August  of  each  year. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and  on  a  vote  having  been  taken  declared  it  carried. 

On  motion,  the  Council  adjourned  to  meet  again  at  2  o'clock  p.m. 


AFTERNOON    SESSION. 


The  Council  met  at  2  o'clock  p.m.,  in  accordance  with  motion  for  adjournment. 

The  President,  in  the  chair,  called  the  Council  to  order. 

The  Registrar  called  the  roll,  and  the  following  members  were  present  :  Drs.  Armour, 
Barrick,  Bray,  Britton,  Brock,  Campbell,  Dickson,  Emory,  Fowler,  Geikie,  Graham,  Hanly, 
Henderson,  Henry,  Logan,  Luton,  Moore,  Moorhouse,  McLaughlin,  Reddick,  Rogers, 
Sangster,   Shaw,   Thornton  and  Williams.

Enquiries. 

Dr.  Sangster — It  seems  to  me  I  have  something  to  enquire  about,  but  I  don't  know 
what  it  is.  I  will  not  be  brought  to  a  close  for  want  of  something,  so  I  will  make  an 
enquiry,  at  any  rate.  To  how  many  members  of  the  College  has  the  Registrar,  since  the 
last  meeting,  sent  a  certificate  of  having  paid  the  annual  fee  as  required  by  law  ? 

The  President — The  Registrar  informs  me  that  he  has  sent  to  1,131  members. 

Dr.  Sangster — Were  the  certificates  sent  in  every  case  ? 

The  President — Yes,  as  a  receipt. 

Dr.  Sangster — At  our  last  meeting,  the  Registrar,  I  believe,  was  instructed  to  enquire 
as  to  or  to  take  the  necessary  steps  to  procure,  if  possible,  the  seals  and  documents  belong- 
ing to  the  old  Eclectic  and  Homoeopathic  and  Provincial  Boards  of  Examiners.  Save  any 
steps  been  taken  in  that  matter  ? 

The  President — The  Registrar  informs  me  that  he  wrote  several  communications  to 
Dr.  Hall,  the  ex-Secretary  of  the  Eclectic  Board,  and  registered  one  communication  to  him, 
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but  has  not  received  any  reply.     That  is  all  that  has  been  done  in  regard  to  the  Eclectic 
Board. 

Dr.  Sangster — And  in  regard  to  the  Homoeopathic  and  Provincial  Boards  ? 

The  President — The  Registrar  informs  me  that  he  has  not  done  anything  at  all  with 
reference  to  those,  because  he  does  not  know  who  to  write  to,  unless  he  wrote  to  the  repre- 
sentatives in  the  Council. 

Dr.  Sangster — Then  we  are  just  where  we  were  last  year. 

The  President — I  presume  it  is  a  very  difficult  matter  indeed  to  get  information 
about.  If  any  member  of  the  Council  has  any  information  now  which  he  can  furnish,  or 
has  heard  of  any  information  and  would  furnish  it  to  the  Registrar,  it  would  help  to  forward 
the  matter. 

Reports  of  Standing  and  Special  Committees. 
Dr.  Bray  presented  and  read  the  Report  of  the  Discipline  Committee. 
To  the  President  and  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  : 

Gentlemen, — Your  Committee  on  Discipline  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  had 
under  consideration  the  cases  referred  to  them  at  the  last  meeting  of  this  Council  in  June, 
1895,  viz.  :  Those  of  Dr.  Parsons,  of  Coehill,  Ont.,  Dr.  J.  F.  Danter,  of  Toronto,  and  Dr. 
H.  O.  Martin,  of  Toronto. 

In  reference  to  the  former,  although  every  effort  has  been  made  by  your  committee  and 
the  Detective  to  serve  Dr.  Parsons,  we  have  so  far  been  unable  to  do  so.  Your  Detective 
has  visited  various  places  where  the  said  Dr.  Parsons  has  been  heard  of,  only  to  learn  that  he 
had  gone  to  some  other  locality,  and  he  finally  discovered  that  he  was  in  Manitoba.  Your 
committee  did  not  deem  it  advisable,  owing  to  the  enormous  expense  it  would  entail,  to  have 
the  Detective  visit  Manitoba  in  order  to  personally  serve  him.  Consequently  no  action  has 
been  taken  in  this  case  further  than  to  consult  our  Solicitor  in  regard  to  the  evidence  now 
in  our  possession,  which  he  informs  us  is  sufficient  to  warrant  your  committee  in  going  on 
with  the  trial  so  soon  as  Dr.  Parsons  can  be  served.  Acting  on  his  advice,  we  have  decided 
to  wait  until  an  opportunity  occurs  to  accomplish  this  without  any  great  expense  to  the 
Council.  Your  committee  learned  through  the  Detective  a  few  days  ago,  that  Dr. 
Parsons  had  returned  to  Ontario,  but  they  did  not  instruct  him  to  issue  a  summons  for  him 
to  appear  before  your  committee,  as  there  was  no  time  to  hear  the  case  before  the  present 
meeting  of  the  Council,  it  being  necessary  to  give  him  two  weeks'  notice.  Your  committee, 
however,  will  have  him  served,  and  go  into  the  investigation  at  as  early  a  date  as  possible. 

2.  After  examining  the  evidence  and  considering  all  the  circumstances  in  connection 
with  the  cases  of  Doctors  Danter  and  Martin,  we  would  recommend  that  no  action  be  taken 
at  present,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  these  parties  are  not  now,  nor  have  they  been  for  some 
time,  acting  in  an  unprofessional  manner  so  far  as  your  committee  are  aware.  But  this 
report  is  not  intended  in  any  way  to  convey  the  idea  that  no  action  shall  be  taken  on  the 
original  charges  should  your  committee  deem  it  advisable  to  do  so,  or  circumstances  arise 
making  it  necessary  to  proceed  with  the  investigation. 

3.  With  regard  to  the  following  resolution  referred  to  your  committee,  viz.  :  "  That  the 
Discipline  Committee  consider  whether  or  not  it  is  possible  to  arrange  a  method  whereby 
the  cost  of  trials  of  members  of  the  College  charged  with  infamous  conduct  can  be  reduced 
without  in  any  way  interfering  with  the  efficiency  of  said  trials,  and  further,  that  the  said 
committee  shall  report  to  this  Council  at  their  next  session  [1896]  whether  or  not  they  can 
suggest  any  means  of  reducing  the  cost  of  public  prosecutions,  and  that  they  confer  with  the 
Attorney  General  if  necessary," 

Your  committee  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  considered  the  matter  of  Discipline 
trials  in  all  its  bearings,  and  have  consulted  with  the  Deputy- Attorney-General  with  this 
result ':  That  it  is  impossible  in  our  opinion,  under  the  present  Act,  to  lessen  the  expense 
connected  with  such  trials  to  any  appreciable  degree.  Mr.  Cartwright  went  thoroughly 
into  the  question  with  us,  and  that  gentleman  could  suggest  no  better  or  cheaper  way  of 
conducting  those  trials  than  the  one  your  committee  has  always  adopted,  having  due  regard 
for  efficiency  ;  and  he  further  said  that  he  was  doubtful  if  any  amendment  to  the  Act  could 
be  made  that  would  insure  the  desired  result  as  economically  and  perfectly,  and  in  his 
judgment  the  present  Act  could  not  be  improved  upon. 

4.  In  the  matter  of  the  public  prosecutions  of  unregistered  persons,  we  put  the 
question  to  the  Deputy-Attorney-General  as  to  whether  or  not  the  Government  would  take 
upon  itself  to  conduct  and  pay  the  cost  of  such  prosecutions.  His  reply  was  that  he  would 
not  undertake  to  answer  that  question  in  the  absence  of  Sir  Oliver  Mowat,  as  it  was  one  of 
policy.  But  he  did  not  believe  that  the  Government  would  entertain  any  such  proposition, 
as  the  fines  in  such  cases  went  to  the  College. 
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Your  committee  have  sought  information  wherever  it  could  be  obtained,  hoping  to  be 
able  to  suggest  some  scheme  whereby  the  expenses  of  these  prosecutions  could  be  materially 
lessened,  and  at  the  same  time  satisfy  the  general  profession  by  ridding  the  Province  of 
unlicensed  quacks,  and  in  seeking  this  information  we  have  found  that  no  action  of  the 
Council  is  so  much  appreciated  by  the  practitioners  as  the  thorough  carrying  out  of  this 
portion  of  the  Act.  It  has  been  suggested  to  us  by  Mr.  Wasson  that  a  committee  be 
appointed  with  whom  he  could  consult  and  to  whom  all  evidence  could  be  referred,  and  that 
this  committee  take  upon  itself  the  responsibility  after  considering  the  evidence  in  each  case 
whether  or  not  a  prosecution  should  be  instituted,  and  should  they  deem  it  advisable  to 
instruct  him  to  prosecute,  then  all  the  costs  connected  with  such  prosecution  should  be 
borne  by  the  Council,  he  to  be  responsible  and  under  the  instructions  of  such  committee. 
Your  committee  are  not  prepared  to  say  whether  under  this  plan  the  expense  to  the  Council 
would  be  lessened,  but  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  work  would  be  more  efficiently  and 
satisfactorily  performed  than  under  the  present  system,  and  would  recommend  this  suggestion 
for  your  consideration.

Dr.  Thorburn  presented  and  read  the  report  of  the  Property  Committee. 

To  tlie  President  and  members  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surge  <>  da 
of  Ontario : 

Gentlemen, — Your  Committee  on  Property  beg  leave  to  report  that  the  building  is  in 
a  fair  state  of  repair. 

The  instructions  received  by  your  committee  from  the  Council  in  June,  1895,  have  been 
carried  out. 

The  building  and  property  was  advertised  for  sale  last  year  in  the  months  of  September 
and  October,  1895,  in  the  daily  World,  Mail  and  Evening  Telegram,  published  in  Toronto, 
and  in  February,  1896,  in  the  daily  Globe,  World  and  Evening  Neios,  in  Toronto,  and  I  may 
say  that  every  endeavor  was  made  to  find  a  purchaser.  A  number  of  enquiries  were  received 
from  capitalists  and  others,  but  up  to  the  present  time  no  definite  offer  has  been  received. 

Your  committee  feel,  however,  that  the  time  is  fast  approaching  when  the  building  may 
be  sold  at  a  fair  price.  It  was  the  opinion  of  several  real  estate  men  that  it  was  not  a  good 
time  to  offer  the  building  for  sale.  They  also  oxpressed  the  opinion  that  the  property  was  a 
good  one  and  would  be  one  of  the  first  properties  to  sell  as  the  real  estate  market  increased. 

You  will  find  attached  to  this  a  report  of  an  inspection  made  of  the  boilers,  elevator  and 
machinery,  and  a  report  on  the  condition  of  the  building  by  the  Caretaker,  with  some 
recommendations  as  to  cleaning,  alterations  and  repairs  which  are  thought  necessary  if  your 
Council  see  their  way  to  do  the  same. 

Your  committee  ask  that  in  the  event  of  the  property  not  being  disposed  of,  that  they 
be  empowered  to  re-arrange  the  loan,  as  on  the  first  of  November,  1896,  the  existing 
mortgage  can  be  paid  off.  We  are  of  opinion  that  if  this  power  is  granted,  a  substantial 
reduction  of  interest  can  be  secured,  and  are  of  the  opinion  that  the  money  can  be  had 
for  4|  per  cent,  if  not  for  4  per  cent. 

The  revenue  for  the  year's  rents  amounts  to  $3,215.16,  nearly  $400.00  more  than 
last  year.  This,  of  course,  is  not  taking  into  account  our  own  premises  or  any  allow- 
ance for  the  same. 

We  are  pleased  to  say  that  we  look  for  a  larger  revenue  from  rents  next  year,  as  a 
great  portion  of  the  vacant  offices  will  be  rented.  The  number  of  vacant  rooms  has  been 
reduced  to  six. 

Our  supplies,  such  as  fuel,  etc.,  have  been  purchased  after  receiving  tenders  for  tin. 
same.

We  beg  to  inform  you  that  the  two  steam  boilers  insured  under  Policy  No.  2715  were 
inspected  with  steam  "off"  on  the  19th  inst.  and  as  far  as  could  be  ascertained,  found  in 
the  following  condition  : 

Both  boilers  were  fully  examined  and  found  quite  clean  inside.  No  leaks  at  any  of  the 
rivetted  joints  and  no  sign  of  any  overheating. 

There  is  some  corrosion  around  the  back  hand-holes  and  care  should  be  taken  to  make 
these  joints  perfectly  tight. 

The  brickwork  is  all  in  good  order.  The  steam  gauges  were  tested  and  set  right,  as 
they  were  a  little  heavy. 

Boilers  had  better  have  some  compound  or  soda  put  in  them  and  then  be  filled  up 
entirely  full  of  water.

Dr.  Thorburn  presented  and  read  the  report  of  the  Legislation  Committee. 

To  the  President  and  members  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Ontario: 

Gentlemen, — As  convener  of  the  Committee  on  Legislation,  I  beg  leave  to  report  that 
I  personally  watched  all  proposed  legislation  at  the  last  session  of  the  Legislative  Assembly, 
and  had  the  Registrar  assist  me  in  the  supervision  of  all  medical  matters  likely  to  come 
before  the  House,  and  kept  myself  in  constant  communication  with  the  medical  members  of 
the  House  and  others. 

After  consultation  with  prominent  medical  men  and  others  in  the  Assembly,  and  the 
chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee,  it  was  deemed  necessary  to  call  the  Legislation  Com- 
mittee together  and  also  the  Executive  Committee.     The  chairman  of  the  Executive  Com- 
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mittee,  who  was  familiar  with  the  situation,  gave  instructions  for  the  Executive  Committee  to 
meet,  and  they  will  no  doubt  report  the  result  of  the  Executive  Committee  meeting. 

Your  committee  met  on  the  27th  of  March,  1896,  the  following  members  being  present : 
Drs.  Thorburn,  Barrick,  Emory,  Sangster,  Williams,  who  were  joined  by  Drs.  Harris 
and  Rogers  of  the  Executive  Committee,  the  following  members  of  the  Council  also  being 
present :  Drs.  Britton,  Geikie  and  Machell. 

The  local  House  appointed  a  special  committee  composed  of  the  following  members  of 
the  House  to  consider  the  bills  to  amend  the  Medical  Act,  namely  :  Hon.  Mr.  Hardy,  Hon. 
Mr.  Ross,  Drs.  A.  McKay  and  J.  McKay,  Meacham,  Ryerson,  Willoughby,  Messrs.  Biggar, 
German,  Haycock  and  St.  John. 

Mr.  German's  bill  was  first  discussed  and  a  compromise  arrived  at,  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee agreeing  to  carry  out  a  certain  understanding  ;  the  bill  was  withdrawn. 

Hon.  Mr.  Ross'  bill  was  then  considered,  and  after  a  lengthy  discussion  in  which  all 
the  members  of  the  Council  present  took  part,  contents  of  the  bill  were  agreed  upon,  Mr. 
Ross  undertaking  to  withdraw  the  bill  on  the  distinct  understanding  that  the  Medical 
Council  at  its  next  meeting  would  carry  out  the  principles  of  the  bill,  and  agreeing  to 
"  clean  the  slate,"  as  the  Hon.  Mr.  Ross  said,  re  all  applications  for  registration  as  matricu- 
lates down  to  1st  November,  1895. 

Mr.  Haycock's  bill  was  not  considered  before  the  committee,  as  it  had  been  decided  by 
the  House  upon  the  moving  of  the  second  reading. 

The  three  bills,  with  the  understanding  arrived  at  regarding  matriculation,  as  per  Hon. 
Mr.  Ross,  are  appended  hereto.

No.  136.]  bill.  [1896. 

An  Act  to  amend  the  Ontario  Medical  Act. 

Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the 
Province  of  Ontario,  enacts  as  follows  : 

1.  Sub-section  1  of  Section  23  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act  is  hereby  repealed,  and  the 
following  sub-section  substituted  therefor. 

(1)  Notwithstanding  anything  in  this  Act  contained,  any  person  holding  a  medical  or 
surgical  degree  or  diploma  of  any  University  or  College  of  Physicians  or  Surgeons  of 
England,  Scotland  or  Ireland,  entitling  such  person  to  register  in  Great  Britain  or  Ireland, 
shall  be  entitled  to  present  himself  for  the  Final  examination  prescribed  by  the  Council  for 
Ontario  candidates  for  registration,  and  upon  passing  the  said  examination,  and  paying  the 
same  fees  as  are  payable  by  such  last  mentioned  candidates,  he  shall  be  entitled  to 
registration. 

BILL. 

An  Act  respecting  Matriculation  in  Medicine. 

Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the 
Province  of  Ontario,  enacts  as  follows  : 

1.  (1)  Notwithstanding  any  by-laws  or  regulations  which  may  have  been  passed  by  the 
Medical  Council  under  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  any  person  who  presents  to  the  Registrar 
of  the  Medical  Council  a  certificate  that  he  has  passed  the  examination  conducted  by  the 
Education  Department  on  the  course  prescribed  for  matriculation  in  Arts  and  approved  by 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council,  shall  be  entitled,  on  payment  of  the  lawful  fees  in  that 
behalf,  to  registration  as  a  medical  student  within  the  meaning  of  Section  11  of  the  Ontario 
Medical  Act,  being  Chapter  148  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Ontario,  1887. 

(2)  Any  person  who  before  the  passing  of  this  Act  has  not  passed  the  examination  in  all 
the  subjects  prescribed  for  matriculation  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  entitled  to  registration  as  a 
medical  student  on  submitting  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Medical  Council  a  certificate  that  he 
has  completed  such  examination  by  passing  in  the  remaining  subjects  of  such  matriculation, 
including  Chemistry  and  Physics. 

(3)  Any  student  in  medicine  who  submits  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Medical  Council  cer- 
tified tickets  that  he  has  attended  not  less  than  two  courses  of  lectures  at  am  chartered 
medical  school  or  college  in  Canada,  shall  be  entitled,  on  the  payment  of  the  lawful  fees  in 
that  behalf,  to  take  the  Primary  examination  or  the  examination  of  said  Council  taken  by 
students  at  the  end  of  the  second  year,  provided  that  the  standing  obtained  at  such  examin- 
ation may  not  be  allowed  until  such  student  presents  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Council  the 
matriculation  certificate  prescribed  by  this  Act. 

(4)  A  certificate  from  the  Registrar  of  any  university  in  Canada  that  the  holder  ther 
has  passed  the  examination  in  Arts  prescribed  for  students  at  the  end  of  the  first  year,  all 
entitle  such  student  to  registration  as  a  medical  student  under  the  Ontario  Medical  Act. 
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2.  Any  by-laws  or  regulations  of  the  Medical  Council  for  determining  the  admission  or 
enrolment  of  students  varying  the  examinations  for  registration  hereinbefore  mentioned, 
shall  not  be  valid  or  binding  unless  and  until  approved  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council. 

"Memorandum  respecting  Matriculation  in  Medicine,  containing  the  conclusions  arrived  at 
with  the  members  of  the  Executive  and  Legislation  Committees  of  the  Medical  Council 
at  the  Parliament  buildings,  on  the  27th  day  of  March,  1896. 

1.  Any  parson  who  presents  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Medical  Council  a  certificate  that  he 
has  passed  the  examination  conducted  by  the  Education  Department  on  the  course  pre- 
scribed for  matriculation  in  Arts,  including  Chemistry  and  Physics,  and  approved  by  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council,  shall  be  entitled,  on  payment  of  the  lawful  fees  in  that 
behalf,  to  registration  as  a  medical  student  within  the  meaning  of  Section  11  of  the  Ontario 
Medical  Act,  being  Chapter  148  of  the  Revised  Statutes  of  Ontario,  1887. 

2.  Any  person  who  before  the  passing  of  this  Act  has  not  passed  the  examination  in  all 
the  subjects  prescribed  for  matriculation  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  entitled  to  registration  as  a 
medical  student  on  submitting  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Medical  Council  a  certificate  that  he 
has  completed  such  examination  by  passing  in  the  remaining  subjects  of  such  matriculation, 
including  Chemistry  and  Physics. 

3.  Any  student  in  medicine  who  submits  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Medical  Council 
certified  tickets  that  he  has  attended  not  less  than  two  courses  of  lectures  at  any  chartered 
medical  school  or  college  in  Canada,  shall  be  entitled,  on  payment  of  the  lawful  fees  in  that 
behalf,  to  take  the  Primary  examination  or  the  examination  of  said  Council  taken  by 
students  at  the  end  of  the  second  year,  provided  that  the  standing  obtained  at  such  examin- 
ation may  not  be  allowed  until  such  student  presents  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Council  the 
matriculation  certificate  prescribed  by  this  Act. 

4.  A  certificate  from  the  Registrar  of  any  chartered  university  conducting  a  full  Arts 
course  in  Canada,  that  the  holder  thereof  matriculated  prior  to  his  enrolment  in  such 
university,  and  passed  the  examination  in  Arts  prescribed  for  students  at  the  end  of  the 
first  year,  shall  entitle  such  student  to  registration  as  a  medical  student  under  the  Ontario 
Medical  Act. 

5.  Any  person  who  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Nevember,  1895,  has  passed  the 
examination  of  any  university  in  Canada  for  matriculation  in  Arts,  or  the  matriculation 
examination  conducted  by  the  Education  Department  entitling  to  registration  in  Arts  with 
any  university  in  Canada,  or  an  examination  entitling  to  registration  with  the  Medical 
Council  when  the  said  examination  was  passed  subsequent  to  July  1st,  1888,  shall  be 
entitled  to  registration  as  a  medical  student. 

Commencing  from  1st  July,  1888,  to  1st  November,  1892,  second  class  non-professional 
certificate,  with  Latin. 

Since  1st  November,  1892,  the  junior  matriculation  certificate,  with  Physics  and 
Chemistry,  as  prescribed  by  the  Education  Department  of  Ontario. 

No.  105.]  bill.  [1896. 

An  Act  to  amend  the  Medical  Act. 

Her  Majesty,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the 
Province  of  Ontario,  enacts  as  follows  : 

1.  Notwithstanding  anything  contained  in  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  or  any  amendment 
thereto,  the  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  for  Ontario  shall  not  have  power  to  impose 
any  greater  fees  or  charges  upon  any  person  being  a  candidate  for  admission  to  practice 
medicine,  surgery  and  midwifery  in  the  Province  of  Ontario,  and  for  registration  under  the 
said  Act,  than  will  amount  in  the  whole  to  the  sum  of  fifty  dollars  ($50.00),  which  shall 
mclude  fees  for  registration  certificate  and  all  examinations  required  to  be  passed  by  such 
person  for  admission  and  registration. 

The  report  was  received. 

Dr.  Harris  presented  and  read  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

To  the  President  and  members  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Sy/rgeons  of  Ontario  .• 

'  rENTLEMBN, — The  Executive  Committee  met  on  the  9th  of  October,  1895,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  fixing  the  name  of  the  matriculation,  as  proposed  by  the  Council  in  June,  1895,  so 
that  it  would  harmonize  with  the  name  fixed  by  the  Education  Department,  to  read  as 
follows  :  "  The  Junior  Matriculation  examination  as  conducted  by  the  Education  Depart- 
ment of  Ontario,"  and  to  take  the  place  of  the  name  as  indicated  by  the  Council  at  its  last 
-session,  namely,  "The  Pass  Art  Matriculation,"  as  it  was  found  to  confuse  intending  candi- 
dates, and  it  was  necessary  to  rectify  the  same. 
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We  also  considered  the  applications  of  persons  for  registration,  and  the  Registrar  was 
instructed  as  to  the  same. 

We  recommend  that  the  special  case  of  W.  C.  P.  Bremner,  B.  A.,  University  of  Toronto, 
who  asks  for  registration  and  a  three  years'  course  under  special  circumstances,  be  granted 
by  the  Council.     This  application  will  appear  before  your  body  at  this  meeting. 

Your  Committee  again  met  on  the  27th  of  March,  1806,  after  the  co- joint  meeting  of 
the  Legislation  Committee  and  Executive  Committee  at  the  Parliament  buildings,  and  gave 
your  Registrar  instructions  in  accordance  with  the  understanding  arrived  at  between  the 
Hon.  Mr.  Ross  and  the  special  committee  of  the  Assembly,  which  are  appended  to  this 
report.

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Dr.  Bray — This  is  not  the  business  of  the  Discipline  Committee  ;  this  clause  refers  to 
public  prosecutions  of  unlicensed  practitioners,  while  the  Discipline  Committee  have  to  deal 
with  licensed  practitioners. 

Dr.  Williams — I  think  if  that  clause  is  read  over  again,  till  we  all  get  the  pith  of  it 
through  our  minds,  perhaps  we  can  give  a  vote  on  it  now  and  decide  whether  it  is  satisfac- 
tory or  not  as  well  as  at  any  other  time  ;  each  member  can  form  his  opinion  in  a  very  short 
time,  I  think,  if  the  clause  is  read  over  again. 

Dr.  Bray  reads  5th  clause  of  report. 

Dr.  Williams — Have  the  Discipline  Committee  given  any  thought  to  where  this  com- 
mittee should  be  located,  or  anything  as  to  the  practical  carrying  out  of  the  suggestions  ? 

Dr.  Bray — Yes,  we  have  thought  of  that ;   we  have  talked  it  over  a  good  deal  and  have 
asked  the  opinion  of  others  ;  and  it  has  been  suggested  that  it  should  be  placed  in  the  hands 
of  some  committee,  and  it  was  suggested  (not  by  any  member  of  the  Discipline  Committee) 
that  the  Discipline  Committee  were  the  proper  committee  to  deal  with  this  for  two  or  three 
reasons  ;  the  first  reason  is  that  they  will)  in  all  probability,  have  to  meet  on  purely  discip- 
line business,  and  when  so  meeting,  the  Prosecutor  could  gather  up  a  number  of  cases  and 
present  the  cases  to  the  committee  without  any  extra  expense  to  the  Council ;   another 
reason  is  that  perhaps  the  Discipline  Committee  are  more  familiar  with  this  part  of  the 
business  of  the  Council  than  almost  any  other  members  of  the  Council.     It  was  also  sug- 
gested that  the  committee  for  this  purpose  should  meet  four  times  a  year,  and  it  was  after- 
wards suggested  twice  a  year.     In  reference  to  that,  my  opinion  is  that  there  should  be  no> 
time  fixed  for  the  meetings  of  this  committee,   but  that  they  should  meet  as  seldom  as 
possible,  and  only  when  meeting  for  other  business  ;  that  is,  if  you  give  it  to  the  Discipline 
Committee.     If  you  give  it  to  some  other  committee,  it  will  entail  more  expense  than  if 
given  to  the  Discipline  Committee.     Do  not  think,   however,  that  the   members   of   the 
Discipline  Committee  are  looking  for  any  more  work  or  honor  ;  we  are  not.    We  are  making 
these  suggestions  purely  with  a  view  of  lessening  the  cost  of  these  trials.     I  dare  say  you  all 
have  seen  the  Prosecutor's  report — I  think  it  was  put  on  the  desk  of  everybody  here.     Yon 
will  notice  in  that  report  that  while  there  has  been  about  twenty- five  cases  where  convic- 
tions have  been  got  and  fines  paid,  the  larger  number  of  cases  where  no  convictions  have 
been  got,  and  a  number  of  cases  where  convictions  have  been  got  and  the  parties  have  gone 
to  jail  in  preference  to  paying  the  fine,   have  been  a  source  of  expense  to  our  Prosecutor, 
and  he  has  derived  no  revenue  from  them,  and  I  am  told  that  this  year  he  is  $400.00  behind. 
I  think,  perhaps  (not  reflecting  on  Mr.  Wasson),  he  has  not  used  quite  as  much  discretion  in 
some  of  those  cases  as  a  committee  of  this  Council  would  use.     I  think  if  a  committee  were 
appointed  that  the  committee  would  go  over  the  evidence  and  instruct  the  Prosecutor  and 
curtail  his  expenses  as  much  as  possible.     I  think,  myself,  if  the  prosecutions  are  to  con- 
tinue, that  something  of  this  kind  must  be  done  ;    and  I  certainly  think   the  prosecutions 
must  be  continued,  because  if  we  allow  the  prosecutions  to  drop,  no  matter  what  the  funds 
of  the  Council  are,  for  one  year,  we  will  be  over-run  with  those  unlicensed  quacks.     One 
reason  why  Mr.  Wasson  is  so  much  behind  is  that  these  quacks  are  becoming  very  sharp  ; 
where,  three  years  ago,  he  would  have  had  no  difficulty  in  convicting  a  good  many,  now, 
when  they  have  been  up  a  couple  of  times  before,  their  wits  are  sharpened  ;  and  it  is  in  such 
cases  I  think  a  committee  would  be  valuable  ;  the  Prosecutor  would  obtain  reliable  informa- 
tion from  all  sources  he  could,  and  submit  that  information  to  the  committee,  who  would,  if 
necessary,  submit  it  to  the  Solicitor,  and  on  being  satisfied  proceed  with  the  case,  but  would 
not  allow  the  Prosecutor  to  go  to  any  unnecessary  expense  before  he  obtained  the  necessary 
evidence. 

Dr.  Machell— When  the  members  of  the  Property  Committee  were  going  over  the 
building  this  afternoon,  or  after  we  had  gone  through  the  building,  Mr.  Wasson  spoke  to 
two  or  three  of  us  very  much  in  the  same  strain  that  he  evidently  did  to  the  members  of  the 
Discipline  Committee.  Bearing  that  in  mind,  I  wrote  out  a  motion  after  I  came  here  this 
evening,  very  much  on  the  lines  that  Dr.  Bray  has  spoken  on,  with  one  exception.  I  will 
read  it  and  then  give  my  reasons  for  it  :  "  Moved  by  Dr.  Machell,  seconded  by  Dr.  Dicks*  m 
[one  of  those  Mr.  Wasson  was  speaking  to],  "  That  a  committee,  composed  of  Drs.  Barrick, 
Emory  and  the  mover,  be  appointed,  with  whom  the  Official  Prosecutor  shall  consult  before 
instituting  legal  proceedings  for  infractions  of  the  Medical  Act."  I  selected  the  three 
names  I  have  mentioned  because  we  are  three  men  here  in  Toronto,  whom  the  Detective 
might  call  up  at  any  time,  and  this  would  be  a  committee  that  would  entail  absolutely  no 
expense  to  the  Council,  though  of  course  it  would  be  a  committee  that  would  not  be  able 
to  give  the  same  legal  opinions,  or  opinions  bearing  perhaps  as  good  legal  value  as  the 
Discipline  Committee  would  ;  but  it  would,  on  the  other  hand,  have  the  advantage  that  it 
would  not  be  a  committee  which  would  have  to  be  called  together  from  different  parts  of  the 
Province  ;  it  would  be  a  committee  which  could  be  called  on  a  few  minutes  notice  ;  and 
while  the  Discipline  Committee,  meeting  four  or  five  times  a  year,  would  be  sufficient  for  the 
purposes  Dr.  Bray  spoke  of,  I  think  there  are  circumstances  where  action  might  have  to  be 
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taken  within  a  few  days  or  within  a  short  time,  in  order  to  catch  a  man  before  he  got  out* of 
the  particular  town  Avhere  he  would  be  practising  illegally.  I  do  not  know  that  I  intended 
to  go  quite  so  far  as  Dr.  Bray  did,  that  is,  committing  the  Council  to  all  the  expense  of  the 
prosecution  after  the  Prosecutor  once  had  the  sanction  of  this  committee  ;  that  was  not  my 
intention.  The  Prosecutor  said  there  were  a  number  of  instances  in  which  medical  men 
wrote  in  from  the  country  saying  that  such  and  such  a  man  was  practising  illegally,  and 
asking  to  have  the  Prosecutor  sent  out.  In  such  a  case  as  that  if  he  were  not  sent  out  it 
would  look  as  if  the  officers  of  the  Council — Dr.  Pyne  and  probably  the  Prosecutor — were 
not  doing  their  duty.  But  if  the  Prosecutor  could  say  to  any  party  writing  him  in  that  way, 
the  committee  did  not  approve  of  or  did  not  sanction  this  prosecution,  it  would  relieve  the 
executive  officers  of  the  Council  of  a  certain  amount  of  responsibility,  and  it  was  more  for 
this  reason  that  I  suggested  the  formation  of  this  committee. 

Dr.  Bray — I  may  say  that  we  thought  over  this  matter  and  that  what  Dr.  Machell 
speaks  of  was  suggested,  and  I  think  perhaps  that  may  be  a  better  suggestion.  I  do  not 
wish  it  to  be  understood  that  when  I  suggested  the  Discipline  Committee  I  meant  we  were 
going  to  meet  four  or  five  times  a  year  specially  for  the  purpose  of  dealing  with  these 
matters,  because  we  might  receive  the  information  by  letter  and  conduct  our  deliberations 
by  letter  ;  letters  might  be  written  to  each  member  of  the  Discipline  Committee  by  the 
Prosecutor,  conveying  to  them  the  information  on  which  they  could  advise  him  ;  and  it 
would  not  follow  that  the  committee  would  actually  meet  to  consider  these  matters  ;  it  was 
not  the  intention  of  the  motion  that  the  Discipline  Committee  should  meet  to  consider  this 
class  of  prosecution  except  when  meeting  on  Discipline  Committee  business.  I  would  be 
very  glad  indeed  to  have  this  work  taken  off  the  Discipline  Committee  ;  there  is  nothing 
would  please  me  better,  and  I  quite  fall  in  with  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  Machell,  if  it  is  agree- 
able to  the  rest  of  the  members  ;  I  am  agreeable  to  any  method  by  which  this  matter  can  be 
efficiently  and  cheaply  dealt  with.  I  know  very  well,  as  Dr.  Machell  has  said,  that  there 
are  cases  where  the  offender  is  only  a  few  hours  in  a  place,  and  prompt  action  is  necessary 
to  secure  his  conviction.  I  have  been  written  to,  and  I  have  no  doubt  each  of  our  territorial 
representatives  has  been  written  to,  to  send  the  Detective  at  once,  without  giving  us  any 
evidence.  Another  point  to  be  noted  is  that  doctors  throughout  the  country  will  write  to 
their  representative,  or  to  the  Registrar,  or  to  the  Prosecutor,  saying  "we  want  the 
Prosecutor  sent  up  ; "  and  then  when  he  gets  there  he  cannot  get  one  word  of  information 
out  of  these  very  gentlemen  who  wrote  asking  for  his  assistance  ;  they  do  not  want  to  have 
their  names  mixed  up  with  the  prosecution,  and  do  not  seem  to  want  to  give  any  information 
to  the  Prosecutor.  I  think  this  matter  should  not  be  considered  hastily,  but  should  be  con- 
sidered thoroughly,  in  order  to  bring  about  the  results  we  desire. 

The  President — Do  I  understand  that  no  prosecutions  can  go  on  unless  sanctioned  by 
this  committee  ? 

Dr.  Bray — No  ;  I  do  not  mean  to  take  away  all  responsibility  from  the  Prosecutor  ; 
there  are  lots  of  little  cases  where  he  is  sure  of  a  conviction,  but  I  have  reference  particu- 
larly to  doubtful  cases  and  cases  where  there  will  be  likely  a  lot  of  expense.  Our  Prosecu- 
tor has  informed  me  that  there  is  one  case  in  Dunville  that  has  cost  about  $ 200.00  ;  that  is 
the  kind  of  case  the  committee  might  deal  with.  I  do  not  mean  that  we  should  take  away 
all  discretion  from  Mr.  Wasson  ;  and  I  do  not  mean  that  the  Council  should  be  responsible 
except  for  a  case  where  this  committee  advised  a  prosecution.  My  idea  is  only  to  provide 
for  difficult  or  doubtful  cases  ;  and  my  object  is  not  only  to  endeavor  to  ensure  success,  but 
to  control  the  expenditure. 

Dr.  Moore — As  a  member  of  the  Discipline  Committee,  I  am  very  much  pleased  to 
hear  Dr.  Machell's  motion  ;  I  am  glad  to  know  that  he  is  willing,  and  that  other  members 
of  this  Council,  resident  in  this  city,  are  willing  to  take  upon  themselves  this  duty.  So 
far  as  I  am  personally  concerned,  I  shall  be  very  glad  to  be  relieved  from  it,  but  it  is  to  my 
mind  very  necsssary  that  we  should  have  such  a  committee  ;  it  is  also  very  necessary  that 
the  committee  should  be  as  inexpensive  as  possible.  One  reason  this  committee  is 
necessary  is,  the  Prosecutor  is  notified  by  some  medical  gentleman  within  the  Province 
that  there  is  some  man  practising  medicine  without  a  license  in  his  neighborhood  ;  our 
Prosecutor  goes  to  the  place  indicated  and  prosecutes  this  man,  and  the  offender  is  convicted 
and  fined  $25.00  or  330.00  or  $40.00,  as  the  case  may  be,  but  he  prefers  in  lieu  of  payment 
to  take  a  month  in  jail ;  he  takes  the  option  of  the  month  in  jail,  and  the  Prosecutor  is  out 
his  expenses  ;  and  at  the  end  of  the  month  your  unlicensed  practitioner  gets  out  of  jail  and 
in  two  or  three  days  is  back  at  his  old  tricks  again.  Then  the  Prosecutor,  we  will  say,  follows 
him  up  again  and  has  him  convicted  and  fined;  as  before  the  offender  u'oe.s  back  to  jail  again 
and  pays  his  fine  by  being  housed  and  fed  at  the  public  expense  for  another  thirty  d 
and  at  the  end  of"  that  time  is  set  at  liberty  and  eoes  on  with  the  old  work  again.  < >ur 
Prosecutor  gets  a  salary  of  only  $600.00  a  year,  and  is  entitled  to  whatever  he  can  make  out 
of  these  prosecutions.  The  Prosecutor,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  is  $400.00  out  this  year.  We 
cannot  expect  him  to  go  on  in  this  way  ;  and  he  himself  says  he  cannot  go  on,  and  we  know 
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as  business  men  that  he  cannot.  It  seems  to  me  that  any  case  submitted  to  this  committee, 
in  which  the  committee  decide  to  prosecute,  the  Council  should  pay  the  expense,  provided 
there  is  a  loss.  If  that  were  decided  upon,  I  think  more  efficient  work  might  be  done  and 
in  that  way  our  public  Prosecutor  would  not  be  out  of  pocket.  We  can  hardly  expect  him 
to  go  on  next  year  and  prosecute  where  there  is  any  doubt,  especially  as  he  has  met  with 
a  financial  loss  of  $400.00  this  year.  We  talked  this  subject  over  in  the  Discipline  Com- 
mittee, and  thought  we  might  probably  make  the  experiment  of  approaching  the  Legislature 
at  its  coming  session,  although  we  are  timid  about  applying  for  further  legislation  ;  and  we 
thought  it  well  to  state  our  views  to  the  Council  so  that  the  Council  may  form  their  judgment 
and  act  as  they  deem  best.  We  know  that  if  a  man  sells  liquor  without  a  license,  he  may  be 
fined  $50.00  for  the  first  offence,  with  the  addition  of  a  month  or  two  months  in  jail  ;  on 
the  next  conviction  there  is  no  option  of  a  fine,  he  has  to  go  to  jail  for  three  months  ;  and 
if  lie  is  found  guilty  a  third  time,  he  has  to  go  to  jail  for  four  months,  without  the  option  of 
a  fine  ;  so  that  you  see  in  this  case  the  punishment  is  progressive.  But  the  punishment  is 
not  progressive  under  our  Act ;  and  really  a  designing  man  with  a  little  capital  could  put 
this  Council  to  a  very  great  deal  of  expense.  If  we  can  only  obtain  from  the  Legislature 
the  same  law  as  that  which  applies  to  liquor  sellers,  we  then  would  be  enabled  to  put  the 
unlicensed  practitioners  and  quacks  to  flight  to  a  moral  certainty.  We  spoke  to  Mr.  Cart- 
wright,  the  Deputy- Attorney-General,  on  this  subject  ;  and  Mr.  Cartwright  thought  as  we 
had  a  precedent  in  the  license  law  we  might  safely  go  to  the  Legislature  and  probably  get 
an  amendment  to  our  Act.  I  am  making  this  statement  now  merely  as  a  suggestion  for  the 
information  of  the  Council.  I  shall  be  very  glad,  indeed,  if  this  matter  is  handed  over  to 
such  an  able  and  representative  committee,  as  has  been  suggested  by  Dr.  Machell,  in  this 
city.     I  am  very  much  in  favor  of  Dr.  Machell's  resolution  and  I  shall  vote  for  it. 

Dr.  Dickson — As  seconder  of  the  resolution  and  in  answer  to  Dr.  Rogers'  remark  I 
wish  to  say  I  think  that  every  case  should  be  referred  to  this  committee.  I  think  the  Pro- 
secutor should  have  no  option,  because  it  might  be  that  in  many  cases  he  would  feel  from 
the  evidence  he  received  almost  certain  of  securing  conviction  which  to  the  committee 
might  not  perhaps  seem  just  likely  to  be  an  accomplished  object.  The  members  of  this 
committee  proposed  by  Dr.  Machell  live  in  the  city  and  are  easily  reached  by  telephone. 
Tor  those  reasons,  I  think  every  case  should  be  brought  before  this  committee. 

Dr.  Brock — This  report  and  Mr.  Wasson's  proposition  have  a  bearing  on  the  Finance 
Committee's  report.  I  find  that  in  the  Finance  Committee  we  are  about  considering  this 
question.  We  examined  the  vouchers  and  looked  over  the  report  of  the  Registrar  and  over 
"Mr.  Wasson's  report,  and  we  were  also  endeavoring  to  find  some  recommendation  by  which 
we  would  be  enabled  to  save  this  Council  the  enormous  expense  of  these  discipline  trials.  I 
think  if  any  member  of  this  Council  would  personally  examine  the  vouchers  he  would  see 
at  once  the  great  leakage  which  we  have  had  ;  I  have  noted  one  case,  that  of  the  Rose 
trial.  This  matter  was  receiving  our  serious  consideration,  and  I  think  it  was  because 
it  was  receiving  our  serious  consideration  that  Mr.  Wasson  probably  has  made  this 
proposition.  I  think  Dr.  Machell's  motion  will  settle  the  whole  question  most  satisfactorily. 
It  will  remove  a  great  deal  of  the  expense  and  will  prevent  Mr.  Wasson  acting  on  his  own 
responsibility  and  leading  this  Council  into  expenses  that  we  do  not  know  anything  about. 

Dr.  Bray — I  think  Dr.  Brock  has  misunderstood  the  position  of  affairs.  Dr.  Machell's 
motion  suggests  a  committee  for  the  public  prosecution  of  unlicensed  practitioners,  a  work 
the  Discipline  Committee  have  nothing  at  all  to  do  with.  I  take  it  for  granted  that  Dr. 
Brock  means  that  Mr.  Wasson  in  doing  any  work  for  the  Discipline  Committee  should  submit 
all  his  evidence  to  the  Discipline  Committee  before  he  goes  on.  Do  I  understand  you  aright, 
Dr.  Brock  ? 

Dr.  Brock — Yes. 

Dr.  Bray — You  have  got  the  two  things  confused.  This  motion  and  our  discussion 
have  been  in  reference  to  the  prosecution  of  unlicensed  persons,  a  work  which  the  Discipline 
Committee  have  nothing  to  do  with.  The  Discipline  Committee  have  only  to  do  with 
registered  practitioners  who  transgress.  I  quite  agree  with  Dr.  Brock's  suggestion  that  it 
should  be  an  instruction  of  this  Council  to  the  Prosecutor  to  submit  everything  of  this 
kind  to  the  Discipline  Committee  before  he  goes  on.  It  has  not  been  done  heretofore  and  I 
think  it  should  be  done  just  the  same  as  he  would  submit  to  the  committee  Dr.  Machell 
suggests  anything  in  ordinary  prosecutions.  But  I  am  very  much  afraid  if  Dr.  Dickson's 
suggestion,  that  every  case  should  be  presented  to  the  committee,  was  acted  on  they  would 
have  a  great  deal  more  work  than  they  bargained  for  ;  but  if  they  are  willing  to  do  it,  I  am 
juite  willing  they  should. 

Dr.  Britton — There  is  just  one  point  in  connection  with  this  I  wish  to  refer  to.  It  has 
already  been  suggested  that  it  could  be  arranged  in  this  way,  that  the  Prosecutor  could  be 
allowed  to  proceed  with  cases  in  which  he  was  pretty  sure  he  would  secure  conviction,  but 
cases  about  which  there  was  even  a  shadow  of  doubt  he  might  submit  to  the  committee,  and 
even  though  they  appeared  to  be  doubtful  cases,    if  the  committee  recommended  he  would 
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prosecute  and  then  the  Council  should  assume  the  responsibility  of  paying  any  expenses  in 
connection  with  such  prosecutions.  I  think,  therefore,  it  would  be  unwise  to  have  a  resolu- 
tion framed  in  such  a  way  as  to  direct  that  all  cases,  doubtful  and  otherwise,  should  be  sub- 
mitted by  Mr.  Wasson  to  the  committee.  If  some  such  provision  as  has  been  recommended 
be  not  adopted  I  think  it  would  be  very  difficult  to  make  an  arrangement  with  Mr.  Wasson 
for  the  coming  year  in  view  of  his  report  that  he  has  lost  $400.00  during  the  past  year.  I 
think  it  would  be  far  better  that  he  should  be  allowed  his  discretion  to  proceed  where 
he  is  satisfied  of  success,  and  in  cases  where  he  is  doubtful  to  refer  all  the  evidence  to  the 
committee  named  by  Dr.  Machell.  That  committee  could  determine,  before  instructing 
Mr.  Wasson  to  proceed  with  prosecution,  whether  or  not  the  merits  of  the  case  would  warrant 
them  recommending  the  Council  to  assume  the  responsibility  of  the  expenses. 

Dr.  Campbell — While  Dr.  Bray  was  speaking,  explaining  that  clause,  the  idea  struck  me 
it  would  not  be  expedient  to  have  the  Discipline  Committee  attend  to  the  work  for  the  reason 
he  had  mentioned  himself,  that  they  could  only  attend  to  it  at  great  expense  except  during 
their  meetings,  which  meetings  would  be  only  occasionally.  I  think  the  appointment  of  a 
committee  composed  of  some  of  our  members  resident  in  Toronto,  if  they  were  willing  to 
serve,  would  certainly  be  the  wisest  plan  ;  and  I  thought  the  four  members  mentioned  by 
Dr.  Machell,  the  two  territorial  representatives,  Dr.  Emory  and  Dr.  Thorburn,  the  Vice- 
President  of  the  Council,  would  be  gentlemen  in  whom  the  Council  would  have  such  confi- 
dence that  if  they  advised  the  Prosecutor  to  go  on  with  the  work  we  would  all  back  them 
up  in  the  action  that  they  had  taken.  The  general  sentiment  of  the  Council  seems  to 
be  that  something  of  the  kind  proposed  is  necessary  and  that  the  committee  suggested  by 
Dr.  Machell  would  be  the  best ;  and  now  I  would  simply  suggest  to  Dr.  Bray  to  amend 
the  clause  of  the  committee's  report,  that  a  committee  consisting  of  these  four  gentlemen  be 
appointed,  and  then  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  bring  it  up  by  a  separate  motion  to-morrow, 
but  settle  it  now  and  save  time. 

Dr.  Henry — Do  we  understand  that  the  proposed  committee  is  not  to  be  a  spending 
committee,  that  those  gentlemen  will  do  the  work  without  expense  ?  I  do  not  see  anything 
to  prevent  the  Discipline  Committee  from  attending  to  that  duty  of  advising  the  Prosecutor ; 
I  think  it  is  part  and  parcel  of  their  duty.  I  know,  of  course,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Discipline 
Committee  to  look  after  regularly  licensed  practitioners,  but  there  is  nothing  in  the  Act  to 
say  they  could  not  advise  the  Detective  in  dealing  with  unlicensed  parties.  Of  course  there 
is  the  difficulty  that  they  are  at  different  ends  of  the  Province,  but  that  difficulty  can  be 
easily  obviated  ;  we  could  have  them  all  in  Toronto,  where  I  think  they  ought  to  be.  How- 
ever, I  have  no  objection  to  the  formation  of  this  committee  provided  there  is  no  expense. 

Dr.  Bray — The  Discipline  Committee  does  not  want  the  job.  We  are  very  happy 
indeed  to  think  there  are  gentlemen  in  Toronto  who  are  willing  to  undertake  this  arduous 
duty. 

Dr.  Machell — I  have  just  a  word  or  two  to  say  in  explanation.  If  you  will  look  at  the 
writing  in  the  motion,  you  will  see  that  my  original  intention  was  that  "  the  Prosecutor  may 
consult  this  committee,"  but  my  seconder  thought  that  we  had  better  put  in  the  word 
"•shall."  My  intention  originally  was  that  .in  doubtful  cases  the  committee  should  be 
consulted,  but  where,  as  Dr.  Britton  suggests,  the  Prosecutor  had  no  doubt  about  his  case, 
it  would  not  be  necessary  for  him  to  consult  the  committee.  I  named  Dr.  Barrick  and 
myself  as  territorial  representatives,  and  named  Dr.  Emory,  but  did  not  name  Drs.  Thorburn 
and  Britton  for  the  reason  that  I  did  not  want  to  make  the  committee  too  large.  As  Dr. 
Thorburn's  name,  however,  has  been  suggested,  I  would  also  like  to  add  it  with  Dr.  Britton's, 
and  then  the  committee  would  include  the  whole  of  the  Toronto  members,  and  in  that  way 
would  divide  up  the  responsibility. 

Dr.  Britton — Mr.  Chairman,  I  would  like  to  see  the  committee  as  small  as  possible. 
I  think  that  three  men  who  are  possessed  of  good  judgment  would  be  quite  a  sufficient 
guarantee  to  this  Council  that  the  advice  given  would  be  the  best.  So  far  as  I  am  personally 
concerned,  I  think  it  would  be  unwise  to  add  my  name  to  those  already  mentioned  as 
members  of  the  committee  ;  it  would  be  far  better  the  committee  should  consist  of  three  or 
four  at  the  outside  than  of  five  or  six,  unless  the  members  of  the  committee  are  disposed  to 
do  the  work  gratuitously. 

Dr.  Machell — That  is  what  we  want  to  do— to  work  gratuitously  on  this  committee. 

Dr.  Britton  —If  that  is  the  case  I  am  perfectly  willing  to  have  my  name  put  on.  (Hear, 
hear.) 

Dr.  Dickson — When  I  expressed  the  opinion  that  the  word  "shall"  should  be  put 
instead  of  "may,"  I  understood  that  Mr.  Wasson's  proposition  was  that  he  should  receive  a 
salary  as  heretofore,  and  that  the  fines  should  goto  the  Council  and  the  Council  should  bear 
all  expense  where  fines  were  not  secured.  Of  course,  in  the  event  of  tin-  present  arrangement 
being  adopted,  I  clearly  see  it  would  be  desirable  to  allow  the  Prosecutor  in  such  casee 
he  felt  he  could  secure  a  conviction  bo  go  on,  and  only  in  such  cases  as  he  was  doubtful  <>t", 
and  where  the  possibility  was  he  might  not  succeed,  to  consult  with  the  committee  propo 
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before  taking  any  steps  or  incurring  any  expense.  After  having  received  further  light  on 
the  subject  from  the  discussion,  I  am  quite  willing  that  the  word  "  shall  "  should  be  changed 
to  "may." 

Dr.  Thorburn — I  think  this  committee  is  a  very  important  one.  The  expenses  in 
connection  with  prosecutions  are  something  alarming,  and  one  sometimes  asks,  Is  it  worth 
the  shot  ?  Isn't  it  waste  of  money  ?  Perhaps  ic  is  to  our  advantage  that  quacks  should  go 
on  and  treat  the  public.  We  are  doing  this  work  of  prosecution  as  much  for  the  public  as 
for  ourselves.  Another  point  I  wish  to  mention  is,  I  think  a  small  committee  is  a  more 
effectual  one  than  a  large  one.  Where  there  are  quite  a  number  of  men  on  a  committee 
they  reason  with  themselves  in  this  way,  "I  cannot  go,  but  there  are  plenty  of  other 
fellows  there  ;"  while  if  you  name  a  smaller  committee,  each  man  feels  that  the  thing 
cannot  go  on  without  him.  So  far  as  remuneration  is  concerned,  while  I  am  as  fond  of  money 
as  most  men  can  be,  if  it  is  thought  desirable  I  shall  be  happy  if  you  choose  to  put  my  name 
on  and  keep  it  on  to  give  my  services  gratuitously.  But  I  do  not  see  why  we  should  as  a 
committee  be  different  from  other  committees  altogether.  There  is  a  orood  deal  of  work  in 
this  thing,  and  a  good  deal  of  bad  feeling  is  oftentimes  created,  and  I  would  like  if  possible 
that  the  Discipline  Committee  should  undertake  this  duty,  but  I  see  difficulties  in  the  way. 
Calling  them  to  Toronto  from  different  parts  of  the  Province  would  be  attended  with  a  very 
great  deal  of  expense.  I  think  the  committee  proposed  would  be  of  very  great  advantage  to 
the  Council. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — There  is  no  doubt  the  enforcement  of  any  law  that  is  calculated  to 
punish  scamps   is  environed  with  a  great  many  difficulties  ;    and  even  if  you  appoint  this 
committee  I  have  not  the  slightest  idea  you  are  going  to  overcome  these  difficulties.     In  my 
judgment  a  good,  sharp  detective,  who  has  had  experience  in  failures,  ought  to  be   able  to 
suggest  as  much  wisdom  as  to  future  action  as  any  one  else,   more  particularly  one   of  a 
judicial  mind  or  one  who  has  had  judicial  experience  in  such  cases.       If  any  of  our  members 
here  were  magistrates  and  had  to  deal  with  the  enforcement  of  the  License  Act,  they  would 
know  how  difficult  it  is  to  enforce  that  Act,  and  there  you  are  dealing  with  men  a  good  deal 
like  the  rascals  we  are  trying  to  reach  with  the  Medical  Act  for  the  benefit  of  the  public.     I 
agree  with  Dr.  Machell.     I  think  it  is  well,  if  we  have  a  committee  at  all,  that  they  should 
be  in  Toronto,  where  their  labors  should  not  be  attended  with  much  expense  to  the  Council, 
and  I  think  this  committee  would  be  able  to  give  as  good   advice  as  the  other  committee 
proposed,  and  they  certainly  should  say  to  Mr.  Wasson  that  he  should  not  run  to  all  parts  of 
the  country  when  he  gets  a  little  hint  that  something  is  wrong,  that  he  ought  not  to  go  until 
some  medical  man  or  some  person  in  that  locality  assumes  the  responsibility  of  placing,  as 
far  as  he  can,  substantial  evidence  in  his  hands  in  order  that  a  prosecution  might  proceed, 
and  when  that  has  been  obtained  I  think  it  is  well  that  it  should  be   submitted   to    this 
committee.     Whilst  I  quite  agree  with  the  motion  to  have  the  committee,  I  do  not  look  for 
a  vast  improvement  upon  prosecutions  in  the  future  over  the  past,    because  I  say  if  you 
attempt  to  get  hold  of  those  fellows  they  are  a  class  of  men   always,    I   think,  who  will 
not  scruple  to  make  a  statement,  after  kissing  the  Bible,  that  is  not  in  harmony  with  the 
truth,  and  they  won't  scruple  to  do  anything  to  get  others  to  do  the    same    in  order  to 
relieve  them  of  the  punishment  that  is  likely  to  be  inflicted  upon  them.     I  agree  with  the 
suggestion  of  Dr.  Moore  that  the  Act  should  be  altered  so  that  the  punishment  should  be 
progressive  as  it  is  under  the  Liquor  License  Act.     I  think  under  the  Liquor  License  Act 
the  punishment  for  the  first  offence  is  $25.00  to  $50.00,  the  next  $50.00  to  $100.00.  and  the 
punishment  for  the  third  offence  is  imprisonment  without  fine,  and   a  surrender  of  license. 
These  are  my  views.     I  concur  in  the  appointment  of  this  committee,  and  I  hope  good  will 
come  out  of  it. 

Dr.  Barrick — There  is  just  one  thing  I  wish  to  be  perfectly  clear  upon  ;  I  am  not  sure 
whether  I  understand  this  motion  right.     Is  it  the  understanding  that  in  all  cases  where  the 
Prosecutor  assumes   the   responsibility  himself    of  taking  proceedings    that  he  himself  is 
'   responsible  for  the  expenses  of  those  proceedings,  and  he  gets  the  fines  in  those  cases  ? 
Dr.  Moore — That  is  correct. 

Dr.  Barrick— And  that  any  case  where  he  is  doubtful,  where  he  might  say,  "  Here  is 
a  case  in  which  I  am  not  sure  whether  the  fines  will  pay  me  for  my  trouble,"  he  will  submit 
to  this  committee,  and  if  this  committee  undertake  to  recommend  the  prosecution,  then 
this  committee  commit  this  Council  to  the  expense  of  those  prosecutions  and  the  Council 
will  get  whatever  lines  come  from  them  ? 

Dr.  Moore— That  is  our  idea  of  what  the  understanding  should  be. 
Dr.  Armour — You  are  under  a  misapprehension  as  to  how  it  is  at  the  present  time. 
We  now  pay  our  Prosecutor  $600.00  a  year  salary,  and  if  his  fines  do  not  amount  to  sufficient 
to  cover  his  expenses,  then  he  must  meet  them  out  of  that  salary. 

Dr.  Barrick— That  is  what  I  say.  I  understand  he  gets  $600.00  a  year  apart  from 
prosecutions  altogether. 

Dr.  Armour — And  he  pays  his  own  expenses. 
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Dr.  Barrick — He  gets  $600.00  a  year  and  he  must  bear  the  expense  of  these  prosecu- 
tions, but  he  gets  the  proceeds  of  the  fines.  This  proposition  is  that  he  shall  do  the  same 
thing,  only  where  he  is  doubtful  and  thinks  he  is  going  to  fall  short,  and  it  would  not  be 
safe  for  him  to  assume  the  responsibility,  he  will  then  consult  the  committee,  and  when  the 
committee  once  decide  that  they  shall  prosecute  they  make  the  Council  liable  for  that  par- 
ticular prosecution,  and  the  Council  get  the  benefit  of  the  fine,  if  any. 

Dr.  Armour — That  is  the  intention,  I  understand,  of  this  proposition. 
Dr.  Campbell — Of  course,  that  would  have  to  be  afterwards  definitely  arranged  in  the 
new  contract  entered  into  by  the  Prosecutor.      The  adoption  of  the  report  and  the  amend- 
ment will  not,  of  course,  definitely  fix  that. 

Dr.  Williams — I  think  there  is  one  advantage  in  having  a  committee,  whether  it 
results  in  cheapening  the  matter  or  not.  This  Council  have  a  responsibilty  as  to  the  kind  of 
cases  that  are  prosecuted,  and  when  it  goes  into  the  newspapers  that  the  Prosecutor  has  had 
some  person  up  and  lined,  the  Council  of  the  medical  profession  are  held  responsible.  Under 
these  circumstances,  I  think  that  we  should  have  a  committee  which  would  pass  judgment 
on  the  cases  before  they  are  prosecuted,  and  should  know  whether  or  not  they  are  proper 
cases  to  take  before  the  public.  There  are  sometimes  cases  that  seem  to  be  vexatious  more 
than  anything  else  and  that  the  profession  would  be  ashamed  to  have  prosecuted,  and  would 
prefer  that  they  were  not  interfered  with.  I  heard  of  one  case,  I  think  in  the  neighborhood 
of  Barrie,  where  information  was  laid  and  the  Council  were  urged  to  have  a  prosecution 
pushed  against  a  man  who  was  not  a  registered  practitioner,  because  he  had  used  a  syringe. 
The  ground  was  taken  that  it  was  a  surgical  operation,  and  that  under  the  Act  he  was  open 
to  prosecution.  To  my  mind,  that  sort  of  case  would  be  very  vexatious  to  the  public,  as 
well  as  to  the  profession.  And  sometimes  prosecutors,  in  their  zeal,  might  take  some  kind 
of  cases  that  we  would  rather,  for  our  own  reputation  and  for  the  pleasure  of  the  public, 
were  left  alone  entirely  ;  and  I  think  it  is  a  good  thing  that  a  share  of  those  cases  should  be 
submitted  to  a  committee  before  they  are  put  before  the  public  on  the  responsibility  of  the 
Council. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  agree  with  a  good  deal  that  has  been  said,  and  I  do  not  agree  with 
much  more.     I  am  not  second  to  anybody  in  my  desire  to  see  those  who  are  breaking  the 
law  prosecuted  ;  I  think  they  should  be  prosecuted  condignly  ;  but,  as  I  have  already  stated, 
I  think  this  Council  is  not  the  body  that  should  have  the  responsibility  of  prosecuting  them. 
I  know,  from  much  conversation  with  members,  that  the  great  reason  why  the  medical  pro- 
fession is  just  now  so  unpopular  in  our  Legislature  is  due  partly  to  our  public  prosecutions, 
partly  to  our  tariff"  or  attempts  at  a  tariff,  and  partly  to  a — I  do  not  know  what  else  to  call 
it — pure  cussedness  on  the  part  of  the  Patrons  and  others  in  the  House.     I  think  that  when 
we  have  a  public  Prosecutor,  and  it  is  understood  he  prosecutes  at  his  own  risk,  he  is  merely 
like  a  bloodhood  sent  through  the  country  by  this  Council  to  hunt  its  prey.     If  he  does  that 
under  the  segis  and  sanction  of  a  committee,  I  think  the  public  will  hold  this  Council  much 
more  directly  responsible  for  those  prosecutions  even  than  it  does  now.     And  I  submit  that 
the  law  is  wrong  in  that  matter.    I  do  not  care  what  the  feeling  of  the  House  is,  or  what  the 
expressions  of  Mr.  Cartwright  may  be  on  the  subject,  if  proper  representations  were  made 
to  the  Legislature,  and  the  whole  matter  was  placed  properly  before  the  Legislature  so  as 
to  show  that  these  prosecutions  are  made  not  in  the  interests  of  the  profession,  but  in  the 
interests  of  the  public,  and  that  it  is  police  work  that  belongs  not  to  this  Council,  but  to  the 
Attorney-General's  office  or  to  some  other  office.  I  cannot  conceive  that  we  should  fail  to 
obtain  justice  in  the  matter.     I  ask  you  to  imagine  what  would  be  the  condition  of  the 
lawyers  throughout  the  country  if  they  were  in  the  same  condition  ?      Suppose  the  lawyers 
obtained  an  Act  (which  they  have  been  too  wise  to  do)  authorizing  them  to  appoint  a  public 
prosecutor  to  go  through  the  country  and  to  haul  up  and  fine  every  township  and  county 
clerk  and  every  broker  who  ventured  to  draw  deeds  or  to  write  wills,  would  the  lawyers 
not  in  a  very  short  time  have  as  great  a  howl  against  them  on  the  part  of  the  ignorant 
public  as  the  doctors  have  now  ?     I  do  think  it  is  and  has  been  a  great  weakness  to  this 
Council  that  they  ever  assumed  those  prosecutions  ;  and  I  do  think  that  under  happier 
auspices  the  work  might  have  been  placed  at  first,  as  I  think  it  might  yet  be  placed,  where 
it  properly  belongs — not  in  the  hands  of  this  Council,  or  in  the  hands  of  a  committee  of 
this  Council,  and  not  in  the  hands  of  a  prosecutor  appointed  by  this  Council.     I  would  like 
to  see  steps  earnestly  taken,  taken  with  a  firm  determination  to  push  them  to  the  end,  to 
place  the  matter  properly  before  the  Government  ;  and  I  am  quite  sure  that   if  the  Govern- 
ment were  convinced  that  the  prosecutions  were  in  the  interests  of  the  public,  as  I  am 
confident  they  are,  steps  might  be  taken  to  relieve  us  of  what  is  a  very  unpleasant  and  very 
expensive  duty. 

Dr.  Britton — I  would  like  to  know  before  the  vote  is  taken  upon  this  motion,  whether 
this  work  is  to  be  done  gratuitously,  because  if  it  is  not,  it  would  be  far  better  if  the  com- 
mittee consisted  only  of  three  members. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  think  you  had  better  add  to  Dr.  Maehell's  motion  that  the  work  of  the 
committee  shall  be  done  free  of  charge. 
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Dr.  Shaw — We  should  not  be  willing  to  ask  a  committee  to  do  a  lot  of  work  for  nothing 
when  we  are  not  willing  to  do  our  work  in  the  Council  for  less  than  we  were  paid  last  year. 

Dr.  Machell — It  was  my  intention  we  should  do  the  work  free  because  we  live  herev 
but  I  have  not  spoken  of  the  matter  to  Dr.  Emory  or  Dr.  Britton. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — Is  it  the  intention  of  the  committee  to  visit  outside  places  ] 

Dr.  Machell — No. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — I  do  not  see,  under  those  circumstances,  what  expense  they  may  be 
put  to  ;  they  may  have  to  meet  for  half  an  hour,  but  that  is  all  the  mover  intended. 

Dr.  Britton — There  might  behalf  a  dozen  cases  submitted  at  once,  and  a  lot  of  evidence 
to  be  gone  over  that  would  take  half  a  day. 

Dr.  Moorhouse— The  Prosecutor  will  be  given  authority  to  undertake  certain  work  on 
his  own  responsibility  ;  I  think  the  intention  of  the  mover  of  this  amendment  was  that  the 
committee  should  not  be  put  to  any  great .  expense  or  loss  of  time.  I  think  if  they  are  they 
should  certainly  be  paid. 

Dr.  Emory — The  first  intimation  I  had  of  the  proposition  was  when  Dr.  Machell  read  his 
motion.  I  for  one  am  quite  willing  for  this  year  to  give  my  services  on  that  committee 
gratuitously.  It  is  largely  an  experiment  ;  we  may  have  nothing  to  do,  but  if  we  find  the 
duties  so  onerous  as  to  interfere  with  our  professional  duties,  I  am  sure  that  next  year  the 
Council  will  relieve  us  of  them.     (Hear,  hear.) 

Dr.  Barrick — I  would  like  it  made  perfectly  clear  in  that  resolution  whether  it  is  just 
those  cases  that  the  Prosecutor  does  not  wish  to  undertake  himself  will  be  submitted,  or  that 
all  cases  will  be  submitted. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  would  like  to  know  whether  the  public  Prosecutor  has,  under  existing 
circumstances,  and  whether  it  is  intended  he  shall  have  under  this  committee,  unlimited 
power  to  prosecute  and  pay  for  solicitors  or  counsel  in  these  prosecutions  ? 

Dr.  Armour — That  is  not  covered  in  this  resolution.  Subsequently  it  might  be  arranged, 
but  if  this  is  to  be  a  final  disposition  of  the  matter  possibly  it  would  be  better  to  add  some- 
thing further  to  this  resolution. 

Dr.  Thorburn — When  the  Finance  Committee's  report  is  taken  up  there  will  be  an 
opportunity  given  for  discussing  that. 

Dr.  Britton — I  should  think  the  committee  would  control  details  of  that  kind  in  its 
conference  with  the  Prosecutor.  I  think  he  would  be  expected  to  act  in  all  respects  under 
the  instructions  of  that  committee  when  the  committee  is  called  on. 

Dr.  Barrick — I  think  the  point  raised  by  Dr.  Sangster  is  a  very  important  one.  Sap- 
pose  this  committee  say,  "  we  think  that  is  a  proper  case  to  go  on  to  prosecute,"  does  that  give 
the  Prosecutor  carte  blanche  to  employ  counsel  and  to  go  into  any  expense  he  may  see  fit,  and 
run  this  Council  into  perhaps  more  expense  than  ever  before  ?  The  point  is,  what  control 
the  committee  would  have  in  respect  to  controlling  the  expense  that  might  be  gone  into  I 

Dr.  Campbell — It  strikes  me  we  had  better  leave  that  open  now,  and  on  consideration  of 
the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee,  or  whatever  committee  deals  with  the  engaging  of  a 
Prosecutor,  fix  all  the  details  and  terms. 

Dr.  Dickson — It  was  the  intention  of  the  seconder,  and,  I  think,  of  the  mover,  that  the 
Prosecutor  should  receive  all  his  suggestions  in  these  cases  from  the  committee. 

The  Chairman  put  the  motion  as  follows  :  "Moved  by  Dr.  Machell,  seconded  by  Dr. 
Dickson,  That  the  committee  mentioned  in  the  fourth  clause  of  the  report  be  composed  of 
the  following  members,  viz. :  Drs.  Barrick,  Emory,  Thorburn,  Britton  and  the  mover,"  and 
on  a  vote  having  been  taken  declared  it  carried. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Bray,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moore,  That  Clause  5  as  amended  be  adopted. 
Carried. 

Ou  motion,  the  committee  rose  and  reported  the  adoption  of  the  report  as  amended. 

The  committee  rose,  the  President  in  the  chair. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Williams,  seconded  by  Dr.  Bray,  That  the  report  as  amended  be 
adopted. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  want  to  ask  the  Committee  on  Discipline  whether  they  have  received 
any  communications  or  taken  any  action  on  any  communications  re  Dr.  McCully,  who  is  under 
suspended  sentence  by  this  Council.  He  is,  I  believe,  at  present  in  Milwaukee.  Some 
months  ago  I  was  almost  deluged  with  marked  newspapers  sent  from  the  city  of  Milwaukee, 
containing  portraits  of  Dr.  McCully,  and  large  advertisements  in  which  he  flourished  the  fact 
that  he  was  "  none  of  your  doctors  that  were  ex-flunkeyfied," — or  some  such  word — "  by  the 
Medical  Councils,  and  I  would  like  to  know  what  Dr.  McCully 's  standing  is  with  this  Council 
now,  or  if  he  is  to  be  suffered  to  travel  through  the  United  States  as  a  member  of  this  College, 
and  to  flourish  that  fact  in  connection  with  his  advertisements.  If  such  is  the  case,  then  the 
sooner  the  Discipline  Committee  revoke  his  suspension  the  better.  I  have  just  now  been 
handed  by  the  Prosecutor  one  of  his  advertisements  in  which  Dr.  McCully  says  after  the 
most  nourishing  heading,  "Young  men,  have  you  sapped  your  vitality  by  vicious  habitos,  is 
your  manhood  almost  gone,  your  nervous  system  nearly  wrecked,  is  your  memory  bad,,  your 
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brain  dizzy,  and  are  you  on  the  verge  of  self-destruction  ?  Then,  apply  to  the  greatest 
specialists.  We  warrant  our  work  in  every  case.  Old  men,  have  you  burned  the  wick  of 
life  at  both  ends — is  your  sexual  life  gone?  We  bring  it  back  ;  we  guarantee  our  work," 
and  so  on. 

Dr.  Moore — I  made  a  motion  that  the  report  be  adopted  as  amended,  and  Dr.  Sangster's 
remarks  seem  to  me  to  be  quite  irrelevant. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  may  be  out  of  order  in  reading  this,  and  if  so,  I  will  sit  down.  I 
merely  wanted  to  enquire  whether  that  man  was  to  continue  to  travel  through  the  United 
States  as  a  member  of  this  College. 

The  President — Dr.  Moore,  as  a  member  of  the  committee,  might  give  you  soras 
information.   . 

Dr.  Moore — I  am  glad  to  say  I  have  never  received  any  of  those  papers,  and  I  did  not 
know  he  was  touring  the  United  States  in  this  manner  ;  but  I  suppose  he  has  a  right  to  tour 
the  United  States  as  he  pleases  ;  he  is  out  of  our  jurisdiction.  He  is  under  suspended 
sentence,  and  if  he  comes  back  here  I  presume  he  will  be  taken  in  hand  right  away  (the 
sword  is  over  his  neck),  and  probably  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council  the  full  penalty  of 
the  law  will  be  meted  out  to  him.  But  at  present  he  is  out  of  our  jurisdiction  ;  we  cannot 
follow  him  to  Milwaukee. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — I  wish  to  remark  that  I  do  not  think  we  as  a  Council,  in  the  face  of 
this  proof  that  Dr.  Sangster  has  just  read,  should  allow  this  man  to  go  abroad  under  our 
cover  or  protection.  True,  he  is  under  suspended  sentence,  but  1  think  that  this  is  a  fresh 
proof  that  the  old  Adam  is  still  operating  in  him  as  lively  as  ever.  I  think  we  ought  to 
strike  him  off  the  Register,  or  he  will  be  back  here,  no  doubt,  before  long.  I  think  we  have 
been  long-suffering  enough  and  that  he  ought  to  be  stricken  off  without  further  delay. 

Dr.  Dickson — Does  not  suspended  sentence  mean  that  he  must  commit  another  offence 
before  we  can  take  further  action  1 

Dr.  Moore — No. 

Dr.  Dickson — Then  cut  him  off. 

Dr.  Sangster — Certainly,  if  another  man  is  brought  up  under  the  report  of  the 
Discipline  Committee  and  it  is  pleaded  we  should  allow  him  to  go  under  suspended  sentence, 
in  view  of  the  fact  that  he  can  go  and  travel  through  the  States,  though  under  that  suspended 
sentence,  and  circulate  foul  stuff  of  that  kind,  then  the  Council  will  be  very  loath  indeed  to 
let  him  off  under  suspended  sentence. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — Is  the  discussion  of  Dr.  McCully's  character  before  the  chair  on  that 
report  ? 

The  President — No,  it  is  out  of  order. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Can  we  not  amend  that  report  by  instructing  the  Discipline  Com- 
mittee, if  they  are  still  alive,  to  strike  Dr.  McCully's  name  off  the  Register  ? 

Dr.  Thorburn — Does  his  name  appear  in  that  paper  as  a  licentiate  of  this  College  ? 

Dr.  Sangster — Yes. 

Dr.  Britton — When  Dr.  McCully's  case  came  before  the  Council  for  consideration,  I 
was  one  of  those  who  pleaded  that  he  might  go  under  suspended  sentence,  notwithstanding 
he  had  acted  in  such  a  way  as  to  humiliate  and  disgrace  this  profession  largely  in  this  country, 
and  notwithstanding  I  had  to  say  on  that  occasion,  he  was,  amongst  all  sinners  against 
decency  and  propriety,  one  of  the  greatest — at  the  same  time  because  of  the  promises  he  made 
and  because  I  had  a  certain  amount  of  confidence  in  his  word  that  he  would  keep  those 
promises,  I  pleaded  for  him.  Now  I  feel  just  as  strongly  the  other  way.  We  have  dealt 
with  the  matter  very  patiently  ;  and  I  am  not  very  certain  whether — supposing  we  pass  that 
resolution  as  an  amendment  to  that  report,  and  instruct  the  Discipline  Committee  to  have 
his  name  taken  off  the  Register — we  would  not  be  acting  ultra  vires  ;  and  it  might  be  that  an 
appeal  from  our  decision  to  a  higher  court  would  be  sustained.  1  will  move  that  the 
Discipline  Committee  be  instructed  to  get  the  advice  of  our  Solicitor  as  to  the  speediest  and 
best  method  of  proceeding  for  the  purpose  of  removing  Dr.  McCully's  name  from  the  Register. 

Dr.  Moore — This  man  is  out  of  our  country  and  out  of  our  jurisdiction  entirely.  He 
can  commit  what  crimes  he  has  a  mind  to  in  a  foreign  country,  and  while  he  remains  there 
we  cannot  punish  him  here  for  what  he  does  there.  Dr.  Sangster  has  read  an  advertisement, 
but  we  do  not  know,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  that  Dr.  McCully  instigated  that  advertisement. 
We  have  no  proof  whatever  that  Dr.  McCully  authorized  anybody  to  put  that  in  the  paper  ; 
and  for  us  to  take  from  a  man  his  license  and  erase  his  name  from  the  Register  upon 
advertisement  appearing  in  a  paper,  without  any  proof  that  it  was  upon  his  authority  or  at 
his  instigation,  seems  to  me  would  be  an  action  totally  unwarranted.  And  1  also  wish  to 
point  out  that  the  Discipline  Committee  have  no  power  to  strike  a  man's  name  off  tin 
Register  ;  they  simply  take  the  evidence  and  report  to  this  Council.  It  is  onl)  this  Council 
that  can  strike  a  name  off  the  Register  ;  and  to  ask  this  Council  to-night  or  tomorrow  to 
strike  a  man's  name  off  the  Register  simply  because  we  find  an  advertisement  with  his  Dams 
attached  to  it — not  his  signature — to  my  mind  would  be  a  very  dangerous  course  to  pursue. 
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The  President — I  think  so,  too  ;  I  shall  have  to  rule  the  matter  out  of  order.  There 
is  a  motion  before  the  House  to  adopt  this  report. 

Dr.  Moore — I  have  no  desire  to  defend  Dr.  McCully  ;  my  only  desire  is  that  we  shall 
not  in  our  haste,  or  by  any  rash  act  do  something  whereby  we  might  put  ourselves  in  a  very 
awkward  position. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and  on  a  vote  having  been  taken  declared  the  report 
adopted  as  amended. 

Dr.  Britton  asked  leave  to  introduce  a  motion  at  this  stage  without  formal  notice. 

The  President  took  the  sense  of  the  meeting,  and  granted  leave  to  Dr.  Britton  to  intro- 
duce his  motion. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Britton,  seconded  by  Dr.  Thorburn,  That  the  case  of  Dr.  Samuel 
Edward  McCully,  now  Under  suspended  sentence,  be  referred  to  the  Discipline  Com- 
mittee. 

The  President  read  the  motion. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — The  question  is,  Has  Dr.  McCully 's  crime  been  such  that  we  can 
strike  his  name  off  ?  I  agree  with  Dr.  Moore,  that  we  have  not  a  tittle  of  evidence  against 
S.  E.  McCully  on  which  to  erase  his  name  from  our  Register. 

Dr.  Williams— My  view  harmonizes  with  the  remarks  made  by  Dr.  Moore,  that  we 
really  have  no  ground  to  proceed  against  this  man  at  the  present  time  at  all  ;  and  I  believe, 
as  long  as  he  is  in  the  United  States  and  is  not  interfering  with  us  here,  we  would  bring 
ourselves  very  much  into  disrepute  if  we  took  action  against  him  and  struck  his  name  off. 
I  do  not  think  he  is  harming  us — he  is  not  harming  the  practitioners  of  the  Province  of 
Ontario,  and  whatever  he  may  say  in  the  United  States  I  do  not  think  is  any  material  busi- 
ness of  ours.  And  I  think  if  we  trouble  ourselves  to  follow  all  over  the  United  States 
people  who  are  not  just  what  they  should  be,  we  will  incur  an  unreasonable  amount  of 
expense  and.  what  is  still  worse,  a  considerable  amount  of  censure,  and  my  conviction  would 
be  we  would  deserve  the  censure.  I  think  we  should  be  perfectly  satisfied  that  Dr.  McCully 
has  got  out  of  the  country,  and  so  long  as  he  will  stay  out  we  should  let  him  alone.  When 
he  comes  back  to  Ontario,  I  think,  is  time  to  take  prompt  action  and  deal  with  him,  pro- 
vided we.  have  something  against  him  ;  but  I  do  not  think  it  is  reasonable,  after  you  have 
let  him  once  out  on  suspended  sentence,  to  bring  that  matter  up  again  and  erase  his  name 
unless  it  is  shown  that  he  is  not  keeping  the  contract  entered  into. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  think  there  can  be  no  objection  to  passing  Dr.  Britton's  motion.  It 
does  not  commit  the  Council  to  anything,  and  the  Discipline  Committee  have  to  report  to 
the  Council  before  anything  is  done. 

Dr.  Moore — Except  to  add  to  the  motion  that  the  Discipline  Committee  should  not  act. 

Dr.  Williams — I  agree  with  Dr.  Campbell  that  it  should  be  added  that  they  do  not  act 
or  incur  any  expense.  I  would  like  added  to  the  end  of  the  motion,  "  With  instructions  to 
take  no  action  until  he  enters  Canada." 

Dr.  Britton — I  would  not  like  to  add  that,  because  in  case  the  taking  of  his  name  off 
the  Register  be  advised  by  our  Solicitor,  if  that  addition  be  made  it  would  strengthen  his 
case  on  appeal. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and  on  a  vote  having  been  taken  declared  it  carried. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Thorburn,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moore,  That  the  report  of  the  Property 
Committee  be  adopted.     Carried. 

The  President — There  is  another  report  which  Dr.  Reddick  has  which  we  might 
consider  now  and  get  out  of  the  way,  but  it  has  not  yet  been  presented. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Emory,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moore,  That  the  rule  be  suspended  to  allow  Dr. 
Reddick  to  present  his  report.     Carried. 

Dr.  Reddick  presented  and  read  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations. 

The  report  was  received. 

REPORT   OF    COMMITTEE    ON    RULES    AND    REGULATIONS. 

To  the  President  and  members  of  the  Council  of  the  College  of  Phgsicmns  and  Surgeons : 

Your  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  : 

With  reference  to  some  suggestions  as  to  amending  of  Rule  3  relating  to  the  election  of 

President  and  Vice-President,  your  committee  beg  leave  to  recommend  that  no  change   be 

made  in  the  rule. 

R.   Reddick,  Chairman  Committee. 

Adopted  without  amendment.      A.   F.  Rogers,  President. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Reddick,  seconded  by  Dr.  Machell,  That  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Rules  and  Regulations  be  adopted. 
The  President  read  the  motion. 
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Dr.  Reddick — The  committee  discussed  the  several  suggestions  that  were  made,  also 
the  by-law  suggested  by  Dr.  Williams  which  repealed  the  old  rule  and  provides  that  the 
President  and  Vice-President  shall  be  elected  from  among  the  members  of  the  Council 
present,  without  nomination,  by  ballot,  and  that  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  members 
present  shall  be  necessary  to  an  election,  and  provided  that  in  the  case  of  a  tie,  the  election 
should  be  decided  by  the  members  representing  the  greatest  number  of  registered  practitioners. 
That  is  practically  the  same  as  the  old  rule  with  the  change  that  there  is  to  be  no  nomination. 
It  provides  that  there  shall  be  a  ballot  without  nomination.  Then  Dr.  Campbell's  suggestion, 
which  was  the  one  I  was  favorable  to,  so  far  as  my  own  opinion  went,  was  an  addition.  A 
sub-section  added  to  Rule  3  providing  further  that  "should  there  be  only  one  person 
nominated,  he  shall  be  declared  elected  by  acclamation,"  and  that  when  there  are  more  than 
two  candidates  in  nomination,  after  a  ballot  the  one  receiving  the  smallest  number  of  votes 
shall  be  dropped.  The  committee  do  not  recommend  any  change  at  all.  After  discussing  it 
we  thought  it  was  well  to  leave  it  alone. 

Dr.  Williams — It  is  perfectly  clear  from  this  year's  work,  and  I  think  in  some  years 
previously,  that  the  present  reading  of  the  rule  is  not  above  misunderstanding  and  not  above 
dispute.  I  think  it  is  not  free  from  considerable  objection.  The  objection  to  me  is  that  it 
requires  some  person  to  nominate  a  candidate  who  is  in  the  field  for  election,  and  I  think  it 
is  humiliating  to  a  man  who  wishes  to  be  a  candidate  to  ask  somebody  to  put  himself  in  the 
position  of  nominating  him.  I  admit  that  so  far  as  I  personally  am  concerned  I  would  not 
like  just  to  have  to  ask  some  one  to  nominate  me.  And  I  think  further,  that  the  objection 
to  open  nomination  is  that  it  offers  opportunity  to  persons  who  may  be  desirous  of  doing  a 
little  wire-pulling.  It  is  quite  well  understood  that  if  one  man  is  nominated  it  is  rather  an 
unpleasant  thing  for  some  other  person  to  get  up  and  nominate  another  man,  and  because 
of  this  you  sometimes  hesitate  to  nominate  the  man  whom  you  think  is  best  fitted  for 
the  position  against  some  other  person  because  of  the  feeling  of  unpleasantness  that 
might  arise.  I  think  that  could  be  entirely  avoided  and  the  work  facilitated  just  as  well  by 
doing  away  with  the  nomination.  Let  each  person  vote  by  ballot,  and  when  they  vote  by 
ballot  the  person  whom  they  want  to  be  elected  very  speedily  comes  to  the  front.  My 
experience  in  County  Council  work  where  it  is  done  that  way,  is  that  in  the  election  of 
Warden  the  first  ballot  may  get  scattering  votes,  but  the  second  time  it  takes  form,  and  the 
third  time,  and  often  before  the  third  time,  some  person  is  elected.  You  do  not  have  to 
say  the  last  man  shall  drop  out,  or  anything  about  it,  because  immediately  the  votes  take 
form  the  man  you  want  will  come  to  the  front. 

I  move  in  amendment,  seconded  by  Dr.  Shaw,  That  the  report  be  referred  back  with 
instructions  to  strike  out  the  words  "after  nomination,"  and  to  substitute  therefor  the 
words  "  without  nomination." 

Dr.  Thorburn — I  beg  to  take  exception  to  Dr.  Williams'  views  in  the  matter.  I  do 
not  think  it  is  at  all  desirable  to  do  away  with  the  nomination.  Among  thirty  of  us  here 
perhaps  there  would  be  sixteen  or  seventeen  men  whose  names  would  be  put  in  the  ballot, 
and  we  would  have  to  go  on  for  an  indefinite  time  to  arrive  at  a  correct  conclusion.  I  will 
give  you  an  illustration  of  it.  Not  many  years  ago  in  Ontario — I  do  not  want  to  be  more 
definite  than  that — at  a  church  meeting  the  names  of  two  very  prominent  men  were 
mentioned  for  an  elevated  position,  and  there  was  a  third  party  nominated  by  the  ballot, 
and  he  got  one  vote,  and  in  consequence  of  the  two  prominent  candidates  not  appearing 
this  man  who  originally  started  with  one  vote  was  elected  at  the  head  of  his  church.  I 
think  it  better  to  go  on  just  as  we  have  been  doing  heretofore,  and  if  there  is  any  objection 
to  a  candidate  for  a  position,  it  is  quite  competent  for  those  who  object  to  suggest  the  name 
of  somebody  else. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — I  quite  agree  with  Dr.  Thorburn's  remarks.  I  remember  the  case 
myself  to  which  I  think  Dr.  Thorburn  refers,  and  similar  cases  are  in  my  mind  now,  where 
the  attention  of  large  bodies  has  been  taken  up  for  whole  days  in  a  fruitless  effort  to  arrive  at 
a  conclusion  by  ballot  ;  and  from  what  has  taken  place  in  the  last  two  or  three  years  in  this 
Council  chamber,  I  think  we  would  be  in  the  same  sort  of  turmoil.  I  think  it  is  always 
more  manly  and  dignified  in  an  assembly  of  this  kind  to  set  the  various  names  openly  before 
the  Council  for  election,  and  things  will  come  to  a  termination  more  speedily  and  more  satis- 
factorily than  by  an  informal  ballot.  The  ballot  always  seemed  to  me  to  be  a  most  undigni- 
fied way  of  conducting  business,  and  to  be  a  way  quite  beneath  the  dignity  of  an  assembly  of 
this  kind.  And  it  is  not  open  and  fair  ;  it  is  a  sort  of  stabbing  in  the  dark.  Whenever  a 
ballot  is  asked  for  I  always  think  the  man  or  men  who  ask  for  it  want  to  keep  their  hands 
hidden.     Therefore  I  would  oppose  this  motion  of  Dr.  Williams'. 

Dr.  Logan — Some  years  ago  when  this  matter  was  introduced  and  we  changed  from  the 
old  way  I  was  opposed  to  the  secret  ballot.  I  wish  to  state  now  my  views  on  that  matter, 
and  to  say  that  I  am  still  entirely  opposed  to  the  secret  ballot  in  any  form  in  which  you 
choose  to  introduce  it.  It  may  be  necessary  for  politicians  ;  1  believe  it  is.  There  is  ;i  large 
section  of  our  people  in  this  country  who  are  dependent  upon  some  others,  and  if  the  manner 
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in  which  they  voted  were  made  known  to  their  employers  it  might  result  in  their  losing  their 
situations.  That  makes  it  a  necessity  for  politicians  to  use  the  secret  ballot.  But,  gentle- 
men, is  it  necessary  for  us  to  resort  to  measures  of  this  kind  when  in  this  Council  1  Is  it 
necessary  for  honorable  men  and  educated  men  to  have  a  secret  mode  of  expressing  their  * 
opinions  upon  matters  relating  to  the  medical  profession  ?  I  think  it  is  an  undignified — I 
think  it  is  an  unmanly  thing,  and  therefore  I  am  decidedly  opposed  to  this  method  of  giving 
expression  to  the  opinions  of  the  Council,  not  merely  upon  the  election  of  President,  but 
upon  any  other  matter,  and  I  am  glad  to  have  had  an  opportunity  of  expressing  my  dis- 
approval of  the  secret  ballot,  whether  in  the  manner  indicated  in  Dr.  Williams'  amendment, 
or  in  any  other  way. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  have  opposed  the  ballot  in  the  past,  and  I  am  opposed  to  it  now,  but 
the  Council  operate  in  this  matter  by  ballot,  and  therefore,  when  the  question  came  up  the 
other  day,  I  submitted  a  proposition  to  this  effect,  that  if  we  are  to  have  a  ballot  then  we 
should  add  to  our  rule  a  proviso,  that,  if  at  any  time  only  one  candidate  is  nominated  he  shall 
be  declared  elected  by  acclamation.  That  gets  over  the  necessity  of  having  a  ballot  when 
there  is  only  one  candidate  nominated.  And  further,  when  there  are  more  than  two  candi- 
dates in  nomination,  after  each  ballot  the  one  receiving  the  smallest  number  of  votes  shall  be 
dropped.  It  might  happen,  if  there  is  not  a  provision  of  that  kind,  with  three  candidates  in 
the  field  you  might  keep  on  balloting  all  day,  and  for  several  days.  Of  course  it  is  not  likely, 
but  such  a  thing  is  possible.  If  we  are  to  have  a  ballot  it  seems  to  me  that  my  proposition 
is  the  best  way  to  get  over  the  difficulty.  If  anybody  chooses  to  bring  in  a  motion  to  amend 
the  clause  by  providing  that  we  have  no  ballot  at  all  I  am  quite  willing  to  vote  for  it ;  but, 
as  it  stands  now,  we  have  a  ballot,  and  therefore  I  wish  to  move'  that  the  report  be  referred 
back  to  the  committee  with  instructions  to  report  to  the  Council  the  amendment  I  have  pro- 
posed. But,  as  I  say,  while  that  is  my  amendment,  I  am  quite  willing  to  have  the  ballot 
stiuck  out  altogether. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — I  will  second  Dr.  Campbell's  motion  ;  it  is  quite  in  accord  with  my 
views.  I  am  not  opposed  to  the  ballot,  but  only  to  the  informal  ballot,  such  as  Dr. 
Williams  proposes.  I  think  it  would  be  beneath  our  dignity  to  adopt  an  informal  ballot  in 
an  assembly  of  this  kind. 

Dr.  Emory — As  a  member  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  Committee,  I  beg  to  state  that 
the  reasons  which  prompted  us  in  suggesting  no  change  should  be  made  were  that  the 
present  by-law  had  worked  satisfactorily,  and  we  could  see  no  reason  for  making  any  change, 
and  we  thought  our  recommendation  would  be  adopted  without  any  discussion,  and  thus 
save  the  time  of  the  Council  ;  but  if  we  are  going  into  amendments,  and  amendments  to  the 
amendments,  and  amendments  to  the  amendments  to  the  amendments,  we  are  not  saving 
the  time  of  the  Council. 

Dr.  Sangster — I,  like  Dr.  Logan,  do  not  like  the  ballot.  I  think  it  is  anomalous  that 
in  this  Council  the  President  and  Vice-President  are  the  only  officers  that  are  elected  by 
ballot.  The  cases  of  these  officers  are  the  only  instances  in  which  the  by-laws  recognize  the 
ballot.  I  would  prefer  an  open,  square  vote.  If  you  alter  this  at  all,  you  will  have  to  alter 
it  by  a  formal  by-law,  as  it  is  part  of  one  of  your  existing  by-laws,  and  I  will  gladly  second 
a  motion  by  Dr.  Logan,  or  anybody  else,  to  the  effect  that  when  that  by-law  is  amended,  it 
shall  provide  that,  like  all  other  votes  in  this  Council,  the  votes  for  President  and  Vice- 
President  shall  be  open  votes. 

Dr.  Campbell — My  present  motion  is  the  proposition  I  submitted  in  Council  and  it  was 
referred  to  the  committee.  It  was  to  amend  Rule  3  by  adding  to  it,  "and  providing 
further,  that  if  there  shall  be  at  any  time  only  one  candidate  in  nomination,  he  shall  be 
declared  elected  by  acclamation  ;  and  further,  when  there  are  more  than  two  candidates  in 
nomination,  after  each  ballot  the  one  receiving  the  smallest  number  of  votes  shall  be 
dropped." 

Dr.  Luton — As  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Rules  and  Regulations,  I  raised  an 
objection  to  Dr.  Campbell's  suggestion  in  that  committee,  because,  if  there  are  three 
individuals  nominated  to  any  position,  the  first  vote  is  taken  with  a  certain  result,  and  for 
the  person  that  receives  the  smallest  number  of  votes  to  drop  out  and  have  no  further 
chance  in  the  election  is  unfair  to  that  man.  Many  times  when  elections  are  carried  on  in 
the  way  suggested  by  Dr.  Williams,  the  man  that  on  the  first  ballot  would  have  the  lowest 
number  of  votes  and  would  consequently  be  dropped,  as  per  Dr.  Campbell's  motion,  is 
finally  the  man  selected.  I  think  that  shows  that  in  a  case  of  this  kind  it  would  be  an 
unjust  thing  to  drop  out  the  man  that  happened  on  the  first  ballot  to  get  the  lowest  number 
of  votes,  and  I  think  that  objection  would  be  fatal  to  Dr.  Campbell's  suggestion.  Again, 
with  reference  to  .the  suggestion  of  Dr.  Williams,  reducing  these  things  to  practice,  I 
remember  quite  well  in  the  county  of  Elgin,  when  they  proposed  that  everybody  should 
have  the  chance  of  nominating  as  many  as  he  had  a  mind  to  propose,  ten  or  twelve  councillors 
of  the  township  or  county  would  be  nominated  for  the  position  of  Warden  ;  and  I  remember 
very  distinctly  it  took  two  days  under  that  system  to  elect  a  Warden  ;  that  is  how  it  worked 
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in  practice  there,  and  it  might  work  that  way  here.  I  think  the  committee  considered  all 
these  things  fully,  and,  so  far  as  I  am  able  to  judge  of  it,  I  think  the  best  results  will  follow 
by  just  leaving  the  by-law  as  it  is. 

Dr.  Reddick — It  must  be  understood  that  any  suggestions  or  motions  that  have  to  go 
in  would  have  to  be  made,  as  Dr.  Sangster  said,  by  by-law  ;  that  was  one  of  the  reasons 
why  we  did  not  suggest  any  change,  but  we  might  better  have  done  so,  and  have  saved  all 
this  trouble  and  discussion.  After  discussion  the  committee  thought  it  better  to  let  it  go 
as  it  was  and  save  time,  as  any  instruction  given  to  us  must  only  be  an  instruction  to 
recommend  a  by-law.  If  you  want  to  change  one  iota  or  one  word,  there  must  be  an 
instruction  to  the  committee  to  bring  in  a  by-law. 

Dr.  Williams — If  that  motion  is  referred  to  the  committee  to  make  a  change  then  it  is 
true  a  by-law  necessarily  follows.  There  have  been  some  remarks  made  about  this  method 
being  very  much  below  the  dignity  of  a  profession  like  this,  but  I  do  not  know  that  it  is,  I 
do  not  know  that  there  is  any  very  great  amount  of  lowering  of  the  dignity  of  a  man  to 
write  a  ballot  and  put  it  in.  Perhaps  it  may  be  thought  so  by  some  people  who  have  very 
exalted  notions  of  human  nature  ;  but  I  do  not  want  to  be  of  that  class.  I  believe  there 
are  members  of  the  Council  who  will  stoop  to  infinitely  lower  things  than  merely  writing  the 
name  of  some  man  they  want  for  President.  I  think  it  is  a  lower  thing  to  ask  a  man  to 
vote  for  you  or  to  nominate  you  ;  I  think  it  is  infinitely  worse  to  do  anything  of  that  kind 
than  to  write  a  name  quietly  on  a  ballot  and  put  it  in  for  the  man  you  want.  As  to  the 
practicability  of  this  matter,  I  served  quite  a  good  few  years  in  the  County  Council  where 
there  were  between  thirty  and  forty  members,  and  the  vote  by  ballot  was  always  taken 
without  nomination,  and  I  never  saw  any  difficulty  whatever  in  coming  to  an  election  for 
Warden  in  a  very  short  time  ;  the  Warden's  election  was  the  only  one  carried  on  in  that  way. 
No  person's  feelings  were  hurt  ;  it  is  the  method  by  which  you  prevent  one  member  having 
hard  feelings  to  another,  and  you  all  know,  I  do  not  need  to  tell  you,  there  are  men  for 
whom  you  have  a  warm  friendship,  yet  in  your  right-down  honest  judgment  in  your  heart 
you  feel  "that  is  not  the  best  possible  man  to  put  in  the  chair."  I  would  not  like  to  give 
him  a  little  slap  in  the  face  by  getting  up  and  nominating  somebody  else  or  perhaps  by 
openly  voting  against  him.  I  would  infinitely  prefer  to  have  the  thing  pass  off  quietly  and 
smoothly,  and  not  disturb  friendship  in  any  way.  Sometimes  these  disturbances  of  friend- 
ship interfere  with  the  workings  of  business  afterwards.  Isn't  it  better  all  round  in 
securing  the  best  men  for  the  place,  and  in  preventing  irritation  and  ill-feeling,  to  quietly 
put  in  your  ballots  without  any  talk  about  it,  and  let  these  be  counted.  I  do  not  take  very 
much  stock  myself  in  people  talking  about  the  ballot  being  un-British,  and  all  that  sort  of 
thing,  because  the  British  people  themselves  vote  by  nomination.  You  may  think  it  is  very 
British  to  hold  up  your  hand  and  run  your  head  against  a  stone  wall,  if  you  like,  but  I  do 
not  want  to  be  of  that  class  of  people  ;  and  I  believe  it  is  infinitely  better  to  pass  along 
smoothly  and  comfortably  without  irritating  people  and  disturbing  things  than  it  is  to  do 
the  other  way,  and  I,  for  one,  prefer  the  ballot  in  the  quietest  possible  way  it  can  be  got. 

Dr.  Barrick — I  think  that  either  of  the  ways  that  have  been  suggested  would  lead  to 
less  friction  than  we  had  this  year  on  the  ballot  as  it  is.  I  am  quite  in  favor  of  Dr.  Williams' 
resolution  ;  I  think  it  would  lead  to  less  friction  and  lead  to  less  ill-feelings  than  any  of  the 
others.  There  is  no  doubt,  as  he  has  stated,  that  the  man  that  seems  to  be  the  choice  of  the 
Council  would  gradually  work  his  way  to  the  front  without  much  loss  of  time.  We  want  to 
adopt  some  plan  that  will  lead  to  less  friction.  There  is  a  tendency  in  this  Council  to  keep 
rubbing  up  old  sores  and  making  friction. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Dr.  Williams  objects  to  the  present  by-law  because  it  is  a  very 
undignified  thing  to  be  nominated. 

Dr.  Williams — No.     It  is  undignified  to  have  to  ask  some  person  to  nominate  you. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  quite  agree  with  you,  but  surely  a  man  who  is  fit  to  occupy  that 
chair  will  get  a  nomination  without  asking  for  it.  (Hear,  hear.)  I  certainly  think  it  is  a 
most  undignified  act  on  the  part  of  any  person  to  go  round  begging  that  he  shall  be  nomin- 
ated, and  I  hope  that  has  not  been  done  at  this  meeting  or  any  other  meeting.  If  that  is  Dr. 
Williams'  only  objection,  there  is  no  objection  in  it,  as  far  as  I  can  see — it  is  invalid,  for  to  be 
nominated  is  an  honorable  thing.  In  a  few  days  215 — yes,  twice  215 — 430  men,  and  more 
than  that,  for  there  are  triple  and  quadruple  contests  in  some  places,  will  be  nominated  in 
this  Dominion. 

Dr.  Moore — A  thousand. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Yes,  probably  a  thousand  ;  it  is  not  undignified. 

Dr.  Williams  —It  is  not  undignified. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Then  Dr.  Williams'  argument  must  fall  to  the  ground,  because  I 
cannot  think  that  this  Council  will  ever  assemble  here  without  feeling  that  "there  is  a 
man  who  would  be  fit  to  be  President."  My  friend,  Dr.  Williams,  does  not  object  to  the 
ballot  because  it  is  British  ;  the  British  people  do  it.  But  they  do  not  do  it  under  circum- 
stances such  as  this.      In  the  British  House  of  Commons   there  is  no  ballot  for  their  chief 
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officers,  nor  in  the  Legislature  ;  an  open  nomination  is  taken  and  an  open  ballot  in  all  cases 
except  where  the  election  is  by  acclamation. 

Dr.  Williams — Those  are  party  votes. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — It  is  all  party  ;  there  are  two  parties  here  ;  one  party  thinks  the  man 
is  fit  and  the  other  party  thinks  he  is  not.  Personally  I  would  be  in  favor  of  having  no 
ballot  at  all  ;  not  for  the  reasons  that  have  been  assigned  altogether,  but  because  every 
member  of  this  Council  is  sent  here  as  the  representative  of  some  body  of  men,  be  it  large  or 
small,  and  I  hold  we  ought  not  to  put  ourselves  in  any  position  where  our  constituents  will 
fail  to  find  out  what  we  have  done.  I  think  all  our  acts  in  this  Council  should  be  open  to 
the  gaze  of  those  who  send  us  here  ;  so  that,  if  we  seek  re-election,  all  our  acts  will  be  open 
and  above  board,  and  will  be  before  those  who  selected  us  once,  in  order  that  they  may  see 
whether  it  is  a  proper  thing  to  select  us  once  more.  That  is  my  principal  objection  to  the 
ballot.  1  would  like  those  who  sent  me  here  to  know  every  act  I  have  performed  and  hear 
every  word  I  uttered,  and  upon  that  ground  I  would  prefer  having  this  election  conducted 
by  an  open  vote  ;  and,  so  far  as  this  Section  3  is  concerned,  it  seems  to  me  it  is  as  plain  as 
ABC  how  our  election  should  be  conducted,  and  I  think  next  year  we  will  not  have  any 
difficulty  in  understanding  it. 

Dr.  Graham — It  seems  to  me  there  is  not  so  much  trouble  about  the  section  itself  ;  it  is 
more  about  the  interpretation.  To  decide  upon  the  interpretation  of  this  clause  would  facili- 
tate matters,  and  it  appears  to  me  that  could  be  done  without  a  by-law. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  would  suggest  that  the  President  submit  the  whole  clause  to  the 
Attorney- General  and  I  would  be  willing  to  be  bound  by  it. 

Dr.  Moore— I  think  we  had  better  get  on.  We  have  wasted  $45.00  to  $50.00  in  wind 
over  a  few  words. 

The  President  put  Dr.  Campbell's  amendment  to  the  amendment,  and  on  a  vote  having 
been  taken  declared  it  lost. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Logan,  seconded  by  Dr.  Sangster,  in  amendment  to  the  amendment, 
That  the  report  be  referred  back  to  the  committee  with  instructions  to  amend  the  by-law  by 
striking  out  the  words  "  by  ballot." 

The  President  put  Dr.  Logan's  amendment  to  the  amendment,  and  on  a  vote  having  been 
taken  declared  it  lost. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Graham,  seconded  by  Dr.  Henry,  in  amendment  to  the  amendment,  That 
the  proper  interpretation  of  said  clause  be  that  the  ballot  be  passed  to  each  member  of  the 
Council  in  the  case  of  one  or  more  nominations. 

The  President — That  is  not  an  amendment  to  the  main  motion  nor  to  the  amendment. 

Dr.  Henry — That  is  what  we  have  been  discussing  here  to-night  ;  we  want  to  get  this 
Rule  3  thoroughly  interpreted.  That  is  what  it  was  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Rules  and 
Regulations  for. 

The  President — The  main  motion  is  to  adopt,  the  amendment  is  to  amend,  and  this 
motion  now  is  to  interpret — an  entirely  different  thing,  and  I  cannot  accept  it  as  an  amend- 
ment to  the  amendment. 

The  President  put  Dr.  Williams'  amendment,  and  on  a  vote  having  been  taken  declared 
it  lost. 

The  President  put  the  main  motion,  and  on  a  vote  having  been  taken  declared  it  carried, 
and  the  report  adopted. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Moore,  seconded  by  Dr.  Thorburn,  the  Council  adjourned  to  meet 
again  at  10  a.m.  on  Friday,  the  12th  June,  1896. 


Fourth  day. 

Friday,  12th  June,  1896. 

The  Council  met  at  10  o'clock  a.m.,  according  to  motion  for  adjournment. 

The  President  in  the  chair. 

The  Registrar  called  the  roll  and  the  following  members  were  present :  Drs.  Armour, 
Barrick,  Bray,  Britton,  Brock,  Campbell,  Dickson,  Emory,  Fowler,  Geikie,  Graham,  Hanly, 
Henderson,  Henry,  Logan,  Luton,  Machell,  Moore,  Moorhouse,  McLaughlin,  Reddick, 
Rogers,  Rosebrugh,  Sangster,  Shaw,  Thorburn,  Thornton,  Williams. 

The  minutes  of  the  proceedings  were  read  by  the  Registrar,  and  confirmed,  and  signed 
by  the  President. 

Notices  of  Motion. 

No.  1.  Dr.  Campbell— To  introduce  a  by-law  appointing  a  Discipline  Committee. 
No.  2.  Dr.  Campbell — That  after  the  adoption  of  this  motion  no  new  business  be  intro- 
duced without  unanimous  consent. 
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Communications,  Petitions,  Etc. 

The  Registrar  read  a  communication  asking  that  the  writer  be  placed  under  the  four 
years  course.     Referred  to  Educational  Committee. 

Motions  of  which  Notice  has  been  Given  at  a  Previous  Meeting. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Henry,  seconded  by  Dr.  Dickson,  and  resolved,  That  in  the  opinion 
■of  the  Medical  Council  there  should  be  established  a  medical  tariff  for  the  Province  of 
Ontario  in  order  that  the  reasonable  charges  or  fees  of  the  registered  medical  practitioners 
may  have  a  legal  status  in  all  courts  of  law  in  this  Province ;  that  such  medical  tariff 
should  be  framed  and  sanctioned  by  this  Council,  but  it  should  only  come  into  legal  force 
when  it  has  received  the  sanction  and  approval  of  three  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Judicature  of  Ontario  ;  that  such  medical  tariff  when  it  comes  into  legal  force  as  aforesaid, 
may  be  printed  and  copies  of  it  distributed  to  the  registered  medical  practitioners  of  Ontario, 
and  such  copy,  having  the  seal  of  the  College  and  the  signature  of  the  Registrar  attached 
thereto,  shall  be  received  in  all  courts  of  law  in  lieu  of  the  original  tariff ;  that  such  copies 
of  the  said  medical  tariff  shall  be  a  scale  of  reasonable  charges  within  the  meaning  of  Section 
39  of  the  Medical  Act. 

The  President  read  the  motion. 

Dr.  Henry — I  just  rise  to  say  that  in  introducing  this  motion  I  think  I  am  carrying 
out  the  wish  and  desire  of  my  constituents,  some  of  whom  have  expressed  the  opinion  to 
me  that  they  have  felt  the  want  of  such  a  tariff.  I  know  that  under  the  old  tariff  many  a 
vexatious  suit  was  avoided  and  many  a  time  has  a  medical  man  been  relieved  from  a  dis- 
agreeable position  :  the  tariff  has  settled  many  a  case  that  would  have  been  very  disagree- 
able because  the  plaintiff  would  have  been  forced  to  bring  other  medical  men  into  court  to 
give  evidence  on  his  behalf  ;  and  I  believe  it  will  be  a  move  in  the  right  direction  if  we  can 
get  legislation,  though  I  feel  like  the  rest  of  the  gentlemen  of  the  Council,  that  perhaps  it 
would  be  a  very  bad  thing  to  approach  the  Legislature  while  they  are  in  the  temper  they 
are  in  at  present.  I  think  if  we  had  a  provincial  tariff  that  would  give  satisfaction.  The  great 
objection  before  was  to  the  great  multiplicity  of  tariffs.  But  if  we  had  one  that  applied  to 
the  whole  Province  it  would  give  universal  satisfaction  ;  and  if  the  Legislature  is  going  to 
be  approached  at  the  next  session  for  some  legislation  in  connection  with  medical  matters, 
I  think  it  would  be  well  and  wise  to  have  this  thing  brought  up  and  considered  by  a  com- 
mittee before. 

Dr.  Williams — This  matter  was  up  before  the  Council  last  year,  and  a  resolution  was 
passed  authorizing  the  members  of  the  Council  to  obtain  information  from  their  constituents 
so  far  as  practicable  on  this  subject.  Dr.  Henry's  resolution  now  does  away  with  my  taking 
any  action,  and  we  can  listen  to  the  opinions  of  the  members  of  the  Council  in  so  far.  as 
they  have  been  able  to  get  them  from  their  constituents  and  themselves,  under  Dr.  Henry's 
motion  as  well  as  if  it  had  been  introduced  specially.  Personally  I  entertain  no  different 
views  from  those  expressed  last  year,  and  that  was  the  conviction  that  at  the  present  time 
we  are  better  without  a  tariff  and  better  without  approaching  the  Legislature,  than  endeavor- 
ing to  get  a  tariff.  And  in  fact  we  could  not  get  one  unless  we  consented  to  that  tariff  being 
submitted  to  either  the  Judges  or  the  Governor  in  Council  for  approval.  I  understand  that 
some  members  of  the  Council  take  the  ground  that  if  we  have  a  tariff  it  should  be  a  tariff  like 
the  legal  tariff,  covering  the  entire  Province.  When  I  look  at  that  it  seems  to  me  an  imprac- 
ticable thing.  For  instance,  the  prices  that  are  charged  in  the  city  of  Toronto  are  considered 
very  reasonable  and  fair,  but  if  you  applied  those  in  some  of  our  back  country  constituencies 
they  would  be  considered  outrageous  ;  I  do  not  hesitate  to  say  that  they  would  be  regarded 
by  the  public  as  being  outrageous  charges,  and  a  tariff  of  such  charges  could  not  there  be 
carried  out  at  all.  It  is  not  possible,  I  think,  under  the  circumstances  to  have  a  tariff  that 
is  applicable  to  the  whole  Province,  and  I  think  I  may  say  that  the  Attorney-General  is  of 
the  opinion  that  it  should  apply  to  the  whole  Province.  I  do  not  think  it  wise  to  ask  the 
Government  to  put  through  any  such  tariff  at  all.  During  the  last  year  I  have  written  to  a 
good  many  of  the  leading  men  in  my  own  constituency,  and  I  got  back  responses  from  a 
great  part  of  them,  and  among  them  I  did  not  get  one  answer  favorable  to  our  making  a 
move  to  get  a  legalized  tariff;  our  members  seemed  to  be  of  the  opinion  that  it  was  better 
to  leave  things  for  the  present  as  they  are  ;  that  they  were  getting  along  satisfactorily.  After 
writing  a  great  many  letters  and  getting  answers,  I  did  not  gel  one  single  one  that  advised 
us  to  go  on  and  secure  legislation  upon  that  subject  ;  that  being  the  case,  I  shall.  of  course, 
vote  against  Dr.  Henry's  resolution,  and  in  favor  of  leaving  the  matter  jus1  as  it  is  at  the 
present  time. 

Dr.  MCLAUGHLIN—]  am  of  the  opinion  thai  wo  have  no  power  to  pass  any  tariff 
ourselves  and  submit  it  to  the  .Judges  and  have  it  become  law,  wit  limit  going  to  the 
Legislature 

Dr.  Williams  -No  ;  that  is  conceded. 
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Dr.  McLaughlin — I  think  it  would  be  quite  useless  and  likely  to  do  the  profession 
more  harm  than  good  in  the  present  temper  of  the  country  to  go  near  the  Legislature  just 
now.  I  would  suggest  that  Dr.  Henry,  if  he  wished  to  get  the  consensus  of  the  opinion  of 
the  representatives  in  the  Council  as  to  what  a  general  tariff  might  be,  he  might  do  that 
and  then  have  it  put  into  the  journals  and  have  it  circulated  through  the  Province.  But  to 
proceed  further  with  this  now  would  be  quite  useless  ;  we  have  not  the  power,  and  we 
would  have  to  go  back  to  the  Legislature  to  get  the  power,  to  establish  such  a  tariff ;  and  I 
know  pretty  well  the  temper  of  the  Legislature,  and  I  can  assure  you  in  the  interests  of  the 
profession,  we  will  be  far  better  to  let  them  alone  at  the  present  time.  I  hope  Dr.  Henry 
will  withdraw  the  motion,  or  we  shall  have  to  vote  it  down. 

Dr.  Williams — I  think  we  should  get  the  opinion  of  the  Council  on  it  now. 

Dr.  Henry — There  is  an  idea  through  the  country  that  the  old  tariff  is  still  in  exist- 
ence ;  in  fact,  almost  every  week  1  receive  a  communication  from  some  of  my  constituents 
at  VValkerton  and  other  places  I  might  mention,  asking  for  a  copy  of  the  tariff,  and  I  believe 
one  half  of  the  practitioners  do  not  know  that  the  tariff  has  been  abolished,  though  Dr. 
Williams'  constituents  apparently  do  know  it. 

Dr.  Williams — I  have  made  it  my  business,  in  writing,  to  call  their  attention  to  the 
pages  in  the  Announcement  where  they  would  find  a  debate  had  taken  place  on  the  subject 
in  the  Council,  and  ask  them  to  read  those  pages  and  give  me  their  views,  as  well  as  the 
views  of  their  immediate  neighbors. 

Dr.  Henry— Speaking  of  the  tariff  being  made  to  suit  the  whole  Province,  I  no  not  see 
that  there  would  be  much  difficulty.  We  can  have  a  minimum  charge  for  the  poorest  parts 
of  the  Province,  and  a  maximum  rate  fixed  for  the  cities  ;  I  cannot  see  any  difficulty  in  that. 
The  only  difficulty  I  can  see  is  the  Legislature.  I  think  the  Legislature  are  in  a  pretty  bad 
temper  at  present,  and  after  the  way  they  have  clipped  our  wings  recently,  I  would  not  like 
to  go  myself,  though  I  do  not  know  what  we  have  done  that  we  should  lose  our  wings.  I 
think,  however,  it  is  better  to  have  this  matter  disposed  of  and  get  the  expression  of  opinion 
of  the  Council. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — If  you  go  to  the  Legislature  again,  you  will  be  apt  to  come  away 
without  any  wings  at  all. 

Dr.  Thornton — When  this  discussion  came  up  last  year,  I  determined  to  be  in  a  posi- 
tion to  know  something  about  the  feeling  of  my  electorate  and  to  be  able  to  speak  with  that 
knowledge  at  this  meeting  of  the  Council,  so  I  made  it  my  business  to  enquire  from  a 
number  of  members  of  the  medical  profession  in  my  division,  and  I  think  in  only  one 
instance  did  I  get  a  decided  opinion.  In  the  majority  of  cases  I  got  an  interrogation  to  the 
effect,  "In  what  way  are  we  suffering  for  want  of  a  tariff?"  This  came  to  me  in  nearly 
every  instance,  and  I  found  it  was  totally  impossible  to  get  a  definite  opinion  from  the  elec- 
torate at  the  present  time.  I  fully  concur  with  what  Dr.  Williams  said,  that,  for  the  time 
being,  we  had  better  leave  it  alone. 

Dr.  Dickson — As  seconder  of  the  motion,  I  beg  to  say  that  I  have  had  some  oppor- 
tunity of  learning  from  my  constituents  what  their  views  are  on  this  subject.  The  effect  of 
the  information  I  have  gained  is  that  it  would  be  desirable  to  have  a  provincial  tariff ;  and, 
for  my  own  part,  I  cannot  see  why  the  tariff  should  not  be  made  provincial  ;  I  think  the 
services  rendered  in  the  extreme  north,  at  Pembroke,  are  quite  as  valuable  as  services 
rendered  in  the  city  of  Toronto  ;  services  of  a  like  character  I  think  are  worth  quite  as  much. 
It  is  true  that  we  do  not  perform  many  of  the  capital  operations  that  are  performed  in  the 
city  of  Toronto,  and  for  that  reason  we  do  not  charge  anything  for  them,  but  any  opera- 
tions we  do  perform,  I  think  are  well  worth  being  paid  just  as  much  for  ;  and  as  far  as  my 
own  experience  is  concerned,  I  have  no  difficulty  in  getting  the  same  remuneration  in  Pem- 
broke as  practitioners  in  Toronto  for  the  same  operation.  I  think  the  difficulty  that  exists 
in  other  localities  is  simply  because  gentlemen  have  not  insisted  on  being  paid  full  value  for 
their  services.  My  constituents  think  a  tariff  would  be  desirable  for  some  sections  of  the 
field,  for  all  parts  do  not  enjoy  the  same  fees  we  do  in  Pembroke — in  some  parts  of  the 
division  these  are  smaller,  but  that  has  apparently  pretty  well  grown  from  the  competition. 
And  they  would  be  glad  now  if  a  provincial  tariff  were  established  in  order  that  they  might 
have  authority  for  going  back  again  to  reasonable  prices  ;  and,  therefore,  in  order  to  satisfy 
my  constituents,  I  would  vote  for  the  resolution. 

Dr.  Graham — In  accordance  with  the  resolution  passed  by  the  Council  last  year,  I  took 
a  good  deal  of  pains  in  order  to  elucidate  the  opinion  of  the  most  prominent  medical  men  in 
my  constituency  ;  and  I  had  an  opportunity  of  meeting  a  great  many  personally  and  having 
conversations  with  them  on  this  point,  and  I  have  also  communicated  by  letter  with  a 
great  number  ;  and  although  they  thought  that  it  would  be  a  very  good  thing  to  have  a 
legalized  tariff,  they  consider  they  would  be  perfectly  willing  to  leave  it  in  abeyance  for 
several  years,  on  account  of  the  very  irritable  condition  of  the  temper  of  the  Legislature  at 
the  present  time,  and  in  no  case  did  any  one  insist  on  having  a  legalized  tariff  at  the  present 
time. 
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Dr.  Sangster — I  also  have  conversed  very  extensively  with  my  constituents,  as  far  as  I 
could  meet  them,  on  that  point  ;  and  the  result  of  my  investigation  in  that  direction  is  to 
the  effect  that  there  exists  in  the  profession  itself  a  very  great  deal  of  apprehension  as  to 
what  the  tariff  is  designed  for.  I  understand,  from  what  was  said  last  year,  that  the 
tariff  is  not,  and  never  was,  designed  as  a  tariff  of  fees  that  all  the  medical  men  in  a  certain 
section  should  adhere  to,  on  account  of  the  congestion  and  over-crowding  of  the  profession, 
and  the  loss  of  morale  in  the  strife  to  live,  and  the  lowering  process  of  one  under-bidding 
another.  A  great  many  men  in  the  constituency  would  desire  a  tariff,  if  it  could  be  obtained, 
that  would  compel  all  to  stick  to  the  same  fee  ;  but  I  understand  that  this  is  impossible,  and 
a  tariff  in  that  sense  is  entirely  out  of  the  question.  As  soon  as  medical  men  generally  are 
made  to  comprehend  that  the  tariff  is  merely  to  serve  as  a  guide  in  courts  of  law,  as  to  what 
charges  are  reasonable  and  proper  to  collect,  they  say,  we  don't  care  tu'pence  about  that,  we 
are  not  suffering  in  any  way  for  a  tariff.  I  have  no  sympathy  with  the  idea  that  Dr. 
McLaughlin  and  others  have  advanced,  that  if  we  have  a  real  grievance,  as  I  think  we  have 
or  shall  have  in  the  near  future,  that  we  should  be  afraid  to  approach  the  Legislature  to 
demand  anything  that  can  be  shown  to  be  right  and  just  for  the  profession,  and  not  adverse 
to  the  interests  of  the  public.  (Hear,  hear.)  I  believe  the  medical  men  of  this  Province, 
once  they  are  aroused  to  a  consciousness  of  the  danger  that  confronts  them,  and  of  the  neces- 
sity of  combined  action  on  their  part,  can  bring  an  influence  to  bear  upon  the  individual 
members  of  the  Legislature  in  their  constituencies  that  will  carry  all  before  it ;  and  I  claim, 
therefore,  it  is  puerile,  it  is  cowardly,  on  our  part  to  say  we  are  afraid  to  approach  the  Legis- 
lature to  ask  for  what  we  know  to  be  our  rights  and  what  is  just  and  proper.  I  am  at  present 
very  firmly  of  the  conviction  that  we  should  not  approach  the  Legislature  on  the  subject  of 
tariff,  because  that  has  been  one  of  the  sore  points  in  the  House.  I  was  riding  in  the  cars  a 
short  time  ago  with  a  member  of  the  Government — Mr.  Hardy — and  in  speaking  of  it,  he 
told  me  of  some  unfortunate  case — of  course  he  ridiculed  it — where  a  practitioner  had  a  charge 
of  $50.00 — so  the  Patrons  put  it — for  setting  a  broken  thumb,  that  had  been  brought  up 
and  brought  up  in  the  House  until  they  were  all  sick  and  tired  of  it.  Of  course,  Mr.  Hardy 
said,  everybody  knew  it  was  false  ;  that,  if  such  a  charge  was  made,  it  was  made  because  it 
became  necessary  to  have  attendance  in  consequence  of  the  broken  thumb  ;  but  he  said  it  was 
put  as  the  charge  for  setting  the  broken  thumb. 

At  the  request  of  the  President,  Dr.  Thorburn,  the  Vice-President,  took  the  chair. 

Dr.  Rogers — This  motion  was  introduced  to-day  by  Dr.  Henry  at  my  request  ;  and  for 
your  information  I  have  come  from  the  chair  to  address  you  for  a  moment  on  the  points  which 
I  think  are  of  importance,  not  only  to  the  profession  in  Ontario,  but  points  which  I  think  my 
constituents  demand.  I  am  strongly  in  favor  of  a  provincial  tariff;  I  am  strongly 
in  favor  of  a  tariff  of  some  kind,  a  legal  tariff;  and  I  am  very  much  gratified  at 
the  way  Dr.  Sangster  grasped  the  reason  why  the  tariff  was  first  originated,  and 
why  those  sections  of  the  Act  were  put  there.  The  intention  never  was  to  frame  a 
tariff  for  the  purpose  of  compelling  medical  men  to  all  charge  alike  ;  and  if  you  will 
turn  up  Section  39  of  the  Medical  Act,  you  will  find  it  says  :  "  Every  person  registered  under 
the  provisions  of  this  Act  shall  be  entitled,  according  to  his  qualification  or  qualifications,  to 
practice  medicine,  surgery,  or  midwifery,  or  any  of  them,  as  the  case  may  be,  in  the  Province 
of  Ontario,  and  to  demand  and  recover  in  any  court,  with  full  costs  of  suit,  reasonable  charges 
for  professional  aid,  advice  and  visits,  and  the  cost  of  any  medicine  or  other  medical  or 
surgical  appliances  rendered  or  supplied  by  him  to  his  patients."  Then  turn  back  to  Section 
16  :  "  The  said  Division  Association  may  from  time  to  time  submit  to  the  Council  a  tariff,  or 
tariffs,  of  professional  fees,  suitable  to  their  division,  or  to  separate  portions  of  their  division  ; 
and  upon  the  said  tariff,  or  tariffs  of  fees,  receiving  the  approval  of  the  Council,  signified  by 
the  seal  of  the  College  and  by  the  signature  of  the  President  thereof,  being  appended  thereto, 
such  tariff  or  tariffs  shall  be  held  to  be  a  scale  of  reasonable  charges  within  the  meaning  of 
Section  39  of  this  Act  for  the  division  or  section  of  a  division  where  the  member  making  the 
charge  resides." 

Dr.  McLaughlin — That  was  repealed. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  am  aware  of  that.  But  the  object  was  that  you  should  have  the  right 
in  a  court  of  law  to  collect  reasonable  charges  ;  the  section  says  "  the  right  to  frame  a  scale 
of  charges  which  shall  be  held  to  be  a  scale  of  reasonable  charges."  That  was  the  object. 
It  was  held  it  was  best  to  have  some  scale  or  tariff  of  charges  so  that  a  Judge,  when  a  case 
came  before  him,  would  have  this  to  show  that  it  was  a  scale  of  reasonable  charges.  We 
lost  the  right  of  having  a  tariff  for  two  reasons  ;  first  because  there  were  twelve  tariffs  in 
Ontario,  yes,  more  than  that  ;  secondly  these  tariffs  were  not  framed  properly,  all  the  copies 
of  them  were  not  signed  by  the  President  of  the  Council,  with  the  seal  of  the  College 
attached,  and  they  were  utterly  useless,  they  were  so  much  waste  paper.  I  maintain  that 
at  the  present  time  our  charges  have  no  legal  status  at  all,  you  cannot  collect  in  a  court  of 
law  to-day  one  dollar,  unless  the  Judge  feels  inclined  t«»  give  it.  He  may  take  the  evidence 
of  a  dozen  doctors,  but  he  is  not  compelled  to  do  so.     Your  fees  have  no  legal  status  at  all 
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to-day,  and  I  maintain  that  in  taking  off  Section  16  the  Government  of  this  Province  not 
only  did  an  unjust  thing,  but  they  took  away  certain  vested  rights  we  obtained  when  we 
became  members  of  this  College.  When  we  passed  our  examinations  and  became  members 
of  the  College  and  paid  our  fees,  we  did  it  because  we  were  to  have  a  legal  status ;  and  I  say 
again,  that  in  taking  that  section  away,  the  Government  have  taken  certain  vested  rights  of 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  ;  and  in  fact  not  only  that,  but  I  claim 
in  doing  it  without  consulting  this  Council  and  the  medical  men  of  this  Province  they  have 
violated  every  principle  of  justice  towards  the  medical  men  of  this  Province  ;  and  I  want 
to  say  that  I  would  be  ashamed  to  get  up  and  say,  I  am  afraid  to  go  to  the  Legislature. 
When  the  time  comes  that  the  medical  men  of  this  Province  dare  not  go  to  their  servants, 
the  Legislature,  then  it  is  time  to  say,  Gentlemen,  wipe  away  the  Medical  Act  altogether. 
(Hear,  hear.)  It  is  not  for  us  to  sit  here  as  members  of  a  profession  which,  I  believe,  without 
using  extravagant  language,  is  composed  of  the  most  eminent  and  prominent  men  in  the 
Province,  and  say  that  we  dare  not  go  to  our  servants  and  ask  what  is  right  and  what  is 
just.  Dr.  Henry  in  his  speech  honestly  stated  that  there  was  a  grievance,  but  he  says  he 
does  not  think  it  is  right  for  us  to  go  to  the  Legislature  at  the  present  time.  I  think  it  is 
right  for  us  to  go  to  the  Legislature  at  the  present  time  ;  I  think  we  have  got  a  very  serious 
grievance.  For  the  last  three  years  we  have  not  gone  there,  but  has  not  the  Medical  Act 
been  tampered  with?  And  has  not  there  been  attempted  legislation  every  year?  Certainly 
there  has.  There  was  last  year,  and  there  was  the  year  before.  Did  we  go  and  ask  for 
that  \  Not  at  all.  Even  the  Government  introduced  a  measure  last  year  which  meant  to 
dictate  to  this  Council  and  others  what  we  should  do,  as  if  we  were  a  lot  of  boys.  I  claim 
the  Medical  Council  is  just  as  capable  of  conducting  their  affairs  as  the  Hon.  Mr.  Ross  is 
capable  of  conducting  the  affairs  of  the  Government,  and  I  say  it  was  an  outrage  to  introduce 
a  measure  which  would  take  away  from  this  Council  the  right  of  controlling  matriculation. 
That  was  a  Government  measure,  but  it  was  not  a  very  creditable  thing  for  the  honorable 
gentleman  who  introduced  the  measure,  to  allow  every  man  who  had  passed  the  poor 
miserable  examinations  in  the  Old  Country  to  come  out  here  and  register  by  passing  our 
last  or  final  and  clinical  examination.  While  I  am  a  little  out  of  order,  I  am  strongly  of 
opinion  that  the  medical  men  of  this  Province  should  be  given  back  their  vested  rights  and 
should  have  a  right  to  have  a  scale  of  reasonable  charges,  so  that  if  Dr.  Fowler,  or  Dr. 
Moorhouse,  or  Dr.  Barrick,  should  unfortunately  have  to  go  before  the  court,  the  court 
cannot  say  to  him,  "Doctor,  I  will  give  you  nothing,"  as  I  heard  a  Judge  in  nvy  own 
division  say  to  a  member  of  our  profession,  who  came  before  him  with  a  charge  of  $40.00, 
and  a  most  reasonable  charge  it  was,  "  I  need  not  give  you  a  cent,"  notwithstanding  he  had 
three  doctors  there  to  prove  the  charge  was  reasonable. 

Dr.  Armour — Will  you  tell  us  who  that  Judge  was  ? 

Dr.  Rogers — Judge  Mosgrove.  The  Judge  claimed  he  was  not  bound  by  any  Act  of 
Parliament,  when  they  have  taken  away  that  tariff,  to  give  one  dollar  ;  it  is  for  him  to  say. 
And  there  is  no  appeal  from  Division  Courts  ;  the  Judge  stands  there  with  autocratic  power, 
able  to  say,  "  Dr.  Sangster,  I  will  not  give  you  a  dollar."     And  you  cannot  compel  him  to. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  do  not  want  to  interrupt  you,  but  I  know  there  is  a  decision  in  the 
English  courts  rather  adverse  to  what  you  say  and  yet  really  emphasizing  what  you  say  ;  it 
has  been  held  in  the  English  courts  for  years  back,  that  a  doctor's  advice  and  attendance 
was  not  a  marketable  commodity,  but  whatever  medicines  he  gave  his  patients  he  could 
claim  a  fair  price  for. 

Dr.  Rogers — Thank  you.  I  forgot  that.  The  decision  on  that  point  is  that  for 
medicines  you  have  given  you  can  claim  the  actual  marketable  value  for,  and  the  Judge  shall 
allow  you  for  it,  but  so  far  as  the  English  courts  are  concerned  you  cannot  claim  anything 
for  your  fees.  We  stand  in  this  position  to-day.  We  have  come  here  and  passed  our 
examinations  and  paid  our  fees  and  complied  with  all  the  laws  of  the  Province  and  of 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  and,  for  my  part,  when  I  did  these,  I  did  it  on 
the  ground  that  I  would  have  a  tariff  of  fees  by  which  I  could  go  to  a  court  of  law  with  a 
right  to  demand  my  fees  for  my  work.  The  Legislature  have  taken  away  that  tariff  and  my 
vested  rights.  I  am  ashamed  to  stand  here  in  this  Council  to-day  and  hear  it  said  that  we 
dare  not  go  to  the  Legislature.  I  say  we  can  go  to  the  Legislature,  and  go  with  the  certainty 
of  getting  anything  we  ask  that  is  right  and  fair,  but  I  would  not  go  without  a  petition 
being  signed  by  the  medical  men  of  the  Province.  I  am  sure  if  we  get  a  petition  signed 
asking  for  what  is  right  and  fair,  the  Government  will  listen  to  us  and  will  grant  our  request. 
I  am  sorry  that  this  matter  was  not  brought  up  in  the  last  session  and  that  it  was  not  brought 
up  earlier  in  this.  And  if  you  go  to  the  Legislature  and  get  power  to  have  a  tariff,  you 
should  first  ask  for  a  provincial  tariff,  and  then  ask,  after  that  tariff  is  framed  and  sanctioned 
by  this  Council,  that  before  it  becomes  law  three  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Ontario — 
that  is,  the  Court  of  Appeal — shall  have  sanctioned  it  and  that  after  it  is  so  sanctioned  it 
becomes  a  le^al  tariff  for  all  courts  of  law.  That  will  take  away  the  strongest  argument  of 
the  ministers  that  our  tariff  was  framed  by  doctors  and  sanctioned  by  doctors,    and    that  no 
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one  else  had  anything  to  do  with  it.  If  we  get  the  sanction  of  three  Judges,  three  of  the 
most  honorable  men  in  this  Province,  surely  the  public  and  the  courts  of  law  would  have 
confidence  in  that  tariff,  and  we  would  in  this  way  satisfy  those  members  of  the  Government 
who  have  been  opposed  to  our  having  a  tariff.  Is  there  any  reason  why  we  should  not  have 
a  provincial  tariff?  Has  it  not  cost  a  medical  man  living  in  Muskoka  as  much  for  his 
education  as  Dr.  Barrick's  cost  him,  and  is  not  his  education  just  as  good  as  Dr.  Barrick's  in 
Toronto,  and  is  he  not  just  as  capable  of  performing  an  operation  as  Dr.  Barrick  would  be  1 
Then  why  should  he  not  have  the  same  fees  ?  There  is  no  justice  in  saying  that  a 
practitioner's  fees  should  not  be  quite  as  large  simply  because  he  happens  to  live  in  the 
backwoods.  If,  for  instance,  I  live  in  the  backwoods,  and  my  education  and  attainments 
professionally  were  just  as  good  as  those  of  men  living  in  Toronto,  why  should  I  have  less  fees  } 
Do  they  have  different  fees  in  the  Law  Society  ?  No.  The  man  in  the  small  village  does 
not  have  different  fees  from  those  which  would  be  taxable  by  a  lawyer  in  a  large  city. 
He  gets  five  dollars  for  drawing  a  deed  in  the  country  village,  the  same  as  though  he  lived  in 
a  large  city.  Why  should  the  medical  men  be  different  ?  There  is  no  reason  why  medical  men 
in  a  country  place  should  receive  smaller  fees  because  their  expenses  of  living  are  a  little  less. 
We  are  not  mechanics,  but  professional  men,  and  we  should  have  a  professional  tariff.  The 
object  of  a  tariff  is  to  establish  a  fair  reward  for  our  professional  services,  it  makes  no  difference 
where  that  professional  service  is  rendered.  If  this  Council  thought  it  would  be  wise  to 
have  two  rates,  one  for  the  rural  portions  and  one  for  the  cities,  there  is  nothing  in  the 
resolution  to  prevent  it  ;  but  I  would  personally  urge  the  Council  to  have  one  tariff  and  to 
make  the  fees  as  low  as  possible,  and  then  we  would  have  something  so  that  the  Judge 
could  not  say,  "I  will  give  you  nothing  for  your  services."  These  are  the  reasons  why  I 
advocate  the  passing  of  this  resolution.  It  is  simply  an  expression  of  opinion  on  the  part 
of  this  Council  that  we  ought  to  have  a  tariff ;  it  does  not  say  we  are  going  to  have  one,  but 
it  says  if  we  go  to  the  Legislature  and  if  we  get  power  we  are  willing  to  take  a  tariff  on  those 
lines-  I  think  it  is  a  fair  resolution,  it  will  disgrace  no  one  ;  and  it  will  be  a  credit  to  the 
Council  because  lots  of  the  medical  men  understand  we  have  no  tariff'.  1  can  speak  very 
strongly  on  this  point  on  behalf  of  some  of  my  constituents,  and  the  reason  I  am  speaking 
strongly  to-day  is  because  some  of  my  constituents  have  spoken  strongly  tome,  and  therefore 
I  advocate  the  passing  of  this  resolution,  and  ask  you  before  voting  for  it  to  lay  over  to  think 
whether  it  would  not  be  well  to  put  on  our  proceedings  the  record  of  having  passed  a 
resolution  of  this  character. 

The  President  resumed  the  chair. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  do  not  think,  Mr.  President,  there  would  be  any  harm  done  in 
passing  the  resolution,  for  as  you  have  just  said,  it  is  simply  the  expression  of  opinion  in 
favor  of  a  provincial  tariff,  and  to  that  I  think  there  can  be  no  objection.  So  far  as  the 
opinion  of  practitioners  in  my  section  is  concerned,  if  I  may  be  permitted  to  speak  for  that 
section,  as  the  representative  of  the  division  is  unavoidably  absent,  there  is  no  particular 
enthusiasm  one  way  or  the  other  ;  they  seem  to  be  comparatively  indifferent ;  1  have  not 
found  any  one  who  is  anxious  to  have  the  matter  so  definitely  fixed  by  law,  and  they  are 
quite  willing  to  let  it  rest  as  it  is.  I  hardly  think  myself,  that  we  are  in  so  very  bad  a 
position  as  you  have  stated,  Mr.  President,  because  the  section  of  the  Act  under  which  we 
have  power  to  collect  reasonable  charges  remains,  I  believe,  still  unrepealed  ;  Clause  1G  of 
the  Act  which  gives  the  power  of  fixing  a  tariff  has  been  repealed,  but  the  same  power  and 
the  same  vested  right  we  had  before  of  collecting  in  a  court  of  law  reasonable  charges,  I 
think  still  remains.  When  the  tariff  was  there,  when  the  divisions  had  their  different  tariffs, 
many  Judges  acted  on  their  own  discretion,  and  though  the  tariff*  was  laid  before  them,  they 
preferred  to  take  their  own  ideas  as  to  what  were  reasonable  charges  in  any  particular  case. 
The  old  English  idea,  of  course,  always  was  that  a  physician  did  not  receive  any  pay,  he 
might  receive  an  honorarium,  but  that  was  a  matter  between  him  and  his  patient ;  he  could 
only  receive  pay  for  the  actual  material  he  gave  his  patient,  but  for  his  services  as  a  gentle- 
man he  could  not  receive  pay.  That  feeling,  however,  I  think  is  dying  out  in  England  ;  I 
doubt  if  it  has  ever  been  in  existence  in  Canada,  and  I  am  pretty  sure  to-day  no  modern 
Judge  who  is  not  so  completely  fossilized  as  to  be  fit  for  superannuation,  would  think  for  a 
moment  of  saying  that  a  physician  should  not  receive  pay  for  his  services  just  the  same  as  a 
lawyer  would,  even  though  there  was  no  tariff  by  which  a  scale  of  charges  was  fixed.  I  do 
not  think  any  harm  can  be  done  by  passing  the  resolution,  but  a1  the  same  time  I  do  not 
think  we  need  worry  ourselves  very  much  or  fear  that  our  rights  have  been  greatly  dimin- 
ished by  the  acts  of  the  Legislature  in  taking  away  that  clause  of  the  Act. 

Dr.    Logan— While  most  medical    men  are   in   the  habit    of  sometime-  eeing,   T 

take  it  that  we  all  agree  about  getting  our  pay,  and  as  much  of  it  as  we  possibly 
can.  I  fancy  there  is  very  little  difference  of  opinion  among  us  as  to  the  propriety 
of  having  a  tariff,  provided  we  can  accomplish  it  in  our  own  way.  The  point  I  wish 
to  make  is  not  in  that  direction;  it  is  thai  after  our  consenting  to  the  desirability 
of  a  tariff,  the  next  thing  to  consider  would  be  the   propriety  of  presenting  ourselves  at 
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this  time  to  the  Legislature.  I  have  had  a  little  experience  with  our  Legislature,  and  I 
find  they  are  somewhat  erratic  ;  and  I  think  it  absolutely  essential,  if  we  go  to  the  Legisla- 
ture that  we  should  go  united  ;  if  we  express  a  difference  of  opinion  here  amongst  ourselves, 
for  instance  this  very  discussion,  if  it  is  made  public,  will  destroy  the  probability  of  our 
securing  a  tariff.  I  think,  then,  it  is  absolutely  essential,  if  we  make  up  our  minds  to  go  to 
the  Legislature,  that  whatever  resolution  is  adopted,  we  should  be  unanimous.  That  is  the 
only  point  I  wish  to  make.     (Hear,  hear.) 

Dr.  Shaw — Mr.  President,  as  the  resolution  instructed  the  territorial  representatives 
to  gather  a  little  information  on  this  question  during  the  interval  between  the  present  and 
the  last  session,  I,  with  many  of  the  other  members,  endeavored  to  get  as  much  information 
in  the  city  of  Hamilton  as  I  could  before  coming  here  ;  I  took  the  trouble  of  advising 
with  the  majority  of  the  practitioners  there  ;  and  my  experience  was  to  the  effect  that,  with 
one  or  two  exceptions,  they  were  not  aware  that  we  had  no  legalized  tariff,  and  they  had  not 
felt,  therefore,  they  were  in  any  unfortunate  position.  The  majority  of  them,  while  think- 
ing we  should  have  a  legalized  tariff,  were  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  more  useful  as  a  guide 
to  our  charges  in  our  professional  work  than  of  use  in  our  courts  of  law — -perhaps  we  are  less 
inclined  to  go  to  court  there  than  practitioners  in  other  parts  of  the  Province  are.  Though 
I  have  been  practising  there  for  eighteen  years,  I  have  not  been  in  a  court  of  law  at  all,  so 
that  personally  I  have  not  suffered  ;  and  I  am  not  of  the  opinion  that  we  will  suffer  if  we  do 
not  have  a  tariff.  I  took  the  trouble,  however,  to  write  to  many  of  my  constituents  in  the 
counties  which  I  represent,  and  in  every  case,  with  one  exception,  their  replies  were  to  the 
effect  that  they  thought  we  should  have  a  tariff,  but  that  they  were  under  the  impression 
that  now  was  not  the  proper  time  to  approach  the  Legislature  with  that  object  in  view. 

Dr.  Bray — Mr.  President,  as  a  territorial  representative,  I  have  taken  very  much  the 
same  course  as  Dr.  Shaw  has,  with  reference  to  my  constituents  ;  but  1  find  that  they  were 
better  informed  than  the  gentlemen  in  Hamilton,  for  they  all  knew  that  we  had  no  tariff  ;  my 
constituents  think  there  should  be  something  to  guide  the  Judges  in  giving  decisions  in  the 
event  of  medical  men  having  to  come  into  a  court  of  law  ;  and  when  I  said  to  them  that  it 
was  proposed  to  have  a  provincial  tariff,  they  said  that  would  be  all  right  if  it  was  on  a  sliding 
scale.  I  take  a  little  exception,  or  at  least,  I  differ  a  little  from  some  of  the  gentlemen  who 
have  said  that  services  are  worth  as  much  in  one  place  as  another,  for  there  are  certain  ser- 
vices that  are  perhaps  not  worth  as  much  and  in  other  cases  you  have  got  to  be  guided  by  the 
financial  standing  of  your  patients,  and  if  we  had  a  tariff  that  was  pretty  elastic,  as  a  sliding 
scale,  I  think  it  would  be  very  popular  in  the  profession.  I  cannot  see  any  harm  in  passing 
this  resolution  because  we  cannot  get  this  tariff  until  we  go  to  the  Legislature  ;  because  if  we 
really  want  a  tariff  it  will  give  us  a  great  deal  of  help  towards  it,  and  I  would  like  to  see  it 
passed  unanimously,  as  Dr.  Logan  has  said.  There  may  be  a  difference  of  opinion  as  to  what 
time  we  should  go  to  the  Legislature,  but  that  is  a  matter  for  consideration  later.  I  am  going 
to  give  a  notice  of  motion  when  it  comes  to  miscellaneous  business,  on  this  subject,  which  I 
will  explain  later  on,  as  I  think  this  Council  should  pass  this  resolution  because  it  is  not 
committing  us  to  anything,  and  I  know  it  would  be  gratifying  to  our  constituents  to  know  we 
are  endeavoring  to  put  them  on  a  legal  standing  so  far  as  collection  of  fees  is  concerned. 

Dr.  Armour — I  cannot  agree  with  Dr.  Bray.  I  think  it  would  be  a  great  mistake  to 
pass  this  resolution  unanimously,  or  in  any  other  way  ;  if  you  pass  this  resolution  unani- 
mously, it  would  naturally  lead  to  some  further  action  being  taken  by  the  Legislation  Com- 
mittee should  a  Legislation  Committee  be  appointed.  Some  members  of  the  profession  may 
have  a  grievance  with  regard  to  this  matter,  but  that  grievance  is  not  very  widely  extended 
throughout  the  members  of  the  profession  of  this  Province.  We  had  a  right,  for  many  years, 
to  establish  tariffs  in  the  different  territorial  divisions  of  the  Province,  and  I  believe  I  am 
right  in  saying  that  several  of  those  divisions  never  utilized  that  right ;  this,  I  think,  is 
proof  positive  that  the  grievance  spoken  of  is  not  very  widespread  among  the  members  of 
the  profession.  I  will  not  detain  you  longer  than  to  say,  I  hope  the  resolution  will  not 
carry. 

Dr.  Bray  asked  permission  to  again  address  the  Council. 

The  President  granted  Dr.  Bray's  request. 

Dr.  Brat — The  tariff  was  utilized  and  utilized  to  a  very  great  extent  ;  I  do  not  think 
there  is  a  county  in  the  Province  of  Ontario  that  had  not  a  medical  tariff.  I  do  not  mean  to 
say  they  had  a  divisional  tariff,  but  they  had  a  city  tariff  or  local  association  tariff  of  the 
town  or  village,  and  most  of  them,  nearly  all  of  them,  were  sanctioned  by  this  Council,  but 
they  were  not  appreciated  for  their  legal  value  so  much  as  they  were  as  a  guide  ;  for  instance, 
if  a  patient  wanted  to  know  if  a  practitioner  had  any  authority  or  any  guide  for  making  a 
charge,  all  that  was  necessary  was  to  show  the  tariff  and  say,  this  is  our  tariff,  and  in  that  way 
the  tariff  obviated  a  lot  of  friction  and  prevented  many  law  suits.  As  an  illustration  of  how 
this  tariff  was  of  use,  in  the  town  of  Paris  a  couple  of  years  ago  there  was  a  suit  brought 
against  the  Grand  Trunk  Railway  for  some  operations  that  were  performed  there,  and  the 
Medical  Officer  at  Montreal  wrote  to  me  for  the  tariff  for  this  Province.    I  told  him  there  was 
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no  such  thing  as  a  tariff  for  this  Province,  that  the  divisions  of  the  Province  had  tariffs  of 
their  own  ;  he  then  asked  me  to  send  him,  the  tariff  of  my  division,  and  I  did  so,  and  they 
were  guided  by  that  tariff.  I  was  sent  for  as  a  witness  to  go  to  Paris  to  testify  to  the  correct- 
ness of  the  tariff,  and  I  did  so  ;  and  the  plaintiff  recovered  because  of  that  tariff,  and  he  would 
not  have  recovered  if  that  tariff  had  not  existed. 

The  President — I  have  just  asked  the  Registrar  how  many  tariffs  there  were,  and  he 
tells  me  there  were  ten  in  the  Province,  and  there  were  only  twelve  divisions. 

Dr.  Armour — Will  you  just  allow  me  to  correct  you  about  that.  For  instance,  in  the 
division  I  live  in  there  was  a  tariff  endorsed  by  the  Council,  but  it  only  applied  to  oue 
county  in  the  division,  the  county  of  Brant  ;  the  other  three  counties  connected  with  the 
division  have  never  had  a  tariff,  and  no  doubt  that  is  the  way  it  has  been  throughout  the 
Province. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and  on  a  vote  having  been  taken  declared  it  carried. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Campbell,  seconded  by  Dr.  Bray,  That  By-law  No.  —  to  amend 
By-law  No.  69,  be  read  a  first  time.     Carried. 

The  by-law  was  read  a  first  time. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Campbell,  seconded  by  Dr.  Bray,  That  By-law  No.  —  be  referred  to 
Committee  of  the  Whole  and  read  a  second  time. 

The  President  read  the  motion. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  find  on  consultation  with  the  President  and  Registrar  that  they  are 
of  opinion  that  there  is  some  conflict  between  the  by-law  as  submitted  and  the  other 
by-laws  of  the  Council,  and  rather  than  waste  any  time  in  discussion  I  would  ask  permission 
to  have  the  motion  stand  for  the  present,  and  with  the  permission  of  the  Council  I  will 
withdraw  the  motion. 

Leave  granted  and  motion  withdrawn. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Geikie,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moorhouse,  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  the 
Educational  Committee  to  amend  Clause  9,  Section  3  (Examinations)  page  xi.  of  the 
Announcement  by  substituting  the  word  "  fifty  "  for  the  word  "sixty  "  in  the  first  line  of 
said  clause  ;  also  to  change  the  pass  percentage  in  chemistry,  theoretical  and  practical,  from 
fifty  to  forty,  so  as  to  enable  students  to  devote  more  of  their  time  to  the  study  of  anatomy, 
physiology,  histology  and  materia  medica. 

The  President  read  the  motion. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  submit  that  this  motion  is  irregular,  because  in  a  motion  of  that 
kind  you  do  not  put  in  any  reason  you  assign  in  favor  of  the  motion,  the  reason  should  be 
part  of  Dr.  Geikie's  speech.  It  would  be  just  as  regular  to  put  in  "in  order  that  the  boys 
may  kick  their  heels,"  as  to  put  in  "in  order  that  they  may  devote  more  time  to  histology  " 
or  anything  else  ;  it  has  nothing  to  do  with  it. 

Dr.  Geikie — Dr.  McLaughlin  is  very  regular,  I  know,  but  if  it  is  come  to  this  that  the 
Council  will  not  submit  to  a  motion  then  the  sooner  the  Council  is  blotted  out  the  better. 

The  President — I  rule  that  Dr.  Geikie's  motion  is  in  order. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  should  think  it  is.  My  reason  for  submitting  the  motion  is  a  very 
simple  one  ;  your  standard  on  all  subjects  is  50  per  cent.  Take  the  Primary,  in  which 
there  are  four  subjects  ;  a  man  who  makes  50  per  cent,  on  each  of  the  four  makes  a  total  of 
200  marks,  but  by  the  existing  by-law  if  he  should  happen  to  fail  however  little  in  one  of 
these  four  subjects  and  doesn't  reach  his  50  per  cent,  he  gets  no  credit  ;  for  example,  this  is 
an  actual  case,  a  student  gets  in  anatomy  59  per  cent.,  physiology  59  per  cent.,  59  per  cent, 
in  histology,  and  59  per  cent,  in  materia  medica,  but  in  chemistry  he  gets  49  per  cent.,  one 
short  in  chemistry,  he  gets  no  credit  at  all.  In  the  case  of  the  man  making  50  per  cent,  on 
each  of  his  four  subjects,  he  makes  200  marks  ;  the  other  man  makes  226  marks.  Here  are 
three  cases  I  noted  where  the  marks  run  as  follows  :  68  per  cent,  in  anatomy,  54|  per 
cent,  in  physiology,  50^  per  cent,  in  materia  medica,  and  26  per  cent,  in  chemistry  ;  that 
candidate  is  above  the  percentage  required  in  three,  but  he  is  below  in  the  one  subject,  and 
instead  of  giving  him  credit  for  the  three,  because  he  doesn't  reach  60  percent,  in  two  of  the 
three,  he  gets  no  credit  at  all ;  then  1  have  another  case  where  the  marks  are,  anatomy  70 
per  cent.,  physiology  59j  per  cent.,  materia  medica  59£  per  cent.,  chemistry  49  per  cent., 
just  one  below,  and  he  gets  no  credit.  You  will  pass  a  man  who  obtains  200  marks,  but 
this  man  gets  238  marks  and  no  credit  is  given  him.  Let  me  give  you  another  case  : 
Anatomy  65  per  cent.,  physiology  60  per  cent.,  materia  medica  50  per  cent.,  and  chemistry 
43  per  cent.  ;  no  credit  given  although  he  passes  largely  above  the  standard  in  three 
branches  and  has  218  marks,  18  marks  more  than  the  pass  man  whose  average  of  50  per 
cent,  takes  him  in.  One  does  not  need  to  give  reasons  in  support  of  this  motion,  it  is 
simply  a  matter  of  common  sense  ;  the  regulation  has  always  ruled  that  if  a  man  makes  60 
per  cent,  in  three  branches  on  Primary,  Intermediate  or  Passing,  he  gets  credit  for  the  same. 
I  am  not  particularly  tenacious  with  regard  to  the  last  clause,  it  is  simply  asking  to  let 
chemistry  rate  at  40  per  cent,  instead  of  50  per  cent.,  which  you  very  properly  make  the 
pass  for  anatomy,   for  physiology,  and  for  materia  medica.     The   reason    1  suggest   this  is

not  that  I  do  not  think  chemistry  is  important,  but  you  have  chemistry  as  a  requirement 
for  matriculation,  and  the  man  who  passes  that  examination  passes  a  good  drilling  in  chem- 
istry ;  that  is  all  right  ;  after  that  he  has  to  take  two  courses  of  general  and  one  or  two 
practical  in  his  medical  college,  and  that  is  all  right.  But  I  maintain  that  whereas  anatomy 
and  physiology  are  the  foundation  of  materia  medica  they  are  important  for  the  physician, 
while  a  very  wide  knowledge  of  chemistry,  such  as  would  fit  him  to  be  a  professional 
chemist,  is  not  necessary,  and  therefore  I  think  40  per  cent,  would  be  a  fair  proportion  to 
rate  chemistry  at,  as  fair  as  it  is  to  rate  anatomy  and  the  others  at  50  per  cent.  I  am  not 
tenacious  with  regard  to  this  last  clause,  but  I  think  it  is  common  sense,  and  the  reasons  I 
have  been  able  to  give  the  Council  I  hope  will  carry  weight.  I  forbear  making  any  further 
remarks  because  I  know  that  time  is  precious,  and  I  hope  the  Council  will  see  tit,  with  very 
little  discussion,  to  adopt  the  motion. 

Dr!  Sangster — I  am  not  going  to  discuss  that  motion  now,  because  I  think  that,  in 
accordance  with  the  usages  of  the  Council,  as  that  alters  the  whole  basis  upon  which  the 
Educational  Committee  has  done  its  work  in  the  past,  it  would  be  better  to  boil  our  dis- 
cussions down  by  letting  it  be  referred  to  the  Educational  Committee,  and  I  move  that  it 
be  so  referred. 

Dr.  Fowler — I  am  in  sympathy  with  a  good  deal  of  what  has  been  said  in  regard  to 
this  motion,  but  I  object  to  a  hard  and  fast  order  being  given  to  the  Educational  Committee 
to  do  a  certain  thing.  If  Dr.  Geikie  will  alter  his  motion  and  say  that  the  Educational 
Committee  shall  consider  the  propriety  of  doing  it,  I  have  no  objection.  But  the  Educa- 
tional Committee,  by  his  motion,  is  directed  to  do  a  certain  thing,  as  if  they  were  mere 
machines  ;  they  would  have  nothing  to  consider  at  all,  but  merely  to  follow  the  direction 
given  in  the  motion. 

Dr.  Shaw — This  question  came  up  before  the  committee  yesterday.  By-law  No.  9  says 
every  candidate  must  make  GO  per  cent,  in  three  or  more  subjects  in  the  Primary 
examinations.  There  are  four  subjects  in  the  Primary  and  eight  in  the  Final.  If  he  fails  in 
one  subject  in  the  Final  examination  under  50  per  cent.,  he  must  take  60  per  cent,  all 
round  to  enable  the  Examiners  to  give  him  the  stand,  whereas  in  the  Primary  examination 
he  has  merely  to  take  60  per  cent,  on  three  subjects  ;  if  he  fails  in  one,  two  or  three  or 
all  the  rest,  the  Final  man  is  allowed  his  stand  on  taking  60  per  cent,  on  three  subjects 
out  of  eight,  just  the  same  as  the  Primary  man  must  take  60  per  cent,  on  three  out  of 
four.  It  does  seem  to  some  extent  a  hardship  on  the  Primary  man  as  compared  with  the 
Final  man. 

Dr.  Britton — Don't  you  mean  as  compared  with  the  Intermediate  man  ? 

Dr.  Shaw — No,  the  Final. 

Dr.  Britton — I  think  that  Dr.  Shaw  has  overlooked  the  fact  that  in  the  Final  examina- 
tion there  are  but  four  subjects,  >as  in  the  Primary.     The  Intermediate  has  seven  or  eight. 

Dr.  Shaw — It  is  the  four  years  course,  the  Intermediate  and  Final — the  old  Inter- 
mediate ;  it  is  the  examination  on  which  the  students  this  year  are  getting  their  registration. 
I  must  confess  I  should  like  to  be  a  little  more  posted  on  this  before  I  get  through  with  the 
Council.  There  is  a  clause  which  says  the  values  awarded  by  the  individual  Examiners  to 
the  answers  of  candidates  are  not  to  be  subject  to  revision  except  by  an  appeal  by  the 
candidate  to  the  Council  when  special  cases  of  hardship  may  seem  to  have  occurred.  It 
does  seem  to  me  it  is  perhaps  a  little  harsh  to  a  Primary  man.  There  was  one  case  where  a 
man  took  70  per  cent,  in  one  subject,  59^  in  each  of  two  others,  and  49  per  cent,  in  another  ; 
according  to  the  by-law  and  interpreting  the  instructions  technically  that  man  must  be 
rejected,  and  that  does  seem  a  hardship,  though  I  think  the  provision  I  have  read  is  a 
sufficient  loophole  for  the  Council  to  enquire  into  a  case  which  may  be  one  of  hardship  such 
as  I  have  just  mentioned  ;  and  I  think,  while  I  to  some  extent  sympathize  with  the  motion, 
that  as  this  clause  has  been  working  such  a  short  period  of  time  we  should  allow  it  to  stand  a 
little  longer  till  we  have  an  opportunity  of  seeing  better  how  it  works. 

Dr.  Bray — I  think  we  should  not  have  these  discussions  on  these  things  having  to  go 
to  the  Educational  Committee  to  be  threshed  out  there.    I  will  second  Dr.  Sangster's  motion. 

The  President  put  the  motion  as  follows  :  "Moved  by  Dr.  Sangster,  seconded  by  Dr. 
Bray,  that  the  motion  be  referred  to  the  Educational  Committee  ;"  and  on  a  vote  having 
been  taken  declared  it  carried  and  the  motion  referred  to  the  Educational  Committee. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Sangster,  seconded  by  Dr.  Thornton,  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  the 
Registration  Committee  to  carefully  examine  the  credentials  on  which  registration  has  been 
granted  to  such  persons  as  have  become  members  of  the  College  preceding  the  second 
Tuesday  in  June  of  each  year,  and  to  report  thereon  to  the  Council  during  the  current  and 
succeeding  sessions. 

The  President  read  the  motion. 

Dr.  San<;stek, — Mr.  President,  the  organic  functions,  I  take  it,  of  this  Council  in  the 
past  have  been  first  the  regulation  and  control  of  all  education,  primary  and  final ;  and 
secondly,    the  registration  of  practitioners.     The  former  of  these  functions,   so  far  as  it 
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relates  at  least  to  primary  education,  has  practically  been  struck  off  the  list  of  what  we  can 
insist  upon  ;  at  the  instance  of  the  medical  schools  the  Government  have  practically  cut  the 
ground  from  under  our  feet  in  the  matter  of  primary  education,  but  the  Council  still  retain, 
and,  I  suppose,  purpose  to  hold 

Dr.  GfiiKiE — I  wish  to  correct  a  mistake  that  the  speaker  has  just  made  in  reference  to 
medical  colleges.  I  know  the  action  spoken  of  was  not  taken  at  the  instance  of  the  medical 
schools. 

The  President — Order  ;  you  must  not  interrupt  a  speaker. 

Dr.  Sangster, — Because  the  ground  of  preliminary  education  has  been  struck  from 
under  the  feet  of  the  Council  at  the  instance  of  the  medical  schools,  I  think  it  is  the  more 
important  that  we  should  conserve  and  maintain  in  its  integrity,  as  far  as  we  can,  the  only 
remaining  function  that  pertains  to  this  Council,  that  of  supervising  the  registration  of 
practitioners.  I  think,  therefore,  that  under  existing  circumstances  the  Registration  Com- 
mittee is  the  most  important  supervisory  committee  that  is  left  to  this  Council.  I  am  aware 
that  the  Council  by  by-law  committed  the  duty  of  looking  strictly  into  the  requirements 
that  are  set  forth  for  matriculation  to  the  hands  of  an  officer  appointed  for  that  purpose, 
and  I  have  no  doubt  whatever  that  our  present  Registrar  strictly  and  zealously  and  faith- 
fully performs  his  duty ;  I  have  never  heard  the  first  breath  of  suspicion  to  the  contrary  ; 
and  yet  through  looseness  or  laxity  on  the  part  of  somebody,  before  the  appointment  of  our 
present  Registrar,  for  I  am  quite  convinced  there  have  been  no  irregularities  of  that  kind 
since  Dr.  Pyne  has  filled  that  position,  or  if  there  have,  the  responsibility  rests  with  the 
Council  and  not  with  Dr.  Pyne  himself.  It  is  believed  by  many  that  irregularities  have 
existed  in  the  past,  and  that  not  a  few  of  the  members  of  the  College  have  found  their  way 
into  it  through  back  doors  and  side  entrances,  and  that  the  documents  by  which  some  at 
least  have  gained  entrance  to  this  College  would  not  bear  investigation.  Of  course,  when 
the  Legislature  steps  out  of  its  way,  intervenes,  and  foists  upon  us,  by  some  back  gate,  a 
man  who  is  unable  to  get  in  by  our  front  gate,  we  have  no  alternative  but  submission  ;  but 
I  claim  that  this  Council  ought  to  be  protected  by  the  Ontario  Government  from  irregulari- 
ties of  that  kind.  And  I  claim  that  if  it  occurs  often,  that  if  it  now  and  then  occurs  even 
that  some  particular  individual,  because  he  is  a  relative  in  posse  or  in  esse,  to  Judge  this  or 
Professor  that  or  Senator  somebody  else,  is  to  be  granted  special  favors  over  his  fellows 
there  ought  to  be  some  way  of  marking  the  recipient  of  such  favors  in  our  Register  so  that 
his  entrance  should  be  marked  in  some  way  or  other  as  an  irregularity.  I  have  said  I  believe 
there  are  gentlemen  who  have  obtained  registration  upon  fictitious  qualifications.  I  myself 
know  personally  of  several  such,  and  I  doubt  if  there  is  a  man  in  this  room  who  could  not 
recall  instances  that  he  knows  of,  or  suspects,  in  the  past — perhaps  the  long  past — of  men 
having  obtained  entrance  into  the  College  by  means  of  that  kind.  There  was  a  gentleman 
whose  name  was  presented  in  this  Council  last  year,  and  by  the  consensus  of  opinion  of  those 
who  looked  into  his  case  (the  Discipline  Committee  and  others)  it  was  openly  stated  here  he 
had  no  right  to  the  registration  he  claimed  ;  and  in  the  discussions  of  this  Council  the  year 
before  last  there  appears  a  case  of  a  gentleman  who  applied  for  registration  and  was 
defeated,  but  the  fact  came  out  in  the  discussion  that  there  were  precedents  for  it  ;  and  it 
was  broadly  stated  that  there  was  a  gentleman  who  had  been  registered  but  who  had  no 
right  to  registration.  I  claim  that  it  should  not  be  possible  for  these  things  to  occur.  Since 
I  gave  notice  of  my  intention  to  move  this  resolution  I  have  learned  that  the  irregularities 
took  place  in  the  old  times  when  the  Executive  Committee  undertook  of  their  own  motion 
on  several  occasions  to  introduce  men  into  the  profession  through  one  of  these  side  entrances. 
I  think  that  thing  should  not  exist.  Every  time  a  man  is  foisted  upon  the  profession  it  is 
an  irregularity  ;  and  an  injury  is  done  to  the  public  and  a  gross  injury  is  done  to  the 
profession,  and  the  value  of  every  diploma  that  has  been  honestly  earned  and  hardly  won 
by  the  members  of  this  Council  is  thereby  deteriorated.  It  is  not  my  intention  that  this 
committee  should  interfere  with  the  work  of  our  Registrar  or  in  any  way  lessen  his 
responsibility.  It  was  pointed  out  very  properly  last  year  in  regard  both  to  the  Treasurer- 
ship  and  the  Registrarship  that  just  when  these  positions  were  filled  by  gentlemen  of 
undoubted  trustworthiness,  gentlemen  who  possess  the  entire  and  unlimited  confidence  of 
the  profession,  was  the  time  for  investing  the  position  with  any  checks  or  precautions  or 
safeguards  that  might  be  thought  desirable,  but  which  were  and  are  confessedly  unnecessary 
with  the  present  occupants  of  these  offices,  but  which  might  be  necessary  in  the  cases  of 
their  successors;  and  we  all  know  that  even  our  present  Registrar,  Dr.  Pyne,  and  our 
present  Treasurer,  .Dr.  Aikins,  much  as  we  admire  them  and  highly  as  we  regard  bheir 
services,  are  not  here  for  a  permanency.  Life  is  short,  death  is  certain:  and  my  friend 
Dr.  Pyne,  although  I  think  he  has  a  very  good  thing  in  the  Registrarship,  nmsi  know  thai 
there  are  better  things  with  more  emoluments  and  higher  honors  that  may  come  within  his 
reach  in  the  near  or  distant  future  ;  or  if  the  Council  continue  in  their  present  attitude, 
holding  fast  to  "  Micavvber  Castle,"  until  something  turns  up  bj  which  we  can  get  rid  of  it, 
the  Council  may  not  always  be  able  to  pay  the   income   that    Dr.   Pyne    at   present    receives. 
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In  any  or  all  of  these  events  we  should  lose  his  services  and  should  have  to  appoint  to  the 
position  a  new  and  wholly  untried  man  ;  and  in  view  of  that  possibility  it  appeared  to  me 
that  it  might  be  well  to  require  the  Registration  Committee  to  examine  every  man's 
credentials  once  a  year  and  report  the  matter  to  the  Council.  I  do  not  want  to  press  the 
motion  very  strongly  ;  I  am  quite  content  to  say  that  with  the  exception  of  the  instances 
mentioned  in  the  Council  last  }7ear  and  the  year  before,  the  irregularities  have  taken  place 
in  the  long  past  and  were  due  to  the  assumption  of  powers  by  the  Executive  Committee. 
If  there  is  any  opinion  on  the  part  of  the  Council  that  the  instructions  I  have  asked  for 
should  not  be  given,  I  hope  the  resolution  will  not  elicit  discussion,  but  will  simply  be  put 
to  a  vote  and  voted  down.  I  am  not  wedded  to  it.  It  seems  to  me,  though,  that  a 
committee  of  this  kind  should  have  existed  from  the  beginning,  and  it  may  appear  to  you 
that  it  ought  to  be  created  now. 

Dr.  Britton — One  or  two  matters  have  been  brought  up  to  which  I  think  it  is  my  duty 
to  refer.  Dr.  Sangster  has  made  a  statement  that  it  was  at  the  instance,  or  partly,  at  any 
rate,  at  the  instance  of  the  medical  schools  that  the  Legislature  cut  the  ground  from  under 
our  feet  as  far  as  fixing  the  standard  of  matriculation  is  concerned 

Dr.  McLaughlin — This  is  a  matter  that  will  surely  come  up  later.  Would  it  not  be 
better  to  discuss  it  Liter  od,  as  it  is  not  connected  with  the  resolution  ? 

Dr.  Britton — I  have  just  a  word  to  say.  Dr.  Sangster  will  remember  that  as  representa- 
tive of  the  University  of  Toronto  I  was  present  with  the  Executive  Committee  and  Legislation 
Committee,  and  also  certain  members  of  the  Council  resident  in  the  city,  when  we  interviewed 
a  committee  of  the  Legislature  in  relation  to  the  same  matter,  and  I  am  sure  that  Dr.  Sangster 
did  not  and  could  not  refer  to  the  University  of  Toronto,  because  he  knows  as  well  as  I  do 
the  position  I  took  in  the  matter  myself.  I  took  the  strongest  possible  ground  in  opposition 
to  the  course  the  Legislature  had  proposed  taking.     (Hear,  hear.)     That  is  all  I  have  to  say. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  admit  candidly  the  truth  of  what  Dr.  Britton  says. 

Dr.  Henry — Do  I  understand  that  there  were  some  friends  of  a  Senator  and  some  other 
gentleman  that  were  irregularly  registered  through  influence  as  students  1 

Dr.  Sangster — I  think  that  matter  is  referred  to  in  the  report  of  the  Legislation  Com- 
mittee, and  will  come  up  later. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and  on  a  vote  having  been  taken  declared  it  carried. 

Dr.  Sangster  asked  tor  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  Registrar  took  the  yeas  and  nays  as  follows  :

Reports  op  Standing  and  Special  Committees. 

Dr.  Bray  presented  and  read  Report  No.  2  of  the  Discipline  Committee  : 

To  the  President  and  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  : 

Gentlemen, — Your  Committee  on  Discipline  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  exam- 
ined the  papers  submitted  to  them  in  the  case  of  one  E.  A.  B.  Rose,  of  Portland,  and  we  do  not 
consider  this  a  case  over  which  the  Discipline  Committee  have  jurisdiction,  he  being  an 
unlicensed  practitioner,  and  would  suggest  that  his  case  be  referred  to  the  Special  Committee 
on  Prosecutions. 

We  have  considered  the  petition  of  B.  H.  Lemon  and  others,  asking  that  one  Benjamin 
Lemon,  whose  name  was  erased  from  the  Medical  Register  some  five  years  ago  for  unprofes- 
sional and  disgraceful  conduct,  be  restored  to  the  Register.  Your  committee  beg  leave  to 
report  that  they  have  no  power  to  grant  this  request,  as  it  is  a  matter  for  the  Council  as  a 
whole  to  consider. 

Certain  letters  and  advertisements  which  were  referred  to  your  committee  re  Dr.  Curry, 
of  Toronto,  and  Dr.  A.  C.  Sinclair,  of  Port  Elgin,  have  been  examined  by  us,  and  your  com- 
mittee are  of  opinion  that  before  any  action  is  taken  on  these  cases  further  evidence  as  to 
unprofessional  conduct  should  be  produced. 

Your  committee  have  had  before  them  the  letter  of  Mr.  George  B.  Douglas,  barrister,  of 
Chatham,  complaining  of  unprofessional  conduct  on  the  part  of  Dr.  J.  Golden,  of  Florence, 
and  asking  that  it  be  referred  to  the  Discipline  Committee.  Your  committee  consider  it  a  case 
for  the  courts  to  deal  with  rather  than  the  Medical  Council. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  report  was  received. 
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Consideration  of  Reports. 

Dr.  Thorburn  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  Legislation  Committee. 

The  President  read  the  motion. 

Dr.  Thorburn — I  have  annexed  to  the  report  the  bills  submitted  to  the  House,  if  you 
wish  them  read. 

Dr.  Armour — Will  you  read  Mr.  German's  bill  ? 

Dr.  Thorburn  read  the  German  bill. 

Dr.  Thorburn — That  had  special  reference  to  Mr.  Young,  but  it  did  not  pass  at  all.  It 
was  agreed  that  Mr.  Young  should  pass  the  Intermediate  and  Final  examinations  and  submit 
himself  to  the  same  rules  as  our  men  do,  and  on  paying  the  fees  he  was  to  be  entitled  then  to 
registration.  His  contention  was  that  he  was  willing  to  pass  the  Final.  But  the  Final  is  a 
more  practical  examination  ;  it  does  not  go  into  the  more  theoretical  and  most  important 
subjects,  namely,  the  practice  of  medicine  and  surgery,  and  so  on,  but  just  takes  in  work  he 
would  need  in  the  laboratory  and  work  of  that  kind.  He  finally  agreed  to  pass  these  two 
examinations. 

Dr.  Armour — Was  he  relieved  from  passing  the  Primary  examination  ] 

Dr.  Thorburn — Yes,  he  was. 

The  President — I  have  just  asked  the  Registrar  if  Mr.  Young  succeeded  in  passing  the 
examination,  and  he  informs  me  that  he  has  not  passed  ;  that  he  took  the  examination,  but 
failed  on  a  portion  of  it. 

Dr.  Thorburn — I  do  not  think  it  is  fair  to  specify  him  singly  in  the  public  press. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  do  not  think  it  is  at  all  improper  to  state  in  our  meeting  the  fact  that 
he  has  failed,  in  the  case  of  a  gentleman  who  approaches  the  Legislature  to  enter  by  the 
back  door,  and  then  fails  on  his  examination. 

Dr.  Britton — I  was  somewhat  surprised  two  or  three  days  ago  when  I  got  a  copy  of 
this  circular  issued  by  the  Educational  Department.  I  must  have  been  very  dense  when  we 
met  the  committee  of  the  Legislature,  because  I  understood  the  agreement  was  quite  different 
from  this.  I  understood  there  was  a  clause  added  to  the  bill  to  the  effect  that  all  who  had 
matriculated  in  arts  prior  to  July  1st,  1895,  should  be  held  eligible  for  registration. 

The  President — Certainly,  that  was  all. 

Dr.  Britton — I  am  perfectly  satisfied  there  was  no  reference  made  by  any  member  of 
the  committee  of  the  House,  nor  by  any  of  the  councillors  who  were  present  at  that  time,  to 
substitute  the  High  School  new  examination  with  Latin — I  am  perfectly  satisfied  we  did  not 
go  back  as  far  as  1882,  though  I  think  there  was  something  said  about  a  second  class  non- 
professional certificate  with  Latin.  That  was  a  fairly  high  examination.  This  matter  has 
come  up  in  the  Educational  Committee,  and  a  special  committee  was  appointed  to  wait  upon 
the  Hon.  Mr.  Ross  in  order  to  see  whether  or  not  it  was  an  oversight  on  his  part  that  a 
circular  of  this  kind  was  issued  to  the  educationists  of  this  country,  because,  as  I  say,  these 
notes  which  Dr.  Thorburn  has  read,  which  are  really  transcripts  of  those  in  the  circular,  we 
never  expected  to  see — we  simply  thought  the  direction  should  be  that  matriculation  in  any 
university  prior  to  November  1st,  1895,  would  be  the  qualification.  I  have  tried  on  one  or 
two  occasions  to  arrange  for  an  interview  with  Hon.  Mr.  Ross,  but  he  is  not  to  be  home 
until  some  time  to-day.  It  was  Dr.  Sangster's  intention,  and  mine,  that  we  should  see  him 
during  recess  at  noon,  so  as  to  be  satisfied  as  to  what  his  understanding  was,  and  to  let  him 
know  that  we,  as  members  of  the  committee,  did  not  understand  it  in  the  light  of  this 
circular.  I  want  to  let  this  House  know  now  that  we  cannot  conclude  the  discussion  of  this 
report  until  the  Hon.  Mr.  Ross  has  been  seen.  For  the  reasons  I  have  given  it  seems 
necessary  that  the  Hon.  Mr.  Ross  should  be  interviewed  before  we  know  upon  what  grounds 
we  stand,  and  I  think  it  would  be  better  to  postpone  the  discussion  of  the  report  until  the 
afternoon. 

Consideration  of  this  report  was  deferred. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Bray,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moore,  That  the  report  of  the  Discipline  Com- 
mittee be  adopted. 

The  President  read  the  motion. 

Dr.  Bray — For  Dr.  Armour's  information  I  will  say  that  I  do  not  think  the  Discipline 
Committee  have  any  power  to  make  a  recommendation  to  this  Council  ;  it  is  out  of  their 
power  to  do  so. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and  on  a  vote  having  been  taken  declared  it  carried, 
and  the  report  adopted. 

Dr.  McLaughlin  asked  leave  to  introduce  a  notice  of  motion.      Leave  granted. 

Dr.  McLaughlin  gave  notice  of  motion  to  appoint  an  Auditor. 

Dr.  Bray  gave  notice  of  motion  that  a  petition  be  prepared  and  presented  to  the  Legis 
lature,  praying  that  no  legislation   or  amendments  to  the   Medical  Act  shall  be  introduced 
unless  such  amendments  be  asked  for  by  members  of  the  Council  or  through  the  Legislation 
Committee. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Campbell,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moore,  the  Council  adjourned  to  meet 
again  at  2  p.m. 
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AFTERNOON    SESSION. 

The  Council  met  at  2  o'clock  p.m.,  in  accordance  with  motion  for  adjournment. 

The  President,  in  the  chair,  called  the  Council  to  order. 

The  Registrar  called  the  roll,  and  the  following  members  were  present :  Drs.  Armour, 
Barrick,  Bray,  Britton,  Brock,  Campbell,  Dickson,  Emory,  Fowler,  Geikie,  Hanly,  Hender- 
son, Henry,  Logan,  Luton,  Machell,  Moore,  Moorhouse,  McLaughlin,  Reddick,  Rogers, 
Rosebrugh,  Sangster,  Shaw,  Thorburn,  Thornton,  Williams. 

The  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  were  read  by  the  Registrar,  and  confirmed  and  signed 
by  the  President. 

Notices  op  Motion. 

Dr.  Williams — To  introduce  a  by-law  to  levy  the  annual  assessment. 
Dr.  Williams —  To  appoint  an  Executive  Committee. 
Dr.  Moore — To  appoint  a  Legislation  Committee. 

Communications,  Petitions,  Etc. 

The  Registrar  read  a  communication  from  Dr.  Arthur,  making  enquiries  about  his 
university  diploma,  which  he  claims  has  been  lost.     Referred  to  Registration  Committee. 

Motions  of  which  Notice  has  been  Given  at  a  Previous  Meeting. 

Moved  by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  seconded  by  Dr.  Hanly,  that  by-law  No.  —  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons,  regarding  the  appointment  of  an  Auditor,  be  now  read 
a  first  time. 

The  by-law  received  its  first  reading. 

Moved  by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  seconded  by  Dr.  Hanly,  That  this  by-law  be  referred  to 
Committee  of  the  Whole  and  read  a  second  time.     Carried. 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole,  Dr.  Moorhouse  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  move  the  adoption  of  the  first  clause,  with  the  blank  filled  by  the 
insertion  of  the  name  of  Dr.  James  Carlyle.     Carried. 

Moved  by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  That  the  blank  in  the  second  clause  of  the  by-law  be  filled 
by  inserting  "$20.00,"  and  that  the  clause  be  adopted. 

Dr.  Rogers — Has  Dr.  McLaughlin  asked  Dr.  Carlyle  whether  he  will  for  $20.00 
perform  the  services  required  ? 

Dr.  McLaughlin — No,  I  have  not  asked  him. 

Dr.  Brock — I  think  our  Registrar  could  answer  the  question  and  tell  us  whether  Dr. 
Carlyle  is  satisfied  with  the  remuneration  offered  by  this  Council. 

The  Registrar — Dr.  Carlyle,  after  doing  the  work  this  year,  referred  to  the  remuneration 
of  $20.00,  and  said  he  felt  it  was  too  little  altogether  and  asked  me  what  he  had  better  do 
about  it.  I  said  he  had  better  represent  it  to  the  Council,  and  it  ended  in  his  sending  a 
letter  which  is  now  before  the  Finance  Committee.  He  does  not  say  in  his  letter  what  he 
considers  he  should  get,  but  from  conversation  with  him  I  should  say  he  thought  the  $20.00 
was  about  the  half  what  he  should  receive.  From  what  he  said  I  imagine  he  did  not  think 
that  $40.00  would  be  an  extravagant  figure. 

Dr.  Armour — We  secured  the  services  of  Auditors  last  year  without  fixing  the 
remuneration,  and  the  bill  they  have  sent  in  is  $25.00.  I  think  probably  Dr.  McLaughlin's 
suggestion  of  $20.00  is  not  very  far  from  the  mark. 

Dr.  Brock — If  we  do  not  put  in  sufficient  remuneration  is  there  not  danger  that  he  may 
refuse  to  accept  the  position,  and  we  would  not  have  the  accounts  audited  next  year  1 

Dr.  Thorburn — Last  year  and  this  year  are  scarcely  parallel  cases.  The  Auditors  we 
had  last  year  were  called  in  at  the  last  moment,  and  they  could  not  give  the  same  care  and 
attention  to  it  that  Dr.  Carlyle  has  been  able  to  do.  I  think  he  has  been  working  on  this 
audit  for  several  days  and  went  over  it  carefully.     He  is  a  most  competent  man. 

Dr.  Logan — It  would  be  better  to  ascertain  (I  suppose  that  can  be  done  by  telephone) 
what  he  would  take  and  settle  this  matter  before  you  commit  yourselves. 

The  Chairman — The  Registrar  informs  me  that  Dr.  Carlyle  was  nearly  a  week  engaged 
on  this  audit. 

Dr.  Rogers — Will  it  be  the  same  trouble  again:? 

The  Registrar — It  will  be  the  same  every  year. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  will  move  that  the  blank  be  filled  with  $40.00. 

Dr.  Barrick — I  will  second  that. 

Dr.  San<;kter — I  will  second  that  motion. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  will  withdraw  the  "$20.00"  and  consent  to  the  blank  being  filled 
with  "840  00." 

Dr.  Henry — What  was  paid  last  year  for  the  work  ? 
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The  Chairman— $25.00. 

Dr.  Armour — The  year  before  last  it  was  $25.00,  and  according  to  our  by-law  last  year 
we  were  to  pay  $20.00  to  Dr.  Carlyle.  He  thinks  that  that  was  insufficient  remuneration 
and  is  asking  for  more. 

Dr.  Rosebrugh — Is  there  a  letter  or  communication  from  Dr.  Carlyle  ? 

Dr.  Henderson — There  is  a  letter  before  the  Finance  Committee  now  saying  the  $20.00 
is  not  adequate  remuneration  for  the  time  Dr.  Carlyle  has  spent  in  going  over  the  work  ;  that 
it  took  him  a  whole  week  to  do  it.  Our  recommendation  now  is  that  he  should  receive 
$40.00  for  his  remuneration. 

The  Chairman — Dr.  McLaughlin,  is  this  $40.00  to  be  for  services  already  rendered? 

Dr.  McLaughlin — No,  not  in  this  by-law.     This  by-law  provides  for  the  current  year. 

The  Chairman  put  Dr.  McLaughlin's  motion  to  adopt  the  second  clause  of  the  by-law,  and 
on  a  vote  having  been  taken  declared  it  carried. 

Dr.  McLaughlin  moved  that  the  committee  rise  and  report. 

The  committee  rose.     The  President  in  the  chair. 

Moved  by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  seconded  by  Dr.  Hanly,  That  the  report  of  the  Committee 
of  the  Whole  be  adopted.     Carried. 

Moved  by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  seconded  by  Dr.  Hanly,  That  By-law  No.  —  be  now  read 
a  third  time,  passed,  numbered,  signed  by  the  President,  and  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the 
College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario.     Carried. 

By-law  No.  71. 

Whereas  power  hath  been  granted  to  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians 
and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  under  Section  13  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  R.  S.  O.  1877, 
C.  142,  to  make  by-laws,  be  it  therefore  enacted  as  follows  : 

1st.  This  Council  hereby  appoint  Dr.  James  Carlyle  as  Auditor,  for  the  purpose  of 
auditing  the  accounts  of  the  Council. 

2nd.  The  remuneration  to  be  paid  by  the  Council  to  the  Auditor  for  his  services  shall  be 
Forty  Dollars  ($40.00). 

Adopted  as  amended. 

W.  H.  Moorhouse, 

Adopted  in  Council.     A.  F.   Rogers.  Chairman  Committee  of  Whole. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Campbell,  seconded  by  Dr.  Thorburn,  That  after  the  adoption  of  this 
resolution  no  new  business  be  introduced  without  unanimous  consent. 

The  President  read  the  motion. 

Dr.  Armour — Is  it  within  the  power  of  the  Council  by  resolution  to  set  aside  the  by-law 
or  rules  and  regulations  in  this  way  1     I  think  not.     I  think  it  would  take  a  by-law. 

Dr.  Campbell — What  is  the  by-law  to  which  Dr.  Armour  refers  ? 

Dr.  Armour — Our  rules  and  regulations  lay  down  a  mode  of  procedure  to  the  Council, 
and  you  are  setting  this  aside  by  this  resolution  for  perhaps  a  considerable  time.  I  know  it 
is  customary  to  do  it  just  at  the  close  of  the  session;  but  not  perhaps  a  day  or  two  before 
the  close. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — In  our  rules  and  procedures,  day  by  day,  there  is  one  item,  "Notices 
of  Motion."  That  has  been  passed  by  by  a  by-law,  and  Dr.  Campbell  will  say  it  is  impossible 
to  repeal  that  by  a  resolution.  An  amendment  of  that  kind  cannot  be  entertained  unless 
introduced  regularly  by  by-law. 

The  President — Do  you  ask  for  a  ruling,  Dr.  McLaughlin  ? 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Yes. 

The  President — Then  I  shall  rule  that  this  motion  to  be  effective  must  be  passed 
unanimously.     One  dissenting  voice  can  stop  it  being  carried. 

Dr.  Campbell — Our  rules  say  "No  variation  in  the  foregoing  order  of  business  shall  be 
permitted,  except  by  the  consent  of  the  Council. " 

Dr.  Williams — If  it  is  the  consent  of  the  Council,  the  consent  of  the  Council  means  the 
consent  of  a  majority  of  the  Council. 

The  President — I  think  the  parliamentary  rule  is  that  the  suspension  of  the  rules  of  a 
body,  whether  the  House  of  Commons  or  any  other  body,  shall  be  by  the  unanimous  consent 
of  that  body,  of  those  present  at  any  rate,  and  if  there  is  one  dissenting  voice  a  motion  for 
suspension  cannot  be  carried.     There  is  nothing  in  our  rules  bearing  on  it. 

Dr.  Williams— The  rules  of  Parliament  apply  here  only  when  our  own  rules  do  not  cover. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — You  will  notice  that  the  matter  you  refer  to  is  only  the  temporary 
suspension  of  a  rule  in  order  to  introduce  a  motion.  By  unanimous  consent  you  cannot  alter 
your  by-laws  to  aifect  the  future,  and  I  do  not  think  the  unanimous  consent  of*  the  Council 
would  allow  us  to  pass  this  motion.  We  can  suspend  a  rule  for  the  time  being  by  unanimous 
consent,  but  we  cannot  suspend  it  for  future  meetings. 

Dr.  GEIKIE — It  is  a  pity  to  spend  so  much  time  about  it.      It  has  often  been  -lone  before. 
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Dr.  Campbell — I  do  not  want  to  take  up  time  over  this  motion,  and  I  will  withdraw  it 
rather  than  waste  any  time  over  it. 

Dr.  Thorburn — My  reason  for  seconding  the  motion  was  simply  to  hasten  the  progress 
of  business. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  think  the  spirit  of  Dr.  Campbell's  motion  will  be  observed  by  the 
members  of  the  Council. 

Dr.  Campbell's  motion  withdrawn. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Campbell,  seconded  by  Dr.  Brock,  That  the  by-law  appointing  a  Dis- 
cipline Committee  be  read  a  first  time.     Carried. 

The  by-law  received  its  first  reading. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Campbell,  seconded^by  Dr.  Brock,  That  By-law  No.  —  (appointing  a  Dis- 
cipline Committee)  be  referred  to  Committee  of  the  Whole  and  read  a  second  time. 
Carried. 

The  Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

Dr.  McLaughlin  in  the  chair. 

The  first  clause  of  the  by-law  was  read,-  and  on  motion  adopted. 

The  Chairman  read  the  second  clause  of  the  by-law. 

Dr.  Campbell  moved  the  adoption  of  the  second  clause. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  object  to  that  part  of  the  by-law.  I  do  not  think  it  is  necessary  that  that 
committee  shall  consist  of  three  members.  I  know  that  the  Act  as  it  is  now  states  that  there 
shall  be  three  or  five  members  on  the  Discipline  Committee,  but  I  do  not  propose  to  accept  a 
law  simply  because  it  is  the  law,  if  it  can  be  repealed  and  if  it  can  be  shown  there  are  good 
reasons  for  the  repeal.  Our  Discipline  Committee  who  were  asked  to  enquire  into  it  failed  to 
discover  any  means  by  which  the  expense  of  that  committee  could  be  lessened,  but  I  think 
there  is  a  feasible  way  of  lessening  the  expense  of  the  committee.  The  Discipline  Committee 
act  merely  as  a  coroner  or  assessor.  The  members  of  that  committee  listen  to  the  arguments 
of  counsel,  they  hear  evidence,  and  make  a  report  and  recommendation  to  this  Council 
founded  on  the  evidence,  and  argument,  and  I  think  that  one  man  can  do  that  work  as  well 
as  three.  I  think  it  would  be  just  as  inappropriate  to  put  three  judges  on  a  bench  as  to  put 
three  gentlemen  on  that  committee  ;  and  I  think  it  was  the  opinion  of  Dr.  Day,  one  of  the 
most  eminent  members  of  the  Discipline  Committee,  that  he  could  do  the  work  alone  and  do 
it  quite  as  well  as,  or  better  than,  he  could  with  three  members.  And  I  should,  under  these 
circumstances,  suggest  that  when  legislation  is  sought  it  will  be  sought  in  that  direction,  to 
reduce  the  Discipline  Committee  to  a  single  member.  We  cannot  at  present  say  that  there 
shall  not  be  three  members  because  the  law  says  that  there  shall  be,  but  I  wish  to  dissent  from 
the  necessity  of  there  being  three  members  on  that  committee. 

The  Chairman  put  the  motion  to  adopt  Clause  2,  and  on  a  vote  having  been  taken 
declared  it  carried. 

On  motion,  Clauses  3  and  4  were  adopted  as  read. 

The  Chairman  read  Clause  5. 

Dr.  Campbell  moved  that  the  first  blank  be  filled  with  the  name  of  Dr.  Bray,  of 
Chatham.      Carried. 

Dr.  Campbell  moved  that  the  second  blank  be  filled  with  the  name  of  Dr.  Logan,  of 
Ottawa.     Carried. 

Dr.  Campbell  moved  that  the  third  blank  be  filled  with  the  name  of  Dr.  Moore,  of 
Brockville.     Carried. 

Dr.  Sangster — No.  I  do  not  want  to  stop  the  Council  ;  I  merely  repeat  my  dissent 
that  I  uttered  last  year.  As  a  representative  of  the  profession,  I  claim  that  on  a  committee 
formed  to  try  members  of  the  profession  for  alleged  misconduct  in  a  professional  sense,  the 
judgment  on  those  points  should  be  by  the  peers  of  the  members  ot  the  profession,  by  those 
who  represent  the  profession,  and  not  by  any  gentlemen  appointed  to  represent  a  school  or  a 
college.     I  merely  wish  to  enter  my  dissent  from  the  name. 

On  motion,  the  preamble  of  the  by-law  was  adopted. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Campbell,  That  the  committee  rise  and  report  the  by-law.     Carried. 

The  committee  rose.     The  President  in  the  chair. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Campbell,  seconded  by  Dr.  Brock,  That  the  report  of  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole  be  adopted.     Carried. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Campbell,  seconded  by  Dr.  Brock,  That  By-law  No.  —  be  read  a  third 
time,  passed,  numbered,  signed  by  the  President  and  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario.     Carried. 

By-law  No.  72. 

Under  and  by  virtue  of  the  powers  and  directions  given  by  Sub-section  2  of  Section  36 
of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  Revised  Statutes  of  Ontario,  1887,  Chapter  148,  the  Council  of 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  enact  as  follows  : 

1.  By-law  No.  65,  appointing  a  Discipline  Committee  and  passed  upon  the  13th  day  of 
June,  A.D.  1895,  is  hereby  repealed. 
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2.  The  committee  appointed  under  the  provisions  and  for  the  purposes  of  the  said  sub- 
section shall  consist  of  three  members,  three  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business. 

3.  The  said  committee  shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are 
appointed,  provided  that  any  member  of  such  committee  appointed  in  any  year  shall  continue 
to  ba  a  member  of  such  committee  notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  herein,  until  all 
business  brought  before  them  during  the  year  of  office  has  been  reported  upon  to  the  Council. 

4.  The  committee  under  said  section  shall  be  known  as  the  Committee  on  Discipline. 

5.  Dr.  J.  L.  Bray,  of  Chatham,  Ont.,  Dr.  Geo.  Logan,  of  Ottawa,  Ont.,  Dr.  V.  H. 
Moore,  of  Brockville,  Oat.,  are  hereby  appointed  the  committee  for  the  purpose  of  said 
section  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Adopted.  J.  W.  McLaughlin, 

Chairman  Committee  of  the  Whole. 
Read  a  third  time  and  passed.     A.  F.  Rogers,  President. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Bray,  seconded  by  Dr.  Dickson,  That  a  form  of  petition  be  framed  and 
sent  to  every  medical  man  in  the  Province  by  the  Registrar  for  signatures,  praying  that  the 
Government  and  Legislature  of  Ontario  will  not  alter  or  amend  the  Medical  Act,  or  introduce 
or  carry  through  any  new  medical  legislation,  unless  such  legislation  or  new  Medical  Acts  be 
asked  for  by  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  directly,  or  through  their  Legislation 
Committee. 

The  President  read  the  motion. 

Dr.  Bray — I  have  two  or  three  reasons  for  introducing  this  motion,  and  I  think  and 
hope  it  will  receive  the  unanimous  consent  of  this  body.  My  object  in  introducing  this  is 
to  prevent,  if  possible,  a  repetition  of  the  scenes  we  have  had  in  the  last  two  years  in  the 
Legislature,  and  to  prevent  having  a  bill  introduced  such  as  the  one  we  heard  to-day  charac- 
terized so  very  strongly  which  was  introduced  but  withdrawn  at  the  last  session,  and  to  pre- 
vent the  introduction  of  bills  like  the  one  introduced  by  Mr.  Haycock  last  year.  I  think  if, 
when  the  Registrar  sends  out  the  Annual  Announcement,  there  is  a  form  of  petition  framed 
he  can  send  it  to  every  registered  practitioner,  enclosing  a  stamp,  and  asking  each  practi- 
tioner to  sign  and  return  the  petition.  We  will  have  1,800  or  2,000  names,  and  if  those  names 
are  presented  to  the  Legislature  of  Ontario  the  Government  will  not  dare  to  oppose  such  a 
strong  unanimous  representation  as  this  would  be.  And  I  think  if  we  had  that  it  would  pre- 
vent in  the  future  repetitions  of  the  scenes  we  have  had  and  do  away  with  the  expense  of 
keeping  a  Legislation  Committee  in  attendance  at  the  sessions  of  the  House,  because  I  think  the 
Government  will  not  allow  anybody  to  introduce  a  measure  of  that  kind  in  the  face  of  the 
unanimous  petition  of  the  members  of  the  profession  of  Ontario.  Another  thing  is,  I  think 
it  is  almost  absolutely  necessary  that  we  should  go  to  the  Legislature  in  reference  to  certain 
things,  but  when  the  profession  are  divided  to  a  certain  extent  and  there  is  a  feeling  in  the 
House  among  the  Patrons  there  that  the  profession  are  overriding  everything,  that  we  are  a 
close  corporation  and  so  on,  we  might  find  difficulties  in  our  way.  But  if  we  have  those 
names  to  our  petition  and  go  there  for  some  amendments  not  of  a  radical  nature  at  all  that 
are  necessary,  and  we  all  know  of  some  things  that  are  necessary,  I  am  satisfied  we  shall 
have  no  difficulty  in  getting  them  carried  through.  I  have  now  put  before  you  my  whole 
object  in  presenting  this  motion,  and  I  do  not  wish  to  take  up  any  further  time,  and  if  any 
gentleman  speaks  to  the  motion  I  hope  his  remarks  will  be  brief. 

Dr.  Dickson — I  beg  to  say  that  1  did  not  read  that  motion  sufficiently  careful  to  really 
comprehend  it  as  it  has  been  read  just  now.  My  impression  was  that  it  asked  that  no 
legislation  be  introduced  relative  to  the  profession  without  first  being  submitted  to  this 
Council.  As  I  understand  it,  the  motion  now  reads  that  no  legislation  be  introduced  that  is 
not  asked  for  by  the  profession.  To  my  mind  that  is  a  very  material  difference,  and  I 
think  we  are  not  likely  to  succeed  in  any  petition  of  this  kind.  But  I  do  think  that  we  may 
succeed  in  influencing  the  Legislature  not  to  take  any  action,  without  first  submitting  any 
proposed  legislation  to  this  Council. 

Dr.  Bray — As  long  as  I  can  attain  my  object  I  am  not  very  particular  as  to  the  wording 
of  the  resolution. 

Dr.  Dickson — There  is  a  material  difference. 

Dr.  Bray — Perhaps  there  is.  That  which  will  have  the  most  influence  with  the  Parlia- 
ment I  want  to  carry,  and  if  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  Dickson  is  a  better  one  1  want  to  adopt  it. 

Dr.  Williams — I  agree  with  Dr.  Dickson  that  if  the  resolution  is  put  it  would  be  better 
to  make  it  in  the  form  he  suggests.  But  personally  I. think  it  is  almost  worse  than  a  waste 
of  time  to  put  the  resolution  at  all.  I  do  not  think  the  Government  can  control  that  matter. 
I  think  any  member  of  the  House  has  a  right  to  introduce  a  bill  if  he  likes,  and  1  think  the 
Government  will  not  interfere  to  stop  that  bill.  The  Government  are  dependent  iij. on  their 
members  to  keep  them  in  power  ;  and  supposing  sonic  supporters  <>f  the  Government  intro 
duce  a  bill,  and  there  are  fifteen  or  twenty  or  thirty  of  them    bound  together  to  get  that  bill 
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through,  do  you  think  the  Government  are  going  to  jeopardize  themselves  and  offend  all 
those  men  by  saying  you  shall  not  put  that  bill  through  ?  In  so  doing  the  Government 
would  be  jeopardizing  themselves.  Their  life  depends  on  keeping  on  the  right  side  of  them 
and  getting  their  support  when  the  time  comes. 

Dr.  Bray — And  the  medical  men  suffer  for  that. 

Dr.  Williams — I  do  not  think  we  do.  I  do  not  think  it  is  practical  in  that  shape  to 
introduce  it.  It  may  be  possible,  as  Dr.  Dickson  suggests,  to  have  it  submitted  to  the 
Council,  so  that  the  Council  have  knowledge  of  it  beforehand.  I  do  not  think  the  two  thou- 
sand or  more  names  we  would  have  from  the  medical  men  would  exercise  that  amount  of 
influence  that  has  been  spoken  of.  If  those  couple  of  thousand  men  could  be  concentrated 
some  place  and  could  bring  their  power  to  bear  they  could  have  some  influence,  but  they  are 
scattered,  a  few  here  and  a  few  there,  all  over  the  Province  of  Ontario  ;  and  a  good  many  of 
these  medical  men  have  politics  on  the  mind  just  as  strong  as  anyone  else,  and  it  is  just  a 
question  whether  they  would  oppose  their  party  and  bring  pressure  to  bear  on  the  Govern- 
ment on  that  point.  If  this  motion  is  changed,  and  I  hope  it  will  be  changed,  in  the  terms 
suggested  by  Dr.  Dickson,  so  that  the  Council  will  be  notified  of  proposed  legislation,  it  will 
enable  the  Council  to  take  such  steps  as  they  think  wise  in  the  matter.  I  do  not  think 
that  this  will  accomplish  anything  practical,  because  we  have  a  Legislation  Committee  here 
in  Toronto,  and  any  of  these  things  that  come  up  come  to  our  knowledge  very  quickly  ;  and 
we  have  friends  in  the  House  ;  we  are  always  notified  and  we  know  when  any  proposed 
legislation  affecting  us  is  coming  up.  So  I  am  inclined  to  think  it  is  a  mistake  to  pass  this 
resolution  at  all,  though  if  the  Council  hold  different  views  I  offer  no  opposition  beyond 
expressing  my  opinion. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  must  frankly  confess  if  I  have  ever  been  surprised  at  anything 
being  introduced  into  this  Council  I  am  surprised  at  this.  That  motion  if  carried  strikes  a 
blow  at  one  of  the  dearest  principles  of  fundamental  government  in  any  nation  where  there 
is  civil  government.  I  speak  now  of  the  right  of  the  subject  to  approach  the  throne  on  any 
cause,  for  any  purpose  ;  that  right  is  not  refused  to  any  citizen  in  the  British  Empire  or  any 
other  well  governed  country.  The  hope  that  by  introducing  a  motion  of  this  kind  you  are 
going  to  prevent  medical  men  or  men  that  are  not  medical  men  approaching  the  Legislature 
to  get  any  amendment  to  the  Medical  Act,  or  any  other  Act  that  they  please,  is  utterly 
futile,  and  if  this  motion  were  passed  this  Council  would  be  a  laughing  stock  to  the 
Legislature  and  the  country.  It  is  an  idea  that  cannot  be  entertained.  I  say  there  was  not 
a  principle  embodied  in  Magna  Charta  more  pregnant  with  importance  to  the  citizens  of  the 
British  Empire  than  the  right  of  any  citizen,  be  he  medical  man  or  not  medical  man,  to 
approach  the  throne  and  petition  the  throne  humbly  for  any  change  that  that  citizen  wanted. 
I  am  surprised  to  hear  this  motion  brought  in  this  afternoon,  and  I  hope  our  friends  will  be 
careful  and  not  put  themselves  on  record  in  favor  of  any  proposition  of  this  kind.  I  could 
easily  understand  some  Rip  Van  Winkle  who  had  gone  to  sleep  some  five  centuries  ago, 
when  that  kind  of  thing  was  done,  and  who  wakes  up  now  in  June,  1896,  and  makes  a 
motion  of  this  kind 

The  President — That  is  out  of  order. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  say  it  is  a  surprise  that  any  man  who  has  a  knowledge  of  the 
privileges  of  civil  liberty  should  bring  in  a  motion  of  that  kind. 

Dr.  Bray — Mr.  President,  does  Or.  McLaughlin  withdraw  the  words  which  you  have 
stated  to  be  out  of  order  ? 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  will  withdraw,  not  because  it  is  not  parliamentary,  but  because  the 
President  wants  it  withdrawn.  I  am  perfectly  willing  to  submit  it  to  Dr.  Bourinot,  or 
anybody  else,  but  I  shall  withdraw  it  because  I  do  not  want  to  say  anything  offensive.  I  feel 
keenly  about  a  subject  of  this  kind,  because  it  strikes  a  blow  at  one  of  the  most  important 
principles  that  pervade  the    British  constitution  or  any  other  constitution. 

Dr.  Bray — In  answer  to  the  arguments  used  and  to  the  very  choice  language  that  has 
been  employed  towards  the  mover  of  this  resolution,  I  say  that  it  is  the  most  common 
practice  that  exists  to  have  petitions  coming  in  from  large  bodies  of  men  to  Parliament.  Dr. 
McLaughlin  during  his  term  in  Parliament  must  have  noticed  large  petitions  going  in 
against  Acts  that  were  proposed.  I  do  not  see  anything  strange  in  the  medical  men  in  this 
Province  uniting  and  sending  in  a  petition  and  asking  the  Parliament — I  will  accept  what 
Dr.  Dickson  says — to  introduce  no  legislation  until  it  is  submitted  to  the  Medical  Council. 
I  think  it  is  safeguarding  our  profession,  and  I  cannot  see  what  strong  objection  there 
can  be  to  such  a  procedure  as  that.  I  am* very  much  surprised  at  Dr.  McLaughlin  making 
use  of  such  expressions  as  he  has  done,  particularly  when  he  (Dr.  McLaughlin)  is  taking 
money  from  that  very  Government  to-day,  and  'sitting  here  taking  money  from  the 
profession 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  That  statement  is  not  true.  I  do  not 
take  a  cent  of  money  from  the  Parliament. 

Dr.  Bray — I  put  it  this  way,  that  Dr.  McLaughlin  is  here  holding  a  Government 
position 
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Dr.  McLaughlin — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.     This  is  entirely  outside  of  the  point. 

The  President — That  probably  is  outside  of  the  discussion. 

Dr.  Bray — I  bow  to  your  ruling.  I  do  not  wish  to  offend  the  Council,  but  at  the  same 
time  I  do  not  like  to  be  attacked  in  the  slandering  way — I  can  characterize  it  in  no  other 
way — in  which  the  gentleman  who  has  just  sat  down  has  attacked  me.  I  would  not  have  a 
spark  of  manhood  in  my  body  unless  I  resented  it,  particularly  coming  as  it  does  from  a 
gentleman  holding  the  anomalous  position  which  Dr.  McLaughlin  does  in  this  Council. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  ask  the  ruling  of  the  chair.  I  am  here  by  law.  I  occupy  no 
anomalous  position.  My  position  as  an  appointee  of  the  Government  does  not  prevent  me 
from  being  here,  and  therefore  I  am  here  in  no  anomalous  position. 

Dr.  Bray — All  I  can  say  in  answer  to  that  is  that  the  Government  have  advised  other 
gentlemen  in  similar  positions  that  it  was  not  in  good  taste  to  do  so.  I  will  say  that  other 
gentlemen  holding  similar  positions  have  been  advised  by  the  Government  it  was  not  in  good 
taste  to  sit  here.  In  regard  to  Dr.  Williams  saying  a  petition  would  be  of  no  value,  that  if 
we  could  get  all  the  gentlemen  together,  that  would  be,  I  maintain,  that  their  not  being 
together  makes  the  petition  all  the  stronger.  We  have  forty  or  fifty  medical  men  in  every 
county  of  this  Province,  and  it  is  not  their  own  individual  names  alone  that  make  the 
petition  strong,  but  it  is  the  influence  they  possess,  and  we  all  know  that  no  men  in  the 
community  hold  more  influence  than  the  medical  men.  I  therefore  think  that  such  a 
petition  would  have  a  very  good  effect  and  a  very  strong  effect,  and  I  can  see  nothing  wrong 
in  presenting  such  a  petition  to  the  Government,  asking  that  any  legislation  to  be  enacted  in 
the  future,  any  bills  brought  in,  should  be  submitted  to  the  Medical  Council  before  they 
are  brought  up  in  the  House  to  be  passed  on.  I  think  the  Law  Society  introduces  all  the 
laws  that  govern  that  body.  I  never  heard  of  any  society  or  body  of  men  going  outside  of 
their  representative  body  to  introduce  measures  in  the  Legislature  until  they  had  asked 
the  body  to  do  it.  If  any  citizen  is  displeased  with  the  action  of  any  Municipal  Council 
and  he  thinks  he  is  wronged,  he  will  go  to  the  Council  and  ask  for  redress  ;  if  the  Council 
do  not  give  that  redress,  he  then  will  go  to  the  Government  or  go  to  the  Parliament  for 
it,  and  in  just  the  same  way  if  Mr.  Haycock  or  anybody  else  wants  to  introduce  a  bill  to  the 
Legislature,  that  bill  should  be  sent  in  to  this  body  for  approval,  and  this  body  may  then 
approve  of  it  or  may  ask  or  petition  that  it  be  not  carried  into  eftect.  I  say  that  this  petition 
asked  for  by  my  motion  will  have  a  great  influence  with  the  Government  and  with  Parliament 
in  the  way  of  preventing  any  obnoxious  bill  going  through. 

Dr.  Dickson — The  amendment  just  proposed  to  the  motion  was  simply  with  the  view 
that  no  hasty  legislation  affecting  the  medical  body  should  be  enacted  without  the  profession 
having  an  opportunity,  through  the  Council,  of  considering  it  and  urging  proper  measures. 
I  do  not  think  myself  that  the  Legislature  are  in  a  position  to  legislate  on  matters  medical 
without  some  advice,  and  I  do  not  know  any  source  from  which  they  can  obtain  it,  where 
our  interests  will  be  best  served,  other  than  from  the  representatives  of  the  profession.  My 
idea  is  simply  that  any  legislation  affecting  the  medical  profession  should  be  submitted  to 
the  Council.  1  am  surprised  that  the  Legislature  so  nearly  reached  a  finality  last  year  with 
so  very  few,  either  of  the  Council  or  the  profession,  knowing  anything  about  it. 

Dr.  Sangster — Mr.  President,  I  regret  the  tone  that  this  discussion  has  taken.  My 
friends,  Drs.  McLaughlin  and  Bray,  are  usually  mild-mannered  and  lamb-like  in  their  natures, 
and  I  am  sorry  they  have  departed  from  their  usual  custom  and  that  they  do  not  follow  my 
own  good  example  and  never  make  use  of  naughty  words  in  the  discussion.  I  will  sympa- 
thize with  Dr.  Bray  in  his  object  in  introducing  this  resolution,  for  I  know  that  recently 
events  of  a  very  irritating  nature  have  transpired  without  the  Council,  as  a  Council,  having 
any  opportunity  to  prevent  them.  As  a  member  of  the  Committee  on  Education,  I  have 
received  a  letter  from  the  Minister  of  Education  stating  that  certain  propositions  were  under 
consideration  by  the  Government,  and  he  was  communicating  with  each  member  of  the  Com- 
mittee on  Education  asking  for  their  views.  I  wrote  to  him  the  same  day,  stating  that  I 
would  earnestly  deprecate  any  action  being  taken  in  that  direction,  and  I  was  quite  sure  the 
medical  profession  through  the  country  would  feel  sore,  and  very  sore,  if  the  proposed 
action  were  taken  ;  and  I  asked  him,  earnestly  asked  him,  not  to  commit  the  Government  to 
it ;  and  said  that  I  hoped  the  Government  would  not  be  committed  to  it  until  the  Council  had 
an  opportunity  to  be  heard  upon  the  question,  or  at  least,  if  they  were  so  far  committed,  that 
the  Committee  on  Legislation  should  be  at  once  apprised  of  the  intentions  of  the  Government. 
I  think  we  were  badly  used  in  that  matter.  I  think  legislation  of  that  kind,  as  I  said  to  the 
Hon.  Mr.  Ross  in  my  letter,  ought  not  to  be  sprung  upon  the  profession.  I  keenly  sympa- 
thize with  Dr.  Bray  and  with  every  other  member  of  this  Council,  and  I  am  confident  we 
are  almost  a  unit  in  that  respect 

Dr.  Williams — Wouldn't  it  have  been  worse  if  Mr.  Ross  had  gone  on  without  notifying 
Dr.  Sangster  and  other  members  of  the  profession  l 

Dr.  Sangster — Yes.  I  was  about  to  say  that  while  T  sympathize  with  the  motives  of 
the   gentlemen    who    moved   and    seconded    this  resolution,   I  thoroughly  agree  with    l>rs. 
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McLaughlin  and  Williams  that  it  would  be  impolitic,  it  would  be  highly  injudicious,  to 
attempt  to  accomplish  what  I  know  would  be  an  impossibility,  that  of  binding  the  Govern- 
ment or  the  Legislature  to  any  such  action  as  is  there  proposed.  Of  course,  there  would  be 
much  less  objection  to  our  asking  the  Government  in  pursuance  of  a  policy  of  protection  of 
this  Council  against  such  attacks  to  have  legislation  of  that  kind,  as  far  as  it  could  be,  sub- 
mitted to  this  Council  before  it  was  adjudicated  upon,  and  I  think  a  request  to  that  effect 
might  be  made.  But  I  do  not  think  it  is  in  our  power  to  go  further  than  that,  and  I  agree 
with  Dr.  Williams  that  a  petition  of  the  kind  proposed  would  be  so  much  waste  paper.  There 
is  a  general  notion  throughout  the  country  that  men  will  sign  a  petition  for  almost  anything. 
Why,  I  daresay  there  are  men  in  the  country  who  would  sign  a  petition  to  hang  their  mothers- 
in-law.  The  Legislature  and  the  Government  are  not  likely  to  pay  much  attention  to  peti- 
tions ;  but  if  the  two  thousand  medical  men  in  this  country  would  get  hold  of  their  respective 
local  members,  and  bring  their  influence  to  bear  on  them,  and  let  them  exert  their  influence 
in  that  House  on  our  behalf,  there  is  nothing  the  medical  profession  could  not  accomplish  on 
its  behalf. 

Dr.  Emory — I  do  not  wish  to  detain  the  Council  one  moment.  I  have  been  pleased  to 
see  the  grand  spirit  of  patriotism  and  defence  of  the  Magna  Charta  displayed  this  after- 
noon, and  I  am  cordially  in  accord  with  that  ;  but  at  the  same  time,  the  remarks  of  the  gentle- 
man would  be  better  placed  on  the  other  side  of  the  matter.  He  is  upholding  the  right  to  go 
to  the  throne,  and  that  is  all  we  are  asking  ;  we  are  simply  asking  that  the  Legislature  will 
not  introduce  any  matter  without  our  knowledge.  I  think  the  remarks  of  the  gentleman  I 
have  referred  to  were  on  the  other  side  of  the  case. 

Dr.  Moore — I  think  it  is  very  important  the  profession  should  by  some  means  know 
something  about  what  is  going  on  in  the  Ontario  Legislature.  I  must  say,  I  have  to  return 
my  thanks  to  the  Hon.  Mr.  Ross  for  having  sent  me  a  letter  asking  my  opinion  regarding 
this  matter.  That  letter  was  the  first  intimation  I  had,  living  away  in  the  other  end  of  the 
Province,  that  even  medical  legislation  had  been  introduced.  As  Dr.  Williams  said,  we  have 
politics  on  the  brain,  but  he  is  on  one  side  and  I  on  the  other.  He  sent  me  the  bill  from  one 
or  two  or  three  days  before  it  became  law,  and  but  for  the  Hon.  Mr.  Ross  I  would  not  have 
had  any  information  of  it  at  all.  At  the  same  time,  if  this  resolution  would  do  nothing  more 
than  show  our  Legislation  Committee,  if  we  have  one  appointed,  that  it  would  be  part  of  their 
duty  to  inform  the  members  of  this  Council  of  what  is  going  on  at  the  local  Legislature,  it 
would  be  a  good  thing  ;  because  you  will  all  agree  with  me  that  but  very  meagre  reports  of 
what  is  transpiring  in  the  Legislature  appear  in  the  Mail  and  Globe,  and  one  very  soon  gets 
tired  of  paying  any  attention  to  them.  I  know  I  do.  I  do  not  look  up  that  matter  at  all,  and 
consequently  the  whole  thing  slipped  my  eye  entirely.  I  trust  that  it  will  not  be  offensive,, 
and  if  it  would  be  offensive  in  any  way  to  the  Government  I  would  like  to  have  the  offensive 
part  stricken  out,  because  as  we  have  to  be  beggars  we  cannot  be  choosers,  and  we  do  not 
want  to  offend  in  the  slightest  degree.  I  think  this  Council  owe  a  debt  of  gratitude  to  the 
Hon.  Mr.  Ross  for  the  noble  way  he  stood  by  us,  and  I  am  quite  satisfied  he  stands  by  us 
better  than  many  of  the  gentlemen  on  the  floor  of  that  House — I  am  not  speaking  of  the 
members  of  the  Government.  If,  therefore,  it  will  not  be  offensive,  I  think  you  had  better 
let  it  go  through,  and  let  it  be  the  duty  of  the  Legislation  Committee  to  notify  the  members 
of  this  body  what  is  transpiring  or  about  to  transpire  in  the  local  House. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Perhaps  1  will  be  allowed  a  word  of  explanation  in  reply  to  Dr. 
Moore.  The  Government  are  impotent  to  inform  the  profession  of  what  any  private  member 
is  going  to  do. 

Dr.  Moore — I  do  not  mean  the  Government  ;  I  mean  our  Legislation  Committee. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Every  bill  introduced  in  the  House  appears  in  the  local  papers.  It 
has  to  be  announced  three  days  before  it  receives  its  second  reading,  so  that  if  we  kept  our 
eye  on  the  papers  we  should  see  if  any  bill  was  introduced  affecting  the  medical  profession. 

At  the  request  of  the  President  the  Vice-President,  Dr.  Thorburn,   took  the  chair. 

Dr.  Rogers — Mr.  Vice-President,  before  this  is  put  before  the  Council  I  should  like 
very  much  to  say  a  word  about  it.  I  am  sorry  that  a  little  warm  feeling  sprang  up  between 
two  important  members,  my  friends  Drs.  Bray  and  McLaughlin,  but  I  hope  that  that  has 
all  passed  away.  I  think  if  there  is  one  thing  Dr.  Bray  deserves  the  thanks  of  this  Council 
for  more  than  another  this  session  it  is  the  fact  that  he  has  framed  this  resolution  and 
brought  it  before  us.  I  do  not  agree  with  my  friend  Dr.  McLaughlin,  in  claiming  that  this 
refers  to  or  has  any  bearing  upon  the  rights  given  to  British  subjects  in  Magna  Charta  ; 
what  he  says  seems  to  me  to  point  the  other  way.  But  be  that  as  it  may,  I  think  the  time  has 
come  and  is  to-day  before  this  Council,  when  we  must  either  bring  to  bear  on  the  Legisla- 
ture and  on  the  Government  the  full  weight  of  the  medical  profession,  if  weight  they  have, 
or  sooner  or  later  our  Medical  Act  is  either  going  to  be  lost  or  going  to  be  so  cut  up  that  it  is 
not  worth  having.  You  have  either  to  face  the  difficulty  to-day  or  before  many  years  you 
are  going  to  lose  the  Medical  Act  or  have  its  best  parts  taken  away.  Dr.  Sangster  has 
referred  to  the  fact  that  our  matriculation,  by  the  action  of  the  Government — because  you 
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cannot  call  it  any  other  action — has  been  so  changed  that  we  have  hardly  any  more  control 
over  it.  I  ask  you,  gentlemen,  is  this  Council  not  composed  of  men  who  are  the  peers  of 
the  Government  in  every  sense  of  the  word  ?  In  medical  matters  surely  they  know  what  is 
best  for  the  profession,  they  know  that  better  than  any  member  of  the  Government.  As 
the  Council  get  no  support  from  the  people  of  the  Province  or  Legislature,  and  as  the 
medical  profession  pay  taxes  to  support  this  Council  and  carry  on  their  affairs,  and  as  a 
great  deal  of  their  work  is  for  the  purpose  of  doing  good  to  the  people  of  the  Province, 
we  ought  to  be  left  as  an  independent  body  and  should  not  be  interfered  with  by  the 
Legislature.  I  claim  that  if  the  Legislature  are  going  to  take  upon  themselves  to  allow  amend- 
ments to  our  constitution  and  changes  in  our  constitution,  then  the  Legislature  should  at 
the  same  time  say,  We  will  pay  something  towards  your  support.  At  the  last  session  some 
very  important  changes  to  the  Medical  Act  were  proposed.  One  was  to  place  a  limit  on 
our  matriculation,  and  we  were  forced  to  accept  it.  I  must  confess  that  at  the  time  that 
was  introduced  I  felt  the  strongest  indignation  I  ever  felt  since  I  became  a  medical  man. 
I  had  always  considered  before  that  the  Medical  Council  here  were  like  the  Medical  Council 
in  England,  and  1  defy  anybody  to  point  out  where  the  British  Government  ever  amended 
or  altered  the  British  Medical  Act  without  first  consulting  the  Medical  Council.  It  has 
never  been  done.  Now,  that  being  the  case,  surely  the  Medical  Council  in  Ontario  should 
be  treated  in  the  same  spirit.  The  whole  gist  of  Dr.  Bray's  motion  is  simply  to  bring  before 
the  Legislature  the  one  fact,  that  the  medical  profession  of  Ontario  are  a  united  body.  Dr. 
Bray  has  suggested  we  should  get  up  a  petition  signed  by  every  medical  man,  and  some 
person  has  said  that  it  would  have  very  little  weight,  but  I  can  assure  you  that  it  would 
have  a  very  great  deal  of  weight.  We  unfortunately  did  show  to  the  Legislature  in  1893 
that  the  medical  profession  in  Ontario  were  not  united.  I  think  that  is  true.  Whether  it 
was  expedient  to  do  it,  whether  it  was  right  to  do  it,  is  not  the  question.  The  medical 
profession  did  go  there,  and  part  of  the  profession  asked  the  Legislature  to  alter  the  Act 
when  the  Council  were  opposed  to  it.  The  Legislature  agreed  to  do  what  the  portion  of  the 
profession  asked,  almost  contrary  to  the  wishes  of  the  Medical  Council.  I  think  and  hope 
that  those  sores  have  been  healed,  at  least  the  most  of  them,  and,  when  the  profession  are 
becoming  united  again,  as  I  believe  they  will,  and  when  it  is  shown  to  the  Legislature  that 
this  Council  have  the  support  of  the  medical  men  of  this  Province,  and  that  the  medical  men 
of  this  Province  are  a  united  body,  then  I  say  you  will  find  that  medical  amendment  Acts 
will  be  stopped,  because  no  member  of  the  Legislature  wants  to  have  the  enmity  of  three 
or  four  doctors  in  his  constituency.  For  that  reason  I  think  that  the  portion  of  the  motion 
which  asks  that  they  will  not  alter  the  Medical  Act  unless  they  first  submit  it  to  this  body 
is  only  proper,  and  they  cannot  refuse  to  accept  it,  and  it  will  have  an  advantage  in  mak- 
ing the  members  of  that  legislative  body  hesitate  before  they  introduce  such  measures  as 
that  which  was  brought  up  by  Mr.  German  last  year.  I  thank  Dr.  Bray  for  bringing  this 
motion  before  us,  and  I  hope  the  members  will  pass  it  unanimously. 

The  President  resumed  the  chair. 

Dr.  Logan — I  just  wish  to  say  a  few  words.  In  the  first  place,  I  am  fully  in  accord 
with  the  nature  of  this  resolution.  The  point  I  .want  to  make  is  that  when  we  collect  the 
opinion  of  the  profession  and  have  it  before  us  ;  it  is  not  necessary  and  perhaps  not  desirable 
to  present  that  to  the  Government,  but  it  is  far  better  to  keep  it  in  reserve,  to  keep  it  as  a 
reserve  power  in  case  we  require  it  in  the  Legislature.  Supposing  a  bill  is  going  to  be 
introduced,  having  reference  to  our  interests,  we  could  then  go  before  the  Legislature  and 
say,  We  object  to  that  bill,  it  is  not  in  accordance  with  our  wishes.  But  they  might  saj% 
Who  are  you?  How  many  of  the  medical  profession  do  you  represent?  Is  there  not  a 
difference  of  opinion  among  you  in  reference  to  this  question  ?  Our  reply  would  be,  Your 
Honor,  I  wish  to  introduce  you  to  this  piece  of  paper,  a  paper  containing  the  names  perhaps 
of  over  two  thousand  medical  men  who  have  expressed  their  opinion  of  this  particular  sub- 
ject, and  I  beg  leave  to  ask  you  to  be  good  enough  to  read  it.  It  is  not  necessary  we  should 
shake  this  petition  in  the  face  of  the  Legislature  before  any  legislation  is  introduced,  because 
if  we  did  that  I  think  very  likely  the  effect  that  Dr.  McLaughlin  has  just  stated  would  take 
place.  But  we  should  merely  use  it  as  a  reserve  force,  and  perhaps  we  need  not  use  it  at  all, 
but  when  we  have  this  reserve  force  behind  us,  1  think  we  can  go  with  very  much  greater 
confidence  to  that  Legislature. 

Dr.  Britton — I  am  quite  in  accord  with  the  remarks  Dr.  Moore  made  that  we  owe  B 
debtof  gratitude  to  the  Government  for  the  course  they  have  taken  in  the  past:  that  is,  taking 
it  on  the  whole.  By-and-by,  perhaps  in  the  proper  order  of  business,  t  here  \s  ill  be  8  reference 
to  certain  matters  that  recently  occurred  which  1  may  have  to  constitute  an  exception  to  the 
rule  of  things  I  am  speaking  of  now.  However,  we  all  know  that  on  many  occasions  th< 
were  bills  introduced  by  private  members  and  others,  and  these  bills  would  have  had  the 
effect  of  really  emasculating  the  Medical  Act  had  they  been  carried  through  ;  and  last  year,  1 
think  it  was,  we  had  occasion  to  say,  or  the  Legislation  Committee  had  occasion  to  report,  eon 
cerninga  certain  bill  thai  the  ( lonservai  ives  and  Governmenl  alike  stood  as  one  man  in  opposi- 
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tion  to  that  bill.  I  think  that  was  a  bill  introduced  by  the  Patrons.  I  am  afraid  that  the 
method  proposed  by  Dr.  Logan  would  not  be  the  best.  Of  course,  we  all  know  that  before 
a  bill  is  introduced  there  has  notice  to  be  given  in  the  papers,  but  how  many  of  us  read  the 
paper  every  night  of  our  lives  ?  I  never  read  mine  till  towards  bedtime,  and  sometimes  I 
have  not  the  opportunity  of  reading  it.  Medical  men  are  very  busy  men,  and  unless  they 
are  very  fond  of  politics  they  are  not  likely  to  read  the  papers  very  assiduously  and  such  a 
notice  might  escape  our  attention,  and  if  we  kept  a  petition  of  this  kind  for  a  special 
occasion,  for  the  moment  to  arrive  when  it  was  absolutely  necessary,  the  mischief  might  be 
half  done.  It  is  like  tying  a  man's  artery  when  he  is  in  a  state  of  syncope  from  hjemorrhage. 
I  think  it  would  be  far  better  to  have  this  petition  signed  as  soon  as  it  conveniently  can  be 
done  and  presented  to  the  Government,  because  the  motion,  or  something  equivalent  to  a 
motion,  which  I  presume  would  be  embraced  in  the  petition,  is  an  enunciation  of  a  principle 
of  right  and  justice  ;  and  I  say  myself,  as  others  have  said,  that  it  is  a  very  unjust  matter 
that  any  Legislature  should  interfere,  should  legislate,  should  dominate  over  a  body  of  men 
who  have  been  entrusted  with  the  government  of  themselves  and  who  have  not  abused 
their  trust.  From  first  to  last,  from  the  time  this  profession  of  ours  has  been  incorporated 
to  the  present  hour,  I  must  say  we  have  been  proven  to  be  the  faithful  servants  of  the 
Government,  and  as  such  we  deserve  that  much  consideration  from  the  Government ;  and 
when  we  present  a  petition  or  prayer  of  that  kind  it  will  influence  the  mind  of  the  Govern- 
ment, so  that  no  disasters  will  overtake  us  hereafter  through  hasty  legislation  that  may  pass 
through  even  members  who,  with  all  due  respect  to  their  knowledge  of  the  public  interests, 
are  not  as  well  able  to  know  what  is  in  the  interests  of  the  profession  and  of  the  public  as  we 
are.     I  am  certainly  in  favor  of  the  resolution  introduced  by  Dr.  Bray. 

Dr.  Armour — The  idea  that  has  led  to  this  proposition  I  suppose  came  from  the  successful 
petition  that  was  signed  by  the  Medical  Defence  Association  and  effectually  used  afterwards, 
but  I  think  that  is  a  misconception  of  our  present  condition  and  the  purpose  of  the  present 
motion  ;  they  are  not  parallel  cases  at  all.  I  had  something  to  do  with  petitioning  them  and 
I  think  our  course  was  on  the  right  lines  at  that  time,  but  as  a  member  of  this  Council  I  have 
a  different  view  of  the  matter  altogether,  so  far  as  a  petition  is  concerned.  I  know  that  the 
one  hundred  and  fifty  practitioners  I  represent  do  not  want  to  be  bothered  at  all  with  any 
such  petition  as  this,  but  they  want  me  to  say  what  course  they  should  pursue  in  regard 
to  a  petition  of  this  kind 

Dr.  Britton — Tell  them  to  sign  the  petition. 

Dr.  Armour — I  have  had  some  experience  in  this,  and  in  my  opinion  the  only  way  to 
get  anything  like  a  full  representation  of  names  on  a  petition  is  to  send  a  man  to  every 
medical  man  in  this  Province.  That  is  the  only  way  to  effectually  carry  that  out.  I  am 
very  sure  when  there  is  no  special  grievance  to  be  redressed  if  you  send  a  petition  of  that  kind 
that  there  will  not  be  one-tenth  of  the  profession  who  will  ever  notice  your  petition  or  return 
it  to  you.  I  feel  confident  of  that.  Let  us  look  for  a  moment  at  what  the  result  is  to  be, 
what  effect  you  require  it  to  have.  The  resolution  asks  that  this  Council  shall  be  informed 
before  any  resolution  is  introduced  to  amend  the  Medical  Act.  Now,  let  me  ask  you,  M.T. 
President,  who  has  the  power  to  give  us  that  information  at  any  time  1 

Dr.  McLaughlin — Hear,  hear. 

Dr.  Armour — It  is  not  possible  to  get  such  information.  The  Premier  does  not  know 
who  is  going  to  introduce  such  legislation.  No  other  person  but  the  man  who  introduces  it 
knows,  and  we  can  only  get  that  information  after  the  legislation  has  been  introduced. 
Now,  if  it  is  necessary  that  the  Council  should  be  informed  of  amendments  after  they  are 
introduced,  and  that  is  the  only  time  they  could  be  informed,  that  is  a  very  simple  matter. 
Why  not  make  it  a  matter  of  instruction  to  the  Registrar  that  he  shall  see  during  the  session 
of  the  Legislature  that  no  legislation  is  introduced  without  notifying  the  Medical  Council  ? 
I  do  not  see  why  we  should  petition  the  whole  of  the  profession  to  get  at  that.  I  think  the 
motion  is  perfectly  preposterous.     I  will  not  detain  you  longer. 

The  President — Order.     Dr.  Armour,  you  must  withdraw  the  word  "preposterous." 

Dr.  Armour — I  think  it  is  parliamentary,  but  I  will  withdraw  it. 

Dr.  Dickson — I  would  like  to  ask  whether  Dr.  Armour  was  aware  of  the  legislation  last 
year  before  it  reached  the  stage  when  it  was  withdrawn  ? 

Dr.  Armour — Yes,  I  was.  I  have  my  member,  my  representative  in  the  Legislature, 
and  I  always  have  him  keep  me  informed  on  matters  of  this  kind.  There  is  no  excuse  for 
any  member  of  this  Council  not  knowing  all  about  any  bill  that  is  introduced  in  the  Legis- 
lature about  which  they  desire  to  know. 

Dr.  Brock — Mr.  President  and  gentlemen  of  the  Medical  Council,  the  proposition  made 
by  Dr.  Sangster,  or  a  portion  of  it,  was  acted  upon  by  myself  with  regard  to  the  bill  intro- 
duced by  Mr.  Haycock  ;  and  as  Dr.  Armour  states,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  members  of  this 
Council  to  keep  themselves  so  in  touch  with  their  representatives  in  the  local  House  that 
they  will  know  as  soon  as  possible  what  legislation  will  be  introduced  in  Parliament.  When 
Mr.  Haycock  introduced  his  bill,  I  called  a  meeting  of  the  profession  and  we  called  upon  our 
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member,  who  pledged  himself  he  would  use  all  his  influence  to  defeat  that  bill.  He  was  an 
influential  member,  a  supporter  of  the  Government,  and  a  farmer  as  well — and  that  bill  was 
defeated.  I  think  the  proper  way  is  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  members,  and  if  that  is  done 
we  will  never  have  any  trouble  of  this  sort. 

Dr.  Bray — I  do  not  object  to  that  course.  It  is  a  very  good  course,  but  I  do  not  see 
how  it  interferes  with  the  medical  profession  petitioning  Parliament  to  do  a  certain  thing  ; 
we  are  only  talking  of  sending  an  humble  petition  to  Parliament  that  before  anything  that 
affects  the  medical  profession  as  a  whole  is  enacted,  or  any  existing  Act  is  amended,  the 
representative  body  of  this  profession  shall  be  informed  of  it.  I  cannot  see,  for  the  life  of 
me,  what  harm  there  is  in  a  petition  of  that  kind.  You  can  use  every  endeavor  and  every 
influence  you  please  on  a  member.  I  am  not  so  fortunate  as  my  friend,  Dr.  Armour  ;  we 
have  a  member  representing  my  constituency,  but  I  would  not  call  him  "my  member," 
because  I  have  not  that  influence  over  him  that  Dr.  Armour  seems  to  have  on  his  member. 
I  did  not  take  this  idea,  as  Dr.  Armour  suggests,  from  the  successful  petition  he  inaugu- 
rated. 

Dr.  Armour — I  did  not  say  I  inaugurated  it. 

Dr.  Sangster — The  Legislature  meets  in  the  early  part  of  the  year  and  adjourns  in 
April,  and  this  petition  might  imply  that  any  legislation  that  was  introduced  by  a  private 
member,  say  in  February,  would  have  to  be  delayed  until  after  this  Council  met  in  June. 
We  cannot  surely  expect  that  the  Government  would  undertake  to  do  anything  of  that 
kind. 

The  President — In  answer  to  that,  I  would  say  the  Executive  Committee  occupy  the 
place  of  the  Council  during  the  interim  between  meetings.  In  the  second  place,  the  motion 
specifies  informing  the  Council  or  the  Legislation  Committee  of  the  Council,  which  gets  over 
that  trouble. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and  on  a  vote  having  been  taken  declared  it  carried. 

Dr.  McLaughlin  called  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  Registrar  took  the  yeas  and  nays,  as  follows  : 

Yeas — Drs.  Barrick,  Bray,  Britton,  Campbell,  Dickson,  Emory,  Fowler,  Graham, 
Hanly,  Henderson,  Henry,  Logan,  Luton,  Machell,  Moore,  Moorhouse,  Rogers,  Rosebrugh, 
Thorburn,  Thornton.— 20. 

Nays — Drs.  Armour,  Brock,  Geikie,  McLaughlin,  Reddick,  Sangster,  Shaw,  Williams. 
—8. 

Dr.  Moore — I  would  like  to  ask  the  permission  of  the  Council  to  introduce  a  motion 
without  giving  notice. 

Leave  granted. 

Moved  by  Dr..  Moore,  seconded  by  Dr.  Britton,  That  the  Printing  Committee  be 
instructed  to  have  a  new  edition  of  the  Medical  Register  issued  this  year. 

The  President  read  the  motion. 

Dr.  Moore — The  reason  I  make  this  motion  is  that  the  edition  of  the  Register  is  now 
about  exhausted.  There  are  only  somewhere  in  the  neighborhood  of  between  a  hundred 
and  two  hundred  copies,  so  that  there  is  not  enough  probably  to  meet  the  requirements  of 
the  year  ;  and  also,  the  Register  was  issued  in  1892,  so  that  it  is  practically  five  years  old. 
I  would  not  introduce  the  motion  if  the  edition  was  not  practically  run  out. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  do  not  rise  to  oppose  the  motion,  but  I  fear  if  it  is  issued  in  1896 
it  will  still  remain  imperfect. 

Dr.  Moore — I  do  not  mean  1896,  but  in  our  year  after  the  spring  examinations. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  do  not  object  to  it,  but  it  will  take  a  good  deal  of  time  to  eliminate 
the  names  that  ought  to  be  left  off  the  Register.  I  know  men  in  the  United  States  who 
have  been  away  from  here  for  twelve  years  and  who  are  still  on  the  list.  I  know  in  my  own 
division  there  are  eight  or  ten  names  on  the  list  who  should  not  be  on  ;  they  are  out  of  the 
country.     Time  should  be  given  to  see  the  list  is  properly  revised. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  assume  that  every  man  who  is  registered  has  a  right  to  be  on  the 
Register,  unless  we  strike  off  his  name  for  non-payment  of  assessment. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — They  are  put  on  the  Register  as  resident  in  places  from  which  they 
have  been  away  for  years  and  years.     The  addresses  should  be  changed. 

Dr.  Williams — Can  the  Registrar  give  us  an  idea  about  what  it  cost  to  publish  the 
Register  ? 

The  Registrar--!  think  the  last  edition  cost  about  $800  for  3,500  copies. 

Dr.  Williams— I  think  we  had  better  hesitate  before  we  undertake  an  expenditure  of 
$800  this  year.  If  it  is  imperative,  ami  we  cannot  help  ourselves,  we  must  d<>  it.  We 
have  made  provision  this  year  for  entering  the  names  of  all  that  should  be  on  the  Register 
since  last  session  in  our  Annual  Announcement.  Eight  hundred  dollars  is  quite  a  heavy 
item,  and  if  we  can  possibly  get  over  this  year  I  certainly  think  we  OUghl  to  do  it.  1  do 
not  see  where  the  demand  is  to  come  in,  and  it  may  be  thai  QOt  more  than  a  hundred  will 
be  required.      I  certainly  would  not  publish  it  unless  I  was  obliged  bo. 
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Dr.  Geikie — The  Register  is  very  far  behind  and  very  incorrect,  and  we  need  one 
exceedingly.  It  would  not  be  $800  expended  this  year,  because  it  will  last  several  years. 
There  is  no  more  incorrect  record  that  you  can  imagine  than  our  present  record. 

Dr.  Moore — I  will  consent  to  my  motion  being  amended  to  read  "  within  a  year." 

Dr.  Logan — Is  it  understood  that  each  member  of  the  Council  receiving  the  Register 
shall  pa}-  for  it  I 

Dr.  Geikie — They  do  that  sort  of  thing  in  England.  Why  cannot  we  do  it  here  ? 
Even  if  it  is  only  a  twopenny  book,  they  look  for  the  twopence.  We  might  charge  25  cents 
or  50  cents  a  copy  for  this  Register  ;  we  might  charge  enough  per  copy  to  cover  the  expense. 

Dr.  Luton — I  would  like  to  ask  Dr.  Moore  what  he  means  by  the  publication  of  a 
Medical  Register  ?  Is  it  to  include  all  that  is  in  the  one  we  have  before  us  now,  which 
contains  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  the  rules  and  regulations,  etc.  ?  Or  is  it  simply  to  con- 
tain the  names  of  all  the  physicians,  with  their  post-office  addresses  and  their  titles,  who 
are  entitled  to  be  registered  in  this  country. 

Dr.  Moore — In  answer  to  Dr.  Luton's  enquiry,  I  would  say  it  must  include  everything 
that  should  be  in  a  Register,  or  it  would  not  be  perfect.  It  must  include  the  Act  and  a 
perfect  record.  It  is  now  a  very  imperfect  record  and  an  old  record  ;  and,  as  has  been  said, 
there  are  men's  names  there  that  should  not  be  there  ;  the  names  of  dead  men  are  there, 
men  who  have  moved  are  there  ;  and  if  called  as  a  witness  in  court  one  could  not  say  that 
many  of  the  addresses  given  are  correct  addresses. 

Dr.  Williams — There  is  another  reason  why  it  should  not  be  published  this  year  unless 
it  is  imperative,  and  that  is  because  next  year  is  the  year  for  consolidating  the  Ontario 
Statutes  and  our  Act  will  then  be  in  a  shape  to  be  published.  I  certainly  think  if  there  is 
any  method  of  putting  it  off  one  year  longer  that  should  be  done. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — I  quite  agree  with  Dr.  Williams  that  it  would  be  better  to  postpone 
it  on  account  of  the  consolidation  of  the  various  Acts,  and  then  we  would  have  it  in  a  more 
perfect  form.  While  saying  this  I  am  quite  well  aware  of  the  very  imperfect  nature  of  our 
present  Register.  There  are  a  great  many  amendments  to  the  by-laws,  and  many  new  Acts 
that  do  not  appear  ;  and  a  great  many  of  the  members  whose  names  appear  on  this  list  have 
moved  away  or  died  ;  and  the  publication  of  a  new  Register  would  be  a  great  benefit  to  us. 
I  think  each  member  should  pay  for  the  copy  of  the  Register  he  receives.  But  I  think  it 
would  be  well  to  postpone  its  publication  for  another  year,  as  our  funds  are  not  very  flush. 

Dr.  Moore — How  long  after  the  session  of  1897  will  it  be  before  the  Statutes  are  con- 
solidated ? 

Dr.  McLaughlin — It  is  not  likely  you  would  have  them  in  your  hands  before  1898  ;  it 
takes  a  long  time  to  consolidate  them.  But  if  you  could  postpone  the  publication  of  the 
Register  it  would  be  much  better  for  us.  The  consolidation  of  the  Statutes,  I  think,  will 
be  taken  up  at  the  meeting  of  the  Legislature  in  1897,  but  it  will  be  the  following  year 
before  the  consolidation  is  completed. 

Dr.  Luton — I  would  like  to  ask  the  Registrar  about  how  many  copies  are  demanded  of 
him  on  an  average  per  year,  speaking  of  legitimate  demands,  not  giving  them  out  to  every- 
body and  anybody  that  may  ask  for  them,  so  that  we  may  form  an  opinion,  taking  a  reason- 
able view  of  the  matter,  as  to  how  many  we  could  get  along  with  in  a  year. 

The  Registrar— I  suppose  100  to  150  would  do  me,  but  when  a  Register  has  been 
printed  formerly  it  has  been  sent  to  the  profession. 

The  President — The  Registrar  has  suggested  to  me  that  possibly  we  might  get  along 
by  issuing  an  appendix. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — How  many  copies  would  be  necessary  altogether,  Mr.  Registrar  ? 

The  Registrar — If  it  is  not  sent  to  the  profession  three  thousand  copies  would  not  be 
necessary,  but  it  has  been  the  custom  to  send  it  to  the  profession. 

Dr.  Bray—  How  much  would  the  appendix  likely  cost  ?  There  would  be  quite  a  lot  of 
names  to  go  in  that  are  not  in  the  present  Register,  and  while  you  get  out  an  appendix 
nearly  every  year  those  appendices  are  lost,  and  it  would  be  as  well  if  you  are  going  to 
publish  an  appendix  to  consolidate  the  appendix,  and  when  you  are  doing  that  you  might 
almost  as  well  publish  the  Register. 

Dr.  Barrick — I  understand  the  motion  of  Dr.  Williams  is,  that  all  the  names  that  are 
not  in  the  Register  now  be  put  in  the  Announcement  to  be  published  this  year.  When  that 
is  done  we  will  then  have  a  pretty  complete  list  of  our  graduates  ;  and  if  that  is  done  this 
year,  our  funds  not  being  very  flush,  would  it  not  be  as  well  to  postpone  the  publication  of 
the  new  Register  for  one  year,  inasmuch  as  the  names  of  those  who  have  graduated,  and 
those  who  have  registered  since  the  last  Register  was  published,  will  be  put  in  the 
Announcement  this  year  ? 

Moved  by  Dr.  Logan,  seconded  by  Dr.  Brock,  That  the  following  be  added  :  "  That 
when  the  Register  is  printed  the  Registrar  be  instructed  to  charge  fifty  cents  for  each  copy." 

Dr.  Geikie — That  is  too  much.     That  will  affect  the  sale  of  it. 

Dr.  Campbell — Anybody  who  wants  it  will  pay  fifty  cents  as  readily  as  twenty-five 
cents.     If  they  do  not  want  it  they  will  not  pay  anything. 
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Dr.  Emory — Would  it  be  well,  if  Dr.  Moore  would  consent,  to  empower  the  Printing 
Committee  to  do  this  if  the  Registrar  finds  it  necessary  during  the  year  ? 

Dr.  Moore — I  will  leave  it  in  the  hands  of  the  Printing  Committee. 

Dr.  Emory — As  an  instruction  to  the  Printing  Committee  ? 

Dr.  Moore — Yes  ;  I  will  leave  it  with  the  Printing  Committee.  Dr.  Logan's  motion  to 
sell  the  Register  for  fifty  cents  a  copy  had  better  be  taken  up  as  a  separate  motion. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  do  not  know  whether  I  am  in  order,  but  I  would  like  to  suggest,  when 
the  Register  is  published  again,  a  little  different  process  may  be  followed  from  that  which 
has  been  followed  in  the  past.  There  are  so  many  inaccuracies  in  the  Register,  so  many 
members  of  the  College  are  put  down  to  addresses  that  do  not  belong  to  them,  and  residences 
are  put  down  to  practitioners  with  no  such  practitioner  belonging  to  them,  that  one  does  not 
know  when  one  is  right  or  is  wrong  in  addressing  any  member  in  that  list.  I  can  appreciate 
the  difficulty  on  the  part  of  the  Registrar  in  obtaining  the  information  in  the  past,  but  I 
would  submit  that  before  any  Register  is  printed  the  Registrar  should  put  himself  in 
communication  with  the  territorial  representative  of  each  division,  and  get  him  to  send  in  an 
exact  and  correct  list  of  all  the  resident  members  in  his  constituency  with  their  addresses. 

The  President  put  the  motion  as  follows  :  b<  Moved  by  Dr.  Moore,  seconded  by  Dr. 
Britton,  That  the  Printing  Committee  be  instructed  to  have  a  new  edition  of  our  Medical 
Register  issued  this  year  if  in  their  judgment  it  is  necessary,"  and  on  a  vote  having  been 
taken  declared  the  motion  carried. 

The  President  then  put  Dr.  Logan's  motion  as  follows:  "Moved  by  Dr.  Logan, 
seconded  by  Dr.  Brock,  That  when  printed  the  new  Register  shall  be  sold  for  fifty  cents  a 
copy." 

Dr.  Fowler — It  is  a  very  mean  thing  to  charge  for  a  thing  of  this  kind.  The  profession 
are  entitled  to  a  copy  of  the  Register,  and  I  will  vote  against  this  motion. 

Dr.  Brock — The  proposition  came  from  me  for  this  reason  :  In  England  they  charge  for 
the  Register  and  surely  we  are  not  in  a  better  position  than  the  medical  practitioners  there, 
or  in  a  worse  position,  and  I  think  there  should  be  some  charge  or  something  done  to  lessen 
the  expenses  of  this  Council,  and  if  that  cannot  be  done  I  would  propose  that  suitable 
advertisements  be  obtained,  such  advertisements  as  college  advertisements  and  others,  to 
defray  at  all  events  some  portion  of  the  cost.  This  Register  goes  to  every  member  of  the 
profession,  it  goes  to  all  the  insurance  companies,  and  it  goes  to  everyone  who  is  interested 
in  knowing  the  names  of  medical  men  throughout  the  Province  and  throughout  the  Dominion 
and  United  States.  The  profession  are  provided  free  and  I  think  all  other  persons  wanting 
this  Register  for  business  purposes  should  be  expected  to  pay  for  it,  because  we  do  not 
supply  them  for  business  purposes  at  our  own  expense.  We  have  already  considered  this  in 
the  Finance  Committee  and  are  recommending  something  to  be  done. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  There  is  nothing  before  the  House.  The 
resolution  to  which  that  purports  to  be  an  amendment  has  been  put  and  has  been  passed. 

The  President — This-is  a  motion  to  add.  1  have  read  this  motion  as  well  as  the  main 
motion,  and  it  is  quite  in  order  to  have  an  addition  to  the  main  motion,  though  you  can  vote 
it  down  if  you  wish.     It  is  not  an  amendment  at  all,  but  a  motion  to  add  certain  words. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — There  has  been  no  notice  given  of  this  motion.  Is  it  the  intention 
that  members  of  the  profession  shall  have  it  free  or  shall  have  to  pay  fifty  cents  ? 

Dr.  Logan — I  am  in  favor  of  each  one  paying  for  it. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  do  not  object,  but  you  need  to  be  a  little  canny.  We  have  been 
in  the  habit  of  giving  this  to  the  profession  gratuitously,  and  I  think  it  would  be  still 
advisable  to  give  it  to  the  profession,  and  provide  that  others  who  want  it,  such  as  insurance 
agents,  pay  fifty  cents  for  it.  It  is  my  opinion  that  the  profession  are  irritated  enough  now 
by  assessments  and  perhaps  you  had  better  not  irritate  them  any  more. 

Dr.  Thorburn — I  think  all  registered  practitioners  ought  to  have  a  free  copy,  at  all 
events  all  that  live  in  Ontario  ;  but  I  think  the  suggestion  made  by  Dr.  Brock  a  very  good 
one,  that  all  outsiders  should  pay  for  a  copy.  For  instance,  all  insurance  societies,  and  agents, 
and  others  outside  of  the  profession,  and  in  that  way  the  expense  of  publishing  our  Register 
would  be  met  to  a  considerable  extent. 

Dr.  Armour — I  understand  now  that  when  any  person  outside  of  the  medical  profession 
gets  a  copy  of  our  Register  he  pays  for  it — that  is  to  come  in  in  our  financial  report,  so  that 
there  is  no  necessity  for  adding  this  to  the  motion  we  have  passed.  That  is  the  present 
custom.  But  with  regard  to  charging  for  the  Register,  that  is  another  matter,  a  new  matter 
altogether.  I  have  not  given  that  any  special  consideration,  though  it  seems  to  me  it  would 
be  no  hardship  to  the  profession,  if  the  Council  saw  fit  to  charge  fifty  cents  or  a  dollar  for  a 
Register,  to  make  that  charge. 

Dr.  MoORE — I  think  we  had  better  go  slowly  about  this  charge.  We  do  not  know  what 
kind  of  a  book  we  are  going  to  have,  and  probably  when  we  ur>'t  it  nobody  would  give  fifty 
cents  for  it.     Let  us  wait  till  we  get  it  and  then  put  a  price  on  it. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Campbell,  seconded  by  Dr.  Emory,  That  this  be  referred  to  the  Finance 
Committee.      Carried. 
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Enquiries. 
None. 

Reports  of  Special  and  Standing  Committees. 

Dr.  Campbell — The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  was  submitted  last  night  by  Dr. 
Harris,  who  is  ill  this  afternoon  I  believe,  and  is  not  with  us.  This  report  of  the  Executive 
Committee  might  now  be  adopted  pro  forma,  as  it  commits  the  Council  to  nothing,  and  the 
matters  referred  to  are  brought  up  particularly  in  the  report  of  the  Legislation  Committee. 
There  are  no  recommendations  in  this  report  at  all,  and  if  we  adopt  it  we  will  get  it  out  of 
the  way. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Campbell,  seconded  by  Dr.  Armour,  That  the  report  of  the  Executive 
Committee  be  adopted.     Carried. 

Dr.  Britton — The  report  of  the  Education  Committee  has  been  unavoidably  delayed 
on  account  of  the  impossibility  heretofore  of  having  an  interview  with  the  Hon.  Mr.  Ross, 
who  was  out  of  the  city,  which  interview  was  only  secured  at  noon  to-day. 

Unfinished  Business. 

Dr.  Thorburn — The  report  of  the  Legislation  Committee  was  under  consideration  and 
we  had  got  down  to  what  we  called  conclusions  submitted  by  the  Minister  of  Education,  and 
some  gentlemen  thought  it  was  not  in  accord  with  their  view,  and  suggested  the  propriety 
of  a  committee  of  our  number  visiting  the  Hon.  Mr.  Ross  and  getting  a  definite  statement 
from  him.  That  committee  consisted  of  Drs.  Britton  and  Sangster,  and  if  they  will  kindly 
submit  their  report  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  discuss  this  part  any  more.  We  have  had  so 
many  different  matriculations  it  is  a  most  difficult  matter  to  know  what  they  mean — the 
Junior  Departmental  Leaving  examination  and  the  Senior  Departmental  something  else — 
the  very  definition  is  a  study  that  one  can  hardly  understand  ;  and  we  have  had  different 
statements  made  ;  and  I  hope  that  we  have  now  had  a  definite  understanding  with  the 
Minister  of  Education. 

Dr.  Britton — Mr.  President,  I  have  not  a  written  report  regarding  the  interview  with 
the  Hon.  Mr.  Ross.  Dr.  Sangster  and  I  were  appointed  a  sub-committee  of  the  Committee 
on  Education,  because  this  matter  came  before  that  committee  as  well  as  the  Committee  on 
Legislation.  I  will  now  verbally  report  what  transpired  in  the  interview  between  Hon.  Mr. 
Ross,  Dr.  Sangster  and  myself.  Dr.  Sangster  and  I  saw  the  Minister  of  Education  and 
pointed  out  to  him  one  implied,  although  not  expressed,  objection,  or  objectionable  feature, 
I  would  say,  of  the  circular  issued  by  the  Department  of  Education — at  any  rate  it  was 
embraced  in  the  original  bill,  and  it  implies  that  no  further  changes  of  any  kind  can  be 
made  in  matriculation  in  this  Council  unless  approved  of  by  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in 
Council.  We  represented  to  him  that  that  was  taking  from  us  the  powers  or  in  part  the 
powers  conferred  upon  us  originally  by  the  Act.  He  said  he  had  not  the  slightest  objection 
to  that  objectionable  feature  being  removed.  He  said  the  Government  would  not  take  that 
view  of  the  case,  that  he  relied  upon  us  to  do  what  we  thought  would  be  right.  We  next 
called  his  attention  to  the  fact  that  this  circular  is  so  far  retroactive  as  to  degrade  very  much 
the  standard  which  we  have  now  for  matriculation,  inasmuch  as  we  find  amongst  these  notes 
at  the  foot,  to  which  note  Dr.  Thorburn  referred  this  morning,  that  the  High  School  Inter- 
mediate certificate  with  Latin  taken  at  any  time  between  1880  and  1884  will  qualify  an 
applicant  for  registration  ;  and  the  next  clause  the  1st  January,  1884  to  1888,  the  High 
School  Intermediate,  or  third  class  professional.  The  result  of  the  conference  regarding 
these  notes  was  that  Dr.  Sangster  and  myself  agreed  so  far  as  we  personally  were  concerned 
(we  could  not  agree  for  the  Council,  or  rather  for  the  Education  Committee,  because  we 
were  not  invested  with  that  authority),  and  we  thought  at  the  same  time  in  entering  into 
our  agreement  that  our  action  would  be  endorsed  by  the  Education  Committee  and  by  the 
Council,  that  we  would  be  willing  to  go  as  far  back  as  1st  July,  1888.  That  is,  that  we  would 
accept  second  class  non-professional  certificates  with  Latin,  provided  those  certificates  had 
been  taken  between  1888  and  1892.  I  believe  there  have  been  some  applicants  who  have 
come  forward  with  certificates  of  that  kind.  And  I  also  believe  that  that  second  class  non- 
professional examination,  with  Latin,  was — I  will  not  say  equivalent  to — but  almost  equiva- 
lent to  the  Junior  matriculation  with  chemistry  and  physics  included.  This  is  the  result 
of  the  conference,  so  that  now  there  is  no  doubt,  and  in  fact  I  shall  make  it  my  personal 
duty,  if  the  Council  approve  of  it,  to  go  to  the  Hon.  Mr.  Ross  and  request  him  to  issue  a 
circular  which  will  take  the  place  of  this  one,  which  I  think  was  prematurely  issued,  and  to 
make  these  corrections  in  his  new  circular,  which  will  make  it  quite  in  accordance  with  the 
agreement  that  we  arrived  at  this  afternoon.  I  do  not  think  that  the  terms  of  the  agreement 
that  we  acceded  to  compromised  the  Council  in  any  respect,  and  I  think,  now  the  matter  is 
very  satisfactorily  settled,  the  probability  is  we  shall  have  no  occasion  to  change  the 
standard  of  matriculation  for  many  a  year  to  come.  At  the  same  time  I  am  very  glad  to  be 
able  to  say,  as  I  said  before,  that  the  Minister  of  Education  said  that  he  had  confidence  in 
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this  Council,  that  he  wanted  the  Government  to  work  in  harmony  with  this  Council,  and 
that  the  Government  had  respect  for  the  Council's  opinion.  He  as  much  as  said  we  knew 
what  was  our  own  business  pretty  well  and  how  to  transact  it  and  that  he  would  leave  it 
perfectly  free  with  this  Council  to  make  any  changes  we  saw  fit  in  the  matriculation  or  any 
other  standard.  He  did  not  say  the  Government  would  not  hereafter  interfere,  but  he 
expressed  his  confidence  in  us,  and  said  anything  done  by  us  would  not  necessarily  be 
unlawful  because  we  did  not  submit  it  to  the  Lieutenant-Governor  for  his  approval 

Dr.  Sangster — I  want  to  ask  whether  Dr.  Britton  stated  that  the  Hon.  Mr.  Ross  only 
stipulated  we  should  receive  any  of  the  applicants  who  had  complied  with  the  requirements 
between  1880  or  1882,  I  think,  and  1888  up  to  the  present  time — whether  that  was  not  the 
understanding  ? 

Dr.  Britton — I  did  not  understand  that,  Mr.  President.  I  understood  Mr.  Ross  to  say 
or  to  suggest  the  propriety  of  our  accepting  the  credentials  from  1882  up  to  the  time  that 
the  second  class  non-professional  was  instituted 

The  President — You  mean  1884  to  1886. 

Dr.  Britton — Supposing  somebody  had  already  come  forward  with  the  lowest  creden- 
tial to  prevail  from  1882  to  1884,  and  had  been  registered  by  our  Registrar  on  the  strength 
of  that  credential,  we  would  not  interfere  with  him,  we  would  not  interfere  with  any- 
thing that  has  already  been  done  ;  but  from  this  on  no  one  will  be  qualified  for  registration 
unless  those  who  took  the  second  class  non-professional,  with  Latin,  between  1888  and 
1892. 

Dr.  Sangster — That  is  precisely  what  I  said. 

Dr.  Thorburn — That  points  out  the  necessity  of  having  the  rules  thoroughly  under- 
stood. Even  one  of  the  two  gentlemen  who  were  there  to-day  did  not  understand  the 
Minister  as  expressing  what  the  other  says  he  did  express. 

Dr.  Britton — Excuse  me  one  moment.  Perhaps  I  might  amplify  myself  a  little  or  utter 
a  sentence  or  two  more.  I  represented,  and  so  did  Dr.  Sangster,  to  the  Hon.  the  Minister  of 
Education  that  the  introduction  of  these  clauses  into  this  circular  appeared  to  us  not  to  be 
in  accordance  with  the  agreement  that  was  entered  into  between  our  committees  and  a  com- 
mittee of  the  Legislature  ;  and  Mr.  Ross  quite  agreed  with  me.  "  No,"  he  said,  "  nor  did  I 
so  understand  it  at  the  time."  I  told  him  what  we  did  understand  ;  that  is,  that  the  retro- 
active effect  of  the  circular  or  of  the  Departmental  regulation  simply  would  provide  for  the 
accepting  only  of  those  who  had  matriculated  in  any  university  prior  to  November  1st,  1895. 
Mr.  Ross  said,  "You  are  correct  in  your  understanding  ;  so  I  understood  it.  But  since 
that  time,  in  conversation  with  certain  educationists,  I  concluded  it  would  be  impracticable 
to  carry  it  out  on  that  line,  and  therefore  the  circular  has  been  issued  in  this  form."  Then 
he  immediately  coincided  with  us  in  our  desire  that  it  should  be  as  I  have  already  said. 

Dr.  Thorburn — I  think  it  is  most  important  that  the  Council  should  receive  a  letter 
as  to  what  was  understood,  because  even  in  this  last  conversation  that  Dr  Britton  had  with 
the  Hon.  the  Minister  of  Education  the  minister  seems  to  have  changed  his  mind  on  one  or 
two  occasions.  When  he  met  some  other  parties  he  thought  perhaps  it  was  impracticable  ; 
but  still  he  did  not  call  back  this  circular.  So  I  think  we  had  better  have  a  distinct  under- 
standing from  him  in  writing,  and  then  there  can  be  no  misunderstanding  about  it. 

The  President — I  think  the  Vice-President's  suggestion  is  a  very  important  one,  and 
I  would  suggest  that  Dr.  Britton  would  receive  a  letter  from  the  Minister  of  Education 
before  we  go  on  with  this  report,  and  I  think  it  will  save  us  trouble  to  do  so. 

Dr.  Britton — I  have  no  reason  to  doubt  his  word  in  the  matter,  no  reason  to  ques- 
tion it. 

The  President — It  is  his  memory. 

Dr.  Britton — And  I  think  his  memory  will  be  all  right  ;  and  I  think  there  is  not  the 
slightest  doubt  another  circular  will  be  issued  identical  with  the  one  already  issued  with  the 
exception  of  the  erasure  of  those  three  objectionable  clauses.  To  wait  for  a  letter  from  the 
minister  now  would  mean  we  might  have  to  defer  this  for  two  or  three  days,  because  the 
Minister  of  Education  is  actively  engaged  in  political  work  and  is  away  from  home  three 
parts  of  his  time,  doing  good  work  (from  my  standpoint),  and  it  is  very  doubtful  whether  I 
would  be  able  to  catch  him. 

Dr.  Sangster— The  Hon.  the  Minister  of  Education,  I  thought,  was  unusually  explicit 
in  his  interview  with  Dr.  Britton  and  myself,  and  I  cannot  conceive  that  he  was  under  the 
least  misapprehension  in  the  matter,  and  I  took  his  utterances  as  quite  as  final  as  if  they 
had  been  written  and  signed  ;  and  I  think  so  did  Dr.  Britton. 

Dr.  Britton — I  did,  most  decidedly. 

Dr.  Rosebrugh — Was  there  a  memorandum  of  the  agreement  made  between  the 
parties  ? 

The  President — There  is  a  memorandum  taken  <l<>wn  here  by  our  reporter. 

Dr.  Dickson — I  think  there  would  be  no  difficulty  if  Dr.  Britton  has  time  to  put  his 
understanding  in  writing  and  submit  it  to  the  minister,  who  will  attach  his  signature 
to  it. 
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Dr.  Brittox — I  will  do  that,  certainly. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Thorburn,  seconded  by  Dr.  Campbell,  That  the  report  of  the  Legisla- 
tion Committee  be  adopted.     Carried. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Campbell,  seconded  by  Dr.  Bray,  That  By-law  No.  —  to  amend  By-law 
69  be  referred  to  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  and  read  a  second  time.     Carried. 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole.     Dr.  Reddick  in  the  chair. 

The  by-law  was  read  and  adopted  clause  by  clause. 

Dr.  Williams — Is  there  any  clause  covering  the  infirm. 

Dr.  Campbell — In  sending  the  by-law  to  our  Solicitor  I  noted  down  the  various  sug- 
gestions that  had  been  made  in  the  Council  in  regard  to  the  matter,  and  his  letter  in  regard 
to  the  matter  says  :  "I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  Council  cannot  make  distinctions  in 
individual  cases."  That  is  to  say,  that  it  is  not  within  the  power  of  the  Council  to  deter- 
mine by  comparison  of  partial  disability  or  other  circumstances  that  it  is  reasonable  a 
member  of  the  Council  should  be  relieved  from  the  operation  of  the  section  in  question. 

Dr.  Henry — What  is  the  result  supposing  a  registered  practitioner  was  in  the  United 
States  for  ten  years  and  came  back  to  practice  in  Canada  ? 

Dr.  Campbell — When  he  comes  back  he  at  once  commences  to  practice  and  then  he 
comes  under  whatever  by-law  we  have  in  existence  at  the  time.  If  he  makes  application 
according  to  this  by-law  each  year  for  each  year  he  is  away  he  is  relieved  from  payment 
that  year. 

On  motion,  the  committee  rose.     The  President  in  the  chair. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Campbell,  seconded  by  Dr.  Bray,  That  the  report  of  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole  be  adopted.     Carried. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Campbell,  seconded  by  Dr.  Bray,  That  by-law  No.  —  be  read  a  third 
time,  passed,  numbered,  signed  by  the  President  and  sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario. 

By-Law  No.  73, 

Whereas  by  By-law  No.  69,  passed  under  the  authority  of  Section  6  of  Chapter  27  of 
the  Ontario  Medical  Amendment  Act,  1893,  the  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Ontario  adopted  Section  27  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  R.S.O.  1887,  Cap. 
148,  and  Section  41a  amending  the  same  of  an  Act  passed  in  the  fifty-fourth  year  of  Her 
Majesty's  reign,  Chapter  26,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  amend  The  Ontario  Medical  Act  ;  " 

And  whereas  by  the  said  Section  6  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Amendment  Act,  1893,  the 
Council  have  power  from  time  to  time  to  vary  such  bv-law  ; 

And  whereas  it  is  expedient  that  any  member  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Ontario  who  may  not  practice  in  any  year  should  be  relieved  of  payment  of  the  annual 
fee  for  such  year  ; 

Now  therefore  the  Council  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  enact  as  follows  : 

1.  By-law  No.  69,  above  referred  to,  is  hereby  varied  as  follows  :  The  annual  fee 
determined  by  by-law  of  the  Council  under  the  authority  of  Section  27  of  the  Ontario 
Medical  Act,  shall  not  be  due  and  payable  by  any  member  of  the  College  who,  by  reason  of 
absence  from  the  Province,  or  for  any  other  reason,  shall  in  no  way  practise  medicine, 
surgery  and  midwifery  in  Ontario  during  the  year  for  which  such  annual  fee  may  be 
imposed. 

Any  registered  medical  practitioner  who  shall  apply  to  the  Registrar  for  a  certificate  in 
accordance  with  Section  41a  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  claiming  to  have  been  relieved  by 
this  by-law  of  payment  of  the  annual  fee  for  any  year,  shall  prove  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Registrar  that  he  has  not  practised  his  profession  during  the  year  for  which  such  fee  has 
been  imposed,  and  shall,  if  the  Registrar  so  requires  it,  make  a  statutory  declaration  to  that 
effect,  and  furnish  such  further  and  other  evidence  as  may  be  required. 

The  decision  of  the  Registrar  upon  such  application,  as  to  the  liability  of  the  applicant 
for  the  fee  in  question,  shall  be  final  and  conclusive. 

Adopted  in  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

R.  Reddick,  Chairman. 

Read  a  third  time  and  adopted  in  Council.     A.  F.  Rogers. 

The  President  read  the  motion. 

Dr.  Shaw — I  would  like  to  enquire  in  the  case  of  a  practitioner  who,  having  been 
absent  from  this  Province  residing  in  another  country  or  in  another  Province  of  this  country 
for  a  year  or  number  of  years,  returns  to  the  Province,  whether  this  by-law  relieves  him 
from  paying  during  the  time  he  was  absent  from  this  Province  ? 

Dr.  Campbell — If  he  applies  yearly  for  a  certificate  that  certificate  relieves  him  from 
payment  for  each  year. 

Dr.  Dickson — Does  it  not  relieve  him  if  he  applies  at  the  end  of  the  time  he  has  been 
absent  ? 
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Dr.  Campbell — From  this  time  forward  I  suppose  he  can  do  so,  but  it  would  not  apply- 
to  past  years.  Mr.  Osier  says  this  bill  could  not  be  made  retroactive.  I  suppose  that  that 
application  could  be  made  providing  the  name  of  the  practitioner  had  not  been  removed 
from  the  Register,  or  steps  had  not  been  taken  to  collect  his  fees. 

Dr.  Shaw — It  seems  to  me  that  a  man  who  has  been  absent  from  Ontario  for  ten  or 
fifteen  years  and  returns  should  not  be  called  upon  to  pay  before  being  recognized  as  a 
registered  practitioner,  especially  if  he  had  been  in  Manitoba  or  elsewhere  where  he  had  to 
pay  fees. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  agree  with  Dr.  Shaw,  but  the  Solicitor's  opinion  is  that  this  by-law 
cannot  be  made  retroactive.  I  had  thought  before  obtaining  that  opinion  that  it  would  be 
retroactive. 

Dr.  Henry — If  he  was  indebted  to  the  Council  and  came  back  he  would  be  liable  for 
what  he  owed  before  this  year  ? 

Dr.  Campbell — Yes. 

Dr.  Williams — Supposing  he  was  absent  for  ten  years  and  had  not  applied  for  a 
certificate  for  ten  years,  and  on  his  return  wishes  to  practice,  would  it  be  practicable  under 
that  by-law  to  allow  him  to  pay  from  the  time  he  commences  to  practise  and  say  nothing 
about  the  past  ten  years  if  he  had  paid  up  before  that  ten  years  and  is  only  indebted  for  the 
ten  years  he  was  absent  ? 

Dr.  Brock — The  word  retroactive  in  the  way  there  put  would  make  it  necessary  for 
this  Council  to  refund  to  those  gentlemen  who  have  come  back  here  and  have  paid  their  fees. 
I  know  several  who  were  absent  three  or  four  years  and  returned  to  this  country  and  com- 
menced practice,  and  who  have  paid  up  for  the  time  they  were  absent.  If  you  make  ifc 
retroactive  you  must  pay  the  money  back  to  those  who  have  paid. 

The  President — My  impression  is  that  under  the  law,  under  Section  41a,  he  has  to 
apply  each  year  for  an  annual  certificate.  Under  this  by-law  if  he  applies  for  this  certificate 
he  will  get  it  without  paying  any  fee,  but  if  in  any  year  he  does  not  apply  for  a  certificate 
then  Section  41a  will  be  applicable,  and  the  Registrar  will  be  forced  to  erase  his  name.  But, 
however,  in  such  a  case,  when  the  practitioner  came  back  if  he  proves  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  Registrar  that  he  has  been  out  of  the  Province  all  this  time  the  Registrar  would  restore 
his  name  to  the  Register  ;  that  is  the  operation  of  the  by-law,  I  think. 

Dr.  Campbell — Of  course,  that  is  a  matter  of  interpretation.  We  might  have  some 
special  cases  arise.  We  are  not  lawyers  and  cannot  decide  this  from  our  individual  opinion 
now. 

Dr.  Dickson — I  am  rather  inclined  to  think  the  text  of  the  by-law  sets  that  forth. 

The  President — It  affects  only  the  future,  not  the  past. 

Dr.  Geikie — It  should  be  plain  and  clear  that  in  the  case  of  a  man  who  has  been  in 
Oregon,  for  instance,  for  ten  years,  and  then  returns,  he  will  have  to  pay  only  from  the  time 
he  comes  back,  provided  he  was  not  in  arrear  when  he  went  away. 

Dr.  Williams — The  by-law  is  just  as  good  as  I  expected  it  would  be.  My  own  convic- 
tion is  that  to  put  this  matter  right  there  needs  to  be  an  amendment  in  the  Act,  and  I  think 
when  we  are  getting  an  amendment,  some  time  in  the  distant  future,  that  subject  wants  to 
be  looked  into  and  adjusted.  The  Act  does  not  give  us  power  to  deal  with  this  subject 
as  fully  as  we  would  like  to,  and  this  is  making  the  best  of  a  bad  case. 

Dr.  Sangster — The  position  seems  rather  anomalous  to  me.  1  was  going  to  ask  whether 
that  opinion  is  the  opinion  of  Mr.  B.  B.  Osier  ?  I  ask  that  because  we  sometimes  have,  or 
have  had  paraded  in  the  past,  an  opinion  of  Mr.  Osier  which  wras  the  opinion  of  the  younger 
Mr.  Osier,  and  not  of  Mr.  B.  B.  Osier. 

The  President — This  is  the  opinion  of  Mr.  B.  B.  Osier,  Q.C. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and  on  a  vote  having  been  taken  declared  it  carried. 

Miscellaneous  Business. 

Dr.  Britton — I  would  just  like  to  ask  one  question.  Dr.  Thorburn  has  presented  the 
report  of  the  Committee  on  Legislation,  and  I  think  Clause  5  of  the  memorandum 
attached  to  that  report  as  to  the  circular  issued  by  the  Education  Department  requires 
a  little  correction.  I  will  read  the  clause  as  it  is,  but  as  I  was  absent  from  the  room  I  will 
first  ask  whether  or  not  that  report  has  been  adopted. 

The  President — It  has  been  adopted. 

Dr.  Britton — It  is  a  little  late  in  the  day  perhaps  now,  but  still  it  is  necessary  there 
should  be  a  certain  change  made.  I  will  read  Clause  5  of  the  memorandum  as  it  stands  : 
"  Any  person  who,  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  November,  L895,  had  passed  the  examination 
in  any  university  in  Canada  for  matriculation  in  Arts,  or  the  matriculation  examination 
conducted  by  the  Education  Department  entitling  to  register  in  Arts  with  any  university  in 
Canada,  or  any  examination  entitling  to  register  with  the  .Medical  Council  when  the  said 
examination  was  passed,  shall  be  entitled  to  registration  as  a  medical  student  on  submitting 
to  the  Registrar  of  the  Medical  Council  a  certificate  to  thai  effect  signed  by  the  proper  officer 
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in  that  behalf. "  As  I  said  before,  according  to  the  agreement  entered  into  to-day  we  go  no 
further  back  than  July  1st,  1888,  or,  in  other  words,  we  include  only  "second  class  non- 
professional, with  Latin,"  and  we  have  nothing  to  do  with  the  High  School  certificate 
between  1884  and  1880  ;  therefore  I  would  make  a  motion,  if  I  be  allowed  to  do  so,  that 
this  change  be  made. 

The  President — I  do  not  think  the  adoption  of  the  report  made  the  Council  accept 
this  at  all.     We  were  waiting  until  the  Education  Committee  reported. 

Dr.  Britton — That  memorandum  was  attached  as  part  of  the  report  and  has  been 
adopted. 

The  President — Yes  ;  but  it  does  not  make  it  part  of  our  proceedings. 

Dr.  Bray — If  that  correction  is  made,  then  there  is  no  clerical  error  in  it. 

On  motion,  leave  was  granted  to  Dr.  Henry  to  bring  in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Complaints. 

Dr.  Henry  read  and  presented  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Complaints  : 

To  the  President  and  members  of  the  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  mid  Surgeons  of 
Ontario  : 

Gentlemen, — Your  Committee  on  Complaints  beg  leave  to  report  that  they  have  care- 
fully looked  into  the  various  complaints  referred  to  them,  and  as  a  result  of  their  deliberation 
recommend  as  follows  : 

1.  That  the  request  of  R.  McKenzie  (Primary)  be  not  granted.  (His  request  was  to 
have  his  papers  re-read  and  a  re-arrangement  of  his  oral  marks.) 

2.  That  the  request  of  Duncan  A.  McCallum,  a  Primary  student,  cannot  be  entertained  ; 
that  is,  a  reconsideration  of  his  examination  papers. 

3.  That  the  request  of  R.  O.  Snider  be  granted,  and  that  he  be  licensed. 

4.  That  D.  M.  Anderson  be  allowed  his  Primary  examination. 

5.  That  the  request  of  F.  Porter,  who  desires  a  reconsideration  of  his  Primary  examin- 
ation papers,  be  not  granted. 

6.  That  Wm.  Henderson  be  allowed  his  Primary  examination. 

7.  That  the  application  of  T.  Bradley,  who  requests  his  Primary  examination,  be  not 
granted. 

8.  That  Chas.  F.  McPherson,  who  asked  to  be  registered,  have  his  request  granted. 

9.  That  A.  W.  Partridge,  who  asked  to  be  registered,  have  his  request  granted. 

10.  That  A.  Rupert,  who  asked  to  be  registered,  have  his  request  granted.  (Failed 
one  mark  in  Op.  Midwif.) 

11.  That  A.  F.  Reynar's  request  for  a  permit  to  practice  be  not  granted. 

12.  That  W.  L.  Silcox,  who  asks  to  be  registered,  have  his  request  granted. 

13.  That  Chas.  H.  Smith,  who  asks  to  be  registered,  have  his  request  granted. 

14.  That  J.  B.  Thompson's  request  to  be  registered  be  not  granted. 

15.  That  the  request  of  Robert  Moore  to  be  registered  be  granted. 

16.  That  the  request  of  George  Moore  for  registration  be  granted. 

17.  That  the  request  of  G.  B.  Mills  for  registration  be  not  granted. 

18.  That  the  request  of  P.  S.  McLaren  for  registration  be  granted. 

19.  That  the  request  of  E.  M.  Hooper  for  registration  be  granted. 

20.  That  the  request  of  J .  Honsberger  for  registration  be  not  granted. 

21.  That  the  request  of  F.  B.  Elliott  for  registration  be  granted. 

22.  That  in  the  matter  of  E.  Allan,  M.B.,  of  Arthur,  who  asks  this  Council  to  furnish 
him  with  a  duplicate  of  his  university  diploma,  which  was  lost  while  in  the  charge  of  the 
officers  of  this  Council, 

We  recommend  that  Dr.  Britton  use  his  influence  to  secure,  if  possible,  a  duplicate  of 
the  diploma  asked  for,  and  that  this  Council  bear  any  expense  incurred  in  securing  the 
same. 

This  on  condition  that  he  furnish  a  proper  affidavit. 
All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

The  report  was  received. 
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The  President — Perhaps  before  we  consider  this  report  it  might  be  possible  for  the 
representative  of  Toronto  University  to  explain  what  steps  are  taken  for  the  issue  of  a  new 
diploma  to  replace  one  that  has  been  lost. 

Dr.  Britton — I  do  not  know  of  any  special  instance  where  a  duplicate  diploma  was 
asked  for,  but  I  have  no  doubt  such  cases  have  occurred.  I  am  informed  that  most  ample 
proof  has  to  be  furnished  that  the  original  diploma  was  lost,  and  that  the  applicant  is  the 
person  mentioned  in  the  original  diploma. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Henry,  seconded  by  Dr.  Britton,  That  the  report  be  adopted. 

The  President  read  the  motion. 

Dr.  Armour — Before  this  report  is  adopted  I  want  to  say  that  although  I  was  a  member 
of  that  committee,  my  duties  on  the  Finance  Committee  did  not  permit  me  to  attend,  and 
I  would  like  to  know  from  Dr.  Henry  how  many  primaries  and  how  many  finals  were 
allowed  to  pass  by  the  Complaints  Committee,  and  under  what  circumstances  they  were 
allowed. 

Dr.  Reddick — I  think  it  is  too  bad  that  Dr.  Armour,  when  he  was  a  member  of  the 
committee,  should  not  have  made  himself  acquainted  with  these  facts,  but  should  now  ask 
to  take  up  the  time  of  the  Council. 

Dr.  Sangster — Independently  of  Dr.  Armour,  I,  too,  would  like  that  infoimation. 
I  am  completely  in  the  dark  as  to  the  rule  the  committee  adopted,  and  I  would  like  to 
know  what  they  did  in  reference  to  the  complaints  that  were  admittedly  reported  favor- 
ably on. 

Dr.  Luton — I  think  the  only  way  to  do  is  to  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  and  pass 
the  report  clause  by  clause,  and  Drs.  Armour  and  Sangster  will  then  get  the  information 
they  want. 

Dr.  Henry  withdrew  his  motion  to  adopt. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Henry,  seconded  by  Dr.  Machell,  That  the  Council  do  now  go  into 
Committee  of  the  Whole  to  consider  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Complaints. 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

The  report  was  read  clause  by  clause  and  adopted. 

On  motion  the  committee  rose. 

The  President  in  the  chair. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Henry,  seconded  by  Dr.  Armour,  That  the  report  of  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole  be  adopted.     Carried. 

Dr.  Thorburn — At  our  last  meeting  there  was  a  communication  on  registration 
received  from  Dr.  Quain,  the  Principal  of  the  British  Medical  Association  on  Registration, 
telling  us  they  were  about  to  republish  an  edition  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  asking 
us  if  we  had  any  special  suggestions  to  make  that  might  be  of  use  to  them,  dealing  particu- 
larly with  the  flora  of  this  country.  As  chairman  of  the  committee  1  now  beg  to  present 
the  report. 

Dr.  Fowler — Professor  James  Fowler,  of  Queen's  College,  is  a  most  distinguished 
botanist,  and  I  asked  him  to  furnish  me  with  a  memorandum  of  the  flora  of  Canada  used  in 
pharmaceutical  preparations,  and  he  took  an  immense  deal  of  trouble  in  forwarding  me  the 
information  asked,  and  I  think  it  would  be  well  to  forward  this  to  Professor  Quain  along 
with  these  recommendations. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Thorburn,  seconded  by  Dr.  Fowler,  That  the  report  of  the  committee 
appointed,  signed  by  Drs.  Fowler,  Geikie  and  Thorburn,  be  received  and  adopted,  and  that 
the  Registrar  be  instructed  to  forward  it  to  Dr.  Quain.     Carried.

Your  committee  appointed  to  report  on  a  communication  received  from  Richard  Quain, 
Esq.,  M.D.,  President  of  the  General  Medical  Council  of  Medical  Education  and  Registra- 
tion of  the  United  Kingdom,  called  attention  to  the  fact  that  it  might  soon  be  thought 
expedient  to  issue  an  edition  of  the  British  Pharmacopoeia,  and  inviting  suggestions,  beg 
leave  to  suggest  that  taking  into  consideration  the  uncertainty  that  prevails  as  to  the 
strength  of  the  tinctures  and  fluid  extracts  of  different  preparations,  which  is  often  a  source 
of  confusion,  we  recommend  that  a  uniform  strength  should  be  established  in  the  case  of 
.ill  such  pharmaceutical  preparations.  Your  committee  also  desire  to  append  the  enclosed 
information  on  the  flora  of  Canada  obtained  from  a  well  known  botanist.

EVENING    SESSION. 

In  accordance  with  motion  for  adjournment,  the  Council  met  at  eight  o'clock. 

The  President,  Dr.  Rogers,  in  the  chair,  called  the  meeting  to  order. 

The  Registrar  called  the  roll  and  the  following  members  were  present :  Drs.  Armour, 
Barrick,  Bray,  Britton,  Brock,  Campbell,  Dickson,  Emory,  Fowler,  Geikie,  Graham,  Hanly, 
Henderson,  Henry,  Logan,  Luton,  Machell,  Moore,  Moorhouse,  Reddick,  Rogers,  Sangster, 
Shaw,  Thorburn,  Thornton  and  Williams. 

The  minutes  of  last  meeting  were  read  by  the  Registrar,  and  confirmed,  and  signed  by 
the  President. 

Notices  of  Motion. 

None. 

Communications,  Petitions,  Etc. 

None. 

Motions  of  which  Notice  has  been  Given  at  a  Previous  Meeting. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Williams,  seconded  by  Dr.  Shaw,  and  resolved,  That  Drs.  Rogers, 
Thorburn  and  Campbell  be  and  are  hereby  elected  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  year 
1896-97. 

The  President  read  the  motion. 

Dr.  Sangster — Mr.  President,  as  was  the  case  last  year,  I  feel  constrained  to  oppose 
this  motion.  To  this  Executive  Committee  is  entrusted  for  fifty-one  weeks  out  of  the  fifty- 
two  weeks  of  the  year  the  entire  government  of  the  profession.  That  committee  assume, 
upon,  I  think,  a  very  flimsy  pretext,  or  have  assumed  in  the  past,  to  close  the  avenues  of 
access  to  information  respecting  Council  matters  ;  and  the  matters  of  this  Council,  important 
matters  to  the  entire  profession,  come  within  the  purview  of  that  committee.  A  Legislature 
has  given  to  the  profession  seventeen  members  out  of  the  thirty  that  compose  this  Council ; 
more  than  three-fifths  of  the  Council  are  territorial  representatives  ;  and  I  claim  on  behalf 
of  my  constituents  and  on  behalf  of  the  profession  at  large  that  that  representation  shall  be 
respected  in  the  committees,  especially  in  the  important  committees  of  this  Council  ;  and  I 
therefore  claim  that  the  three  gentlemen  upon  that  committee  should  be  territorial  representa- 
tives.    It  will  be  remembered  that  something  like  this  was  proposed  last  year,  and  your 
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attention  was  drawn  to  the  fact  that  your  by-law  prescribes  that  there  shall  be  three 
members  elected  to  that  committee,  but  owing  to  a  suggestion  that  was  made  at  that  time 
the  Council  were  placed  in  a  very  anomalous  position,  the  astounding  position,  of  carefully 
deciding  that  two  gentlemen  who  were  already  ex-officio  members  of  that  committee  might  be 
elected  on  that  committee  ;  that  although  a  prescribed  nine  in  your  by-law  respecting  the 
standing  committees  meant  nine,  and  a  prescribed  seven  meant  seven,  and  a  prescribed 
five  meant  five,  yet  in  the  case  of  this  particular  committee  a  prescribed  three  did  not  mean 
three,  but  one.  Now  that,  I  say,  is  a  most  astounding  position  to  assume  ;  and  I  claim  that 
your  by-law  governing  that  matter  shall  not  be  departed  from  ;  and  I  claim  on  behalf  of  the 
profession  that  three  members  of  that  committee  shall  be  territorial  representatives.  And  I 
now  move  in  amendment,  seconded  by  Dr.  Armour,  That  the  Executive  Committee  for  the 
current  year  be  composed  of  Drs.  Barrick,  McLaughlin  and  Campbell. 

The  President  read  the  motion. 

Dr.  Sangster, — I  was  going  to  add  that  last  year  we  were  told  it  was  unwise  to  make 
that  committee  larger  than  three,  on  account  of  the  expense  ;  that  was  the  only  tangible 
reason  that  was  assigned  in  opposition  to  enlarging  the  committee  from  three  to  five.  If  you 
look  back  to  the  financial  returns  as  contained  in  the  Announcement  of  1892-93,  you  find 
that  the  Executive  Committee  was  composed  of  three  members  prior  to  the  year  when  your 
By-law  No.  39  was  formed  and  passed,  and  yet  by  a  by-law  the  number  was  deliberately 
raised  from  three  to  five,  as  now  appears  in  your  by-law.  There  was  nothing  then  said  about 
the  expense  of  the  Executive  Committee.  In  the  first  few  years  of  the  Council  the  Executive 
Committee  was  an  expensive  committee,  not,  I  think,  because  of  it  containing  a  larger  number 
of  members,  because,  if  my  recollection  serves  me,  it  was  a  small  number  even  then  ;  but  I 
suppose  it  met  frequently  and  held  protracted  meetings,  or  else  perhaps  it  had  a  large 
monetary  appetite.  For  some  years  preceding  the  time  when  this  by-law  was  passed,  your 
financial  returns  show  that  the  Executive  Committee  had  not  cost  the  Council  anything  ;  if 
you  look  under  the  head  of  Executive  Committee,  that  after  the  year  1878-9,  you  will  find  that 
for  1879  and  1880,  it  cost  the  Council  nothing  ;  for  next  year— 1880-81 — there  was  no  cost 
again ;  and  then  in  1881-82  and  down  to  1886-87  there  was  no  cost  ;  then  in  1887-88  and 
1888-89,  while  this  building  was  in  process  of  erection,  I  suppose  it  was  necessary  for  the 
Executive  Committee  to  meet  a  little  oftener,  and  there  was  a  cost  one  year  of  $30.00,  and 
the  other  year  of  $194.00  ;  but  at  that  time  the  Executive  only  consisted  of  three  members. 
In  1889-90,  the  Executive  Committee  cost  $6.00  ;  and  in  1890-91  to  1893-4  the  Executive 
cost  nothing  ;  in  1894-95  there  was  a  small  charge  for  the  committee  ;  and  during  the  present 
year  there  has  been  a  moderate  charge  for  the  committee.  In  most  of  the  years,  therefore, 
it  is  plain  that  an  Executive  Committee  of  three  cost  the  Council  nothing,  and  therefore  at 
the  same  rate  an  Executive  Committee  of  five  would  cost  the  Council  nothing.  But  the 
matter  of  cost  is  foreign  to  the  question  altogether;  an  important  principle  is  involved.  This 
committee  is  the  governing  committee  of  the  profession,  and  I  claim  the  professional  repre- 
sentatives should  form  a  fair  proportion  of  that  committee.  If  it  were  an  expensive  com- 
mittee, which  I  positively  deny,  we  might  consider  the  propriety  of  curtailing  the  number 
of  its  meetings  or  insisting  it  should  come  to  its  conclusions  by  epistolary  correspond- 
ence, or  of  cutting  off  all  pay  from  it  at  all,  especially  as  this  Council  has  no  right  to  pay  any 
of  its  committees  one  dollar  or  one  cent.  But  whatever  may  be  the  position  of  the  Council  in 
that  respect,  the  question  of  expense  is  merely  a  created  one.  The  whole  question  of  expense, 
which  appears,  I  must  say,  without  any  evil  meaning,  to  have  been  created  for  the  purpose 
of  defeating  my  contention  last  year,  is  not  an  excuse  for  our  so  emasculating  the  personnel  of 
the  committee  as  to  make  it  by  any  possibility  subservient  to  any  special  interests  in  this 
Council.  I  therefore  repeat  that  on  behalf  of  my  constituents  and  in  the  name  of  the  pro- 
fession generally,  I  claim  that  that  Executive  Committee  shall  contain  three  members  of  our 
territorial  representatives.  Drs.  Barrick  and  McLaughlin  and  you,  Mr.  President,  are  terri- 
torial representatives,  Dr.  Campbell  is  the  representative  of  the  homeeopathists,  and  Dr. 
Thorburn  is  the  representative  of  the  appointed  element.  I  claim  that  you  should  have  the 
courtesy  to  give  the  element  that  I  am  connected  with  in  this  Council  one  representative  on 
that  committee.  We  form  a  third  of  the  Council,  and  our  constituents  form  a  good  third  or 
over  a  third  of  the  profession,  and  those  in  sympathy  with  us  form  more  than  half  of  the 
profession.  Next  year  we  hope  to  come  herewith  a  representation  of  two-thirds  or  three- 
fourths  of  the  territorial  men  in  the  Council,  and  in  that  case  I  presume  it  will  be  just  for  us 
to  ask  you  to  give  us  two  men  on  that  committee  ;  but  I  hope  that  you  will  not  deny  the 
common  English  justice  of  enabling  us  to  have  one  voice  on  that  committee. 

Dr.  Williams — Mr.  President,  1  must  dissent  from  some  considerable  of  the  views 
expressed  by  Dr.  Sangster.  I  think  it  is  a  wrong  idea  when  we  come  to  tins  Council  to 
classify  the  members  of  this  Council  either  as  territorial  men  and  School  men,  or  any  other 
kind  of  men.  (Hear,  hear.)  The  men  who  are  here  by  statute  are  here  in  their  right  and 
here  standing  on  a  fair  and  equal  basis;  they  are  not  here  for  any  one  particular  party. 
Perhaps  with  the  exception  of  Dr.  Geikie,  who  is  a  teacher,  there  is  not  one  man   here  as  a 
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representative  of  the  schools  who  is  not  a  territorial  man  exactly  as  much  as  any  other  of 
our  representatives.  Dr.  Moore  represents  Kingston.  Is  not  Dr.  Moore  one  of  the  terri- 
torial men  as  much  as  we  are  ?  He  practises  at  Brockville,  and  he  represents  the  people 
in  that  country  just  as  much  as  though  he  was  elected  for  that  special  purpose.  Then  take 
Dr.  Britton,  who  is  a  practitioner  right  here  in  the  city  of  Toronto,  and  I  ask  you,  are  not  his 
interests  identical  with  those  of  every  other  practitioner  in  the  city  of  Toronto  ?  Has  he  any 
special  interest  to  single  out  Toronto  University  ?  I  think  not.  Here  are  representative 
men  of  the  profession,  and  when  they  come  here  under  their  proper  rights  by  statute,  they 
stand  here  upon  equal  footing  with  every  other  man  present,  and  when  we  come  here  and 
undertake  to  single  out  men  and  say  this  is  a  territorial  man  and  that  a  colltge  man,  and 
we  will  give  rights  to  one  and  we  won't  to  the  other,  it  is  a  grand  mistake  and  one  that 
ought  not  to  be  perpetuated  in  this  Council,  and  I,  for  one,  do  not  agree  with  it  at  all.  Dr. 
Sangster  has  intimated  that  the  question  of  cost  brought  up  last  year  was  brought  up  for 
the  purpose  of  defeating  the  motion,  or  rather  defeating  the  idea,  of  increasing  the  com- 
mittee. Now,  if  Dr.  Sangster  would  go  back  a  little  further  than  he  did  to-night,  he  would 
find  when  the  committee  was  considerably  larger  that  the  bill  of  expense  was  very  consid- 
erable, and  if  he  got  into  the  transactions  of  that  committee  he  would  find  that  they  took 
upon  themselves  a  very  large  amount  of  work,  that  they  shifted  examinations  from  one 
place  to  another,  and  they  interfered  in  many  ways  ;  so  that  the  Council,  about  the  year 
1879,  or  somewhere  there — I  do  not  remember  the  exact  date — were  obliged  to  curtail  that 
committee  and  cut  down  the  numbers,  and  give  them  instructions  right  in  the  Council  that 
under  the  Statute  they  were  not  to  meet  unless  it  was  absolutely  necessary.  And  that  is  the 
reason  why  Dr.  Sangster  is  able  to  trace  along  a  few  years  without  any  special  expense. 
We  have  kept  a  tight  rein  on  that  Executive  Committee  ever  since,  simply  because  we  found 
it  to  be  one  of  the  most  difficult  committees  to  control  in  the  entire  Council.  And  it  has 
become  the  custom  to  appoint  three  men,  and  the  custom  has  been  for  a  number  of  years  to 
appoint  the  President,  the  Vice-President  and  one  other  man,  giving  the  homoeopaths  one 
man,  I  think,  on  the  committee.  One  object  of  the  small  committee  was  that  if  they  did 
meet,  the  expense  might  be  kept  down.  The  Solicitor  was  consulted  on  the  matter,  and  it 
was  considered  that  it  would  be  within  the  letter  of  the  law,  that  the  President  and  Vice- 
President  might  be  elected  to  that  committee,  and  if  elected  to  that  committee  with  one  other 
man  it  would  fill  the  letter  of  the  law  ;  and  that  was  all  we  wanted  to  accomplish,  just  to  fill 
the  letter,  so  that  if  an  emergency  cropped  up  we  had  the  men  ready  to  do  whatever  work 
was  necessary.  Now,  I  hold  that  that  system  is  a  reasonable  and  a  good  system  ;  it  has 
worked  well,  as  Dr.  Sangster  has  shown  you  by  the  small  amount  of  cost  it  has  incurred  ; 
and  it  has  gone  on  satisfactorily  in  that  way,  and  I  see  no  good  reason  why  we  should  depart 
from  that  and  appoint  a  much  larger  committee  ;  neither  do  I  see  any  good  reason  why  you 
should  introduce  a  source  of  discord  by  singling  out  men  and  making  one  side  territorial 
men  and  always  watching  that  they  shall  have  a  certain  representation,  and  by  singling  out 
men  from  the  other  side.  I  hold  that  every  man  is  here  by  statute  and  on  the  same  basis, 
and  all  should  be  treated  exactly  in  the  same  way  so  long  as  they  are  here.  I  do  not  know 
that  it  is  necessary  to  make  any  further  remarks  upon  this  subject.  I  think  the  Council  fully 
understand  that  I  do  not  object  to  the  personnel  that  has  been  nominated  by  Dr.  Sangster, 
but  I  do  object,  and  object  very  strongly,  to  the  principle  upon  which  they  are  nominated. 
I  object  to  putting  a  large  number  on  that  committee,  and  I  object  to  putting  members  on 
because  they  are  territorial  members — I  object  to  singling  them  out  on  any  such  principle 
as  that.  A  point  was  raised  that  for  a  good  portion  of  the  year  that  committee  really  were 
the  Council,  and  that  they  (if  I  understand  Dr.  Sangster)  kept  information  from  members 
of  the  Council.  I  do  not  know  whether  I  understand  Dr.  Sangster  correctly,  but  I  certainly 
understood  him  to  say  that  they  kept  information  from  the  Council.  Now,  if  Dr.  Sangster 
said  that,  I  should  like  to  know  whether  or  not  it  is  correct.  I  was  on  that  Executive  Com- 
mittee, I  think,  a  couple  of  years,  and  I  am  perfectly  certain  that  during  the  time  I  was  on 
there  was  no  information  kept  from  the  members  of  the  Council  at  all  ;  and  I  would  like  to 
know  whether  the  Executive  of  this  last  year  have  hiddi  n  away  in  their  pockets  or  some 
place  else  transactions  that  we  ought  to  have  known  and  that  they  have  kept  from  us.  I, 
for  one,  do  not  think  there  is  any  particular  force  in  that  argument,  and  I  do  not  think  there 
is  any  fact  in  it.  I  think  there  is  no  transaction,  probably,  they  have  had  as  to  which  any 
member  of  the  Council  wants  to  get  information  that  that  information  would  not  be  given. 
Under  these  circumstances  I  do  not  feel  disposed  to  change  the  nomination  that  I  have 
made,  and  I  will  stand  by  it.  My  nomination  is  that  the  President,  Vice-President  and  one 
other  member  form  the  Executive  Committee. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  am  not  going  to  detain  the  Council  more  than  a  minute  or  two.  I  am 
fully  in  accord  with  what  Dr.  Williams  has  said,  and  I  deprecate,  and  in  the  very  strongest 
way,  this  splitting  up ,  of  the  Council  or  an  attempt  continually  being  made  to  put  the 
Council  into  little  classes  of  one  kind  and  another.  I  am  a  representative  of  the  College,  it 
is  true,  but  I  have  behind  me  not  far  from  a  thousand  graduates,  and  if  that  is  not  almost 
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more  than  a  territorial  representative's  share  I  do  not  know  what  is.  I  have  been  long 
enough  in  the  Council  to  remember  the  expensive  plan  and  to  know  the  cheaper  plan  and 
the  better  plan  is  that  that  has  been  recently  adopted.  I  heartily  approve  of  following  out 
that  plan  by  appointing  a  committee  consisting  of  the  three  gentlemen  named,  the  Presi- 
dent, the  Vice-President  and  Dr.  Campbell,  as  has  been  suggested.  The  committee  has 
been  inexpensive,  and  properly  inexpensive  of  late  years  ;  and  we  will  come  down  on  the 
President  and  his  colleagues  very  very  heavily  if,  during  the  ensuing  year,  there  should  be 
any  unnecessary  departure  from  this  exceedingly  good  usage.  I  have  no  sympathy  with 
creating  a  large  Executive  Committee,  for  it  was  ruinous  in  the  old  House,  and  if  you  bring 
it  back  again  we  do  not  know  what  the  result  would  be  in  the  new  House  ;  besides  that,  it  is 
altogether  unnecessary,  I  contend,  and  is  sure  to  cause  mischief  by  splitting  us  up  into  this 
section,  that  section  and  the  other  section,  setting  one  part  of  the  Council,  as  it  were,  at 
sword's  point  with  another,  or  tending  in  that  direction. 

Dr.  Barrick — Mr.  President,  I  am  very  sorry  that  my  name  should  have  been  men- 
tioned and  mixed  up  in  a  discussion  of  this  kind.  I  should  like  to  have  seen  this  matter 
settled  as  a  matter  of  principle.  As  Dr.  Williams  has  very  clearly  stated,  he  deprecates  the 
singling  out  of  territorial  and  other  representatives,  and  Dr.  Geikie  also  protests  against  it. 
But  a  few  days  ago  we  had  Dr.  Geikie  protesting  because  he  had  been  left  off  the  Committee 
on  Education  ;  and  why  ?  Because  he  was  an  ordinary  member  of  this  House  ?  No,  but 
because  he  was  a  representative  of  a  school.  (Hear,  hear.)  Although  the  theory  may  be 
given  that  the  Council  should  not  be  divided  into  sections,  yet  the  effect,  according  to  Dr. 
Geikie's  own  statement  and  according  to  his  own  strong  and  vigorous  protest,  is  that  the 
practice  and  theory  do  not  go  together.  We  have  by-laws.  Are  we  to  be  guided  by  our 
by-laws,  or  are  we  to  be  guided  by  a  custom  ?  If  we  are  to  be  guided  by  custom,  then,  I 
say,  wipe  out  the  by-laws.  If  we  are  to  be  guided  by  by-laws,  then,  I  say,  wipe  out  the 
custom.  It  is  as  clearly  stated  as  it  can  be  stated  that  the  Executive  Committee  shall  con- 
sist of  threemembers,  and,  as  in  all  the  other  committees,  the  President  and  Vice-President 
are  ex-officio  members  of  that  committee.  Then  the  custom  is  that  we  appoint  the  number 
in  each  of  the  other  committees,  and  the  President  and  Vice-President  are  ex-officio  mem- 
bers. Why  then  depart  from  that  custom,  if  custom  is  such  a  good  thing,  with  regard  to 
Executive  Committee  ?  Or,  if  the  by-laws  are  to  be  followed,  why  then  should  we  depart 
from  the  by-laws  ?  If  we  stick  to  the  by-laws  in  all  the  other  committees,  why  should  we 
depart  from  the  by-laws-  in  this  one  particular  thing  ?  If  we  are  to  have  by-laws,  let  us 
carry  them  out.  If  our  by-law  is  not  right,  then  we  had  better  make  the  by-law  right,  but 
as  long  as  that  by-law  is  there  I  shall  contend  that  we  must  fulfil  the  letter  of  that  by-law 
and  treat  that  the  same  as  the  others.  So  much  then  for  the  custom,  so  much  then  for  the 
by-laws.  The  next  point  is  the  question  whether  this  committee  are  of  any  use  at  all  ;  what 
do  this  committee  do?  The  by-law  says,  "The  Executive  Committee  shall  take  cogniz- 
ance of  and  action  upon  all  such  matters  as  may  be  delegated  to  it  by  the  Council,  or  such 
as  may  require  immediate  interference  or  attention  between  the  adjournment  of  the 
Council  and  its  next  meeting."  This  Council  meets  just  once  a  year,  and  there  are  large 
interests  involved  and  a  large  amount  of  money  to  be  expended  during  the  year,  and  this 
Executive  Committee  have  to  supervise  and  control  that.  If  it  was  not  necessary  to  have  so 
large  a  committee,  then  the  time  for  considering  that  was  when  we  were  forming  the  by-law, 
and  not  at  the  present  time,  when  we  are  in  this  state  of  transition  with  regard  to  this 
building,  when  we  are  looking  around  for  chances  perhaps  to  dispose  of  it ;  and  when  we 
are  in  that  condition  with  regard  to  legislation  that  this  Executive  Committee  may  be  called 
together  to  take  action,  as  they  were  this  year,  and  they  had  to  take  action  this  year  ;  and 
this  year  the  Executive  Committee  had  to  exercise  their  authority  in  certain  cases  to  get 
bills  withdrawn  from  the  House  ;  they  had  to  take  the  responsibility  of  allowing  Dr.  Young 
to  register  on  certain  conditions  ;  and  there  may  be  matters  of  greater  importance  than  that 
to  be  decided.  In  the  case  of  Dr.  Young,  had  not  the  Executive  Committee  not  decided 
that  matter  then  and  there  that  bill  of  Mr.  German's  would  have  been  through,  and  would 
have  brought  up  perhaps  a  good  deal  of  unpleasant  discussion.  There  are  things  constantly 
arising  and  calling  for  attention,  and  I  point  to  that  bill  as  one  of  them  I  know  that  had  to 
be  dealt  with  then  and  there.  The  Executive  Committee  were  on  hand  to  deal  with  it, 
and  the  three  members  had  to  assume  that  responsibility.  I  thought  then,  and  I  think 
now,  that  where  so  great  a  responsibility  had  to  be  assumed  it  was  fortunate  these  three 
men  were  together  ;  I  thought  then  it  was  a  good  thing  that  we  had  an  Executive  Com- 
mittee, and  it  was  a  good  thing  the  three  of  them  could  be  present  ;  and  I  thought  it  would 
have  been  better,  and  would  have  made  their  position  stronger  and  made  their  influence  felt 
with  the  Government,  if  five  of  them  had  been  there  representing  this  Council  as  its  Execu- 
tive Committee  instead  of  three  members  ;  and  therefore  I  contend,  as  a  matter  of  safety. 
and  as  a  matter  of  dividing  the  responsibility,  that  it  is  expedient  and  right  we  should 
have  three  members  besides  the  ex-officio  members.  And  it  would  then  be  right  because 
it  would  be  in  accordance  with  the  by-law  and  would    tend  towards  maintaining  the  safeu 
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of  the  funds  and  better  looking  after  the  concerns  of  this  Council  during  the  interval.  As- 
a  matter  then  of  principle,  I  am  sorry  any  names  were  connected  with  either  of  these  resolu- 
tions because  we  should  lirst  have  settled  the  question,  "Shall  we  or  shall  we  not  respect  our 
own  by-laws  ? "  If  we  cannot  respect  our  own  by-laws,  how  are  we  to  expect  2,500  medical 
practitioners  in  this  Province  to  respect  our  by-laws  ?  These  are  a  few  of  the  many  reasons 
that  I  can  see  Avhy,  and  I  feel  strongly  upon  this  point,  there  should  be  an  Executive  Com- 
mittee appointed  according  to  our  by-laws,  or  else  we  should  change  the  by-laws. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Brock,  seconded  by  Dr.  Logan,  in  amendment  to  the  amendment,  That 
Drs.  Campbell,  Barrick  and  Williams  be  the  Executive  Committee  for  the  year  1896-97. 
The  President  read  the  amendment  to  the  amendment. 

Dr.  Brock — My  object  in  moving  this  amendment  to  the  amendment  is  to  reconcile 
the  difference  that  exists  in  the  Council  on  this  question.  If  this  amendment  to  the  amend- 
ment carries  we  can  then  obey  our  by-laws  and  have  the  President  and  Vice-President  ex- 
officio  members  of  this  committee  ;  and  this  will  do  away  with  the  argument  of  Dr.  Barrick, 
and  I  think  settle  the  question  satisfactorily  to  the  Council.  While  I  am  on  my  feet  in 
connection  with  this,  I  might  ask  that  the  Registrar  be  instructed  to  index  the  report  of 
our  proceedings  for  this  year  in  order  to  make  it  useful  to  members  of  this  Council,  for 
without  an  index  it  is  useless  to  us  for  purposes  of  reference. 

Dr.  Moore — I  only  intend  to  say  a  few  words,  and  my  remarks  are  mostly  drawn  forth 
by  what  Dr.  Barrick  has  said.  He  tells  us  that  this  committee  have  a  large  amount  of  work 
to  do.  Now,  I  had  two  years'  experience  upon  this  committee,  and  I  never  had  anything  to 
do  ;  and  I  think,  Mr.  President,  you  have  had  one  or  two  years'  experience  upon  it  and  you 
had  but  very  little  to  do.  We  have  been  crying  for  economy  here  for  some  time,  and  I  do 
not  know  any  gentleman  that  has  cried  more  strongly  upon  the  economical  point  than  my 
friend  Dr.  Barrick  ;  he  wants  everything  cut  down  to  about  the  smallest  point  possible,  and 
I  quite  agree  with  him  on  that  ;  and  I  want  to  say  that  on  the  very  score  of  economy  this 
committee  was  formed  as  it  was  and  has  been  for  several  years  back,  I  can't  tell  you  just  how 
many,  but  some  ten  or  twelve  years  at  all  events,  composed  of  the  President,  Vice-President 
and  one  other  member  of  the  Council.  The  opinion  of  Mr.  Osier  was  taken  upon  this 
question,  and  he  said  it  was  quite  competent  for  us  to  elect  the  President  and  Vice-President 
and  one  other  member,  and  that  then  the  committee  would  be  complete  and  our  by-laws 
would  be  complied  with.  Now,  why  we  should  to-day,  when  the  funds  of  the  Council  are 
in  such  a  low  condition,  add  more  members  to  this  committee,  is  something  I  cannot  quite 
understand.  They  have  discharged  their  duties,  which  have  not  been  very  onerous  in  the 
past,  to  the  satisfaction  apparently  of  their  fellow-members  of  the  Council,  and  why  these 
three  gentlemen  cannot  do  it  next  year  seems  to  me  very  strange  ;  and  I  shall  vote  for  Dr. 
Williams'  motion  and  vote  for  the  good  old  custom,  and  the  custom  that  does  comply  with 
our  by-laws  according  to  the  information  we  got  from  our  Solicitor. 

Dr.  Sangster — May  I  ask  that  the  opinion  of  Mr.  Osier  be  read  to  the  Council  ? 
The  President — I  do  not  think  it  was  given  in  writing. 
Dr   Sangster — When  was  it  given  ? 

Dr.  Williams — It  was  long  ago  ;  the  opinion  was  given  at  the  time  the  three  men  were 
put  on  the  committee,  instead  of  five. 

Dr.  Sangster — May  I  ask  when  the  change  from  five  was  made  ? 
Dr.  Williams — I  can't  tell  from  memory  ;  you  can  look  it  up  from  the  minutes. 
Dr.  Sangster — I  see  the  change  was  made  from  the  by-law  from  three  to  five  in  1886, 
but  the  by-law  was  not  respected.     I  should  imagine  that  Mr.  Osier,  if  he  was  consulted  at 
all,  would  have  been  consulted  at  that  time  and  that  he  would  have  instructed  the  Council 
then  to  have  changed  the  by-law.     It  never  has  been  actually  five. 

Dr.  Williams — It  was  actually  five,  and  it  was  changed  to  the  three ;  and  Mr.  Osier  was 
consulted  to  see  whether  or  not  that  would  comply  with  the  spirit  of  the  by-law,  and  he 
informed  us  that  we  could  elect  the  President  and  Vice-President  and  that  would  conform 
to  the  by-law.     That  was  why  it  was  done  ;   it  was  done  purely  as  a  matter  of  economy. 

Dr.  Sangster — The   Announcements   that  I  have   only   run  back  to  1887-8,  and  the 
Executive  Committee  of  that  time  is  set  down  as  three  members.     Perhaps  the  Registrar 
will  tell  us  when  it  was  an  Executive  Committee  of  five  ? 
The  Registrar — I  couldn't  tell  without  the  record. 

Dr.  Bray — I  cannot  tell  Dr.  Sangster  when  the  change  was  made,  but  I  know  the 
Executive  Committee  were  not  always  confined  to  the  five  ;  I  have  been  in  the  Council  when 
we  had  ten  on  the  Executive  Committee.  I  was  a  member  of  the  Council  with  Dr.  Williams 
and  others  when  we  protested  so  strongly  against  it  that  we  cut  it  down  to  three  members — 
the  President,  Vice-President  and  one  other  gentleman  ;  and  the  committee  were  instructed 
not  to  meet  unless  it  was  absolutely  necessary.  I  was  a  member  of  that  committee  for 
two  years  and  never  was  called  on  to  meet  my  colleagues  on  the  committee  ;  and  during 
those  two  years  that  committee  never  cost  the  Council  one  cent.  It  is  only  on 
extraordinary  occasions   the  Executive  Committee  have  to   meet.      While  I  was  President 
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of  the  Council  I  was  on  that  committee,  and  we  did  a  lot  of  business  by  communi- 
cating through  the  mail  with  one  another.  That  is  what  is  done  in  most  cases.  It 
was  an  extraordinary  reason  that  brought  the  committee  together  this  last  year,  and  I 
think  last  year  was  the  first  year  that  the  committee  were  ever  called  on  to  meet.  But  I 
have  known  that  committee  since  I  have  been  in  the  Council  to  cost  nearly  as  much  as  the 
Council  did,  and  the  work  was  very  imperfectly  done,  too  ;  and  I  remember  very  well  when 
this  question  arose  that  Mr.  Osier's  opinion  was  got,  and  that  his  opinion  was  as  has  been 
stated  here,  though  I  cannot  tell  you  at  what  date  it  was  given  ;  and  I  know  ever  since  he 
gave  that  opinion  the  committee  has  consisted  of  three  members  and  no  more. 

Dr.  Moore — I  see  in  1881  we  had  six  on  the  Executive  Committee,  and  in  1882  it  was 
cut  down  to  three  and  has  remained  at  that  ever  since. 

Dr.  Barrick — In  what  year  was  the  by-law  introduced  ? 

Dr.  Sangster — In  1886. 

Dr.  Moore— In  1878  we  had  thirteen  on  the  Executive  Committee.     (Refers  to  book.) 

Dr.  Armour — I  just  want  to  say  a  word  or  two.  Dr.  Moore  has  called  attention  to  the 
fact  that  in  1881  there  were  six  on  the  Executive  Committee,  and  turning  up  the  report  of 
our  financial  year  I  find  that  in  1881  the  Executive  Committee  cost  the  Council  nothing,  so 
that  according  to  that  the  increase  of  a  member  or  two  will  not  matter  much.  There  are 
now  three  motions  before  the  chair  which  all  appear  to  be,  in  a  manner,  substantive  motions  ; 
however,  I  just  want  to  call  the  members'  attention  to  the  difference  between  the  two  last 
motions.  Dr.  Sangster  has  moved  that  Drs.  Campbell,  Barrick  and  McLaughlin  be  the 
Executive  Committee  for  the  year  ;  and  Dr.  Brock  has  moved,  in  amendment,  changing 
that  simply  by  the  substitution  of  the  name  of  Dr.  Williams  for  Dr.  McLaughlin.  I  have 
no  objections  to  Dr.  Williams  being  there,  for  he  would  make  a  very  able  representative  on 
any  committee  of  this  Council,  but  I  think  it  is  only  fair  to  ask,  and  it  will  be  only  fair  in 
you  to  give  us,  that  representation  on  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  President — Dr.  Armour,  you  say,    "  Give  us  ;  "  who  do  you  mean  ? 

Dr.  Armour — To  give  those  representatives  here  who  work  with  me  and  my  friends  Dr. 
Sangster,  Dr.  McLaughlin  and  others;  you  may  say  "the  members  representing  the 
Defence  Association." 

Dr.  Bray — There  can  be  no  such  thing  in  this  Council. 

Dr.  Armour — Yes  ;  my  friend  Dr.  Williams  deprecated  the  idea  of  Dr.  Sangster  point- 
ing out  the  sources  from  which  the  representation  in  this  College  comes,  but  before  he  got 
through  he  rather  destroyed  the  effect  the  outrage  that  in  a  measure  this  seemed  to  cause  to 
his  sense  of  propriety 

The  President — You  must  keep  to  the  subject. 
Dr.  Armour — I  am  speaking  to  the  subject. 
The  President — Not  now. 

Dr.  Armour — When  I  get  through  my  sentence  you  will  see  I  am  keeping  to  the 
subject.  Before  Dr.  Williams  got  through  he  incidentally  remarked  it  was  the  custom  to 
place  one  homoeopath  on  the  committee  ;  surely  that  was  acknowledging,  as  Dr.  Geikie  did 
the  other  day,  that  there  were  different  sources  of  representation  in  this  Council. 

The  President  put  the  amendment  to  the  amendment,  and  on  a  vote  having  been  taken 
declared  it  lost.

The  President  put  the  original  motion,  and  on  a  vote  having  been  taken  declared  it 
carried.

Moved  by  Dr.  Brock,  seconded  by  Dr.  Barrick,  That  the  Official  Announcement  shall 
be  indexed.      Carried. 

Dr.  Emory  asked  and  obtained  leave  to  present  a  special  report  of  the  Committee  on 
Examinations. 

Dr.  Emory  presented  and  read  report  of  the  special  committee  appointed  to  6onsider 
the  question  of  examinations. 
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REPORT    OF    SPECIAL    COMMITTEE    ON    EXAMINATIONS. 

To  the  President -and  members  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Council: 

The  special  committee  appointed  to  consider  the  question  of  examinations  beg  leave  to 
report  as  follows  : 

1st.  We  recommend  that  By-law  No.  70  be  amended  by  striking  out  the  word  "seven" 
in  Clause  4,  and  substituting  therefor  the  word  "five." 

2nd.  That  the  time  allotted  to  each  candidate  with  each  Examiner  be  extended  from  ten 
to  fifteen  minutes. 

3rd.  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  the  Examiners  in  Descriptive  Anatomy  and  Medical 
and  Surgical  Anatomy  that  their  papers  for  the  written  examination  in  said  subjects  shall 
each  contain  ten  questions.

Moved  by  Dr.  Emory,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moore,  That  the  report  be  adopted. 

The  President  read  the  motion. 

Dr.  Williams — I  would  just  like  to  offer  a  word  or  two  in  explanation  of  that  for  fear 
some  person  else  shall  be  got  into  the  unpleasant  feeling  about  the  matter  that  I  got  into 
myself.  You  will  observe  there  that  the  clinical  examinations  are  apparently  in  the 
ordinary  time  of  an  oral  examination,  which  is  fifteen  minutes  ;  and  when  we  think  about 
it,  fifteen  minutes  at  a  clinical  examination  seems  like  nothing.  That  view  produces  an 
uncomfortable  feeling  ;  you  think  you  have  the  name  of  doing  something  when  you  really 
do  nothing.  But  I  met  the  Examiner  this  afternoon,  and  had  a  talk  with  him  about  it  ;  and 
according  to  what  he  tells  me  the  practice  is,  the  candidates  have  about  an  hour  apiece  in 
place  of  fifteen  minutes.  They  are  taken  into  a  ward  where  there  are  about  twenty  beds, 
one  ward  provided  for  medical  students  and  the  other  for  the  surgeon  ;  and  there  is  an 
Assistant  Examiner  in  the  ward  with  the  students.  The  students  are  taken  into  that  ward  in 
groups  of  about  eight,  and  they  are  assigned  to  certain  patients,  and  are  allowed  about  an 
hour  to  examine  their  cases  aud  make  their  preparations  ;  then  the  Examiner  gets  at  them 
and  he  spends  about  fifteen  minutes  questioning  them  on  the  cases  that  they  have  had, 
which  practically  gives  them  in  the  neighborhood  of  an  hour  to  work  up  their  cases,  and 
they  can  tell  it  all  within  fifteen  minutes  without  any  trouble  ;  so  I  think  the  examination 
in  a  clinical  line  is  in  that  way  perfectly  satisfactory,  while  if  it  were  just  a  fifteen  minute 
examination  it  would  be  an  absurdity. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and  on  a  vote  having  been  taken  declared  it  carried. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Campbell,  seconded  by  Dr.  Dickson,  the  Council  adjourned  at  9.30 
p.m.,  to  meet  at  ten  o'clock  to-morrow  morning.

Dr.  Moorhouse — I  would  like  to  ask  the  mover  of  this  resolution  his  reason  for 
bringing  in  this  alteration. 

Dr.  Emory — I  should  just  reply  that  the  Council  last  night  adopted  the  recommen- 
dation of  the  committee  to  make  that  change.  I  am  merely  introducing  the  by-law  by  order 
of  the  Council.

Moved  by  Dr.  Emory,  That  the  committee  rise  and  report.     Carried. 

The  committee  rose.     The  President  in  the  chair.

No.  70  be  read  the  third  time,  numbered,  signed  by  the  President,  and  sealed  with  the 
seal  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario.     Carried. 

By-law  No.  74  to  Amend  By-law  No.  70. 

That  Paragraph  2  of  Section  4  is  amended  by  erasing  the  word  "seven  "  and  substitut- 
ing therefor  the  word  "five."

Moved  by  Dr.  Williams,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moore,  That  the  mover  have  leave  to  intro- 
duce a  by-law  for  the  purpose  of  settling  the  annual  fee,  and  that  it  be  now  read  the  first 
time.     Carried. 

The  by-law  received  its  first  reading. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Williams,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moore,  and  resolved,  That  the  Council  go 
into  Committee  of  the  Whole  for  the  purpose  of  reading  the  by-law  a  second  time. 

The  President  read  the  motion. 

Dr.  Armour — I  desire  to  speak  to  this  motion.  It  will  be  remembered  that  last  year 
I  opposed  the  assessment  of  the  fee,  for  the  reason  that  I  considered  it  unnecessary  except 
for  the  carrying  of  this  building,  and  at  that  time  I  did  not  think  we  should  assess  it  for 
that  purpose.  We  are,  however,  in  a  little  different  position  this  year  ;  our  finances  are  in 
a  much  improved  condition,  according  to  our  estimates,  which  have  not  yet  been  presented, 
but  which  should  have  been  presented  before  this  by-law  is  introduced,  because  there  is 
some  recommendation  in  the  financial  report  about  this  ;  that  should  have  been  done 
before  the  by-law  was  presented.  However,  the  Finance  Committee  will  pardon  me  for 
referring  to  the  estimates  here,  so  that  this  can  be  disposed  of  at  the  present  time.  This 
year,  it  would  appear,  we  are  in  a  much  better  position  financially  than  we  were  last  year  ; 
that,  without  the  assessment  of  an  annual  fee,  our  estimates  will  show  us  that  we  have  an 
expectation  of  a  surplus  of  about  $7,000.00.  Now,  with  this  prospect  before  us,  I  think  it 
would  be  very  unwise  to  again  assess  this  annual  fee.  I  will  not  detain  you  longer,  but  will 
content  myself  with  thus  briefly  entering  my  protest  against  this  assessment. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and  on  a  vote  having  been  taken  declared  it  carried. 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole.     Dr.  Shaw  in  the  chair. 

The  Chairman  read  the  by-law. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Williams,  That  the  by-law  be  taken  up  clause  by  clause.  .  Carried. 

Dr.  Campbell — Before  this  is  proceeded  with,  1  would  like  to  ask  if  it  would  be  pos- 
sible to  lay  on  the  desks  of  the  members  any  statement  as  to  the  number  of  delinquents  and 
the  payment  of  past  assessments  and  the  amount  due,  which  might  be  of  some  assistance  to 
the  members. 

The  President — Dr.  Pyne  can  have  that  statement  placed  on  the  members'  desks  at 
once. 

The  Registrar  distributed  copies  of  the  statement  referred  to,  Bhowing  the  members  in 
arrears. 

Dr.  Campbell — My  intention  was  to  ask  for  a  simple  statement  as  to  the  amount  paid 
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in,  how. many  had  paid,  and  how  many  had  not  paid  ;  so  that  the  Council  could  judge  of  the 
necessity  of  adopting  means  of  collecting  that  would  equalize  the  payment-;  so  that  all  the 
people  would  be  alike,  and  I  think  perhaps  it  might  save  trouble  if  we  can  get  the  statement 
showing  how  many  there  are  who  have  not  paid  and  how  many  have  paid. 

The  Registrar — Up  to  the  31st  of  December,  1895,  1,133  members  paid  their  assess- 
ments ;  this  amounted  to  86,800.00  odd. 

Dr.  Reddick — What  proportion  of  those  men  were  very  much  in  arrears  ? 

The  Registrar — Most  of  these  were  men  recently  in  arrears,  but  some  were  a  long 
time  in  arrears.  One  member  was  in  to  see  me  yesterday  who  owes  $26.00,  and  he  said  he 
would  send  me  a  cheque  this  week. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — What  was  the  largest  sum  paid  by  any  one  man  ? 

The  Registrar — $20.00  was  the  largest  sum,  excepting  a  member  of  the  Council  who 
paid  826.00. 

The  Chairman  read  Clause  No.  1. 

On  motion  .of  Dr.  Williams,  Clause  No.  1  was  adopted. 

The  Chairman  read  Clause  No.  2. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Williams,  the  clause  was  adopted. 

Dr.  Armour — I  think  it  is  not  righo  for  the  appointed  members  to  vote  on  this  ;  when 
it  comes  from  a  committee  appointed  by  the  Council,  I  think  that  territorial  members  only 
should  vote  on  this. 

The  Chairman— I  think  Dr.*  Armour  is  right,  the  vote  should  be  only  by  the  territorial 
members.     I  will  put  the  vote  again. 

The  Chairman  again  read  Clause  No.  2. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Williams,  Clause  No.  2  was  adopted. 

The  Chairman  read  the  preamble. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Williams  the  preamble  was  adopted  as  read. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Williams,  seconded  by  Dr.  Henry,  That  the  committee  rise  and  report 
the  by-law  as  read  and  passed  in  Committee  of  the  Whole.     Carried. 

The  committee  rose.     The  President  in  the  chair. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Williams,  seconded  by  Dr.  Bray,  and  resolved,  That  the  by-law  be  now 
read  and  finally  passed,  signed,  sealed  and  numbered. 

By-law  No.  75. 

Whereas  it  is  necessary  and  expedient  that  an  annual  fee  be  paid  by  each  member  of 
the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  towards  the  general  expenses  of  the 
College  ; 

And  whereas  by  By-law  No.  69  of  the  Council  of  the  said  College,  it  was  enacted  that 
Section  41a  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act  be  suspended  until  the  1st  day  of  June,  1896, 
then  to  come  into  force  in  case  a  sufficient  amount  of  dues  is  not  paid  to  cover  the  bank 
liability  ; 

And  whereas  a  sufficient  amount  of  dues  has  not  been  paid,  and  it  is  expedient  to 
remove  all  doubts  as  to  the  coming  into  force  of  the  said  section  ; 

Now  therefore  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  enacts  as  follows  r 

1.  Each  member  of  the  College  shall  pay  to  the  Registrar,  towards  the  general  expenses 
of  the  College  for  the  current  year,  an  annual  fee  of  the  amount  of  two  dollars  ($2,00),  pur- 
suant to  the  provisions  of  Section  27  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act. 

2.  And  it  is  hereby  declared  and  enacted  that  Clause  41a  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act 
has  been  in  force  from  the  1st  of  June,  1896,  and  is  now  in  full  force  and  effect. 

Adopted  in  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

G.  M.  Shaw, 

Chairman  Committee  of  the  Whole. 
Adopted  in  Council.     A.  F.  Rogers. 
The  President  read  the  motion. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  do  not  propose  making  any  observations  of  any  length,  but  I  want 
the  Council  to  thoroughly  understand  that  a  large  section  of  the  profession  is  opposed  to 
this  under  the  present  state  of  affairs.  I  am  opposed  to  it  ;  I  do  not  think  it  should  be 
passed.  I  think  it  is  wrong  in  principle,  and  without  any  further  remarks,  because  my 
opinions  are  known  in  the  Council,  and  I  do  not  wish  to  take  up  the  time  of  the  Council, 
I  shall  vote  against  it  and  ask  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

Dr.  Sangstbe— I  am  in  somewhat  a  similar  position.  I  am  not  going  to  make  any 
lengthy  remarks.  There  is  no  doubt  that  a  large  section  of  the  profession  is  strongly,  I 
might  say  violently,  opposed  the  reinstation  of  the  coercive  clauses  of  the  Act,  and  in  many 
cases  to  the  assessment  itself.  I  believe  that  in  certain  places  all  the  physicians  in  the 
town  have  passed  resolutions  stating  that  they  would  not  pay  one  dollar  of  that  tax  while 
the  money  resulting  was  appropriated  to  purposes  quite  outside  the  Medical  Act.     This 
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Council  show  no  disposition  to  economize,  they  still  cling  to  Micawber  Hall  and  seem  disposed 
to  continue  to  ;  and  it  is  into  this  corner  lot  most  of  this  money  goes  ;  and  the  profession 
are  opposed  to  the  tax.  They  have  a  strong  conviction,  and  I  have  a  strong  conviction,  that 
this  Council  are  quite  capable  of  spending  whatever  money  may  flow  into  their  coffers  ;  but 
I  have  an  equally  strong  conviction  that  if  they  made  honest  attempts  to  economize,  if  their 
economical  ideas  proceeded  any  farther  than  words,  that  that  tax  would  not  be  necessary. 
I  still  regard  the  tax  as  unnecessary,  and  I  still  regard  it  as  unconstitutional  and  vexatious. 
I  am  opposed  to  the  tax,  and  I  am  speaking  on  behalf  of  that  part  of  the  profession  which 
is  opposed  to  it. 

Dr.  Henry — I  rise  merely  to  repeat  what  I  have  repeated  for  some  years.  We  cannot 
get  on  without  the  tax  ;  that  is  apparent  to  every  person  ;  we  must  have  money  to  carry  on 
the  work  of  the  Council.  But  I  am  opposed  to  the  mode  of  collecting  it  ;  I  am  opposed  to 
the  coercive  legislation.  I  think  the  profession  have  done  very  well  this  last  year,  and  I 
believe  if  we  were  to  allow  that  clause  to  remain  in  abeyance  for  another  year  the  profession 
would  respond,  perhaps  better  than  they  did  last  year.  I  will  vote  against  the  reimposition 
of  Section  41a,  on  the 'ground  that  I  do  not  like  the  coercive  character  ;  while  I  admit  that 
the  money  is  required  and  that  every  man  should  pay  his  fee,  for  I  think  it  is  unjust  that  I 
and  a  few  others  should  pay,  while  others,  again,  go  scotfree. 

Dr.  Thornton — While  I  would  like  to  direct  my  efforts  to  harmonize  the  conflicting 
elements  of  the  profession  and  of  this  Council,  I  feel  thoroughly  satisfied  that  this  by-law 
and  its  influences  will  tend  directly  in  the  opposite  way,  and  therefore  I  feel  bound  to  vote 
against  it. 

Dr.  Williams— Mr.  President,  I  think  it  is,  perhaps,  useless  for  us  to  discuss  this 
matter  at  any  very  great  length,  and  I  think  the  gentlemen  who  have  spoken  have  displayed 
a  good  deal  of  judgment  in  that  particular,  and  I  must  commend  them  for  not  having  gone 
into  the  matter  more  fully  than  they  did,  because  the  opinions  of  all  the  Council  are  well 
known.  I  think  I  may  say,  as  well  as  every  member  of  the  Council  may  say,  that  we  are 
opposed  to  paying  that  fee  if  it  were  not  necessary.  Do  you  think  I  would  like  to  go  into 
my  pocket  for  two  dollars  and  give  it  out  if  I  could  see  an  honest  and  good  and  feasible  way 
of  doing  without  it  ?  We  only  want  to  pay  because  we  feel  it  is  necessary  to  pay  it.  Then, 
why  do  we  support  the  "coercive  clauses,"  as  they  are  called  ?  We  do  not  support  them 
because  we  love  them.  We  do  not  love  them  a  bit  more  than  the  rest  of  the  profession  do, 
not  one  of  us  ;  but  we  support  them  because  it  is  the  only  possible  way  that  has  been  pre- 
sented to  us  by  which  the  whole  profession  may  be  placed  on  an  equality,  placed  on  the 
same  common  platform — that  when  one  pays  the  others  shall  pay  ;  they  all  should  pay  alike, 
because  they  all  derive  like  advantages.  That  is  our  view.  We  do  not  love  the  coercive 
clauses,  neither  do  we  love  the  assessment,  but  we  look  upon  it  as  a  necessity  ;  and  the  best 
and  most  feasible  and  fairest  way  it  can  possibly  be  carried  out.  I  do  not  just  care  to  follow 
Dr.  Sangster  in  his  intimation  that  the  Council  might  be  more  economical  and  then  this 
would  not  be  necessary.  I  will  not  take  the  trouble  to  go  over  some  votes  of  the  Council 
since  our  present  meeting,  or  we  might  point  out  that  where  the  majority  of  the  Council  were 
inclined  to  an  economical  course  the  so-called  economical  men  were  inclined  to  draw  us  into 
a  little  more  expense.  I  think  the  members  of  the  Council  are  not  looking  for  extravagance 
and  waste,  but  sometimes  we  are  compelled  to  do  things  from  expediency  which  we  believe 
to  be  the  best  under  the  circumstances — not  perhaps  that  we  love  them,  or  not  perhaps  that 
they  would  be  our  opinion  if  we  could  fix  things  just  as  we  liked  ;  but  rather  to  get  it  in  the 
best  and  most  satisfactory  way  under  the  circumstances.  I  believe,  in  the  administration  of 
public  business,  that  the  man  who  can  take  hold  of  circumstances  and  fit  his  proceedings  to 
those,  is  the  successful  man  ;  not  the  man  who  fixes  up  a  theory  in  advance  and  opposes 
everything  because  it  does  not  come  just  in  harmony  with  his  theory.  As  I  said  before,  we 
do  not  love  these  things  more  than  the  rest,  but  we  look  upon  this  as  the  most  practicable 
and  most  feasible  and  the  best  under  the  circumstances. 

Dr.  Reddick — I,  like  the  rest,  do  not  like  to  take  up  unnecessarily  any  time  of  the 
Council.  I  will  vote  against  this  because  I  think  it  is  wrong  in  principle  and  because  a 
majority  of  the  members  of  the  constituency  that  sent  me  here  told  me  to  do  so. 

Dr.  Bray  — My  reasons  for  supporting  this  are  strengthened  by  what  Dr.  Armour  said 
I  trior  to  going  into  Committee  of  the  Whole.  He  says  our  finances  are  in  a  very  much  better 
state  now  than  they  were  this  time  last  year,  and  I  would  ask  him  the  reason  of  that.  Is  it 
not  because  of  the  passage  of  this  by-law  last  year,  with  the  coercive  clause,  if  you  term  it 
so,  being  suspended  ?  Is  that  not  the  cause  of  our  financial  condition  being  better  i  We 
heard  the  Registrar  say  there  was  something  in  the  neighborh  »od  of  $7,000.00  paid  in  last 
year  ;  and  I  would  like  to  ask  you  how  much  was  paid  in  before  the  clause  was  suspended, 
three  years  ago  '  There  was  not  ^.'300.00  paid  in.  Now,  that  being  the  case,  is  it  fair  to 
those  gentlemen  who  paid  the  $7,000.00  that  others  who  will  not  pay  anything  should  receive 
the  benefits  %  I  say  no;  and  for  t  hat ,  and  if  for  no  other  reason,  I  would  support  this 
motion,  and  my  constituents  uphold  me  in  it.      My  constituents  say  to  me,  k'  If  you  go  down 
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there  and  do  not  make  every  man  pay,  we  think  it  is  very  unfair  indeed  to  those  who  have 
paid,  and  we  will  not  pay  another  dollar  ;  and,  moreover,  if  there  is  any  possibility  of  get- 
ting back  what  we  have  paid,  we  will  endeavor  to  get  it  back  unless  other  gentlemen  in  the 
profession  are  placed  in  the  same  position  as  we  are."  I  have  given  you  one  reason,  I  could 
give  you  many  others,  why  we  should  pass  this  motion,  and  I  say  the  arguments  in  opposi- 
tion to  this  motion  only  strengthen  me  in  my  support  of  it. 

Dr.  Dickson — I  propose  to  vote  for  the  by-law.  I  would  hesitate  if  I  thought  the 
number  this  list  represents  was  the  number  opposed  to  pay  the  fee,  but  I  take  it  if  we  sub- 
tracted from  this  list  those  who  are  dead  and  those  who  are  absent  from  the  Province  and 
those  who  are  refusing  to  pay  because  a  certain  proportion  have  failed  to  pay  and  are 
unwilling  to  pay,  we  will  find  the  number  of  those  opposed  is  very  small  indeed. 

Dr.  Armour — Mr.  President,  I  am  rather  surprised  at  the  composure  with  which  many 
members  of  this  Council  undertake  to  carry  out  the  conditions  contained  in  this  by-law. 
This  threat  was  made  to  the^profession  a  year  ago  ;  in  fact,  we  can  go  away  back  to  1881  or 
1882,  when  it  was  first  introduced, — you  all  know  with  what  result  then,  and  you  know  with 
what  result  within  the  past  year.  Although  it  has  been  hanging  over  the  heads  of  the  pro- 
fession for  the  last  year,  there  is  over  half  of  the  profession  who  have  not  paid  their  fees  and 
who  are  not  going  to  be  forced  in  that  way  to  pay  them.  The  main  contention  that  has  been 
brought  up  here  why  this  Section  41m  should  be  applied  at  the  present  time,  is  that  some 
have  paid  and  others  have  not.  I  maintain  that  if  this  fee  is  an  improper  fee,  as  evidently 
the  majority  of  the  profession  view  it,  the  fact  that  a  few  members  of  the  profession 
should  have  paid  it  is  no  reason  why  any  other  members  should  pay  it.  We  must  not 
assume,  or  we  cannot  reasonably  assume,  that  those  who  have  paid  during  the  past  year,  or 
any  considerable  portion  of  them,  approve  of  either  the  tax  or  the  penal  coercion.  I  know 
in  my  division  quite  a  large  number  have  paid,  but  they  have  paid  it  protestingly  ;  and  they 
tell  me  that  they  paid  it  rather  than  have  any  legal  or  other  troubles  about  it,  on  account  of 
the  small  amount  of  the  tax.  They  have  paid  it,  but  they  object  to  the  principle,  they 
object  to  the  tax  ;  and  they  object  to  a  penal  coercion  being  applied  to  the  profession  ;  and 
if  it  comes  to  a  test,  they  say  they  are  willing  to  hold  out  to  the  last  against  this  Council  in 
that  matter.  I  believe  there  are  fully  two-thirds  of  the  profession  who  are  opposed  to  this 
penal  coercion,  and  if  the  Council  insist  on  forcing  it  on  them  they  will  resist  the  Council 
to  the  last  extremity. 

Dr.  Shaw — I  will  be  guided  very  much  in  what  I  have  to  say  by  the  example  of  those 
who  have  spoken,  by  being  very  brief.  I  have  to  say  in  the  first  place  I  would  have  to 
regard  myself  as  an  anti-coercionist  on  this  by-law  ;  in  the  second  place,  I  think  it  is  my 
conviction,  at  any  rate  it  is  my  constituents'  conviction,  that  until  the  Council  show  some 
desire  and  make  some  effort,  as  a  Council,  to  curtail  the  expenses  which  are  connected  with 
the  proceedings  throughout  the  year,  they  will  not  willingly  pay  the  annual  dues.  The 
majority  of  them  feel  that  they  should  pay  annual  dues,  but  until  they  are  convinced  that 
the  business  of  the  Council  is  carried  on  more  economically,  I  think  the  majoritj7  of  them 
would  pay  it  very  reluctantly. 

Dr.  Dickson — Does  Dr.  Shaw  think  this  Council  have  willingly  increased  the  expenditure  ? 

Dr.  Shaw — Nobody  does  that. 

Dr.  Dickson — I  thought  Dr.  Shaw  was  speaking  for  his  constituents,  and  it  was  his  own 
opinion  we  were  extravagant  in  the  conduct  of  the  affairs  of  this  Council. 

Dr.  Shaw — I  am  very  glad  to  reply  to  that ;  my  conviction,  as  expressed  here  a  few  days 
ago,  was  that  we  were  spending  more  money  than  the  finances  of  this  Council  would  permit. 
I  said  it  then,  and  I  repeat  it  now,  and  I  am  prepared  to  repeat  it  here  from  day  to  day,  not 
only  for  my  constituents,  but  for  myself. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  have  nothing  to  say  of  the  merits  of  the  question  one  way  or  another, 
but  owing  to  the  unfortunate  absence  of  Dr.  Roome,  the  representative  of  the  territorial 
division  in  which  I  live,  I  wish  to  place  before  the  Council  the  sentiments  of  the  physicians 
of  the  city  of  London,  without  comment.  That  body,  at  the  commencement  of  this 
agitation,  through  a  mistaken  idea  of  the  situation,  as  you  all  know  strongly  memorialized 
the  Legislature  against  the  actions  of  the  Medical  Council.  The  opinion  of  that  body  is 
now  shown  in  the  copy  of  a  resolution  passed  at  the  regular  meeting  of  the  London  Medical 
Association  on  February  10th,  1896.  I  may  say  that  I  am  not  a  member  of  that 
Association  ;  it  is  composed  of  the  general  practitioners  of  the  city. 

Dr.  Armour — How  many  members  were  present  at  that  meeting  ? 

Dr.  Campbell  -I  cannot  tell  you. 

Dr.  Armour — It  might  lead  to  a  false  impression.  There  might  have  been  only  three 
or  four  present  at  that  meeting,  and  if  that  was  the  case,  it  would  have  very  little  weight. 

Dr.  Bray — I  want  to  answer  that  question,  because  I  know  ;  I  was  communicated  with 
by  the  President  and  Secretary  of  that  Association,  and  there  were  twenty-seven  members 
present  when  that  resolution  was  passed. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  do  not  know  anything  about  that ;  I  know  that  resolution  was  passed 
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unanimously  by  this  Association  and  was  published  in  the  journal,  and  was  never 
objected  to. 

Dr.  Barrick — The  position  I  took  last  year  in  this  matter,  and  which  I  take  now,  is 
strongly  in  accordance  with  what  Dr.  Armour  has  stated,  in  this  respect,  that  the  estimates 
of  the  year  should  be  discussed  by  this  Council  before  we  incur  any  of  the  expenses  for  the 
present  year.  As  we  have  been  doing  business,  the  Council  are  open  to  the  charge  of  being 
extravagant.  Now  if  the  estimates  had  been  before  us,  Dr.  Shaw  would  have  been  in  a 
position  to  point  out  to  us,  when  we  were  discussing  the  estimates  of  the  year,  and  to  state 
in  what  particular  item  we  were  being  extravagant,  and  it  would  have  been  better  for  him 
then  to  have  pointed  out  in  what  way  we  could  have  avoided  this  extravagance.  I  am  sure 
that  every  member  of  this  Council  will  easily  be  led  in  a  way  that  will  lead  to  economy  and 
efficiency  in  conducting  the  business  of  this  Council,  but  there  is  just  this,  that  Dr.  Shaw  lias 
not  an  opportunity,  the  estimates  have  not  been  presented,  and  therefore  in  making  a 
charge  of  that  kind  it  is  unfair  to  this  Council  and  it  is  unfair  to  every  medical  man  in  this 
Province  to  charge  this  Council  with  being  extravagant  when  he  cannot  point  wherein  we 
can  lessen  the  expenses  of  the  Council.  I  hope  that  at  another  session  we  will  have  in  the 
early  part  the  estimates  brought  forward.  Dr.  Armour  has  said  that  the  Finance  Committee 
this  year  are  preparing  estimates  for  the  year,  but  how  can  the  Finance  Committee  prepare 
the  estimates  when  they  do  not  know  what  we  are  to  pay  for  printing  and  publishing  this 
Announcement 

The  President — You  are  getting  away  from  the  subject,  Dr.  Barrick  ;  you  must  keep 
to  the  subject. 

Dr.  Barrick— How  am  I  going  to  vote  for  that  by-law  unless  it  can  be  shown  to  me  that 
we  are  using  every  other  means  of  retrenchment?  (Hear,  hear.)  I  submit  that  the  esti- 
mates should  be  given  to  us  first.  In  the  face  of  the  statement  of  last  year,  I  maintain  that 
we  cannot  carry  on  the  affairs  of  this  Council  without  those  estimates.  We  tried  some  years 
ago,  as  Dr.  Bray  has  said,  without  that  by-law,  and  we  got  about  $300.00  in.  Last  year  we 
tried,  with  the  by-law  with  the  penal  clause  suspended,  and  we  collected  $7,000.00  ;  and  our 
improved  financial  condition  is  now  a  result  of  the  passage  of  that  by-law  last  year.  (Hear, 
hear.)  As  I  understand  this  matter,  although  that  by-law  comes  into  force  now,  it  cannot 
be  acted  on  for  another  year.     Am  I  correct  in  that  ? 

Dr.  Bray — It  is  in  force  now. 

Dr.  Barrick — I  understand  that  it  cannot  be  acted  on  until  it  has  been  in  force  another 
year. 

Dr.  Britton — That  is  correct. 

Dr.  Barrick — That  we  cannot  act  on  that  for  another  year,  so  that  we  will  have  a  very 
good  sample  this  year  of  what  we  can  do  ;  and  if  by  another  year  we  find  that  the  responses 
have  come  in  sufficiently,  we  can  easily  rescind  that  by-law  next  year,  before  it  is  actually  put 
into  force  ;  and  then  we  will  have  before  us  what  we  got  without  the  by-lawr,  what  we  got 
with  the  by-law  with  the  penal  clause  suspended,  and  we  will  have  what  we  received  with 
the  penal  clause  in  force,  without  having  to  bring  an  action.  Then  if  we  have  the  estimates 
brought  in  next  year,  there  is  no  one  in  this  Council  who  is  more  ready  and  conscientiously 
prepared  than  I  am  to  stop  the  carrying  into  force  of  that  section,  just  as  long  as  it  can  be 
shown  that  it  is  not  required  and  just  as  long  as  the  estimates  can  convince  me  that  we  can 
carry  on  the  affairs  of  this  Council  without  forcing  that  clause.  But  it  is  perfectly  clear  from 
the  Treasurer's  report  last  year,  that  such  a  thing  at  present  cannot  be  done,  and  therefore  I 
must  this  year  support  that  motion. 

Dr.  Brock — My  views  upon  this  subject  have  been  expressed  at  a  previous  meeting 
of  the  Council,  and  I  find  no  reason  to  change  my  former  opinion.  I  will  not  detain  you 
longer,  but  will  content  myself  with  saying  that  the  members  who  are  now  owing  this 
Council,  whom  I  have  spoken  to  as  delinquents,  declare  that  the}'  cannot  view  with  com- 
posure the  fact  that  we  are  not  taking  active  steps  to  collect  money  from  every  person  who 
is  owing  the  Council,  and  their  only  reason  for  refusing  payment  is  that  we  are  not  enforcing 
payment  by  every  ludividual  who  owes  us. 

Dr.  Sangster — It  has  been  stated  that  if  that  by-law  passes  in  its  present  form  no 
action  can  be  taken  upon  it,  in  regard  to  what  the  Council  calls  the  delinquent  debtors, 
until  a  year  from  next  December  or  from  the  coming  December.  If  1  understand  the  Act 
aright,  on  the  31st  of  December  the  Registrar  is  required  to  notify  those  who  have  not  paid. 
and  forthwith,  two  months  after  that,  we  erase  their  names  from  t  he  Register.  I  would  like 
this  to  be  clearly  understood.  A  good  deal  of  misapprehension  prevails  in  the  profession, 
and  I  am  quite  sure  that  if  you  can  convince  the  electorate  thai  you  are  standing  practically 
on  legal  grounds  in  regard  to  your  by-law,  that  you  would  have  nearly  every  dollar  of  the 
past  dues  paid  into  the  Council.  The  resolution  asking  for  this  the  other  day  you  though! 
wise  to  throw  out,  but  I  would  like  that  every  member  of  our  College  resident  through  the 
country  should  be  in  a  position  to  clearly  comprehend  his  exact  position  in  regard  to  this 
Council.     If  he  has  to  pay  now  and  docs  noi  pay  before  the  Mist  of  next  December,  will  it  he 
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the  duty  of  the  Registrar,  as  I  take  it  it  will  be,  two  months  after  that,  to  notify  him  that 
his  name  is  erased  from  the  Register,  or  will  the  suspension  of  action  in  that  matter  go  on 
until  a  year  from  next  December  ?  Perhaps  Dr.  Williams  or  some  other  gentlemen  that  are 
in  the  inner  circle  would  just  explain  that. 

The  President— Your  question  is  to  me.  I  think  the  matter  is  probably  a  legal  inter- 
pretation ;  it  is  an  interpretation  of  a  section  of  the  Act,  and  no  doubt  before  any  action  is 
taken,  the  Solicitor,  Mr.  Osier,  will  be  requested  by  the  Registrar  to  tell  him  whether  he 
shall  act  next  November,  or  whether  he  shall  act  a  year  from  next  November. 

Dr.  Sangster — Then  I  submit  that  advice  should  be  obtained  now.  I  am  quite  certain 
you  will  have  actions  enough  on  your  hands,  but  why  multiply  them  by  leaving  anybody  in 
doubt  until  action  is  taken  ? 

The  President — Dr.  Williams  would  probably  be  able  to  explain  it  from  his  stand- 
point, but  I  am  quite  satisfied,  before  any  action  is  taken,  the  Solicitor's  advice  would  be 
had. 

Dr.  Shaw — Perhaps  I  might  be  permitted  to  rise  to  a  matter  of  privilege,  although  I 
have  spoken  already.  Dr.  Barrick,  I  think,  was  kind  enough  to  say,  if  I  understood  him 
aright,  that  until  I  could  point  out  that  there  was  excessive  expenditure  in  some  way  in 
connection  with  the  Council  and  their  proceedings,  I  should  not  charge  the  Council  with 
spending  more  money  than  was  necessary  to  carry  on  their  proceedings.     Is  that  right '] 

Dr.  Barrick — That  is  correct. 

Dr.  Shaw — Mr.  President,  I  think  I  pointed  out  three  or  four  days  ago  very  plainly 
that  in  my  opinion  the  Council  were  paying  out  more  money  towards  conducting  the  annual 
session  of  the  Council  than  in  my  opinion  the  finances  would  permit.  I  thought  I  had 
pointed  out  then  that  if  Dr.  Barrick  (and  the  rest  of  us)  would  accept  $2.50  a  day  for  five 
days,  less  than  he  now  accepts  for  his  sessional  allowance,  the  Council  would  be  saving  in 
round  figures  one  thousand  dollars  to  the  profession.  I  think  I  showed  that  very  plainly, 
and  I  think  Dr.  Barrick  will  admit  that  my  figures  were  correct ;  but  he  rather  chose  to  put 
the  $12.50  in  his  pocket,  which  I  think  would  have  been  a  very  small  sum  indeed  for  each 
member  of  the  Council  to  have  left  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  and  have  thus  saved  the 
profession  of  the  Province  one  thousand  dollars.  I  think  that  is  sufficient  justification  for 
the  observation  I  have  made. 

Dr.  Williams — I  felt  somewhat  amused  at  Dr.  Sangster  speaking  as  though  I  was  in 
the  inner  circle.  I  have  not  learned  up  to  the  present  that  there  was  any  special  inner 
circle  in  this  Council.  I  thought  that  every  man  who  came  into  the  Council  stood  upon 
exactly  the  same  platform  and  that  they  were  in  the  inner  circle 

Dr.  Armour — I  rise  to  a  point  of  order.  Dr.  Williams  has  already  spoken  to  this 
motion. 

The  President — On  the  request  of  the  chair,  he  is  now  speaking  again. 

Dr.  Armour — The  Chair  has  answered  the  question. 

The  President — I  have  asked  Dr.  Williams  to  answer. 

Dr.  Armour — He  is  not  answering  it. 

The  President — Dr.  Williams  is  in  order. 

Dr.  Williams — I  am  replying  to  a  little  pleasantry  of  Dr.  Sangster's.  I  want  to  say 
that  every  man  in  this  Council  is  in  the  same  inner  circle  as  I  am,  and  I  claim  I  am  in  order 
because  I  moved  this  resolution,  and  I  have  a  right  to  reply  later  on  ;  but  now  I  am  not 
going  to  speak  on  the  resolution,  but  simply  to  answer  the  question  of  Dr.  Sangster,  to  the 
best  of  my  ability.  I  will  ask  you,  gentlemen,  to  turn  up  the  Act,  which  you  will  find  in  the 
Register,  on  pages  xxviii  and  xxix.  (Reads  Section  41a,  Sub-section  1.)  Then  passing  on  to 
Sub-section  5,  we  find  :  "  After  twelve  months'  default  in  taking  out  such  certificate,  and  if 
two  months'  notice  of  such  default  be  given  by  registered  letter,  addressed  to  the  registered 
address  of  such  defaulter,  the  Registrar  shall,  if  payment  has  not  been  made  by  the 
defaulter,  erase  the  name  of  the  medical  practitioner  so  in  default  from  the  Register,  and 
the  provisions  of  this  Act  as  to  unregistered  medical  practitioners  shall  forthwith  apply." 
We  are  dealing  with  the  year  1896,  and  my  explanation  is  that  that  fee  is  legally  due  on  the 
1st  of  January,  1896,  and  is  supposed  to  be  payable  any  time  through  the  year,  and 
members  of  this  Council  are  allowed  until  the  31st  of  December  of  the  year  1896  to  pay  that 
fee,  and  they  are  not  considered  in  default  until  that  31st  of  December  arrives.  Then  we 
start  into  1897,  and  under  Section  5  our  members  have  a  right  to  become  one  year  in 
default,  which  takes  us  to  the  31st  of  December,  1897,  and  then  there  must  be  two  months' 
notice  after  that.  So  that  they  have  two  years  and  two  months  in  which  to  get  in  their 
82.00  payments.  I  submit  that  that  is  not  a  very  coercive  measure  to  any  member  of  the 
profession. 

Dr.  Sangster — That  is  satisfactory.  I  merely  wanted  it  correctly  placed.  As  to  the 
inner  circle,  I  will  still  retain  my  convictions,  and  I  feel  very  much  that  I  am  in  the  outer 
circle,  whether  Dr.  Williams  is  in  the  inner  circle  or  not. 

The  President — We  are  all  in  the  one  circle,  for  the  benefit  of  the  profession. 
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The  President  put  the  motion  for  the  third  reading,  and  on  a  vote  having  been  taken 
declared  it  carried. 

Dr.  Sangster  called  for  the  yeas  and  nays. 

Dr.  Williams — I  would  specially  like  the  yeas  and  nays. 

The  Registrar  took  the  yeas  and  nays  as  follows  : 

Yeas — Drs.  Barrick,  Bray,  Brock,  Campbell,  Dickson,  Emory,  Graham,  Hanly,  Hender- 
son, Logan,  Luton,  Machell,  Rogers,  Williams — 14. 

Nays — Drs.  Armour,  Henry,  McLaughlin,  Reddick,  Sangster,  Shaw,  Thornton — 7. 

Dr.  Williams — I  think  in  the  record  of  that  vote  going  into  the  Announcement  atten- 
tion should  be  called  to  the  fact  that  the  College  representatives  did  not  vote,  otherwise  the 
inference  might  be  drawn  by  the  profession  that  the  vote  was  taken  in  a  weak  Council,  that 
a  part  of  the  members  were  away,  while  really  it  is  in  a  full  Council,  so  far  as  this  vote  is 
concerned.     I  think  this  should  in  some  way  be  made  clear  to  the  profession. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — 1  think  that  is  very  important,  and  I  think  it  might  be  added  that 
the  Government  of  our  country  has  gone  a  little  in  the  direction  of  incapacitating  these  men, 
and  I  hope  they  will  completely  incapacitate  them  in  time. 

Dr.  Geikie — We  have  no  votes  on  this  question.  Is  it  legal  for  us  to  offer  our  annual 
assessment  ?     I  would  not  on  any  account  do  anything  illegal  in  that  way. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Sangster,  seconded  by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  That  the  opinion  of  the 
Solicitor  be  obtained  promptly  regarding  the  validity  of  the  Council's  action,  founded  on 
the  substitution  of  resolutions  in  lieu  of  by-laws,  covering  the  following  particulars  :  1st, 
the  constitution  of  the  Executive  Committee  ;  2nd,  the  payment  of  per  diem  allowances  to 
any  of  the  committees  ;  3rd,  the  payment  of  any  moneys  to  the  Examiners  ;  4th,  the  pay- 
ment of  any  salary  to  the  Official  Prosecutor  ;  5th,  the  fixing  of  the  time  of  examina- 
tions ;  and,  6th,  the  double  examination  at  Kingston  and  Toronto. 

The  President  read  the  motion. 

Dr.  Williams — I  have  no  objection  to  that  motion  being  carried,  but  I  have  some 
objection  to  its  wording.  I  think  it  is  unnecessary  for  Dr.  Sangster  to  insinuate  or  state, 
as  he  does  there,  that  the  Council  amend  by-laws  by  resolutions.  I  submit  that  the  Council 
have  more  sense  than  that,  and  that  they  have  not  done  so.  It  may  be,  in  places  where  it  is 
a  question  of  opinion  as  to  whether  it  needs  a  by-law  or  a  resolution.  But  the  Council  know 
perfectly  well  they  cannot  amend  a  by-law  by  a  resolution.  If  Dr.  Sangster  is  willing  to 
eliminate  that  part  of  his  resolution,  I  am  satisfied  the  whole  Council  will  assist  him  in  get- 
ting the  fullest  explanation  and  information  from  the  Solicitor  ;  but  I  think  it  is  objection- 
able to  put  in  something  of  that  sort  in  the  resolution,  casting  a  serious  reflection  upon  the 
Council's  knowledge  of  how  to  transact  public  business. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  think  the  usual  practice  when  a  resolution  is  introduced  or  a  motion 
is  introduced  is  that  the  mover  should  have  the  privilege  of  explaining  his  motion  before  any 
objection  is  taken  to  it,  and  I  think  my  friend,  Dr.  Williams,  would  have  been  more  in  order 
and  would  have  displayed  more  of  his  usual  good  taste  if  he  had  adopted  that  course  now. 
I  do  not,  have  not,  and  had  not  the  intention  of  casting  a  reflection  on  the  Council.  My 
resolution  was  somewhat  hastily  worded  after  I  came  into  the  room.  I  had  not  thought  of 
moving  it  until  I  came  in.  If  things  were  done  irregularly  in  the  past,  I  am  quite  prepared 
to  absolve  the  Council  for  a  large  amount  of  responsibility  in  regard  to  that  irregularity,  for 
I  believe  the  Council  inherited  these  irregularities  from  their  predecessors,  and  my  anxiety 
is  that  we  shall  not  go  on  in  the  same  irregular  manner  ;  and  I  think  I  would  have  been 
false  in  my  duty  to  my  fellow-members  in  this  Council  if  I  did  not  call  attention  to  certain 
irregularities  that  existed  in  the  past.  When  at  the  beginning  of  last  session  it  was  pointed 
out  that  the  payment  of  $3.00  for  hotel  expenses  was  not  covered  by  a  by-law,  but  merely 
by  resolution  or  a  report  of  the  committee,  it  was  claimed  by  one  of  the  members  that 
that  was  tantamount  or  equivalent  to  the  authority  of  a  by-law.  I  differ  from  that  very 
strongly  ;  I  think  there  are  legal  rulings  utterly  opposed  to  it.  I  am  not  asking  that  they 
shall  be  gone  into  now  ;  but  with  regard  to  the  relative  value  of  by-laws  and  resolutions,  I 
have  a  strong  opinion  in  my  own  mind  of  the  far  greater  force  of  the  one  than  the  other, 
and  that  opinion  is  borne  out  by  a  thing  that  occurred  toward  the  last  days  of  the  closing 
session  of  the  Dominion  Parliament.  It  will  be  within  the  memory  of  most  members  of  the 
Council  that  the  Hon.  Mr.  Haggart  had  then  to  introduce  an  Act  authorizing  the  Canadian 
Pacific  Railway  Company  or  its  Executive  to  cover  certain  matters  by  resolution  that  in  the 
charter  were  only  covered  by  by-laws.  I  think  that  is  a  proof  of  the  supremacy  of  tin-  bind- 
ing nature  of  a  by-law  and  of  the  impossibility  of  covering  by  any  resolution  that  which  by 
the  Act  is  only  covered  by  a  by-law.  With  regard  to  these  matters,  1  think  that  the  compo- 
sition of  your  Executive  Committee  is  covered  by  a  by-law,  and  that  by-law  declares  it  shall 
be  composed  of  three  members  ;  that  is,  with  the  exclusion  of  those  who  are  ex-officio  mem- 
bers. Tt  was  said  here  last  night  that  some  time  in  the  dim  past  an  opinion  was  obtained 
from  Mr.  Osier  covering  this.  If  that  opinion  was  obtained,  it  ought  to  be  in  existence, 
and  if  it  is  in  existence  and  can   be   read    to  this  Council,  that   first    clause  of  my   resolution 
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will  not,  of  course,  be  of  any  effect.  The  payment  of  per  diem  allowances  is  already  pro- 
vided for  by  by-law  ;  but  there  is  no  authority,  I  take  it,  in  your  by-laws  to  pay  your  Exam- 
iners one  cent,  and  the  Act  distinctly  says  that  the  sum  allowed  to  them  shall  be  settled  by 
a  by-law.  So,  with  regard  to  your  Public  Prosecutor.  I  will  point  that  out  if  you  will  just 
give  me  a  moment's  time  to  rind  the  by-law.  I  would  have  had  these  prepared  if  I  had 
proposed  before  coming  into  the  room  to  move  this  matter 

Dr.  Williams—  At  page  lxiv.  you  will  rind  the  by-law.     It  is  By-law  No.  70,  Clause  4. 

Dr.  Sangster — That  covers  the  matter  of  Examiners.  But  as  I  read  your  Medical  Act, 
there  is  no  provision  in  it  for  paying  any  member  of  your  committees  one  dollar.  There 
is  no  provision  in  the  Act,  as  I  take  it,  and  I  only  ask  the  Council  to  make  themselves  sure 
on  that  point  by  a  reference  to  their  Solicitor.  As  I  say,  there  is  no  authority  given  in  the 
Act  to  pay  any  of  the  committees  one  dollar.  I  am  quite  sure  that  when  this  Act  was  pro- 
jected its  projectors  had  no  thought  of  paying  any  of  the  committees  anything.  The  idea 
was  that  the  services  of  the  committees  would  be  given  gratuitously,  as  it  is  now,  as  a  rule, 
given  on  the  majority  of  the  committees.  In  Acts  of  Incorporation  where  it  is  designed  a 
payment  shall  be  made  to  committees,  it  is  specifically  there  stated  ;  for  instance,  in  the 
Municipal  Act  the  wording  is  not  merely  as  it  is  in  this,  that  the  Council  shall  have  authority 
to  pay  their  members  any  reasonable  allowances  for  attendance  at  Council  meetings,  but  in 
the  Municipal  Act  it  is  provided  that  the  Council  shall  have  authority  to  pay  their  members 
reasonable  allowances  for  attendance  at  Council  and  committee  meetings.  Those  words 
"committee  meetings,"  are  left  out  of  the  Medical  Act.  It  may  be  legal  for  you  to  pay 
members  of  committees  without  those  words,  but  I  think  it  is  an  important  point  to  obtain 
your  Solicitor's  opinion  on  that  matter.  In  one  of  the  committees— the  committee  that  pro- 
posed to  discuss  the  per  diem  allowance  to  members — I  called  attention  to  that  fact,  and  it 
was  looked  up,  but  it  was  thought  of  no  importance.  I  think  it  is  of  importance.  Then, 
with  regard  to  the  time  of  examinations,  you  have  in  your  Act  a  provision  that  distinctly 
says  you  shall  fix  that  only  by  by-law.  I  fail  to  find  that  by-law,  or  any  reference  to  a 
by-law  covering  the  determination  of  the  time  at  which  examinations  shall  be  held.  At 
page  xxii.  of  the  Register,  the  last  two  lines  of  Clause  28  are  to  the  effect  that  such  examin- 
ations are  to  be  held  at  Toronto  or  Kingston,  at  such  time  and  in  such  manner  as  the 
Council  may  by  by-law  direct.  It  covers  both  points  ;  it  points  to  the  fact  that  you  can 
only  cover  that  by  by-law  ;  and  the  word  "  or  "  strictly  precludes  you  from  holding  examin- 
ations "at  Toronto  and  Kingston,5'  as  you  do  now.  Last  year  that  was  distinctly  adverted 
to,  and  I  call  your  attention  to  it  again.  The  first  year  examinations  were  held  at  Kingston 
alone,  and  the  next  year  they  were  held  at  Toronto  ;  the  next  year  they  should  have  gone 
back  to  Kingston,  but  it  was  deemed  inexpedient,  and  somewhat  expensive,  and  the  Act 
was  changed  in  1874  by  the  elimination  of  the  word  "  and,"  not  as  was  claimed  last  year  by 
a  mere  clerical  error,  but  by  the  direct  intention  of  the  Legislature,  and  those  who  had  the 
Act  in  charge  at  that  time.  The  Act  was  changed  by  the  substitution  of  the  word  "  or  " 
for  the  word  "  and,"  and  as  it  exists  at  present  I  claim  that  you  have  no  power  under  that 
by-law  to  hold  examinations  at  both  Toronto  and  Kingston.  The  last  two  lines  of  Clause 
28,  to  which  I  have  referred,  distinctly  intimate  that  you  fix  the  time  of  examinations  by 
by-law  and  not  by  mere  resolution.  I  may  be  wrong  in  these  points,  but  I  think  I  am  not, 
and  there  are  other  points  of  a  similar  nature  I  could  call  attention  to 

Dr.  Williams — I  call  your  attention  to  page  xvi.,  Clause  3,  and  I  ask  Dr.  Sangster,. 
does  that  not  cover  the  point  of  paying  Examiners  ? 

Dr.  Sangster — You  have  not  fixed  their  fees  by  by-law. 

Dr.  Williams — We  have. 

Dr.  Sangster — Last  year  ? 

Dr.  Williams — Yes,  and  before  that. 

The  President — I  would  refer  Dr.  Sangster  to  page  lxiv.  of  the  Announcement. 

Dr.  Sangster — But  that  was  last  year.  The  attention  of  this  Council  had  been  called 
to  that,  and  last  year  for  the  first  time  the  payment  to  the  Examiners  was  covered  by 
by-law.  When  my  attention  was  drawn  to  it,  and  I  read  it,  I  stated  that  that  removed  my 
contention  with  regard  to  the  Examiners.  But  it  does  not  touch  my  contention  with 
respect  to  the  other  matters.  You  all  seem  to  suspect  when  I  rise  to  say  something  that  I 
have  the  intention  to  lead  the  Council  somewhere  ;  but  I  assure  you  my  intention  is  to 
put  the  Council  straight  in  the  future.  You  do  not  seem  to  like  the  tonics  we  administer, 
but  I  hope  the  time  will  come  when  you  will  admit,  if  there  was  some  strychnine  in  them, 
they  were  bracing  and  vivifying. 

Dr.  Fowler — In  regard  to  the  statement  of  Dr.  Sangster,  as  to  the  substitution  of  the 
word  "  or"  for  "and  "  in  that  Act,  I  wish  to  state  simply  that  there  was  a  distinct  agree- 
ment made  when  this  Act  was  drawn  out,  that  the  examinations  should  be  held  at  Kingston 
as  well  as  at  Toronto.  This  was  changed  and  the  word  "or"  was  inserted  in  some  way 
without  any  authority,  and  without  corresponding  with  the  authorities  at  Kingston  in  any 
way  whatever.  I  think  it  would  be  gross  injustice  to  Kingston  to  withdraw  the  examina- 
tions from  there. 
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Dr.  Sangster — Just  one  word  to  correct  a  misapprehension.  I  have  no  desire  to  trench 
upon  the  point  Dr.  Fowler  alludes  to  ;  I  have  no  intention  of  saying  that  no  examinations 
should  be  held  at  Kingston  as  well  as  Toronto,  but  I  merely  point  out  the  fact.  You  cannot 
convince  the  Legislature  that  there  are  any  clerical  errors — this  is  a  great  institution  for 
clerical  errors— in  their  Acts.  At  least,  I  imagine  you  cannot.  And  the  word  "or"  is  in 
that  Act,  and  it  is  specific  ;  and  I  claim  until  that  word  "or"  is  removed  or  until  your 
Solicitor  expresses  a  legal  opinion,  that  it  is  not  of  no  material  moment.  This  Council  do  not 
stand  upon  safe  ground  in  continuing  the  examinations  both  at  Kingston  and  at  Toronto. 
This  is  my  position. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  think  there  is  no  objection  on  the  part  of  anyone  to  getting  the 
opinion  of  the  Solicitor  on  those  points.  The  only  objection  I  have  is  that  which  Dr.  Williams 
has  referred  to,  as  to  certain  words  in  the  preamble  of  the  resolution  ;  and  I  move  to  amend 
by  striking  out  the  words  "Founded  on  substitution  of  resolutions  in  lieu  of  by-laws." 

Dr.  Moore — And  there  are  some  points  we  do  not  need  the  opinion  of  the  Solicitor  on. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  have  no  desire  to  include  words  that  seem  offensive  to  the  present 
Council  or  to  the  members  of  the  old  Council  that  are  now  here.  I  thought  I  had  covered 
that  by  disclaiming  such  an  intention  ;  when  I  was  speaking,  I  stated  they  had  no  doubt 
inherited  it  from  their  predecessors,  but,  however,  if  it  is  a  mere  objection  to  a  word, 
without  amendment,  I  am  willing  that  that  word  should  be  eliminated  ;  I  am  willing  that, 
as  Dr.  Williams  suggests,  that  word  should  be  struck  out. 

The  President — I  have  now  struck  out  the  words,  "Founded  on  substitution  of  resolu- 
tions hi  lieu  of  by-laws." 

The  President  then  put  the  motion  as  altered,  and  on  a  vote  having  been  taken  declared 
it  carried. 

Moved  .jy  Dr.  Brock,  seconded  by  Dr.  Campbell,  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  the 
Finance  Committee,  before  the  meeting  of  the  Council  in  1897,  to  consider  how  best  to 
curtail  the  expenses  of  this  Council. 

The  President  read  the  motion. 

Dr.  Armour — That  question  came  up  last  year,  and  it  was  the  opinion  of  some  of  the 
older  members  that  a  standing  committee  could  not  meet  to  discharge  any  duties  except  when 
the  Council  were  in  session.  If  that  is  the  case,  this  committee  would  not  be  able  to  hold  a 
meeting  and  attend  to  this  matter. 

The  President — I  will  add  to  the  motion,  "  Without  expense  to  the  Council." 

Dr.  Dickson — Does  that  refer  to  the  committee  next  year  ? 

Dr.  Williams — The  Finance  Committee  this  year  can  consider  and  report  on  that. 

Dr.  Barrick — There  is  a  by-law  denning  the  duties  of  the  Finance  Committee.  It  says, 
"they  shall  prepare  a  detailed  statement  of  the  necessary  estimates  of  money  required  by 
the  Council  for  the  year,  and  report  the  same  for  the  consideration  and  action  of  the  Council." 
If  that  statement  is  presented  early  in  the  session,  that  will  answer  the  purpose,  and  the 
whole  Council  can  then  consider  the  best  way  to  reduce  the  expenditure.  We  are  now  on  the 
fifth  day  of  our  meeting,  and  that  important  matter,  which  in  nearly  all  deliberative  bodies 
is  brought  up  at  an  early  stage,  has  not  yet  been  prepared.  If  we  respect  our  by-laws, 
there  is  no  need  for  a  resolution  of  that  kind. 

The  President  put  the  motion  as  follows  :  "  That  it  be  an  instruction  to  the  Finance 
Committee,  before  the  meeting  of  the  Council  in  the  year  1897,  to  consider  how  best  to 
curtail  the  expenses  of  the  Council,  without  expense  to  the  Council."  And  on  a  vote  having 
been  taken  declared  it  carried. 

Inquiries. 
None. 

Reports  of  Standing  and  Special  Committees. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  am  entrusted  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Registration  Committee  to 
submit  a  report  of  that  committee. 

Dr.  Campbell  presented  and  read  the  Report  of  the  Registration  Committee.  The 
report  was  received. 

Dr.  Barrick  presented  and  read  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Printing.  The  report 
was  received. 

Consideration  of  Reports. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Campbell,  seconded  by  Dr.  Shaw,  That  the  Council  go  into  Committee  of 
the  Whole  on  the  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Registration.      Carried. 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole.     Dr.  Thornton  in  the  chair. 

Clauses  1  and  2  of  the  report  were  read,  and  on  motion  adopted. 

The  Chairman  read  Clause  3. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  will  state  our  reasons  in  brief  for  that.  The  case  of  Lang  is  simply 
this;  he  was  a  British  licentiate,  a  registered  practitioner.  Unfortunately  for  himself, 
though  he  had  completed  his  course  while  the   old  Act  was   in  force,  he   did   not  register  in 
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Great  Britain  until  that  old  Act  was  repealed,  and  he  could  not  register  here.  But  he 
seems  to  be  something  of  the  same  class  as  one  who  was  proposed  to  be  registered  into  the 
profession  at  the  last  session  of  the  local  Legislature,  and  as  that  will  no  doubt  give  him  a 
chance  to  get  into  the  Legislature,  we  thought  it  might  he  well  to  forestall  him  by  giving 
him  the  same  terms  as  the  Council  granted  to  the  party  named  there,  and  permitting  him 
to  register  on  taking  the  Final  examination  and  on  payment  of  the  fees.  He  graduated  in 
1887  and  registered  in  1888. 

The  President — The  British  Medical  Amendment  Act  was  passed  in  1886. 

Dr.  Campbell — Are  you  sure  the  Amendment  Act  was  passed  in  1886  ?  I  think  it  was 
in  1888. 

The  President — It  was  passed  and  came  into  force  in  18S6. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  would  not  be  absolutely  sure  about  that. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  have  the  strongest  possible  objection  to  the  expediency  of  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Registration  Committee  on  that  point.  I  think  when  the  Legislature 
takes  the  Council  by  the  throat,  as  it  did  last  session,  with  regard  to  any  favored  individual, 
and  it  becomes  a  question  whether  we  will  permit  a  general  law  covering  such  points  to  be 
enacted  or  accept  the  special  case  which  is  being  forced  upon  us,  we  have  no  alternative 
but  to  submit.  But  I  think  this  Council  will  stultify  itself  by  accepting  cases  of  that  kind. 
To  do  this  practically  cuts  off  the  two  years  of  study  required  by  this  Council ;  and  it  does 
more  than  that.  The  Act  states  that  a  British  practitioner  shall  acquire  the  rights  that  this 
man  is  seeking  to  acquire  only  after  he  has  been  five  years  domiciled  in  Great  Britain.  I 
think  this  would  be  a  retrograde  step  for  this  Council  to  take,  and  an  injustice  to  our 
universities,  and  I  therefore  oppose  it. 

Dr.  Rogers — On  the  occasion  referred  to — the  case  of  Dr.  Young,  which  case  came  up 
before  the  Legislature  last  year— the  Executive  Committee  were  reluctantly  forced  to  con- 
sider the  matter  as  a  special  case.  In  that  case  Dr.  Young  certainly  had  gained  a  certain 
amount  of  special  influence,  and,  if  you  will  notice,  the  report  of  the  Executive  Committee 
says  there  were  special  features  and  special  reasons  ;  and  we  did  this  to  prevent  it  becoming 
a  precedent.  We  took  the  greatest  care  in  the  world  to  prevent  it  becoming  a  precedent ; 
for  if  it  had  become  a  precedent,  the  next  applicant  that  came  along  could  take  advantage 
of  it.  We  would  be  practically  nullifying  our  rules  for  the  benefit  of  this  gentleman  who 
says  he  passed  in  1887.  As  the  Act  was  passed  in  1886,  we  in  Canada  have  a  right  to  ask 
that  they  should  pass  certain  examinations,  and  I  think  this  Council  ought  to  go  very 
slowly  in  allowing  any  man  to  escape  the  Primary  examination,  for  that  is  what  they  are 
trying  to  escape.  It  is  not  only  that  he  is  going  to  escape  the  fifth  year,  but  the  Primary 
examination  on  Latin,  and  materia  medica,  and  all  those  practical  subjects  will  be  passed 
by.  They  do  not  pass  a  Primary  examination  in  Great  Britain  ;  they  pass  there  on  a 
little  surgery  and  a  little  midwifery,  and  are  entitled  then  to  become  medical  practitioners. 
I  would  not  be  afraid  to  say  that  any  of  our  men  of  any  qualifications  at  all  could  go  over 
there  and  get  through  in  two  months. 

Dr.  Williams — You  should  explain  that  going  from  here,  from  a  recognized  school, 
and  the  Primary  is  accepted. 

The  President — Yes.  I  speak  of  any  place,  any  colony,  where  they  have  a  Primary, 
that  Primary  is  accepted.  But  we  want  to  know  and  to  be  sure  that  they  know  the  Primary 
subjects.  This  gentleman  would  escape  showing  he  knows  the  Primary  subjects.  I  move, 
therefore,  that  that  part  of  the  report  be  struck  out. 

Dr.  Britton — I  was  present  on  the  occasion  when  the  representatives  of  the  Council 
before  the  committee  of  the  Legislature  agreed  (agreed  because  they  chose  the  least  of  two 
evils),  to  register  one  person  whose  name  was  given.  The  alternative  was  to  have  the  bill 
known  as  the  German  Bill  passed  through  the  House,  and  of  course  that  would  then  have 
included  all  cases.  The  committee  of  the  House  having  agreed  to  withdraw  that  German 
Bill  on  condition  that  one  particular  individual  should  be  registered  in  that  way,  is  equivalent 
to  saying  that  no  such  future  legislation  as  that  would  be  enacted,  that  it  was  not  intended 
it  should  be  applied  to  all  persons.  And  we  did  not  establish  a  precedent,  and  it  was  not 
so  understood  by  the  committee  of  the  House,  I  think,  nor  was  it  understood  by  any 
member  of  this  Council  who  was  present  on  that  occasion  ;  I  do  not  think  a  solitary  member 
understood  it  should  be  taken  that  that  was  a  precedent  or  direction  for  us  for  all  time  to 
come,  or  most  certainly  we  would  have  said,  No,  we  will  not  register  him  ;  go  ahead  with 
your  German  Bill,  if  this  is  to  be  taken  as  a  precedent.  I  am  perfectly  certain  if  the  Hon. 
Mr.  Ross,  the  chairman  of  the  committee,  was  here,  he  would  say  he  did  not  intend  to 
establish  a  precedent  on  which  we  were  to  act  hereafter.  Our  action  on  that  occasion  was 
simply  to  get  over  a  difficulty  into  which  the  Government  were  thrown  in  a  certain  way.  It 
is  not  necessary  for  me  to  enter  into  particulars  of  that  case,  but  I  know  very  strong 
pressure  was  brought  to  bear  ;  and  the  Government  do  not  control  matters  just  as  we  do  ; 
the  Government  are  controlled  to  a  certain  extent  by  matters  of  policy ;  therefore,  it  is  not 
for  us  to  question  too  much  what  the  Government  did  on  that  occasion,  but  I  think  we  here 
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should  establish  no  precedent  of  that  kind.  If  we  determine  to  establish  such  a  precedent, 
let  us  go  about  it  the  right  way  and  change  the  by-law  relating  to  the  matter  and  let  it  say 
that  all  British  practitioners  who  choose  to  do  so  may  come  here  and  register  by  passing  the 
Final  examination.  I  was  not  present  when  this  clause  was  read,  but  I  believe  it  is  a  clause 
recommending  that  a  certain  person  should  be  registered  on  the  same  conditions  as  the  party 
to  whom  I  formerly  referred.  I  would  certainly  oppose  that  clause  ;  and  I  beg  to  remind 
you  that  the  case  of  the  gentleman  registered  in  the  way  spoken  of  was  not  a  matter  of 
choice  with  us,  but  a  matter  of  force,  and  I  think  we  showed  our  good  judgment  in  accepting 
the  better  alternative  of  the  two. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  think  there  is  one  other  point  that  is  settled,  and  I  will  just  state  it 
in  half  a  dozen  words.  The  Council  are  in  the  possession  of  the  legal  opinion  from  Mr.  Osier, 
that  we  have  no  power  to  legislate  fqr  individuals,  that  our  power  is  limited  to  legislating 
for  classes. 

Dr.  Henry — It  appears  that  the  Government  are  responsible  for  allowing  Dr.  Young  to 
come  in  without  complying  with  the  regulations.  I  understand  that  the  gentleman  whom 
the  committee  recommend  now  to  be  registered  is  even  better  qualified  than  Dr.  Young. 
Why  did  the  Government  interfere  1  What  pressure  was  brought  on  them  ?  It  seems  to 
me  it  was  purely  a  political  matter.  Was  it  because  Dr.  Young  happened  to  have  a  lot  of 
friends  and  had  important  relatives  in  this  city  and  elsewhere  ?  I  think  we  ought  to  know 
this,  because  I  consider  it  was  a  contemptible  thing  for  the  Government  to  do. 

Dr.  Britton — I  do  not  think  we  have  any  right  here  to  question  the  motives  of  the 
Government  in  the  matter,  nor  have  we  any  right  to  go  into  particulars  of  what  pressure 
was  brought  to  bear  on  the  Government.  We  have  simply  to  say  here  that  the  conclusion 
of  the  Government  was  that  the  German  Bill  should  go  through  its  second  reading  and  be 
carried  in  the  House,  or  else  we  should  register  that  gentleman. 

Dr.  Henry — Then  it  will  have  to  go  to  the  country  and  to  the  profession  that  a  man 
who  has  prominent  friends  and  who  has  influence,  no  matter  what  his  qualifications  are, 
must  be  admitted  if  the  Government  lifts  its  finger,  but  the  poor  man's  son  who  has  failed 
in  a  mark  or  two  is  to  be  refused. 

The  Chairman — I  understand  the  committee  have  made  a  certain  recommendation,  and 
we  must  confine  ourselves  to  that  recommendation. 

Dr.  Williams — I  am  in  favor  of  striking  out  that  recommendation.  I  do  not  take  the 
case  that  was  dealt  with  last  year  as  being  one  that  was  intended  to  establish  a  precedent 
for  the  Council.  This  is  not  an  exceptional  action  for  the  Legislature  ;  it  is  notorious  that 
when  they  want  to  make  a  man  a  lawyer  without  going  through  the  regular  course  of  study 
they  can  do  so  ;  and  they  can  make  doctors  too,  I  suppose,  by  Act  of  Parliament  ;  and  I 
dare  say  if  they  tried,  they  could  make  even  dentists  and  other  things.  But  while  it  is 
notorious  that  they  make  lawyers  (because  they  put  one  lawyer  through  without  taking  the 
regular  course  of  study),  it  does  not  follow  that  Osgoode  Hall  must  accept  every  other  man 
on  the  same  terms.  In  the  case  of  the  German  Bill,  they  did  not  actually  put  through  that 
bill,  but  they  could  have  put  it  through.  But  because  of  that  it  does  not  pledge  us  to  accept 
everybody  on  exactly  the  same  terms,  any  more  than  Osgoode  Hall  would  accept  every 
applicant  to  enter  their  ranks  as  they  did  the  lawyer  who  was  put  through  by  the  Legislature. 
I  am  opposed  to  this  clause  of  the  report  and  I  will  support  it  being  struck  out. 

Dr.  Moore — I  think  the  members  of  this  Council  ought  to  be  a  little  more  careful  about 
censuring  the  Government  ;  they  should  remember  that  the  Government  have  power,  as 
Dr.  Williams  has  said,  to  make  doctors.  We  have  it  on  record  where  they  have  made  a 
doctor,  in  the  Rainy  River  District.  I  may  be  mistaken,  but  I  think  he  was  prosecuted.  I 
will  have  to  refer  to  our  Registrar  as  to  that. 

The  Registrar — Yes,  he  was  then  a  resident  of  the  disputed  territory. 

Dr.  Moore — I  think,  after  the  treatment  we  have  received  at  the  hands  of  the  Legisla- 
ture, it  is  in  bad  taste  for  us  to  accuse  them  of  doing  anything  wrong,  or  to  impute  evil 
motives,  or  to  say  they  desire  to  do  anything  that  is  not  in  accord  with  the  wishes  of  this 
Council. 

Dr.  Campbell — Both  individually  and  as  a  member  of  the  committee,  it  is  perfectly 
immaterial  to  me  what  action  the  Council  take.  The  committee  suggested  that  line  of 
action  simply  as  one  the  result  of  which  might  not  injure  the  profession,  and  it  might  save 
us  having  a  little  more  experimenting  in  the  Legislature  again. 

The  Chairman  put  the  motion  to  strike  out  Clause  3  of  the  committee's  report,  and  on  a 
vote  having  been  taken  declared  it  carried. 

Clauses  4  and  5  were  read,  and  on  motion  adopted. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Campbell,  That  the  committee  rise  and  report. 

The  committee  rose,  the  President  in  the  chair. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Campbell,  seconded  by  Dr.  Shaw,  That  the  report  «>f  the  Committee  "t" 
the  Whole  be  adopted. 
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REPORT    OF     KEGISTRATION    COMMITTEE. 

To  the  President  and  members  of  Council  of  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  : 

Your  Registration  Committee  beg  leave  to  report  on  the  various  matters  submitted  to 
them  as  follows  : 

1.  Certain  letters  concerning  Dr.  E.  A.  B.  Rose,  we  recommend  to  be  referred  to  the 
Special  Committee  on  Prosecutions. 

2.  Application  of  Dr.  Gunn,  of  Montreal,  in  the  matter  of  Dr.  F.  B.  Elliott,  we  recom- 
mend be  referred  to  Committee  on  Complaints. 

3.  Clause  3  erased.     Dr.  Laing  to  comply  with  regulations. 

4.  In  examining  the  credentials  of  those  qualified  for  registration  during  the  year  end- 
ing July  13th,  1896,  as  instructed  by  the  Council,  we  find  the  number  to  be  ninety-nine,  of 
whom  88  are  registered  on  the  report  of  the  Board  of  Examiners,  and  eleven  on  the  report 
of  the  Committee  on  Complaints. 

5.  After  consultation  with  the  Registrar,  we  recommend  that  all  orders  for  the  printing 
of  blank  diplomas  be  signed  by  both  President  and  Registrar,  and  that  the  lithograph  plate 
of  the  diploma  be  kept  by  the  Registrar  in  the  vault.

The  President  read  the  motion. 

Dr.  Williams — Before  that  is  adopted,  I  wish  to  call  attention  to  the  fact  that  there  is 
a  provision  made  under  the  British  Medical  Act  of  1886,  by  which  colonies  may  take  steps 
to  secure  reciprocal  registration.  Under  that  we  have  the  power,  as  they  have  in  Great 
Britain,  where  they  have  fixed  the  matter  so  that  a  person  shall  be  ten  years  domiciled 
before  he  can  get  reciprocal  registration.  If  we  were  to  take  steps  on  that  here,  we  would 
have  the  same  right  to  fix  the  time  that  they  should  be  domiciled  in  England.  I  throw  out 
this  idea  so  that  between  now  and  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council  it  may  receive  some  con- 
sideration. If  I  am  correct,  and  it  would  remedy  the  difficulty,  I  think  we  should  move  to 
get  reciprocal  registration,  and  fix  the  time  that  they  should  be  domiciled  in  Great  Britain 
before  they  can  come  here  and  claim  registration,  which  time  might  be  fixed  at  five  or  ten 
years. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and  on  a  vote  having  been  taken  declared  it  carried. 

On  motion  by  Dr.  Sangster,  seconded  by  Dr.  Henderson,  the  Council  adjourned  to 
meet  at  2  o'clock  p.m. 


AFTERNOON    SESSION. 

In  accordance  with  motion  to  adjourn,  the  Council  met  at  two  o'clock.  The  President, 
in  the  chair,  called  the  meeting  to  order. 

The  Registrar  called  the  roll,  and  the  following  members  were  present :  Drs.  Armour, 
Barrick,  Britton,  Brock,  Campbell,  Emory,  Fowler,  Geikie,  Graham,  Hanly,  Henderson, 
Logan,  Luton,  Rogers,  Sangster,  Thorburn,  Thornton  and  Williams. 

The  Registrar  read  the  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting. 

Dr.  Sangster — Before  the  minutes  are  confirmed  I  wish  to  ask  the  Registrar  which  of 
the  per  diem  allowances  is  erased  ? 

The  Registrar — The  one  that  is  erased  is  the  per  diem  allowance  to  any  of  the  com- 
mittees ;  the  payment  to  the  Examiners  is  in. 

Dr.  Williams — I  think  that  was  the  one  that  was  intended  to  be  erased  ;  the  wrong 
one  appears  to  have  been  erased,  and  it  ought  to  be  corrected. 

The  minutes  were  then  confirmed  as  amended,  and  were  signed  by  the  President.

Dr.  Sangster— I  would  enquire  as  to  the  probability  of  our  getting  through  to-night. 
If  we  do  not  get  through  before  a  certain  hour  in  the  afternoon  a  large  number  of  us  will  be 
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kept  here  till  Monday  morning  at  any  rate,  and  I  myself  would  be  kept  here  until  Monday 
evening  before  I  could  take  a  train  for  home. 

The  President — I  am  unable  to  answer  Dr.  Sangster's  question,  because  I  do  not  know 
what  business  is  to  come  before  the  Council. 

Dr.  Sangster — It  is  a  matter  of  economy  ;  that  is  the  point  I  wanted  to  make. 

Dr.  Williams — Is  that  economy  in  word  or  in  fact  ? 

Dr.  Sangster — Economy  in  fact.  I  do  not  think  any  attempts  at  economy  in  words 
are  made  from  this  side  of  the  House — the  opposition  ;  but  that  will  be  for  the  profession 
to  judge.  It  might  be  a  matter  of  serious  consideration  to  the  Council  as  to  what  is  the 
most  economical  mode  of  proceeding.  It  is  evident  we  are  not  going  to  get  through  till  a 
very  late  hour,  and  it  seems  to  me  it  is  impossible  to  get  through  to-night  at  all  because 
there  are  some  two  or  three  reports  coming  up  that  will  entail  long  discussion,  and  that 
discussion  you  cannot  stop. 

Dr.  Williams — There  are  only  two  or  three  reports. 

Dr.  Emory — The  Printing  Committee  report  is  very  short. 

Dr.  Britton — The  report  of  the  Education  Committee  is  complete  and  ready. 

Reports  of  Special  and  Standing  Committees. 
Dr.  Britton  presented  and  read  the  report  of  the  Education  Committee.     The  report 
was  received. 

Dr.  Henderson  presented  and  read  the  report  of  the  Finance  Committee.  The  report 
was  received. 

Consideration  of  Reports. 

Dr.  Barrick  read  the  report  of  the  Printing  Committee. 

Dr.  Barrick — With  regard  to  leaving  this  in  abeyance,  I  have  to  say  we  found  the 
tenders  varied  from  $1.63  to  $2.30  per  page.  The  various  firms  tendering  asked  how  many 
pages  they  would  be  required  to  print,  but  we  could  only  give  an  approximate  number  ;  and 
it  was  the  opinion  of  the  committee  that  if  we  had  these  typewritten  copies  of  the  transac- 
tions and  the  copy  of  the  Announcement  before  us,  we  could  go  to  two  or  three  of  the 
lower  tenderers,  that  when  they  know  definitely  what  work  was  required  to  be  done,  and 
how  many  pages  there  would  be,  we  could  then  get  a  tender  more  favorable  than  any  we 
have  yet  received.  If  the  Council  decide  that  there  are  to  be  no  advertisements  in  the 
Announcement,  then  tenders  will  be  given  upon  the  same  lines  that  they  are  now,  but  we 
find  in  the  last  Announcement  there  were  fifteen  pages  of  advertisements,  and  if  the 
Council  would  allow  us  to  seek  advertisements  we  think  we  might  get  sufficient  advertise- 
ments to  pay  for  half  if  not  the  whole  of  the  cost  of  the  Announcement.  In  estimating  the 
expense  of  publishing  our  Announcement  for  this  year,  we  found  that  last  year  we  had  271 
pages  of  proceedings  of  this  Council,  and  I  think  64  pages  of  the  Announcement,  making  in 
all  300  and  some  odd  pages.  Now,  if  you  do  not  talk  too  long  this  year  about  150  pages 
will  be  about  the  right  thing  to  allow  for  the  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council,  and 
that  with  the  64  pages  will  make  a  book  of  about  200  pages,  and  a  book  of  200  pages  at  the 
lowest  estimate  we  have  now  would  cost  us  $330.00.  Then  for  the  Announcement  alone, 
taking  64  pages,  the  same  as  last  year,  at  the  lowest  tender  (thirty  cents)  would  cost  $19.20. 
Then  I  tried  to  find  out  how  much  per  printed  page  our  stenographic  work  is  going  to  come 
to,  so  that  we  will  know  pretty  nearly  what  our  publication  of  the  Announcement  and  of 
the  proceedings  is  to  cost  us,  and  I  found  out  last  year  we  paid,  as  I  have  been  informed  by 
the  Registrar,  $256.00  for  stenographic  work  in  reporting  and  preparing  for  printing  271 
pages  ;  that  I  found  cost  us  then  about  94  cents  per  page.  According  to  that,  then,  the  150 
pages  which  we  have  estimated  would  be  in  the  stenographic  report  at  94  cents,  would  cost 
$141.00.  In  addition  to  the  figures  I  have  already  given  you  we  would  have  postage  on  2,500 
copies  at  six  cents  each,  amounting  to  $150.00.  The  total  of  those  figures  amounts  to  $640.20. 
Now,  it  is  just  a  question  whether  the  game  is  worth  the  powder,  not  for  this  year,  but  for 
next.  If  we  decide  there  are  to  be  no  advertisements  in  this  Announcement,  and  if  we  are 
prepared  to  pay  $640.00  a  year  for  this  work,  well  and  good  ;  but  it  we  are  allowed  to  seek  for 
advertisements  it  is  probable  we  may  be  able  to  reduce  that  amount  by  perhaps  $300.00  ;  and 
if  we  can  reduce  the  cost  of  sending  this  Announcement  with  a  verbatim  report  to  every 
medical  practitioner  to  about  $300.00  or  $350.00,  it  seems  to  me  the  game  would  be  worth 
the  powder,  but  if  it  is  to  cost  $640.00  it  is  just  a  question.  I  just  mention  that  matter  so 
that  we  can  see  exactly  how  we  stand.  In  the  report  I  mention  nothing  at  all  about  the 
advertisements,  and  it  is  for  you  to  decide  whether  that  course  will  be  adopted,  and  whether 
we  shall  take  advantage  of  any  advertisements  so  as  to  reduce  the  cost. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Barrick,   seconded  by  Dr.  Williams,   That  the   Council  go  into  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  for  consideration  of  the  Printing  Committee's  report.     Carried. 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

Dr.  Thorburn  in  the  chair. 

The  Chairman  read  the  first  clause  of  the  report. 
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Dr.  Williams — I  would  like  to  ask  if  the  committee  have  compared  these  prices  with 
the  prices  we  paid  for  the  last  two  or  three  years,  when  I  believe  we  had  a  contract  for 
similar  work. 

Dr.  Barrick — I  find  the  same  defect  here  as  I  find  right  along.  I  have  here  a  state- 
ment of  the  Treasurer  which  has  been  audited,  and  I  have  looked  over  it  to  find  out  what 
we  paid  for  this  journal  last  year.  I  expected  to  find  it,  but  all  I  found  in  the  Treasurer's 
report  is  that  $150.00  was  paid,  and  that  that  was  for  the  balance  of  1894-95.  I  failed  to  find 
in  that  report  anything  at  all  of  what  was  paid  for  this  journal  last  year,  but  I  do  find  the 
stenographic  report  of  the  proceedings,  special  reports  and  typewriter  copying,  etc.,  came 
to  $357.00  ;  and  I  learned  from  the  Registrar  that  $25(3.00  of  that  was  paid  the  stenographer 
for  preparing  the  work  for  this  Announcement  ;  that  item  of  $357.00  is  the  only  item  in 
the  Treasurer's  report  bearing  on  this  matter.  I  am  perfectly  aware  that  $350.00  was 
granted  to  this  journal  last  year  for  doing  this  work,  but  I  fail  to  find  any  record  of  it 
in  the  Treasurer's  report. 

Dr.  Williams — Perhaps  the  Registrar  can  tell  us  what  the  contract  was  last  year  and 
the  year  before. 

The  Registrar — Last  year  the  contract  was  $360.00,  and  prior  to  that  it  was  $600.00. 
The  payment  of  the  amount  for  last  year  does  not  appear  in  the  Treasurer's  report  because 
the  account  is  not  all  settled  up  ;  only  the  stenographer's  fees  have  been  paid,  and  that  the 
journal  have  to  pay  us  back  again. 

Dr.  Barrick — That  is  the  reason  I  made  the  point,  because  the  tenderer  got  the 
advantage  of  the  fifteen  pages  of  advertisements  in  this  Announcement  ;  and  the  position  I 
took  was,  that  if  we  got  the  advantage  of  the  advertisements  in  this  Announcement  we 
would  be  able  to  reduce  the  $640.00  of  which  I  have  spoken  to  perhaps  less  than  $360.00  of 
last  year. 

Dr.  Emory — I  think  I  could  further  illustrate  the  question  about  which  Dr.  Williams 
is  speaking.  Last  year  we  paid  $360.00  for  sending  a  free  journal,  the  stenographer's  report, 
and  had  our  Announcement  and  our  advertisements  published  in  the  journal.  I  have  in 
my  hand  the  bill  for  printing  this  journal,  and  I  find  the  printing  cost  the  journal  people 
$616.68,  and  that  they  paid  $210.00  postage  to  send  this  to  the  members  of  the  College,  and 
they  paid  to  our  stenographer  $256.00,  making  in  all  $1,082.60  which  our  contract  cost. the 
journal  publishing  company,  and  for  which  we  paid  them  $360.00.  I  mention  this  to  show 
that  the  Printing  Committee  last  year  were  very  economical  in  their  work.  Further,  I 
might  say  that  this  year  we  did  not  find  anyone  foolish  enough  to  come  forward  with  any 
such  proposition  to  the  Printing  Com  mittee 

Dr.  Williams — I  am  very  sorry. 

Dr.  Emory — I  am  very  sorry,  too.  We  are  of  the  opinion  that  when  the  typewritten 
matter  is  in  our  hands  the  Registrar  can  advertise  for  tenders,  and  we  will  get  a  much  more 
favorable  tender  than  any  now  in.  There  are  only  two  tenders  in  now,  the  lowest  of  which 
is  from  the  Dominion  Medical  Publishing  Company,  or  the  Nesbitt  Company  ;  they  offer  to 
send  their  journal  free  to  every  member  of  the  college  for  25  cents  a  member,  which  will 
cost  us  about  $400.  I  think  there  is  very  little  necessity  for  taking  up  time  in  discussing 
this  report  ;  it  seems  to  me  it  is  very  simple,  and  that  the  business  way  to  treat  this  subject 
is  the  way  the  committee  suggest. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  wish,  before  the  matter  is  disposed  of,  to  call  your  attention  to  the 
fact  that  it  should  be  somebody's  duty  to  see  that  the  printed  matter  in  the  report  of  our 
proceedings  is  properly  corrected  and  looked  after.  I  think  in  that  matter  that  I  myself 
have  something  specially  to  complain  of.  I  am  greatly  concerned  that  the  grammar  and 
punctuation  of  my  little  efforts,  as  printed  in  that  report,  are  of  a  nature  to  disgust  any  ten- 
year-old  public  school-boy  in  the  Province,  because  the  official  editor,  or  official  somebody 
to  whom  that  matter  has  been  entrusted,  has  evidently  peculiar  notions  of  his  own  regard- 
ing grammar  and  punctuation,  notions  not  in  accordance  with  those  of  Lindley  Murray  and 
other  grammarians  ;  and  in  that  respect,  except  where  a  matter  has  been  clearly 

Dr.  Williams — Perhaps  you  were  rattled,  as  the  boys  say,  when  you  made  your 
speech. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  am  not  apt  to  become  rattled.  I  was  about  to  remark  in  that  respect, 
with  regard  to  the  grammar  and  punctuation,  except  where  the  matter  appears  to  have  been 
clearly  taken  out  of  his  hands,  he  has  treated  friend  and  foe  with  impartiality.  I  am  not  much 
concerned  to  note  that,  whether  deliberately  or  otherwise,  what  I  have  stated  is  at  times, 
apparently  purposely,  made  incoherent  and  incomprehensible.  I  do  not  believe  in  these 
days  that  those  whose  good  opinion  I  value  much  could  be  persuaded  that  I  cannot,  or  that 
I  do  not,  commonly  express  myself  coherently  and  in  fair  English.  While  entering  this 
protest,  I  beg  to  say  that  I  do  not  think  any  of  these  inaccuracies  are  due  to  our  official 
stenographer.  I  have  the  utmost  pleasure  in  testifying  that  I  think  our  stenographer  is 
perfectly  impartial,  and  I  think  if  any  changes  or  any  inaccuracies  have  crept  into  the 
proceedings  they  have  done  so  after  the  transcript  of  his  notes  left  his   hands.     The  whole 
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probabilities  point  to  the  fact  that  his  report  is  an  exact  replica  of  our  debates,  but  I  claim 
that  either  the  stenographer's  report  should  not  merely  in  most  cases,  but  in  every  instance, 
give  the  ipsissima  verba  of  every  debate  in  this  Council,  or  that  opportunities  should  be 
given  to  every  member  of  this  Council  to  correct  his  speeches  before  they  appear  in  printed 
form.  I  do  not  think  it  should  be  open  to  any  member  of  the  Council  to  modify,  to  take 
from  or  add  to,  his  speeches  as  they  are  when  delivered  ;  butl  think  he  should  be  permitted 
to  see  that  they  are  properly  punctuated,  and  that  they  are  grammatical  in  their  construction, 
so  as  to  convey  to  the  electorate  an  exact  impression  of  what  he  intended  to  convey.  I  do 
not  suppose  that  the  medical  profession  care  very  much  about  our  eloquence,  or  attempts 
at  eloquence,  in  this  Council,  or  that  they  would  be  greatly  concerned  if  our  report  were 
reduced  to  a  mere  bald  statement  of  the  resolutions  passed  and  the  votes  taken  thereon. 
But  I  claim  that  if  your  Hansard  is  to  carry  any  value  with  the  profession  it  should  be  kept 
so  exact  as  to  give  the  words  of  our  debate,  or  otherwise  that  every  member  should  be 
permitted  to  correct  his  little  efforts  so  as  to  put  them  in  proper  ship-shape. 

Dr.  Brock — I  have  a  motion  that  I  think,  if  I  could  have  brought  it  forward  at  the 
commencement,  would  have  settled  the  question  at  once.  I  beg  to  move,  seconded  by 
Dr.  Armour,  "That  the  offer  by  Dr.  Barrick  to  get  the  Announcement  at  as  low  a  rate  as 
possible  and  canvass  for  advertisements  at  no  extra  cost  to  this  Council  be  accepted."  The 
words  "  no  extra  cost  "  put  in,  not  implying  that  he  is  not  to  take  a  commission 

Dr.  Armour — Would  you  allow  me  to  suggest  that  you  should  just  move  that  that  clause 
of  the  report  be  adopted. 

Dr.  Williams — Personally  I  take  strong  objections  to  our  committee  going  to  work  to 
canvass  for  advertisements.  I  think  that  is  no  part  of  the  business  of  this  Council  ;  it  is  a  com- 
mercial transaction  that  the  Council  may  burn  their  fingers  at ;  and  whether  they  burn  their 
fingers  or  not  it  brings  the  Council  into  disrepute  in  getting  into  things  outside  of  their 
legitimate  business,  and  I  object  to  it.  I  think  if  you  put  the  advertisement  proposition  in 
another  way  and  let  some  house  prepare  the  Announcement  for  you,  and  if  they  want  to 
get  advertisements  that  should  be  their  business.  But  I  do  not  think  this  Council  should 
hunt  for  advertisements  to  put  in  the  publication  of  our  proceedings  at  all. 

Dr.  McLaughlin— I  like  to  see  my  friends  coming  to  the  doctrine  we  have  been  speak- 
ing of  on  this  side  of  the  House  ;  that  is,  that  the  Council  should  not  go  outside  of  their 
legitimate  work.  I  say  this,  if  putting  advertisements  into  that  is  going  to  reduce  the  cost 
of  it,  I  think  it  would  be  well  to  allow  the  publisher  to  put  the  advertisements  there  ;  but 
let  these  advertisements  be  subject  to  the  sanction  of  the  committee,  because  I  do  not  want 
Dr.  McCully's  advertisement  there,  nor  do  I  want  any  person  advertising  quack  nostrums,  nor 
anything  that  would  be  contrary  to  the  feeling  of  the  profession  at  large.  I  would  not  object 
to  proper  advertisements  being  put  there,  but  I  think  that  advertisements  should  be  looked 
over  either  by  the  Registrar  or  by  the  committee  before  they  are  permitted  to  go  in. 

Dr.  Brock — I  do  not  suppose  for  one  instant  that  if  any  member  of  this  Council  took 
the  duty  upon  himself  of  obtaining  advertisements  that  he  would  put  one  objectionable 
advertisement  into  the  Announcement. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — You  misunderstand  me.  It  was  Dr.  Williams'  suggestion  that  the 
publisher  should  put  them  in  ;  I  say,  if  the  publisher  did,  that  the  committee  should  see 
they  were  not  of  an  objectionable  character.  • 

Dr.  Rogers — I  personally  do  not  see  any  reason  why  our  Announcement  should  not 
have  legitimate  advertisements  in  it.  I  do  not  think  that  this  Council  stand  in  any  more 
exalted  light  than  a  great  university — McGill  University,  for  instance.  McGill  University 
issues  its  announcement  or  calendar  every  year,  and  there  are  generally  a  few  advertisements 
in  it,  at  the  back.  It  is  the  duty  of  the  Registrar  of  the  university,  if  he  can  get  good  adver- 
tisements that  are  paying  advertisements  and  nice  advertisements,  to  allow  them  to  appear 
in  the  back  of  that  announcement.  I  do  not  think,  myself,  that  there  can  be  any  great 
reason  why  proper  advertisements  should  not  appear  in  the  back  of  our  Announcement  ;  and 
I  personally  would  have  the  greatest  confidence  in  Drs.  Barrick  and  Emory,  and  would  feel 
sure  that  if  any  advertisements  were  sent  in  to  the  office  of  the  Registrar,  if  they  secured 
them,  they  would  not  be  objectionable.  I  do  not  say  they  should  canvass  for  them,  but  they 
will  get' them  in  various  ways  ;  and  I  have  no  doubt  they  will  be  selected  properly.  1  have 
great  confidence  not  only  in  Drs.  Barrick  and  Emory,  but  equally  great  confidence  in  the 
Registrar,  if  it  is  left  in  his  hands.  I  think  the  suggestion  of  the  committee  is  a  von  valu- 
able one  and  may  enable  us  to  save  three  or  four  hundred  dollars,  and  1  think  we  ought  to 
adopt  that  suggestion. 

Dr.  Barrick — All  I  want  is  to  have  this  point  settled  :  Are  you  going  to  allow  ad\ 
tisements,  or  are  you  not  ?  If  you  say  "  No,"  the  matter  ends.  Bui  if  you  are  going  t" 
allow  advertisements,  in  asking  for  tenders  from  the  different  persons  we  should  know 
whether  we  can  give  them  the  privilege  of  using  fourteen,  or  fifteen,  or  a  certain  number  of 
pages  for  advertisements,  to  be  approved  of  by  a  committee  this  Council  maj  appoint .  That 
is  one  way  of  doing  that,  and  it  is  the  host  way. 
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Dr.  Williams — I  would  not  object  to  that  at  all. 

Dr.  Campbell— While  the  debate  has  been  proceeding  I  drew  up  this  suggestion,  "  And 
that  the  privilege  of  inserting  the  advertisements,  subject  to  the  supervision  of  the  Council, 
be  made  a  condition  of  the  tender." 

Dr.  Sangster — I  think  it  is  important  to  have  the  matter  settled,  as  Dr.  Barrick  says. 
I  believe  the  advertisements,  if  they  are  put  in,  will  be  a  source  of  very  material  revenue. 
But  I  thoroughly  agree  with  Dr.  McLaughlin  that  this  Council  step  out  of  place  when  they 
seek  for  advertisements.  I  see  no  objection  to  the  introduction  of  the  advertisements  in 
the  way  mentioned,  and  I  think  it  would  be  an  inducement  to  those  who  tender  to  tender 
at  a  lower  rate  if  they  are  permitted  to  insert  advertisements.  I  do  not  know  how  much 
the  income  received  from  advertisements  in  the  journal  amounts  to,  but  I  believe  it  may  be 
a  very  material  matter.  The  value  of  any  publication  as  an  advertising  medium  depends 
largely  upon  the  circulation  and  largely  upon  the  character  of  the  persons  to  whom  the 
publication  is  sent  ;  and  I  can  conceive  that  the  Annual  Announcement  as  an  advertising 
medium  may  be  a  very  important  one.  I  know  that  in  Munsey's  Magazine  each  page  of 
advertisements  costs  $500.00  for  a  single  insertion.  I  do  not  suppose  a  page  of  our 
Announcement  would  amount  to  anything  of  that  kind,  but  I  can  conceive  it  would  be 
freely  taken  at  a  cost  of  $10.00  or  perhaps  $20.00  a  page,  and  I  think,  therefore,  it 
would  go  far  towards  determining  what  sum  any  house  would  be  prepared  to  publish  that 
Announcement  for. 

Dr.  Brock — Speaking  to  my  resolution,  I  am  personally  aware  that  every  page  of  your 
medical  journal  can  be  made  worth  from  $50.00  to  $150.00  for  advertising 

Dr.  Shaw — Do  you  mean  each  issue  ? 

Dr.  Brock — No,  by  the  year  ;  yearly. 

Dr.  Sangster — When  I  say  $500.00  for  Munsey's,  it  is  for  each  issue — each  page  of 
advertisements  for  each  issue  is  worth  $500.00. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  move  to  amend  the  clause  by  adding  thereto,  "And  that  the  privi- 
lege of  inserting  advertisements,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  committee,  not  being  on  the 
first  page  of  the  cover,  be  made  a  condition  of  the  tender." 

Dr.  Brock — I  have  withdrawn  my  amendment,  and  I  accept  Dr.  Campbell's. 

Dr.  Emory — I  conceive  that  making  that  a  condition  of  the  tender  will  limit  our 
tenders  along  that  line  to  the  existing  medical  journals  ;  we  will  get  no  printing-house  to 
enter  into  any  such  bond  as  that.  But  I  believe  that  Mr.  Wasson  or  some  of  the  men  in 
his  employ  would  be  very  willing  to  undertake  it  and  solicit  advertisements  ;  and  that  would 
not  be  the  Council  doing  it,  but  would  be  a  private  enterprise  of  his  own,  soliciting  adver- 
tisements on  commission.  I  think  the  printing-houses  will  do  this  work  cheaper  than  the 
journals.     I  think  both  courses  should  be  left  open  to  the  committee. 

Dr.  Geikie — You  can  leave  it  safely  in  the  hands  of  the  committee. 

Dr.  Barrick- — I  think  the  number  of  advertisements  should  be  limited. 

Dr.  Campbell — No,  leave  it  to  the  committee. 

Dr.  Henry — Is  there  any  provision  for  a  free  journal  ? 

The  Chairman — No. 

On  motion,  the  clause  was  adopted  as  amended. 

Dr.  Britton — I  would  suggest  just  here,  in  order  to  meet  the  difficulty  Dr.  Sangster 
has  spoken  of,  that  the  stenographer  be  instructed,  in  transcribing  his  notes,  to  make  any 
changes  in  the  typewritten  copy  that  are  necessary  in  order  to  render  the  wording  of  the 
Announcement  grammatical  without  changing  the  sense. 

Dr.  Moore — I  think  the  full  meaning  should  be  given,  but  if  there  is  a  clerical  error  it 
should  be  quite  competent  for  the  stenographer  to  make  such  changes  as  may  be  necessary, 
and  he  should  not  be  interfered  with  either. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — It  struck  me  it  would  be  well,  if  it  is  practicable,  that  the  sten- 
ographer should  supervise  the  proofing  of  the  sheets  ;  that  is,  that  he  should  attend  to  the 
proof-reading,  because  no  one  knows  better  exactly  what  was  said  ;  and  I  think  if  that  were 
done  we  would  get  a  much  more  accurate  report  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Council. 

The  Chairman — That  would  mean  an  additional  cost. 

Dr.  Armour — I  notice  in  the  last  copy  of  the  proceedings  the  discussions  are  published 
and  then  the  by-law  or  the  report  which  the  Council  were  dealing  with  is  published  away 
from  them  altogether.  1  think  it  would  be  well  if  in  each  instance  the  report  was  published 
and  then  the  discussion  on  it  should  follow  after,  consecutively  ;  and  so  with  the  by-laws. 
The  profession  have  complained  to  me  a  great  deal  that  they  could  not  understanding^  read 
the  report  of  the  proceedings  last  year  on  that  account. 

The  Chairman— I  do  not  know  that  that  is  an  objection,  because  you  find  in  a  great 
many  journals,  in  the  publication  of  the  proceedings,  that  the  by-laws  or  regulations  and 
rules  are  in  a  separate  part  of  the  book  entirely,  and  even  the  introduction  of  a  new  one, 
when  it  is  passed,  is  placed  along  with  the  others  and  the  discussions  are  in  a  separate  place. 
I  should  think  it  is  rather  difficult  to  understand  them  when  they  are  mixed  up  together. 
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Dr.  Reddick— It  is  a  very  wise  suggestion  and  a  very  useful  suggestion.  Half  of  the 
members  do  not,  I  presume,  pretend  to  read  this  journal  through  ;  and  it  is  a  difficult 
matter  to  turn  up  any  particular  report  or  any  by-law  just  at  once  unless  you  know  almost 
the  whole  book  by  heart.  We  have  a  by-law  which  makes  it  necessary  to  place  every  by-law 
in  a  book  by  itself,  and  also  in  the  Announcement  by  themselves ;  the  suggestion  that  I  wish 
to  make  particularly  is  that  the  by-laws  for  each  year  be  placed  all  together,  all  consecutively, 
either  in  the  back  or  front  of  our  proceedings,  and  not  mixed  up  here  and  there  where  it  is 
a  difficult  thing  to  find  them. 

Dr.,  Dickson — The  Announcement  is  to  be  indexed. 

The  Chairman  put  the  motion  to  adopt  the  clause  "We  are  of  opinion,  after  due 
consideration,  that  when  a  typewritten  copy  of  the  matter  referred  to  be  printed  and  placed 
in  our  hands,  we  will  be  able  to  get  the  work  done  for  less  than  the  tenders  now  in  our 
possession,  and  we  recommend  that  the  letting  of  the  contract  be  left  to  Drs.  Barrick  and 
Emory,  the  members  resident  in  the  city."     Carried. 

Dr.  Britton — Is  that  with  the  understanding  that  the  stenographer  may  correct  any 
grammatical  errors  without  changing  the  substance  ;  that  in  having  his  notes  transcribed  he 
will  be  placed  in  the  position  to  correct  grammatical  errors  that  may  exist  and  to  look  after 
the  punctuation  1 

Dr.  Sangster — That  would  inevitably  involve  some  proof-reading,  and  it  would  be 
unjust  to  demand  that  from  the  stenographer  unless  his  allowance  is  increased  in  proportion. 

Dr.  Britton — I  wish  to  ask  the  stenographer  whether  it  would  cost  any  more  if  he  were 
allowed  discretion  to  correct  grammatical  errors. 

The  Stenographer  stated  that  the  correction  of  grammatical  errors  would  not  entail 
any  extra  expense,  but  he  would  not  undertake  to  read  the  proof  or  correct  the  printer's 
punctuation. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  am  perfectly  satisfied  if  the  stenographer  undertakes  to  see  that  the 
punctuation  and  gross  grammatical  errors  are  changed. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Henry,  That  it  be  requested  of  the  Printing  Committee  to  endeavor  to 
make  some  satisfactory  arrangements  such  as  was  done  last  year,  so  as  to  place  in  the  hands 
of  the  members  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  a  free  journal. 

Dr.  Henry — I  understand  the  Dominion  Medical  Monthly  and  Ontario  Medical 
Journal  offer  to  put  in  the  hands  of  every  medical  man  in  Ontario  a  journal  at  twenty- 
five  cents  a  year  for  each  member.  I  understand  the  difference  between  the  tenders 
received  from  this  journal  and  the  other  journals  amounts  to  quite  a  sum  ;  and  if  we 
accept  the  lower  tender  we  could  well  afford  to  pay  the  twenty-five  cents  for  the  journal 
and  place  it  in  the  hands  of  the  medical  profession.  I  do  not  think  there  ever  was  an  act 
of  the  Council  that  gave  such  satisfaction  as  that  free  journal.  It  allayed  a  great  deal  of  the 
bad  feeling.  I  am  satisfied  if  you  allow  this  company  that  got  up  the  journal  to  place 
advertisements  such  as  we  see  in  there — and  I  do  not  object  to  any  of  them,  nor  do  I  think 
that  they  can  be  objected  to — they  can  well  afford  to  furnish  every  man  in  the  profession 
with  a  free  journal  and  make  money  out  of  it  ;  and  I  think  it  would  be  very  much  better  to 
have  them  do  that  than  to  have  the  Printing  Committee  soliciting  advertisements.  I  would 
like  to  see  this  done  and  see  a  free  journal  sent  to  the  members  of  the  profession. 

Dr.  Britton — The  other  day  we  discussed  this  matter  for  two  or  three  hours,  and  I 
took  up  some  time  in  discussing  it.  I  took  up  that  time  because  I  felt  we  had  been  very 
unwise  from  the  start  in  sending  a  free  journal  to  the  profession,  and  I  gave  my  reasons 
then  and  no  doubt  those  reasons  will  appear  in  the  Announcement  ;  the  gentlemen  present 
gave  me  good  attention,  and  I  have  no  doubt  they  will  remember  what  I  said  on  that 
occasion.  There  were  others  who  spoke  on  the  same  line.  I  think  it  would  be  very  unwise 
for  us  to  allow  this  motion  to  pass,  and  I  shall  vote  against  it,  but  I  shall  spare  the  Council 
the  infliction  of  any  further  remarks  on  the  question  ;  I  do  not  wish  to  repeat  myself  or  to 
bring  forward  arguments  which  I  did  before,  because  I  feel  very  well  satisfied  that  notwith- 
standing my  original  resolution  was  lost,  as  well  as  the  amendment  and  the  amendment  to 
the  amendment,  the  Council  will  certainly  vote  against  a  free  journal. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — We' have  expressed  our  opinion  pretty  freely  and  I  do  not  intend  to 
waste  words  on  this.  In  my  judgment  we  have  no  power  to  pass  that  resolution  and  cany  it 
out  ;  we  have  no  power,  as  far  as  I  can  see,  under  the  Medical  Act  whereby  we  can  take  the 
funds  of  the  Council  and  buy  a  journal  and  send  it  to  the  profession.  We  have  just  as  much 
power  to  take  the  funds  of  the  Council  and  buy  a  pair  of  boots  and  send  them  to  the 
members  of  the  profession  in  Ontario.  I  think  this  is  beyond  our  jurisdiction  altogether, 
and  I  think  we  had  better  drop  it. 

Dr.  Henry— I  object  to  dropping  it.  Heretofore  the  Council  did  nol  pay  cue  cent  for 
this  journal,  but  it  was  sent  gratuitously  by  the  publishers  of  the  journal,  [f  you  adopt  the 
course  we  did  in  the  past  year  they  will  send  the  medical  journal  to  the  profession  free. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  do  not  object  to  that,  but  I  object  to  the  pajmenl  of  twenty-five 
cents  for  each  member.

Dr.  Emory — I  think  we  can  answer  Dr.  Henry's  question  in  one  moment.  We  asked 
all  the  journals  to  state  to  the  Printing  Committee  what  they  were  willing  to  do  in  that  line, 
and  we  have  their  answers  before  us.  The  Dominion  Medical  Monthly  offered  to  send  it  to 
each  member  for  twenty-five  cents  apiece,  and  the  only  other  journal  that  offered  it  at  all 
was  the  Ganadian  Medical  Bevieiv,  and  they  offered  it  at  $1.00  a  year  to  each  member. 

Dr.  Rogers — While  we  used  to  be  able  to  get  a  journal,  now  it  is  impossible  for  the 
Printing  Committee  to  make  arrangements,  and  I  have  no  doubt  Dr.  Henry  is,  and  many  of 
the  other  members  are,  sorry  that  we  cannot  have  a  journal  going  to  the  members  this  year. 
Next  year  perhaps  some  other  journal  will  come  forward  and  make  an  offer,  but  just  now 
we  cannot  afford  to  spend  $600.00. 

Dr.  Hexry — What  is  the  reason  we  cannot  get  it  still  1  If  you  would  allow  the 
publisher  of  this  to  put  in  the  same  advertisements  I  will  guarantee  you  will  get  a  free  journal  ; 
I  know  the  company  will  place  in  the  hands  of  the  profession  a  free  journal.  I  am  aware 
we  cannot  take  the  funds  of  the  Council  and  send  a  free  journal,  but  we  have  not  done  that, 
we  have  not  been  paying  for  it  ;  it  is  the  good  will  of  the  publishers  that  send  it. 

Dr.  Sangster — It  is  within  the  power  of  every  journal  in  the  Province  to  send  a  free 
journal  to  every  member  of  the  profession  in  the  Province  if  the}'  like  ;  but  the  question,  as 
I  understand,  is  whether  the  Council  shall  permit  the  journal  to  put  advertisements  at  the 
back  or  front.  We  have  no  authority  to  prevent  or  restrict  ;  each  journal  is  at  liberty  to 
do  as  it  likes  in  that  respect.  Dr.  Henry  seems  to  be  under  the  impression  that  the  Council 
can  obtain  it  without  making  some  payment  to  the  journalists  for  the  work  done  ;  I  think 
that  is  a  mistake.  If  he  wants  the  name  of  the  Council  connected  with  the  journal,  so  that 
the  journal  shall  appear  as  the  journal  of  this  Council,  or  as  an  official  medium  between 
this  Council  and  the  electorate,  then  I  have  the  strongest  possible  objections  to  anything  of 
that  kind. 

Dr.  Henry — I  do  not  wish  that  at  all  ;  all  I  say  is  that  if  we  do  not  ask  the  publisher 
to  eliminate  such  advertisements  as  Dr.  Barrick  and  others  advise,  we  can  get  a  free  journal 
sent  to  every  medical  man  in  the  Province. 

Dr.  Luton — As  a  member  of  the  Printing  Committee,  I  have  listened  to  all  the  remarks 
that  have  been  made.  The  Printing  Committee  afforded  opportunities  for  everyone  who 
desired  to  do  our  printing  to  put  in  tenders  for  that  purpose  ;  and  the  medical  journal 
publishers  had  an  invitation  to  send  in  what  they  would  do  it  for.  One  journal  publishing 
company  offered  to  do  all  the  general  printing  for  so  much  per  page,  and  to  send  a  free 
journal  for  twenty-five  cents  per  head.  For  the  Council  to  pay  twenty-five  cents  per  head 
means  between  six  and  seven  hundred  dollars,  and  then  over  aad  above  that  there  is  over 
$200.00  of  postage  to  be  paid  by  somebody,  which  makes  it  quite  a  big  sum  ;  and  the 
Printing  Committee  did  not  think  that  under  the  circumstances  we  would  be  wise,  on 
financial  grounds,  to  recommend  that  such  a  thing  as  that  should  be  done. 

The  Chairman  put  Dr.  Henry's  motion  as  folio wts  :  "  That  it  be  requested  of  the  Print- 
ing Committee  to  endeavor  to  make  some  satisfactory  arrangement  such  as  was  done  last 
year,  so  as  to  place  in  the  hands  of  the  members  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Ontario  a  free  journal,"  and  on  a  vote  having  been  taken  declared  the  motion  lost. 

On  motion,  the  committee  rose,  the  President  in  the  chair. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Barrick,  seconded  by  Dr.  Emory,  That  the  report  of  the  Committee  of 
the  Whole  on  the  report  of  the  Printing  Committee  be  adopted.     Carried. 

PRINTING    COMMITTEE    REPORT. 

To  the  Pwsident  and  members  of  the  Medical  Council  : 

Your  Committee  on  Printing  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  : 

1st.  That  tenders  were  solicited  from  ten  firms,  as  follows  :  (A)  Printing  and  binding 
of  twenty-five  hundred  copies  of  Announcement  and  transactions,  under  one  cover,  at  so 
much  per  page  of  printed  matter.  (B)  Ten  hundred  copies  of  Announcement  only  at  so 
much  per  page.     (C)  Sending  free  medical  journal  to  each  registered  practitioner. 

2nd.  That  we  received  seven  tenders  for  printing  and  binding  and  two  for  free  journal. 

3rd.  That  the  amounts  of  the  tenders  varied  from  in  "A,"  $1.63  to  $2.30  per  page  ;  in 
"  B,"  SI. 65  to  30  cts.  per  page  ;  in   "  C,"  $1.00  to  25  cts.  for  every  registered  practitioner. 

We  are  of  opinion,  after  due  consideration,  that  when  a  typewritten  copy  of  matter 
required  to  be  printed  is  placed  in  our  hands,  we  will  be  able  to  get  the  work  done  for  less 
than  the  lowest  tender  now  in  our  possession,  and  recommend  that  the  letting  of  the  con- 
tract be  left  to  Drs.  Barrick  and  Emory,  the  members  resident  in  the  city. 

All  of  which  is  respectfully  submitted.

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Moved  by  Dr.  Barrick,  seconded  by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  that  the  report  of  the  Com- 
mittee of  the  Whole  be  adopted.     Carried. 

Dr.  Britton  presented  the  report  of  the  Education  Committee. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Williams,  seconded  by  Dr.  Geikie,  That  the  reading  of  this  report  be 
dispensed  with,  and  that  the  Council  go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  and  the  report  be 
read  clause  by  clause.     Carried. 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

Dr.  Armour  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Britton  read  the  first  clause  of  the  report,  and  said  :  I  must  explain  this  a  little. 
The  Record  had  the  only  authentic  copy  of  all  the  names  of  those  who  had  received 
these  Buchanan  diplomas  which,  according  to  his  representation,  were  false  and  had  been 
purchasable,  and  he  offered  to  supply  a  full  list  of  those  names,  wherever  the  holders  of 
such  diplomas  might  live.  We,  as  a  committee,  concluded  it  would  be  unwise  to  incur  all 
that  expense,  that  we  had  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  the  Buchanan  diplomatists,  who 
might  be  in  Mexico  or  anywhere  else,  other  than  with  those  in  Canada  ;  and  that  is  the 
reason  why  we  instructed  the  Registrar  to  get  a  copy  only  of  the  list  of  the  holders  of  those 
diplomas  in  Canada. 

On  motion  Clause  1  of  the  report  was  adopted. 

Dr.  Britton  read  the  second  clause  of  the  report  and  said  :  I  omitted  to  state  that  the 
petitions  from  the  faculties  of  each  institution,  and  also  petitions  signed  by  students  of 
each  of  those  institutions  were  received,  and  these  were  considered  also.  For  reasons 
which  I  will  mention  later  on  I  could  hardly  consistently  move  the  adoption  of  Clause  2  of 
the  report,  and  I  will  therefore  leave  that  motion  to  some  other  member  of  that  committee. 

Dr.  Campbell  moved  the  adoption  of  Clause  2  of  the  report. 

Dr.  Geikie — That  does  not  substitute  the  eight  months'  session  for  the  six  months' 
session,  but  it  appears  merely  to  make  it  optional.  Our  college  was  one  of  the  consenting 
parties.  If  I  understand  it,  this  merely  permits  the  eight  months  on  the  part  of  any  college 
which  chooses  to  enter  upon  it,  and  that  was  not  our  idea  or  the  idea  of  any  one  of  the 
colleges  as  far  as  I  know  ;  it  was  to  be  compulsory  upon  all  ;  that  is  to  say,  if  one  adopts  it 
the  whole  of  us  would  have  to,  because  otherwise  it  would  be  worth  nothing  ;  it  would  not 
be  adopted  by  anybody  unless  it  were  understood  that  the  eight  months'  session  was  to  take 
the  place  of  the  six  months'  session.  As  to  taking  away  the  fifth  year  the  colleges  simply 
agreed  upon  that  because  they  considered  that  four  terms  of  eight  months,  thirty-two 
months,  gave  eight  months  more  study  than  we  really  require  now,  and  we  considered  that 
that  might  be  accepted,  and  we  thought  it  ought  to  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  the  fifth  year. 
That  was  our  position.  So  that  an  optional  eight  months'  session  would  be  no  boon  to  us, 
and  I  do  not  suppose  any  of  the  colleges  would  enter  upon  it  under  these  circumstances  ; 
I  don't  believe  ours  would. 

Dr.  Rogers — Then  why  did  you  apply  for  it  ? 

Dr.  Geikie — In  order  that  the  teaching  might  be  better  done.  We  agreed  that  the 
colleges  should  comply  with  it  in  a  certain  way,  doing  away  with  the  summer  session  and 
the  fifth  year  ;  the  four  terms  of  eight  months  would  give  thirty- two  months  of  medical 
teaching,  and  I  am  sure  the  students  would  be  turned  out  better  than  they  are  now  with 
the  four  terms  of  six  months,  giving  them  twenty-four  months,  and  the  fifth  year,  six 
months  of  which  may  be  passed  with  a  medical  man,  which  as  a  general  rule  means  six 
months  loitered  away. 

Dr.  Rogers — Not  necessarily.  The  trouble  is  you  want  to  get  rid  of  the  fifth  year. 
Why  don't  you  come  out  and  tell  the  Council  ? 

Dr.  Geikie — I  have  told  you  the  facts.     I  have  secreted  nothing. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  would  like  to  ask  the  chairman  of  the  committee  whether  there  is 
.any  supplementary  clause  attached  to  the  clause  just  read  1 

Dr.  Britton — No,  there  is  not. 

Dr.  Sangster — That  is  the  only  place  where  that  issue  comes  up  in  the  report  ] 

Dr.  Britton — The  only  place. 

At  the  request  of  Dr.  Williams,  Dr.  Britton  again  read  Clause  2  of  the  report. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  am  sure  we  would  not  feel  disposed  to  go  into  it  if  it  was  merely  made 
an  optional  matter. 

Dr.  Britton — Mr.  Chairman,  there  are  several  thoughts  in  connection  with  this  that  I 
would  like  to  express.  I  will  try  and  make  it  as  brief  as  possible,  and  I  will  try  and  keep 
within  my  limit  also,  and  perhaps  a  good  deal  within  the  limit.  Last  year  the  matter  came 
up  in  the  first  place  before  this  Council,  and  it  was  then  decided  by  the  Council  that  in 
as  much  as  the  representations  came  only  from  two  teaching  bodies  —1  am  not  positive  bul 
I  think  only  two— that  it  would  be  better  to  defer  the  matter  until  there  was  opportunity 
for  further  conference  between  the  teaching  bodies  of  the  Province.  This  year  it  came 
before  us  in  the  form  of  two  petitions  ;  the  arsl  petition  waa  from  a  conjoined  meeting  of 
the  different  faculties — the  University  of  Toronto,  Trinity  Medical  College,  the  Woman's 
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Medical  College  and  the  Western  University.  Queen's  University,  to  some  extent,  did  not 
take  the  same  view  as  the  others,  and  in  the  first  instance  I  believe  the  Western  University 
was  not  disposed  to  go  into  the  scheme,  but  however  it  did  later  agree  to  do  so.  The  petition 
has  not  been  read  in  Council  yet  and  I  will  read  it  in  order  that  the  Council  may  know 
what  they  have  to  deal  with.  [Reads  petition.]  I  believe  a  copy  of  the  circular  referred  to 
in  this  petition  has  been  put  in  the  hands  of  each  member  of  this  Council  and  therefore 
there  is  no  need  for  me  to  read  it,  as  I  believe  everybody  here  has  it.  In  this  connection  I 
might  read  what  is  some  explanation  of  this  circular,  and  emphasizes  the  fact  that  the 
University  of  Toronto  (and  I  think  I  might  apply  that  to  the  other  three  institutions)  is 
very  anxious  to  maintain  the  standard,  and  they  do  not  desire  so  much  the  doing  away  with 
the  fifth  year  as  they  do  desire  an  opportunity  of  lengthening  the  session  so  that  they  may 
do  more  efficient  work,  and  so  that  the  students  will  not  be  crowded  too  much  with  work, 
because  we  have  increased  the  amount  of  work  a  student  necessarily  has  before  him  before 
wre  give  him  his  license. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  was  present  at  that  meeting  as  one  of  the  representatives,  and  the 
representative  colleges  were  equally  anxious  about  the  fifth  year,  thinking  with  the  eight 
months'  course  the  fifth  year  would  not  be  necessary  because  the  extra  two  months  would 
be  a  very  good  quid  pro  quo. 

Dr.  Britton — I  think  perhaps  Dr.  Geikie  misunderstood  my  words.  What  I  meant  to 
emphasize  was  that  the  primary  thing  the  University  of  Toronto  desired  is  that  it  may 
have  an  opportunity  to  extend  its  sessions  to  eight  months  for  the  reasons  I  have  given.  The 
University  of  Toronto  also  thinks  that  that  is  quite  an  equivalent  for  the  fifth  year's  work. 

Dr.  Geikie — Exactly  ;  that  is  it. 

Dr.  Britton — What  we  do  desire  is  to  have  an  eight  months'  session  and  if  possible 
to  do  away  with  the  fifth  year's  work.  When  Dr.  Geikie  spoke  I  was  about  to  read  a  letter 
from  the  Dean  of  the  Medical  Faculty  of  the  University  of  Toronto  to  me.  So  strong  is 
the  feeling  in  the  University  of  Toronto  regarding  the  necessity  for  extending  the  sessions 
that  supposing  it  were  to  stand  alone  I  feel  very  well  satisfied  (although  there  has  been  no 
definite  step  taken  in  that  direction)  that  it  would  take  the  initiative  even  though  it  might 
possibly  lose  financially  to  some  extent,  and  it  might  lose  to  a  large  extent ;  but  however 
that  is,  the  conviction  of  the  members  of  the  Medical  Faculty  of  the  University  of  Toronto 
I  think  is  unanimous.  I  have  spoken  to  a  good  many,  and  it  is  represented  to  me  as 
unanimous,  and  I  have  no  doubt  it  is  so.  I  also  said  we  had  a  petition  from  the  students. 
These  petitions  have  been  signed  by  the  students  from  the  different  colleges,  and  I  will 
simply  read  the  heading  of  the  petition  ;  it  is  virtually  the  same  thing,  but  there  is  one 
statement  to  be  made  about  the  petition  that  is  important.  Perhaps  I  can  give  you  the 
substance  in  shorter  terms  than  those  set  forth  in  the  petition,  and  therefore  I  will  give  you 
the  substance.  They  asked  for  the  changes  to  be  made,  such  as  are  mentioned  in  the  peti- 
tion from  the  faculties  ;  and  they  also  state  that  objection  may  be  taken  to  making  these 
changes  on  account  of  the  fact  that  a  great  many  teachers  are  studying  medicine — call  them 
occasional  teachers.  There  are  ninety-nine  in  all  petitioning  ;  and  they  state  that  amongst 
that  number  there  are  twenty-eight  teachers,  and  these  teachers  have  signed  themselves  as 
such.  Their  plea  is  that  it  will  not  interfere  at  all  with  their  work,  because  when  they 
engage  in  teaching,  as  a  stepping-stone  towards  medicine,  the  teaching  is  ordinarily  done 
before  the  medicine  is  commenced  ;  and  whether  the  interval  in  the  summer  be  six  months 
or  only  four — that  is,  whether  we  have  a  six  or  an  eight  months'  session — it  will  make  no 
difference  to  them  because  it  is  next  to  impossible  for  a  teacher  to  secure  a  position  for 
either  four  or  six  months  in  the  summer,  especially  when  you  take  from  that  time  the  two 
months  of  summer  holidays.  That  is  one  important  fact  that  I  see  in  the  petition  from  the 
students.  The  students'  petition  has  been  signed,  as  I  said  before,  by  ninety-nine.  No  one 
refused  to  sign,  and  it  would  have  been  signed,  I  suppose,  by  three  times  ninety-nine  were  it 
not  that  the  petition  was  circulated,  I  believe,  after  the  schools  had  ceased  teaching,  at  any 
rate  when  a  great  many  of  the  students  were  away  ;  I  suppose  that  is  the  reason. 

Dr.  Geikie — Do  I  understand  if  this  is  carried  by  the  Council  it  does  not  affect  the 
schools  at  all  because  it  is  optional  ? 

Dr.  Britton — There  are  a  number  of  features  I  would  like  to  go  into,  but  I  fear  my 
time  is  up  unless  the  Council  will  be  indulgent  with  me.     (Cries  of  "Go  on,  go  on.") 

The  Chairman — You  have  four  minutes  yet. 

Dr.  Britton — I  was  one  of  those  who  originally  voted  for  the  five  years'  term,  the  reso- 
lution for  which  was  carried  on  a  close  division,  in  fact  on  a  tie  as  far  as  I  can  remember,  the 
chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the  Whole  or  the  President  (I  have  forgotten  which)  giving  the 
casting  vote  ;  and  I  must  say  that  the  contention  of  the  faculties  is  a  correct  one,  that  they  were 
not  consulted,  so  far  as  I  know,  before  this  was  done.  The  fifth  year  was  added  on  virtually 
without  their  knowledge  of  it.  As  to  the  respective  advantages  of  having  an  eight  months' 
session  instead  of  a  six  months'  session,  or,  on  the  other  hand,  of  having  a  fifth  year,  so  long  as 
a  student  is  here  in  the  city  of  Toronto  or  elsewhere  at  a  medical  school  pursuing  his  studies, 
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and  under  the  eye  of  the  medical  faculty,  it  is  pretty  difficult  for  him  to  shirk  his  work  to  a 
great  extent,  or  at  any  rate  he  is  more  likely  to  do  his  work  than  were  he  left  to  himself  to 
choose  where  he  would  pursue  his  studies  ;  that  is,  to  choose  whether  or  not  he  will  put  six 
months  in  some  registered  practitioner's  office.  I  have  known  a  good  many  medical  students 
who  were  supposed  to  be  in  the  doctor's  office,  and  amongst  those  I  could  name  a  good  many 
who  have  not  been  in  the  office  more  than  two  or  three  times  in  the  six  months  ;  and  for  that 
reason  I  think  that  a  certificate  from  a  physician  that  a  student  has  been  in  his  office  for 
six  months  amounts  to  nothing,  and  it  is  no  guarantee  to  us.  The  six  months  in  the 
physician's  office  really  amounts  to  six  months'  holiday.  I  grant  you  there  are  exceptions, 
that  there  are  students  who  are  anxious  to  acquire  knowledge,  and  who  will  devote  their 
time  faithfully  for  the  six  months,  and  get  all  the  advice  and  instruction  they  can  from  their 
tutor,  but  I  think  these  are  the  exceptions.  I  have  read  the  wording  as  to  that  six  months, 
and  I  cannot  determine  whether  it  is  obligatory  or  not  as  to  spending  six  months  in  an 
hospital  or  some  other  institution  in  clinical  work.  However,  at  the  very  outset,  according 
to  my  argument,  the  fifth  year  means  only  six  months'  actual  work.  Now,  if  we  add  on 
two  months  to  each  session,  we  add  on  eight  months  in  all  to  the  time  that  the  student 
must  work.  He  must  work  a  session  of  eight  months  on  one  side  or  six  months  on  the 
other,  so  far  as  the  time  of  the  work  is  concerned.  If  my  resolution  carries  I  think  we 
have  a  guarantee  that  the  student  has  to  put  in  more  actual  time  on  his  work  than  he  would 
were  the  clause  of  the  report  to  carry.  Dr.  Geikie  has  spoken  of  the  unfairness  that  would 
arise  were  it  left  optional 

Dr.  Geikie — I  would  rather  say  unsatisfactoriness  ;  I  think  that  would  apply  better 
and  make  it  more  clear,  instead  of  using  the  word  "unfairness."  I  mean  the  colleges 
should  work  together  in  perfect  harmony,  and  we  would  like  to  have  it  so  that  we  would 
be  all  in  the  same  line,  because  we  ought  not  to  be  one  taking  one  course  and  another 
taking  another  course. 

Dr.  Britton — Then  I  will  use  a  milder  term,  and  say  it  would  be  very  unsatisfactory 
for  one  institution  ;  and  I  have  already  stated  that  I  believe  the  University  of  Toronto,  being 
permitted  by  that  clause,  will  go  ahead  single-handed,  if  necessary,  or  if  forced  to  ;  and  it 
will  be  unsatisfactory  for  that  institution,  it  would  be  unsatisfactory  for  Trinity  Medical 
College,  and  unsatisfactory  for  any  other  institution  that  adopted  eight  months'  to  feel  that 
some  other  institution  or  institutions  retained  the  six  months'  session.  I  declare,  if  I  had 
to  start  to  study  medicine  over  again  I  would  probably  do  just  the  same  as  the  majority  of 
other  young  men  do  ;  that  is,  I  would  go  where  I  would  have  to  spend  the  least  time  ;  I  would 
be  unwise  enough  to  do  that.  That  is  the  tendency  of  all  young  men ;  they  are  anxious  and 
ambitious  ;  every  young  man  when  he  gets  to  be  about  seventeen  is  anxious  for  a  moustache 
and  to  be  twenty- one  ;  and  then  when  he  gets  to  be  twenty-one  he  wants  to  hurry  and  get 
through  medicine.  I  say  it  would  be  unsatisfactory  if  left  permissible  ;  and  I  think  it  very 
important  if  you  make  the  change  I  suggest. 

Dr.  Williams — I  want  to  move  an  amendment  to  it,  and  if  it  is  your  pleasure  it  can  be 
discussed  at  the  same  time.  The  amendment  I  propose  is,  "And  we  further  recommend 
that  the  Announcement  be  amended  on  page  x.  to  the  following  effect  :  After  the  session  of 
1896-97,  two  courses  of  not  less  than  eight  months  each  shall  be  required."  That  leaves  the 
five  years  as  it  is,  but  lengthens  out  the  session.  We  should  word  this  so  that  it  will  make 
the  session  eight  months  long  instead  of  six  months,  all  through,  where  it  is  necessary  to 
make  a  change. 

Dr.  Fowler — I  object  to  that.  I  rise  for  the  purpose  of  protesting  against  the  changes 
in  the  calendar  in  regard  to  doing  away  with  the  fifth  year  of  work.  I  look  upon  that  pretty 
much  in  the  same  light  as  if  an  attempt  were  to  be  made  to  do  five  years'  work  in  four.  I 
think  that  the  work  would  be  exceedingly  crowded  to  have  eight  months'  sessions,  even  if 
there  were  no  fifth  session  at  all.  We  find  in  regard  to  many  students  that  they  get  worn 
out  even  at  the  end  of  the  six  months'  session,  and  to  continue  their  work  for  eight  months 
would  certainly,  I  think,  do  a  great  deal  more  harm  than  good.  I  feel,  however,  the  great 
necessity  that  exists  for  the  fifth  year,  and  I  cannot  understand,  when  the  Council  have 
deliberately  arranged  for  a  fifth  year  of  practical  work,  why  that  should  now  be  interfered 
with  in  any  sense  whatever.  (Hear,  hear.)  I  conceive  that  the  fifth  year  of  practical  work 
is  of  far  more  use  than  half  a  dozen  eight  months'  sessions.  We  find  under  these  sessions 
that  students  will  be  obliged  to  do  more  or  less  practical  work,  partly,  perhaps,  in  the  sur- 
geons' offices  and  also  in  chemical  and  pathological  laboratories  and  hospital  work  ;  and  to 
be  sure  that  these  studies  shall  be  a  benefit  to  the  student,  provision  was  made  for  an  exam- 
ination at  the  end  of  the  fifth  year  ;  the  student  then  has  to  come  back  to  the  Medical 
Council  to  be  examined  to  see  how  he  has  spent  his  time  during  the  fifth  year  of  medical 
study.  I  should,  then,  strongly  protest  against  the  extension  of  the  eight  months'  session 
for  various  reasons.  We  find,  for  instance,  independent  of  the  fatigue  that  is  brought  about 
amongst  students  when  working  continuously  during  even  six  months,  that  they  need  some 
change,  not  only  for  the  benefit  of  their  health,  but  also  often  with  a  view  of  get  tin-  means  to 
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prepare  them  for  the  next  session  ;  and  I  think  it  would  be  an  exceedingly  great  hardship 
for  many  students  who  are  working  their  own  way  towards  a  profession  to  be  deprived  of 
the  opportunity  of  doing  so  by  being  compelled  to  work  almost  continuously  all  the  year 
round  at  their  medical  studies.  We  have  medical  students  who  act  as  pursers  on  the  boats 
in  the  summer,  and  many  go  into  the  woods  for  various  kinds  of  work,  and  in  other  ways 
they  earn  money  to  put  them  through.  This  proposed  change  would  be  very  well  in  the 
case  of  the  rich  young  men,  but  we  do.  not  wish  to  execute  men  who  are  struggling  on  to 
get  an  education  for  themselves,  and  this  continuity  of  work  undoubtedly  would  have  that 
effect.  For  these  and  various  other  reasons  I  protest  against  any  change  being  made  in  the 
curriculum  which  was  so  carefully  considered  and  which  included  a  fifth  year  of  practical 
work. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  am  a  little  at  sea  as  to  the  meaning  of  the  last  resolution  proposed. 
May   1  have  it  read  ? 

The  Registrar  read,  "Moved  by  Dr.  Williams,  That  the  clause  be  amended  by  adding 
1  And  we  further  recommend  that  the  Announcement  be  amended  on  page  x.,  after  Clause  5, 
to  the  following  effect :  i^fter  the  session  of  1896-97,  two  courses  of  not  less  than  eight 
months  each  shall  be  required.'  " 

Dr.  Sangster — Is  it  Dr.  Williams'  intention  that  we  should  do  away  with  the  fifth 
year  ? 

Dr.  Williams — No  ;  I  simply  want  to  put  that  in  form  that  it  shall  be  after  1897  an 
eight  months'  session  instead  of  six  months. 

Dr.  Sangster — I  have  no  long  speech  to  make  upon  that  clause.  This  fifth  year  ques- 
tion was  discussed  in  full  four  years  ago,  and  a  very  great  deal  of  eloquence  was  expended 
on  the  part  of  the  Council  (some  of  the  members  are  here  present)  upon  the  great  impor- 
tance of  that  fifth  year  of  clinical  study  ;  and  a  great  deal  of  capital  has  been  sought  for, 
and  perhaps  won,  on  the  part  of  the  old  Council  for  thus  putting  up  the  requirements  of  the 
curriculum.  Now,  to  use  a  word  of  my  friend,  Dr.  Geikie's,  I  wish  to  say  just  on  behalf  of 
the  profession  that  any  putting  up  of  the  length  of  session  from  six  to  eight  months,  on  the 
part  of  the  universities,  or  on  the  part  of  the  Council,  is  quite  satisfactory  ;  but  any  attempts 
to  touch  that  fifth  year  of  clinical  work  is  unsatisfactory. 

Dr.  Thorburn— When  this  subject  was  brought  up  this  last  year  I  thought  the  Council 
were  making  a  mistake  in  adding  the  fifth  year  to  it.  As  a  rule,  the  men  who  study  medi- 
cine here  are  older  than  they  are  in  Europe,  but  still  there,  instead  of  having  their  ordinary 
six  months  they  are  now  having  nine  months,  and  they  find  it  is  much  more  to  the  advan- 
tage of  the  student  than  even  adding  the  fifth  year,  which  I  believe  they  are  to  do  after  this. 
In  six  months  it  is  very  well  known  that  they  do  not  get  more  than  five  months'  study  ; 
whereas  if  they  had  an  eight  months'  course  they  are  kept  at  their  work,  like  other  students 
of  other  institutions,  and  they  do  not  find  it  confusing  or  oppressive.  There  might  be  a  six 
months'  course  for  those  who  are  too  poor  to  pay  for  the  whole  nine  months,  but  the  oppor- 
tunity of  making  enough  money  in  the  two  or  three  or  four  months  left  is  very  rare  indeed, 
therefore  I  wish  to  record  my  vote  in  favor  of  the  eight  months'  lectures  and  four  years' 
course. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — I  feel  constrained  to  speak  on  this  question.  I  have  refrained  from 
occupying  the  attention  of  the  Council  because  I  thought  a  great  deal  of  time  had  been 
wasted  needlessly,  but  in  this,  I  think  it  is  my  duty  to  speak,  as  being  a  representative 
of  one  of  the  universities  or  teaching  bodies  concerned  in  this  resolution  now  before  you.  I 
might  say,  when  we  first  received  information  from  the  Toronto  faculties  that  this  matter 
was  under  consideration,  we  thought  at  that  time  that  Kingston  was  heart  and  soul  with  the 
Toronto  schools  ;  and  I  believe  it  was  understood  at  that  time  by  Toronto  that  Kingston 
was  a  unit  with  them.  We  for  some  time  looked  upon  it  with  some  degree  of  coldness,  and 
thought  it  was  an  innovation,  and  like  all  other  new  movements  it  naturally  strikes  one  with 
disfavor,  and  we  naturally  viewed  it  with  disfavor  ;  but  after  having  looked  over  the 
matter,  and  having  become  a  little  more  familiarized  with  the  idea,  although,  of  course, 
at  first  there  was  scarcely  anybody  in  our  faculty  that  looked  upon  it  with  favor,  we 
gradually  dropped  in  in  favor  of  the  scheme,  till  at  last  there  would  not  be  more  than  two 
or  three  members  of  our  faculty  who  would  not  be  in  favor  of  it  ;  and  to  make  sure  of 
the  matter,  a  week  or  ten  days  before  this  meeting,  I,  being  Dean  of  the  faculty, 
called  the  faculty  together  to  take  their  consensus  of  opinion  ;  and  I  found  there  was 
a  large  majority  who  would  support  the  eight  months'  course.  I  think  the  Executive 
Committee  did  wisely  in  not  forcing  this  eight  months'  session  upon  the  schools  in 
the  session  ensuing,  in  1896-97  ;  but  Dr.  Williams'  amendment,  I  think,  very  well 
covers  the  ground,  to  make  it  compulsory  on  all  the  schools  to  teach  an  eight 
months'  session  during  1897-98  ;  but  1896-97  should  be  left  as  it  is  unless  the 
schools  voluntarily  undertake  to  so  teach.  This  will  prepare  the  way  gradually,  and 
work  up  the  popular  mind  so  that  they  can  receive  it  when  it  does  come  and  be  prepared  to 
act  upon  it.     I  have  very  great   faith  in  Dr.    Fowler's  judgment  as  an  old  educationist  ;  I 
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certainly  believe  he  has  had  great  experience,  but  I  think  he  is  looking  upon  this  movement 
somewhat  with  a  little  misapprehension.  First  of  all,  allow  me  to  say,  in  your  Annual 
Announcement  you  make  it  obligatory  upon  all  the  medical  schools  and  teaching  bodies  to 
teach  a  certain  number  of  leotures  in  each  session,  one  hundred  in  some  subjects,  seventy- 
five,  fifty  and  twenty-five  each  for  others.  This  eight  months'  session  does  not  imply  the  num- 
ber of  lectures  are  to  be  increased  ;  we  do  not  expect  that,  and  we  do  not  want  it  ;  we  want  the 
same  number  of  lectures  we  give  inside  of  the  five  or  six  months  extended  over  the  longer 
period  of  eight  months;  and  in  this  way  the  students  will  not  be  compelled  to  work  so  hard. 
Dr.  Fowler  complains  and  says  the  students  are  overworked,  and  I  say  they  are  over- 
worked ;  by  the  time  they  go  through  the  various  lectures  and  clinical  subjects  and 
dissections,  the  student  that  does  his  work  faithfully  is  overworked.  In  this  way  they  could 
have  more  time  for  a  breathing  spell  ;  for  instance,  take  in  the  practice  of  medicine  and 
surgery,  where  you  give  100  numbers  in  about  five  months,  which  is  about  the  time  these 
lectures  generally  close  up— about  March — you  have  five  lectures  on  the  great  subjects  a 
week,  chemistry  and  physiology,  and  by  extending  it  over  a  longer  interval  of  eight  months 
you  may  only  have  three  lectures  ;  and  that  will  allow  the  subjects  to  work  in,  dovetail  one 
on  the  other,  so  that  a  student  can  more  carefully  digest  that  which  he  has  received  and 
follow  up  the  teaching  by  reading  some  of  the  more  extended  works  and  not  be  prescribed- 
down  to  some  of  the  briefer  works  or  abridgements  that  students  are  compelled  to  use,  and 
which,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  are  too  much  used  among  students — little  pocket  books,  little 
remembrancers  and  that  sort  of  thing.  Instead  of  using  those  they  should  read  more  widely 
and  extensively.  The  members  of  this  Council  range  from  perhaps  fifty  years  to  twenty 
years'  standing,  some  of  them  I  know  are  of  fifty  years  ;  for  instance  our  friend  Dr.  Fowler 
is  now  in  his  jubilee  year  (Applause).  These  men  forget  that  the  teaching  now  is  so  greatly 
changed  to  what  it  was  at  the  time  of  their  getting  their  education — Dr.  Fowler  does  not 
forget  because  he  is  a  teacher,  but  it  is  only  those  who  are  actively  engaged  as  Dr.  Fowler, 
Dr.  Geikie  and  I,  in  teaching  who  know  the  great  multiplicity  of  the  subjects  the  student 
has  to  take  up,  subjects  that  were  not  taught  when  I  was  a  student  twenty-five  years  ago  ; 
we  have  nearly  doubled  the  amount  of  studies  we  had  then.  I  think  we  cannot  go  astray  if 
we  vote  for  the  apparently  raising  of  the  session  from  six  to  eight  months  during  the  session 
of  1897-8.  With  those  few  words  of  observation  I  would  urge  upon  the  Council  to  give  it 
consideration  and  not  to  vote  hastily  against  it,  but  to  vote  in  favor  of  it.  As  to  Dr. 
Fowler's  other  argument  about  a  great  many  young  men  working  for  their  livelihood  when 
studying  medicine,  I  think  when  the  Council  say  a  student  shall  put  in  that  time  in  study 
they  do  not  mean  he  is  to  put  in  half  of  that  time  to  study  and  half  the  time  to  teaching 
school  or  splitting  rails  or  collecting  tickets  on  the  boats.  Personally  I  have  very  little  faith 
in  the  fifth  year's  study,  I  do  not  give  a  snap  for  it,  and  I  think  four  years  with  eight  months' 
sessions  is  infinitely  superior  to  four  years  of  six  months'  sessions  and  a  year  for  loafing 
idleness.  You  may  have  certificates  from  medical  men  that  students  have  been  engaged  in 
actual  work  in  their  offices,  but  you  all  know  how  you  sign  such  certificates,  how  your 
consciences  hinted  to  you  you  were  not  doing  right,  but  you  did  it  because  it  was  some 
personal  friend  ;  and  you  all  know  that  certificates  are  obtained  in  that  way  from  the 
hospitals.  We  do  not  know  whether  those  students  have  been  actually  hard  working  as 
they  should  have  been  ;  a  certificate  from  an  hospital  does  not  guarantee  this  any  more  than 
the  certificates  which  many  of  us  have  so  often  given,  without  the  requirements  perhaps 
having  been  complied  with.  But  in  the  case  of  a  student  following  an  eight  months'  tuition 
for  four  years,  being  constantly  under  the  supervising  eye  of  the  teacher,  he  has  his  work 
progressively  going  on  before  him  and  he  has  the  weekly  examination  which  generally  takes 
place  in  every  class ;  and  if  our  session  were  lengthened  to  an  eight  months'  session  instead  of 
a  six  months'  session  wre  would  give  the  teacher  time  for  more  genuine  testing  of  the  student's 
knowledge,  and  opportunities  of  setting  him  right  on  those  subjects  in  which  he  is  deficient, 
and  explaining  matters  to  him,  and  so  on.  I  think  we,  as  a  Committee  on  Education,  have 
not  the  power  of  recommending  this  to  you,  but  we  left  it  in  an  open  way  until  it  could  be 
properly  discussed  before  the  Council,  and  then  the  Council  could  U3e  their  judgment  on 
the  matter. 

Dr.  Fowler — I  would  ask  Dr.  Williams  if  he  would  change  his  motion  to  read  "  That  it 
be  referred  to  the  medical  colleges  to  consider  the  question  whether  it  would  be  advisable 
over  the  fifth  year  to  add  the  eight  months'  session."  I  think  it  would  be  an  unwise  thing 
to  pass  a  rule  that  the  eight  months'  session  should  be  established  at  the  present  time. 

Dr.  Williams — I  have  just  changed  the  wording  of  my  resolution  and  it  would  be 
better  to  have  the  Registrar  read  it  so  that  the  Council  will  know  the  form  it  is  in. 

The  Registrar  read  the  resolution  as  follows:  That  the  following  be  added,  "We 
further  recommend  that  after  the  session  of  1898-97  the  winter  course  shall  lie  eight  months 
long  instead  of  six  months,  and  no  summer  session  shall  be  required.'1 

Dr.  F<»\\  LEE — This  should  be  considered  by  the  various  oollegi 

Dr.  Williams — That  is  a  recommendation  to  the  Council;  if  the  Council  adopt  that 
then  it  becomes  compulsory. 
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Dr.  Fowler — Then,  I  think  it  is  a  mistake. 

Dr.  Dickson — Is  that  the  eight  months  in  addition  to  the  five  years  ? 

Dr.  Williams — Yes,  leave  the  five  years  alone. 

Dr.  DlCKSQN— I  would  say,  if  I  am  not  mistaken,  McGrill  College  has  adopted  a  nine 
months'  session  ;  and  if  for  no  other  reason  I  think  we  should,  as  far  as  possible,  accommo- 
date the  students  coming  here,  and  we  know  a  great  many  are  coming  here  for  examination. 
I  see  by  the  proposed  arrangement  that  the  meeting  of  the  Council  will  be  delayed  for  two 
weeks,  until  the  third  week  ;  I  think  it  would  be  desirable  to  make  it  longer.  The  third 
Tuesday  will  hardly  be  late  enough  for  the  colleges  here. 

Dr.  Williams — We  have  a  by-law  to  introduce  on  that. 

Dr.  Britton — I  might  say  I  conferred  with  teachers  from  the  different  bodies  here  in 
Toronto  and  they  are  quite  satisfied  it  should  be  postponed  to  the  third  Tuesday  of  May. 
The  representatives  from  the  different  teaching  bodies  were  quite  satisfied  to  have  the 
examination  postponed  to  the  third  Tuesday  in  May.     That  would  be  late  enough. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — The  examination  is  usually  on  the  third  Tuesday  in  March  ;  that  is 
postponing  it  two  months  later. 

Dr.  Moore — I  have  no  desire  to  say  anything  to  pull  down  the  standard  of  education, 
but  I  shall  have  to  vote  against  Dr.  Williams'  resolution,  because  Dr.  Williams  is  actually 
giving  more  than  they  are  asking  for,  in  one  way,  and  not  what  they  are  asking  for  in 
another  ;  we  are  neither  complying  with  the  desires  of  the  University  of  Toronto,  nor 
Trinity  Medical  School,  nor  the  Western  University,  nor  with  the  desires  of  Queen's 
University.  I  think  we  had  better  go  a  little  more  slowly.  If  we  go  to  work  and  put  up  the 
fence  so  high,  put  the  barrier  so  high,  we  will  have  the  Patrons  around  our  ears  again,  just 
as  sure  as  the  world.  If  we  go  to  work  and  make  it  five  years'  study  and  lengthen  out  the 
session  from  six  months  to  eight  months  and  put  a  stumbling  block  in  the  way  of  genius,  in 
the  way  of  the  poor  man's  son,  you  will  hear  the  poor  farmer  coming  and  saying  the  farmer's 
son  cannot  get  a  chance  to  get  home  and  plant  potatoes  and  hoe  corn  and  help  take  off  the 
crop  ;  and  we  will  have  trouble  again.  I  think  we  had  better  make  haste  slowly  and  leave 
this  off  for  a  time.  We  have  only  entered  nicely  upon  the  five  years'  course,  and  if  there 
was  anything  that  has  seemed  ridiculous  in  this  Council  it  is  the  fact  that  we  have  been 
tinkering  with  this  curriculum  every  year — either  went  up  or  down  or  got  sidetracked.  I 
think  it  is  time  we  called  a  halt  and  let  the  five  years'  course  go  on  a  while.  Surely  these 
great  schools  here  are  not  afraid  of  a  little  university  like  Queen's,  two  hundred  miles  distant. 
And  let  me  tell  you,  the  people  down  there  are  poor ;  and  I  do  not  think  any  member  of  this 
Council  thinks  less  of  a  man  when  he  enters  upon  the  study  of  medicine  and  has  got  to  stick 
his  nose  into  an  anatomy  or  some  other  medical  work  for  some  five  years,  because  he  goes 
and  hoes  corn  or  to  be  a  purser  on  a  steamboat  or  something  of  that  kind.  If  he  can  earn 
an  honest  penny  to  pay  an  honest  debt  I  think  we  will  let  him  do  it,  as  long  as  he  passes 
his  examinations.  It  has  been  stated  a  certificate  from  a  doctor  is  not  any  good  ;  there  are 
times  I  will  grant  it  is  no  good,  but  I  have  known  men  to  be  certified  as  attending  lectures 
when  they  were  not  there  at  all. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — That  was  down  in  your  division. 

Dr.  Moore — No,  I  believe  it  occurred  in  other  places,  but  we  won't  deny  the  fact  it 
does  occur  even  down  there.  I  think  it  is  a  valuable  thing  for  a  student,  if  he  is  a  good 
student  and  desires  to  advantage  himself  and  desires  to  obtain  the  information  that  he  can 
obtain  in  a  doctor's  office,  to  have  that  six  months'  experience  in  a  doctor's  office,  especially 
if  it  is  the  office  of  a  good  man  who  does  a  good  deal  of  work  and  is  up  with  the  times  ;  to 
my  mind  it  is  worth  as  much  as  six  months  in  the  hospital.  I  have  had  students  in  my 
office,  and  I  am  only  a  poor  country  practitioner,  and  those  students  learned  a  good  deal 
there.  I  think  we  have  hardly  any  hospitals  in  this  Province  or  in  Montreal  who  would 
certify  a  student  stayed  there  six  months  when  he  was  not  there.  We  have  had  the  five 
years'  term  only  for  a  short  time  ;  we  have  had  the  four  courses  of  six  months  each  and  have 
found  they  worked  pretty  well  ;  and  if  we  did  anything  right  it  was  when  we  endeavored  to 

make  our  work  more  practical 

Dr.  Sangster — I  do  not  think  the  resolution  touches  the  five  years'  work. 
Dr.  Moore — This  resolution  points,  I  think,  or  the  desire  of  the  profession  points  out 
it  should  be  reduced  to  four  years.  I  have  a  right  to  discuss  that.  Dr.  Britton  has  said, 
and  properly  said  (he  generally  is  pretty  proper),  that  they  would  have  thirty-two  months 
of  continuous  study  ;  but  let  us  take  the  five  years  with  its  six  months'  courses  and  that  will 
give  us  twenty-four  months,  and  adding  to  that  ten  weeks  of  a  summer  session,  gives 
twenty-six  and  a  half  months  ;  and  supposing  the  student  does  loaf  six  months  and  recruits 
his  health  by  hoeing  corn,  by  putting  all  this  together  you  have  got  a  little  over  thirty-two 
months  ;  and  you  have  allowed  him  to  go  home  and  help  his  mammy  and  daddy  by  his  work  on 
the  farm,  or  by  standing  behind  the  counter  selling  tea  and  coffee.  Another  thing  I  want 
to  say  is  that  I  do  not  think  that  because  two  or  three  universities  or  schools  decide  upon  a 
certain  thing  that  another  university  should  be  just  taken  by  the  throat,  so  to  speak,  and 
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chucked  into  the  hole  that  the  others  have  prepared,  without  being  given  an  opportunity 
to  kick  a  little  ;  and  we  propose  to  kick  a  little.  If  it  suits  these  gentlemen  to  have  an 
eight  months'  course  let  them  have  it,  but  give  us  another  year  or  two  to  get  ready,  because 
we  are  slow  down  there 

Dr.  Moorhouse — That  is  what  we  are  doing. 

Dr.  Moore — You  are  only  giving  us  one  session.  I  do  not  think  I  will  take  up  the  time 
of  the  Council  more  than  a  minute  or  two  more  ;  I  want  simply  to  insist  upon  it  that  we 
move  slowly.  We  need  not  go  backwards.  I  refuse  to  go  backwards  ;  I  am  not  ashamed  to 
go  slowly  and  I  do  not  want  to  go  wrong,  but  I  refuse  to  go  back.  I  believe  if  you  leave 
the  thing  as  it  is  for  a  little  time  we  will  not  be  making  any  mistake,  and  if  the  report  as  it 
is  now  is  adopted  I  think  it  will  answer  all  the  purposes  necessary. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  just  want  to  say  one  word  in  regard  to  this  matter  ;  I  want  to  ask  the 
Council  to  consider  very  carefully  what  is  before  them.  The  report  of  the  committee  is 
before  this  Council  ;  they  have  asked  to  postpone  a  date  at  which  the  examinations  of  the 
Council  will  be  held,  and  the  date  of  the  Council  meeting.  That  has  been  the  report  of  the 
Committee  on  Education  after  hours  and  hours  of  serious  consideration  ;  and  I  think  it  was 
almost  universally  concluded  that  it  would  be  best  to  postpone  the  date  of  the  examinations 
and  the  Council  meeting.  Why  1  Simply,  so  that  those  schools  that  wanted  to  have  an 
eight  months'  session  could  have  it,  and  so  that  those  schools  that  did  not  want  to  have  it 
should  not  be  compelled  to.  Not  hurriedly,  but  for  hours  has  this  been  considered  and 
talked  over  ;  the  report  is  now  before  us  ;  and  on  behalf  of  the  Education  Committee  I  ask 
this  Council  for  their  serious  consideration.  One  or  two  members  of  the  Education 
Committee  gob  up  and  asked  for  a  change.  It  does  seem  to  me  it  is  hardly  fair  to  the 
Education  Committee,  after  the  serious  consideration  they  have  given  this  report,  to  alter 
it.  I  want  to  take  up  some  of  the  points  made  by  Dr.  Britton  and  Dr.  Geikie  ;  they  say 
the  six  months'  course  is  not  long  enough.  But  they  do  not  have  a  six  months'  session  ; 
they  hardly  ever  have  more  than  a  four  months'  session — very  little  more  ;  there  is  hardly  a 
school  in  this  Province  that  gives  more  than  a  four  months'  session  ;  the  students  come 
about  the  10th  or  15th  October  and  they  stop  work  about  the  1st  March,  and  out  of  that 
time  is  taken  two  weeks  for  holidays. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — They  do  not  stop  till  the  middle  of  March. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  emphatically  declare  I  know  of  dozens  of  students  that  stop  their  work 
on  the  1st  of  March. 

Dr.  Moorhouse — That  is  the  more  argument  for  the  eight  months'  session. 

Dr.  Rogers— Why  don't  you  say  they  shall  complete  the  full  six  months'  session  ? 

Dr.  Geikie — So  they  do. 

Dr.  Rogers— They  do  not  do  it.  If  we  were  to  increase  the  session  to  an  eight  months' 
session  the  colleges  cannot  control  their  students  ;  they  cannot  get  them  to  attend  the  full 
six  months,  and  if  they  cannot  control  them  in  six  months  they  cannot  control  them  in 
eight  months.  What  would  be  the  consequence  of  this  ?  We  would  simply  get  about  the 
same  as  we  get  now,  except  we  only  demand  a  certain  number  of  lectures.  But  there  is 
something  else  behind  all  this.  I  do  say  if  the  Council  make  an  eight  months'  session  you 
will  find  representations  made  to  the  Minister  of  Education  at  the  next  session,  and  you 
may  expect  to  come  down  next  session  to  fight  a  bill  which  will  be  put  in  to  take  off  the 
fifth  year.  They  will  say,  perhaps,  as  was  said  in  regard  to  matriculation,  the  Council  are 
going  so  fast  we  really  must  have  a  check  put  on  them  ;  and  Mr.  Ross,  in  the  quietest  and 
kindest  and  pleasantest  possible  way,  will  agree  to  the  request  of  our  school  friends,  and  the  bill 
will  be  put  in  that  any  person  who  has  attended  lectures  for  four  sessions  of  eight  months  each 
shall  be  allowed  to  come  up  for  examination.  The  profession  of  medicine  who  pay  the  shot 
and  pay  the  bills  of  this  Council  must  be  respected  a  little  bit.  The  Legislature  has  put  out 
its  hands  and  taken  hold  of  the  matriculation  and  shown  that  we  must  go  backwards,  and  I 
say  I  will  never  be  a  party  to  allow  them  to  take  off  that  fifth  year  or  do  anything  that  will 
make  an  excuse  to  the  Legislature  to  take  it  off  for  us.  I  emphatically  state  that  any  fair 
student  can  get  up  the  whole  of  his  work  in  four  sessions  of  six  months  each,  and  I  do  not 
tike  the  word  of  men  who  say  they  cannot,  when  I  know  of  institutions,  even  Queen's 
University,  who  turn  out  excellent  students  in  four  sessions  of  six  months  each.  They 
come  to  us  with  a  large  deputation  and  say,  we  must  have  an  eight  months'  session  ;  we 
cannot  give  enough  knowledge  in  six  months,  it  is  impossible.  We  say,  we  will  postpone 
the  date  of  the  examinations  so  as  to  let  you  have  the  session,  so  that  you  can  make  the 
session.  What  do  they  do  ?  I  believe  the  only  institution  here  which  says  it  will  try,  and  it 
is  an  institution  I  respect  very  highly,  is  Toronto  University.  Trinity  says  they  won't  do  it. 
We  give  them  a  chance  for  an  eight  months'  session,  but  the  only  one  willing  to  take  advan- 
tage of  it  is  Toronto  University. 

Dr.  Geikie — No,  you  are  mistaken  ;  we  said  we  might  not  like  it  unless  all  did  it. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  understood  Dr.  Geikie  to  say  what  1  have  said. 

Dr.  Geikie — No. 
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Dr.  Rogers — What  we  say  is,  we  only  demand  a  six  months'  session,  but  we  are  raising 
our  course  so  that  any  school  that  wishes  an  eight  months'  session  may  have  it  ;  and  when 
we  have  done  that  we  have  enabled  our  friends  who  represent  the  teaching  bodies  of  this 
city  to  go  to  the  Minister  of  Education  and  to  say  to  him  that  we  have  so  far  raised  up  the 
requirements  of  the  medical  education  that  he  will  have  to  put  his  hand  out  and  interfere 
with  us.  We  will  save  ourselves  trouble  by  leaving  this  alone,  and  I  would  strongly  urge 
on  Dr.  Williams  to  leave  the  matter  as  it  was  left  in  the  Committee  on  Education,  to 
withdraw  his  motion  and  vote  for  the  adoption  of  the  report  of  the  Education  Committee. 
It  will  do  no  harm,  if  in  a  year  from  now  we  find  all  the  schools  are  taking  an  eight  months' 
session,  to  take  it  up,  but  in  the  meantime  we  should  leave  it  alone  and  have  no  reference 
to  it  at  all.  Dr.  Britton  has  said  the  six  months  in  a  doctor's  office  was  no  good.  I  do  not 
say  the  student  shall  go  into  a  doctor's  office  for  six  months.  Dr.  Moorhouse  has  said  that 
the  time  spent  by  the  student  in  the  doctor's  office  was  a  time  of  loafing.  I  want  to  ask 
him  if  a  student  takes  a  year  after  he  graduates  in  going  to  the  hospitals  in  the  Old 
Country,  whether  he  is  loafing  ? 

Dr.  Moorhouse — No. 

Dr.  Rogers — I  would  like  to  ask  Dr.  Moorhouse  how  many  students  he  knows  who 
loafed  in  the  last  year  ? 

Dr.  Moorhouse — I  don't  know. 

Dr.  Rogers — Then  why  does  Dr.  Moorhouse  use  those  arguments  ? 

Dr.  Moorhouse — I  beg  your  pardon.  I  do  know  students  who  loaf  if  they  have  a 
chance. 

Dr.  Rogers — We  know  of  many  students  who,  after  they  have  got  their  practice  of 
medicine  up  and  their  surgery,  obstetrics  and  all  their  book  work,  go  to  New  York,  Boston, 
Philadelphia,  and  even  to  Europe,  and  take  a  year  in  the  hospitals  ;  and  the  Council  years 
ago  said  to  the  students,  we  will  give  you  encouragement  to  go  there,  but  if  there  is  any 
poor  fellow,  such  as  those  Dr.  Moore  has  spoken  of,  who  says  "  I  can't  afford  to  do  so,"  and 
goes  to  the  doctor's  office  for  six  months  and  does  a  fair  amount  of  work,  he  can,  if  neces- 
sary, show  an  affidavit  that  he  has  studied  there  for  six  months.  They  must  put  in  one 
year  of  clinical  work  after  they  have  got  through  their  book  work.  For  these  reasons  I 
ask  the  Council  to  seriously  consider  what  they  are  doing.  We  do  not  want  to  be  caught  in 
any  little  trap  this  time — at  least  I  do  not  want  to  be — and  I  ask  you  to  adopt  this  report  as 
it  is. 

Dr.  Moore — There  was  a  point  I  forgot  to  speak  of.  I  want  to  point  out  to  this 
Council  this  fact,  that  when  we  put  on  the  eight  months'  course  we  keep  the  poor  man's 
son  two  months  longer  away  from  home  ;  if  we  keep  him  two  months  longer  away  from 
home  somebody  has  got  to  pay  for  it.  Another  thing  is  it  is  very  hard  to  get  board  for  much 
less  than  $5.00  a  week,  and  that  would  make  $40.00  we  take  out  of  the  boy  or  out  of  his 
father  by  keeping  him  two  months  longer  ;  and  in  that  way,  if  we  put  in  four  sessions,  we 
wring  $80.00  out  of  the  poor  man's  pocket,  and  $20.00  would  pay  the  fees  to  this  Council. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  can  remember,  as  a  student,  and  I  presume  the  times  have  not 
changed  much,  we  began  at  eight  o'clock  to  listen  to  lectures,  and  listened  for  two  or  three 
hours  ;  then  we  ran  away  to  the  hospital  and  had  some  lectures,  and  kept  it  up  till  nine 
o'clock  at  night.  I  say  that  any  student  subjected  to  a  treatment  of  that  kind  in  getting 
his  education  must  receive  into  his  head  information,  if  it  is  information  at  all,  in  such  a 
way  that  he  will  be  muddled  up,  and  when  the  day  is  over  it  will  be  difficult  for  him  to 
know  what  he  has  learned.  I  have  another  argument  to  present  to  you.  I  am  not  a 
stickler  for  lectures,  I  do  not  think  that  there  is  such  a  vast  deal  of  good  done  by  lectures ; 
and  my  own  personal  experience  is  that  when  I  was  a  student  I  obtained  as  much  informa- 
tion and  I  crystallized  it  into  form  and  order  better  from  the  standard  books,  by  making 
notes  and  condensing  them,  than  I  did  from  lectures.  The  lectures  were  useful  to  me  in 
leading  my  mind  to  be  concentrated  more  upon  points  that  I  had  overlooked.  In  that  way 
I  think  the  lecture  was  a  good  thing  ;  it  guided  me  to  those  ideas  and  thoughts  that  in  read- 
ing I  had  overlooked.  I  think  the  eight  months'  course  is  the  sound  course,  because  the 
lectures  need  not  begin  at  eight  o'clock,  and  there  need  not  of  necessity  be  so  many  lectures 
in  a  day  ;  we  would  have  fewer  lectures,  more  digestion,  and  what  is  more  important  still, 
far  more  clinical  observation.  We  have  in  the  city  of  Toronto,  the  city  of  Kingston  and  the 
city  of  London  not  the  vast  opportunity  for  clinical  observation  for  students  that  they  have 
in  London  (England),  New  York,  Paris,  Berlin  and  other  places.  Not  having  that  oppor- 
tunity, I  say  it  is  wise  to  extend  the  time,  and  the  student  will  have  in  the  eight  months 
very  much  more  opportunity  for  seeing  the  practical  side  of  his  profession  than  he  would  in 
the  limited  six  months  ;  therefore,  my  contention  is  that  if  this  Council  desire  to  put  their 
education  upon  a  good  and  a  sound  basis,  and  to  get  abreast  of  the  best  teaching  bodies  of 
the  world,  we  must  get  away  from  the  six  months'  session  and  have  the  eight  months'  session. 
I  approve  of  the  fifth  year  provided  it  is  well  used,  provided  a  student  is  able  to  go  to  some 
of  the  cities  where  there  are  more  opportunities  for  clinical  observation  and  clinical  studies 
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than  a  small  place  like  Toronto  can  afford.  I  think  it  is  time  well  spent.  Whilst  I  main- 
tain these  views  I  also  feel  that  the  legislation  in  the  Council  has  not  partaken  sufficiently" 
of  the  character  of  the  laws  of  the  Medes  and  Persians.  I  do  not  say  our  laws  should  be 
unalterable,  but  at  the  same  time  I  do  not  think  that  there  should  not  be  that  continuous 
tinkering  and  alteration  that  have  characterized  the  treatment  of  our  curriculum  for  some 
time  past.  While  I  say  that,  I  do  not  mean  to  advance  the  idea  that  I  am  not  prepared  to 
vote  for  this  resolution  if  we  are  all  clear  it  is  the  best  thing  for  the  students  and  for  the 
medical  education  of  this  country.  If  that  is  so,  then  I  think  we  ought  to  go  forward  to-day 
and  adopt  it,  and  I  am  disposed  to  think  it  will  be  adopted.  There  has  been  an  ad  miseri 
cordium  argument  adopted  to-day  about  the  poor  student,  that  if  this  is  adopted  the  poor 
students  will  suffer  ;  but  I  venture  if  this  is  not  adopted  the  poor  patients  will  suffer.  We 
ought  to  consider  in  our  legislation  the  people  of  this  country,  and  put  them  and  their 
interests  paramount  to  the  medical  profession  or  the  students  or  anything  else.  The  ques- 
tion is,  which  will  prepare  the  student  for  the  best  practitioner,  the  most  useful  man  for  the 
country  ?  I  think  the  eight  months  in  which  the  student  digests  more  thoroughly  every- 
thing he  learns  in  his  education  will  fit  that  man  for  a  better  practitioner  than  the  student 
who  only  spends  six  months.  It  is  true  that  in  the  last  month  (it  was  in  my  day  and  I  pre- 
sume it  is  still)  that  the  boys  run  away,  and  begin  to  fag,  and  do  not  attend  lectures  ;  they 
will  probably  do  that  in  the  seventh  month  under  the  new  regime,  if  we  adopt  it,  but  still 
they  will  have  seven  months  of  solid  study  and  direction  by  their  teachers.  I  think  it 
would  be  wise  for  us  to  adopt  the  eight  months'  session  ;  I  feel  disposed  to  accept  that.  Let 
us  make  it  a  fixed  thing  and  not  be  altering  our  curriculum  so  often,  and  I  think  it  will  be 
a  great  benefit  to  the  people,  and  not  only  to  them  but  to  the  students  who  will  become  our 
future  practitioners. 

Dr.  Thornton — Whatever  may  be  the  necessity  for  change  in  the  future,  or  however 
wise  it  may  be  to  make  changes  in  the  future,  at  the  present  time  I  am  going  to  follow  the 
words  of  my  opponents  in  the  Council  last  year,  "I  think  the  time  is  not  opportune."  I 
do  not  pretend  for  a  moment  to  be  able  to  discuss  this  question  from  the  university  point 
of  view,  and  I  do  not  know  that  I  am  particularly  qualified  from  the  professional  point  of 
view,  but  I  feel  that  I  have  a  duty  to  discharge.  There  is  nothing  in  connection  with  the 
work  of  this  Council,  since  this  question  has  been  talked  of,  that  I  have  devoted  more 
attention  to  or  made  more  enquiries  about  than  this  particular  question.  I  do  not  pretend 
to  say  that  it  will  not  be  wise  for  changes  to  be  made  in  the  future.  I  will  not  say  that  it 
is  not  wise  to  discuss  this  question  as  it  has  been  discussed  to-day.  There  may  be  a  great 
deal  of  good  come  out?  of  the  discussion,  and  it  may  pave  the  way  for  a  different  state  of 
things  ;  but  on  careful  enquiry  from  men  that  are  able  to  express  opinions  and  who  have  a 
great  deal  of  force  with  them,  I  have  found  that  if  we,  at  the  present  time,  on  the  lines 
asked  in  that  clause  of  the  report,  make  those  changes  we  will  place  an  extra  amount  of 
work  on  our  Registrar,  and  we  will  double  the  work  of  our  Complaints  Committee,  and  we 
will  open  up  a  mighty  breach  between  the  profession  and  the  teaching  bodies  and  pave  the 
way  for  the  Patrons  or  other  organizations  that  may  spring  into  existence  to  go  to  our 
legislative  halls  and  not  only  ask  to  upset  the  changes  we  are  making  now  but  the  whole 
Medical  Act.  I  have  found  invariably  with  the  leading  members  of  the  profession  that 
there  is,  and  particularly  on  the  part  of  the  public  and  those  that  are  educating  their  sons 
in  medicine,  a  deep  rooted  and  a  growing  dislike  to  this  continual  tinkering  with  our 
curriculum,  and  to  the  continual  making  of  changes  ;  and  the  feeling  is  such  at  the  present 
time  that  if  those  changes  are  made  it  is  going  to  tend  to  bring  about  the  results  which  I 
have  just  enumerated,  and  for  that  reason  I  will  vote  for  wiping  out  the  clause  and  for 
leaving  the  matter  just  as  it  is. 

Dr.  Campbell — I  have  helped  all  I  could  in  the  past  to  secure  for  the  profession  a  high 
matriculation  standard  and  a  high  standard  of  professional  education,  and  I  think  we  have 
succeeded  in  getting  it,  and  we  have  a  good  standard.  Our  standard  compares  well  with  the 
standards  of  other  countries  in  America  and  in  Europe  ;  it  is  a  good  standard,  and  I  think 
we  should  let  well  enough  alone  for  a  little  while.  (Hear,  hear.)  Complaint  has  been  made 
repeatedly  that  we  are  continually  changing.  Possibly  if  we  change  now  we  may  improve 
somewhat,  but  what  is  the  necessity  for  making  experiments  and  trying  to  improve  when, 
under  all  the  circumstances,  we  are  doing  remarkably  well.  Again,  I  say,  let  well  enough 
alone.  We  do  not  want  to  give  opportunity  for  people  to  effect  changes  in  the  Medical  Act 
by  getting  the  idea  that  we  are  endeavoring  to  make  ourselves  a  too  closely  protected 
organization.  I  objected  last  year  to  raising  the  standard  of  matriculation  on  that  account, 
and  events  proved  that  those  of  us  who  objected  were  correct  ;  we  were  going  faster  than 
the  popular  sentiment  would  endorse;  and  now  if  we  go  faster  in  raising  our  professional 
educational  standard  than  popular  sentiment  will  endorse  we  will  have  our  wings  dipped 
again.  Let  us  be  careful  and  not  give  any  opportunity  to  Patrons,  School  men,  or  anybody 
else,  to  go  to  the  Legislature  and  endeavor  to  get  our  privileges  reduced,  and  the  standard 
we  have  adopted  reduced.  Let  well  enough  alone.  For  that  reason  1  am  disposed  to  vote 
against  any  change  whatever. 
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Dr.  Sangster — I  would  not  rise  to  say  anything  but  for  one  remark  of  the  last  speaker. 
The  changes  made  in  the  Legislature  by  the  Ross  Bill  had  no  reference  whatever  to  the 
elevation  of  the  standard  of  matriculation  accomplished  here  last  year.  That  standard  was 
not  to  go  into  force  till  1897.  The  changes  made  in  the  Legislature  at  the  request  of  some- 
body were  made  because  the  Education  Committee  too  closely  astringed  their  proceedings 
last  year,  so  as  to  insist  that  no  man  should  be  permitted  to  claim  registration  as  a  matricu- 
late unless  he  had  passed  what  was  announced,  and  had  been  announced  for  some  years  past, 
as  the  one  sole  and  imperative  requirement  for  matriculation.  Nothing  that  was  done  in 
the  House  had  the  slightest  reference  or  was  founded  in  any  way  upon  what  was  done  or 
said  last  year  in  reference  to  the  raising  of  the  standard  in  1897. 

Dr.  Britton — I  beg  leave  to  move  in  amendment  to  the  amendment,  That  Clause  2 
be  "struck  out  and  the  following  inserted  :  "  That  four  sessions  of  eight  months  each 
be  demanded,  and  that  the  summer  session  and  fifth  year  of  clinical  work  be  abolished." 
I  have  not  a  word  to  say  in  relation  to  that  because  whatever  I  have  said  referred  to  the 
facts  contained  in  it. 

Dr.  Williams — I  have  refrained  from  making  any  remarks  on  this  subject  till  the  pre- 
sent. I  think  my  object  in  introducing  that  resolution  is  partially  attained  already.  I 
wanted  by  that  resolution  to  elicit  the  feelings  of  the  Council  on  this  subject ;  and  I  wanted 
at  the  same  time  to  give  the  schools  and  the  profession  a  warning  that  that  step  was  going 
to  be  taken.  Now,  I  have  made  the  motion  in  such  a  way  that  after  the  next  year  it  should 
be  taken.  I  am  not  prepared  to  say  whether  that  would  be  stepping  a  little  too  soon  or  not. 
That  will  be  for  the  Council  to  say,  but  my  own  impression  is  that  it  is  the  right  step  to  take, 
but  whether  or  not  we  are  taking  that  step  too  soon  I  am  not  prepared  to  say.  It  does  not 
lengthen  the  time  for  a  student  ;  the  years  would  still  be  the  five  years  ;  it  is  just  changing 
the  work  during  the  five  years.  We  seem  to  occupy  rather  an  awkward  position  ;  we  are  told 
that  we  are  in  danger  of  getting  into  trouble  with  the  Patrons  on  one  hand,  and  if  you  look 
on  the  other  side  we  are  in  danger  of  getting  into  trouble  with  the  profession  ;  so  that  we 
stand  in  the  middle,  I  won't  say  between  the  devil  and  the  deep  sea,  because  I  would  not 
know  which  to  call  the  devil  ;  but  still  we  are  just  in  that  position  that  we  require  to  move 
with  some  considerable  care.  My  own  impression  is  that  the  schools  need  to  take  warning 
that  this  step  is  going  to  be  taken  ;  and  though  my  resolution  may  be  voted  down  to-day,  it, 
either  by  me  or  by  somebody  else,  probably  will  be  brought  up  at  no  distant  day,  and  that 
step  will  have  to  be  taken.  Now,  as  I  understand  the  amendment  of  Dr.  Britton,  it  is  to 
*  take  the  four  eight  months'  sessions,  but  to  abolish  the  fifth  year. 

Dr.  Britton — And  the  summer  session. 

Dr.  Williams — Now,  that  is  a  sort  of  half  step.  Mine  you  may  call  a  full  step,  and  his 
is  the  half  step.  And  then,  we  come  down  to  the  recommendation  of  the  report,  and  that  is, 
to  allow  it  to  be  optional  with  the  schools,  only  to  fix  the  period  of  holding  the  examinations 
at  a  time  that  if  they  felt  they  wanted  to  take  that  course  they  can  then  have  their  examina- 
tions. I  think  that  is  about  the  way  the  matter  stands  ;  we  have  the  three  propositions, 
one  that  allows  it  to  be  optional  with  the  schools  as  to  what  step  they  will  take  ;  the  other 
one  takes  the  four  eight  months'  sessions  without  the  summer  session  and  without  the  fifth 
year  ;  and  the  other  one  takes  the  four  eight  months'  sessions  with  the  fifth  year  and  without 
the  summer  session  ;  and  I  think  we  are  in  a  position  to  cast  our  votes  on  this  without  any 
trouble. 

The  Registrar  read  the  amendment  by  Dr.  Williams,  and  read  Dr.  Britton's  amendment 
to  the  amendment. 

The  Chairman  put  the  amendment  to  the  amendment,  and  on  a  vote  being  taken 
declared  it  lost. 

The  Chairman  read  the  amendment  of  Dr.  Williams. 

Dr.  Britton — I  would  like  to  ask  Dr.  Williams  through  you,  Mr.  Chairman,  for  some 
information  as  to  whether  he  means  that  to  be  added  to  the  original  clause  or  to  be  substi- 
tuted for  it. 

Dr.  Williams — It  is  worded  :   "  And  we  further  recommend  ;  "  that  is,  in  addition. 

Dr.  Moore — You  mean  the  four  sessions  of  eight  months  and  the  five  years  ? 

Dr.  Williams — Yes. 

The  Chairman  put  the  amendment,  and  on  a  vote  having  been  taken  declared  it 
lost. 

The  Chairman  then  put  Dr.  Campbell's  motion,  That  the  second  clause  of  the  report  be 
adopted.     Carried. 

Dr.  Britton  read  the  third  clause  of  the  report. 

The  President — Could  not  the  Registrar  give  us  that  resolution  now  ?  The  resolution 
is  that  the  therapeutics  be  placed  with  the  practice  of  medicine  instead  of  pathology. 

Dr.  Britton — It  has  come  to  my  recollection  that  I  did  move  that  the  subject  of  thera- 
peutics, being  an  important  one,  a  separate  paper  be  given  ;  and  it  was  subsequently  decided 
by  the  Council  that  that  paper  should  be  given  by  the  Examiner  in  medicine.     The  reason 
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it  has  been  referred  here  is  because  the  Examiner  who  took  both  subjects,  therapeutics  and 
pathology,  felt  it  was  unwise  for  any  one  to  attempt  to  take  both,  because  in  a  certain  sense 
they  are  so  foreign  and  not  closely  allied.  I  do  not  think  that  it  is  necessary  to  take  special 
action. 

The  Chairman  put  the  motion  to  adopt  the  third  clause  of  the  report.     Carried. 

Dr.  Britton  read  Clauses  4,  5,  6,  7,  8,  9,  10,  11,  12,  13,  14,  15,  16,  17  and  18  of  the 
report,  which,  on  motion,  were  adopted  as  read. 

The  Chairman  read  Clause  19  of  the  report. 

Dr.  Rogers — The  Executive  Committee  recommended  that  Mr.  Bremner  be  recom- 
mended to  the  Council  favorably,  and  the  facts  are  such  that  it  seems  to  me  really  a  great 
hardship. 

Dr.  Britton — I  will  read  the  original  communication  from  Mr.  C.  W.  Bremner,  which 
is  dated  October  4th,  1895.  The  applicant  had  a  personal  interview  with  me  last  year.  He 
is  a  brother  of  Dr.  Bremner,  who,  until  recently,  was  practising  in  Ontario,  but  who  has 
gone  to  South  America,  where,  I  believe,  he  is  establishing  a  private  hospital  ;  and  I  am 
fully  persuaded  that  it  is  the  intention  of  the  applicant  to  go  down  there  as  soon  as  he  takes 
his  degree  in  the  Toronto  University  and  secures  his  license  from  the  College,  if  he  can  be 
allowed  to  secure  it  at  the  same  time. 

Dr.  Sangster — Will  you  explain  the  object  of  the  petition  ? 

Dr.  Britton — The  object  of  the  petition  is  to  be  allowed  to  be  registered  as  a  student 
in  the  four-year  course.  He  had  all  the  qualificitions,  and  far  more  than  wer^  necessary  in 
1892  ;  in  fact,  he  was  qualified  some  years  before  and  he  knew  that  the  four-year  course  was 
prescribed,  and  I  presume  he  also  knew — I  would  not  say  that — that  the  change  was  going 
to  be  made  in  1892.  I  do  not  suppose  he  did  know.  But  he  did  not  know  he  would  be 
allowed  to  register  until  he  was  actually  engaged  in  the  study  of  medicine. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  move  that  his  request  be  granted. 

Dr.  Thorburn — I  second  that. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Thorburn,  seconded  by  Dr.  Campbell,  To  strike  out  the  word  "not" 
in  Clause  19  of  the  report.     Carried. 

Clause  19,  on  motion,  was  adopted  as  amended. 

Dr.  Britton  read  Clause  20  of  the  report,  and  stated  that  this  might  be  condensed  after- 
wards by  the  Registrar  and  the  Executive  Committee. 

Dr.  Britton  moved  the  adoption  of  the  clause.     Carried. 

Dr.  Britton  read  Clause  21  of  the  report. 

Dr.  Geikie — I  move  that  the  report  be  amended  by  having  embodied  in  it  a  recom- 
mendation that  in  the  first  line  the  word  "fifty"  shall  be  substituted  for  the  word  "sixty." 
I  do  that  for  the  reason  that,  as  you  know,  when  a  man  passes,  for  instance,  four  Primary 
subjects,  receiving  50  per  cent,  on  each,  he  gets  200  marks,  while  another  who  gets  68,  65, 
50  and  49,  receives  no  credit  at  all.  The  second  man  makes  a  great  many  more  marks,  but 
he  is  not  even  allowed  his  subjects,  because  we  have  a  double  standard.  This  is  a  mistake. 
We  should  take  the  ordinary  pass  standard  of  50  per  cent,  and  20  per  cent,  added  if  a  person 
happens  to  be  one  mark  short  in  any  subject,  and  to  give  the  man  three  branches,  provided 
he  comes  up  to  our  pass  standard,  is  doing  the  Council  no  wrong.  It  is  not  hurting  anything, 
and  there  is  not  a  student  in  the  country  who  does  not  desire  that  amendment  made.  I 
have  one  illustration  where  a  man  got  59,  59,  59  and  49  ;  he  should  get  credit  for  these  four. 
I  beg  leave  to  move  that  that  motion  be  adopted. 

Dr.  Sangster — If  you  proceed  in  that  direction,  there  is  only  one  finality  you  can  come 
to,  and  that  is,  nothing.  If  you  adopt  50  instead  of  60,  there  is  nothing  to  prevent  another 
gentleman  coming  in  and  saying,  "  Here  is  a  gentleman  who  got  49^,  49 h  and  49^,  and  he 
got  nothing."  The  next  year  you  get  it  down  further,  and  say,  "  Here  is  a  gentleman  who 
got  39|,  and  so  on,  and  nothing  wras  allowed."  I  say,  when  you  fix  a  standard  you  have  to 
keep  to  it,  and  not  proceed  by  half  marks.  I  think  we  prepared  a  large  amount  of  trouble 
for  the  Registrar  last  night  in  permitting  certain  persons  to  register  that  had  not  been 
recommended  for  registration  by  the  Examiners.  As  an  old  teacher  and  an  old  Examiner,  I 
believe  there  is  only  one  clear  way  for  this  Council  to  follow,  and  that  is  to  fix  a  rule  and 
never  depart  from  it. 

Dr.  Geikie — In  answer  to  you,  I  would  like  to  say  that  I  have  not  fixed  upon  a  lower 
standard,  but  if  a  man  makes  50  per  cent,  in  three  subjects  he  ought  to  be  credited  with 
them.     This  is  your  own  standard,  not  a  fresh  standard. 

Dr.  Shaw — Clause  5,  Section  V.,  seems  to  cover  the  point  raised  by  Dr.  Geikie.  1  do 
sympathize  to  some  extent  with  the  position  he  takes,  but  1  think  this  clause  would  enable 
the  Council  to  relieve  the  hardship.  It  leaves  the  matter  in  the  hands  of  the  Council  if 
there  is  a  hardship  ;  and  sometimes  it  does  appear  thai  there  is  a  hardship.  A  candidate 
may  take  70  per  cent,  in  one  subject,  65  in  another,  59  in  another,  and  fall 
under  50  in  the  fourth,  and  according  to  the  technical  interpretation  of  Sub  -section  9, 
Section  III.,  he  would  have  to  be  declined.     A  case  of  thai  kind  might  seem  a  hardship,  but 
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I  think  Clause  5,  Section  V.,  gives  the  Council  the  power  of  coming  to  their  relief  incases  of 
that  character. 

The  Chairman  put  Dr.  Geikie's  amendment,  which  on  a  standing  vote  being  taken  was 
declared  lost. 

Dr.  Britton  moved  the  adoption  of  Clause  21  of  the  report.     Carried. 
Dr.  Britton  read  Clauses  22,  23,  24  and  25  of  the  report,  which  on  motion  were  adopted 
as  read. 

Dr.  Britton  read  Clause  26  of  the  report. 

Dr.  Thorburn — I  would  like  to  make  some  remarks  about  that  before  it  is  put.  I  was 
at  the  last  meeting  of  the  Dominion  Medical  Association  at  Kingston,  and  this  subject  was 
discussed.  It  had  been  up  on  several  former  occasions,  and  we  all  felt  it  was  most  desirable 
that  there  should  be  uniform  registration  and  the  same  curriculum,  if  possible.  The  (lif- 
erent Provinces,  except  Ontario,  were  particularly  anxious  for  it.  They  admitted,  however, 
the  difficulties  in  the  way,  but  they  asserted  we  were  the  stumbling  block.  It  was  shown 
to  them  that  it  was  not  so,  that  we  had  a  provision  in  our  Act  that  allowed  us  to  confer  equal 
powers  on  the  different  Provinces  if  they  come  up  to  our  standard.  You  will  observe  there 
that  it  is  not  true  that  we  could  be  registered  in  England  if  we  were  a  uniformity.  I  am 
not  prepared  to  say  who  it  was,  but  somebody  gave  his  word  at  that  meeting  that  an  appli- 
cation had  been  made  by  Quebec  to  that  effect,  and  that  the  minister  who  submitted  it  from 
Canada  said  it  was  impossible  to  entertain  it,  that  no  single  Province  could  get  that  pro- 
vision ;  but  if  we  were  a  unit  in  the  Dominion  we  would  get  it  without  any  question.  I 
moved  yesterday,  or  the  day  before,  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  meet  the  different 
delegates  from  the  different  Provinces  at  Montreal  in  August  next.  I  was  then  told  it  was 
in  this  report,  and  I  withdrew  it.  I  hope  that  you  will  consider  that,  and  let  the  two  men 
be  considered  as  delegates  upon  this  occasion.  The  meeting  is  on  the  26th,  27th  and  28th, 
and  if  there  had  been  some  correspondence  before,  they  can  get  there  in  the  morning  and 
consider  the  matter,  with  no  delay  or  expense.  I  suggested  the  names,  which  as  President 
of  the  Association  I  had  a  right  to  do,  of  our  friend  Dr.  Bray,  who  is  familiar  with  our 
rights,  and  Dr.  Pyne  ;  I  would  also  suggest  the  name  of  Dr.  Cameron,  but  I  am  sorry  to 
say  he  is  not  here,  and  I  would  like  if  you  could  name  some  other  gentleman.  I  find  the 
Quebec  fellows  have  a  pretty  large  majority,  and  I  would  like  to  have  our  party  strengthened. 
The  Chairman — Is  it  intended  that  the  delegates  that  will  be  sent  will  be  sent  at  the 
expense  of  the  Council  ? 

Dr.  Thorburn — No,  I  think  not  ;  they  will  be  any  members  who  are  going  there. 
Dr.  Bray — This  matter  came  up  before  this  Council  some  three  or  four  years  ago,  and 
there  was  a  delegation  appointed  from  the  Council  with  the  understanding  that  they  should 
not  receive  anything  ;  I  was  one  of  the  parties  appointed.  We  talked  a  lot,  but  nothing 
came  of  it.  Dr.  Thorburn  mistakes,  I  think,  about  all  the  Provinces,  except  Ontario,  being 
willing  and  anxious  to  go  in.  Certainly  the  old  Maritime  Provinces  and  Quebec  are  very 
anxious  to  reciprocate  with  Ontario,  but  we  are  told  that  the  delegates  from  British  Columbia 
and  Manitoba  did  not  want  anything  of  the  kind  ;  it  was  not  to  their  advantage  ;  that  while 
it  was  to  our  advantage  here,  we  were  graduating  any  number  of  students  and  hadn't  room 
for  them,  and  they  would  flock  up  there,  they  were  not  graduating  any  more  than  they 
wanted  up  there,  and  they  would  not  be  coming  here  ;  and  while  that  lasted  they  would  not 
consent.  Those  were  the  reasons  that  they  gave,  and  they  would  not  enter  into  it  at  all.  I 
think  it  would  be  a  very  grand  thing  if  we  could  have  this.  I  have  advocated  for  ten  years 
or  more  to  have  reciprocity  between  the  Provinces.  They  have  different  courses  ;  British 
Columbia  three  years,  others  four,  and  we  require  five.  If  you  can  assimilate  the  standard 
of  matriculation  and  medical  education,  I  think  any  other  difficulty  can  be  got  over.  But 
that  is  one  great  difficulty  ;  another  difficulty  is  the  clause  in  our  own  Act,  referring  to  any 
Province  that  has  an  examining  body  independent  of  the  schools.  I  think  perhaps  there 
should  be  some  give  and  take  on  the  part  of  all  these  Provinces  ;  and  I  think  if  there  was  a 
delegation  sent  from  this  Council  it  would  show  we  had  a  desire  to  do  what  we  could  in  the 
matter.  I  would  be  very  glad  to  have  a  delegation  sent  from  here  if  it  is  understood  it  will 
be  no  expense  to  this  Council.  We  chose  members  likely  to  attend  the  Dominion  Medical 
Association,  which  was  held  in  Ottawa  at  that  time,  and  it  is  to  be  held  in  Montreal  this 
time.  I  do  not  know  how  many  they  ask  for,  but  would  it  not  be  just  as  well  for  this 
Council  to  give  any  gentleman,  who  intends  going,  authority,  and  ask  him  to  attend  as  a 
delegate  of  this  Council  ? 

Dr.  Britton  moved  the  adoption  of  Clause  26,  and  also  moved  that  the  following  be 
added  to  it  :  "  That  any  members  of  this  Council  who  will  visit  the  meeting  of  the  Canadian 
Medical  Association  at  Montreal  in  August  next,  be  requested  to  act  in  concert  as  a  com- 
mittee to  meet  the  committees  from  the  other  Provinces,  and  to  report  to  the  Council  at 
the  next  session,  without  expense  to  the  Council." 

Dr.  Williams — Before  that  clause  is  passed,  I  want  to  make  a  remark  about  it.  I  do 
not  agree  in  one  respect  with  Dr.  Bray  at  all  ;  he  seems  to  think  the  great  stumbling  block 
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is  in  our  Act.  It  seems  to  me  that  it  is  not  there  but  in  the  fact  that  the  other  Provinces 
have  no  control  of  their  examinations  ;  they  simply  accept  graduates  from  the  different 
schools  and  register  them,  on  condition  that  they  pass  their  matriculation.  Now,  I  think 
that  is  the  foundation  difficulty  of  the  whole  trouble.  So  far  as  the  matriculation  is  con- 
cerned, I  think  that  trouble  could  be  assimilated  without  any  great  difficulty — I  think 
likely  at  a  conference.  And  if  they  keep  themselves  to  the  matriculation  it  should  be  very 
easily  adjusted,  and  that  might  be  of  some  advantage  to  the  students  or  to  the  persons  wish- 
ing to  register  in  the  different  Provinces.  There  is  the  medical  curriculum,  and  I  think 
there  will  be  some  little  difficulty  in  getting  them  all  to  agree  upon  that,  but  ultimately 
those  two  points  will  be  conceded.  The  third  point,  which  is  the  fundamental  point  of  the 
whole,  getting  examinations  held  independently  of  the  teaching  bodies,  the  same  as  we  have 
here  ;  that  is  a  point  they  are  not  likely  to  agree  upon  for  some  considerable  time,  and  I 
think  that  is  the  foundation  to  the  whole  thing.  We  could  certainly  not  recommend  this 
Province  to  go  into  a  reciprocal  condition  with  any  of  the  other  Provinces  if  they  accept 
students  from  the  schools  that  might  be  scattered  about  the  country  without  any  knowledge 
at  all  as  to  how  their  standard  may  be. 

Dr.  Thorburn—  The  object  of  the  committee  is  to  consider  that. 

The  Chairman  put  the  motion  for  the  adoption  of  Clause  26  of  the  report,  and  on  a  vote 
having  been  taken  declared  it  carried. 

Dr.  Britton  read  Clause  27  of  the  report,  which  on  motion  was  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Britton  read  Clause  28  of  the  report. 

Dr.  Britton — I  might  explain  to  some  members  of  the  committee  that  this  matter  came 
up  after  the  adjournment  of  the  committee  last  night,  when  it  was  too  late  to  ask  the  com- 
mittee to  remain  any  longer,  consequently  the  Secretary  and  myself  went  over  that  again 
this  morning.  It  is  not  a  very  important  matter,  at  any  rate.  However,  we  considered 
some  of  the  text  books  were  getting  a  little  antiquated,  and  we  thought  it  better  to  have 
them  replaced.  I  have  introduced  this  without  consulting  all  the  members  of  the  committee  ; 
I  have  consulted  some  of  them. 

Dr.  Britton  moved  the  adoption  of  Clause  28. 

Dr.  Geikie — Should  it  not  be  stated  that  the  books  are  not  placed  in  the  order  of  merit  ? 
That  is  important.  For  instance,  in  physiology,  Kirke  is  placed  before  Foster,  and  Foster 
is  much  the  more  encyclopaedic. 

Dr.  Britton — I  think  it  would  be  for  a  teacher  to  advise  his  pupils. 

Dr.  Geikie — The  Council  are  supreme,  and  the  teacher  recommends  the  book  agreed 
on  by  the  College. 

Dr.  Brock — We  have  now  a  course  of  ten  lectures  on  mental  diseases,  and  I  would  ask 
that  a  text  book  by  a  very  well  known  medical  man  of  this  city,  and  one  who  has  all  respect, 
should  be  placed  on  the  list;  the  book  I  refer  to  is  "Mental  Diseases,"  by  Dr.  Daniel 
Clark  ;  it  is  a  new  work. 

Dr.  Shaw — Is  it  any  good  ? 

Dr.  Moorhouse — I  do  not  think  I  would  put  that  on  without  having  it  supervised. 

Dr.  Williams — I  have  been  spoken  to  about  it,  and  it  has  been  recommended  very 
highly  to  me.  It  is  said  to  be  a  very  clever  little  work  ;  whether  it  is  or  not  I  do  not  know. 
I  have  not  seen  it.  With  reference  to  the  Medical  Council  putting  down  a  list  of  text  books, 
it  would  be  just  as  well  if  the  entire  list  was  struck  out,  and  let  the  teachers  indicate  to  the 
scholars  what  books  they  choose. 

Dr.  Moore — Dr.  Clark  is  undoubtedly  a  very  clever  man,  but  he  holds  many  radical 
views. 

Dr.  Bray — In  reply  to  what  Dr.  Williams  has  said,  if  they  are  all  wiped  out,  I  have 
just  learned  from  a  gentleman  who  knows,  that  if  we  name  our  text  books  they  get  them 
in  with  a  great  deal  less  duty  to  pay,  and  I  think  for  that  reason  we  should  name  them. 

Dr.  Dickson — If  this  Council  name  the  text  books  they  should  have  a  conference  of 
the  teaching  bodies  of  the  Province,  and  let  them  come  to  an  understanding  of  the  books 
to  be  chosen.  I  think  it  would  be  better  to  do  so  than  for  this  Council  at  a  short  session, 
or  in  committee,  to  determine  the  list.     There  should  be  a  conference. 

Dr.  Britton — Before  the  Secretary  and  myself  decided  to  make  any  change  in  the  list 
to  be  submitted  to  the  Council  for  approval,  we  had  a  consultation  with  some  of  the  medical 
faculty  of  the  University  of  Toronto,  and  on  composing  the  list  as  it  appears  in  their  annual 
announcement  we  came  to  the  conclusion  to  suggest  these  changes  which  I  speak  of  now. 

Dr.  Geikie — You  mean  the  text  books? 

Dr.  Britton — Yes. 

Dr.  Machkll — I  move  that  the  American  Text  Book  of  Obstetrics  be  added  to  that  ; 
it  is  the  most  recent,  and,  I  believe,  the  most  complete,  and  the  best  work  for  the  students 
to  read. 

Dr.  Britton  moved  that  Clause  28,  as  amended,  be  adopted.     Carried.

Dr.  Brittox  moved  that  the  committee  rise  and  report.     Carried. 
The  committee  rose.     The  President  in  the  chair. 

EDUCATION  COMMITTEE  REPORT. 

To  the  President  and  members  of  the  Medical  Council  of  the  College  of  Phxjsicians  and  Surgeons 
of  Ontario  : 

Gentlemen, — Your  Education  Committee  were  convened  on  the  9th  inst.,  when  Dr. 
Britton  was  elected  Chairman  and  Dr.  Moorhouse  as  Secretary.  A  sub -committee  to  aid 
the  Chairman,  consisting  of  Drs.  Williams  and  Moorhouse,  were  appointed. 

1.  F.  K.  Reybold,  of  Philadelphia  Record,  sent  a  communication  re  Buchanan  diplomas. 
Your  committee  recommend  that  the  Registrar  reply,  asking  for  a  copy  of  all  the  names  of 
those  holding  such  diplomas  in  Canada. 

2.  A  deputation  consisting  of  representatives  from  the  University  of  Toronto,  Trinity 
Medical  College  and  the  Woman's  Medical  College  was  received  in  reference  to  prescribing 
sessions  of  eight  months  each  instead  of  six  as  at  present  existing  ;  also  as  to  the  desir- 
ability of  eliminating  the  summer  session  and  the  fifth  year  of  clinical  work.  After  due 
consideration  your  committee  concluded  that  in  order  to  encourage  and  strengthen  the 
hands  of  any  teaching  bodies  in  their  efforts  to  secure  a  higher  standard  of  professional 
training  who  may  choose  to  adopt  the  eight  months'  session,  it  will  be  wise  for  this  Council 
to  fix  the  time  of  the  Spring  examination  for  the  third  Tuesday  in  May.  In  order  to  give 
sufficient  time  for  the  Examiners  to  report,  it  is  also  recommended  that  the  by-law  be  so 
amended  that  the  Council  shall  meet  on  the  third  Tuesday  of  June.  We  also  recommend 
that  students  presenting  tickets  of  eight  months'  sessions  be  exempted  from  attendance  on 
the  summer  session. 

3.  On  the  11th  inst.  the  committee  met  and  considered  the  report  of  the  Board  of 
Examiners.  It  was  decided  to  ask  the  Registrar  to  look  up  a  former  resolution  to  the  effect 
that  a  separate  paper  be  set  in  therapeutics  by  the  Examiner  in  Medicine,  as  it  appears 
anomalous  that  the  same  Examiner  should  take  both  therapeutics  and  pathology. 

4.  Mr.  Geo.  A.  Fish  made  application  to  be  allowed  his  Primary  examination,  provided 
he  has  the  license  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Great  Britain.  We 
recommend  that  he  be  referred  to  Sub-section  12,  Section  II.  of  Announcement  of  1895-96. 

5.  It  is  recommended  that  W.  F.  Mayberry  be  allowed  to  take  his  Intermediate  and 
Final  examinations  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year,  seeing  that  he  took  the  B.A.  Science 
course. 

6.  It  is  recommended  that  the  petition  of  J.  T.  Clarke,  of^Foxboro,  Ont.,  be  not  granted. 

7.  It  is  also  recommended  that  the  petition  of  G.  Welsh,  Dutton,  Ont.,  be  not  granted. 

8.  Your  committee  recommend  that  the  petition  of  Wellington  Stephens,  Trafalgar, 
Ont.,  be  not  granted. 

9.  C.  W.  McLeay,  B.A.,  London,  Ont.,  petitioned  to  be  put  on  the  four  year  course. 
Your  committee  recommend  that  his  petition  be  granted,  and  that  he  be  referred  to  Sub- 
section 2  of  Section  II.,  Annual  Announcement. 

10.  Geo.  S.  Cameron,  Oil  City,  Ont.  It  is  recommended  that  he  be  granted  his  standing 
in  the  Primary  examination  upon  completing  his  matriculation. 

11.  J.  H.  Fleming,  St.  George,  Ont.,  petition  not  granted. 

12.  A.  E.  Burrows,  Kingston,  Ont.,  petition  not  allowed. 

13.  John  McCormack,  Glenlea,  Man.,  petition  granted. 

14.  Omer  Uochon,  of  Clarence  Creek,  Ont.,  petition  granted. 

15.  P.  Ross.     We  recommend  that  he  be  required  to  complete  his  matriculation. 

16.  W.  J.  Fletcher,  Chatham,  Ont.,  request  to  be  granted. 

17.  W.  A.  Kelly,  Chatham,  Ont.,  request  to  be  granted. 

18.  Thomas  M.  Harrowell,  Regina,  N.W.T.,  request  not  granted. 

19.  W.  C.  Bremner,  Toronto,  Ont.,  petition  allowed. 

20.  As  your  committee  inferred  from  the  character  of  the  circular  re  Matriculation  in 
Medicine  recently  issued  by  the  Education  Department  that  the  Government  had  misunder- 
stood some  of  the  conditions  of  the  agreement  between  the  Special  Committee  appointed 
by  the  Legislature  and  the  Legislation  Committee  and  Executive  of  this  Council,  a  sub- 
committee consisting  of  Drs.  Sangster  and  Britton  were  appointed  to  wait  on  the  Minister  of 
Education.  This  was  done,  and  with  the  result  that  the  Hon.  Mr.  Ross  cordially  consented 
that  such  changes  be  made  in  the  Departmental  regulations  as  would  harmonize  with  our 
convictions  as  to  the  exact  nature  of  the  original  compact,  and  consequently  expressed  his 
willingness  that  we  should  arrange  matriculation  on  that  definite  line. 

Accordingly  we  recommend  that  the  conditions  for  registration  of  matriculates  be  as 
follows  : 

(1)  Any  person  who  presents  to  the  Registrar  of  the  Medical  Council  a  certificate  that 
he  has  passed  the  examination  conducted  by  the  Education   Department  on  the  course  pre- 
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scribed  for  matriculation  in  arts,  including  chemistry  and  physics,  shall  be  entitled  on 
payment  of  the  lawful  fees  on  that  behalf  to  registration  as  a  medical  student  within  the 
meaning  of  Section  2  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act. 

(2)  Any  person  who  before  this  date  has  not  passed  the  examination  in  all  the  subjects 
prescribed  for  matriculation  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  entitled  to  registration  as  a  medical 
student  on  submitting  to  the  Registrar  a  certificate  that  he  has  completed  such  examination 
by  passing  in  the  remaining  subjects  of  such  matriculation,  including  chemistry  and 
physics. 

(3)  Any  student  in  medicine  who  submits  to  the  Registrar  certified  tickets  that  he  has 
attended  not  less  than  two  courses  of  lectures  at  any  chartered  medical  school  or  college  in 
Canada,  shall  be  entitled  on  payment  of  the  lawful  fees  in  that  behalf,  to  take  the  Primary 
examination,  provided  that  the  standing  obtained  at  such  examination  may  not  be  allowed 
until  such  student  presents  to  the  Registrar  the  matriculation  certificate. 

(4)  A  certificate  from  the  Registrar  of  any  chartered  university  conducting  a  full  arts 
course  in  Canada,  that  the  holder  thereof  matriculated  prior  to  his  enrolment  in  such 
university  and  passed  the  examinacion  in  arts  prescribed  for  students  at  the  end  of  the 
first  year,  shall  entitle  such  student  to  registration. 

(5)  Any  person  who  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  November,  1895,  had  passed  the  exam- 
ination of  any  university  in  Canada,  for  matriculation  in  arts,  or  the  matriculation  examina- 
tion conducted  by  the  Education  Department  entitling  to  registration  in.  arts  with  any 
university  in  Canada,  or  an  examination  entitling  to  registration  with  the  Medical  Council 
subsequent  to  July  1st,  1888,  shall  be  entitled  to  registration  on  submitting  to  the  Regis- 
trar a  certificate  to  that  effect  signed  by  the  proper  officer  in  that  behalf. 

Synopsis. — From  1st  July,  1888,  to  1st  November,  1892,  second-class  non-professional 
certificate  with  Latin.  Since  1st  November,  1892,  the  junior  matriculation  certificate  with 
physics  and  chemistry,  as  prescribed  and  conducted  by  the  Education  Department  of 
Ontario. 

We  understand  that  on  the  date  of  the  conference  above  referred  to,  the  Executive 
passed  a  resolution  instructing  the  Registrar  to  accept  applicants  on  the  terms  enunciated, 
and  we  fully  approve  of  its  action. 

21.  Dr.  Geikie's  resolutions  were  duly  considered,  and  it  is  recommended  that  Sub- 
section 9  of  Seation  III.  remain  unchanged,  and  that  no  reduction  be  made  in  the  minimum 
percentage  for  pass  in  chemistry. 

22.  A  communication  was  received  from  Dr.  W.  L.  Yeomans  re  the  five  years'  course  ; 
petition  not  granted. 

23.  Also  one  from  A.  Grasett  Smith,  not  allowed. 

24.  Benton  C.  Hazelwood  asks  to  be  registered  as  a  matriculate.     Request  granted. 

25.  Petition  of  O.  A.  Marshall.     Must  conform  to  the  regulation. 

26.  Your  committee  have  carefully  examined  the  report  of  the  Committee  of  the  Cana- 
dian Medical  Association  concerning  inter-provincial  registration. 

(1)  We  concur  in  the  regret  expressed  in  the  first  clause  of  the  report,  and  think  all 
reasonable  effort  should  be  made  to  remove  the  disability  expressed  in  the  following  words 
of  the  communication  :  "  A  graduate  in  medicine  entitled  to  practise  in  one  Province  is 
not  free  to  exercise  his  functions  in  all  the  Provinces  of  this  large  but  sparsely  settled 
Dominion." 

The  second  clause  reads  as  follows  :  "  That  this  condition  of  things  prevents  the  names 
of  medical  practitioners  in  this  Dominion  being  placed  on  the  British  Register,  becoming 
thereby  British  practitioners,  which  the  Council  of  Medical  Education  of  Great  Britain  has 
more  than  once  signified  its  willingness  to  grant." 

Your  committee  are  not  aware  of  the  correctness  of  this  contention,  and  are  firmly 
pursuaded  that  as  far  as  Ontario  is  concerned  it  is  not  correct.  Provision  is  made  in  the 
British  Medical  Act,  Clause  17,  Sub-section  1,  indicating  the  steps  necessary  by  a  colony  to 
secure  reciprocal  registration,  which  seems  to  be  imperative  before  the  names  of  Canadian 
practitioners  can  appear  on  the  British  Register,  which  steps  this  Province  has  not  taken. 

The  third  clause  is  as  follows  :  "  That  with  this  end  in  view  it  is  therefore  most  desir- 
able that  there  should  be  a  uniform  standard  of  matriculation,  a  uniform  standard  of  medical 
education,  and  a  uniform  method  of  examination  for  the  whole  Dominion." 

We  quite  concur  in  this,  and  think  that  the  method  of  examination  is  the  underlying 
difficulty  in  the  matter. 

We  could  not  recommend  that  under  existing  circumstances  we  should  have  reciprocity 
with  all  the  Provinces,  for  there  are  those  over  whose  medical  examinations  there  is  no 
Council  supervision.  The  examinations  conducted  by  schools  may  not  necessarily  be  above 
suspicion. 

We  are  of  the  opinion  that  as  to  uniformity  of  matriculation  and  uniformity  In  medical 
studies  there  would  be  little  difficulty  in  arriving  at  satisfactory  arrangements,  and  we  fur- 
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ther  believe  that  were  these  steps  secured  they  would  be  of  some  advantage  to  those  engaged 
in  the  study  of  medicine. 

The  fourth  clause  suggests  the  sending  of  one  or  more  delegates  to  a  Dominion  Com- 
mittee for  the  purpose  of  adjusting  a  suitable  curriculum  and  carrying  out  the  suggestions 
contained  in  the  communication,  and  that  such  committee  be  requested  to  forward  their 
finding  to  each  of  the  provincial  Councils  and  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Dominion  Association 
before  its  next  annual  meeting. 

Your  committee  would  recommend  that  two  members  be  appointed  for  this  purpose  to 
meet  delegates  from  other  Provinces  at  such  time  and  place  as  can  be  satisfactorily 
arranged.  Any  members  of  committees  to  be  delegates  without  expense  to  this  Council. 
Carried.

Dr.  Williams — For  instance,  this  Announcement  would  be  dated  one  year  ;  we  want 
to  have  changed  all  things  that  become  necessary  to  change  by  a  change  of  the  year.  Some- 
times we  made  it  our  business  to  go  through  and  change  these  figures,  but  latterly  we  have 
instructed  the  Registrar  to  do  it. 

Dr.  Geikie  presented  the  report  of  the  delegate  to  the  British  Medical  Association, 
which  met  in  London,  England,  in  August  of  last  year. 

The  report  was  received. 

To  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  : 

The  undersigned  begs  to  report  having  conveyed,  as  directed  to  do  by  letter  from  the 
Registrar  of  the  College,  given  by  order  of  the  Council  last  session,  the  hearty  good  wishes 
and  greetings  of  this  Council  to  the  British  Medical  Association,  which  met  in  London,  Eng- 
land, in  August  of  last  year. 

I  met  that  great  body  assembled  under  the  chairmanship  of  the  late  lamented  Sir  Russell 
Reynolds,  and  as  heirtily  as  I  was  able  conveyed  our  greetings  to  our  British  brethren.  The 
message  thus  conveyed  was  well  received  and  cordially  reciprocated  by  the  chairman  on 
behalf  of  the  British  Medical  Association.

Dr.  Williams — This  is  a  by-law  rendered  necessary  because  of  the  adoption  of  the 
Education  Committee's  report. 

The  President  put  the  motion,  and  on  a  vote  having  been  taken  declared  it  carried. 

The  by-law  was  read  a  first  time. 

Dr.  Williams  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Henry,  and  resolved,  That  the  Council  do  now 
go  into  Committee  of  the  Whole  to  read  a  second  time  the  by-law  to  amend  By-law  No.  39. 
Carried. 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole.     Dr.  Logan  in  the  chair. 

The  Chairman  read  the  by-law. 

Dr.  Williams — The  report  read,  I  think,  "the  third  Tuesday  in  June."  I  had  written 
a  by-law  for  the  first  Tuesday  in  July.  I  think  it  is  necessary  to  count  up  whether  or  not 
we  will  have  sufficient  time  to  go  into  the  Examiners'  reports  and  have  the  matter  ready  for 
the  Council  before  the  first  week  in  July.  Dr.  Pyne  gave  me  the  time  that  was  consumed 
usually,  and  as  near  as  I  could  make  out  it  would  require  from  four  to  six  weeks,  and  I  thought 
the  first  Tuesday  in  July  would  be  as  early  as  we  could  count  upon.  If  you  are  all  satisfied 
with  that  I  will  let  it  stand  ;  if  you  think  an  earlier  day  would  do  we  will  put  it  back  a 
week. 

Dr.  Bray — The  first  Tuesday  of  July  might  be  the  first  of  July,  which  would  be  a  very 
awkward  day. 

Dr.  Williams — It  has  been  suggested  that  persons  like  to  get  away  the  first  week  in 
July.  If  Dr.  Pyne  will  tell  us  he  thinks  there  is  sufficient  time  to  get  the  work  done,  I 
have  no  objection  to  the  fourth  Tuesday  in  June. 

Dr.  Williams  moved  the  adoption  of  the  by-law.     Carried. 

Dr.  Williams  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Britton,  That  the  committee  do  now  rise  and 
report  the  by-law  passed  in  Committee  of  the  Whole. 

The  committee  rose.      The  President  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Williams  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moore,  and  resolved,  That  the  by-law  be  now 
read  a  third  time  and  finally  passed,  signed,  sealed  and  numbered.     Carried.

Whereas  the  Council  of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario  has  power 
to  make  rules  and  regulations  or  pass  by-laws  governing  the  Council  in  its  proceedings  and 
times  of  meeting  ;  and  whereas  it  is  expedient  that  By-law  No.  39  be  amended, 

Therefore  be  it  enacted,  and  it  is  hereby  enacted,  that  the  first  clause  be  amended  by 
striking  out  the  words  "second  Tuesday  in  June"  and  substituting  the  words  "first  Tues- 
day in  July."

FINANCE    COMMITTEE'S    REPORT. 

Dr.  Henderson  presented  the  Finance  Committee's  report. 

The  report  was  received. 

Dr.  Armour  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Dickson,  That  the  Council  go  into  Committee  of 
the  Whole  to  consider  the  Finance  Committee's  report.     Carried. 

Council  in  Committee  of  the  Whole.     Dr.  Bray  in  the  chair. 

Dr.  Henderson  read  Clause  1  of  the  report. 

Dr.  Armour — I  want  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Council  to  one  item  in  connection 
with  this  section,  a  very  small  matter  ;  that  is,  the  payment  to  the  Ontario  Medical  Journal. 
We  agreed  to  pay  that  journal  $300.00  for  a  certain  service.  That  service  was  very  indiffer- 
ently performed.  However,  I  will  not  refer  to  that  ;  but  it  has  been  usual  that  what  was 
paid  to  them  was  placed  in  a  separate  item  in  the  financial  statement,  but  that  has  not  been 
done  this  year.  It  is  mixed  up  with  what  was  paid  to  the  stenographer  and  what  was  paid 
to  the  Journal.  There  was  an  item  of  $347.19  paid  to  the  stenographer  for  proceedings  and 
other  special  reports  ;  when  we  come  to  investigate  it,  we  find  $256.00  of  this  was  paid  on 
account  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Journal.  In  addition  to  that,  the  Ontario  Medical  Journal 
received  $150.00.  In  all,  last  year  the  Ontario  Medical  Journal  received  $406  00,  when  the 
stipulated  contract  was  for  $360.00.  We  looked  into  this  matter  to  ascertain  how  they  had 
got  more  than  their  contract,  and  Ave  find,  by  going  away  back  to  1893,  the  first  year  the 
Journal  had  the  contract  with  the  Council,  they  were  paid  $500.00  that  year,  and,  so  far  as  we 
could  learn,  the  intention  of  the  Council  was  that  they  were  fully  paid  up  for  that  year.  The 
contract  at  that  time  was  that  they  were  to  be  paid  $50.00  a  month  for  each  issue  of  the  Journal. 
After  they  got  the  contract  in  the  first  place  the  Journal  began  in  August,  and  they  issued  ten 
issues  of  the  Journal  in  that  year,  and  consequently  they  received  $500.00  only.  In  1894  they 
received  $600. 00,  according  to  the  contract  ;  in  1895  they  received  $600.00  ;  and  in  1896,  in- 
stead of  $360.00,  they  received  $406.00.  Now  I  find  that  the  Journal  Company  are  asking  for 
the  payment  of  $54.00  additional  to  make  up  the  $600.00  for  1893.  Perhaps  the  older  mem- 
bers of  the  Council  will  know  whether  that  is  correct,  but  I  could  not  find  or  get  any  reason 
to  believe  that  it  was  not  the  intention  of  the  Council  in  1893,  when  we  paid  the  Journal 
Company  $500.00,  that  we  paid  them  all  they  were  entitled  to  at  that  time.  That  is  all  I 
have  to  say  regarding  that  matter. 

Dr.  Henderson  read  Clauses  1,  2,  3  and  4  of  the  report,  which  on  motion  were  adopted. 

Dr.  Henderson  read  Clause  5  of  the  report. 

Dr.  Armour — We  passed  a  by-law  last  year  which  stipulated  the  amount  which  was  to 
be  paid  and  the  Auditor  did  the  work  knowing  that.  Of  course,  it  is  left  at  our  discretion 
whether  we  pay  him  more  or  not.  We  have  provided  to  pay  him  more  for  the  future.  He  did 
the  work  knowing  the  consideration  was  fixed.  I  think  we  should  not  set  aside  a  by-law  by 
a  report  of  this  kind. 

The  Chairman — I  do  not  think  you  are  setting  aside  a  by-law  by  paying  him  more.  It 
is  a  very  common  thing  to  give  a  man  a  bonus. 

Dr.  Thorburn — What  is  given  to  the  Auditor  is  generally  at  the  end  of  the  year  ;  it  is 
settled  by  the  parties.  He  may  understand  it  is  so  and  so,  but  each  and  every  year  you  have 
got  to  name  the  sum. 

Dr.  Brock — We  named  the  sum  of  $20.00  last  year. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — It  is  a  very  strange  principle  you  are  establishing.  You  pass  a 
by-law  for  what  purpose  ?  To  bring,  in  a  special  way,  before  a  body  that  it  will  be 
clearly  understood  what  the  grant  is  and  the  amount  to  be  given.  Surely  you  do  not  over-ride 
that  by  resolution  ;  if  you  do  you  open  the  door  that  may  lead  to  serious  mischief  hereafter. 
I  would  provide  a  special  by-law  or  give  him  $60.00  for  the  ensuing  year,  rather  than  alter 
that.     I  do  not  think  you  have  any  right  to  do  it. 

Dr.  Barrick — It  seems  to  me  that  this  is.  a  very  exceptional  case.  It  is  the  first  year 
we  have  ever  had  an  Auditor  appointed  by  this  Council 

The  Chairman — No,  not  the  first  year. 

Dr.  Barrick — Has  there  ever  been  an  Auditor  appointed  by  by-law  before  ?  I  think 
you  will  find  that  I   am  correct,  that  last  year  was  the  first  time  that  this  Council  ever

appointed  an  Auditor  by  by-law.  As  one  of  those  who  supported  the  appointment  of  that 
Auditor  I  was  not  aware,  and  very  few  of  the  members  of  this  Council  were  aware,  what 
duties  that  Auditor  would  have  to  perform,  whether  they  were  more  or  whether  they  were 
less,  whether  they  were  worth  $20.00,  $30.00  or  $40.00  ;  and  the  Auditor  in  accepting  that 
position,  not  knowing  what  the  work  to  be  done  was,  was  just  as  much  in  the  dark  in 
deciding  whether  he  should  accept  that  amount  as  we  were  in  offering  it.  And  therefore  I 
think  it  is  quite  proper  for  us  now,  when  you  understand  what  the  work  has  been,  and  Dr. 
Pyne  has  stated  that  there  was  a  good  deal  of  work  to  be  done,  and  the  Auditor  now  knows 
what  the  work  is  and  feels  he  was  underpaid,  that  the  figures  we  have  adopted  here  in  this 
exceptional  case  should  pass  without  any  discussion. 

Dr.  Armour — I  move  that  that  clause  of  the  report  be  struck  out. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  second  that  motion,  because  while  I  have  no  objection  that  in  some 
way  or  other  the  Auditor  should  get  the  full  amount  of  his  remuneration,  I  would  like  it  to 
be  done  in  a  way  that  we  would  not  establish  a  precedent  that  might  be  worked  for  some 
bad  purpose.  I  think  if  we  have  laws  that  demand  that  money  should  be  granted  by  by-law 
we  should  stick  to  it  and  not  be  over-riding  by-laws  by  simple  resolutions. 

The  Chairman  put  Dr.  Armour's  motion  that  the  clause  be  struck  out. 

Dr.  Dickson — Will  you  support  a  motion  to  grant  the  additional  sum  ? 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  am  willing  to  support  a  lawful  motion.  I  am  willing  to  change 
the  other  to  $60.00  so  that  he  shall  get  a  proper  remuneration,  but  I  do  not  believe  in 
breaking  a  by-law  in  a  mode  of  this  kind. 

The  Chairman — You  think  the  $40.00  is  right,  but  you  object  to  the  way  in  which  it 
is  given. 

Dr.  Brock — We  settled  by  by-law  that  Dr.  Carlyle  was  to  receive  $20.00  last  year. 
We  have  settled  by  by-law  that  he  is  to  receive  $40.00  this  year.  That  settles  the  question. 
He  received  $20.00  for  last  year,  he  will  receive  $40.00  for  this  year. 

Dr.  Armour — But  this  report  will  permit  him  to  receive  $40.00  for  last  year. 

Dr.  Brock — I  can  hardly  understand  a  report  coming  in  this  way  that  is  a  by-law  last 
year.  It  leaves  him  so  that  he  may  demand  more  and  the  Council  ma}^  be  compelled  to 
give  it  to  him. 

Dr.  Armour — That  clause  in  the  report  refers  to  Dr.  Carlyle's  communication,  and  it 
gives  it  to  him  for  last  year. 

Dr.  Brock— I  understood  when  you  put  this  item  here  that  the  Auditor  should  receive 
for  the  next  year  $40.00.  When  I  came  to  the  Council  I  found  Dr.  Barrick  had  already 
prepared  a  by-law  to  that  effect,  naming  the  very  sum  which  you  wish  to  put  in,  and  I 
considered  the  $40.00  was  for  this  year. 

The  Chairman — Let  us  change  the  report  to  $20.00  and  have  it  understood  that  Dr. 
McLaughlin  or  somebody  else  shall  move  that  on  account  of  the  Auditor's  services  being 
greater  than  we  supposed  they  would  be,  we  grant  him  a  bonus  of  $20.00. 

Dr.  Armour—  We  do  not  need  to  strike  out  the  figure  only  ;  strike  out  the  whole 
clause. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  think  it  is  a  pity  that  Dr.  Carlyle,  having  accepted  the  by-law,  did 
not  submit  to  the  remuneration  offered.  If  I  had  been  in  that  position  I  would  not  come 
to  the  Council  and  ask  for  more  money.  If  he  would  just  allow  that  matter  to  drop  and 
get  us  out  of  the  difficulty  into  which  we  will  get 

Dr.  Henderson  reads  clause. 

Dr.  Dickson — That  reads  as  if  for  this  year's  remuneration  ;  that  is  what  I  understood 
in  the  committee. 

Dr.  Henderson — It  is  for  the  past  year.     It  does  not  say  so  in  the  report. 

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  move  that  that  be  struck  out ;  it  is  not  very  clear  what  is  meant, 
but  the  intention  is  very  clear  he  is  to  get  $40.00  instead  of  $20.00. 

Dr.  Barrick — Is  the  result  of  that  that  Dr.  Carlyle  gets  nothing  at  all  ? 

The  Chairman — No,  there  is  a  by-law  fixing  his  remuneration  at  $20.00  and  he  gets 
that. 

Dr.  Brock — We  have  inserted  in  our  estimates  for  this  year,,  "  Auditor  $40. 00. "  We 
have  settled  by  by-law  his  payment  for  last  year  ;  that  is  settled. 

The  Chairman  put  the  motion  made  by  Dr.  Armour,  seconded  by  Dr.  McLaughlin,  That 
the  clause  of  the  report  be  struck  out,  which  on  a  vote  being  taken  was  declared  carried. 

Dr.  Henderson  read  Paragraphs  7  and  8  of  the  report,  which  on  motion  were  adopted 
as  read. 

The  Chairman — That  is  all  the  Discipline  Committee  have  cost  the  Council  this  past 
year. 

Dr.  Henderson  read  Paragraph  9  of  the  report,  which  on  motion  was  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Henderson  read  Clause  10  of  the  report. 

Dr.  Hknderson — One  of  those  letters  has  already  been  read  and  it  is  on  a  par  with  all 
the  others,  so  that  I  do  not  think  it  would  be  necessary  to  read  them. 
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Dr.  Armour— I  want  to  ask  through  the  Chairman  a  question  of  Dr.  Henderson,  the 
Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee,  whether  there  are  any  other  communications  bearing  on 
this  subject  received  by  the  Registrar  or  by  the  College. 

Dr.  Henderson — Not  that  I  am  aware  of. 

Dr.  Thornton — I  understand  these  are  in  connection  with  the  assessment  tax. 

The  Chairman — I  do  not  know  ;  I  believe  they  are. 

Dr.  Thornton — Are  those  the  only  communications  received  by  the  Registrar  in  con- 
nection with  the  tax,  or  are  they  a  selection  out  of  the  ones  he  did  receive  ? 

The  Registrar — Members  sending  their  fee  often  write  a  letter  with  it. 

Dr.  Thornton — Do  the  writers  of  those  letters  send  their  fee  with  them  ? 

The  Registrar — No,  some  did  not. 

Dr.  Thornton — Why  are  those  letters  taken  and  perhaps  some  others  excluded  ? 
•  The  Registrar— Because  they  requested  them  to  be  brought  before  the  Council.     I  do 
not  put  a  man's  letters  before  the  Council,  enclosing  fees,  unless  he  asks  me. 

On  motion  Clause  10  was  adopted. 

Dr.  Henderson  read  Clauses  11,  12,  13,  14,  15,  16  and  17  of  the  report,  which  on  motion 
were  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Henderson  read  Clause  18  of  the  report  and  said  :  Dr.  Aikins  has  done  his  work 
very  well  and  the  work  has  increase'.!  materially.  We  think  his  salary  ought  to  be  increased 
and  I  move  the  adoption  of  Clause  18  of  this  report. 

Clause  18  of  the  report  was  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Henderson  read  Clauses  19  and  20,  which  on  motion  were  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Henderson  read  Clause  21. 

Dr.  Thornton — There  was  never  a  committee  appointed  to  dispose  of  it. 

Dr.  Armour — You  had  better  say  the  proper  committee,  that  will  make  it  right. 

On  motion  Clause  21  of  the  report  was  adopted. 

Dr.  Henderson  read  Clause  22  of  the  report,  which  on  motion  was  adopted  as  read. 

Dr.  Henry — I  may  say  I  think  he  is  well  entitled  to  it.  I  know  he  was  up  in  my 
section  of  the  country  once  or  twice  ;  and  one  fellow  he  did  good  work  with  and  brought  him 
to  time.  The  Kickapoo  Indians  heard  that  the  magistrate  wouldn't  take  security  and  the 
fellow  skipped.     I  know  from  my  experience  Mr.  VVasson  has  done  a  great  deal  of  good. 

On  motion  Clause  23  of  the  report  was  carried. 

Dr.  Henderson  moved  the  adoption  of  the  financial  statement.     Carried. 

Dr.  Henderson  moved  the  adoption  of  the  reports  of  the  Auditor,  also  .approximate 
statement  of  receipts  and  expenditure. 

Dr.  Barrick  asked  to  have  the  estimates  read. 

Dr.  Henderson — This  is  simply  an  approximation. 

Dr.  Henderson  read  estimates. 

Dr.  Henderson  moved  the  adoption  of  the  report  as  amended  in  Committee  of  the 
Whole.     Carried. 

finance  committee   report. 
To  the  President  and  members  af  the  Ontario  Medical  Council : 

Gentlemen, — Your  Committee  on  Finance  beg  to  submit  the  following  report : 

The  Treasurer's  statement  with  accompanying  report  of  Auditor,  according  to  instruc- 
tions from  this  Council,  were  placed  before  you  on  the  first  day  of  the  session,  thereby 
giving  an  opportunity  to  every  member  to  know  our  present  financial  standing. 

We  have  carefully  examined  the  Registrar's  books,  and  all  accounts  and  papers  referred 
to  us,  and  have  compared  them  with  the  financial  statement  of  the  Treasurer,  and  have 
pleasure  in  stating  that  after  due  consideration  of  the  same  we  find  them  to  be  correct,  both 
officers  having  discharged  their  duties  in  their  usual  efficient  manner. 

The  petitions  and  accounts  referred  to  us  have  also  been  duly  considered,  and  we 
recommend  as  follows  : 

The  account  of  our  Solicitor,  B.  B.  Osier,  for  services  rendered  to  date,  certified  by 
Registrar  as  correct,  of  $190.05,  to  be  paid. 

Also  that  of  Rolph,   Smith  &  Co.,  for  diplomas  and  cases,  $103.40. 

Dr.  F.  Fowler's  account,  for  acting  as  Deputy  Registrar  at  Kingston,  $40.00,  the 
Auditor  considering  his  remuneration  inadequate  to  the  labor  required  of  him.  We  advise 
$40.00. 

The  Harper  account  Queen  vs.  J.  E.  Fox,  payment  to  Harper,  $12.50,  and  Crown 
Attorney  Farewell,  $24.50,  be  paid. 

The  Discipline  Committee  meeting  of  present  session,  $37.50. 
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Re  insurance  on  elevator.  We  accepted  that  of  the  Ontario  Accident  Company,  their 
tender  being  the  lowest. 

The  letters  received  re  assessment  dues  from  Drs.  M.  H.  Aikins,  Mencke,  Lang,  Jack- 
son, Preston,  Bibbie,  Clemeshaw,  Jackes,  Matheson,  Peters,  Bell,  Bingham,  Arnott  and 
the  London  Medical  Association,  we  recommend  to  be  read  for  your  deliberation. 

In  the  case  of  Ezra  Briggs,  no  action  to  be  taken. 

In  the  case  of  Dr.  E.  B.  O'Reilly,  objecting  to  being  assessed  while  absent  from  the 
Province  for  a  period  of  eight  years,  as  he  was  disfranchised  from  voting  by  the  Council,  we 
agree  to  accept  his  payment  of  fees  from  1892  to  date. 

Colfax's  request  granted  on  account  of  illness  during  examination. 

To  save  extra  labor  for  Registrar  and  Treasurer,  we  suggest  that  all  members  of  Council 
may  pay  assessment  dues  direct  to  Registrar  before  receiving  their  sessional  allowance. 
Wl  We  recommend  that  the  temporary  loans  from  the  bank  be  arranged,  if  possible,  at  a 
less  rate  of  interest,  and  as  two  loans  amounting  to  $4,400.00  are  now  due,  that  immediate 
provision  be  made  for  the  same,  and  for  the  necessary  bank  accommodation  to  defray 
expenses  of  present  meeting  of  Council,  by  the  officers  appointed  for  that  purpose. 

In  supplying  certificates  under  the  Act  the  members  of  College  must  pay  all  arrears 
before  receiving  such  certificate. 

We  also  advise  that  it  be  left  to  the  discretion  of  the  Registrar  whether  the  Official 
Announcement  be  supplied  to  others  than  members  of  the  Council. 

On  account  of  increased  labor  and  extra  time  devoted  in  the  interests  of  the  Council, 
we  recommend  that  the  salary  of  the  Treasurer  be  $500.00  per  annum. 

We  believe  that  the  necessities  of  the  Council  demand  the  annual  fee  of  $2.00  to  be 
collected,  and  recommend  that  steps  be  taken  to  that  end. 

In  regard  to  .Council  building,  we  advise  that  the  Property  Committee  be  authorized  to 
arrange  for  its  disposal,  or  act  as  they  deem  best  in  the  interests  of  your  body. 

In  reference  to  Prosecutor,  we  recommend  the  re-engagement  of  Mr.  Wasson,  at  a 
salary  of  $600.00  per  annum,  but  before  proceeding  in  doubtful  cases,  he  must  receive  the 
approval  of  the  committee  appointed  for  that  purpose,  and  in  view  of  his  loss  the  past  year 
in  connection  with  prosecutions  amounting  to  nearly  $400.00,  we  recommend  that  he  be 
paid  $200.00  to  partially  compensate  him  for  his  loss.

Copy  of  a  resolution  passed  at  a  regular  meeting  of  the  London  Medical  Association, 
February  10th,  1896. 

Moved  by  Dr.  Ferguson,  seconded  by  Dr.  Arnott,  and  resolved,  That  the  London 
Medical  Association  recognizes  the  services  rendered  to  the  medical  profession  by  the  Council 
of  the  College  of  Physicians  and  Surgeons  of  Ontario,  in  maintaining  an  efficient  standard 
of  medical  education  for  students,  providing  for  the  registration  of  licentiates,  guarding  the 
rights  of  registered  practitioners,  prosecuting  unlicensed  practitioners,  and  erasing  the  names 
of  practitioners  guilty  of  infamous  or  disgraceful  conduct  in  a  professional  respect. 

This  Association  accordingly  holds  it  to  be  the  duty  of  every  member  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  of  Ontario  promptly  and  loyally  to  pay  the  annual  assessment  fee  levied  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  Ontario  Medical  Act,  for  the  maintenance  of  the 
general  expenses  of  the  College  ;  and  it  is  further  claimed  that  members  of  the  College 
taking  exception  to  any  of  the  administrative  acts  of  the  Council  should  seek  reforms  by  way 
of  the  medical  electorate  rather  than  by  attempting  to  withhold  the  payment  of  assessments 
authorized  by  the  statute  and  indispensable  to  the  very  existence  of  a  Council. 

Yet  this  Association  begs  to  protest  against  By-Law  No.  69,  passed  by  the  Council  on 
the  28th  of  June,  1895,  which  suspends  the  penal  clause  of  Section  41a  of  the  amended 
Medical  Act  for  Ontario  until  June  1st,  1896,  then  to  come  into  force  only  "in  case  a  suffi- 
cient amount  of  dues  is  not  paid  in  to  cover  the  bank  liability."  This  Association  submits 
that  said  qualification  is  grossly  unjust  to  members  of  the  profession  who  have  paid  or  may 
pay  their  assessment  prior  to  June  1st,  1896,  and  affords  a  loop-hole  to  delinquents  who  are 
disposed  to  shirk  payment  of  their  fees.  The  Association  recommends  the  Ontario  Medical 
Council  either  to  rescind  said  clause  of  the  by-law,  or,  otherwise,  to  furnish  every 
member  on  payment  of  his  fee  a  guarantee  that  no  other  member  shall  be  permitted  to 
escape  payment  of  his  legal  indebtedness  to  the  Council. 

And  resolved  further,  that  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  be  forwarded  to  the  Registrar  and 
to  the  medical  journals  of  the  Province. 
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To  the  President  and   members   of  the   Medical  Council   of  the   College    of  Physicians  and 
Surgeons  of  Ontario  : 

Gentlemen, — I  beg  leave  to  submit  for  your  consideration  my  annual  report  com- 
mencing June  1st,  1895,  and  ending  May  31st,  1896,  giving  a  detailed  statement  of  fines 
imposed,  amount  collected,  and  expenses  incurred  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  the 
Ontario  Medical  Act. 

Previous  to  June,  1895,  the  Council  paid  all  expenses  and  received  all  fines  from  prose- 
cutions, paying  me  a  salary  of  $400.00  a  year.  In  nearly  all  case3  the  amount  of  convictions 
was  equal  to  the  amount  of  expenses,  but  the  trouble  was  to  collect  the  fines,  as  a  number 
went  to  jail,  others  skipped  out,  and  some  appealed,  which  made  the  amount  paid  out  "by 
the  Council  largely  in  excess  of  receipts. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Council  in  June,  1895,  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Council,  I  signed 
an  agreement  to  pay  all  expenses  in  prosecutions  and  to  receive  all  fines,  making  my  salary 
$600.00  a  year.  I  have  endeavored  to  the  best  of  my  ability  to  carry  out  my  contract,  and 
at  the  end  of  the  year  find  myself  several  hundred  dollars  out  of  pocket. 

I  may  state  that  a  good  deal  of  that  is  owing  to  complaints  from  medical  men  all  over 
the  Province,  who  after  receiving  a  notice  from  the  Registrar  to  pay  the  dues,  in  a  great 
many  cases  the  answer  was  that  there  was  a  quack  in  their  district  and  they  desired^  to  be 
protected  from  such.  I  took  three  men  with  me  and  made  an  investigation  of  nearly  all  the 
places  reported.  I  found  a  great  many  of  them  were  over  a  year  ago,  the  parties  having 
gone  away,  and  some  that  under  our  Act  we  could  not  convict.  I  had  to  pay  all  the 
expenses  incurred.  Since  then  I  have  had  to  be  very  careful  what  cases  I  undertook  to 
prosecute  so  that  I  could  get  a  conviction  to  try  and  cover  expenses.  Even  in  some  cases 
where  conviction  has  been  had  we  nevqr  got  the  fines,  as  some  of  the  defendants  go  to  jail, 
others  skip  out.  It  is  a  well-known  fact  that  the  magistrate  invariably,  if  he  knows  the 
prosecutor  is  interested  in  the  fines,  will  dismiss  the  case,  and  in  nearly  every  case  the 
defendant  will  employ  counsel  to  defend  him. 

In  the  case  of  Prof.  Crane,  of  Buffalo,  who  was  arrested  and  tried  at  Dunville,  the 
expenses  amounted  to  over  $150.00,  and  the  result  a  conviction  and  a  fine  of  $25.00,  and 
defendant  went  to  jail  for  one  month. 

Also  in  the  case  of  Professor  Gustin,  of  Orangeville,  who  was  allowed  out  on  his  own 
bail  by  the  magistrate  and  skipped. 

In  the  case  of  Black,  of  Toronto,  who  went  to  attend  a  patient  in  Orangeville,  accom- 
panied by  a  doctor  from  Toronto,  who  made  the  examinations,  and  Black  then  prescribed 
the  herbs.  Evidence  was  taken  in  this  by  a  stenographer,  and  solicitors  on  both  sides,  and 
the  case  was  dismissed  and  the  expenses  were  heavy.  Some  parts  of  the  accounts  I  am  still 
disputing. 

In  the  case  of  Druggist  Wright,  of  Toronto  Junction.  This  case  was  remanded  several 
times,  and  a  petition  and  letters  were  sent  to  the  President,  asking  him  to  stay  proceedings, 
counsel  and  witnesses  had  to  attend  at  each  day's  trial,  which  was  very  costly,  and  he  was 
only  fined  $25.00  and  costs. 

There  have  been  a  number  of  appeals,  the  Council  paying  the  cost  of  the  same. 

Dr.  N.  Washington's  appeal  dismissed  with  costs,  Washington  having  gone  to  reside  in 
Milwaukee,  U.S.A.  A  second  charge  was  laid  against  him  in  Crysler.  I  served  him  with  a 
summons  in  Toronto,  but  he  did  not  appear,  so  I  went  to  Crysler  and  got  the  trial  proceeded 
with  in  his  absence.  He  was  fined  $50.00  and  costs.  The  fine  is  not  yet  paid,  he  having 
gone  to  the  States  ;  a  warrant  is  issued  for  his  arrest. 

In  the  case  of  W.  F.  Coulson,  representing  the  M.  V.  Lubon  Medicine  Co.  Two  years 
ago  I  prosecuted  him,  he  was  convicted  and  fined  ;  he  appealed  the  case  and  had  the  con- 
viction quashed.  This  year  I  worked  up  a  stronger  case,  had  him  convicted  and  fined 
$75.00  and  costs,  and  he  again  appealed,  but  the  conviction  was  sustained  with  costs  against 
him.  » 

The  Loftus  Medicine  Co.  conviction  was  quashed  without  costs. 

In  the  McCarthy  appeal  case  the  conviction  was  sustained  with  costs  against  him.  Since 
then  I  have  had  him  prosecuted  and  fined  $75.00  and  costs.  He  has  again  appealed  to  the 
Sessions  in  Brantford. 

At  the  Council  meeting  in  June,  1895,  several  medical  practitioners  were  reported  for 
unprofessional  conduct.  During  the  year  I  have  been  getting  up  evidence,  which  I  have 
submitted  to  the  Discipline  Committee. 

In  regard  to  prosecutions,  I  might  suggest  that  a  Committee  on  Medical  Infractions,  the 
same  as  the  Discipline  Committee,  could  be  appointed  by  the  Council,  so  that  all  matters 
could  be  submitted  to  them  instead  of  consulting  the  Solicitor  when  appeals  and  other 
matters  are  brought  to  my  notice. 

Trusting  the  above  report  will  meet  with  your  approval,  and  while  1  am  in  the  service 
of  the  Council  I  shall  endeavor  to  carry  out  your  views  and  the  spirit  of  the  Medical  Act. 
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Since  the  last  meeting  of  the  Council  I  have  been  appointed  by  the  Federal  Government 
a  Constable  in  the  Dominion  Police  Force  (without  salary),  having  authority  in  all  parts  of 
the  Dominion.

Dr.  McLaughlin — I  can  join  heartily  in  the  expressions  of  good-will  that  we  all  must 
cherish  towards  Dr.  Rogers.  I  take  his  rulings  as  being  extremely  fair.  I  think  he  has 
strained  points  very  often  in  order  not  to  be  harsh  ;  and  he  has  given  us  all,  I  think,  abundant 
opportunity  to  express  our  opinions,  and  so  far  as  I  am  concerned  and  have  been  able  to 
observe,  Dr.  Rogers  has  been  very  fair  and  very  just  in  his  rulings. 

Dr.  Luton — I  am  and  have  been  very  much  pleased  with  the  conduct  of  Dr.  Rogers  as 
President.     I  think  he  has  made  it  as  pleasant  for  us  all  as  he  possibly  could.       He  has  suc- 
ceeded admirably  in  his  efforts  to  preserve  harmony  and  order. 
The  Vice-President  put  the  motion. 

Dr.  Thorburn — This  is  a  resolution  seconded  by  Dr.  Williams,  and  I  cannot  express  too 
heartily  my  own  personal  feelings  in  this  matter.  At  one  time  I  must  admit  we  thought  he 
had  a  good  deal  to  say,  when  he  first  came  here,  but  he  has  come  down  to  be  one  of  the  sober, 
solid  judges. 

Dr.  Moore — He  is  married. 

Dr.  Thorburn — And  I  respect  him.  Is  it  your  pleasure  that  this  vote  of  thanks  be 
passed  ? 

The  motion  was  carried  amid  very  loud  applause. 

The  Vice-President,  Dr.  Thorburn,  tendered  the  vote  of  thanks  to  the  President,  Dr. 
Rogers. 

The  President  in  the  chair. 

The  President — Vice-President  of  the  Council,  Gentlemen  of  the  Council,  Drs.  Machell 
and  Williams,  I  appreciate  very  much  indeed  this  vote  of  thanks  and  I  appreciate  very 
heartily  the  kind  and  nice  things  which  have  fallen  from  the  lips  of  Drs.  Williams, 
McLaughlin  and  Luton.  I  entered  the  chair  with  a  certain  amount  of  misgiving,  as  I 
had  never  filled  an  office  of  this  kind  in  this  Council  before  or  in  any  body  of  that  character. 
I  have  been  President  of  Medical  Associations,  but  this  I  realized  was  of  a  different 
nature.  However,  I  determined  to  be  absolutely  fair,  so  far  as  my  lights  went  in  the  first 
place  ;  secondly,  to  do  the  best  I  could  to  forward  the  business  of  the  Council  and  to  make 
every  member  of  it  feel  satisfied  as  far  as  possible.  Whether  I  succeeded  or  not  it  is  for  you 
to  say.  At  any  rate,  I  have  done  my  best  to  serve  the  interests  of  the  members  here  at  this 
meeting,  and  as  I  have  done  now  it  will  be  my  pleasure  to  do  whatever  I  can  between  now 
and  the  meeting  of  the  Council  to  forward  the  best  interests  of  our  College.  I  appreciate 
very  heartily  the  assistance  I  have  received  from  all  our  members  and  I  thank  you  for 
this  pleasant  expression  of  good-will  towards  me.     (Applause.) 

Moved  by  Dr.  Shaw,  seconded  by  Dr.  Williams,  That  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting 
be  now  read.     Carried. 

The  Registrar  read  the  minutes  of  this  meeting  of  the  Council. 

Dr.  Sangster — Before  the  business  is  finished  I  want  to  make  one  remark.  I  do  not 
know  whether  I  am  in  order  or  not,  but  if  I  am  not  I  presume  you  will  stop  me  as  you  are 
still  President.  I  was  not  in  the  room  when  the  motion  was  made  to  tender  the  vote  of 
thanks  to  the  President.  As  I  implied  in  my  first  remarks  at  the  beginning  of  the  session,  I 
was  not  very  sanguine  of  receiving  fair  play  in  the  Council  during  your  presidency.  I  wish 
simply  to  state  my  great  gratification  and  to  say  that  I  feel  grateful  to  you  personally  as  well 
as  in  my  position  as  a  member  of  this  Council,  for  your  dignified,  impartial  and  kind  manner 
in  the  chair,  and  I  would  like  this  to  be,  if  it  can  be,  inserted  in  the  proceedings  as  well  as 
any  other  remarks  that  may  have  been  made  in  this  connection. 

The  President — I  very  much  appreciate  the  remarks  that  have  fallen  from  Dr.  Sangster. 
I  certainly  intended  to  be  impartial  and  to  be  thoroughly  fair,  whatever  else  I  was,  or  what- 
ever my  faults  might  be.  I  am  only  human,  and  I  might  err,  but  as  to  being  impartial  I  would 
be  that  and  if  I  have  received  the  good-will  of  all  the  members  I  am  very  glad  indeed  ;  and 
I  am  very  glad  to  have  these  remarks  made  by  Dr.  Sangster,  and  I  appreciate  them  very 
heartily. 

The  President  declared  the  minutes  confirmed  as  read. 

Dr.  Williams  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Moore,  That  the  Council  do  now  adjourn. 
Carried.

"The  liquor  was  of  a  dark  sherry  color  but  per- 
fectly bright  and  clear,  and  remained  so  in  dilution 
with  water  in  all  proportions. 

"  Its  bouquet  was  delicate  and  agreeable,  appear- 
ing slightly  empyreumatic  and  quite  distinct  from 
that  of  other  whiskies ;  the  taste  was  mild,  seduc- 
tive and  mellow,  suggestive  of  a  well-matured 
spirit,  possessing  age.  Its  reaction  was  only  very 
slightly  acid,  and  at  60  degrees  F.  its  specific 
gravity  was  0.9386.

"  The  Organic  matter  was  composed  of  coloring 
and  flavoring  agents,  natural  and  not  added,  in 
which,  on  account  of  the  apparent  empyreumatic 
odor,  a  careful  search  was  made  for  creosote  with 
negative  results.
